28 And hast not ner me to kiss 
my sons and my daughters? thou hast 
now done foolishly in so doing. 

29 It is in the power of my hand to do 
you hurt: but the God of your father 
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spake unto me yesternight, saying, Take 
thou heed that thou speak ‘not to Jacob 
either good or bad. 

30 And now, though thou wouldest 
needs be gone, because thou sore long- 
edst after thy father’s house, yet where- 
fore hast thou stolen my gods? 

31 And Jacob answered and said. to 
La‘ban, Because I was afraid: for I said, 
Peradventure thou wouldest take by 
force thy daughters from me. 

32 With whomsoever thou findest thy 
gods, let him not live: before our breth- 
ren discern thou what zs thine with me, 
and take if to thee. For Jacob knew not 
that Rachel had stolen them. 

33 And La’ban went into Jacob’s tent, 
and into Lé’ah’s tent, and into the two 
maidservants’ tents; but he found them 
not. Then went he out of Lé’ah’s tent, 
and entered into Rachel’s tent... 

34 Now Rachel had taken ‘the images, 
and put them in the camel’s furniture, 
and sat upon them. And Laban 
sae the tent, but found them 


ee And she said to her father, Let it not 
displease my lord that I cannot rise up 
before thee; for the custom of women is 
upon me. And he searched, but found 
not the images: 

36 @ And Jacob was wroth, and chode 
with La’ban: and Jacob answered and 
said’ to La’ban, What is my trespass?

37 Whereas thou hast searched all: my 
stuff, what hast thou found of all thy 
household stuff? set zt here before my 
brethren: and thy brethren, that) they 
may judge betwixt us both. 

38 This twenty years have I been with 
thee; thy ewes and thy she goats have 
not ‘cast their young, and the rams of 
thy flock have I not eaten. ~ 

39 That which was torn of) beasts I 
brought not unto thee; I bare the loss of 
it; of my hand didst thou require it, 
whether stolen by day, or stolen by 


night. 

40 Thus I was; in the day the drought 
consumed me, and the frost by night; 
and my sleep departed from mine eyes. 

41 Thus have I been twenty years in 
thy house: I served thee fourteen years 
for thy two daughters, and six years for 
thy cattle; and thou hast. pecan ae 
wages ten times, 1 
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42 Except the God of my father, the 
God of Abraham, and the fear of Isaac, 
had been with me, surely thou hadst 
sent me away now empty. God hath 
seen mine affliction and the labor of 
my hands, and rebuked thee yester- 
night. 

43 @ And La’ban answered and said 
unto Jacob, These daughters are my 
daughters, and these children are my 
children, and these cattle are my cattle, 
and all that thou seest 7s mine: and what 
can I do this day unto these my daugh- 
ters, or unto their children which they 
have borne? 

44 Now therefore come thou, let us 
make a covenant, I and thou; and let it 
be for a witness between me and thee. 

45 And Jacob took a stone, and set it 
up for a pillar. 

46 And Jacob said unto his brethren, 
Gather stones; and they took stones, 
and made a heap: and they did eat there 
upon the heap.

24 The sons of Rachel; Joseph, and 
Benjamin: 

25 And the sons of Bil’hah, Rachel’s 
handmaid; Dan, and Naph’ta-li:

15 @ These were dukes of the sons of 
E’sdu: the sons of El/i-phaz the first- 
born son of E’sdéu; duke Té’man, duke

16 Duke Ko’rah, duke Ga’tam, and 
duke Am’a-lék: these are the dukes 
that came of El'i-phaz in the land of 
E’/dém: these were the sons of A’dah. 

17 @ And these are the sons of Rey’él 
E’sdw’s son; duke Na’hath, duke Ze 
rah, duke Sham’mah, duke Miz’zah: 
these are the dukes that came of Rey’él 
in the land of E’dém: these are the sons 
of Bash’é-math E’sdw’s wife. 

18 @ And these are the sons of A-hél/i- 
ba’mah E’sau’s wife; duke Jé’iish, duke — 
Ja’a-lam, duke Ko’rah: these were the — 
dukes that came of A-hdl/i-ba’mah the 
daughter of A’nah, E’sdt’s wife. 

19 These are the sons of E’sdu, who is 
Edom, and these are their dukes. 

20 @ These are the sons of Sé’ir the 
Ho'rite, who inhabited the land; rere 
and Sho’bal, and Zib’é-dn, and A’nah,

29 These are the dukes that came of 
the Ho’rites; duke Lo’tan, duke Sho‘

30. Duke Di’shén, duke E’zér, duke 
Di‘shan: these are the dukes that came 
of Ho’ri, among their dukes in the land 
of Sée’ir.

7 And Joseph brought in Jacob his 
father, and set him before Pha’radh: and 
Jacob blessed Pha’raoh. 

8 And Pha’raoh said unto Jacob, How 
old arf thou? 

9 And Jacob said unto Pha’rash, The 
days of the years of my pilgrimage are 
a hundred and thirty years: few and evil 
have the days of the years of my life 
been, and have not attained unto the 
days of the years of the life of my fathers 
in the days of their pilgrimage. 

10 And Jacob blessed Pha’raoh, and 
went out from before Pha’radh. 

11 @ And Joseph placed his father 
and his brethren, and gave them a pos- 
session in the land of Egypt, in the best 
of the land, in the land of Ram’é-sés; as 
Pha’‘rach had commanded. 

12 And Joseph nourished his father, 
and his brethren, and all his father’s 
household, with bread, according to 
their families. 

13 @ And there was no bread in all the 
land; for the famine was very sore, so 
that the land of Egypt and ail the land 
of Ca’naan fainted by reason of the 
famine. 

14 And Joseph gathered up all the 
money that was found in the land of 
Egypt, and in the land of Ca’naan, for 
the corn which they bought: and Joseph 
brought the money into Pha’rach’s 
house. 

15 And when money failed in the land 
of Egypt, and in the land of Ca’ndan, 
all the Egyptians came unto Joseph, 
and said, Give us bread: for why should 
we die in thy presence? for the money 
faileth. 

16 And Joseph said, Give your cattle; 
and I will give you for your cattle, if 
money fail. _ 

17 And they brought their cattle unto 
Joseph: and. Joseph gave them bread in 
exchange for horses, and for the flocks, 
and for the cattle of the herds, and for 
the asses; and he fed them with bread 
for all their cattle for that year. — 

18 When that year was ended, they 
came unto him the second year, and 
said unto him, We will not hide it from 
my lord, how that our money is spent; 
my lord also hath our herds of cattle; 
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there is not aught left in the sightof my 
lord, but our bodies, and our lands: . 

19 Wherefore shall we die before thine 
eyes, both we and our land? buy us and 
our land for bread, and we and our land 
will be servants unto Pha’radh: and give 
us seed, that we may live, and not die, 
that the land be not desolate. ~ 

20 And Joseph bought all the land of 
Egypt for Pha’rach; for the Egyptians 
sold every man his field, because the 
famine prevailed over them: so the land 
became Pha@’rath’s. 

21 And as for the people, he removed 
them to cities from one end of the bor- 
ders of Egypt even to the other end 
thereof. 

22 Only the land of the — bought 
he not; for the priests had a portion as- 
signed them of Pha’rath, and did eat 
their portion which Pha’raoh gave them: 
wherefore they sold not their lands. 

23 Then Joseph said unto the people, 
Behold, I have bought you this day and 
your land for Pha’raoh: lo, here is seed 
for you, and ye shall sow the land. 

24 And it shall come to pass in the in- 
crease, that ye shall give the fifth part 
unto Pha’raoh, and four parts shall be 
your own, for seed of the field, and for 
your food, and for them of your house- 
holds, and for food for your little ones. 

25 And they said, Thou hast saved 
our lives: let us find grace in the sight 
of my lord, and we will be Pha’rach’s 
servants. 

26 And Joseph made it a law over the 
land of Egypt unto this day, that Pha‘ 
raodh should have the fifth part; except 
the land of the priests only, which be- 
came not Pha’rath’s. 

27 @ And Is’r4-é1 dwelt in the land of 
Egypt, in the country of Go’shén; and 
they had possessions therein, and grew, 
and multiplied exceedingly. 


28 And Jacob lived in the land of Egypt th 


seventeen years: so the whole age of 
Jacob was a hundred forty and seven 


years. 

29 And the time drew nigh that Is’ra-é1 
must die: and he called his son Joseph, 
and said unto him, If now I have found 
grace in thy sight, put, I pray thee, thy 
hand under my thigh, and deal kindly 
and truly with me; bury me not, I pray 
thee, in Egypt: 

30 But I will lie with my fathers, and 
thou shalt*carry me out of Egypt, and 
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bury me in their buryingplace. And he 
said, I will do as thou hast said. 

31 And he said, Swear unto me. And 
he sware unto him. And Is‘ra-é1 bowed 
himself upon the bed’s_head. 


CHAPTER 48 
ND (it came to pass after these 
things, that one told Joseph, Be- 
hold, thy father is sick: and he took 
with him his two sons, Ma-nas’séh and 
E’phra-im. 

2 And one told Jacob, and said, Behold, 
thy son Joseph cometh unto thee: and 
Is’ra-8l strengthened himself, and sat 
upon the bed. 

3 And Jacob said unto Joseph, God 
Almighty appeared unto me at Liiz in 
the land of Ca’ndan, and blessed me, 

4 And said unto me, Behold, I will make 
thee fruitful, and multiply thee, and I 
will make of thee a multitude of people; 
and will give this land to thy seed after 
thee for an everlasting possession. 

5 @ And now thy two sons, E’phra-im 
and Ma-nas’séh, which were born unto 
thee in the land of Egypt, before I came 
unto thee into Egypt, are mine; as Reu- 
ben and Simeon, they shall be mine. 

6 And thy issue, which thou begettest 
after them, shall be thine, and shall be 
called after the name of their brethren 
in their inheritance. 

7 And as for me, when I came from 
Pa’dan, Rachel died by me in the land 
of Ca’ndan in the way, when yet there 
was but a little way to come unto Eph‘ 
rath: and I buried her there in the way 
of Eph’rath; the same is Beth-lehem. 

8 And Is’ra-é1 beheld Joseph’s sons, 
and said, Who are these? ; 

9 And Joseph said unto his father, They 
are my sons, whom God hath given me 
in this place. And he said, Bring them, 
I pray thee, unto me, and I will bless 


em. } 
10 Now the eyes of Is’ra-81 were dim 
for age, so that he could not see. “And 
he brought them near unto him; and he 
kissed them, and embraced them, 

11 And Is’ra-&1 said unto Joseph, I had 
not thought to see thy face: and, lo, God 
hath showed me also thy seed. 

12 And Joseph brought them out from 
between his knees, and he bowed him- 
self with his face to the earth. _ 

13 And Joseph took them E’phra- 
im in his right hand toward Is’rd-él’s 
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left hand, and Ma-nas’séh in his left 
‘hand toward Is'ra-él’s right hand, and 
brought them near unto him. 

14 And Is’ra-él stretched out his right 
hand, and laid it upon E’phra-im’s head, 
who was the younger, and his left hand 
upon Ma-nas’séh’s head, guiding his 
hands wittingly; for Ma-nas’s¢h was the 
firstborn. 

15 @ And he blessed Joseph, and said, 
God, before whom my fathers Abraham 
and Isaac did walk, the God which fed 
me all my life long unto this day, 

- 16 The Angel which redeemed me from 
all evil, bless the lads; and let my name 
be named on them, and the name of my 
fathers Abraham and Isaac; and let them 
grow into.a multitude in the midst of the 


earth. 

17 And when Joseph saw thathis father 
laid his right hand upon the head of 
E’phra-im, it displeased him: and he 
held up his father’s hand, to remove it 
from E’phra-im’s head unto Ma-nas* 
séh’s head. 

18 And Joseph said unto his father, 
Not so, my father: for this is the first- 
born; put thy right hand upon his head. 

19 And his father refused, and said, I 
know if, my son, I know it: he also shall 
become a people, and he also shall be 
great: but truly his younger brother shall 
pe greater than he, and his seed ishall 
become a multitude of nations. 

20 And he blessed them that day, say- 

ing, In thee shall Is’ra-él bless, saying, 
God make thee as E’phra-im and as 
Ma-nas’séh: and he set E’phra-im be- 
fore Ma-nas’séh. 
21 And Is’ra-€l said unto Joseph, Be- 
hold, I die; but God shall be with you, 
and bring you again unto the land of 
‘your fathers. 

22 Moreover I have given to thee one 
portion above thy brethren, which I took 
out of the hand of the ‘O-rite with 
my sword and with my bow.

8 @ Judah, thou arf he whom thy 
brethren shall praise: thy hand shail be 
in the neck of thine enemies; thy father’s 
children shall bow down before thee,

prey, my son, thou art gone up: he 
stooped down, he couched as a lion, and 
as an old lion; who shall rouse him up? 

10 The sceptre shall not depart from 
Judah, nor a lawgiver from between his 
feet, until Shi’/loh come; and unto him 
shall the gathering of the people be. 

11 Binding his foal unto the vine, and 
his ass’s colt unto the choice vine; he 
washed his garments in wine, and his 
clothes in the blood of grapes: 

12 His eyes shall be red with wine, and 
his teeth white with milk. 

13 @ Zéb’i-lin shall dwell at the 
haven of the sea; and he shall-be for a 
haven of ships; and his border shail be 
unto Zi’don. 

14 @ Is’sa-char is a strong ass couch- 
ing down between two burdens: 

15 And he saw that rest was good, and ° 
the land that it was pleasant; and bowed 
his shoulder to bear, and became a sery- 
ant unto tribute. 

16 @ Dan shall judge his people, as 
one of the tribes of Is’ra-él. 

17 Dan shall be a serpent by the way, 
an adder in the path, that biteth the 
horse heels, so that his rider shall fall 
backward. 

18 I have waited for thy salvation, O 
Lorp. 

19 @ Gad, a troop shall overcome him: 
but he shall overcome at the last. 
520 @ Out of Ash’ér his bread shall be 
fat, and he shall yield royal dainties. 
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21 @ Naph’ta-li is a hind let loose: he 
giveth goodly words. 

22 @ Joseph is a fruitful bough, evena 
fruitful bough by a well; whose branches 
run over the wall: 

23 The archers have sorely grieved 
him, and shot at him, and hated him: 

24 But his bow abode in strength, and 
the arms of his hands were made strong 
by the hands of the mighty God of 
Jacob; (from thence is the shepherd, the 
stone of Is’ra-é1;) 

25 Even by the God of thy father, who 
shall help thee; and by the Almighty, 
who shall bless thee with blessings of 
heaven above, blessings of the deep that 
lieth under, blessings of the breasts, 
and of the womb: 

26 The blessings of thy father have pre- 
vailed above the blessings of my pro- 
genitors unto the utmost bound of the 
everlasting hills: they shall be on the 
head of Joseph, and on the crown of the 
head of him that was separate from his 
brethren. 


Jacob’s death and burial in the cave of Machpelah 


2 And Joseph commanded his servants 
the physicians to embalm his father: 
and the physicians embalmed Is‘ra-€l. 

3 And forty days were fulfilled for him; 
for so are fulfilled the days of those 
which are embalmed: and the Egyptians 
mourned forhimthreescoreandtendays.

29 And he charged them, and said unto 
them, I am to be gathered unto my peo- 
ple: bury me with my fathers in the cave 
that is in the field of E’phron the Hit’tite,

CHAPTER 1 


OW these are the names of the 
children of Is’ra-&l, which came 
into Egypt; every man and his house- 
hold came with Jacob. 
2 Reuben, Simeon, Levi, and Judah, 
3Is'sa-char, Zéb’t-liin, and Benjamin, 
4 Dan, and Naph’ta-l, Gad, and 

Ash’ér. 

5 And all the souls that came out of the 
loins of Jacob were seventy souls: for 
Joseph was in Egypt already. 

6 And Joseph died, and all his brethren, 
and all that generation. 

7 @ And the children of Is’ra-é1 were 

fruitful, and increased abundantly, and 
toultiplied, and waxed exceeding mighty; 
and the land was filled with them. 

8 Now there arose up a new king over 
Egypt, which knew not Joseph. 

9 And he said unto his people, Behold, 
the people of the children of Is’ra-él are 
“more and mightier than we: 

10 Come on, let us deal wisely with 


them; lest they multiply, and it come to 
pass, that, when there falleth out any 
war, they join also unto our enemies, 
and fight against us, and so get them up 
out of the land. 

11 Therefore they did set over them 
taskmasters to afflict them with their 
burdens. And they built for Pha’radh 
treasure cities, Pi’‘thém and Ra’am-sés.

15 @ And the king of Egypt spake to 
the Hebrew midwives, of which the- 
name of the one was Shiph’rah, and the 
name of the other Pi’ah; 

16 And he said, When ye do the office 
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of a midwife to the Hebrew women, and 
- see them upon the stools, if it be a son, 
then ye shall kill him; but if it be a 
daughter, then she shall live. 

17 But the midwives feared God, and 
did not as the king of Egypt commanded 
them, but saved the men children alive. 

18 And the king of Egypt called for the 
midwives, and said unto them, Why 
have ye done this thing, and have saved 
the men children alive? 

19 And the midwives said unto Pha‘ 
radh, Because the Hebrew women are 
not as the Egyptian women; for they are 
lively, and are delivered ere the mid- 
wives come in unto them. 

20 Therefore God dealt well with the 
midwives: and the people multiplied, 
and waxed very mighty. 

21 And it came to pass, because the 
midwives rare God, that he made 
them hous 

22 And Pha’ radh charged all his people, 
sa’ , Every son that is born ye 
cast into the river, and every daughter 
ye shall save alive. 


CHAPTER 2 


AxD there went a man of the house of 
Levi, and took to wife a daughter 
of Levi. 

2 And the woman conceived, and bare 
a son: and when she saw him that he 
was a goodly child, she hid him three 
months.

10 And the child grew, and she nrdught 
him unto Pha’rath’s daughter, and he 
became her son. And she called his 
name Moses: and she said, Because I 
drew him out of the water. 

11 @ And it came to pass in those days, 
when Moses was grown, that he went 
out unto his brethren, and looked on 
their burdens: and he spied an E tee 
smiting a Hebrew, one of his bret’ 

12 And he looked this way and that 
way, and when he saw that there was no 
man, he slew the Egyptian, and hid him 
in the sand. 3 

13 And when he went out the second

20 And he said unto his daughters, And 
where is he? why is it that ye have left 
the man? call him, that he may eat 
bread. 

21 And Moses was content to dwell 
with the man: and he gave Moses rs 
po’rah his daughter. — }

16 Go, and gather the elders of Is’ra-él 
together, and say unto them, The LorD 
God of your fathers, the God of Abra- 
ham, of Isaac, and of Jacob, appeared 
unto me, saying, I have surely visited 
ees a seen that which is done to you 
in 

17 pd i have said, I will bring you up 
out of the affliction. of Egypt unto the 
land of the Ca’naan-ites, and the Hit+ 
tites, and the Am’6-rites, and the Pér: 
iz-zites, and the Hi’vites, anc the Jéb’a- 

ites, unto a land flowing with milk and 

oney. 

18 And they shall hearken to thy voice: 
and thou shalt come, thou and the elders 
of sheet unto the king of Egypt, and 
ye shall say unto him, The LorD God of 
the Hebrews hath met with us: and now 
let us go, we beseech thee, three days’ 
journey into the wilderness, that we 
may sacrifice to the LoRD our God. 

19 @ And I am sure that the king of 
Egypt will _ let you go, no, not =o a 
mighty hand. 
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20 And I will stretch out my hand, and 
smite Egypt with all my wonders which 
I will do in the midst thereof: and after 
that he will let you go. 

21 And I will give this people favor in 
the sight of the Egyptians: and it shall 
come to pass, that, when ye go, ye shall 
not go empty: 

" 22 But every woman shall borrow of 
her neighbor, and of her that sojourneth 
in her house, jewels of silver, and jewels 
of gold, and raiment: and ye shall put 
them upon your sons, and upon your 
daughters; and ye shall spoil the 
Egyptians. 


CHAPTER 4 


ND Moses answered and said, But, 

behold, they will not believe me, 

nor hearken unto my voice: for they 

will say, The LorD hath not appeared 
unto thee. 

2 And the LorD said unto him, What is 
that in thine hand? And he said, A rod. 

3 And he said, Cast it on the ground.

And he put his hand into his 
bosom: and when he took it out, behold, 
his hand was leprous as snow. 

7 And he said, Put thine hand into thy 
bosom again. And he put his hand into 
his bosom again; and plucked it out of 
his bosom, and, behold, it was turned 
again as his other flesh. 

8 And it shall come to pass, if they will 
not believe thee, neither hearken to the 
voice of the first sign, that they wiil be- 
lieve the voice of the latter sie 

9 And it shall come to pass, if they will 
not believe also these two signs, neither 
hearken unto thy voice, that thou shalt 
take of the water of the river, and pour 
it upon the dry land: and the water 
which thou takest out of the river shall 
become blood upon the dry land. 

10 @ And Moses said unto the Lorp, 


Moses’ two signs. Aaron. Moses returneth to Egypt 


O my Lord, I am not eloquent, neither 
heretofore, nor since thou hast spoken 
unto thy servant; but I am slow of 
speech, and of a slow tongue. 

11 And the Lorp said unto him, Who 
hath made man’s mouth? or who mak- 
eth the dumb, or deaf, or the seeing, or 
the blind? have not I the Lorn? 

12 Now therefore go, and I will be with 
thy mouth, and teach thee what thou 
shalt say. 

13 And he said, O my Lord, send, I 
pray thee, by the hand of him whom 
thou wilt send. 

14 And the anger of the LoRD was 
kindled against Moses, and he said, Js 
not Aaron the Lé’vite thy brother? I 
know that he can speak well. And also, 
behold, he cometh forth to meet thee: 
and when he seeth thee, he will be glad 
in his heart. 

15 And thou shalt speak unto him, and 
put words in his mouth: and I will be 
with thy mouth, and with his mouth, and 
will teach you what ye shall do. 

16 And he shall be thy spokesman unto 
the people: and he shall be, even he 
shall be to thee instead of a mouth, and 
thou shalt be to him instead of God. 

17 And thou shalt take this rod in thine 
hand, wherewith thou shalt do signs. 

18 @ And Moses went and returned to 
Jethro his father-in-law, and said unto 
him, Let me go, I pray thee, and return 
unto my brethren which are in Egypt, 
and see whether they be yet alive. And 
Jethro said to Moses, Go in peace. 

19 And the Lorp said unto Moses in 
Mid’i-an, Go, return into Egypt: for all 
bee men are dead which sought thy 


e. 

20 And Moses took his wife and his 
sons, and set them upon an ass, and he 
returned to the land of Egypt: and 
Moses took the rod of God in his hand. 

21 And the LorpD said unto Moses, 
When thou goest to return into Egypt, 
see that thou do all those wonders be- 
fore Pha’raoh, which I have put in thine 
hand: but I will harden his heart, that 
he shall not let the people go. 

22 And thou shalt say unto Pha’raoh, 
Thus saith the Lorn, Is'ra-é1 is my son, 
even my firstborn: 

23 And I say unto thee, Let my son go, 
that he may serve me: and if thou se 
to let him go, behold, I will slay thy son, 
even thy firstborn. 
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24 @ And it came to pass by the way in 
ithe inn, that the LorD met him, and 
‘sought to kill him. 

25 Then Zip-po’rah took a sharp stone, 
‘and cut off the foreskin of her son, and 
cast if at his feet, and said, Surely a 
‘bloody husband arf thou to me. 

26 So he let him go: then she said, A 

bloody husband fhou art, because of the 
circumcision. 

27 @ And the Lorp said to Aaron, Go 
‘into the wilderness to meet Moses. And 
he went, and met him in the mount of 

God, and kissed him. 
28 And Moses told Aaron all the words 
of the LorD who had sent him, and all 
“the signs which he had commanded 


29 @ And Moses and Aaron went and 
_ gathered ed all the elders of the 
‘children of Is’ra-él: 
30 And Aaron spake all the words 
which the Lorp had spoken unto Moses, 
and did the signs in the sight of the 
people. : 
31 And the people believed: and when 
they heard that the Lorp had visited 
- the children of Is’ra-él, and that he had 
looked upon their affliction, then they 
bowed their heads and worshipped. 


CHAPTER 5 . 
ND afterward Moses and Aaron went 
in, and told_Pha’raoh, Thus saith 
the Lorp God of Is’ra-él, Let my people 
go, that they may hold a feast unto me 
in the wilderness. 

2 And Pha’raoh said, Who 7s the LorpD, 
that I should obey his voice to let Is‘ 
ra-él go? I know not the LorD, neither 
will I let Is’ra-él go.

4 And the king of Egypt said unto them, 
Wherefore do ye, Moses and Aaron, let 
the people from their works? get you 
unto your burdens. 

5 And Pha’rach said, Behold, the peo- 

ple of the land now are many, and ye 
make them rest from their burdens. 
6 And Pha’raoh commanded the same 
day the taskmasters of the people, and 
their officers, saying, 

7 Ye shall no more give the people

straw to make brick, as heretofore: let 
them go and gather straw for them- 
selves. ; 

8 And the tale of the bricks, which they 
did make heretofore, ye shall lay upon 
them; ye shall not diminish aught there- 
of: for they be idle; therefore they cry, 
eume: Let us go and sacrifice to our 

od. 

9 Let there more work be laid upon the 
men, that they may labor therein; and let 
them not regard vain words. 

10 @ And the taskmasters of the peo- 
ple went out, and their officers, and they 
spake to the people, saying, Thus saith 
Pha’raoh, I will not give you straw. 

11 Go ye, get you straw where ye can 
find it: yet not aught of your work shall 
be diminished. 

12 So the people were scattered abroad 
throughout all the land of Egypt to 
gather stubble instead of straw. 

13 And the taskmasters hasted them, 
saying, Fulfil your works, your daily 
tasks, as when there was straw. 

14 And the officers of the children of 
Is’ra-é1, which Pha’raoh’s taskmasters 
had set over them, were beaten, and 
demanded, Wherefore have ye not ful- 
filled your task in making brick both 
yesterday and to-day, as heretofore? 

15 @ Then the officers of the children 
of Is’ra-é1 came and cried unto Pha! 
raoh, saying, Wherefore dealest thou 
thus with thy servants? 

16 There is no straw given unto thy 
servants, and they say to us, Make 
brick: and, behold, thy servants are 
beaten; but the fault zs in thine own 
people. : 

17 But he said, Ye are idle, ye are idle: 
therefore ye say, Let us go and do sacri- 
fice to the LorpD. 

18 Go therefore now, and work; for 
there shall no straw be given you, yet 
shall ye deliver the tale of bricks. 

19 And the officers of the children of 
{s’ra-€l did see that they were in evil 
case, after it was said, Ye shall not min- 
ish oo from your bricks of your daily 
task. : 

20 @ And they met Moses and Aaron, 
who stood in the way, as they came forth 
from Pha’rach: 

21 And they said unto them, The Lorp 
look upon you, and judge; because ye 
have made our savor to be abhorred in 
the eyes of Pha’rach, and in the eyes of 
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his servants, to 
to slay us. 

22 And Moses returned unto the Lorb, 
and said, Lord, wherefore hast thou so 
evil entreated this people? why is it that 
thou hast sent me? 

23 For since I came to Pha’radh to 
speak in thy name, he hath done evil to 
this people; neither hast thou delivered 
thy people at all. 


CHAPTER 6 


A ieee the Lorp said unto Moses, 
Now shalt thou see what I will do to 
Pha’raoh: for with a strong hand shall he 
let them go, and with a strong hand shall 
he drive them out of his land. 

2 And God spake unto Moses, and said 
unto him, I am the LoRD: 

3 And I appeared unto Abraham; unto 
Isaac, and unto Jacob, by the name of 
God Almighty; but by my name JzE- 
HOVAH was I not known to them. 

4 And I have also established my cove- 
nant with them, to give them the land of 
Ca’ndan, the land of their pilgrimage, 
wherein they were strangers. t 

5 And I have also heard the groaning 
of the children of Is‘ra-&l, whom the 
Egyptians keep in bondage; and I have 
remembered my covenant. 

6 Wherefore say unto the children of 
Is'ra-é1, 1am the Lorp, and I will bring 
you out from under the burdens of the 
Egyptians, and I will rid you out of their 
bondage, and I will redeem you with a 
stretched out arm, and with great judg- 
ments: oy 

7 And I will take you tome fora people, 
and I will be to you a God: and ye shall 
know that I am the Lorp your God, 
which bringeth you out from under the 
burdens of the Egyptians. 

8 And I will bring you in unto the land, 
concerning the which I did swear to give 
it to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob; 
and I will give it you for a heritage: lam 
the Lorp. 

9 @ And Moses spake so unto the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-é1: but they hearkened not 
unto Moses for anguish of spirit, and for 
cruel bondage. 

10 And the LorD spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

11 Go in, speak unto Pha’rath king of 
Egypt, that he let the children of Is‘ 
ra-él go out of his land. 

12 And Moses spake before the Lorn, 


put aswordin their hand 


God reneweth his promises. The heads of families 


saying, Behold, the children of Is’ra-é1 
have not hearkened unto me; how then 
shall Pha’raoh hear me, who:am of un- 
circumcised lips? 

13 And the LorpD spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, and gave them a charge 
unto the children of Is’ra-él, and unto 
Pha’rath king of Egypt, to bring the 
children of Is’ra-é1 out of the land of 
Egypt. 

14 @ These be the heads of their fa- 
thers’ houses: The sons of Reuben the 
firstborn of Is’ra-él; Ha’ndch, and Palt 
li, Héz’roén, and Car’mi: these be the 
families of Reuben. 

15 And the sons of Simeon; Jé-mi’él, 
and Ja’min, and O’had, and Ja’chin, and 
Zohar, and Sha’ iil the son of a Ca’naan- 
it‘ish woman: these are the families of 
Simeon. 

16 @ And these are the names of the 
sons of Levi according to their genera- 
tions; Gér’shén, and K6’hath, and Mé- 
rari: and the years of the life of Levi 
were a hundred thirty and seven years. 

17 The sons of Gér’shén; Lib’ni, and 
Shim‘i, according to their families. 

18 And the sons of Ko’hath; Am’ram, 
and Iz’har, and Hé’brén, and Uz-zi'él: 
and the years of the life of K0’hath were 
a hundred thirty and three years. 

19 And the sons of Mé-ra’ri; Ma’ha-li 
and Mi’shi: these are the families of 
Levi according to their generations. 

20 And Am’ram took him Jéch’é-béd 
his father’s sister to wife; and she bare 
him Aaron and Moses: and the years of 
the life of Am’ram were a hundred and 
thirty and seven years. 

21 @ And the sons of Iz'har; Ko'rah, 
and Ne’phég, and Zich’ri. 

22 And the sons of Uz-zi’él; Mish’a-él, 
and El-za’phan, and Zith’ri. 

23 And Aaron took him E-lish’é-ba, 
daughter of Am-min’4-dab, sister of 
Na-ash’6n, to wife; and_she bare him 
Na’dab and A-bi’hi, El/é-azar and 

th’a-mar. t74 

24 And the sons of K6’rah; As’sir, and 
El-ka’nah, and A-bi'a-saph: these are 
the families of the Kor’hites. 

25 And El’é-a’zar Aaron’s son took him 
one of the daughters of Pii’ti-él to wife; 
and she bare him Phin’é-has: these are 
the heads of the fathers of the Lé’vites 
according to their families. 

26 These are that Aaron and Moses, to 
whom the LorD said, Bring out the chil- 
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dren‘of Is’ra-él from the land of Egypt 
according to their armies. 

27 These are they which spake to Pha‘ 
radh king of Egypt, to bring out the chil- 
dren ofIs'ra-élfrom Egypt: these aré that 
‘Moses and Aaron. 

28 @ And it came to pass on the day 
when the LORD spake unto Moses in the 
land of Egypt, 

29 That the LorpD spake unto’ Moses, 
saying, I am the Lorp: speak thou unto 
Pha’raoh king of Egypt all that I say 
unto thee. 

30 And Moses said before the Lorpb, 
Behold, I am of uncircumcised lips, and 
how shall Pha’radh hearken unto me? 


CHAPTER 7 
AD the LorD said unto Moses, See, 
I have made thee a god to Pha 
raoh; and Aaron thy brother shall be thy 
prophet. 

2 Thou shalt speak all that I coms atid 
thee; and Aaron thy brother shall speak 
unto Pha’raoh, that he send the children 
of Is’ra-€l out of his land. 

3 And I will harden Pha’raoh’s heart, 
and multiply my sips and my wonders 
in the land of Egyp 

4 But Pha rash oh it not hearken unto 
you, that I may lay my hand upon Egypt, 
and bring forth mine armies, and my 
people the children of Is'ra-él, out of the 
land of Egypt by great judgments. 

5 And the Egyptians shall know that I 
am the LORD, when I stretch forth mine 
hand upon Egypt, and bring out the’chil- 
dren of Is’ra-él from among them. 

6 And Moses and Aaron did as the 
Lorp commanded them, so did they. 

7 And Moses was fourscore years old, 
and Aaron fourscore and three years old, 
when they spake unto Pha’raoh. 

‘8 @ And the Lorp spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

-9 When Pha’rach shall speak unto you, 
saying, Show a mitacle for you: then 
thou shalt say unto Aaron, Take thy rod, 
and cast it before Pha’ raoh, and it shall 

‘become a serpent. | 

10 @ And Moses and Aaron went in 
‘unto Pha’ raoh, and they did so as the 
Lorp had commanded: and Aaron cast 
down his rod before Pha’rash, and be- 

=. his servants, and it became a ser- 


ats Then Pha’rach ‘also called the wise 
pon and the sorcerers: now the magi-

cians of Egyot, they also did in like man- 
ner with their enchantments. 

12 For they cast down every man his 
rod, and they ‘became’ serpents:. but 
Aaron’s rod swallowed up their rods. 

13: And he hardened Pha’raoh’s heart, 
that he hearkened not unto them; as the 
LorpD had said. 

14 @ And the LorpD said unto Moses, 
Pha’raoh’s heart is hardened, He re- 
fuseth to let the people go. ; 

15 Get thee unto Pha’raoh in the morn- 
ing; lo, he goeth out unto the water; and 
thou shalt stand by the river’s brink 
against he come; and the rod which was 
turned to a serpent shalt thou take in 
thine hand. 

16 And thou shalt say’ ‘ato him, The 
Lorp God of the Hebrews hath sent me 
unto thee, saying, Let my people go, that 
they may serve me in the wilderness: 
pie behold, hitherto thou wouldest not 

ear. 

17 Thus saith the Lorn, In this thou 
shalt know that I am the Lorp: behold, 
- I will smite’with the rod that zs in mine 
hand upon the waters which are in 
the river, and they shall be turned to 
blood. 

18 And the fish that is in the river shall 
die, and the river shall stink; and the 
Egyptians shall loathe to drink of the 
water of the river. 

19 @ And the Lorn spake unto Moses, 
Say unto Aaron, Take thy rod, and 
stretch out thine hand upon the waters 
of Egypt, upon their streams, upon their 
rivers, and upon their ponds, and upon 
all their pools of water, that they may 
become blood; and that there may be 
blood throughout all the land of Egypt, 
both in vessels of wood, and in vessels 
of stone. — 

20 And Moses and Aaron did so, as the 
Lorp commanded; and he lifted up the 
tod, and smote the waters that were in 
the’ river, in the sight of Pha’raoh, and 
in the sight of his servants; and all the 
waters that. were in the river were 
turned to blood. 

21 And the fish that was in the river 
died; and the river stank, and the Egyp- 
tians could not drink of the water of the 
river; and there was blood throughout 
all the land of Egypt. 

“22 And the magicians of Egypt did so 
with their enchantments: and Pha‘ 
raoh’s heart was hardened, neither did 
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he hearken unto them; as the Lorp had 


said. 

23 And Pha’racoh turned and went into 
his house, neither did he set his heart to 
this also. 

24 And all the Egyptians digged round 
about the river for water to drink; for 
they could not drink of the water of the 
river. 

25 And seven days were fulfilled, after 
that the LorpD had smitten the river. 


CHAPTER 8 


fn the LorpD spake unto Moses, Go 
unto. Pha’raoh, and say unto him, 
Thus saith the LorD, Let my people go, 
that they may serve me. 

2 And if thou refuse to let them go, be- 
hold, I will smite all thy borders with 
frogs: 

3 And the river shall, bring forth frogs 
abundantly, which shall go up and come 
into thine house, and into thy bed- 
chamber, and upon thy bed, and into the 
house of thy servants, and upon thy 
people, and into thine ovens, and into 
thy kneadingtroughs: 

4 And the frogs shall come up both on 
thee, and upon thy people, and upon all 
thy servants. 

5 @ And the LorD spake unto Moses, 
Say unto Aaron, Stretch forth thine hand 
with thy rod over the streams, over the 
rivers, and over the ponds, and cause 
frogs to come up upon the land of Egypt. 

6 And Aaron stretched out his hand 
over the waters of Egypt; and the frogs 
came up, and covered the land of Egypt. 

7 And the magicians did so with their 
enchantments, and brought up frogs 
upon the land of Egypt. 

8 @ Then Pha’raoh called for Moses 
and Aaron, and said, Entreat the Lorn, 
that he may take away the frogs from 
me, and from my people; and I will let 
the people go, that they may do sacrifice 
unto the Lorn. : 

9 And Moses said unto Pha’raoh, Glory 
over me: when shall I entreat for thee, 
and for thy servants, and for thy people, 
to destroy the frogs from thee and thy 
houses, that they. may remain in the 
river only? 

10 And he said, To-morrow. And he 
said, Be it according to thy word; that 
thou mayest know that there is none like 
unto the Lorp our God. 

11 And the frogs shail depart from thee, 


The frogs. Pharaoh’s heart hardened. The lice 


and from thy houses, and from thy serv- 
ants, and from thy people; they shall re- 
main in the river only. 

12 And Moses and Aaron went out from 
Pha’raoh: and Moses cried unto the 
Lorp because of the frogs which he had 
brought against Pha’raoh. 

13 And the Lorp did according to the 
word of Moses; and the frogs died out 
of the houses, out of the villages, and 
out of the fields. 

14 And they gathered them together 
upon heaps; and the land stank. 

15 But when Pha’rach saw that there 
was respite, he hardened his heart, and 
hearkened not unto them; as the LorD 
had said. 

16 @ And the Lorn said unto Moses, 
Say unto Aaron, Stretch out thy rod, 
and smite the dust of the land, that it 
may become lice throughout all the 
land of Egypt. 

17, And they did so; for Aaron stretched 
out his hand with his rod, and smote the 
dust of the earth, and it became lice in 
man, and in beast; all the dust of the 
land became lice throughout all the land 
of Egypt. 

18 And the magicians did so with their 
enchantments to bring forth lice, but 
they could not: so there were lice upon 
man, and upon beast. 

19 Then the magicians said unto Pha‘ 
raoh, This is the finger of God: and Pha* 
radh’s heart was hardened, and he 
hearkened not unto them; as the LorpD 
had said. 

20 @ And the Lorp said unto Moses, 
Rise up early in the morning, and stand 
before Pha’raoh; lo, he cometh forth to 
the water; and say unto him, Thus saith 
the Lorpb, Let my people go, that they 
may serve me. 

21 Else, if thou wilt not let my people 
go, behold, I will send swarms of flies 
upon thee, and upon thy servants, and 
upon thy people, and into thy houses: 
and the houses of the Egyptians shall be 
full of swarms of flies, and also the | 
ground whereon they are. 

22 And I will sever in that day the land 
of Go’shén, in which my people dwell, 
that no swarms of flies shall be there; to 
the end thou mayest know that I am the 
LorpD in the midst of the earth. 

23 And I will put a division between ay 
people and thy people: to-morrow sh 
this sign be, 
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24 And the Lorp did so; and there 
came a grievous swarm of flies into the 
house of Pha’radh, and into his serv- 
ants’ houses, and into all the land of 
Egypt: the land was corrupted by reason 
of the swarm of flies. 

25 @ And Pha’raoh called for Moses 
and for Aaron, and said, Go yé, sacrifice 
to your God in the Jand. 

26 And Moses said, It is not meet so to 
do; for we shall sacrifice the abomina- 
tion of the Egyptians to the Lorp our 
God: lo, shall we sacrifice the abomina- 
tion of the Egyptians before their eyes, 
and will they not stone us? 

27 We will go three days’ journey into 
the wilderness, and sacrifice tothe LoRD 
our God, as he shall command us. 

28 And Pharaoh said, I will let you go, 
that ye may sacrifice to the LoRD your 
God in the wilderness; only ye shall not 
go very far away: entreat for me. 

29 And Moses said, Behold, I go out 


from thee, and I will entreat the LorD. 


that the swarms of flies may depart from 
Pha’raoh, from his servants, and from 
his people, to-morrow: but let not Pha+ 
raoh deal deceitfully any more in not 
letting the people go to sacrifice to the 
LorpD. 

30 And Moses went out from Pha’raoh, 
and entreated the LorD. 

31 And the Lorn did according to the 
word of Moses; and he removed the 
swarms of flies from Pha’raoh, from his 
servants, and from his people; there 
remained not one. 

32 And Pha’raoh hardened his heart at 
this time also, neither pores he let the 
people go.

SEEN the LorpD said unto Moses, 
Go in unto Pha’raoh, and tell him, 

Thus saith the LorD God of the He- 

brews, Let my people go, that they may 

serve me. 

2 For if thou refuse to let them go, and 
wilt hold them still, 

3 Behold, the hand of the Lorp is upon 
thy cattle which is in the field, upon the 
horses, upon the asses, upon the camels, 
upon the oxen, and upon the sheep:

22 @ And the Lorp said unto Moke, 
Stretch forth thine hand toward heaven, 
that there may be hail in all:the land of 
Egypt, upon man,'and upon beast, and 
upon every herb of the field, throughout 
the land of Egyp 

23 And Moses Ss eceezived forth his rod 
toward heaven: and the Lorp ‘sent 
thunder and hail, and the fire ran along 
upon the ground; and the LoRD rained 
hail upon the land of Egypt. 

24 So there was hail, and fire mingled 
with the hail, very grievous, such as 
there was none like it in all the land of Lo 
Egypt since it became a nation. 

25 And the hail smote throughout all 
the land of Egypt all that was in the

8 And they shall eat'the flesh in that 
night, roast with fire, and unleavened 
bread; and with bitter herbs they shall 
eat it. 

9 Eat not of it raw, nor sodden at all 
with water, but roast with fire; his head 
with his legs, and with the purtenance 
thereof. : 

10 And ye shall let nothing of it remain 
until the morning; and that which re- 
maineth of it until the morning ye shall 
burn with fire. 

11 @ And thus shall ye eat it; with your 
loins girded, your shoes on your feet, 
and your staff in your hand; and ye shall 
eatit in haste: it is the LORD’s passover. 

12 For I will pass through the land of 
Egypt this night, and will smite all the 
firstborn in the land of Egypt, both man 
and beast; and against all the gods of 
Egypt I will execute judgment: I am the 
Lorp. 

13 And the blood shall be to you for a 
token upon the houses where ye are: 
and when I see the blood, I will pass 
over you, and the plague shall not be 
upon you to destroy you, when I smite 
the land of Egypt. 

14 And this day shall be unto you for a 
memorial; and ye shall keep it a feast to 
the Lorp throughout your generations: 
ye shall keep it a feast by an ordinance 
for ever. 

15 Seven days shall ye eat unleavened 
bread; even the first day ye shall put 
away leaven out of your houses: for who- 
soever eateth leavened bread from the 
first day until the seventh day, that soul 
shall be cut off from Is’ra-él, 

16 And in the first day there shall bea 
holy convocation, and in the seventh 
day there shall be a holy convocation to 
you; no manner of work shall be donein — 
them, save that which every man must | 
eat, that only may be done of you. 

17 And ye shall observe the feast of un- 
leavened bread; for in this selfsame day 
have I brought your armies out of the 
land of Egypt: therefore shall ye observe 
this day in your generations by an ordi- 
nance for ever. 

18 @ In the first month, on the four- 
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teenth day of the month at even, ye shall 


eat unleavened bread, until the one and 


twentieth day of the month at even. 

19 Seven days shall there be no leaven 
found in your houses: for whosoever eat- 
eth that which is leavened, even that 
soul shall be cut off from the congrega- 
tion of Is’ra-él, whether he be a stranger, 
or born in the land. 

20 Ye shall eat nothing leavened; in all 
your habitations shall ye eat unleavened 
bread. 

21 @ Then Moses called for all the 
élders of Is’ra-él, and said unto them, 
Draw out and take you a lamb according 
to your families, and kill the passover. 

22 And ye shall take a bunch of hyssop, 
and dip if in the blood that is in the ba- 
sin, and strike the lintel and the two side 
posts with the blood that is in the basin; 
and none of you shall go out at the door 
of his house until the morning. 

23 For the Lorp will pass through to 
smite the Egyptians; and when he seeth 
the blood upon the lintel, and on the two 
side posts, the Lorp will pass over the 
door, and will not suffer the destroyer to 
come in unto your houses to smite you. 

24 And ye shall observe this thing for 
an ordinance to thee and to thy sons for 
ever. 

25 And it shall come to pass, when ye 
be come to the land which the Lorp will 
give you, according as he hath promised, 
that ye shall keep this service. 

26 And it shall come to pass, when your 
children shall say unto you, What mean 
ye by this service? 

27 That ye shall say, It is the sacrifice 
of the LorpD’s passover, who passed 
over the houses of the children of Is‘ 
ra-élin Egypt, when he smote the Egyp- 
tians, and delivered our houses. And 
the people bowed the head and wor- 
shipped. 

28 And the children of Is'ra-é1 went 
away, and did as the LorD had com- 
manded Moses and Aaron, so did they. 

29 @ And it came to pass, that at mid- 
night the LorD smote all.the firstborn 
in the land of Egypt, from the firstborn 
of Pha’raoh that sat on his throne unto 
the firstborn of the captive that was in 
the dungeon; and all the firstborn of 
cattle. 

-30 And Pha’raoh rose up in the night, 
he, and all his servants, and all the 
Egyptians; and there was a great cry in 
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Egypt: for there was not a house where 
there was not one dead. 

31 @ And he called for Moses and 
Aaron by night, and said, Rise up, and 
get you forth from among my people, 
both ye and the children of Is’ra-é1; and 
go, serve the LorD, as ye have said, 

32 Also take your flocks and your 
herds, as ye have said, and be gone; and 
bless me also. 

33 And the Egyptians were urgent upon 
the people, that they might send them 
out of the land in haste; for they said, 
We be all dead men. 

34 And the people took their dough be- 
fore it was leavened, their kneading- 
troughs being bound up in their clothes 
upon their shoulders. 

35 And the children of Is’ra-él did ac- 
cording to the word of Moses; and they 
borrowed of the Egyptians jewels of sil- 
ver, and jewels of gold, and raiment: 

36 And the LorD gave the people favor 
in the sight: of the Egyptians, so that 
they lent unto them such things as they 
required: and they spoiled the Egyp- 


tians. 

37 @ And the children of Is’ra-él jour- 
neyed from Ram/’é-sés to Stic’codth, 
about six hundred thousand on foot that 
were men, beside children. ; 

38 And a mixed multitude went up also 
with them; and flocks, and herds, even 
very much cattle. 

39 And they baked unleavened cakes 
of the dough which they brought forth 
outof Egypt, for it was not leavened; be- 
cause they were thrust out of Egypt, and 
could not tarry, neither had they pre- 
pared for themselves any victuals. 

40 @ Now the: sojourning of the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-él, who dwelt in Egypt, 
was four hundred and thirty years. 

41 And it came to pass at the end of the 
four hundred and thirty years, even the 
selfsame day it came to pass, that all the 
hosts of the LorD went out from the land 
of Egypt. 

42 It is a night to be much observed 
unto the Lorp for bringing them out 
from the land of Egypt: this is that night 
of the LorpD to be observed of all the 
children of Is’ra-él in their generations. 

43 @ And the LorpD said unto Moses 
and Aaron, This is the ordinance of the 
passover: There shall no stranger eat 
thereof: 

44 But every man’s servant that is 
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bought for money; when thow hast cir- 
cumcised him, then shalbhe eat thereof. 

45 A foreigner and a hired servant shall 
not: eat thereof. 

46 In one house shall it be eaten; thou 
shalt not carry forth aught of the flesh 
abroad out of the house; neither shall ye 
break a bone thereof, | 

47 All the congregation of Is’ra-é1 shall 
keep it. 

48 And when a stranger shall sojourn 
with thee, and will keep the passover to 
the Lorp, let all his males be circum- 
cised, and then let him come near and 
keep it; and he shall be as one that is 
born in the land: for no uncircumcised 
person shall eat thereof. 

49 One law shall be to him that is 
homeborn, and unto the stranger that 
sojourneth among you. 

50 Thus did all the children of Is’ra-&1; 
as the LorD commanded Moses and 
Aaron, so did they. 

51 And it came to pass the selfsame 
day, that the Lorp did bring the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-&1 out of the land of Egypt 
by their armies.

14 Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

15 Thou shalt not steal. 

16 Thou shalt not bear false witness 
against thy neighbor. 

17 Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor’s 
house, thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bor’s wife, nor his manservant, nor his 
maidservant, nor his ox, nor his ass,'nor 
any thing that is thy neighbor’s. 

18 @ And all the people saw the thun- 
derings, and the lightnings, and the 
noise of the trumpet, and the mountain 
smoking: and when the people saw it, 
they removed, and stood afar off.

7 @ And if a man sell his daughter to 
be a maidservant, she shall not go out 
as the menservants do. 

8 If she please not her master, who 
hath betrothed her to himself, then shall 
he let her be redeemed: to sell her unto 
a strange nation he shall have no power, 
seeing he hath dealt deceitfully with her. 

9 And if he have betrothed her unto his 
son, he shall deal with her after the 
manner of daughters. 

10 If he take him another wife, her 
food, her raimient, and her duty of mar- 
Yiage, shall he not diminish. 

11 And if he do not these three unto

her, then shall she go out free without 
money. 

12 @ He that smiteth a man, so that he 
die, shall be surely put to death. 

13 And if a man lie not in wait, but God 
deliver him inte his hand; then Twill ap- 
point thee a place whither he shall flee. 

14 But if a man come presumptuously 
upon his neighbor, to slay him with 
guile; thou shalt take him from mine 
altar, that he may die, 

15 @ And he that smiteth his father, or 
his mother, shall be surely put to death. 

16 @ And he that stealeth a man, and 
selleth him, or if he be found in his 
hand, he shall surely be put to death. 

17 @ And he that curseth his father, or 
his mother, shall surely be put to death. 

18. @ And if men strive together, and 
one smite another with a stone, or with 
af rae and he die not, but keepeth his 


19 If he rise again, and walk abroad 
upon his staff, then shall he that smote 
him be quit: only he shall pay for the 
loss of his time, and shall cause him to 
be thoroughly healed. 

20 @ And if a man smite his servant, 
or his maid, with a rod, and he die under 
his hand; he shall be. surely punished. 

21 Notwithstanding, if he continue a 
day or two, he shall not be punished: 
for he 7s his money. 

22 @ If men strive, and hurt a woman 
with child, so that her fruit depart from 
her, and yet no mischief follow: he he shall 
be surely punished, according as the 
woman’s husband will lay upon him; 
and he shall pay as the judges defer- 
mine. 

23 And if any maleoie®: follow, then 
thou shalt give life for lif 

24 Eye for eye, tooth for tooth, hand 
for hand, foot for foot, 

25 Burning for burning, wound for 
wound, stripe for stripe. 

26 @’And if a man smite the eye of his 
servant, or the eye of his maid, that it 
perish; he shall let him go free for his 
eye’s sake. 

27 And if he smite out his mansery- 
ant’s tooth, or his maidservant’s tooth; 
he shall let him go free for his tooth’s 

e, 

28 @ If an ox gore a man or a woman, 
that they die: then the ox shall be surely 
stoned, and his flesh shall not be eaten; 
but the owner of the ox shail be quit. 
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- 29 But if the ox were wont to push with 
his horn in time past, and it hath been 
testified to his owner, and he hath not 
kept him in, but that he hath killed a 
man or a woman; the ox shall be stoned, 
and his owner also shall be put to death. 

30 If there be laid on him a sum of 
money, then he shall give for the ransom 
of his life whatsoever is laid upon him. 
.31 Whether he have gored a son, or 
have gored a daughter, according to this 
judgment shall it be done unto him. 

32 If the ox shall push a manservant or 


a maidservant; he shall give unto their 


master thirty shekels of silver, and the 
ox shall be stoned. 

33 @ And if a man shall open a pit, or 
if a man shall dig a pit, and not cover it, 
and an ox or an ass fall therein; 

34 The owner of the pit shall make it 
good, and give money unto the owner of 
them; and the dead beasé shall be his. 
-35 @ And if one man’s ox hurt an- 
other’s, that he die; then they shall sell 
the live ox, and divide the money of it; 
and the dead ox also they shall divide: 

36 Or if it be known that the ox hath 
used to push in time past, and his owner 
hath not kept him in; he shall surely pay 
ox for ox; and the dead shall be his own. 


CHAPTER 22

8 If the thief be not found, then the 
master of the house shall be brought 
unto the judges, to see whether he have 
put his hand unto his neighbor’s goods. 

9 For all manner of trespass, whether 
it be for ox, for ass, for sheep, for rai- 
ment, or for any manner of lost thing, 
which another challengeth to be his, the 
cause of both parties shall come before 
the judges; and whom the judges shall 
condemn, he shall pay double unto his 
neighbor. 

10 If a‘man deliver unto his neighbor 
an ass, or an ox, or a sheep, or any 
beast, to keep; and it die, or be hurt, 
or driven away, no man seeing if: 

11 Then shall an oath of the LorpD be 
between them both, that he hath not put 
his hand unto his neighbor’s goods; and 
the owner of it shall accept thereof, and 
he shall not make it good.

21 @ Thou shalt neither vex.a stranger, 
nor oppress him: for ye were strangers 
in the land of Egypt. 

22 @ Ye shall not afflict’ “any widow, or 
fatherless child. ; 

23 If thou afflict them in any wise, and 
they cry at all unto hs I will ee hear 
their cry; Ab 2 
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24 And my wrath shall wax hot, and I 
will kill you with the sword; and your 
wives shall be widows, and your chil- 
dren fatherless. 

25 @ If thou lend money to any of my 
people fhat is poor by thee, thou shalt 
not be to him as a usurer, neither shalt 
thou lay upon him usury. 

26 If thou at all take thy neighbor’s rai- 
ment to pledge, thou shalt deliver it 
unto him by that the sun goeth down: 

27 For that is his covering only, it is 
his raiment for his skin: wherein shall 
he sleep? and it shall come to pass, 
when he crieth unto me, that I will hear; 
for I am gracious. 

28 @ Thou shalt not revile the gods, 
nor curse the ruler of thy people. 

29 @ Thou shalt not delay fo offer the 
- first of thy ripe fruits, and of thy liquors: 
the firstborn of thy sons shalt thou give 
unto me. 

30 Likewise shalt thou do with thine 
oxen, and with thy sheep: seven days it 
shall be with his dam; on the eighth day 
thou shalt give it me. 

31 @ And ye shall be holy men unto 
me: neither shall ye eat any flesh that is 
torn of beasts in the field; ye shall cast 
it to the dogs. 


CHAPTER 23

10 And six years thou shalt sow thy 
land, and shalt gather in the fruits 
thereof: 

11 But the seventh year thou shalt let 
it rest and lie still; that the poor of thy 
people may eat: and what they leave the 
beasts of the field shall eat.

19 The first of the firstfruits of thy land 
thou shalt bring into the house of the 
Lorp thy God. Thou shalt not seethe a 
kid in his mother’s milk. 

20 @ Behold, I send an Angel before 
thee, to keep thee in the way, and to 
bring thee into the place which I have 
prepared. 

21 Beware of him, and obey his voice, 
provoke him not; for he will not pardon

22 But if thou shalt indeed obey his 
voice, and do all that I speak; then I will 
be an enemy unto thine enemies, and an 
adversary unto thine adversaries. 
23 For mine Angel shall go before thee,

24 Thou shalt not bow down to their 
gods, nor serve them, nor do after their 
works: but thou shalt utterly overthrow 
them, and quite break down their 
images.

7 @ And thou shalt make curtains of 
goats’ hair to be a covering upon the 
tabernacle: eleven curtains shalt thou 

e.” 

8 The length of one curtain shall be 
thirty cubits, and the breadth of one cur- 
tain four cubits: and the eleven curtains 
shail be all of one measure. 

9 And thou shalt couple five ‘curtains 
by themselves; and six curtains by them- 
selves, and shalt double the sixth :cur- 
tain in the forefront of the tabernacle. 

10 And thou shalt make fifty loops om 
the edge of the one curtain that is out- 
most in the coupling, and fifty loops in 
the edge of the curtain which couric 
the second. ’ 

11 And thou shalt make fifty taches of 
brass, and put the taches into the loops, 
and couple the tent together, thatit may 
be one. 

12-And the remnant that remaineth of 
the curtains of the tent, the half curtain 
that remaineth, shall hang over the back 
side of the tabernacle. 

°13 And a cubit on the one ‘hide; and‘a 
cubit on the other side of that which re= 
maineth in the length‘of the curtains of 
the ‘tent, it shall hang over the sides of 
the tabernacle, on: this side and on that 
side, to cover it. 

514 And thou shalt make a covering for 


tabernacle. with’ ten curtains of the tent of rams’ skins dyed red, and a 


fine twined linen, and blue, and purple, 
and scarlet: with cherubim‘of cunning 
work shalt thow make them. =. 
-2 The-length of one curtain shall be wu 
eight and twenty cubits, and the breadth 
of one curtain four cubits: and'every one 
of the curtains shall have one measure. 
3 The five curtains’ shall be coupled 
together one to another; and other five 
_ curtains shall be coupled one to another. 
4 And thou shalt make loops of blue 
upon the edge.of the one curtain from 
the selvedge in the coupling; and like- 
wise shalt thou make in the uttermost 


_ edge of another. Curtain, in'the Heer 24

_5 Fifty loops shalt thou make in the 


covering above of badgers’ skins. : 
15 @ And thou shalt make boards for 
by tabernacle of shittim wood standing 


"t6 Ten cubits shall be the length’ of a 
board, and a'cubit and a half shall be 
the preadth of one board. 

17 Two tenons shall there be in one 
board, set'in order one against another: 
thus shalt thou make for all the boards 
of the tabernacle. 

18 And thou shalt make the boards for 
the tabernacle, twenty boards on the 
south side southward. ~~ 

‘19 And thou shalt make forty sockets 


sockets ‘under one ‘board for his two 
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tenons, and two sockets under another 
board for his two tenons. 

20 And for the second side of the taber- 
nacle on the north side there shail be 
twenty boards, 

21 And their forty sockets of silver; 
two sockets under one board, and two 
sockets under another board. 

22 And for the sides of the tabernacle 
westward thou shalt make six boards, 

23 And two boards shalt thou make for 
on corners of the tabernacle in the two 
sides. 

24 And they shall be coupled together 
beneath, and they shall be coupled to- 
gether above the head of it unto one 
ring: thus shall it be for them both; they 
shall be for the two corners. 

25 And they shall be eight boards, and 
their sockets of silver, sixteen sockets; 
two sockets under one board, and two 
sockets under another board. 

26 @ And thou shalt make bars of 
shittim wood; five for the boards of the 
one side of the tabernacle, 

27 And five bars for the boards of the 
vther side of the tabernacle, and. five 
bars for the boards of the side of the 
tabernacle, for the two sides westward. 

28 And the middle bar in the midst of 
the boards shall reach from end to end. 

29 And thou shalt overlay the boards 
with gold, and make their rings of gold 
for places for the bars: and thou shalt 
overlay the bars with gold. 

30 And thou shalt rear up the taber- 
nacle according to the fashion thereof 
which was showed thee in the mount. 

31 @ And thou shalt make a veil of 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen of cunning work: with 
cherubim shall it be made. 

32 And thou shalt hang it upon four 
pillars of shittim wood overlaid with 
gold: their hooks shall be of gold, upon 
the four sockets of silver. 

33 @ And thou shalt hang up the veil 
under the taches, that thou mayest 
bring in thither within the veil the ark of 
the testimony: and the veil shall divide 
unto you between the holy place and the 
most holy. 

34 And thou shalt put the mercy seat 
upon the ark of the testimony in the 
most holy place. 

35 And thou shalt set the table without 
the veil, and the candlestick over against 
the table on the side of the tabernacle 
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toward the south: and thou shalt put the 
table on the north side. 

36 And thou shalt make a hanging for 
the door of the tent, of blue, and purple, 
and scarlet, and fine twined linen, 
wrought with needlework. 

37 And thou shalt make for the hang- 
ing five pillars of shittim wood, and 
overlay them with gold, and their hooks 
Shall be of gold: and thou shalt cast five 
sockets of brass for them. 


CHAPTER 27 
Axo thou shalt make an altar of 
shittim wood, five cubits long, and 
five cubits broad; the altar shall be four- 
square: and the height thereof shail be 
three cubits. 

2 And thou shalt make the horns of it 
upon the four corners thereof: his horns 
shall be of the same: and thou shalt 
overlay it with brass. 

3 And thou shalt make his pans to re- 
ceive his ashes, and his shovels, and his 
basins, and his fleshhooks, and his fire- 
pans; all the vessels thereof thou shalt 
make of brass. 

4 And thou shalt make for it a grate of 
network of brass; and upon the net shalt 
thou make four brazen rings in the four 
corners thereof, 

5 And thou shalt put it under the com- 
pass of the altar beneath, that the net 
may be even to the midst of the altar. 

6 And thou shalt make staves for the 
altar, staves of shittim wood, and over- 
lay them with brass. 

7 And the staves shall be put into the 
rings, and the staves shall be upon the 
two sides of the altar, to bear it. 

8 Hollow with boards shalt thou make 
it: as it was showed thee in the mount, 
so shall they make it. 

9 @ And thou shalt make the court of 
the tabernacle: for the Lb side south- 
ward there shall be hangings for the 
court of fine twined linen of a hundred 
cubits long for one side; 

10 And the twenty pillars thereof and 
their twenty sockets shall be of brass; 
the hooks of the pillars and their fillets 
shall be of silver. 

11 And likewise for the north side in 
length there shall be hangings of a hun- 
dred cubits long, and his twenty pillars 
and their twenty sockets of brass; the 
— of the pillars and their fillets of 
silver, 
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12 @ And for the breadth of the court 
on the west side shall be hangings of 
fifty cubits: their pillars ten, and their 
sockets ten. 

i3 And the breadth of the court on the 
east side eastward shall be fifty cubits. 
_ 14The hangings of one side of the gate 
shall be fifteen cubits: their pillars three, 

and their sockets three. 

15 And on the other side shall be hang- 
ings fifteen cubits: their pillars three, 
and their sockets three. 

16 @ And for the gate of the court shall 
be a hanging of twenty cubits, of blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen, wrought with needlework: and 
their pillars shall be four, and their 
sockets four. 

17 All the pillars round about the court 
shall be filleted with silver; their hooks 
shall be of silver, and their sockets of 
brass. 

18 @ The length of the court shall be 
a hundred cubits, and the breadth fifty 
every where, and the height five cubits 
a. fine twined linen, and their sockets of 

Tass. 

19 All the vessels of the tabernacle in 
all the service thereof, and all the pins 
thereof, and all the pins of the court, 
shall be of brass. 

20 @ And thou shalt command the 
children of Is’ra-él, that they bring thee 
pure oil olive beaten for the light, to 
cause the lamp to burn always. 

21 In the tabernacle. of the congrega- 
tion without the veil, which is before the 
testimony, Aaron and his sons shall 
order it from evening to morning before 
the Lorp: if shall be a statute for ever 
unto their generations on the behalf of 
the children of Is’ra-él. 


CHAPTER 28 
ND take thou unto, thee Aaron thy 
brother, and his sons with him, 
from among the children of Is‘ra-él, 
that he may minister unto me in the 
riest’s office, even Aaron, Na’dab and 

-b’hi, Elé-a’zar and Ith’a-mir, 
_ Aaron’s sons. 

_ 2 And thou shalt make holy garments 
_ for Aaron thy brother, for glory and for 
beauty. 

3 And thou shalt speak unto all that are 
wise-hearted, whom I have filled with 
the spirit of wisdom, that they may make 
Aaron’s garments to consecrate him, 
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that he may minister unto me in the 
priest’s office. 

4 And these are the garments which 
they shall make; a breastplate, and an 
éph’od, and a robe, and a broidered 
coat, a mitre, and a girdle: and they shall 
make holy garments for Aaron thy 
brother, and his sons, that he may min- 
ister unto me in the priest’s office. 

5 And they shall take gold, and blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine linen. 

6 @ And they shall make the éph’6d 
of gold, of blue, and of purple, of scar- 
let, oy fine twined linen, with cunning 
work. 

7 It shall have the two shoulderpieces 
thereof joined at the two edges thereof; 
and so it shall be joined together. 

8 And the curious girdle of the éph’6d, 
which 7s upon it, shall be of the same, 
according to the work thereof; even of 
gold, of blue, and purple, and scarlet, 
and fine twined linen. 

9 And thou shalt take two onyx stones, 
and grave on them the names of the 
children of Is’ra-él: 

10 Six of their names on one stone, and 
the other six names of the rest on the 
other stone, according to their birth. 

11 With the work of an engraver in 
stone, like the engravings of a signet, 
shalt thou engrave the two stones with 
the names of the children of Is’ra-él: 
thou shalt make them to be set in ouches 
of gold. 

12 And thou shalt put the two stones 
upon the shoulders of the éph’od for 
stones of memorial unto the children of 
Is'ra-é1: and Aaron shall bear their 
names before the LoRD upon his two 
shoulders for a memorial. j 

hy And thou shalt make ouches of 
gold; 

14 And two chains of pure gold at the 
ends; of wreathed work shalt thou make 
them, and fasten the wreathed chains to 
the ouches. : 

15 @ And thou shalt make the breast- 
plate of judgment with cunning work; 
after the work of the éph’dd thou shalt 
make it; of gold, of blue, and of purple, 
and of scarlet, and of fine twined linen, 
shalt thou make it. 

16 Foursquare it shall be being dou- 
bled; a span shall be the length thereof, 
and a span shall be the breadth thereof. 

17 And thou shalt set in it settings of 
stones, even four rows of stones: the 
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first row shall be a sardius, a topaz, and 
a carbuncle: this shall be the first row. 

18 And the second row: shail be an 
emerald, a sapphire, and a diamond. 

19 And the third row aligure, an agate, 
and an amethyst. 

20 And the fourth row a beryl, and an 
onyx, and a jasper: they shall be set in 
gold in their inclosings. 

21 And the stones shall be with the 
names of the children of Is'ra-él, twelve, 
according to their names, like the en- 
gravings of a signet; every one with his 
name shall they be according to the 
twelve tribes. 

22 @ And thou shalt make upon the 
breastplate chains at the ends of 
wreathed work of pure gold. 

23 And thou shalt make-upon the 
breastplate two rings of gold, and shalt 
put the two rings on the two ends of the 
breastplate. . 

24 And thou shalt put the two wreathed 
chains of gold'in the two rings which are 
on the ends of the breastplate. 

25 And the other two ends of the two 
wreathed chains thou shalt fasten in the 
two ouches, and put them on the shoul- 
derpieces of the éph’dd. before it. 

26 @ And thou shalt make two rings of 
gold, and thou shalt put them upon the 
two ends of the breastplate in the bor- 
der thereof, which is in the side of the 
éph’éd inward. 

27 And two other rings of gold thou 
shalt make, and shalt put them on the 
two sides of the éph’6dd underneath, 
toward the forepart thereof, over against 
the other coupling thereof, above the 
curious girdle of:the éph’dd. 

28 And they shall bind the breastplate 
by the rings thereof unto the rings of the 
éph’6d with a lace of blue, that zt may 
be above the curious girdle of the éph* 
6d;°and that the breastplate be not 
loosed from the @ph’6d. 

29 And Aaron shall bear the names of 
the children of Is’ra-é1 in’ the breast~ 
plate of judgment upon his heart, when 
he goeth in unto the holy place, for a 
memorial before the LorpD continually. 

30: @ And thou shalt put in the breast- 
plate of judgment the U’rim: and the 
Thiim’mim; and: they shall: be upon 
Aaron’s heart, when he: goeth in before 
the LorD: and Aaron ‘shall bear the 
judgment of the children of Is'ra-é] upon 
his heart before the LorD continually. 
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31 @ And thou shalt make the robe of 
the éph’éd all of blue. 

32 And there shall be a hole in the top 
of it, in the midst thereof: it shall havea 
binding of woven work round about the 
hole of it, as it were the hole of an haber- 
geon, that it be not rent, 

33 @ And beneath upon the hem of it 
thou shalt make pomegranates of blue, 
and of purple, and of scarlet, round 
about the hem thereof; and bells of gold 
between them round about: 

34 A golden bell and a pomegranate, a 
golden bell and a pomegranate, upon 
the hem of the robe round about. 

35 And it shall be upon Aaron to min- 
ister: and his sound shall be heard when 
he goeth in unto the holy place before 
the Lorp, and when he cometh out, that 
he die not. 

36 @ And thou shalt make a plate of 
pure gold, and grave upon it, like the 
engravings of a signet, HOLINESS TO 
THE LORD. 

37 And thou shalt put it on a blue lace, 
that it may be upon the mitre; upon the 
forefront of the mitre it shall be. 

38 And it shall be upon Aaron’s fore- 
head, that Aaron may bear the iniquity 
of the holy things, which the children of 
Is’ra-é1 shall hallow in all their holy 
gifts} and it shall be always upon his 
forehead, that they may be accepted 
before the LorD.. _ 

39 @ And thou shalt. embroider the 
coat of fine linen, and thou shalt make 
the mitre of fine linen, and thou shalt 
make the girdle of needlework. mt 

40 @ And for Aaron’s sons thou shalt 
make coats, and thou shalt make for 
them girdles, and.bonnets. shalt thou 
make for them, for glory and for beauty. 

41 And thou shalt put them upon Aaron 
thy. brother, arid his sons with him; 
and shalt anoint them, and consecrate 
them, and sanctify them, that they 
may minister unto me in the priest’s 
office. P bbog 

42 And thou shalt make them linen 
breeches to cover their nakedness; from 
the loins even unto the thighs they shall 


reach: ; 

43 And they shall be upon Aaron, and 
upon his sons, when they come in unto 
the tabernacle of the congregation, or 
when they come near unto the altar to 
minister in the holy place; that they 
bear not iniquity, and die: it shall-be a 
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istatute for ever unto him and his seed 
safter him.. ae 


: ‘CHAPTER 29. 
Re this is the thing that thou shalt 
do unto them to hallow them, to 
jminister unto me in the priest’s office: 
‘Take one young bullock, and two rams 
‘without blemish, 

2 And unleavened bread, and cakes un- 
leavened’ tempered with oil,:and wafers 
unleavened anointed with oil: of wheat- 
‘en flour shalt thou make them. 

3 And thou ‘shalt put them into one 
basket, and bring them in the basket, 
‘with the bullock and the two rams. 

4 And Aaron and his sons thou shalt 

‘bring unto the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, and shalt wash them 
with water. 
5 And thou shalt take the garments, 
and put upon Aaron the coat, and the 
robe of the éph’éd, and the éph’dd, and 
the breastplate, and gird him with the 
curious girdle of the éph’dd: 

.6 And thou shalt put: the mitre upon 
his head, and put the holy crown upon 
the mitre. 

“7 Then shalt thou take the anointing 
oil, and pour it upon his head, and 
anoint him. 

8 And thou shalt bring his sons, and 
put coats upon them. 

9'And thou shalt gird them with girdles, 
Aaron and his‘sons, and put the bonnets 
on them: and the priest’s office shall be 
theirs for a perpetual statute: and thou 
shalt consecrate. Aaron ‘and his sons. 
© 10 And thou shalt cause a bullock to be 
brought before the tabernacle of ‘the 
congregation;'and Aaron and his sons 
shall put their hands upon the head of 
the bullock.. 

JI And thou shalt kill the bullock be- 
fore the LORD, bythe door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation: 

_ 12 And thou shalt take of the blood of 
the bullock, and put zt: upon the horns 
of the altar with thy finger, and pour all 
the blood beside the bottom of the altar. 

13 And*thow shalt take ali the fat that 
covereth the inwards, andthe caul that 
is above the liver, and the two kidneys, 
and the fat that is upon them, and burn 
them upon the altar, - 

14 But the flesh of the bullock, and his 

| skin, ‘and his dung, shalt thou burn with 
fire without the camp: it is a sin offering. 
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15 @ Thou shalt also take one'ram; 
and Aaron and his sons’shall put their 
harids upon the head of the ram. 

16 And thou ‘shalt slay the ram, and 
thou shalt take his blood, and sprinkle 
if round about upon the altar: 

17 And thou shalt cut the ram in pieces, 
and wash the inwards of him, and his 
legs, and put them unto his pieces, and 
unto his head. 

18 And thou shalt burn the whole ram 
upon the altar: it is a burnt offering unto 
the LorD: it is a sweet savor, an offer- 
ing made by fire unto the Lorp. 

19 @ And thou shalt take the other 
ram; and Aaron and his sons shall put 
their hands upon the head of the ram. 

20 Then shalt thou kill the ram, and 
take of his blood, and put if upon the 
tip of the right ear of Aaron, and upon 
the tip of the right ear of his sons, and 
upon the thumb of their right hand, and 
upon the great toe of their right "foot, 
and sprinkle the blood upon the altar 
round about. 

21 And thou shalt take of the blood that 
zs upon the altar, and of the anointing 


‘oil, and sprinkle zt upon Aaron, and up- 


on. his ‘garments, and upon his sons, 
and upon the garments of his sons with 
him:’and he shall be hallowed, and his 
garments, and his sons, and his sons’ 
garments with him. 

22°Also thou shalt take of the ram the 
fat and the rump, and the fat that cover- 
eth the inwards, and‘the caul above the 
liver, and the two kidneys, and the fat 
thatis upon them, and the right shoul- 
der; for it is a ram:of consecration: © 

23 And one loaf of bread, and one cake 
of oiled bread, andone wafer out of the 
basket of the unleavened bread that is 
before the LorpD: 

24 And thou shalt put all in the hands 
of Aaron, and in the hands of his sons; 
and shalt wave them for a wave offering 
before the Lorpb; *' 

25 And thou shalt receive them of theie 
hands, and burn’ them upon the altar for 
a burnt offering, for a sweet savor before 
the Lorn: it 7s an offering made by fire 
unto the LorD.”: 

26 And thou shalt take the breast of the 
ram of Aaron’s consecration, and wave 
it for a ‘wave offering before the Lorp: 
and it shall be thy part. © 

27 And thou shalt sanctify the breast 
of the wave offering, and the shoulder of 
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the heave offering, which is waved, and 
which is heaved up, of the ram of the 
consecration, even of that which is for 
Aaron, and of that which is for his sons: 

28 And it shall be Aaron’s and his sons’ 
by_a statute for ever from the children 
of Is'ra-él; for it is a heave offering; and 
it shall be a heave offering from the 
children of Is’ra-él of the sacrifice of 
their peace offerings, even their heave 
offering unto the LORD. 

29 @ And the holy garments of Aaron 
shall be his sons’ after him, to be 
anointed therein, and to be consecrated 
in them. 

30 And that son that is priest in his 
stead shall put them on seven days, 
when he cometh into the tabernacle of 
the congregation to minister in the holy 
place. 

31 @ And thou shalt take the ram of 
the consecration, and seethe his flesh in 
the holy place. 

32 And Aaron and his sons shall eat the 
flesh of the ram, and the bread that zs.in 
the basket, by the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

33 And they shall eat those things 
wherewith the atonement was made, to 
consecrate and to sanctify them: but a 
stranger shall not eat thereof, because 
they are holy. 

34 And if aught of the flesh of the con- 
secrations, or of the bread, remain unto 
the morning, then thou shalt burn the 
remainder with fire: it shall not be eaten, 
because it zs holy. 

35 And thus shalt thou do unto Aaron, 
and to his sons, according to all things 
which I have commanded thee: seven 
days shalt thou consecrate them. 

36 And thou shalt offer every day a 
bullock for a sin offering for atonement: 
and thou shalt cleanse the altar, when 
thou hast made an atonement for it, and 
thou shalt anoint it, to sanctify it. 

37 Seven days thou shalt make an 
atonement for the altar, and sanctify it; 
and it shall be an altar most holy: what- 
soever toucheth the altar shall be holy. 

38 @ Now this is that which thou shalt 
offer upon the altar; two lambs of the 
first year day by day continually. 

39 The one lamb thou shalt offer in the 
morning; and the other lamb thou shalt 
offer at even: 

40 And with the one lamb a tenth deal 
of flour mingled with the fourth part of 
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a hin of beaten oil; and the fourth part 
of a hin of wine for a drink offering. 

41 And the other lamb thou shalt offer 
at even, and shalt do thereto according 
to the meat offering of the morning, and 
according to the drink offering thereof, 
for a sweet savor, an offering made by 
fire unto the Lorp. 

42 This shall be a continual burnt offer- 
ing throughout your generations af the 
door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion before the LorD, where I will meet 
you, to speak there unto thee. 

43 And there I will meet with the chil- 
dren of Is‘ra-él, and the tabernacle shall 
be sanctified by my glory. 

44 And I will sanctify the tabernacle of 
the congregation, and the altar: I will 
sanctify also both Aaron and his sons, to 
minister to me in the priest’s office. 

45 @ And I will dwell among the chil- 
dren of Is'ra-él, and will be their God. 

46 And they shall know that I am the 
Lorp their God, that brought them forth 
out of the land of Egypt, that I may dwell 
among them: I am the Lorp their God. 


CHAPTER 30 


ND thou shalt make an altar to burn 
incense upon: of shittim wood shalt 
thou make it. 

2 A cubit shall be the length thereof, 
and a cubit the breadth thereof; four- 
square shall it be: and two cubits shall 
be the height thereof: the horns thereof 
shail be of the same. 

3 And thou shalt overlay it with pure 
gold, the top thereof, and the sides 
thereof round about, and the horns 
thereof; and thou shalt make unto it a 
crown of gold round about, 

4 And two golden rings shalt thou make 
to it under the crown of it, by the two 
corners thereof, upon the two sides of it 
shalt thou make 7t; and they: shall be 
for places for the staves to bear it 
withal. j 

5 And thou shalt make the staves of 
—- wood, and overlay them with 
gold. : 

6 And thou shalt put it before the veil 
that is by the ark of the testimony, be- 
fore the mercy seat that is over the 
testimony, where I will meet with thee, 

7 And Aaron shall burn thereon sweet 
incense every morning: when he dress- 
eth the lamps, he shall burn incense 
upon it. 
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8 And when Aaron lighteth the lamps 

vat even, he shall burn incense upon it, 

‘a perpetual incense before the Lorp 
throughout your generations. 

9 Ye shall offer no strange incense 
thereon, nor burnt sacrifice, nor meat 
offering; neither shall ye pour drink 
offering thereon. 

10 And Aaron shall make an atonement 
upon the horns of it once in a year with 
the blood of the sin offering of atone- 
ments; once in the year shall he make 
atonement upon it throughout» your 
generations: it is most holy unto the 
LorD. . 

11 @ And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

12 When thot takest the sum of the 
children of Is’ra-é1 after their number, 
then shall they give every man a ransom 
for his soul unto the LorpD, when thou 
numberest them; that there be no plague 
among them, when thou numberest 
them. « 

13 This they shall give, every one that 
passeth among them that are numbered, 
half a shekel after the shekel of the 
sanctuary: (a shekel is twenty gé’rahs:) 
a haif shekel shall be the offering of the 
Lorp. 

14 Every one that passeth among them 
that are numbered, from twenty years 
old and above, shall give an offering unto 
the Lorp. 

15 Therich shall not give more, and the 
poor shall not give less, than half a 
Shekel, when they give an offering unto 
the LorD, to make an atonement for 
your souls. 

16 And thou shalt take the atonement 
money of the children of Is’ra-l, and 
shalt appoint it for the service of the 
tabernacle of the congregation; that it 
may be a memorial unto the children of 
Ts’ra-é1 before the Lorp, to make an 
atonement for your souls. 

17 @ And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 


saying, 

18 Thou shalt also make a laver of 

brass, and his foot also of brass, to wash 

withal: and thou shalt put it between the 

tabernacle of the congregation and the 

altar, and thou shalt put water therein. 
- 19 For Aaron and his sons shall wash 
‘their hands and their feet thereat:

23 Take thou also unto thee principal 
spices, of pure myrrh five hundred 
shekels, and of sweet cinnamon half so 
much, even two hundred and fifty shek- 
els, and of sweet calamus two hundred 
and fifty shekels, 

24 And of cassia five hundred shekels, 
after the shekel of the sanctuary, and of 
oil olive a hin: 

25 And thou shalt make it an oil of holy 
ointment, an ointment compound after 
the art of the apothecary: it shall be a 
holy anointing oil. 

26 And thou shalt anoint the taber- 
nacle of the congregation therewith, and 
the ark of the testimony, 

27 And the table and all his vessels, 
and the candlestick and his vessels, and 
the altar of incense,

all his vessels, and the laver and his foot. 

29 And thou shalt sanctify them, that 
they may be most holy: whatsoever 
toucheth them shall be holy. 

30 And thou shalt anoint Aaron and his 
sons, and consecrate them, that they 
may minister unto me in the priest’s 
office. 

31 And thou shalt speak unto the chil- 
dren of Is'ra-él, saying, This shall be a 
holy anointing ‘oil unto me throughout 
your generations. 

32 Upon man’s flesh shall it not be 
poured, neither shall ye make any other 
like it, after the composition of it: it is 
holy, and it shall be holy unto you. 

33 Whosoever compoundeth any like 
it, or whosoever putteth any of it upon a 
stranger, shall even be cut off from his 
people. 

34 @ And the Lorp said unto Moses, 
Take unto thee sweet spices, stacte, and 
onycha, and galbanum; these sweet 
spices with pure frankincense: of each 
shall there be a like weight: 

35 And thou shalt make it a perfume, 
a confection after the art of the apothe- 
cary, tempered together, pure and holy:

36 And thou shalt beat some of it very 
small, and put of it before the testimony 
in the tabernacle of the congregation, 
where I will meet with thee: it shall be 
unto you most holy.

Seven days thou shalt 
eat unleavened bread, as I commanded 
thee, in the time of the month A’bib: for 
in the month A’bib thou camest out from 
Egypt. 

19 All that openeth the matrix 7s mine; 
and every firstling among thy cattle, 
whether ox or sheep, that is male. 

20 But the firstling of an ass thou shalt 
redeem with a lamb: and if thou redeem 
him not, then shalt thou break his neck. 
All the firstborn of thy sons thou shalt 
redeem. And none shall appear before 
me empty. 

21 @ Six days thou shalt work, but on 
the seventh day thou shalt rest: in ear- 
ing time and in harvest thou shalt rest. 

22 @ And thou shalt observe the feast 
of weeks, of the firstfruits of wheat har- 
vest, and the feast of ingathering at the 
year’s end. 

23 @ Thrice in the year shail all your 
men children appear before the Lorp 
Gop, the God of Is’ra-él. 

24 For I will cast out the nations before 
thee, and enlarge thy borders: neither 
any man desire thy land, when 
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thou shalt go up to appear before’ the 
Lorp thy God thrice im the year.

3 And they received of Moses all the 
offering, which the children of Is'ra-é1 
had brought for the work ofthe service 
of the’ sanctuary, to make it withal. 
And they brought yet unto him free 
offerings every morning. 

4 And all the wise men, that wrought 
all the work of the sanctuary, came 
every man from his work which 7 
ae 

5 ¢ ‘And they spake atnto Moses, say- 
ing, The people bring much more than 
enough for the service of the work, 
which the Lorp commanded to make. 

‘6 And Moses gave commandment, and 
they caused it to be proclaimed through- 
out the camp, saying, Let neither man 
nor woman make any more work for the 
Offering of the sanctuary: So the people 
were restrained from bringing. - 

7 For the stuff they had was sufficient 
for all the work to make it, and too much. 

“8 @ And every wise-hearted man 
among them that wrought the work of 
the tabernacle made ten curtains of 
fine twined linen, and blue, and purple, 
and scarlet: with cherubim of: cunning 
work made he them. 

9 The length of one curtain was twenty 
and eight cubits, and the breadth of one 
curtain four cubits: the curtains. were 
all of one size. 

“10 And he coupled the five curtains one 
unto another: and the other five curtains 
he coupled one unto another. 3 

“11: And he made loops of blue on the 
edge of one curtain from the'selvedge in 
the coupling: likewise he made in the 
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uttermost side of another curtain, in the 
coupling of the second. 

12 Fifty loops made he in one curtain, 
and fifty loops made he in the edge of 
the curtain which was in the coupling of 
the second: the loops held one curiain 
to another. 

13 And he made fifty taches of gold, 
and coupled the curtains one unto an- 
other with the taches: so it became one 
tabernacle. 

14 @ And he made curtains of goats’ 
hair for the tent over the tabernacle: 
eleven curtains he made them. 

15 The length of one curtain was thirty 
cubits, and four cubits was the breadth 
of one curtain: the eleven curtains were 
of one size. 

16 And he coupled five curtains by 
themselves, and six curtains by them- 
selves. 

17 And he made fifty loops upon the 
uttermost edge of the curtain in the 
coupling, and fifty loops made he upon 
the edge of the curtain which coupleth 
the second. 

18 And he made fifty taches of brass to 
couple the tent together, that it might be 
one, 

19 And he made a covering for the tent 
of rams’ skins dyed red, and a covering 
of badgers’ skins above that. 

20 @ And he made boards for the tab- 
ernacle of shittim wood, standing up. 

21 The length of a board was ten 
cubits, and the breadth of a board one 
cubit and a half. 

22 One board had two tenons, equally 
distant one from another: thus did he 


- make for all the boards of the taber- 


nacle. 

23 And he made boards for the taber- 
nacle; twenty boards for the south side 
southward: 

24 And forty sockets of silver he made 
under the twenty boards; two sockets 
under one board for his two tenons, and 
two sockets under another board for his 
two tenons. 

25 And for the other side of the taber- 
nacle, which is toward the north corner, 
he made twenty boards, 

26 And their forty sockets of silver; two 
sockets under one board, and two sock- 
ets under another board. 

27 And for the sides of the tabernacle 
westward he made six boards. 

28 And two boards made he for the cor- 
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ners of the tabernacle in the two sides. 

29 And they were coupled beneath, 
and coupled together at the head there- 
of, to one ring: thus he did to both of 
them in both the corners. 

30 And there were eight boards; and 
their sockets were sixteen sockets of 
silver, under every board two sockets. 

31 @ And he made bars of shittim — 
wood; five for the boards of the one side ~ 
of the tabernacle, | 

32 And five bars for the boards of the 
other side of the tabernacle, and five 
bars for the boards of the tabernacle for 
the sides westward. 

33 And he made the middle bar to 
shoot through the boards from the one 
end to the other. 

34 And he overlaid the boards with 
gold, and made their rings of gold fo be 
places for the bars, and overlaid the 
bars with gold. 

35 @ And he made a veil of blue, and 
purple, and scarlet, and fine twined 
linen: with cherubim made he it of cun- 
ning work. 

36 And he made thereunto four pillars 
of shittim wood, and overlaid them with 
gold: their hooks were of gold; and ke 
cast for them four sockets of silver. 

37 @ And he made a hanging for the 
tabernacle door of blue, and purple, and 
seatlets and fine twined linen, of needle- 
work; 

38 And the five pillars of it with their 
hooks: and he overlaid their chapiters 
and their fillets with gold: but their five 
sockets were of brass. 


CHAPTER 37 
ND Beé-zal’é-é1 made the ark of 
shittim wood: two cubits and a half 
was the length of it, and a cubit and a 
half the breadth of it, and a cubit anda 
half the height of it: 

2 And he overlaid it with pure gold 
within and without, and made a crown 
of gold to it round about.

9 And the cherubim spread out their 
‘wings on high, and covered with their 
\wings over the mercy seat, with their 
faces one to another; even to the 
mercy seat-ward were the faces of the 
icherubim. ; 

10 @ And he made the table of shittim 
|} wood: two cubits was the length thereof. 
jand a cubit the breadth thereof, and a 
| cubit and a half the height thereof: 

} 11 And he overlaid it with pure gold, 
Jitand made thereunto a crown of gold 
jround about. 

‘12 Also he made thereunto a border of 
ja handbreadth round about; and made 
‘a crown of gold for the border thereof 
jround about. 

13 And he cast for it four rings of gold, 
jand put the rings upon the four corners 
that were in the four feet thereof. 

14 Over against the border were the 
‘rings, the places for the staves to bear 
‘the table. 

15 And he made the staves of shittim 
‘wood, and overlaid them with gold, to 
bear the table. 

16 And he made the vessels which 

\were upon the table, his dishes, and his 
‘spoons, and his bowls, and his covers to 
By withal, of pure gold. 
"pure gold: of beaten work made he the 
‘candlestick; his shaft, and his branch, 
‘his bowls, his knops, and his flowers, 
‘were of the same: 

18 And six branches going out of the 
\}\sides thereof; three branches of the 
candlestick out of the one side thereof, 
and three branches of the candlestick 
‘out of the other side thereof: 

19 Three bowls made after the fashion 
of almonds in one branch, a knop and a 
flower; and three bowls made like al- 
monds in another branch, a knop and a 
flower: so throughout the six branches 
going out of the candlestick. 
| 20 And in the candlestick were four 
bowls made like almonds, his knops, 
and his flowers:

|) The table, the candlestick, the altars made 
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21 And a knop under two branches 
of the same, and a knop under two 
branches of the same, and a knop under 
two branches of the same, according to 
the six branches going out of it. 

22 Their knops and their branches 
were of the same: all of it was one 
beaten work of pure gold. 

23 And he made his seven lamps, and 
his snuffers, and his snuffdishes, of 
pure gold. 

24 Of a talent of pure gold made he it, 
and all the vessels thereof. 

25 @ And he made the incense altar 
of shittim wood: the length of it was a 
cubit, and the breadth of it a cubit; i¢ 
was foursquare; and two cubits was the 
height of it; the horns thereof were of 
the same. 

26 And he overlaid it with pure gold, 
both the top of it, and the sides thereof 
round about, and the horns of it: also he 
made unto it a crown of gold round 
about. ; 

27 And he made two rings of gold for it 
under the crown thereof, by the two cor- 
ners of it, upon the two sides thereof, to 
be places for the staves to bear it withal. 

28 And he made the staves of shittim 
wood, and overlaid them with gold. 

29 @ And he made the holy anointing 
oil, and the pure incense of sweet spices, 
according to the work of the apothecary. 


CHAPTER 38 
ND he made the altar of burnt offer- 
ing of shittim wood: five cubits was 
the length thereof, and five cubits the

8 €'And he-made the laver of brass, 
and the foot of it of brass, of the looking- 
glasses of the women assembling, which 
assembled af the door of the tabernacle 
— the congregation. 

9 @ And he made the court: on the 
south side southward. the hangings of 
the court were of fine twined, linen, a 
hundred cubits: 

10 Their pillars were twenty, and their 
brazen sockets twenty; the hooks of the 
pillars and their fillets were of silver. 

11 And for the north side the hangings 
were a hundred cubits, their pillars 
were twenty, and their sockets of brass 
twenty; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets of silver. 

12.And forthe west side were hangings 
of fifty.cubits, their pillars ten, and their tu 
sockets ten; the hooks of the pillars and 
their fillets of silver. 

13-And for the east side eastward fifty 
cubits.

10 And thou shalt anoint the altar of 
the burnt offering, and all his vessels, 
and sanctify the altar: and it shall be an 
altar most holy. 

11 And thou shalt anoint the laver and 
his foot, and sanctify it. 

12 And thou shalt bring Aaron and his 
sons unto the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, and wash them with 
water, 

13 And thou shalt ‘put upon Aaron the 
holy garments, and anoint him, and 
sanctify him; that he may minister unto 
me in the priest’s office. 

14 And thou shalt bring his sons, and 
clothe them with coats: 

15 And thou shalt anoint them, as thon 
didst anoint their father, that they may 
minister unto me in the priest’s office: 
for their anointing shall surely be an 
everlasting priesthood throughout their 
generations. 

16 Thus did Moses: according to all 
that the LorD commanded him, so did 


17 @ And it came to pass in the first 
month in the second year, on the first 
day of the month, that the tabernacle 
was reared up. 

18 And Moses reared up the taber 
nacle, and fastened his sockets, and set 
up the boards thereof, and put in soa 
bars thereof, and reared up fis pillars 

19 And he spread abroad the cee over 
the tabernacle, and put the covering o 
the tent above upon it; as the Lorp 
commanded Moses. j 

20 @ And he took and put the testi- 
mony into the ark, and set the staves on 
the ark, and put the mercy seat above 
upon the ark:

imony; asthe LoRD commanded Moses. 
22 @ And he put the table in the tent

_ 23 And he set the bread in order upon 
it before the Lorp; as the LorpD had 
“commanded Moses. 
_ 24 @ And he put the candlestick in the 
| tent of the congregation, over against 
| the table, on the side of the tabernacle 
| southward. 
_ 25 And he lighted the lamps before the 
Lorp; as the LorD commanded Moses. 
26 @ And he put the golden altar in the 
‘tent of the congregation before the veil: 
| 27 And he burnt sweet incense there- 
on; as the LORD commanded Moses. 
| 28 @ And he set up the hanging at the 
_ door of the tabernacle. 
| 29 And he put the altar of burnt offer- 
‘ing by the door of the tabernacle of the 
tent of the congregation, and offered 
tee it the burnt offering and the meat 
‘Offering; as the LorRD commanded 
oses. 
30 @ And he set the laver between the 
tent of the congregation and the altar, 
“and put water there, to wash withal.

35 And Moses was not able to enter in- 
to the tent of the congregation, because 
the cloud abode thereon, and the glory 
of the Lorn filled the tabernacle. 

36 And when the cloud was taken up 
from over the tabernacle, the children 
of Is’ra-é1 went onward in all their 
journeys: 

37 But if the cloud were not taken up, 
then they journeyed not till the day that 
it was taken up. 

38 For the cloud of the LoRD was upon 
the tabernacle by day, and fire was on it 
by night, in the sight of all the house of 
Is'ra-él, throughout all their journeys.

30 And ‘the priest shall take of the blood 
thereof with his finger, and put 7f upon 
the horns of the altar of burnt offering, 
and shall pour out all the blood thereof 
at the bottom of the altar. : 

31 And he shall take away all the fat 
thereof, as the fat is taken away from 
off the sacrifice of peace offerings; and 
the priest shall burn if upon the altar for 
a sweet savor unto the LorD; and the 
priest shall make an atonement for him, 
and it shall be forgiven him. 

32 And if he bring a lamb for a sin offer- | 
ing, he shall bring it a foinale without 
blemish.

pertain unto:the Lorp, even that soul ~ 
shall be cut-off from his people.

24 And the fat of the beast that dieth 
of itself, and the fat.of that:which is 
torn with beasts, may: be used: im any 
at use: but ye shall inno wise eat 
of it ; 

“25:-For whosoever eateth the fat of the 
beast, of which men offer an offering 


" made by fire unto the Lorn, even’ the 
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soul that eateth i¢ shall be cut off from 
his people. 

26 Moreover ye shall eat no manner of 
blood,whether it be of fowl or of beast, 
in any of your dwellings. 

27 Whatsoever soul it be that eateth 
any manner of blood, even that soul shall 
be cut off from his people. 

28 @ And the LorD spake unto Moses, 


saying, 

29 Speak unto the children of Is’ra-él, 
saying, He that offereth the sacrifice of 
his peace offerings unto the LorD, shall 
bring his oblation unto the Lorp of the 
sacrifice of his peace offerings. 

30 His own hands shall bring the offer- 
ings of the Lorp made by fire, the fat 
with the breast; it shall he bring, that 
the breast may be waved for a wave 
offering before the LorD. 

31 And the priest shall burn the fat up- 
on the altar: but the breast shall be 
Aaron’s and his sons’. 

32 And the right shoulder shall ye give 
unto the priest for a heave offering of the 
sacrifices of your peace offerings. 

33 He among the sons of Aaron, that 
offereth the blood of the peace offerings, 
and the fat, shall have the right shoulder 
for his part. 

34 For the wave breast and the heave 
shoulder have I taken of the children of 
Is’rd-@1 from off the sacrifices of their 
peace offerings, and have given them 
unto Aaron the priest and unto his sons, 
by a statute for ever, from among the 
children of Is’ra-él. 

35 @ This is the portion of the anoint- 
ing of Aaron, and of the anointing of his 
sons, out of the offerings of the LoRD 


- made by fire, in the day when he pre- 


sented them to minister unto the LorpD 
in the priest’s office; 

36 Which the LorD commanded to be 
given them of the children of Is’ra-él, in 
the day that he anointed them, by a 
statute for ever throughout their gen- 
erations. 

37 This is the law of the burnt offering, 

of the meat offering, and of the sin offer- 
ing, and of the trespass offering, and of 
the consecrations, and of the sacrifice of 
the peace offerings; 
_ 38 Which the LoRD commanded Moses 
in mount Sinai, in the day that he com- 
manded the children of Is’ra-él to offer 
their oblations unto the LorD, in the 
wilderness of Si’nai.

8 And he put the breastplate upon him: 
also he put in the breastplate the U’rim 
and the Thiim’mim. 

9 And he put the mitre upon his head; 
also upon the mitre, even upon his fore- 
front, did he put the golden plate, the 
holy crown; as the Lorp commanded 
Moses. 

10 And Moses took the anointing oil, 
and anointed the tabernacle and all that 
was therein, and sanctified them. 

11 And he sprinkled thereof upon the 
altar seven times, and anointed the al- 
tar and all his vessels, both the laver 
and his foot, to sanctify them. 

12 And he poured of the anointing oil 
upon Aaron’s head, and anointed him, 
to sanctify hi 

13 And Moses brought Aaron’s sons, 
and put coats upon them, and girded 
them with girdles, and put bonnets upon 
them; as the LORD commanded Moses. 

14 And he brought the bullock for the 
sin offering: and Aaron and his sons laid | 
their hands upon the head of the bullock | 
for the sin offering. ; 

15 And he slew if; and Moses took the 
blood, and put if upon the horns of the | 
altar round about with his finger, and 
purified the altar, and poured the blood 
at the bottom of the altar, and sanctified 
it, to make reconciliation upon it. 
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16 And he took all the fat that was 
upon the inwards, and the caul above 
the liver, and the two kidneys, and 
lo fat, and Moses burned it upon the 

tar. 

17 But the bullock, and his hide, his 
flesh, and his dung, he burnt with fire 
without the camp; as the LoRD com- 
manded Moses. 

18 @ And he brought the ram for the 
burnt offering: and Aaron and his sons 
laid their hands upon the head of the 
ram. 

19 And he killed zt; and Moses sprin-

the ram of consecration: and Aaron and 
his sons laid their hands upon the head 
of the ram. 

23 And he slew if; and Moses took of 
the blood of it, and put z¢ upon the tip of 
Aaron’s right ear, and upon the thumb 
of his right hand, and upon the great toe 
of his right foot. 

24 And he brought Aaron’s sons, and 
Moses put of the blood upon the tip of 
their right ear, and upon the thumbs of 

‘their right hands, and upon the great 
toes of their right feet: and Moses 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar round 
about. 

(25 And he took the fat, and the rump, 
and all the fat that was upon the in- 
wards, and the caul above the liver, and 
the two kidneys, and their fat, and the 
tight shoulder: 

26 And out of the basket of unleavened 
bread, that was before the Lorp, he 
took one unleavened cake, and a cake of 

‘oiled bread, and one wafer, and put 
them on the fat, and upon the right 
‘shoulder: 

27 And he put all upon Aaron’s hands, 
and upon his sons’ hands, and waved 
them for a wave offering before the 
Lorp. 

_28 And Moses took them from off their 
hands, and burnt them on the altar upon 
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the burnt offering: they were consecra- 
tions for a sweet savor: it is an offering 
made by fire unto the LORD. 

29 And Moses took the breast, and 
waved it for a wave offering before the 
Lorp: for of the ram of consecration it 
was Moses’ part; as the LorD com- 
manded Moses. ; 

30 And Moses took of the anointing 
oil, and of the blood which was upon the 
altar, and sprinkled zt upon Aaron, and 
upon his garments, and upon his sons, 
and upon his sons’ garments with him; 
and sanctified Aaron, and his garments, 
and his sons, and his sons’ garments 
with him. 

31 @ And Moses said unto Aaron and 
to his sons, Boil the flesh af the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation; and 
there eat it with the bread that zs in the 
basket of consecrations, as I com- 
manded, saying, Aaron and his sons 
shall eat it. :

10 But the fat, and the kidneys, ae the 
caul above the liver of the’ sin offering, 
he burnt upon the altar; as the Lorp 
commanded Moses. 

11 And the flesh and the hide he burnt 
with fire without the camp. 

12 And he slew the burnt offering; and 
Aaron’s sons presented’ unto him the 
blood, ‘which he‘sprinkled ‘round about 
upon ‘the altar. . 

13 And they presented the burnt offer- 
ing unto him, with the pieces*thereof, 
and the head: and he burnt them upon 
the altar. ; 

14 And he did wash the iehbartis and 
the legs, and burnt them upon the burnt 
offering on the altar. 

15 @ And he brought the people’s 
offering, and took the goat, which was 
the sin offering for ‘the people, and 
slew it, and offered it for sin; as the

16 ‘And he brought the burnt’offering, 


and offeréd it according to the manner. 

17 And he brought the meat offering, 
and took a handful thereof; and burnt it 
upon the altar, besides the burnt sacri- 
fice of the morning.

10 And all that have not fins and scales 
in the seas, and in the rivers, of all that 
move in the waters, and of any living 
thing which is in the waters, they shall 
be an abomination unto you: 

11 They shall be even an abomination 
unto you; ye shall not eat of their flesh; 
but ye shall have their carcasses in 
abomination. : 

12 Whatsoever hath no fins nor scales 
in the waters, that shal be an abomina- 
tion unto'you. © 

13° @ And these are: they which: ye shall

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have in abomination among the fowls; 
they shall not be eaten, they are an 
abomination: the eagle, and the ossi- 
frage, and the ospray,

22 Even these of them ye may eat; the 
locust after his kind, and the bald locust 
after his kind, and the beetle after his 
kind, and the grasshopper after his kind.

whosoever toucheth the carcass of them 
shall be unclean until the even.

26 The carcasses of every beast which 
divideth the hoof, and is not cloven- 
footed, nor cheweth the cud, are unclean 
unto you: every one that toucheth them 
shall be unclean. 

27 And whatsoever goeth upon his 
paws, among all manner of beasts that 
go on all four, those are unclean unto 
you: whoso toucheth their carcass shall 
be unclean until the even. 

28 And he that beareth the carcass of 
them shall wash his clothes, and be un- 
clean until the even: they are unclean 
unto you. 

29 @ These also shall be unclean unto 
you among the creeping things that 
creep upon the earth; the weasel, and 
a pinion and the tortoise after his 

> 

30 And the ferret, and the chameleon, 
and the lizard, and the snail, and the 
mole, 

31 These are unclean to you among all 
that creep: whosoever doth touch them, 
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when they be dead, shall be unclean 
until the even. 

32 And upon whatsoever any of them, 
when they are dead, doth fall, it shall be 
unclean; whether it be any vessel of 
wood, or raiment, or skin, or sack, what- 
soever vessel it be, wherein any work is 
done, it must be put into water, and it 
shall be unclean until the even; so it 
shall be cleansed. 

33 And every earthen vessel, where- 
into any of them falleth, whatsoever 
is in it shall be unclean; and ye shall 
break it. 

34 Of all meat which may be eaten, 
that on which such water cometh shall 
be unclean: and all drink that may be 
drunk in every such vessel shall be 
unclean. 

35 And every thing whereupon any 
part of their carcass falleth shall be un- 
clean; whether it be oven, or ranges for 
pots, they shall be broken down: for 
they are unclean, and shall be unclean 
unto you. 

36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, 
wherein there is plenty of water, shall 
be clean: but that which toucheth their 
carcass shall be unclean. 

37 And if any part of their carcass fall 
upon any sowing seed which is to be 
sown, it shall be clean. 

38 But if any water be put upon the 
seed, and any part of their carcass fall 
thereon, it shall be unclean unto you.. 

39 And if any beast, of which ye may 
eat, die; he that toucheth the carcass 
thereof shall be unclean until the even. 

40 And he that eateth of the carcass of 
it shall wash his clothes, and be unclean 
until the even: he also that beareth the 
carcass of it shall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even. 

41 And every creeping thing that creep- 
eth upon the earth shall be an abomina- 
tion; it shall not be eaten. 

42 Whatsoever goeth upon the belly, 
and whatsoever goeth upon ail four, or 
whatsoever hath more feet among all 
creeping things that creep upon the 
earth, them ye shall not eat; for they are 
an abomination. 

43 Ye shall not make yourselves abom- 
inable with any creeping thing that 
creepeth, neither shall ye make your- 
selves unclean with them, that ye should 
be defiled thereby. 

44 For I am the Lorp your God: ye

shall therefore sanctify yourselves, and 
ye shall be holy; for I am holy: neither

45 For I am the Lorp that bringeth 
you up out of the land of Egypt, to be 
your God: ye shall therefore be holy, for 
I am holy.

6 And the priest shall look on him again 
the seventh day: and, behold, if the 
plague. be.somewhat. dark, and. the 
plague spread not in the skin, the priest 
shall pronounce him clean: it is buf a 
scab: and he shall wash his clothes, and 
be clean.

6 As for the living bird, he’shall take it, 
and the cédar wood, and the scarlet, and 
the hyssop, and dip them and the liv- 
ing bird in the blood of the ‘bird: that 
was killed over the running water: + 

‘7 And he shall sprinkle upon him that 
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is to. be cleansed:from the leprosy seven 
times, and shall pronounce him clean, 
and shall let the living bird loose into the 
open field. 

8 And he that is to be cleansed shall 
wash his clothes, and shave off all his 
hair, and wash himself in water, that he 
may be clean: and after that he shall 
come into the camp, and shall tarry 
abroad out of his tent seven days. 

9 But it shall be on the seventh day, 
that he shall. shave all his hair off his 
head and his beard and his eyebrows, 
even all his hair he shall shave off: and 
he shall wash his clothes, also he shall 
werk his flesh in water, and he shall be 
clean. 

10 And on the eighth day he shall take 
two he lambs without blemish, and one 
ewe lamb of the first year without blem- 
ish, and three tenth deals of fine flour 
jor a meat offering, mingled with oil, 
and one log of oil: 

11 And the priest that maketh him 
clean shall present the man that is to be 
made.clean, and those things, before the 
Lorp, af the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation. 

12 And the priest shall take one he 
lamb, and offer him for a trespass offer- 
ing, and the log of oil, and wave them 
for a wave offering before. the LorD: 

13 And he shall slay the lamb in the 
place where he shall kill the sin offering 
and the burnt offering, in the holy place: 
. for as the sin offering is the priest’s, so 
is the trespass offering: it is most holy: 

14 And the priest shall take some of the 
blood of the trespass offering, and the 
priest shall put zt upon the tip of the 
right ear of him-that.is to be cleansed, 
and upon the thumb of his right hand, 
and upon the great toe of his right foot. 
- 15 And the priest shall take some of 
the log of oil, and fiers itinto the palm of 
his own left hand: 

16 And the priest shall dip his right 
finger in the oil that is in his left hand, 
and shall sprinkle of the oil with his 
finger seven times before the LorD: 

17 And of the rest of the oil that is in 
his hand shall the priest put upon the 
tip of the right ear of him that is to be 
cleansed, and upon the thumb of his 
right hand, and upon the great toe of his 
right foot, upon the blood of the tres- 
pass offering: = - - : 

18 And the remnant of the oil that zs in 
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the priest’s hand he shall pour upon the 
head of him that is to be cleansed: and 
the priest shall make an atonement for 
him before the LorD. 

19. And the priest shall offer the sin 
offering, and make an atonement for 
him that is to be cleansed from his un- 
cleanness; and afterward he shall kill 
the burnt offering: 

20 And the priest shall offer the burnt 
offering and the meat offering upon the 
altar: and the priest shall make an atone- 
ment for him, and he shall be clean. . 

21 And if he be poor, and cannot get so 
much; then he shall take one lamb for a 
trespass offering to be waved, to make 
an atonement for him, and one tenth 
deal of fine flour mingled with oil for a 
meat offering, and a log of oil; 

22 And two turtledoves, or two young 
pigeons, such as he is able to get; and 
the one shall be a sin offering, and the 
other a burnt offering. 

23 And he shall bring them on the 
eighth day for his cleansing unto the 
priest, unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the congregation, before the Lorp. 

24 And the priest shall take the lamb 
of the trespass offering, and the log of 
oil, and the priest shall wave them for a 
wave offering before the LorD: 

25 And he shall kill the lamb of the 
trespass offering, and the priest shall 
take some of the blood of the trespass 
offering, and put zt upon the tip of the 
right ear of him that is to be cleansed, 
and upon the thumb of his right hand, 
and upon the great toe of his right foot. 

26 And the priest shall pour of the oil 
into the palm of his own left hand: 

27 And the priest shall sprinkle with 
his right finger some of the oil that is in 
his left hand seven times before the 
Lorp: 

28 And the priest shall put of the oil 
that is in his hand upon the tip of the 
right ear of him that is to be cleansed, 
and. upon the thumb of his right hand, 
and upon the great toe of his right feot, 
upon.the place of the blood of the tres- 
pass offering: { 

29 And the rest of the oil that 7s in the 
priest’s hand he shall put upon the head 
of him that is to.be cleansed, to make an 
atonement for him before the Lorp. .

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31 Even such as he is able to get, the

32 This is the law of him in whom is the 
plague of leprosy, whose hand is not 
vable to get that which pertaineth to his 
cleansing.

‘and unto Aaron, saying, 

34 When ye be come into the land of

‘session, and I put the plague of leprosy 
jin a house of the land of your possession; 

35 And he that owneth the house shall 
‘come and tell the priest, saying, It seem- 
‘eth to me there is as it were a plague in 
‘the house: 

36 Then the priest shall command that 
ithey empty the house, before the priest 

0 into it to see the plague, that all that 

‘is in the house be not made unclean: 
and afterward the priest shall go in to 
see the house: 
37 And he shall look on the plague, 
and, behold, ifthe plague be in the walls 
of the house with hollow streaks, green- 
ish or reddish, which in sight are lower 
than the wall; 

38 Then the priest shall go out of the 

house to the door of the house, and shut 
up the house seven days: 
* 39 And the priest shall come again the 
seventh day, and shall look: and, be- 
hold, ifthe plague be spread in the walls 
of the house; 

40 Then the priest shall command that 
they take away the stones in which the 
plague is, and they shall cast them into 
an unclean place without the city: 

41 And he shall cause the house to be 
Scraped within round about, and they 
shall pour out the dust that they scrape 
“i without the city into an unclean 
place: 

42 And they shall take other stones, 
and put them in the place of those 
stones; and he shall take other mortar, 
and shall plaster the house. 

43 And if the plague come again, and 
break out in the house, after that he hath 
taken away the stones, and after he 
hath scraped the house, and after it is 
‘plastered; : 
_ 44 Then the priest shall come and look, 
‘and, behold, if the plague be spread in 
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the house, it is a fretting leprosy in the 
house: it zs unclean. 

45 And he shall break down the house, 
the stones of it, and the timber thereof, 
and all the mortar of the house; and he 
shall carry them forth out of the city into 
an unclean place. 

46 Moreover, he that goeth into the 
house all the while that it is shut up 
shall be unclean until the even. 

47 And he that lieth in the house shall 
wash his clothes; and he that eateth in 
the house shall wash his clothes. 

48 And if the priest shall come in, and 
look upon it, and, behold, the plague 
hath not spread in the house, after the 
house was plastered; then the priest 
shall pronounce the house clean, be- 
cause the plague is healed. 

49 And he shall take to cleanse the 
house two birds, and cedar wood, and 
scarlet, and hyssop: 

50 And he shall kill the one of the 
birds in an earthen vessel over running 
water: 

51 And he shall take the cedar wood, 
and the hyssop, and the scarlet, and the 
living bird, and dip them in the blood of 
the slain bird, and in the running water, 
and sprinkle the house seven times: 

52 And he shall cleanse the house with 
the blood of the bird, and with the run- 
ning water, and with the living bird, and 
with the cedar wood, and with the hys- 
sop, and with the scarlet: 

53 But he shall let go the living bird out 
of the city into the open fields, and make 
an atonement for the house: and it shall 
be clean. 

54 This zs the law for all manner of 
plague of leprosy, and scall, 

55 And for the leprosy of a garment, 
and of a house, 

56 And for a rising, and for a scab, and 
for a bright spot: 

57 To teach when if is unclean, and 
when if is clean: this is the law of 
leprosy. 


CHAPTER 15

7 And he that toucheth the flesh of him 
that hath the issue shall wash his 
clothes, and bathe himself in water, and 
be unclean until the even. 

8 And if he that hath the issue spit 
upon him that is clean; then he shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the even. 
9 And what saddle soever he rideth 
upon that hath the issue shall be un- 
clean. 

10 And whosoever toucheth any thing 
that was under him shall be unclean un- 
til the even: and he that beareth any of 
those things shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe himself in water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

11: And whomsoever he toucheth that 
hath the issue,‘and hath not rinsed his 
hands in ‘water, he shall wash his 
clothes, and bathe himselfin water, and 
be unclean until the even. 

12 And the vessel of earth, that he 
toucheth which hath'the issue, shall be 
broken: and every vessel of wood shali 
be rinsed in water. 

13 And when he that hath an issue is 
cleansed of his issue, then he shall num- 
ber to himself seven days for his cleans- 
ing, and wash his clothes, and bathe his 
flesh in running water, and shall be 


clean. 

14 And on the eighth day he shall take 
to him two turtledoves, or two young 
pigeons, and come before the LoRD unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and give them unto the priest: 

15 And the priest shall offer them, the 
one for a sin offering, and the other for a 
burnt offering; and the priest shall make 
an atonement for him before the Lorp 
for his issue. 
© 16 And if any man’s seed:of copulation 
- out from him, then he shall wash all 

is flesh in water, and be unclean until 


Concerning unclean issues 


17 And every garment, and every skin, 
whereon is the seed of copulation, shall 
be washed with water, and be unclean 
until the even. 1 3 

18 The woman also with whom man 
shall lie with seed of copulation, they 
shall both bathe themselves in water, 
and be unclean until the even. 

19 @ And if a woman have an issue, 
and her issue in her flesh be blood, she 
shall be put apart seven days: and who- 
soever toucheth her shall be unclean 
until the even. 

20 And every thing that she lieth upon 
in her separation shall be unclean: 
every thing also that she sitteth upon 
shall be unclean. 

21 And whosoever toucheth her bed 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe Aim- 
self in water, and be unclean until the 
even, 

22 And whosoever toucheth any thing 
that she sat upon shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe himself in water, and be un- 
clean until the even. 

23 And if it be on her bed, or on any 
thing whereon she sitteth, when he 
toucheth it, he shall be unclean until the 
even. 

24 And if any man lie with her at all, 
and her flowers be upon him, he shall 
be unclean seven days; and all the bed 
whereon he lieth shall be unclean, 

25 And if a woman have an issue of her 


blood many days out of the time of her | 


separation, or if it run beyond the time 


of her separation; all the days of the 
issue of her uncleanness shall be as the 
days of her separation: she shail be 


unclean. 

26 Every bed whereon she lieth all the 
days of her issue shall be unto her as the 
bed of her separation: and whatsoever 
she sitteth upon shall be unclean, as the 
uncleanness of her separation, 

27 And whosoever toucheth those 
things shall be unclean, and shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
and be unclean until the even: 

28 But if she be cleansed of her issue, 


then she shall number to herself seven | 


days, and after that she shall be clean. 

29 And on the eighth day she shall take 
unto her two turtles, or two young 
pigeons, and bring them unto the priest, 
to the door of the tabernacle of the 


30. And the -priest shall offer the one 
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for a sin offering, and the other for a 
purnt offering; and the priest shallmake 
an atonement for her before the Lorp 
for the issue of her uncleanness. 

» 31 Thus shall ye separate the children

- 32 This ts the law of him that hath an 
issue, and of him whose seed goeth from 
him, and is defiled therewith; 

33 And of her that is sick of her flowers, 
and of him that hath an issue,:of the 
man, and of the woman, and of him that 
lieth with her that is unclean, 


CHAPTER 16 
WAND. the Lorp* spake unto Moses 
after the death of the.two sons of 
Aaron, when they offered before the 
Lorp, and died; 

2 And the Lorp said unto Moses, 
| Speak unto Aaron thy brother, that he 
come not at all times into the holy place 
within 'the veil before the: mercy seat, 
which is upon the ark; that he die not: 
for I will appear in the cloud upon the 
mercy seat. 

°3 Thus ‘shall Aaron come into the holy 
place; with a young bullock for a sin 
offering, and a ram for a burnt offering. 

4 He shall put on the holy linen coat, 
and he shall have the linen breeches 
upon his flesh, and shall be girded with 
a linen girdle, ‘and with the linen mitre 
shall he be attired: these are holy gar- 
ments; therefore shall he wash his flesh 
in water, and’so put them on. 

5 And he shall take of the congregation 
of the children of Is’ra-él two kids of 
the goats for a ‘sin offering, and one ram. 
for a burnt offering. 

6 And Aaron shall offer his bullock of

13 And he shall put the incense upon 
the fire before:the LoRD, that the cloud 
of the incense may cover the mercy seat 
that 7s uponthe testimony, that he die 
not: 

14 And he shall take of the blood of the 
bullock, and°sprinkle it with his finger 
upon the mercy seat eastward; and: be- 
fore the mercy seat shall he sprinkle of 
the blood with his finger seven times, 

15 @ Then shall he kill the goat of the 
sin. offering, that zs for the people, and 
bring his blood within the veil, and do 
with that blood as he did with the blood 
of the bullock, and sprinkle it: upon the 
mercy seat, and before the mercy seat: 

16 And he’shall make an atonement for 
the holy place, because of the unclean- 
ness of the children of Is'ra-él, and. be- 
cause on their transgressions in all their 
sins: and so shall he do for. the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, that remain- 
eth among them in the midst of their 
uncleanness; 

17 And there shall: be no man in the 
tabernacle of the congregation when he 
goeth in to make an atonement in the 
holy place, until he come out; and have 
made an atonement for himself, and-for 
his household, and for all the congrega- 
tion of Is’ra-él. 

18 And he shall go out unto the altar 
that‘is-before the LorD, and make an 
atonement for it; and shall take of the 
blood of the bullock, and of the blood of 
the goat; and put if upon the horns of 
the altar round about. 

19 And he shall ‘sprinkle on the blood 
upon it with his fingerseven times, and 
cleanse. it, and hallow it from the un- 
cleanness of the children of Is'ra-él. 

20: @-And-when he hath made anend _ 
of reconciling the holy place, and the 
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tabernacle of the congregation, and the 
altar, he shall bring the live goat: 

21 And Aaron shall lay both his hands 
upon the head of the live goat, and con- 
fess over him all the iniquities of the 
children of Is’ra-él, and all their trans- 
gressions in all their sins, putting them 
upon the head of the goat, and shall 
send him away by the hand of.a fit man 
into the wilderness: 

22 And the goat shall bear upon him all 
their iniquities unto a land not in- 
habited: and he shall let go the goat in 
the wilderness. 

23 And Aaron shall come into the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
shall put off the linen garments, which 
he put on when he went into the holy 
place, and shall leave them there: 

24 And he shall wash his flesh with wa- 
ter in the holy place, and put on his gar- 
ments, and come forth, and offer his 
burnt offering, and the burnt offering of 
the people, and make an atonement for 
himself, and for the people. 

25 And the fat of the sin offering shall 
he burn upon the altar. 

26 And he that let go the goat for the 
scapegoat shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe his flesh in water, and afterward 
come into the ae 

27 And the bullock for the sin offering, 
and the goat for the sin offering, whose 
blood was brought in to make atone- 
ment in the holy place, shall one carry 
forth without the camp; and they shall 
burn in the fire their skins, and their 
flesh, and their dung. 

28 And he that burneth them shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe his flesh in 
water, and afterward he shall come into 
the camp. 

29 @ And this shall be a statute for 
ever unto you: that in the seventh 
month, on the tenth day of the month, 
ye shall afflict your souls, and do no 
work at all, whether it be one of your 
own country, or a stranger that sojourn- 
eth among you: ¢ 

30 For on that day shall the priest 
make an atonement for you, to cleanse 
you, that ye may be clean from all your 
sins before the LorpD. 

31 It shall be a sabbath of rest unto 
you, and ye shall afflict your souls, by a 
statute for ever. 

32 And the priest, whom he shall 
anoint, and whom he shall consecrate to 


The scapegoat. The atonement 
minister in the priest’s office in his 
father’s stead, shall make the atone- 
ment, and shall put on the linen clothes, 
even the holy garments: 

33 And he shall make an atonement for 
the holy sanctuary, and he shall make 
an atonement for the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and for the altar: and he 
shall make an atonement for the priests, 
ae for all the people of the congrega- 

on. 

34 And this shall be an everlasting 
statute unto you, to make an atonement 
for the children of Is‘ra-él for all their 
sins once a year. And he did as the 
LORD commanded Moses. 


CHAPTER 17 
ND the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto Aaron, and unto his sons, 
and unto all the children of Is’ra-é1, and 
say unto them; This is the thing which 
the Lorp hath commanded, saying, 

3 What man soever there be of the 
house of Is’ra-él, that killeth an ox, or 
lamb, or goat, in the camp, or that kill- 
eth it out of the camp, 

4 And bringeth it not unto the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation, to 
offer an offering unto the LorD before 
the tabernacle of the Lorp; blood shall 
be imputed unto that man; he hath shed 
blood; and that man shall be cut off 
from among his people: 

5 To the end that the children of Is‘ 
ra-é1 may bring their sacrifices, which 
they offer in the open field, even that 
they may bring them unto the Lorp, 
unto the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, unto the priest, and offer 
them for peace offerings unto the LorD. 

6 And the priest shall sprinkle the 
blood upon the altar of the Lorp af the 
door of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, and burn the fat for a sweet savor 
unto the Lorp. 

7 And they shall no more offer their 
sacrifices unto devils, after whom they 
have gone a whoring. This shall be a 
statute for ever unto them throughout 
their generations, 

8 @ And thou shalt say unto them, 
Whatsoever man there be of the house 
of Is’ra-8l, or of the strangers which so- 
journ among you, that offereth a burnt 
offering or sacrifice, 

9 And bringeth it not unto the door of 
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ithe tabernacle of the congregation, to 
‘offer it unto the LORD; even that man 
‘shall be cut off from among his people. # 

10 @ And whatsoever man there be of 
the house of Is'ra-él, or of the strangers 
‘that sojourn among you, that eateth any 
manner of blood; I will even set my face 

against that soul that eateth blood, and 
will cut him off from among his people. 

11 For the life of the flesh zs in the 
blood; and I have given it to you upon 
the altar to make an atonement for your 
souls: for it zs the blood that maketh an 
atonement for the soul. 

‘12 Therefore I said unto the children of 
Is’rd-é1, No soul of you shall eat blood, 
neither shall any stranger that sojourn- 
eth among you eat blood. 

13 And whatsoever man there be of the 
children of Is’ra-él, or of the strangers 
that sojourn among you, which hunteth 
and catcheth any beast or fowl that may 
be eaten; he shall even pour out the 
blood thereof, and cover it with dust. 


14 For it is the life of all flesh; the blood 


of it is for the life thereof: therefore I 
' said unto the children of Is’ra-él, Ye 
shall eat the blood of no manner of 
flesh; for the life of all flesh is the blood 
thereof: whosoever eateth it shall be 
cut off. 

15 And every soul that eateth that 
which died of itself, or that which was 
torn with beasts, whether it be one of 
your own country, or a stranger, he shall 
‘both wash his clothes, and bathe him- 
self in water, and be unclean until the 
even: then shall he be clean. 

16 But if he wash them not, nor bathe 
his flesh; then he shall bear his iniquity. 


CHAPTER 18 
A ine the Lorp spake unto Moses, 


2 Spaura unto the children of Is’ra-él, 
and say unto them, I am the LorD your 
God. 

3 After the doings of the land of Egypt, 
wherein ye dwelt, shall ye not do: and 
after the doings of the land of Ca’ ndan, 
whither I bring you, shall ye not do:

7 The nakedness of thy father, or the 
nakedness of thy mother, shalt thou not 
uncover: she is thy mother; thou shalt 
not uncover her nakedness. 

8 The nakedness of thy father’s wife 
shalt thou not uncover: it zs thy father’s 
nakedness. 

9 The nakedness of thy sister, the 
daughter of thy father, or daughter of 
thy mother, whether she be born at 
home, or born abroad, even their naked- 
ness thou shalt not uncover. 

10 The nakedness of thy son’s daugh- 
ter, or of thy daughter’s daughter, even 
their nakedness thou shalt not uncover: 
for theirs is thine own nakedness. 

11 The nakedness of thy father’s wife’s 
daughter, begotten of thy father, she is 
thy sister, thou shalt not uncover her 
nakedness. 

12 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy father’s sister: she is thy 
father’s near kinswoman. 

13 Thou shalt. not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy mother’s sister: for she is 
thy mother’s nearest kinswoman. 

14 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy father’s brother, thou shalt 
not approach ‘to his wife: she is thine 

aunt. : 

15 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy daughter-in-law: she is thy 
son’s wife; thou shalt not uncover her 
nakedness. ? 

16 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of thy brother’s wife: it is thy 
brother’s nakedness. 

17 Thou shalt not uncover the naked- 
ness of a woman and her daughter, 
neither shalt thou take her son’s daugh- 
ter, or her daughter’s daughter, to un- 
cover her nakedness; for they are her 
near kinswomen: it is wickedness. 

18 Neither shalt thou take a wife to her 
sister, to vex her, to uncover her naked- 
ness, besides the other in her life time. 

19 Also thou shalt not approach unto a 
woman to uncover her nakedness, as 
long as she is put apart for her un- 
cleanness. 

20 Moreover thou shalt not lie carnally 
with thy neighbor’s wife, to defile thy- 
self with her. 

21 And thou shalt not let any of thy 
seed pass through the fire to Md’léch,

2 But for his kin, thatis near unto him, 
that is, for his mother, and for his father, 
and for his son, and for his daughter, 
and for his brother,

for the offerings of the LorD made by

offer: therefore they shall be holy. 

7 They shall not take a wife that is a 
whore, or profane; neither shall they 
take a woman put away from her hus- 
band: for he is holy unto his God. 

8 Thou shalt sanctify him therefore; 
for he offereth the bread of thy God: he 
shall be holy unto thee: for I the Lorp, 
which sanctify you, am holy. 


9 @ And the daughter of any priest, if | 


she profane herself by playing the 
whore, she profaneth her father: she 
shall be burnt with fire. 

10 And he that is the high priest among 
his brethren, upon whose head the 
anointing oil was poured, and that is 
consecrated to put on the garments, 
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jshall not uncover his head, nor rend his 
iclothes; 

-11 Neither shall he go in to any dead 
‘body, nor defile himself for his father, 
sor for his mother; 

12 Neither shall he go out of the sanc- 
jtuary, nor profane the sanctuary of his 
‘God; for the crown of the anointing oil 
sof his God is upon him: I am the Lorp. 

13. And he shall take a wife in her

14 A widow, or a divorced woman, or 
‘profane, or a harlot, these shall he not 
‘take: but he shall take a virgin of his 
jown people to wife. 

15 Neither shall he profane his seed 
jamong his people; for I the Lorp do 
jsanctify him. 

16 @ And the Lorn spake unto Moses, 
saying, * 

17 Speak unto Aaron, saying, Whoso- 
sever he be of thy seed in their genera- 
(tions that hath any blemish, let him not 
japproach to offer the bread of his God. 

18 For whatsoever man he be that hath 
ia blemish, he shall not approach: a blind 
‘man, or a lame, or he that hath a flat 
mose, or any thing superfluous, 

19 Or a man that is broken-footed, or 
broken-handed, 

20 Or crookbacked, or a dwarf, or that 
‘hath a blemish in his eye, or be scurvy, 
‘or scabbed, or hath his stones broken; 

21 No man that hath a blemish of the 
‘seed of Aaron the priest shall come nigh 
‘to offer the offerings of the LORD made 


LEVITICUS 21, 22 


3 Say unto them, Whosoever he be of 
all your seed among your generations, 
that goeth unto the holy things, which 
the children of Is’ra-é1 hallow unto the 
LorpD, having his uncleanness upon him, 
that soul shall be cut off from my pres- 
ence: I am the Lorp. 

4 What man soever of the seed of Aaron 
is a leper, or hath a running issue; he 
shall not eat of the holy things, until he 
be clean. And whoso toucheth any thing 
that is unclean by the dead, or a man 
whose seed goeth from him; 

5 Or whosoever toucheth any creeping 
thing, whereby he may be made un- 
clean, or a man of whom he may take 
uncleanness, whatsoever uncleanness 
he hath; 

6 The soul which hath touched any 
such shall be unclean until, even, and 
shall not eat of the holy things, unless 
he wash his flesh with water. 

7 And when the sun. is down, he 
shall be clean, and shall afterward eat 
ef i holy things; because it is his 

‘ood. 

8 That which dieth of itself, or is torn 
with beasts, he shall not eat to defile 
himself therewith: I am the. Lorn. 

9 They shall therefore keep mine ordi- 
nance, lest they bear sin for it, and die 
therefore, if they profane it: I the LorD 
do sanctify them, 

10 There shall no stranger eat. of the 
holy thing: a sojourner of the priest, or

19 And I will break the pride of your 
power; and I will make your heaven as 
iron, and your earth as brass: 

20 And your strength shall be spent in 
vain: for your land-shall not yield herin- 
crease, neither shall the trees of the land 
yield their fruits, 

21 @. And if ye walk contrary unto me, 
and will not hearken unto me; 1 will 
bring seven times more plagues- upon 
you according to your sins. 

22 I will also send wild beasts among 
you, which shall rob you of your chil- 
dren, and destroy your cattle, and make 
you few in number; and your high ways 
shall be desolate. 

23 And if ye will not be reformed. by 
me by these things, put will walk con- 
trary unto me; 

24 Then will I also walk contrary santo 
you, and will punish you yet seven times 
for your sins. 

25 And I will bring. a sword upon you, 
that shall avenge the quarrel of my cove- 
nant: and when ye are gathered together 
within your cities, 'I will send the pesti- 
lence among you; and ye shall be de- 
livered into the hand of the enemy. -- 

26 And: when T. have broken the staff of 
your bread, ten women shall bake your 
bread in one oven, and they shall deliver 
you your bread again by weight: and ye 
shall eat, and) not be satisfied, , 

27 And if.ye will not for all this hearken 
unto me, but-walk contrary unto me}. 

28 Then I will walk contrary unto you 
also in fury; and I, even I, will chastise 
you: seven times for your sins... 

29 And ye shall eat the flesh, of your 
sons, and the flesh of your daughters 
shall ye eat. 

_30 And I will destroy your high places, 
and cut down your images, and cast your 
carcasses upon the carcasses of your 
idols, and my soul shall abhor you. .~ 
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31 And I will make your cities waste, 
and bring your sanctuaries unto desola- 
tion, and I will not smell the savor of 
your sweet odors. 

32 And I will bring the land into deso- 
lation: and your enemies which dwell 
therein shall be astonished at it. 

33 And I will scatter you among the 
heathen, and will draw out a sword after 
you: and your land shall be desolate, 
and your cities waste. 

34 Then shall the land enjoy her sab- 
baths, as long as it lieth desolate, and ye 
be in your enemies’ land; even then 
shall the land rest, and enjoy her sab- 
baths. 

-35 As long as it lieth desolate it shall 
rest; because it did not rest in your sab- 
baths, when ye dwelt upon it. 

36 And upon them that are left alive of 
you I will send a faintness into their 
hearts in the lands of their enemies; and 
the sound of a shaken leaf shall chase 
them; and they shall flee, as fleeing 
from a sword; and they shall fall when 
none pursueth. 

37 And they shall fall one upon another, 
as it were before a sword, when none 
pursueth: and ye shall have no power to 
stand before your enemies. 

38 And ye shall perish among the 
heathen, and the land of your enemies 
shall eat you up. 

39 And they that are left of you shall 
pine away in their iniquity in your ene- 
mies’ lands; and also in the iniquities of 
their fathers shall they pine away with 
them. 

40 If they shall confess their iniquity, 
and the iniquity of their fathers, with 
their trespass which they trespassed 
against me, and that also they have 
walked contrary unto me; 

41 And that I also have walked con- 

unto them, and have brought them 
into the land of their enemies; if then 
their uncircumcised hearts be humbled, 
and they then accept of the punishment 
of their iniquity: 

42 Then will I remember my covenant 
with Jacob, and also my covenant with 
Isaac, and also my covenant with Abra- 
ham will I remember; and I will remem- 
ber the land. 

43 The land also shall be left of them, 
and shall enjoy her sabbaths, while she 
lieth desolate without them: and they 
shall accept of the punishment of their 


Israel’s iniquity to be punished — 
iniquity; because, even because they 
despised my judgments, and because 
their soul abhorred my statutes. 

44 And yet for all that, when they bein — 
the land of their enemies, I will not cast 
them away, neither will I abhor them, to 
destroy them utterly, and to break my 
covenant with them: for I am the LorD 
their God. | 

45 But I will for their sakes remember 
the covenant of their ancestors, whom I © 
brought forth out of the land of Egypt in 
the sight of the heathen, that I might he © 
their God: I am the Lorpb. 

46 These are the statutes and judg- 
ments and laws, which the Lorp made 
between him and the children of Is‘ 
ra-él in mount Si’nai by the hand of 
Moses.

19 And if he that sanctified the field 
7ill in any wise redeem it, then he shall 
dd the fifth part of the money of thy 
“stimation unto it, and it shall be as- 
sured to him. 

120 And if he will not redeem the field, 

t if he have sold the field to another 
waan, it shall not be redeemed any more. 
‘21 But the field, when it goeth out in 
Nhe jubilee, shall be holy unto the 
JORD, as a field devoted; the possession 
“hereof shall be the priest’s. 

‘22 And if a man sanctify unto the LORD 
field which he hath bought, which is 
ot of the fields of his possession;

30 And all the tithe of the land, whether 
of the seed of the land, or of the fruit of 
the tree, 7s the Lorn’s: it is holy unto 
the LorpD. 

31 And if a man will at all redeem aught 
of his tithes, he shall add thereto the 
fifth part thereof. 

32 And concerning the tithe of the herd, 
or of the flock, even of whatsoever pass- 
eth under the rod, the tenth shall be 
holy unto the LorD. 

33 He shall not search whether it be 
good or bad, neither shall he change it: 
and if he change it at all, then both it 
and the change thereof shall be holy; it 
shall not be redeemed.

18 And the priest shall set the woman 
before the LORD, and uncover the wom- 
an’s head, and put the offering of me- 
morial in her hands, which zs the jeal- 
ousy offering: and the priest shall have 
in his hand the bitter water that causeth 
the curse: 

19 And the priest shall charge her by 
an oath, and say unto the woman, If no 
man have lain with thee, and if thou hast 
not gone aside to uncleanness with an- 
other instead of thy husband, be thou 
free from this bitter water that causeth 
the curse: 

20 But if thou hast gone aside fo an- 
other instead of thy husband, and if 
thou be defiled, and some man have lain 
with thee besides thine husband: 

21 Then the priest shall charge the 
woman with an oath of cursing, and the 
priest shall say unto the woman, The 
LorpD make thee a curse and an oath 
among thy people, when the Lorp doth 
pas thy thigh to rot; and thy belly to 
swell; 

22 And this water that causeth the 
curse shall go into thy bowels, to make 
thy belly to swell, and thy thigh to rot. 
And the woman shall:say, Amen, amen. 

23 And the priest shall write these 
curses in a book, and he shall blot them 
out with the bitter water: | 

24 And he shall cause the woman to 
drink the bitter water that causeth the 
curse: and the water that causeth the 
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curse shall enter into her, and become 
bitter. 

25 Then the priest shall take the jeal- 
ousy offering out of the woman’s hand, 
and shall wave the offering: before the 
Lorp, and offer it upon the altar: -

31 Then shall the man be guiltless 
from iniquity, and this woman shall bear 
her iniquity:

9 And if ye go to war in your land 
against the enemy that oppresseth you, 
then ye shall blow an alarm with the 
trumpets; and ye shall be remembered 
before the LorD your God, and ye shall 
be saved from your enemies. 

10 Also in the day of your gladness, 
and in your solemn days, and in the 
beginnings of your months, ye shall 
blow with the trumpets over your burnt 
offerings, and over the sacrifices of your 
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peace offerings; that they may be to you 
for a memorial before your God: I am 
the LorD your God. 

11 @ And it came to pass on the twen- 
tieth day of the second month, in the 
second year, that the cloud was taken 
up from off the tabernacle of the 
testimony. :

141 am not able to bear all this people 
alone, because 7f is too heavy for me. 

15 And if thou deal thus with me, kill 
me, I pray thee, out of hand, if I have 
found favor in thy sight; and let me not 
see my wretchedness. 

16 @ And the Lorp said unto Moses, 
Gather unto me seventy men of the 
elders of Is‘ra-é1, whom thou knowest 
to be the elders of the people, and offi- 
cers over them; and bring them unto 
the tabernacle of the congregation, that 
they may stand there with thee. 

17 And I will come down and talk with 
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thee there: and I will take of the spirit 
which is upon thee, and will put zt upon 
them; and they shall bear the burden of 
the people with thee, that thou bear it 
not thyself alone. ° 

18 And say thou unto the people, Sanc- th 
tify yourselves against to-morrow, and 
ye shall eat flesh: for ye have wept in 
the ears of the LORD, saying, Who shall 
give us flesh to eat? for 7f was well with 
us in Egypt: therefore the LorD will 
give you flesh, and ye shail eat. 

19 Ye shall not eat one day, nor two 
days, nor five days, neither ten days, nor 
twenty days; 

20 But even a whole’ month, until it 
come out at your nostrils, and it be 
loathsome unto you: because that. ye 
have despised the LORD which is among 
you, and have wept before him; ‘saying, 
Why came we forth out of Egypt? 

21 And Moses said, The people, among 
whom‘ I am, are six hundred thousand 
footmen; and thou hast said, I will give 
them flesh, that they = eat a whole 
month. 

22 Shall the flocks’ and ‘the herds be 
slain for them, to suffice them? or shall 
all the fish of the sea be gathered to- 
géther for them, to suffice them? 

23 And the LorpD said unto Moses, Is 
the Lorp’s hand waxed short? thou 
shalt see now whether my word shall 
come to pass unto thee or not. 

°24 @ And Moses went out, and told the 
people the words of the LorD, and gath- 
ered the seventy men of the elders of 
the people, and set them round about 
the tabernacle. 

25 And the LorD came downina choad; 
aid spake unto him, and took of the 
spirit that was upon him, and gave if 
tinto the seventy elders: and it came to 
pass, that, when the spirit rested upon it 
them, they’ prophesied, and did not 
cease, ° 

26 But there remained two of the men 
in the camp, the name‘of the one was 
El'dad, and the name of the other Mé- 
dad: and the spirit rested upon them;

29 And Moses said unto him, Enviest 
thou for my sake? would God that all the 
LoRD’s people were prophets, and that 

the LorpD would put his Spirit upon 
them. 

30 And Moses gat him into the camp, 
he and the elders of Is‘r4-él. 

31 @ And there went forth a wind from 
the LorpD, and brought quails from the 
sea, and let them fall by the camp, as it 
were a day’s journey on this side, and as 
it were a day’s journey on the other side, 
round about the camp, and as it were 
two cubits high upon the face of the 
earth. 

32 And the people stood up all that 
day, and all that night, and all the next 
day, and they gathered the quails: he 
that gathered least gathered ten homers:

“11 And Aaron‘said unto Moses, Alas, 
my lord, I beseech thee, lay not the sin 
upon ‘us, wherein we have done fool- 
ishly, and wherein we have sinned. \ 

-12 Let her not be as one dead, of whom 
the flesh is half consumed ‘when he 
cometh out of his mother’s womb. 

13 And Moses ‘cried unto the LoRD, 
saying, Heal her now, O God, I beseech

14.¢@ And the LorD said unto Moses, 

If her father had but spit'in her*face, 

should she not be ashamed seven days? 

let her be shut out from the camp seven 
days, and after that let her be received 
in again:

11 Of the tribe of Joseph; shankclets of 
the tribe of Ma-nas’séh, Gad’di the son 
of Si’si. 

12 Of the tribe of Dan, Am'mi-él the 
son of Gé-mal'li. 

13 Of the tribe of Ash’ér, Sé’thtir the 
son of Mi’cha-él. 

14 Of the tribe of Naph'ta-h, Nab’bi 
the son of Voph’si. 

15 Of the tribe of Gad, Gé-i’ él the son 
of Ma’echi. 

16 These are the names of the men 
which Moses: sent to spy out the land. 
And Moses called O-shé’a the son of 
Nin, Jé-hosh’i-a. 

17 -@ And Moses sent them to spy out 
the land of »Ca’naan, and said unto 
them, Get you up this way southward, 
and go up into the mountain: 

18 And see the land, what it zs; and 
thepeoplethat dwelleth therein, whether 
they be strong or weak, few or many; 

19 And what the land is that they dwell 
in, whether it be good or bad;:and what 
cities they be that they dwellin, whether 
in tents, or in strongholds; .: 

20:And what the land is, whether it. be 
fat orlean, whether there be wood there- 
in, or not. And be ye of good:courage, 
and bring of the fruit of the land. Now 
the time was the time of the first ripe 
grapes. ; 

21-@ So shay went up, and Reached 
the land from the wilderness of Zin unto 
Ré’hob, as men come to Ha’math.. . 

22 And they ascended by the south, and 
came unto Hé’brén; where A-hi’ man, 
Shé’shai, and Tai/mai, the children of 
A’nak; were. (Now. Hé'bron was built 
seven years before Z0’an in Egypt.) 

23 And they came unto the brook of 
Esh’cél, and cut down: from thence a 
branch with one cluster of grapes, and 
they bare it between two upon:a staff; 
and they brought of the © pomegranates, 
and of the figs... 
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24 The place was called the brook 
Esh’cdl, because of the cluster of grapes 
which the children of Is’ra-é1 cut down 
from thence. ‘ 

25 And they returned from searching 
of the land after forty days. 

26 @ And they went and came to 


Moses, and to Aaron, and toallthecon- E 


gregation of the children of Is’ra-él, unto 
the wilderness of Pa’ran, to Ka’désh; 
and brought back word unto them, and 
unto all the congregation, and showed 
them the fruit of the land. 

27 And they told him, and said, We 
came unto the land whither thou sentest 
us, and surely it floweth with milk and 
honey; and this zs the fruit of it. 

28 Nevertheless the people be strong 
that dwell in the land, and the cities are 
walled, and very great: and moreover 
we saw the children of Anak there. 

29 The ’a-lék-ites dwell in the land 
of the south: and the Hit’tites, and the 
Jéb’ii-sites, and the Am’é-rites, dwell 
in the mountains: and the Ca’naan-ites 
dwell by the sea, and by the coast of 
Jordan. 

30 And Caleb stilled the people before 
Moses, and said, Let us go up at once, 
and possess it; for we are well able to 
overcome it. 

31 But the men that went up with him 
said, We be not able to go up against 
the people; for they are stronger than 
we. 

32 And they brought up an evil report 
of the land which they had searched 
unto the children of Is'ra-él, saying, The 
land, through which we have gone to 
search it, is a land that eateth up the 
inhabitants thereof; and all the people 
that we saw in it are men of a great 
stature. 

33 And there we saw the giants, the 
sons of A’nak, which come of the giants: 
and we were in our own sight as grass- 
hoppers, and so we were in their sight. 


CHAPTER 14

6 @ And Joshua the son of Nin, and 
Caleb the son of Jé-phtin’néh, which 
were of them that searched the land, 
rent their clothes: 

7 And they spake unto all the company 
of the children of Is’ra-él, saying, The 
land, which we passed through to search 
it, is an exceeding good land. 

8 If the Lorp delight in us, then he will 
bring us into this land, and give it us; a 
land which floweth with milk and honey. 

9 Only rebel not ye against the Lorn, 
neither fear ye the people of the land; 
for they are bread for us: their defense 
is departed from them, and the Lorn is 
with us: fear them not. > 

10 But all the congregation bade stone 
them with stones. And the glory of the 
LorD appeared in the tabernacle of the 
congregation before all the children of 
Ts'ra-él. 

11 @ And the Lorp said unto Moses, 
How long will this people provoke me? 
and how long will it be ere they believe 
me, for all the signs which I have showed 
among them? 

12.1 will smite them with the pesti- 
lence, and disinherit them, and will 
make of thee a greater nation and 
mightier than they. 

13 @ And Moses said unto the Lorp, 
Then the Egyptians shall hear it, (for 
thou broughtest up this people in thy 
might from among them;) 

14 And they will tell it to the inhabit- 
ants of this land: for they have heard 
that thou LorD art among this people, 
that thou Lorp art seen face to face, 
and that thy cloud standeth over them, 
and that thou goest before them, by 
daytime in a pillar of a cloud, and ina 
pillar of fire by night. 

15 @ Now if thou shalt kill all this peo- 
ple as one man, then the nations which 
have heard the fame of thee will speak, 


Saying, 
16 Because the LorD was not able to 
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(bring this people into the land which he 
are unto them, therefore he hath slain

| 17 And now, I beseech thee, let the 
power of my Lorp be great, according 
tas thou hast spoken, saying, 

18 The Lorp is long-suffering, and of 
great mercy, forgiving iniquity and

19 Pardon, I beseech thee, the iniquity 
of this people according unto the great- 
ness of thy mercy, and as thou hast for- 
given this people, from Egypt even until 
snow. 

20 And the Lorn said, I have pardoned 
according to thy word:

24 But my servant Caleb, because he

28 Say unto them, As fruly as I live,

29 Your carcasses shall fall in this 
wilderness, and all that were numbered 
of you, according to your whole number, 


_. 80 Doubtless ye shall not come into the 
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land, concerning which I sware to make 

you dwell therein, save Caleb the son of 

Lettre and Joshua the son of 
in. 

31 But your little ones, which ye said 
should be a prey, them will I bring in, 
and they shall know the land which ye 
have despised. 

32 But as for you, your carcasses, they 
shall fall in this wilderness. 

33 And your children shall wander in 
the wilderness forty years, and bear 
your whoredoms, until your carcasses 
be wasted in the wilderness. 

34 After the number of the days in 
which ye searched the land, even forty 
days, each day for a year, shall ye bear 
your iniquities, even forty years, and ye 
shall know my breach of promise. 

35 I the LorD have said, I will surely 
do it unto all this evil congregation, that 
are gathered together against me: in 
this wilderness they shall be consumed, 
and there they shall die. : 

36 And the men which Moses sent to 
search the land, who returned, and made 
all the congregation to murmur against 
him, by bringing up a slander upon the 


23 Surely they shall not see the land land 


37 Even those men that did bring up 
the evil report upon the land, died by the 
plague before the Lorp. 

38 But Joshua the son of Nin, and 
Caleb the son of Jé-phin’néh, which 
were of the men that went to search the 
land, lived sill. 

39 And Moses told these sayings unto 
all the children of Is’ra-é1: and the peo- 
ple mourned greatly. 

40 @ And they rose up early in the 
morning, and gat them up into the top 
of the mountain, saying, Lo, we be here, 
and will go up unto the place which 
the LorD hath promised: for we have 
sinned. ’ 

41 And Moses said, Wherefore now do 
ye transgress the commandment of the 
Lorp? but it shall not prosper.

10 And thou shalt bring for a drink 
offering half a hin of wine, for an offer- 
ing made by fire, of a sweet savor unto 
the Lorp. 

11/Thus shall it be done for one bul- 
or for one ram, or for a lamb, ora 
~12 According to the number ‘that ye 
shall prepare, so'shall ye do to every one 
according to their number. 

“13 All that are born of the country shall 
do these things after this manner; in 
offering an offering made by fire, of a 
sweet savor unto the Lorp. 

14 And if a stranger sojourn with you, 
or whosoever be among you in your ign 

generations, and will offer ‘an offering - 


Meat and drink offerings. The heave offe 


made by fire, of a sweet savor unto th

15 One ordinance shall be both for yo 
of the congregation, and also for th 
stranger that sojourneth with you, 
ordinance for ever in your generations 
as yeare, so shall the stranger be befor 
the Lorp.

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13 Js it a small thing that thou hast 
brought us up out of a Jand that floweth 
with milk and honey, to kill us in the 
wilderness, except thou make thyself 
altogether a prince over us? 

14 Moreover, thou hast not brought us 
into a land that floweth with milk and 
honey, or given us inheritance of fields 
and vineyards: wilt thou put out the 
eyes of these men? we will not come up. 

15 And Moses was very wroth, and 
said unto the Lorp, Respect not thou 
their offering: I have not taken one ass 
from them, neither have I hurt one of 
them. 

16 And Moses said unto Ko’rah, Be 
thou and all thy company before the 
Lorp, thou, and they, and Aaron, to- 
morrow: 

17 And take every man his censer, and 
put incense in them, and bring ye before 
the LorD every man his censer, two 
hundred and fifty censers; thou also, 
and Aaron, each of you his censer. 

18 And they took every man his cen- 
ser, and put fire in them, and laid in- 
cense thereon, and stood in the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation with 
Moses and Aaron. 

19 And Ko’rah gathered all the con- 
gregation against them unto the door of 
the tabernacle of the congregation: and 
the glory of the LoRD appeared unto all 
the congregation. 

20 And the Lorp spake unto Moses 
and unto Aaron, saying, 

21 Separate yourselves from among 
this congregation, that I may consume 
them in a moment. 

22 And they fell upon their faces, and 
said, O God, the God of the spirits of 
all flesh, shall one man sin, and wilt 
thou be wroth with all the congregation? 

23 @ And the LorD spake unto Moses, 


saying, 

24 Speak unto the congregation, say- 
ing, Get you up from about the taber- 
nacle of Ko’rah, Da’than, and A-bi‘ram. 

25 And Moses rose up and went unto 
Da‘than and A-bi’rAm; and the elders of 
Is'ra-é1 followed him. 

26 And he spake unto the congrega- 
tion, saying, Depart, I pray you, from 
the tents of these wicked men, and 
touch nothing of theirs, lest ye be con- 
sumed in all their sins. 4 

27 So they gat up from the tabernacle 
of Ko’rah, Da’than, and A-bi’ram, on 


Korah, his sons, and his men swallowed 


every side: and Da’than and A-bi’ 

came out, and stood in the door of thei 
tents, and their wives, and their sons 
and their little children. | 

28 And Moses said, Hereby ye shal 
know that the Lorp hath sent me to de 
all these works; for I have not done 
them of mine own mind. 

29 If these men die the common death 
of all men, or if they be visited after the 
visitation of all men; then the Lor» 
hath not sent me. 

30 But if the Lorp make a new thing. 
and the earth open her mouth, and swal- 
low them up, with all that appertain 
unto them, and they go down quick inte 
the pit; then ye shall understand thai 
these men have provoked the Lorp. 

31. @ And it came to pass, as he had 
made an end of speaking all these 
words, that the ground clave asunder 
that was under them: 

32 And the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed them up, and thei 
houses, and all the men that apper- 
tained unto K6o’rah, and all their goods. 

33 They, and all that appertained te 
them, went down alive into the pit, and 
the earth closed upon them: and they 
perished from among the congregation. 

34 And all Is’ra-&l that were round 
about them fled at the cry of them: for 
pr said, Lest the earth swallow us up 
also. 

35 And there came out a fire from the 
Lorpb, and consumed the two hundred 
and fifty men that offered incense. 

36 @ And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 


saying, ape 

37 Speak unto El/é-a’zar the son of 
Aaron the priest, that he take up the 
censers out of the burning, and scatter 
thou the fire yonder; for they are 
hallowed. 

38 The censers of these sinners against 
their own souls, let them make them 
broad plates for a covering of the altar: 
for they offered them before the Lorn, 
therefore they are hallowed: and they 

all be a sign unto the children of

39 And El’é-a’zar the priest took the 
brazen censers, wherewith they that 
were burnt had offered; and they were 
— broad plates for a covering of the

(and the glory of the LorD appeared. 
| 43 And Moses and Aaron came before 
A | the tabernacle of the congregation. 

44 @ And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
tH /Saying, g 
«| 45 Get you up from among this con- 
\gregation, that I may consume them as 
in amoment. And they fell upon their 
‘faces. 

46 @ And Moses said unto Aaron, Take 
‘a censer, and put fire therein from off 
ithe altar, and put on incense, and go 
+quickly unto the congregation, and make 
‘an atonement for them: for there is 
‘wrath gone out from the Lorp; the 
(plague is begun. 

47 And Aaron took as Moses com- 
‘manded, and ran into the midst of the 
‘congregation; and, behold, the plague 
‘was begun among the people: and he 
/put on incense, and made an atonement 
/for the people. 

48 And he stood between the dead and 
ithe living; and the plague was stayed. 

49 Now they that died in the plague 
‘were fourteen thousand and seven hun- 
‘dred, besides them that died about the 
«matter of Ko’rah. 

50 And Aaron returned unto Moses 
‘unto the door of the tabernacle of the 
‘congregation: and the plague was 
stayed. & 
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CHAPTER 17 
AND the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
r say 


ing, 

2 Speak unto the children of Is’ra-é1, 
and take of every one of them a rod 
‘according to the house of their fathers, 
of all their princes according to the 
house of their fathers, twelve rods: 
‘write thou every man’s name upon his 


rod. 
_ 3 And thou shalt write Aaron’s name 
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upon the rod of Levi: for one rod shall 
be for the head of the house of their 
fathers. 

4 And thou shalt lay them up in the 
tabernacle of the congregation before 
the testimony, where I will meet with 


you. C 

5 And it shall come to pass, that the 
man’s rod, whom I shall choose, shall 
blossom: and I will make to cease from 
me the murmurings of the children of 
Is'ra-él, whereby they murmur against 


you. 

6 @ And Moses spake unto the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-él, and every one of their 
princes gave him a rod apiece, for each 
prince one, according to their fathers’ 
houses, even twelve rods: and the rod 
of Aaron was among their rods. 

7 And Moses laid up the rods before 
the LoRD in the tabernacle of wit- 
ness. 

8 And it came to pass, that on the mor- 
row Moses went into the tabernacle of 
witness; and, behold, the rod of Aaron 
for the house of Levi was budded, and 
brought forth buds, and bloomed blos- 
soms, and yielded almonds. 

9 And Moses brought out all the rods 
from before the LorD unto all the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-él: and they looked, and 
took every man his rod. 

10 @ And the LorpD-said unto Moses, 
Bring Aaron’s rod again before the testi- 
mony, to be kept for a token against the 
rebels; and thou shalt quite take away 
their murmurings from me, that they 
die not. 

11 And Moses did so: as the LorD 
commanded him, so did he. 

12 And the children of Is’ra-@1 spake 
unto Moses, saying, Behold, we die, we 
perish, we all perish. 

13 Whosoever cometh any thing near 
unto the tabernacle of the LorD shall 
die: shall we be consumed with dying? 


CHAPTER 18 


ND the Lorp said unto Aaron, Thou 
and thy sons and thy father’s house 
with thee shall bear the iniquity of the 
sanctuary: and thou and thy sons with 
thee shall bear the iniquity of your 
priesthood. 

2 And thy brethren also of the tribe of 
Levi, the tribe of thy father, bring thou 
with thee, that they may be joined unto 
thee; and minister unto thee: but thou 
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and thy sons with theé shall minister 
before the tabernacle of witness. - 

3 And they shall keep thy charge, and 
the charge of all the tabernacle: only 
they shall not come nigh the vessels of 
the sanctuary and the altar, that neither 
they, nor ye also, die. 

4 And they shall be joined unto thee, 
and keep the charge of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, for all the service of 
the tabernacle: and a stranger shall not 
come nigh unto you. 

5 And ye shall keep the charge of the 
sanctuary, and the charge of the altar; 
that there be no wrath any more upon 
the children of Is'ra-é1. 

6 And I, behold, I have taken your 
brethren the Lé’vites from among the 
children of Is'r4-&1: to you: they ‘are 
given as a gift for the LorpD, to do the 
service of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation. 

7 Therefore thou and thy sons with 
thee shail keep your priest’s office for 
every thing of the altar, and within the 
veil; and ye shall serve: I have given 
your priest’s office unfo you as a service 
of gift: and the stranger that cometh 
nigh shall be put to death. 

8 @ And the Lorp spake unto Aaron, 
Behcld, Ialso have given thee the charge 
of mine heave offerings of all the hal- 
lowed things of the children of Is'ra-él; 
unto thee have I given them by reason 
of the anointing, and to thy sons, by an 
ordinance for ever. 

9 This shall be thine of the most holy 
things, reserved from the fire: every 
oblation of theirs, every meat offering of 
theirs, and every sin offering of theirs, 
and every trespass offering of theirs, 
which they shall render unto me, shall 
be most holy for thee and for thy sons. 

10 In the most holy: place shalt thou 
eat it; every male shall eat it: it shall be 
holy unto thee. 

11 And this is thine; the heave offering 
of their gift, with all the wave offerings 
of the children of Is’ra-é1: I have given 
them unto thee, and to thy sons and to 
thy daughters with thee, by a statute for 
ever: every one that is clean in thy 
house shall eat of it. 

12 All the best of the oil, and all the 
best of the wine, and of the wheat, the 
firstfruits of them which they shall offer 
unto the LorD, them have I given thee. 

13 And whatsoever is first ripe inthe 
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land, which they shall bring unto the 
Lorp, shall be thine; every one that is 
clean in thine house shall eat of it. 

14 Every thing devoted in Is’ra-é1 shall 
be thine. 

15 Every thing that openeth the matrix 
in all flesh, which they bring unto the 
LorD, whether it be of men or beasts, 
shall be thine: nevertheless the first- 
born of man-shalt thou surely redeem, 
and the firstling of unclean beasts shalt 
thou redeem. 5 

16 And those that are to be redeemed 
from a month old shalt thou redeem, 
according to ‘thine estimation, for the 
money of five shekels, after the shekel 
of the sanctuary, which is twenty 
ge’rahs. 

17 But the firstling of a cow, or the 
firstling of a sheep, or the firstling of a 
goat, thou shalt not redeem; they are 
holy: thou shalt sprinkle their blood up- 
on the altar, and shalt burn their fat for 
an offering made by fire, for a sweet 
savor unto the LORD. 

18 And the flesh of them shall be thine, 
as the wave breast and as the right 
shoulder are thine. ; 

19 All the heave offerings of the holy 
things, which the children of Is’ra-él 
offer unto the LoRD, have I given thee, 
and thy sons and thy daughters with 
thee, by a statute for ever: it is a cove- 
nant of salt for ever before the Lorp 
unto thee and to thy seed with thee. 

20 @ And the LorD spake unto Aaron, 
Thouw shalt have no inheritance in their 
land, neither shalt thou have any part 
among them: Iam thy part and thine 
inheritance among the children of 

21 And, behold, I have given the chil- 
dren of Levi all the tenth in Is’ra-él for 
an inheritance, for their service which 
they serve, even the service of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

22 Neither must the children of Is‘ 
ra-é1 henceforth come nigh the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, lest they bear 
sin, and die. “id 

23 But the Lé’vites shall do the service 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and they shall bear their iniquity: it | 
shall be a statute for ever throughout 
your generations; that among the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-él they have no inheritance. 

24 But the tithes of the children of 
Is’ra-él, which they offer as a heave 
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lt offering unto the Lorn, I have given 'to 
ithe Lé’vites to inherit: therefore I have 

id unto them, Among the children of 
$'ra-el they shall have no inheritance. 
_| 25 @ And:the Lorp spake unto Moses, 


id Saying, 

lt} 26 Thus speak unto the Lé’vites, and 
iS isay unto them, When ye take of the 
+ lchildren of Is’ra-él the tithes which I 
i, Hhave given you from them for your in- 
it Wheritance, then ye shall offer up a heave 
Offering of it for the LORD, even a tenth 
part of the tithe. 

| 27 And this your heave offering shall 
it be reckoned unto you, as though if were 
ithe corn of the threshingfloor, and as 
the fulness of the winepress. 

28 Thus ye also shall offer a heave 
i offering unto the LORD of all your tithes, 
alwhich ye receive of the children of 
Ms'ta-€l; and ye shall give thereof the 
LORD’s heave offering to Aaron the 
jest. = 


every heave offering of the LorD, of all 
he best thereof, even the hallowed. part 
hereof out of it. 
_30 Therefore thou shalt say unto them, 
en ye have heaved the best thereof 

: ‘om it, then it shall be counted unto the 
hfifloor, and as the increase of the wine- 
press. 
31 And ye shall eat it in every place, ye 
and your households: for it zs your re- 
ward for your service in the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 
' 32: And ye shall bear no sin by reason 
of it, when ye have heaved from it the 
Ibest of it: neither shall ye pollute the 
holy things of the children of Is’ra-él, 
lest ye die. 
as CHAPTER. 19 
‘AND the Lorn spake unto Moses and 
4 unto Aaron, saying, 

2 This 7s the ordinance of the law which 
‘the Lorp hath commanded,’ saying, 
Speak unto the children of Is’ra-él, that 
hey bring thee a red heifer without 
spot, wherein is no blemish, and upon 
which never came yoke. 
3 And ye shall give her unto El/é-a’zar 
‘the priest; that he may bring her forth 
without the camp, and one shall slay her 

before his face: ! 
_4 And El’é-a'zar the priest shall take of 
r blood with his finger, and sprinkle 
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of her blood directly before the taber- 
nacle of the congregation seven times, 

5 And one shall burn the heifer in his 
sight; her skin, and her flesh, and her 
blood, with her dung, shall he burn: 

6 And the priest shall take cedar wood, 
and hyssop, and scarlet, and cast 7f into 
the midst of the burning of the heifer. 

7° Then the priest shall. wash his 
clothes, and: he shall bathe his fiesh in 
water, and afterward he shall come into 
the camp, and the priest shall be: un- 
clean until the even. 

8 And he that burneth her shall wash 
his clothes in water, and bathe his flesh 
in water, and:shall be unclean until the 
even. 

9 And a man that is clean shall gather 
up the ashes of the heifer, and lay them 
up without the camp in a clean place, 
and it shall be kept for the congregation 
of the children of Is’ra-é1 for a water of 
separation: it is a purification for sin, 

10:And he that gathereth the ashes of 
the heifer shall wash his clothes, and be 
unclean until the even: and it shall be 
unto the children of is’ra-él, and unto 
the stranger that: sojourneth among 
them, for a statute for ever. -.- § 

11 @ He that toucheth the dead body 
of any man shall be unclean seven days. 

12 He shall purify himself with it on 
the third day, and on the seventh day he 
shall be clean: but if he purify not him- 
self the third day, then the seventh day 
he shall not be clean. 

13 Whosoever toucheth the dead body 
of any man that is dead, and purifieth 
not himself, defileth the tabernacle of 
the LORD; and that soul shall be cut off 
from Is’ra-él: because the water of sepa- 
ration was not sprinkled upon him; he 
shall be unclean; his uncleanness is. yet 
upon him. : 

14 This zs the law, when a man dieth in 
a tent: all that come into the tent, and 
all that is in the tent, shall be unclean 
seven days. ; eng: 

15 And every open vessel, which hath 
no covering bound upon it, is unclean, 

16 And whosoever toucheth one that is 
slain with a sword in the open fields, or 
a dead body, or a bone of a man, or a 
grave; shall be unclean seven days. 

17 And for an unclean person they shall 
take of the ashes of the burnt heifer of 
purification for sin, and running. water 
shall be put thereto in a vessel: . 
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18 And a clean person shall take hys- 
sop, and dip it in the water, and sprinkle 
if upon the tent, and upon all the ves- 
sels, and upon the persons that were 
there, and upon him that touched a 
bone, or one slain, or one dead, or a 
grave:. 

19 And the clean person shall sprinkle 
upon the unclean on the third day, and 
on the seventh day: and on the seventh 
day he shall purify himself, and wash 
his clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
and shall be clean at even. 

' 20 But the man that shall be unclean, 
and shall not purify himself, that soul 

‘shall be cut off from among the congre- 
gation, because he hath defiled the 
sanctuary of the Lorp: the water of 
separation hath not been sprinkled up- 
on him; he is unclean. 

21 And it shall be a perpetual statute 
unto them, that he that sprinkleth the 
water of separation shall wash his 
clothes; and he that toucheth the water 
of separation shall be unclean until 
even. 

22 And whatsoever the unclean person 
toucheth shall be unclean; and the soul 
that toucheth it shall be unclean until 
even. 


CHAPTER 20 : 
‘THEN came the children of Is’ra-él, 
even the whole congregation, into 
the desert of Zin in the first month: and 
the people abode in Ka’désh; and 
Mitiam died there, and was buried 
there. 

2 And there was no water for the con- 
gregation: and they gathered them- 
selves together against Moses and 
against Aaron. 3 

3 And the people chode with Moses, 
and spake, saying, Would. God that we 
had died when our brethren died before 
the Lorpb! 

4 And why have ye brought up the con- 
gregation of the Lorp into this wilder- 
ness, that we and our cattle should die 
there? 

5 And wherefore have ye made us to 
come up out of Egypt, to bring us in unto 
this evil place? it is no place of seed, or 
of figs, or of vines, or of pomegranates; 
neither zs there any water to dri 

6 And Moses and Aaron went from the 
presence of the assembly unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
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Moses smiteth the rock. Edom refuseth passage 


and they fell upon their faces: and the 
glory of the LorD appeared unto them! 

7 @ And the Lorp spake unto Moses 
Saying, 

8 Take the rod, and gather thou the 
assembly together, thou and Aaron thy 
brother, and speak ye unto the rock be 
fore their eyes; and it shall give forth 
his water, and thou shalt bring forth to 
them water out of the rock: so thou shal 
give the congregation and their beasts 


9 And Moses took the rod from before 
the LorD, as he commanded him. 

10 And Moses and Aaron gathered the 
congregation together before the rock 
and he said unto them, Hear now, ye 
rebels; must we fetch you water out of 
this rock? 

11 And Moses lifted up his hand, a 
with his rod he smote the rock twice 
and the water came out abundantly, and 
the congregation drank, and the 
beasts also. 

12 @ And the LorpD spake unto Moses 
and Aaron, Because ye believed me not, 
to sanctify me in the eyes of the children 
of Is’ra-él, therefore ye shall not bring 
this congregation into the land which 
have given them. 

13 This is the water of Mér’i-bah; 
because the children of Is’ra-él strove 
with the LoRD, and he was sanctified 
in them. 

14 @ And Moses sent messengers from 
Ka’désh unto the king of E’dém, Thus 
saith thy brother Is’ra-é1, Thou knowest 
all the travail that hath befallen us: 

15 How our fathers went down into 
Egypt, and we have dwelt in Egypt a 
long time; and the Egyptians vexed us, 
and our fathers: 

16 And when we cried unto the Lorn, 
he heard our voice, and sent an angel, 
and hath brought us forth out of Egypt: 
and, behold, we are in Ka’désh, a city in 
the uttermost of thy border. | 

17 Let us pass, I pray thee, through thy 
country: we will not pass through the 
fields, or through the vineyards, neither 
will we drink of the water of the wells: 
we will go by the king’s high way, we: 
will not turn to the right hand nor to the 
left, until we have passed thy borders, 

18 And E/dém>said unto him, Thou 
shalt not pass by me, lest I come out 
against thee with the sword. | 
19 And the children of Is’ra-é1 said 


The death of Aaron. The fiery serpents 


unto him, We will ga by the high way: 
' and if I and my cattle drink of thy water, 


' then I will pay for it: I will only, without 


doing any thing else, go through on my 


feet. 
20 And he said, Thou shalt not go 


| through. And E’do6m came out against 
him with much people, and with a strong 


0) hand. 


21 Thus Edom refused to give Is’ra-é1 
ee through his border: where- 
ore Is’ra-él turned away from him. 

22 @ And the children of Is’ra-él, even 
the whole congregation, journeyed from 
Ka’désh, and came unto mount Hor. 
_23 And the Lorp spake unto Moses 


| and Aaron in mount Hor, by the coast 


' Mame of the place Hor’mah. 


of the land of E’dém, saying, 

24 Aaron shall be gathered unto his 
people: for he shall not enter into the 
land which I have given unto the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-él, because ye rebelled 
aaa my word at the water of Mér: 

25 Take Aaron and El’é-a’zar his son, 
and bring them up unto mount Hor: 

26 And strip Aaron _of his garments, 
and put them upon Elé-a’zar his son: 
and Aaron shall be gathered unto his 
people, and shall die there. 

27 And Moses did as the LORD com- 
manded: and they went up into mount 
Hor in the sight of all the congregation. 

28 And Moses stripped Aaron of his 

ents, and put them upon El’é-a’zar 

is son; and Aaron died there in the top 

of the mount: and Moses and El’é-a’zar 
came down from the mount. 

- 29 And when all the congregation saw 

‘that Aaron was dead, they mourned for 

Aaron thirty days, even all the house of 

Is'ra-él. 
CHAPTER 21 

ND when king A’rid the Ca’naan- 

“& ite, which dwelt in the south, heard 
tell that Is’ra-é1 came by the way ofthe 


| spies; then he fought against Is’ra-él, 


and took some of them prisoners. 
2 And Is’ra-é1 vowed a vow unto the 
LorD, and said, If thou wilt indeed de- 


| liver this people into my hand, then I 
will utterly destroy their cities. 

') 3 And the Lorp hearkened to the voice 
' of Is'ra-&1, and delivered up the Cas 


hhdéan-ites; and they utterly destroyed 
‘them and their cities: and he called the 
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4 @ And they journeyed from mount 
Hor by the way of the Red sea, to com- 
pass the land of E’dém: and the soul of 
the people was much discouraged be- 
cause of the way. 

5 And the people spake against God, 
and against Moses, Wherefore have ye 
brought us up out of Egypt to die in the 
wilderness? for there is no’ bread, 
neither is there any water; and our soul 
loatheth this light bread. 

6 And the Lorp sent fiery serpents 
among the people, and they bit the peo- 
ple; and much people of Is’ra-él died. 

7 @ Therefore the people came to 
Moses, and said, We have sinned, for 
we have spoken against the LorpD, and 
against thee; pray unto the Lorp, that 
he take away the serpents from us. And 
Moses prayed for the people. 

8 And the LorD said unto Moses, 
Make thee a fiery serpent, and set it 
upon a pole: and it shall come to pass, 
that every one that is bitten, when he 
looketh upon it, shall live. — 

9 And Moses made a serpent of brass, 
and put it upon a pole; and it came to 
pass, that if a serpent had bitteh any 
man, when he beheld the serpent of 
brass, he lived. 

10 @ And the children of fs’r4-é1 set 
forward, and pitched in O’both. 

11 And they journeyed from O’both, 
and pitched at I’jé-ab’a-rim, in the wil- 
derness which is before Mo’ab, toward 
the sunrising. 

12 @ From thence they removed, and 
pitched in the valley of Za’réd. 

13 From thence they removed, and 
pitched on the other side of Ar’ndn, 
which is in the wilderness that cometh 
out of the coasts of the Am’o-rites: for 
Ar’n6n is the border of Mo’ab, between 
Mo’ab and the Am’6-rites. 

14 Wherefore it is said in the book of 
the wars of the LorD, What he did in 
the Red sea, and in the brooks of Ar’nén, 

15 And at the stream of the brooks that 
goeth down to the dwelling uf Ar, and 
lieth upon the border of Mo’ab. 

16 And from thence they went to Bé’ér: 
that is the well whereof the Lord spake 
unto Moses, Gather the people to- 
gethcr, and I will give them water. 

17 @ Then Is’ra-é] sang this song, 
Spring up, O well; sing ye unto it: 

18 The princes digged the well, the 
nobles of the people digged it, by the 
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direction:-of the: lawgiver, with their 
staves.’ And from the wilderness they 
went to Mat’ta-nah:

20 And purify all your raiment, and 
that is made of skins, and all work 
of goats’ hair, and all things made of 
wood. j 

21 @ And EVé-a’zar the priest said 
unto the men of war which went to the 
battle, This zs the ordinance of the law 
which the LoRD commanded Moses; 

22 Only the gold, and the silver, the 
brass, the iron, the tin, and the lead, 

23 Every thing that may abide the fire, 
ye shall make zt go through the fire, and 
it shall be clean: nevertheless it shall be 
purified with the water of separation: 
and all that abideth not the fire ye shall 
make go through the water. ~ 

24 And ye shall wash your clothes on 
the seventh day, and ye shall be clean, 
and afterward ye shall come into the 


camp., 

25, @ And the Lorn spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

26 Take the sum of the prey that was 
taken, both of man and of beast, thou, 
and El/é-a’zar the priest, and the chief 
fathers of the congregation: 

27 And divide the prey into two parts; 
between them that took the war upon 
them, who went out to battle, and. be- 
tween all the congregation. 

28 And levy a tribute unto the LorpD of 
the men of war which went out to battle: 
one soul of five hundred, both of the 
persons, and of the beeves, and of the 
asses, and of the sheep: 

29 Take it of their half, and give it 

unto El/é-a’zar the priest, for a heave 
offering of the LorD. 
“30 And of the children of Is'ra-él’s half, 
thou shalt take one portion of fifty, of 
the persons, of the beeves, of the asses, 
and of the flocks, of all manner of beasts, 
and give them unto the Lé’vites, which 
keep the charge of the tabernacle of the 
Lorp. 4 te rte 

31 And Moses and El’é-a’zar the priest 
did as the LoRD commanded Moses. 

32 And the booty, being the rest of the 
prey which the men of war had caught,

was six hundred thousand’ and seventy 
thousand and five thousand sheep, 

33 And threescore and twelve thou~ 
sand. beeves, 

34 And threescore and one thousand 
asses, 

35 And thirty and two thousand per- 
sons in all, of women thathad not known 
man by lying with him. 

36 And the half, which was the portion 
of them that went out to war, was in 
number three hundred thousand and 
seven and thirty thousand and five hun- 
dred sheep: 

37 And the Lorp’s tribute of the sheep 
was six hundred and threescore and 
fifteen. 

38 And the beeves were thirty and six 
thousand; of which the Lorp’s tribute 
was threescore and twelve. 

39 And the asses were thirty thousand 
and five hundred; of which the LoRD’s 
tribute was threescore and one. 

40 And the persons were sixteen thou- 
sand; of which the LoRD’s tribute was 
thirty and two persons. 

41 And Moses gave the tribute, which 
was the Lorp’s heave offering, unto 
EV é-a’zar the priest, as the LORD com- 
manded Moses. 

42 And of the children of Is’r4-€l’s half, 
which Moses divided from the men that 
warred, 

43 (Now the half that pertained unto 
the congregation was three hundred 
thousand and thirty thousand and seven 
thousand and five hundred sheep, 

44 And thirty and six thousand beeves, 

45 And thirty thousand asses and five 
hundred, 

46 And sixteen thousand persons,) 

47 Even of the children of Is’ra-él’s 
half, Moses took one portion of fifty, 
both of man and of beast, and gave them 
unto the Lé’vites, which kept the charge 
of the tabernacle of the LORD; as the 
LorpD commanded Moses. 

48 @ And the officers which were over 
thousands of the host, the captains of 
thousands, and captains of hundreds, 
came near unto Moses; 

49 And they said unto Moses, Thy serv- 
ants have taken the sum of the men of 
war which are under our charge, and 
there lacketh not one man of us. 

50 We have therefore brought an obla- 
tion for the LORD, what every man hath 
gotten, of jewels of gold, chains, and 
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bracelets, rings, earrings, and tablets, 
to make an atonement for our souls be- 
fore the Lorp. 

51 And Moses and El’é-a'zar the priest 
took the gold of them, even all wrought 
jewels, 

52 And all the gold of the offering that 
they offered up to the Lorn, of the cap- 
tains of thousands, and of the captains 
of hundreds, was sixteen thousand 
seven hundred and fifty shekels. 

53 (For the men of war had taken spoil, 
every man for himself.) 

54 And Moses and El’é-a’zar the priest 
took the gold of the captains of thou- 
sands and of hundreds, and brought it 
into the tabernacle of the congregation, 
for a memorial for the children of Is‘ 
ra-él before the LORD. -. - 


CHAPTER 32 


OW the children of Reuben and the 
children of Gad hada very great 
multitude of cattle; and when they saw 
the land of Ja’zér; and the land of 
Gil’é-ad, that, behold, the place was a 
place for cattle;

7 And wherefore discourage ye the 
heart of the children of Is'ra-61 from go- 
ing over into the land which the Lorp 
hath given them? ; hi gs 

8 Thus did your fathers, when I, sent 
be from Ka’'désh-bar’né-a to see the 


9 For when they went up unto the val- 
ley of Esh’cdl, and saw the land, they 
discouraged the heart of the children of 
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| Is’rd-é1, that they should not go into the 
| land which the Lorp had given them. 
10 And the Lorp’s anger was kindled 
the same time, and he sware, saying, 

11 Surely none of the men that came 
- up out of Egypt, from twenty years old 
| and upward, shall see the land which I 
| sware unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and 
| unto Jacob; because they have not 
' wholly followed me: 

12 Save Caleb the son of Jé-phiin’néh 
the Ké’néz-ite, and Joshua the son of 
Nin; for they have wholly followed the 
‘Lorp. 
| 13 And the Lorp’s anger was kindled 

against Is'ra-él, and he made them wan- 

der in the wilderness forty years, until 
all the generation, that had done evil in 
the sight of the LorD, was consumed. 

__ 14 And, behold, ye are risen up in your 

fathers’ stead, an increase of sinful 

men, to augment i the fierce anger of 
the Lorp toward Is'ra-él. 

15 For if ye turn away from after him, 

he will yet again leave them in the wil- 

derness; and ye shall destroy all this 
people. 

16 @ And they came near unto him, 
and said, We will build sheepfolds here 
for our cattle, and cities for our little 

- ones: 
17 But we ourselves will go ready 
armed before the children of Is’ra-él, 
until we have brought them unto their 
place: and our little ones shall dwell in 
the fenced cities, because of the inhabit- 
ants of the land. 

18 We will not return unto our houses, 
until the children of Is’ra-é1 have in- 
_herited every man his inheritance: 

_ 19 For we will not inherit with them on 
_ yonder side Jordan, or forward; because 

our inheritance is fallen to us on this 
side Jordan eastward. 

20 @ And Moses said unto them, If ye 
- will do this thing, if ye will go armed be- 
fore the Lorp to war; 

| 21 And will go all of you armed over 
_ Jordan before the Lorn, until he hath 
driven out his enemies from before him, 
_ 22 And the land be subdued before the 
_ Lorn: then afterward ye shall return, 
and be guiltless before the LorpD, and 

_ before Is’ra-é1; and this land shall be 
5 od jossession before the Lorb.

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24 Build you cities for your little ones, © 
and folds for your:sheep; and do that 
which hath proceeded out of your mouth. 

25 And the children of Gad and the 
children of Reuben spake unto Moses, 
saying, Thy servants will do as my lord 
commandeth. 

26 Our little ones, our wives, our 
flocks, and all our cattle, shall be there 
in the cities of Gil’é-ad: 

27 But thy servants will pass over, 
every man armed for war, before the 
Lorp to battle, as my lord saith. 

28 So concerning them Moses com- 
manded El/é-a'zar the priest, and 
Joshua the son of Niin, and the chief 
oe of the tribes of the children of 

s'ra-él: 

29 And Moses said unto them, If the 
children of Gad and the children of Reu- 
ben will pass with you over Jordan, 
every man armed to battle, before the 
Lorp, and: the land shall be subdued 
before you; then ye shall give them the 
land of Gil’é-ad for a possession: 

30. But if they will not pass over with 
you armed, they shall have possessions 
among you in the land of Ca’naan. ~ 

31 And the children of Gad and the 
children of Reuben answered, saying, 
As the LorD hath said unto thy sery- 
ants, so will we do. 

32: We will pass over armed before the 
LORD into the land of Ca’naan, that the 
possession of our inheritance on this 
side Jordan may be ours. 

33 And Moses gave unto them, even 
to the children of Gad, and to the chil- 
dren of Reuben, and unto half the tribe 
of Ma-nas'séh the son of Joseph, the 
kingdom of Svhén king of the Am’‘é- 
fites, and the kingdom of Og king of 
Ba’shan, the land, with the cities there- 
of in the coasts, even the cities of the 
country round about. 

34 @ And the children.of Gad built 
Di'bén, and At/a-réth,.and A-ro’ér, 

35 And At/réth, Sho’phan, and Ja’a- 
zér, and Jog-be’hah; 

36 And Beth’ — nim’rah, and Béth’-hat 
ran, fenced cities; and. folds for sheep, 

37 And the children:of Reuben built 
toma and El/é-a/léh; and Kir’ja- 

38 And Né’bs, and Ba’al-mé’én, (their 
names being changed,) and Shib’mah: 
and gave other names cat she cities 
which they builded,» ge § 
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39 And the children of Ma’chir the son 


of Ma-nas’séh went to. Gil’é-ad, and $ 


took it, and dispossessed the ‘O-rite 
which was in it. 

40 And Moses gave Gil’é-ad unto Ma‘ 
ehir the son of Ma-nas’séh; and he 
dwelt therein. 

41 And Jair the son of Ma-nas’sth 
went and took the small towns thereof, 
and called them Ha’véth-ja’ir. 

42 And No’bah went and took Ké’nath, 
and the villages thereof, and called it 
No’bah, after his own name, 


CHAPTER 33 
HESE are the journeys of the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-él, which went forth 
out of the land of Egypt with their 
armies under the hand of Moses and 
Aaron. 

2 And Moses wrote their goings out

9 And they removed from Ma’rah, and 
came unto E/lim: and in E/lim were 
twelve fountains of water, and three- 
score and ten palm trees; and they 
pitched there. 

10 And they removed from Elim, and 
encamped by the Red sea. 

11 And they removed from the Red

12 And they took their journey out of 
the wilderness of Sin, and encamped in 
Déph’kah. 

13 And they departed from Déph’kah, 
and encamped in A’liish. 

14 And they removed from A’liish, and 
encamped at Réph’i-dim, where was no 
water for the people to drink. 

15 And they departed from Réph’i-dim, 
and pitched in the wilderness of Si’nai. 

16 And they removed from the desert 
of Si’nai, and pitched at Kib’roth—hat- 
ta’a-vah. 

17 And they departed from Kib’réth— 
hat-ta’a-vah, and encamped at Ha- 
zeé’roth. 

18 And they departed from Ha-ze‘ 
roth, and pitched in Rith’mah: 

19 And they departed from Rith’mah, 
and pitched at Rim’mdn—pa’réz. 

20 And they departed from Rim’mon-— 
pa’réz, and pitched in Lib’nah. 

21 And they removed from Lib’nah, 
and pitched at Ris’sah. 

22 And they journeyed from Ris’sah, 
and pitched in Ké‘hé-la’thah. 

23 And they went from Ké’hé-la’thah, 
and pitched in mount Sha’phér. 

24 And they removed from mount 
Sha’phér, and encamped in Ha-ra’dah. 

25 And they removed from Ha-ra’dah, 
and pitched in Mak-hé’loth. 

26 And they removed from Mak-hé+ 
léth, and encamped at Ta’hath. 

27 And they departed from Ta’hath, 
and pitched at Ta’rah. 

28 And they removed from Ta’rah, and 
pitched in Mith’cah. 

29 And they went from Mith’cah, and 
pitched in Hash-m0’/nah. i 

30 And they departed from Hash- 
mo’nah, and encamped at Mo-sé’réth.

32 And they removed from Bé’né-— 
ja’a-kan, and encamped at Hor’—ha- 
gid’gad. i 

33 And they went from Hér’—ha-gid* 
gad, and pitched in Jét’ba-thah. 

34 And they removed from’ Jét’ba- 
thah, and encamped at E-bro‘nah. 

35 And they departed from E-bré’nah, | 
and encamped at E’zi-dn—ga’bér. 

36 And they removed from E’zi-én— 
ga’bér, and pitched in the wilderness of 
Zin, which is Ka’désh. ; 
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The Canaanites to be dispossessed 


37 And they removed from Ka’désh, 
and pitched in mount Hor, in the edge of 
the land of E’dém. 

38 And Aaron the priest went up into 
mount Hor at the commandment of the 
LorpD, and died there, in_ the fortieth 
year after the children of Is'ra-é1 were 


come out of the land of Egypt, in the 


first day of the fifth month. 

39 And Aaron was a hundred and 
twenty and three years old when he died 
in mount Hor. 

40 And king A’rad the Ca’ndan-ite, 
which dwelt in the south in the land of 
Ca’naan, heard of the coming of the 
children of Is’ra-él. 

41 And they departed from mount

50 @, And the LorpD spake unto Moses

_ over Jordan into the land of Ca’naan; 


52 Then ye shall drive out all the in- 
habitants of the land from before you, 
and destroy all their pictures, and de- 
stroy all their molten images, and quite 
pluck down ali their high places: 


53 And ye shall dispossess the in- 


habitants of the land, and dwell therein: 
for I have given you the land to pos- 


54 And ye shall divide the land by lot 
for an inheritance among your families; 
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inheritance, and to the fewer ye shall 
give the less inheritance: every man’s 
inheritance shall be in the place where 
his lot falleth; according to the tribes of 
your fathers ye shall inherit. 

55 But if ye will not drive out the in- 
habitants of the land from before you;

12 And the border shall go down to 
Jordan, and the goings out of it shall be 
at the salt sea: this shall be your land 
with the coasts thereof round about. 

13 And Moses commanded the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-él, saying, This is the land 
which ye shall inherit by lot, which the 
LorpD commanded to give unto the nine 
tribes, and to the half tribe: 

14 For the tribe of the children of Reu- 
ben according to the house of their 
fathers, and the tribe of the children of 
Gad according to the house of their 
fathers, have received their inheritance; 
and half the tribe of Ma-nas’séh have 
received their inheritance: 

15 The two tribes and the half tribe 
have received their inheritance on this 
side Jordan near Jér'i-cho eastward, 
toward the sunrising. 

16 And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 


saying, 

17 These are'the names of the men 
which shall divide the land unto you: 
El’é-a'zar the priest, and Joshua the 
son of Niin.

30 Whoso killeth any person, the mur- 
derer shall be put to death by the mouth 
of witnesses: but one witness shall not 
ey against any person fo cause him 

‘0 die. 

31 Moreover ye shall take no satisfac- 
tion for the life of a murderer, which is 
guilty of death: but he shall be surely 
put to death. 

32 And ye shall take no satisfaction for 
him that is fled to the city of his refuge, 
that he should come again to dwell in the 
land, until the death of the priest. 

33.So ye shall not pollute the land 
wherein ye are: for blood it defileth the 
land: and the land, cannot be cleansed 
of the blood that is shed therein, but by: 
the blood of him that shed it, 

34 Defile not therefore the land which 
ye shall inhabit, wherein I dwell: for I 
the Lorp dwell among the children of 
Is‘ra-él. x . 

CHAPTER 36 repro! 

AE the chief fathers of the families 

of the children of Gil’é-ad, the son 

of Ma’chir, the son of Ma-nas’séh, of the 

families of the sons’ of Joseph, came 

near, arid spake before Moses, and be- 

fore the princes, the chief fathers of the 
children of Is’ra-él? ©’ 

2 And they said, The Lorp commanded 
my lord to give the land‘for an inherit- 
ance by lot to the children of Is’ra-él: 
and my lord was commanded by the 
Lorp to give the inheritance of Zé-16¢ 
phé-had our brother unto his daughters. 

3 And if they be married to any of the 
sons of the other tribes of the children 
of Is’ra-él, then shall their inheritance 
be taken from the inheritance of our 
fathers, and shall be put to the inherit- 
ance of the tribe whereunto they are 
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received: so shall it be taken from the 
lot of our inheritance. 

4 And when the jubilee of the children 
of Is’ra-@1 shall be, then shall their in- 
heritance be put unto the inheritance of 
the tribe whereunto they are received: 
so shall their inheritance be taken away 
from the inheritance of the tribe of our 
fathers. 

5 And Moses commanded the children 
of Is'ra-é1 according to the word of the 
LorD, saying, The tribe of the sons of 
Joseph hath said well. 

6 This is the thing which the Lorp doth 

command concerning the daughters of 
Ze-la' phé-had, saying, Let them marry 
to. whom they think best; only to the 
family of the tribe of their father shall 
they marry. 

7 So shail not the inheritance of the 
children of Is’ra-é1 remove from tribe to 
tribe: for every one of the children of 
Is'ra-é1 shall keep himself to the in- 
heritance of the tribe of his fathers. 

8 And every daughter, that possesseth 
an epee in any tribe of the chil-

dren of Is’ra-é1, shall be wife unto one 
of the family of the tribe of her father, 
that the children of Is’ra-é1 may enjoy 
every man the inheritance of his fathers. 

9 Neither shall the inheritance remove 
from one tribe to another tribe; but 
every one of the tribes of the children 
of Is’ra-&1 shall keep himself to his own 
inheritance. 

10 Even as the LorD commanded 
Moses, so did the daughters of Zé-16‘ 
phé-had: 

11 For Mah’lah, Tir’zah, and Hég’lah, 
and Mil’cah, and Noah, the daughters 
of Zé-l6’phe-had, were married unto 
their father’s brothers’ sons: ( 

12 And they: were married into the 
families of the sons of Ma-nas’séh the 
son of Joseph, and their inheritance re- 
mained in the tribe of the family of their 
father. 

13 These are the commandments and 
the judgments, which the LorD com- 
manded, by the hand of Moses, unto the 
children of Is’ra-81. in the plains of 
M6o’ab by Jordan near Jér'i-cho.

eae are eleven days’ journey from 
Ho’réb by the way of mount Sé’ir unto 
Ka’ désh—-bar’né-a.)

6 The Lorp our God spake unto us in 
Ho’réb, saying, Ye have dwelt long 
enough i in this mount: 

7 Turn you, and take your journey, and 
go to the mount of the ‘O-rites, and 
unto all the places nigh thereunto, in 
the plain, in the hills, and in the vale, 
and in the south, and by the sea side, to 
the land of the Ca’nadan-ites, and unto 
Lebanon, unto the great river, the river 
Eii-phra’tés, 

8 Behold, I have set the land before 
you: go in and possess the land which 
the LorD sware unto ape fathers, 
Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob, to owe unto 
them and to their seed after th em. 

9 @ And I spake unto you at that time, 
saying, Iam not able to bear you myself 
alone: 

10 The Lorp your God hath multiplied 
you, and, behold, ye are this day as the 
stars of heaven for multitude. 

11 (The Lorp God of your fathers 
make you a thousand times so many 
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more as ye are, and bless you, as he 
hath promised you!) 

-12 How can I myself alone bear your 
cumbrance, and your burden, and your 
strife? 

13 Take you wise men, and under- 
standing, and known among your tribes, 
and I will make them rulers over you. 

14 And ye answered me, and said, The 
thing which thou hast spoken is good 

for us to do. 

/15:So I took the chief of your tribes, 
| wise men, and known, and made them 

heads over you, captains over thou- 

sands, and captains over hundreds, and 

captains over fifties, and captains over 

tens, and officers among your tribes. 

16 And I charged your judges at that 
time, saying, Hear the causes between 
your brethren, and judge righteously be- 
tween every man and his brother, and 
the stranger that is with him.

you, bring if unto me, and I will hear it. 

- 18 And I commanded you at that time 
all the things which ye should do. 
19 @ And when we departed from 
Ho’réb, we went through all that great 
Bend terrible wilderness, which ye saw 
the way of the mountain of the 
’0-rites, as the LoRD our God com- 
Bruanded us; and we came to Ka’désh— 
 bar’né-a.

2 And the LorD said unto me, Fear him 
not: for I will deliver him, and all his 
people, and his land, into thy hand; and 
thou shalt do unto him as thou didst 
unto Si/hén king of the /0-rites;

3 So the LorpD our God delivered into 
our hands Og also, the king of Ba’shan, 
and all his people: and we smote him 
until none was left to him remaining. 

4 And we took all his cities at that time, 
there was not a city which we took not 
from them, threescore cities, all the re- 
gion of Ar’géb, the kingdom of Og in 
Ba’shan. 

5 All these cities were fenced with high 
walls, gates, and bars; beside unwalled 
towns a great many. 

6 And we utterly destroyed them, as we 
did unto Si’hon king of Hésh’bon, utterly 
destroying the men, women, and chil- 
dren, of every city. 

7 But allthe cattle, and the spoil of 
the cities, we took for a prey to our- 
selves. 

8 And we sek at that time out of the 
hand of the two kings of the ‘0-rites 
the land that was on this side Jordan, 
from the river of Ar'ndn gute mount 
Hermon; eis 
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9 (Which Hermon the Si-dd’ni-ans call 
Si’ri-6n; and the Am’6-rites call it 
She’nir;) 

10 All the cities of the plain, and all 
Gil’é-ad, and all Ba’shan, unto Sal’chah 
and Ed’ré-i, cities of the kingdom of Og 
in Ba’shan. 

11 For only Og king of Ba’shin re- 
mained of the remnant of giants; behold, 
his bedstead was a bedstead of iron; is 
it not in Rab’ bath of the children of Am- 
mon? nine cubits was the length there- 
_ of, and four cubits the breadth of it, after 

the cubit of a man. 

-12 And this land, which we possessed 
at that time, from A-ro’ér, which is by 
the river Ar’nén, and half mount Gil‘ 
é-ad, and the cities thereof, gave I unto 
the Reubenites and to the Gadites. 

13 And the rest of Gil’é-add, and all 
Ba’shan, being the kingdom of Og, gave 
I unto the half tribe of Ma-nas’séh; all 
the region of Ar’géb, with all Ba’shan, 
which was called the land of giants. 

14 Jair the son of Ma-nas’séh took all 
the country of Ar’géb unto the coasts of 
Gé-shy’ri and Ma-ach’a-thi; and called 
them after his own name, Ba’shan-— 
ha’véth-ja’ir, unto this day. 

15 And I gave Gil’é-ad unto Ma’chir. 

16 And unto the Reubenites and unto 
the Gadites I gave from Gil’é-4d even 
unto the river Ar’nén half the valley, 
and the border even unto the river 
Jab’bok, which is the border of the chil- 
dren of on; 

17 The plain also, and Jordan, and the 
coast thereof, from €hin’né-réth even 
unto the sea of the plain, even the salt 
sea, under Ash’déth-pis’gah eastward. 

18 @ And I commanded you at that 
time, saying, The LorD your God hath 
given you this land to possess it: ye shall 
pass over armed before your brethren 
the children of Is'ra-él, all ‘hat are meet 
for the war. 

19 But your wives, and your little ones, 
and your cattle, (for I know that ye have 
much cattle,) shall abide in your cities 
which I have given you;

26 But the LorD was wroth with me for 
your sakes, and would not hear me: and 
the Lorp said unto me, Let it suffice 
thee; speak no more unto me of this 
matter. 

27 Get thee up into the top of Pis’gah, 
and lift up thine eyes westward, and 
northward, and southward, and east- 
ward, and behold zt with thine eyes: for 
thou shalt not go over this Jordan.

8 And what nation is there so great, 
fae hath statutes and judgments so 


hteous as all this law, which I set be- 
“fore you this day? 
_ 9 Only take heed to thyself, and keep 
‘thy soul diligently, lest thou forget the 
ings which thine eyes have seen, and 
st they depart from thy heart all the 
‘days of thy life: but teach them thy sons, 
yand thy sons’ sons; 
10 Specially the day that thou stoodest 
‘before the Lorp thy God in Ho’réb, 
Ywhen the LorD said unto me, Gather me 
‘the people together, and I will make 
em hear my words, that they may 
arn to fear me all the days that they 
‘shall live upon the earth, and that they 
‘may teach their children. 
- 11 And ye came near and stood under 
om mountain; and the mountain burned 
with fire unto the midst of heaven, with 
kness, clouds, and thick darkness.

19 And lest thou lift up thine eyes unto 
heaven, and when thou seest the sun, 
and the moon, and the stars, even all the 
host of heaven, shouldest be driven to 
worship them, and serve them, which 
the Lorp thy God hath divided unto all 
nations under the whole heaven.

22 But I must die in this land, I must 
not go over Jordan: but ye shall go over, 
and possess that good land. 

23 Take heed unto yourselves, lest ye 
forget the covenant of the LorpD your 
God, which he made with you, and make 
you a graven. image, or the likeness of 
any thing, which the LorD thy God hath 
forbidden thee. F 

24 For the LorD thy God is a consum- 
ing fire, even a jealous God. 

25 @ When thou shalt beget children, 
and children’s children, and ye shall 
have remained long in the land, and 
shall corrupt yourselves, and make a 
graven image, or the likeness of any 
thing, and shall do evil in the sight of the 
Lorp thy God, to provoke him to anger; 

26 I call heaven and earth to witness 
against you this day, that ye shall soon 
utterly perish from off the land where- 
unto ye go over Jordan to possess it; ye 
shall not prolong your days upon it, but 
shall utterly be destroyed. 

27 And the Lorp shall scatter you 
among the nations, and ye shall be left 
few in number among the heathen, 
whither the LoRD shall lead you.

32 For ask now of the days that are 
past, which were before thee, since the 
day that God created man upon the 
earth, and ask from the one side of 
heaven unto the other, whether there 
hath been any such thing as this great 
thing is, or hath been heard like it? 

33 Did ever people hear the voice of 
God speaking out of the midst: of the 
fire, as thou hast heard, and live? 

34 Or hath God assayed to go and take 
him a nation from the midst of another 
nation, by temptations, by signs, and by 
wonders, and by war, and by a mighty 
hand, and by a stretched out arm, and 
by great terrors, according to all that 
the Lorp your God did for youin Egypt 
before your eyes? 

35 Unto thee it was showed, that thou 
mightest know that the Lorp heis God; 
there is none else beside him. 

36 Out of heaven he made thee to hear 
his voice; that he might instruct thee: 
and upon earth he showed thee his great 
fire; and thou heardest his words out of 
the midst of the fire. 

37 And because he loved thy fathers, 
therefore he chose their seed after them, 
and brought thee out in his sight with 
his mighty power out of Egypt; 

38 To drive out nations from before 
thee greater and mightier than thou art, 
to bring thee in, to give thee their land 
for an inheritance, as it is this day. 

39 Know therefore this day, and con- 
sider it in thine heart, that the LorD he

32 Ye shall observe to do therefore as 
the LorD ‘your God hath commanded 
you: ye shall not turn aside to the tight 
hand or to the left. 

33 Ye shall walk in all the ways which 
the LorD your God hath commanded 
you, that ye may live, and that it may be 
well with you, and that ye may prolong 
your days in the land ee ye oe 
possess. :

CHAPTER 7 

WEEN the Lorp thy God shall }

and mightier than thou; 
2 And when the Lorp thy God shall E 
deliver them before thee; thou shalt 
smite them, and utterly destroy them; | 
thou shalt make no covenant with them, © 
nor show mercy unto them:

5 But thus shall ye deal with them; ye

proves, and burn their graven images 
swith fire. 

6 For thou art a holy people unto the 
MLorp thy God: the Lorp thy God hath 
1 eeoren: thee to be a special people unto 
himself, above all people that are upon 
the face of the earth.

°24 Ye have been rebellious against the 
LorpD from the day that I knew you. 

25 Thus I fell down before the Loxp 
forty days and forty nights, as I feil down 
at the first; because the LorD had said 
he would destroy you. E a 

26 I prayed therefore unto the Lorn, 
and said, O LorD GOD, destroy not thy 
people and thine. inheritance, which 
thou hast redeemed through thy great- 
ness, which thow hast brought forth out 
of Egypt with a mighty hand. 

27 Remember thy servants, Abraham, 
Isaac, and Jacob; look not unto: the 
stubbornness of this people, nor to their 
wickedness, nor to their sin: Ley 

28 Lest the land whence thou brought- 
est us out say, Because the LoRD was 
not able to bring them into the land 
which he promised them, and because 
he hated them, he hath brought them 
out to slay them in the wilderness. 
~29 Yet they are thy people and: thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest out 
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by thy mighty power and by thy.

CHAPTER 10 
A that time the LorpD said unto me, 
Hew thee two tables of stone like 
unto the first, and come up unto me into 
the mount, and make thee an ark of 
wood.

8 @ At that time the LorpD separated 
the tribe of Levi, to bear the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorn, to stand before 
the LoRD to minister unto him, and to 
bless in his name, unto this day, 

9 Wherefore Levi hath no part nor in- 
heritance with his brethren; the LorD 
ts his inheritance, according asthe LoRD 
thy God promised him. 

10 And I stayed in the mount, according 
to the first time, forty days and forty 
nights; and the Lorp hearkened unto 
me at that time also, and the Lorp 
would not destroy thee. 

11 And the LorpD said unto me, Arise, 
take thy j journey before the people, that 
they may go in and possess the land, 
which I sware unto their fathers to give 
unto them, 

12 @ And now, Is’r4-81, what doth the 
Lorp thy God i oe of thee, but to 
fear the Lorp thy to walk in all his

17 For the Lorp your God is God of 
gods, and Lord of lords, a great God, a 
mighty, and a terrible, which regardeth 
not persons, nor taketh reward: 

18 He doth execute the judgment of 
the fatherless and widow, and loveth the 
stranger, in giving him food and raiment. 

19 Love ye therefore the stranger: for 
ye were strangers in the land of Egypt. 

20 Thou shalt fear the LorpD thy God; 
him shalt thou serve, and to him shalt 
thou cleave, and swear by his name. 

21 He is thy praise, and he zs thy God, 
that hath done for thee these great and — 
terrible things, which thine eyes have 
seen. | 

22 Thy fathers went down into Egypt 
with threescore and ten persons; and 
now the LorD thy God hath made thee 
as the stars of heaven for multitude. 


CHAPTER 11 


HEREFORE thou shalt love tha} 

Lorp thy God, and keep his charge, 
and his statutes, and his judgments, q 
and his. commandments, alway. 

2 And know ye this day: for I speak 
not with your children which have not 
known, and which have not seen the 
chastisement of the LorD your God, his 
greatness, his mighty hand, and his 
stretched out arm, 

3 And his miracles, and his acts, which

4 And what he did unto the army of

5 And what he did unto you in the wil- 
iderness, until ye came into this place; 

6 And what he did unto Da’than and 
brn, the sons of E-li’ab, the son of 

euben: how the earth: opened her 
mouth, and swallowed them up, and 
‘their households, and their tents, and 
all the substance that was in their pos- 
session, in the midst of all Is’ra-él: 

7 But your eyes have seen all the great 
acts of the LoRD which he did. 

8 Therefore shall ye keep all the com- 
mandments which I command you this 
day, that ye may be strong, and go in 
and possess the land, whither ye go to 
possess it; 

9 And that ye may prolong your days 
in the land, which the LorD sware unto 
your fathers to give unto them and. to 
their seed, a land that floweth with milk 
and honey. 

10 @ For the land, whither thou goest 
in to possess it, is not as the land of 
Egypt, from whence ye came out, where 
thou sowedst thy seed, and wateredst if 
with thy foot, as a garden of herbs: 

11 But the land, whither ye go to pos- 
sess it, 7s a land of hills and valleys, and 
drinketh water of the rain of heaven: 

12 A land which the Lorp thy God 
careth for: the eyes of the Lorp thy God 
are always upon it, from the beginning 
of the year even unto the end of the 


year. 

13 @ And it shall come to pass, if ye 
shall hearken diligently unto my com- 
mandments which I command you this 
day, to love the LorpD your God, and to 
serve him with all your heart and with 
all your soul, 

14 That I will give you the rain of your 
Jand in his due season, the first rain and 
the latter rain, that thou mayest gather 
in thy corn, and thy wine, and thine oil. 

15 And I will send grass in thy fields 
for thy cattle, that thou mayest eat and 
be full. 

16 Take heed to yourselves, that your 
heart be not deceived, and ye turn aside, 
and serve other gods, and worship them; 

17 And then the Lorp’s wrath be kin- 
dled against you, and he shut up the 
heaven, that there be no rain, and that 
the land yield not her fruit; and lest ye 
perish quickly from off the good land 
which the Lorp giveth you. 

18 @ Therefore shall ye lay up these 
my words in your heart and in your soul, 
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and bind them for a sign upon your 
hand, that they may be as frontlets be- 
tween your eyes. 

19 And ye shall teach them your chil- 
dren, speaking of them when thou sit- 
test in thine house, and when thou walk- 
est by the way, when thou liest down, 
and when thou risest up. 

20 And thou shalt write them upon the 
doorposts of thine house, and upon thy 
gates: 

21 That your days may be multiplied, 
and the days of your children, in the 
land which the LorD sware unto your 
fathers to give them, as the days of 
heaven upon the 5 

22 @ For if ye shall diligently keep all 
these commandments which I command. 
you, to do them, to love the Lorp your 
God, to walk in all his ways, and to 
cleave unto him; 

23. Then will the Lorp drive out all 
these nations from before you, and 
ye shall possess greater nations and 
mightier than yourselves, : 

24 Every place whereon the soles of 
your feet shall tread shall be yours: from 
the wilderness and Lebanon, from the 
river, the river Ei-phra’tés, even unto 
the uttermost sea shall your coast be. 

25 There shall no man be able to stand 
before you: for the LorD your God shall 
lay the fear of you and the dread of you 
upon all the land that ye shall tread 
upon, as he hath said unto you. 

26 @ Behold, I set before you this day: 
a blessing and a curse; — 

27 A blessing, if ye obey the command- 
ments of the LorD your God, which I 
command you this day: 

28 And a curse, if ye will not obey. the 
commandments of the LorD your God, 
but turn aside out of the way which I 
command you this day, to go after other 
gods, which ye have not known. 

29. And it shall come to pass, when the 
Lorp thy God hath brought thee in unto 
the land whither thou goest to possess 
it, that thou shalt put the blessing upon 
mount Gér‘i-zim, and the curse upon 
mount E’bal. 

30 Are. they not on the other side Jor- 
dan, by the way where the sun goeth 
down, in the land of the Ca’naan-ites, 
which dwell in the champaign. over 
against Gil’gal, beside the plains of 
Mo’réh? gig 

31 For ye shall pass over Jordan to go 
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into possess the land which the Lorp 
your God giveth you, and ye shall pos- 
sess it, and dwell therein. 

32 And ye shall observe to do all the 
statutes and judgments which I set be- 
fore you this day. 


- CHAPTER 12 


Sp RESS are the statutes and judg- 
ments, which ye shall observe to do 
in the land, which the Lorp God of thy 
fathers giveth thee to possess it, all the 
days that ye live upon the earth. 

2 Ye shall utterly destroy all the places, 
wherein the nations which ye shall pos- 
sess served their gods, upon the high 
mountains, and upon the hills, and 
under every green tree: 

3 And ye shall overthrow their altars, 
and break their pillars, and burn their 
groves with fire; and ye shall hew down 
the graven images of their gods, and 
destroy the names of them out of that 
place. 

Pi ie shall not do’so unto the LorD your 
od. 

5 But unto the place which the Lorp 
your God shall choose out of all your 
tribes to put his name there, even unto 
his habitation shall ye seek, and thither 
thou shalt come: 

6 And thither ye shall bring your burnt 
offerings, and your sacrifices, and your 
tithes, and heave offerings of your hand, 
and your vows, and your freewill offer- 
ings, and the firstlings of your herds and 
of your flocks: 

7 And ‘there ye shall eat before the 
LorD your God, and ye shall rejoice in 
all that ye put your hand unto, ye and 
your households, wherein the Lorp thy 
God hath blessed thee. 

8 Ye shall not do after all the things 
that we do here this day, every man 
whatsoever is right in his own eyes. 

9 For ye are not as yet come to the rest 
and to the inheritance, which the Lorp 
your God giveth you. 

10 But when ye go over Jordan, and 
dwell in the land which the Lorp your 
God giveth you to inherit, and when he 
giveth you rest from all your enemies 
round about, so that ye dwell in safety; 

‘11 Then there shall be a place which 
the Lorp your God'shall choose to cause 
his name to dwell there; thither shall ye 
bring all that I command you; your burnt 
offerings, and your sacrifices, your 
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tithes, and the heave offering of your 
hand, and all your choice vows which ye 
vow unto the Lorp: 4 

12 And ye shall rejoice before the LorD 
your God; ye, and your sons, and your 
daughters, and your menservants, and 
your maidservants, and the Lé’vite that 
is within your gates; forasmuch as he 
hath no part nor inheritance with you. 

13 Take heed to thyself that thou offer 
not thy burnt offerings in every place 
that thou seest: 

14 But in the place which the Lorp 
shall choose in one of thy tribes, there 
thou shalt offer thy burnt offerings, and 
there thou shalt do all that I command 

ee. 

15 Notwithstanding, thou mayest kill 
and eat flesh in all thy gates, whatso- 
ever thy soul lusteth after, according to 
the blessing of the LorD thy God which 
he hath given thee: the unclean and the 
clean may eat thereof, as of the roebuck, 
and as of the hart. : 

16 Only ye shall not eat the blood; ye 
shall pour it upon the earth as water. 

17 @ Thott mayest not eat within thy 
gates the tithe of thy corn, or of thy 
wine, or of thy oil, or the firstlings of thy 
herds or of thy flock, nor any of thy vows 
which thou vowest, nor thy freewill 
offerings, or heave offering of thine hand: 

18 But thou must eat them before the 
Lorp thy God in the place which the 
Lorp thy God shall choose, thou, and 
thy son, and thy daughter, and thy man- 
servant, and thy maidservant, and the 
Lé’vite that 7s within thy gates: and thou — 
shalt rejoice before the Lorp thy God 
in all that thou puttest thine hands unto, © 

19 Take heed to thyself that thou for- 
sake not the Lé’vite as long as thou 
livest upon the earth. 

20 @ When the Lorp thy God shall — 
enlarge thy border, as he hath promised | 
thee, and thou shalt say, I will eat flesh, — 
because thy soul longeth to eat flesh} — 
thou mayest eat flesh, whatsoever thy © 
soul lusteth after. ; 

21 If the place which the Lorp thy God 
hath chosen to put his name there be 
too far from thee, then thou shalt kill of — 
thy herd and of thy flock, which the — 
Lorp hath given thee, as I have com- 
manded thee, and thou shalt eat in thy — 
gates whatsoever thy soul lusteth after, 

22 Even as the roebuck and the hart is — 
eaten, so thou shalt eat them: the un-

alike. 

23 Only be sure that thou eat not the 
blood: for the blood zs the life; and thou 
(‘mayest not eat the life with ‘the flesh. 
124 Thou shalt not eat it; thou: shalt 
{pour it upon the earth as water. 

25 Thou shalt not eat it; that it may go 
‘well with thee, and with thy ‘children 
iter thee, when thou shalt dothat which 
is right in the sight of the Lorp. 
26 Only thy holy things which thou 
(hast, and thy vows, thou shalt take, and 
© unto the place which the LorpD shall 
oose: 
27 And thou shalt offer thy burnt offer- 
lings, the flesh and the blood, upon the 
tar of the Lorp: thy. God: and the 
"blood of thy sacrifices shall be poured 
“out upon the altar of the Lorp thy God, 
d thou shalt eat the flesh. 
28 Observe and hear all these words 
which I command thee, that it may go 
‘well with thee, and with thy children 
jafter thee for ever, when thou doest 
ithat which is good and right in the sight 
sof the Lorp thy God. _ 

29 @ When the Lorp thy God shall 
‘cut’ off the nations from ‘before thee, 
‘whither thou goest to possess them, and 
ithou succeedest them, and dwellest in 
itheir land; 

30° Take heed to thyself that thou be 
mot snared by following them, after 
ithat they be destroyed from before thee; 
jand that thou inquire not after their 
igods, saying, How did these nations 
jserve their gods? even so will I do like- 


jwise. 

“31 Thou shalt not do so unto the LORD 
ithy God: for every abomination to the 
ILORD which he hateth have they done 
junto their gods; for even their sons and 
itheir daughters they have burnt in the 
fire to their gods. «= ( 

32 What thing soever I command you, 
(observe to do it: thou shalt not add 
eee, nor diminish from it. 


CHAPTER 13 _. 
E there arise among you a’prophet; or 
a dreamer of dreams, and giveth thee 
‘a sign or a wonder, , 

2 And the sign or ‘the wonder come to

Clean and the: clean shall eat of them 
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3 Thou shalt\ not, hearken, unto the 
words of that prophet, or that dreamer 
of dreams: for the Lorp your.God prov- 
eth you, to know whether ye love the 
Lorp your God with-all your -heart and 
with all your soul. 

4 Ye shall walk after the Lorp your 
God, and fear him; and keep his com- 
mandments, and obey his voice, and ye 
shall serve him, and cleave unto him. 

5 And that prophet, or that dreamer of. 
dreams, shall be put to death; hecause 
he hath spoken to,turn you away from 
the Lorp your God, which brought you 
out of the land of Egypt, and redeemed 
you out of the house of bondage, to 
thrust thee out of the way which the 
Lorp thy God commanded thee to walk 
in. So shalt thou put the evil away from 
the midst of thee, 

6 @ If thy brother, the. son. of thy 
mother, or thy son, or thy daughter,or 
the wife of thy bosom, or thy. friend, 
which is as thine own soul, entice thee 
secretly, saying, Let us go and serve 
other gods, which thou hast not known, 
thou, nor thy fathers; 

7 Namely, of the gods of the people 
which are round about you, nigh unto 
thee, or far off from thee, from the one 
end of the earth even unto the other end 
of the earth; 

8 Thou shalt not consent unto. him, nor 
hearken unto him; neither shall thine 
eye pity him, neither shalt thou spare, 
neither shalt thou conceal him:. 

9 But thou shalt surely kill: him; thine 
hand shall be first upon him to put him 
to death, and afterward the hand of all 
the people. 

10 And thou shalt stone him. with 
stones, that he die; because he hath 
sought to thrust thee away from the 
Lorp thy God, which brought thee out 
of the land of Egypt, from the house of 
bondage. 

11 And all Is’ra-él shall hear, and fear, 
and shall do no more any such wicked- 
ness:as this isamong you. ; 

12 q If thou shalt hear say in one of 
thy cities, which the Lorp thy God hath 
given thee to dwell.there, saying, 

13. Certain. men, the children of Bé‘ 
li-al, are gone out from among you, and 
have withdrawn the inhabitants of their 
city, saying, Let us go and serve other 
gods, which ye have not known; 

14 Then shalt thou inquire, and make 
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search, and ask diligently; and, behold, 
if it be truth, and the thing certain, that 
such abomination is wrought among 
you; 

15 Thou shalt surely smite the inhabit- 
ants of that city with the edge of the 
sword, destroying it utterly, and all that 
is therein, and the cattle thereof, with 
the edge of the sword. 

16 And thou shalt gather all the spoil 
of it into the midst of the street thereof, 
and shalt burn with fire the city, and 
all the spoil thereof every whit, for the 
Lorp thy God: and it shall be a heap for 
ever; it shall not be built again. 

17 And there shall cleave nought of the 
cursed-thing to thine hand: that the 
LORD may turn from the fierceness of 
his anger, and show thee mercy, 
have compassion upon thee, and mul- 
tiply thee, as he hath sworn unto thy 

thers; 

18 When thou shalt hearken to the 
voice of the Lorn thy God, to keep all 
his commandments which I command 
thee this day, to do that which is right in 
the eyes of the LorpD thy God. 


CHAPTER 14 
YE are the children of the Lorp your 
God: ye shall not cut yourselves, 
nor make any baldness between your 
eyes for the dead. 

2 For thou art a holy people unto the 
Lorp thy God, and the Lorp hath 
chosen thee to be a peculiar people unto 
himself, above all the nations that are 
upon the earth. 

3 @ Thou shalt not eat any abominable 


thing. 

4 These are the beasts which ye shall 
eat: the ox, the sheep, and the goat, 

5 The hart, and the roebuck, and the 
fallow deer, and the wild goat, and 
the pygarg, and the wild ox, and the 
chamois. 

6 And every beast that parteth the 
hoof, and cleaveth the cleft into two 
claws, and cheweth the cud among the 
beasts, that ye shall eat. 

7 Nevertheless these ye shall not eat, 
of them that chew the cud, or of them 
that divide the cloven hoof; as the camel, 
and the hare, and the coney: for they 
chew the cud, but divide not the hoof; 
therefore they are unclean unto you. 

8 And the swine, because it divideth 
the hoof, yet cheweth not the cud, it is

unclean unto you: ye shall not eat of 
their flesh, nor touch their dead carcass. — 
9 @ These ye shall eat, of all that are — 
in the waters: all that have fins and 
scales shall ye eat: : 
10 And whatsoever hath not fins and 
scales ye may not eat; it is unclean unto 


ou. 
11 @ Of all clean birds ye shall eat. — 
12 But these are they of which ye shall 
not eat: the eagle, and the ossifrage, and 
the ospray, 
13 And the glede, and the kite, and the 
vulture after his kind, } 
14 And every raven after his kind, 
15 And the owl, and the nighthawk, and ~ 
the cuckoo, and the hawk after his kind, — 
16 The little owl, and the great owl, 


and and the swan, 


17 And the pelican, and the gier-eagle, 
and the cormorant, 

18 And the stork, and the heron after — 
her kind, and the lapwing, and the bat. 

19 And every creeping thing that flieth 
is unclean unto you: they shall not be © 
eaten. 

20 But of all clean fowls ye may eat. 

21 @ Ye shall not eat of any thing that 
dieth of itself: thou shalt give it unto the 
stranger that is in thy gates, that he may 
eat it; or thou mayest sell it unto an 
alien: for thou arta holy people unto the 
Lorp thy God. Thou shalt not seethe a 
kid in his mother’s milk. F 

22 Thou shalt truly tithe all the increase 
of thy seed, that the field bringeth forth — 
year by year. ‘ 

23 ‘Aca trees shalt eat before the LorD © 
thy God, in the place which he shall 
choose to place his name there, the tithe 
of thy corn, of thy wine, and of thine oil, — 
and the firstlings of thy herds and of thy — 
flocks; that thou mayest learn to fear the — 
Lorp thy God always. ; 

24 And if the way oi ‘too long for thee, 
so that thou art not able to carry it; or if — 
the place be too far from thee, which the — 
Lorp thy God shall choose to set his 
name there, when the Lorp thy God 
hath blessed thee: 

25 Then shalt thou turn if inte money, 
and bind up the money in thine hand, 
and shalt go unto the place which the - 
Lorp thy God shall choose: } 

26 And thou shalt bestow that money — 
for whatsoever thy soul lusteth after, for 
oxen, or for sheep, or for wine, or for 
strong drink, or for whatsoever thy soul 
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‘The seventh year a year of release 


\Jesireth: and thou shalt eat there before 

the Lorp thy God; and thou shalt re- 
joice, thou, and thine household. 

27 And the Lé’vite that is within thy 
gates; thou shalt not forsake him: for he 
‘math no part nor inheritance with thee. 

28 @ At the end of three years thou 
shalt bring forth{all the tithe of thine in- 

ase the same year, and shalt lay zt up 
ithin thy gates: 

‘29 And the Lé’vite, (because he hath 
io part nor inheritance with thee,) and 

e stranger, and the fatherless, and the 
widow, which are within thy gates, shall 
‘come, and shall eat and be satisfied; 

at the Lorp thy God may bless thee 
iin all the work of thine hand which thou 
oest. 


CHAPTER 15 


T the end of every seven years thou 
shalt make a release. 

2 And this is the manner of the release: 
very. creditor that lendeth aught unto 
is neighbor shall release zt; he shall not 
xact if of hisneighbor, or of his brother; 
ecause it is called the LorD’s release. 

3 Of a foreigner thou mayest exact if 
‘again: but that which is thine with thy 
‘brother thine hand shall release; 

_ 4 Save when there shall be no poor 
samong you; for the Lorp shall greatly 
‘bless thee in the land which the Lorp 
ithy God giveth thee for an inheritance 
ito possess it: 

5 Only if thou carefully hearken unto 
ithe voice of the LorpD thy God, to ob- 
jserve to do all these commandments 
‘which I command thee this day. 

6 For the Lorp thy God blesseth thee, 
yas he promised thee: and thou shalt lend 
sunto many nations, but thou shalt not 
‘borrow; and thou shalt reign over many. 
mations, but they shall not reign over 

ee. 

7 @ If there be among you a poor man 
Jof one of thy brethren within any of thy 
peter in thy land which the Lorp thy 
‘God giveth thee, thou shalt not harden 
‘thine heart, nor shut thine hand from 
‘thy poor brother: : 

8 But thou shalt open thine hand wide 
junto him, and shalt surely lend him 
‘sufficient for his need, in that which he 
‘wanteth. ‘ 

9 Beware that there be not a thought in 
‘thy wicked heart, saying, The seventh 
/year, the year of release, is at hand; and 
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thine eye be evil against thy poor 
brother, and thou givest him nought; 
and he cry unto the LorD against thee, 
and it be sin unto thee. 

10 Thou shalt surely give him, and 
thine heart shall not be grieved when 
thou givest unto him: because that for 
this. thing the Lorp thy God shall bless 
thee in all thy works, and in all that thou 
puttest thine hand unto.

15 But with Aim that standeth here 
with us this day before the Lorp our 
God, and also with Aim that is not here 
with us this day: 

16 (or ye know how we have dwelt in 
the land of Egypt; and how we came 
through the nations which ye passed by; 

17 And ye have seen their abomina- 
tions, and their idols, wood and stone, 
silver and gold, which were among 
them:) 

18 Lest there should be among you 
man, or woman, or family, or tribe, 
whose heart turneth away this day from 
the Lorp our God, to go and serve the 
gods of these nations; lest there should 
be among you a root that beareth gall 
and wormwood; 

19 And it come to pass, when he hear- 
eth the words of this curse, that he bless 
himself in his heart, saying, I shall have 


peace, though I walk in the imagination 
ef mine heart, to add drunkenness to 


20 The Lorp will not spare him, but 
then the anger of the Lorp and his 
jealousy shail smoke against that man, 
and all the curses that are written in this 
book shall lie upon him, and the Lorp 
shall blot out his name from under 
heaven. 
21 And the Lorp shall separat 
unto evil out of all the tribes of Ie'ra-L 
to all the curses of the cove- 
nant that are written in this book of the 


law:

13 But as for the eities: that stood still 
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in their strength, Is’ra-é1 burned none 
of them, save Ha’zér only; that did 
Joshua burn. 

14 And all the spoil of these cities, and 
the ‘cattle, the children of Is’ra-él took 
for a prey unto themselves; but every 
man they smote with the edge of the 
sword, until they had destroyed them, 
neither left they any to breathe.

off your land. 


6 Wherefore then do ye harden your 


hearts, as the Egyptians and Pha’raoh 
_ hardened their hearts? when he had 


wrought wonderfully among them, did 
people go, and they 
departed? 
7 Now therefore make a new cart, and 
take two milch kine, on which there hath 
come no yoke, and tie the kine to the 
cart, and bring their calves home from 


' them: - 


8 And take the ark of the Lorp, and 
lay it upon the cart; and put the jewels 
of gold, which ye return him for a 


_ trespass offering, in a coffer by the 


side thereof; and send it away, that it 
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9 And see, if it goeth up by the way of 
his own coast to Béth’-shé’mésh, then 
he hath done us this great evil: but if 
not, then we shall know that ié is not his 
hand that smote us; it was a chance 
that happened to us. 

10 @ And the men did so; and took two 
milch kine, and tied them to the cart, 
and shut up their calves at home: 

11 And they laid the ark of the Lorp 
upon the cart, and the’ coffer with the 
mice of gold and the images of their 
emerods, j 

12 And the kine took the straight way 
to the way of Béth’—shé’mésh, and went 
along the highway, lowing as they went, 
and turned not aside fo the right hand or 
to the left; and the lords of the Phi-lis‘ 
tines went after them unto the border of 
Béth’—shé’mésh. 

13 And they of Béth’—shé’mésh were 
reaping their wheat harvest in the val- 
ley: and they lifted up their eyes, and 
saw the ark, and rejoiced to see ié. 

‘14 And the cart came into the field of 
Joshua, a Béth’-shé’mite, and: stood 
there, where there was a great stone:

18 And the golden mice, according to 
the number of all the cities of the Phi— 
lis'tines belonging to the five lords, both 
of fenced cities, and of country villages, 
even unto the great stone of Abel, 
whereon they set down the ark of the 
LORD: which stone remaineth unto this 
day in the field of Joshua, the Béth’— 
she’mite. 

19 @ And he smote the men of Béth’— 
shé’mésh, because they had looked into 
the ark of the LORD, even he smote of 
the people fifty thousand and three- 
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score. and ten .men:.and the people 
lamented, because the LorD. had smit- 
ten many.of the people with a great 
slaughter. ; 

-20-And the men. of. Béth’-shé’mésh 
said, Who is able to stand before this 
holy Lorp God? and to whom shall he 
go up.from, us? ., 

21 @ And they sent messengers to the 
inhabitants of Kir’jath-jé’4-rim, saying, 
The Phi-lis’tines have brought again the 
ark of the LorD;,come ye down, and 
fetch it up to you. :

CHAPTER 1 


Now it came to pass after the death 
of Saul, when David was returned 
from the slaughter of the Am’a-lék-ites, 
and David had abode two daysin Zik’lag; 

2 It came even to pass on the third day, 
that, behold, a man came out of the 
camp from Saul with his clothes rent, 
and earth upon his head: and so it was, 
when he came to David, that he fell to 
the earth, and did obeisance. 

3 And David said unto him, From 
whence comest thou? And he said unto 
him, Out of the camp of Is’ra-él1 am I 
escaped. 

4 And David said unto him, How went 
the matter? I pray thee, tell me. And he 
answered, That the people are fled from 
the battle, and many of the people also 
are fallen and dead; and Saul and 
Jonathan his son are dead also. 

5 And David said unto the young man 
that told him, How knowest thou that 
Saul and Jonathan his son be dead? 

6 And the young man that told him said, 
As I happened by chance upon mount 
Gil-b0’a, behold, Saul leaned upon his 
spear; and, lo, the chariots and horse- 
men followed hard after him. 

7 And when he looked behind him, he 
saw me, and called unto me. And I 
answered, Here am I. 

8 And he said unto me, Who art thou? 
And I answered him, I am an ‘a- 
1ék-ite. 

9 He said unto me again, Stand, I pray 
thee, upon me, and slay me: for anguish 
is come upon me, because my life is yet 
whole in me. 

10 So I stood upon him, and slew him, 
because I was sure that he could not live 
after that he was fallen: and I took the 
crown that was upon his head, and the 
bracelet that was on his arm, and have 
brought them hither unto my lord. 

11 Then David took hold on his clothes, 
and rent them; and likewise all the men 
that were with him: 

12 And they mourned, and wept, and 


fasted until even; for Saul, and for Jona- 
than his son, and for the people of the 
LorD, and for the house of Is’ra-él; be- 
cause they were fallen by the sword. 

13 @ And David said unto the young 
man that told him, Whence art thou? 
And he answered, I am the son of a 
stranger, an ‘a-lék-ite. 

14 And David said unto him, How wast 
thou not afraid to stretch forth thine 
hand to destroy the Lorp’s anointed? 

15 And David called one of the young 
men, and said, Go near, and fall upon 
him. And he smote him that he died. 

16 And David said unto him, Thy blood 
be upon thy head; for thy mouth hath | 
testified against thee, saying, I have 
slain the LorpD’s anointed. 

17 @ And David lamented with this | 
lamentation over Saul and over Jona- 
than his son: 

18 (Also he bade them teach the chil- 
dren of Judah the use of the bow: be- 
hold, it is written in the book of Ja’shér:) 

19 The beauty of Is’ra-él is slain upon 
thy high places: how are the mighty 
fallen! 

20 Tell i¢ not in Gath, publish if not in 
the streets of As’k6-lén; lest the daugh- 
ters of the Phi-lis’tines rejoice, lest the 
daughters of the uncircumcised triumph. 

21 Ye mountains of Gil-b6’a, let there 
be no dew, neither let there be rain, upon 
you, nor fields of offerings: for there 
the shield of the mighty is vilely cast 
away, the shield of Saul, as though he 
had not been anointed with oil. 

22 From the blood of the slain, from the 
fat of the mighty, the bow of Jonathan 
turned not back, and the sword of Saul 
returned not empty. 

23 Saul and Jonathan were lovely and 
pleasant in their lives, and in their death 
they were not divided: they were swifter 
by eagles, they were stronger than 

ons. 

24 Ye daughters of Is’r-&1, weep over 
Saul, who clothed you in scarlet, with 
other delights; who put on ornaments of 
gold upon your apparel, 
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25 How ate the mighty fallen in the 

midst of the battle! O Jonathan, thou 
_ wast slain in thine high places. 

26 I am distressed for thee, my brother

19 @ And Ta’mar put ashes on her 
head, and rent her garment of divers 
colors that was on her, and laid her hand 
on her head, and went on crying. 

20 And Ab’sa-lém her brother said 
unto her, Hath Amnon thy brother been 
with thee? but hold now thy peace, my 
sister: he is thy brother; regard not this 
thing. So Ta’mar remained desolate in 
her brother Ab’sa-lém’s house. 

21 @ But when king David heard of all 
these things, he was very wroth. 

22 And Ab’sa-lom spake unto’ his 
brother Amnon neither good nor bad: 
for Ab’sa-l6m hated Amnon, because he 
had forced his sister Ta’mar. 

23 @ And it came to pass after two full 
years, that Ab’sa-lém had sheepshearers 
in Ba’al—ha’zor, which is beside E’phra- 
im: and Ab’sa-lém invited all the king’s 
sons. 

24 And Ab’sa-lém came to the king, 
and said, Behold now, thy servant hath 
sheepshearers; let the king, I beseech 
thee, and his servants go with thy 
servant. 


§ “Amnon slain. The woman of Tekoah 


' 25 And the king said to Ab’sa-lém, 
_ Nay, my son, let us not all now go, lest 
_ we be chargeable unto thee. And he 
ieee him: howbeit he would not go, 
- but blessed him. 
' 26 Then said Ab’sa-16m, If not, I pray 
_ thee, let my brother Amnon go with us. 
_ And the king said unto him, Why should 
he go with thee? 
_ 27 But Ab’sa-lom pressed him, that he 
let Amnon and all the king’s sons go 
with him, 
28 @ Now Ab’sa-lém had commanded 
_his servants, saying, Mark ye now when 
' Amnon’s heart is merry with wine, and 
| whenI say unto you, Smite Amnon; then 
kill him, fear not: have not I commanded 
| you? be courageous, and be valiant. 
' 29 And the servants of Ab’sa-lom did 
unto Amnon as Ab’sa-lém had com- 
_ manded. Then all the king’s sons arose, 
and every man gat him up upon his 
- mule, and fled. 
' 30 @ And it came to pass, while they 
' were in the way, that tidings came to 
. David, saying, Ab’sa-lém hath slain all 
| the king’s sons, and there is not one of 
| them left. 
_ 31 Then the king arose, and tare his 
_ garments, and lay on the earth; and all 
| his servants stood by with their clothes 
rent. 
_ 32 And Jon’a-dab, the son of Shim‘ 
€-ah David’s brother, answered and 
said, Let not my lord suppose thaé they 
have slain all the young men the king’s 
_ sons; for Amnon only is dead: for by the 
appointment of Ab‘sa-lém_ this hath 


_ 33 Now therefore let not my lord the 
‘king take the thing to his heart, to think 
that all the king’s sons are dead: for 
Amnon only is dead. 

34 But Ab’sa-lém fled. And the young 
man that kept the watch lifted up his 
' eyes, and looked, and, behold, there 
“came much people by the way of the 
hillside behind him. 
°35 And Jén’‘a-dab said unto the king, 
| Behold, the king’s sons come: as thy 

Servant said, so it is. 
__ 36 And it came to pass, as soon as he 
| had made an end of speaking, that, be- 
| hold, the king’s sons came, and lifted 
| up their voice and wept: and the king 
| also and all his servants wept very sore. 
oat 37 @ But Ab’sa-lom fled, and went to 
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Tal'mai, the son of Am-mi’hiid, king of 
Gé’shir. And David mourned for his 
son every day. 

38 So Ab’sa-lém fled, and went to Gé: 
shtir, and was there three years. 

39 And the soul of king David longed 
to go forth unto Ab’sa-lém: for he was 
comforted concerning Amnon, seeing he 
was dead. 


CHAPTER 14 
Now Jo’ab the son of Zér’y-1’ah per- 
ceived that the king’s heart was — 
toward Ab’sa-lém. 

2 And Jo’ab sent to Té-k6’ah, and 
fetched thence a wise woman, and said 
unto her, I pray thee, feign thyself to be 
a mourner, and put on now mourning 
apparel, and anoint not thyself with oil, 
but be as a woman that had a long 
time mourned for the dead: 

3 And come to the king, and speak on 
this manner unto him. So Jo’ab put the 
words in her mouth, 

4 @ And when the woman of Té-ko’ah 
spake to the king, she fell on her face to 
the ground, and did obeisance, and said, 
Help, O king. 

5 And the king said unto her, What 
aileth thee? And she answered, I am 
indeed a widow woman, and mine hus- 
band is dead. 

6 And thy handmaid had two sons, and 
they two strove together in the field, and 
there was none to part them, but the one 
smote the other, and slew him. 

7 And behold, the whole family is 
risen against thine handmaid, and they 
said, Deliver him that smote his brother, 
that we may kill him, for the life of his 
brother whom he slew; and we will de- 
stroy the heir also: and so they shall 
quench my coal which is left, and shall 
not leave to my husband neither name 
nor remainder upon the earth. 

8 And the king said unto the woman, 
Go to thine house, and I will give charge 
concerning thee. 

9 And the woman of Té-ko’ah said 
unto the king, My lord, O king, the 
iniquity be on me, and on my father’s 
house: and the king and his throne be 
guiltless. é 

10 And the king said, Whosoever saith 
aught unto thee, bring him to me, and 
he shall not touch thee any more, 

11 Then said she, I pray thee, let the 
king remember the Lorp thy God, that 
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thou wouldest not suffer the revengers 
of blood to destroy any more, lest they 
destroy my son. And he said, As the 
Lorp liveth, there shall not one hair of 
thy son fall to the earth. 

12 Then the woman said, Let thine 
handmaid, I pray thee, speak one word 
unto my lord the king. And he said, 
Say on. 

13 And the woman said, Wherefore 
then hast thou thought such a thing 
against the people of God? for the king 
doth speak this thing as one which is 
faulty, in that the king doth not fetch 
home again his banished. 

14 For we must needs die, and are as 
water spilt on the ground, which cannot 
be gathered up again; neither doth God 
respect any person; yet doth he devise 
means, that his banished be not ex- 
pelled from him. 

15 Now therefore that I am come to 
speak of this thing unto my lord the 
king, if is because the people have 
made me'afraid: and thy handmaid said, 
I will now speak unto the king; it may be 
that the king will perform the request of 
his handmaid. 

16 For the king will hear, to deliver his 
handmaid out of the hand of the man 
that would destroy me and my son to- 
gether out of the inheritance of God. 

17 Then thine handmaid said, The 
word of my lord the king shall now be 
comfortable: for as an angel of God, so 
is my lord the king to discern good and 
bad: therefore the LorD thy God will be 
with thee. 

18 Then the king answered and said 
unto the woman, Hide not from me, I 
pray thee, the thing that I shall ask thee. 
And the woman said, Let my lord the 
king now speak. 

19 And the king said, Is nof the hand of 
Jo’ab with thee im all this? And the 
woman answered and said, As thy soul 
liveth, my lord the king, none can turn 
to the right hand or to the left from aught 
that my lord the king hath spoken: for 
thy servant Jo’ab, he bade me, and he 
put all these words in the mouth of 
thine handmaid: 

20 To fetch about this form of speech 
hath thy servant Jo’ab done this thing: 
and my lord is wise, according to the 
wisdom of an angel of God, to know all 
things that are in the earth. 

21 @ And the king said unto Jé’ab, 


Absalom returneth to Jerusalem 
Behold now, I have done this thing: go 
therefore, bring the young man Ab’‘sa- 
16m again. 

22 And Jo’ab fell to the ground on his 


' face, and bowed himself, and thanked 


the king: and Jo’ab said, To-day thy 
servant knoweth that I have found grace 
in thy sight, my lord, O king, in that the 
king hath fulfilled the request of his 
servant. 

23 So J0’ab arose and went to Gé’shiir, 
and brought Ab’sa-l6m to Jerusalem. 

24 And the king said, Let him turn to 
his own house, and let him not see my 
face. So Ab’sa-lém returned to his own 
house, and saw not the king’s face. 

25. @ But in all Is'ra-l there was none 
to beso much praised as Ab’sa-l6m for 
his beauty: from the sole of his foot even 
to the crown of his head there was no 
blemish in him. 

26 And when he polled his head, (for 
it was at every year’s end that he polled 
it; because the hair was heavy on him, 
therefore he polled it:) he weighed the 
hair of his head at two hundred shekels 
after the king’s weight. 

27 And unto Ab’sa-lim there were 
born three sons, and one daughter, 
whose name was :Ta’mar: she was a 
woman of a fair countenance. 

28 @ So Ab’sa-lém dwelt two full years 
= Jerusalem, and saw not the king’s 

ace. 

29 Therefore Ab’sa-lim sent for J6’&b, 
to have sent him to the king; but he 
would not come to him: and when he 
sent again the second time, he would not 
come. 

30 Therefore he said unto his servants, 
See, J0’ab’s field is near mine, and he 
hath barley there; go and set it on fire. 
And Ab’sa-lém’s servants set the field 
on fire. 

31 Then Jo’ab arose, and came to Ab‘ 
sa-lém unto his house, and said unto 
him, Wherefore have thy servants set 
my field on fire? 

32 And Ab’sa-l6m answered Jé’ab, Be- 
hold, I sent unto thee, saying, Come 
hither, that I may send thee to the king, 
to say, Wherefore am I come from Ge+ 
shir? it had been good for me to have 
been there still: now therefore let me 
see the king’s face; and if there be any 
iniquity in me, let him kill me. — q 

33 So J0’ab came to the king, and told 
him: and when he had called for Ab’sa— 
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16m, he*came to the king, and bowed 
himself on his face to the ground before 
- the king: and the king kissed Ab’sa-lém. 
. CHAPTER 15 

ND it came to pass after this, that 


: Ab’sa-lém prepared him chariots 
and horses, and fifty men to run before 


-2 And Ab’sa-lém rose up early, and 
stood beside the way of the gate: and it 
was so, that when any man that had a 
controversy came to the king for judg- 
ment, then Ab’sa-lém called unto him, 
and said, Of what city arf thou?

_ 4 Kb’sa-ldm said moreover, Oh that 
I were made judge in the land, that 
every man which hath any suit or cause 
ight come unto me, and I would do 
him justice! 
5 And it was so, that when any man 
“came nigh fo him to do him obeisance, 
‘he put forth his hand, and took him, and 
kissed him. 
6 And on this manner did Ab’sa-lém to 
ll Is‘ra-él that came to the king for 
judgment: so Ab’sa-lém stole the hearts 
of the men of Is’ra-él. 
7 @ And it came to pass after forty 
years, that Ab’sa-lom said unto the 
ting, I pray thee, let me go and pay my 
vow, which I have vowed unto the Lorp, 
n He’bron. : 
°8 For thy servant vowed a vow while 
-abode at Gé’shiir in Syria, saying, If 
the Lorp shall bring me again indeed to 
Jerusalem, then J will serve the Lorp. 
' 9 And the king said unto him, Go 
in peace. So he arose, and went to 
He’ bron. 
10 @ But Ab’sa-lém sent spies through- 
t all the tribes of Is’ra-él, saying, 
As soon as ye hear the sound of the 
trumpet, then ye shall say, Ab’sa-lom 
‘Teigneth in Hé’bron. 
» 11 And with Ab’sa-lim went two hun- 
dred men out /of Jerusalem, that were 
ed; and they went in their simplicity, 
d they knew not any thing. 
2 And Ab’sa-lém sent for A-hith’o- 
' phél the Gi'l6-nite, David’s counselor, 
om his city, even from Gi'/loh, while he 
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offered sacrifices, And the conspiracy 
was strong; for the people increased 
continually with Ab’sa-lém. 

13 @ And there came a messenger to 
David, saying, The hearts of the men of 

s'ra-él are after Ab’sa-lom. 

14 And David said unto all his servants 
that were with him at Jerusalem, Arise, 
and let us flee; for we shall not else 
escape from Ab’sa-lém: make speed to 
depart, lest he ovettake us suddenly, 
and bring evil upon us, and smite the 
city with the edge of the sword. 

15 And the king’s servants said unto 
the king, Behold, thy servants are ready 
to do whatsoever my lord the king shall 
appoint. ; 

16 And the king went forth, and all his 
household after him. And the king left 
ten women, which were concubines, to 
keep the house. 

17 And the king went forth, and all the 
people after him, and tarried ina place 
that was far off. 

18 And all his servants passed on be- 
side him; and. all the €hér’é-thites, and 
all the Pél’é-thites, and all the Git’tites, 
six hundred men which:came after him 
from Gath, passed on before the king. 

19 @ Then said the king to It’ta-i the 
Git'tite, Wherefore goest thou also with 
us? return to thy place, and abide with 
the king: for thou art a stranger, and 
also an exile. 

20 Whereas thou camest buf yester- 
day, should I this day make thee go up 
and down with us? seeing I go whither I 
may, return thou, and take back thy 
egy mercy and truth be with 
thee. 

21 And [t’ta-i answered the king, and 
said, As the Lorp liveth, and as my 
lord the king liveth, surely in what place 
my lord the king shall be, whether in 
death or life, even there also will thy 
servant be. 

22 And David said to It’ta-i, Go and 
passover. And It’ta-i the Git’ tite passed 
over, and all his men, and all the little 
ones that were with him. 5B 

23 And all the country wept with a loud 
voice, and all the people passed over; 
the king also himself passed over the 
brook Kid’rén, and all the people passed 
over, toward the way of the wilderness. 

24 @ And lo Za’dok also, and all the 
Lé'vites were with him, bearing the ark 
of the covenant of God: and they set 
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down the ark of God; and A-bi’a-thar 
went up, until all the people had done 
passing out of the city. 

25 And the king said unto Za’ddk, 
Carry back the ark of God into the city: 
if I shall find favor in the eyes of the 
Lorp, he will bring me again, and show 
me both it, and his habitation: 

26 But if he thus say, I have no delight 
in thee; behold, here am I, let him do to 
me as seemeth godd unto him. 

27 The king said also unto Za’dok the 
priest, Art not thou a seer? return into 
the city in peace, and your two sons with 
you, A-him’a-4z thy son, and Jonathan 
the son of A-bi’a-thar. 

28 See, I will tarry in the plain of the 
wilderness, until there come word from 
you to certify me. 

29 Za’dék therefore and A-bi’a-thar 
carried the ark of God again to Jerusa- 
lem: and they tarried there. 

30 @ And David went up by the ascent 
of mount Oli-vét, and wept as he went 
up, and had his head covered, and he 
went barefoot: and all the people that 
was with him covered every man his 
head, and they went up, weeping as they 
went up. 

31 @ And one told David, saying, 
A-hith’6-phél is among the conspirators 
with Ab’sa-lém. And David said, O 
Lorp, I pray thee, turn the counsel of 
A-hith’d-phél into foolishness. 

32 @ And it came to pass, that when 
David was come to the top of the mount, 
where he worshipped God, behold, 
Hii’shai the Ar’chite came to meet him 
with his coat rent, and earth upon his 
head: 

33 Unto whom David said, If thou 
passest on with me, then thou shalt be 
a burden unto me: 

34 But if thou return to the city, and 
say unto Ab/sa-lém, I will be tly serv- 
ant, O king; as I have been thy father’s 
servant hitherto, so will I now also be 
thy servant: then mayest thou for me 
defeat the counsel of A-hith’6-phél. 

35 And hast thou not there with thee 
Za'dék and A-bi’a-thar the priests? 
therefore it shall be, that what thing so- 
ever thou shalt hear out of the king’s 
house, thou shalt tell zt to Za’dék and 
A-bi‘a-thar the priests. 

36 Behold, they have there with them 
their two sons, A-him’a-az Za’ddk’s son, 


and Jonathan A-bi’a-thar’s son; and by hi 


The ark carried back to Jerusalem. Shimei 


them ye shall send unto me every thing 
that ye can hear. % 

37 So Ht’shai David’s friend came into 
the city, and Ab’sa-lém came into 
Jerusalem. 


CHAPTER 16 


y Nahe when David was a little past the 
top of the hill, behold, Zi’ba the 
servant of Mé-phib’6-shéth met him, 
with a couple of asses saddled, and upon 
them two hundred loaves of bread, and 
a hundred bunches of raisins, and a 
hundred of summer fruits, and a bottle 
of wine.

6 And he cast stones at David, and at 
all the servants of king David: and all 
the people and all the mighty men were 
on his right hand and on his left.

8 The LorpD hath returned upon thee 
all the blood of the house of Saul, in 
whose stead thou hast reigned; and the

9 @ Then said A-bish’a-i the son of 
Zér’y-1'ah unto the ‘King, Why should 
this dead dog curse my lord the king? 
let — over, I pray thee, and take off 
Ss F 
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10 And the king said, What have I to do 
with you, ye sons of Zér’u-i’ah? ‘so let 

him curse, because the Lorp hath said 

unto him, Curse David. Who shall then 
_ say, Wherefore hast thou done so? 


“11 And David said to A-bish’a-i, and to ° 


all his servants, Behold, my son, which 
- came forth of my bowels, seeketh my 
life: how much more now may this Ben- 
_ jamite do it? let him alone, and let him 
_ curse; for the LorpD hath bidden him. 
_ 12 It may be that the Lorp will look on 
' mine affliction, and that the Lorp will 
- requite me good for his cursing this 


day. 

- 13 And as David and his men went by 
_ the way, Shim’é-i went along on the 
hillside over against him, and cursed as 
he went, and threw stones at him, and 
_ cast dust. 

14 And the king, and all the people that 
were with him, came weary, and re- 
freshed themselves there. 

15 @ And Ab’sa-lém, and all the peo- 
ple the men of Is’ra-él, came to Jeru- 

salem, and A-hith’6-phél with him. 

16 And it came to pass, when Hi’shai 
the Ar’chite, David’s friend, was come 

unto Ab’sa-lom, that Ha’shai said unto 
_ Ab’sa-lém, God save the king, God save 
the king. F 
17 And Ab'sa-lom said to Hi’shai, Is 
this thy kindness to thy friend? why 
_ wentest thou not with thy friend? 
' 18 And Hi’shai said unto Ab’sa-l6m, 
_ Nay; but whom the LorD, and this peo- 
‘ple, and all the men of Is’ra-él, choose, 
is will I be, and with him will I abide. 
19 And again, whom should I serve? 
_ should I not serve in the presence of his 
_ son? as I have served in thy father’s 
presence, so will I be in thy presence. 
20 Then said Ab’sa-lém to A-hith’o- 
» phél, Give counsel among you what we 
_ shali do. 
_ 21 And A-hith’d-phél said unto Ab’sa- 
_ 16m, Go in unto thy father’s concubines, 
which he hath left to keep the house; 
and all Is’ra-é1 shall hear that thou art 
‘abhorred of thy father: then shall the 
hands of all that are with thee be strong. 
22 So they spread Ab’sa-lém a tent 
_ upon the top of the house; and Ab’sa- 
16m went in unto his father’s concubines 
: in the sight of all Is’ra-él.

_ 23 And the counsel of A-hith’d-phél, 
which he counseled in those days, was

if not, speak thou. 

7 And Hi’shai said unto Ab’sa-lém, 
The counsel that A-hith’d-phél hath 
given is not good at this time. 

8 For, said, Hi’shai, thou knowest thy 
father and his men, that they be mighty 
men, and they de chafed in their minds, 
as a bear robbed of her whelps ‘n the 
field: and thy father is a man of war, and 
will not lodge with the people. 

9 Behold, he is hid now in some pit, or 
in some ofher place: and it will come to 
pass, when some of them be overthrown 
at the first, that whosoever heareth it 
will say, There is a slaughter among the 
people that follow Ab/sa-lom. 

10 And he also that is valiant, whose 
heart is as the heart. of a lion, shall 
utterly melt: for all Is'ra-é1 knoweth 
that thy father is a mighty man, and 
they which be with him are valiant 


men. 

1 Therefore I counsel that all Is’ra-é1 
be generally gathered unto thee, from 
Dan even to Bé’ér-shé’ba, as the sand 
that is.by the sea for multitude; and 
that thou go to battle in thine own per- 
son. 

12'So shall: we come upon him in some 
place where he shall be found, and we 
will light upon him as the dew falleth on

the ground: and of him and of all the 
men that are with him there shall not be 
left so much as one. : 

13 Moreover if he be gotten into a city, 
then shall all Is‘ra-él bring ropes to that 
city, and we will draw it into the river, 
until there be not one small stone found 
there. 

14 And Ab’sa-lim and all the men of 
Is'ra-81 said, The counsel of Hi’shai 
the Ar’chite is bétter than the counsel 
of A-hith’é-phél. For the Lorp had 
appointed to defeat the good counsel of 
A-hith’d-phél, to the intent that the 
Lorp might bring evil upon Ab’sa-lom. 

15 @ Then said Hi’shai unto Za’dok 

and to A-bi’a-thar the priests, Thus and 
thus did A-hith’d-phél counsel Ab’sa- 
$m and the elders of Is‘ra-é1; and thus 
and thus have I counseied. 
16 Now therefore send quickly, and 
tell David, saying, Lodge not this night 
in the plains of the wilderness, but 
speedily pass over; lest the king be 
swallowed up, and all the people that 
are with him. 

17 Now _Jonathan and A-him’4-az 
stayed by En-ro’gél; for they might not 
be seen to come into the city: and a 
wench went and told them; and they 
went and told king David. 

18 Nevertheless, a lad saw them, and 
told Ab’sa-lém: but they went both of 
them away quickly, and came'to a man’s 
house in Ba-hii‘rim, which hada well in 
his court; whither they went down. 

19 And the woman took and spread a 
covering over the well’s: mouth, and 
spread ground corn thereon; and the 
thing was not_ known. 

20 And when Ab’sa-lém’sservantscame 
to the woman to the house, they said, 
Where is A-him’a-iz and Jonathan?

And when 
they had sought and could not find 
them, they returned to Jerusalem. 

21 And it came to pass, after they were 

departed, that they came up out of the 
well, and went and told king David, and 
said unto David, Arise, and pass quickly 
over the water: for thus hath A-hith’d- 
phél counseled against you. 
- 22 Then David arose, and all the people 
that were with him, and they passed 
over Jordan: by the morning light there 
lacked not one of them that was not 
gone over Jordan. hs

» 23 @ And when A-hith’d-phél saw that 
his counsel was not followed, he saddled 
his ass, and arose, and gat him home to 
his house, to his city, and put his house- 
hold in order, and hanged himself, and 
died, and was buried in the sepulchre of 
his father.

27 @ And it came to pass, when David 
was come to Ma’ha-na’‘im, that Shd’bi 
the son of Na’hash of.

18. @ Now Ab’sa-lém in és lifetime 
had'taken and reared up for-himself.a 
pillar, which zs in the king’s dale: for he 
said, I have no:son:to:keep my name in 
remembrance: and he called the pillar 
after his own name: and itis called unto 
this day, Ab’sa-lom’s place. 

19. @- Then said A-him’a-4z the son of 
Za'dok, Let me now run,:and bear the 
king tidings; how that the Lorp hath 
avenged him of his enemies. 

20 And Jo’ab said unto him, Thou shalt 
not bear tidings this day, but thou shalt 
bear tidings another day: but this day 
thou shalt bear no tidings, because the 
king’s son is:dead. 

21 Then said Jo’ab to Ci’shi, Go tell 
the king what thou hast seen. » And 
Cii’shi bowed. himself unto Jo’ab, and 
ran. 

22 Then said A-him’a a-az the son of 
Zadok yet again to Jo’ab, But howso- 
ever, let me, I:pray thee, also run after 
Cii’shi. And Jo’ab said, Wherefore wilt 
thou run, my son, seeing that thou hast 
no tidings ready?. 

23 But howsoever, said he, let me run. 
And he said unto him, Run. - Then 
A-him’a-az ran by the way of the plain, 
and overran Cii’shi. 

24 And David sat. between the two 
gates: and the watchman: went up-to the 
roof over the gate unto the wall, and 
lifted up his eyes, and looked, and be- 
hold. a man running alone. 

25 And the watchman cried, and told 
the king. And the king said, If he be 
alone, there is tidings in. his: mouth. 
r And he came apace, and drew near. 

26 And the watchman saw another 
man running: and the watchman called 
unto the porter, and said, Behold an~ 
other man running alone.

28 And A-him’-az called, and said 
unto the king, All is well. ‘And he fell 
down to the earth upon his face before

lord the king. 

29 And the king said, Is the young man 
Ab’sa-lém safe? And A-him’a-az an- 
swered, When Jo’ab sent the king’s 
servant, and me thy servant, I saw a 
great tumult, but I knew not what if was. 

30 And the king said unto him, Turn 
aside, and stand here. And he turned 
aside, and stood still. 

31 And, behold, Cia’shi came; and 
Ci’shi said, Tidings, my lord the king:

And all the people came before 
the king: for Is’ra-&l had fled every man 
to his tent. 

9 @ And all the people were at strife 
throughout all the tribes of Is‘ra-él, 
saying, The king saved us out of the 
hand of our enemies, and he delivered 
us out of the hand of the Phi-lis’tines; 
and now he is fied out of the land for

11 @ And king David sent to Za’d6k 
and to A-bi’a-thar the priests, saying, 
Speak unto the elders of Judah, saying, 
Why are ye the last to bring the king 
back to his house? seeing the speech of 
all Is'ra-é1 is come to the king, even to 
his house. 

12 Ye are my brethren, ye aremy bones 
and my flesh: wherefore then are ye the 
last to bring back the king? 

13 And say ye to Am’a-sa, Art thou not 
of my bone, and of my flesh? God do so 
to me, and more also, if thou be not cap- 
tain of the host before me continually in 
the room of Jo’ab. 

14 And he bowed the heart of all the 
men of Judah, even as the heart of one 
man; so that they sent this word unto) 
the king, Return thou, and all thy 
servants. | 

15 So the king returned, and came to! 
Jordan. And Judah came to Gil’gal, to 
go to meet the king, to conduct the king} 
over Jordan. | 

16 @ And Shim’é-i the son of Gé’ra, a) 
Benjamite, which was of Ba-hi’rim,| 
hasted and came down with the men of 
Judah to meet king David. 

17 And there were a thousand men of 
Benjamin with him, and Zi’ba the serv- 
ant of the house of Saul, and his fifteen 
sons and his twenty servants with him; 


_ He meeteth Shimei, Mephibosheth, and Barzillai 


and they went over Jordan before the 


_ King. 
_ 18 And there went over a ferryboat to land 


carry over the king’s household, and to 
_ do what he thought good. And Shim’é-i 
the son of Ge’ra fell down before the 
_ king, as he was come over Jordan; 

_ 19 And said unto the king, Let not my 
lord impute iniquity unto me, neither do 
' thou remember that which thy servant 
_ did perversely the day that my lord the 
' king went out of Jerusalem, that the 
- king should take it to his heart. 

' 20 For thy servant doth know that I 
_ have sinned: therefore, behold, I am 
' come the first this day of all the house

_ 21 But A-bish’a-i the son. of Zér’y-1’ah 

_ answered and said, Shall not Shim’é-i 

be put to death for this, because he 
cursed the LorD’s anointed? 

22 And David. said, What have I to do 
‘with you, ye sons of Zér’y-i’ah, that ye 
‘should this day be adversaries unto me? 

| shall there any man be put to death this 
_ day in Israel? for do not I know that I 
| am this day king over Is’ra-él? 

| 23 Therefore the king said unto Shim“ 
| €-1, Thou shalt not die. And the king 
| Sware unto him. 

24 @ And Mé-phib’6-shéth the son of 
| Saul came down to meet the king, and 
| had neither dressed his feet, nor 
‘trimmed his beard, nor washed his 
clothes, from the day the king departed 
until the day he came again in peace. 

_ 25 And it came to pass, when he was 
come to Jerusalem to meet the king, 
| that the king said unto him, Wherefore 
~wentest not thou with me, Mé-phib’o- 
“shéth? 

‘26 And he answered, My lord, O king, 
‘my servant deceived me: for thy servant 
said, I will saddle me an ass, that I may 
“Tide thereon, and go to the king; be- 
-\cause thy servant is lame. 

- 27 And he hath slandered thy servant 
‘unto my lord the king; but my lord the 
king is as an angel of God: do therefore 
_ what is good in thine eyes. 

28 For all of my father’s house were 
- but dead men before my lord the king: 
yet didst thou set thy servant among 
‘them that did eat at thine own table. 
What right therefore have'I yet to cry 
any more unto the king? 
29 And the king said unto him, Why 
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speakest thou any more of thy matters? 
I have said, Thou and Zi’ba divide the 


30 And Mé-phib’6-shéth said unto the 
king, Yea, let him take all, forasmuch 
as my lord the king is come again in 
peace unto his own house. 

31 @ And Bar-zil'la-i the Gil’é-ad-ite 
came down from R6’gé-lim, and went 
over Jordan with the king, to conduct 
him over Jordan. 

32 Now Bar-zil’la-i was.a very aged 
man, even fourscore years old: and he 
had provided the king of sustenance 
while he lay at Ma’ha-na’im; for he was 
a very great man.

39 And all the people went over Jordan. 
And when the king was come over, the 
king kissed Bar-zil’la-i, and blessed 
him; and he returned unto his own place.

19 And there was again a battle in Gob 
with the Phi-lis’tines, where El-ha’nan 
the son of Ja’a-ré—6r’é-gim, a Beth- 
lehemite, slew the brother of Go-li’/ath 

_ the Git'tite, the staff of whose spear was 
like a weaver’s beam. 

20 And there was yet a battle in Gath, 
where was a man of great stature, that 
had on every hand six fingers, and on 
every foot six toes, four and twenty in 
number; and he also was born to the 


giant. 

21 And when he defied Is’ra-é1, Jona- 
than the son of Shim’é-ah the brother 
of David slew him. 

22 These four were born to the giant in 
Gath, and fell by the hand of David, and 
by the hand of his servants. 


CHAPTER 22 
ND David spake unto the Lorn the 
words of this song, in the day that 
the Lorp had delivered him out of the 
hand of all his enemies, and out of the 
hand of Saul:

8 Then the earth shook and trembled; 
the foundations of heaven moved and 
shook, because he was wroth. 

9 There went up a smoke out of his 
nostrils, and fire out of his mouth de- 
voured: coals were kindled by it. 

10 He bowed the heavens also, and 
came down; and darkness was under 
his feet. 

11 And he rode upon a cherub, and did 
fly: and he was seen upon the wings of 
the wind. 

12 And he made darkness pavilions 
round about him, dark waters, and 
thick clouds of the skies. - 

13 Through the brightness before him 
were coals of fire kindled. 

14 The Lorp thundered from heaven, 
and the Most High uttered his voice. 

15 And he sent out arrows, and scat- 
— them; lightning, and discomfited 

em. 

16 And the channels of the sea ap- 
peared, the foundations of the world 
were discovered, at the rebuking of the 
Lorp, at the blast of the breath of his 
nostrils. 

17 He sent from above, he took me; 
he drew me out of many waters: 

18 He delivered me from my strong 
enemy, and from them that hated me: 
for they were too strong for me. 

19 They prevented me in the day of 
my calamity: but the LORD was my stay. 

20 He brought me forth also into a 
large place: he delivered me, because 
he delighted in me. 

21 The Lorp rewarded me according 
to my righteousness; according to the 
cleanness of my hands hath he recom- 
pensed me. t 

22 For I have kept the ways of the 
Lorp, and have not wickedly departed 
from my God. j 

23 For all his judgments were before 
me: and as for his statutes, I did not 
depart from them. 

24 I was also cr rae before him, and 
have kept myself from mine iniquity. 
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_ The last words of David 


‘25 Therefore the Lorp hath recom- 
pensed me according to my righteous- 
ness; according to.my cleanness in his 
eyesight. 

26 With the merciful thou wilt show 
thyself merciful, and with the upright 
man thou wilt show thyself upright. 

27 With the pure thou wilt show thy- 

self pure; and with the froward thou 
wilt show thyself unsavory 

28 And the afflicted Teenie thou wilt 
save: but thine eyes are upon the 
haughty, that thou mayest bring them 
down. 

29 For thou art my lamp, O Lorp: and 
the Lorp will lighten my darkness. 

30 For by thee I have run through a 
ee by my God have I leaped over a 
Ww. 


_. 31 As for God, his way is perfect; the 
word of the Lorn is tried: he zs a buckler 
to all them that trust in him. 

32 For who is God, save the Lorpb? 
and who is a rock, save our God? 

33 God is my strength and power; and 
he maketh my way perfect. 

34 He maketh my feet like hinds’ feet; 
and setteth me upon my high places. 

35 He teacheth my hands to war; so 
that a bow of steel is broken by mine 

arms. 

36 Thou hast also given me the shield 

_ of thy salvation: and thy gentleness hath 

_made me great. 

_ 37 Thou hast enlarged my steps under 

_ me; so that my feet did not slip. 

33 I have pursued mine enemies, and 
destroyed them; and turned not again 
- until I had consumed them. 

_ 39 And I have consumed them, and 

wounded them, that they could not 

" arise: yea, they are fallen under my feet. 

40 For thou hast girded me with 

strength to battle: them that rose up 

_ against me hast thou subdued under 

me. 

_ 41 Thow hast also given me the necks 

_ of mine enemies, that I might destroy 

ae that hate me. 

42 They looked, but there was none to 

_ Save; even unto the LORD, but he an- 

A swered them not. 

43 Then did I beat them as smail as 

_ the dust of the earth: I did stamp them 
__ as the mire of the street, and did spread 
_ them abroad. 

44 Thou also hast delivered me from 
the strivings of my people, thou hast 
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kept me to be head of the heathen: a 
people which I knew not shall'serve me. 

45 Strangers shall submit themselves 
unto me: as soon as they hear, they 
shall be obedient unto me. 

46 Strangers shall fade away, and they 
shall be afraid out of their close places. 

47 The LorpD liveth;:and blessed be my 
rock; and exalted be the God of the 
rock of my salvation. 

48 It is God that avengeth me, and that 
bringeth down the people under me, 

49 And that bringeth me forth from 


‘mine enemies: thou also hast lifted me 


up on high above them that rose up 
against me: thou hast delivered me 
from the violent man. 

50 Therefore: I will give thanks unto 
thee, O LorD, among the heathen, and 
I will sing praises unto thy name. 

51 He is the tower of salvation for 
his king: and showeth: mercy to his 
anointed, unto David, and to his seed 
for evermore. 


CHAPTER 23 


OW. these be the last words of 
David. David the son of Jesse 
said, and the man who was raised up on 
high, the anointed of the God of Jacob, 
and the sweet psalmist of Is’ra-él, said, 
2 The Spirit of the LorD spake by me, 
and his word was in my tongue. 

3 The God of Is‘ra-él said, the Rock of 
is'ra-él spake to me, He that ruleth 
over men must be just, ruling in the 
fear of God. 

4 And he shall be.as the light of the 
morning, when ithe sun riseth, even a 
morning without clouds; as the tender 
grass springing out of the earth by clear 
shining after rain. 

5 Although my house be not so with 
God; yet he hath made with me an ever- 
lasting covenant, ordered: in all things, 
and sure: for this is all my. salvation, 
and all my desire, although he make it 
not to grow, 

6 @ But the sons of Bé'li-al shall be 
all of them as thorns thrust away, be- 
cause they cannot be taken with hands: 

7 But the man that shall touch them 
must be fenced with iron and the staff 
of a spear; and they shall be utterly 
burned with fire in the same place. 

8 @ These be the names of the mighty 
men whom David had: The Tach’mo- 
nite that sat in the seat, chief among the 
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captains; ‘the same was Ad’i-né the 
Ez’nite: he lifted up his spear against 
eighthundred, whom heslew atone time. 

9 And after him was Ei/é-a'zar the:son 
of Do’d6 the A=hihite, one of the three 
mighty men with David, when they de- 
fied the Phi-lis’tines that were there 
gathered together to battle, and the men 
of Is’ra-él were gone away: 

10 He arose, and: smote *the' Phi-lis* 
tines until his hand was weary, and his 
hand clave unto the sword: and the LorD 
wrought a great victory that day; and the 
people returned after him only’tospoil. 

11 And after him’ was Sham’mah the 
son of A’gée the Ha‘ra-rite.~” And the 
Phi-lis'‘tines were “gathered together 
into a troop, where was a piece of ground 
full of lentils: and the people fled from 
the Phi-lis’tines: 

12 But he stood in the midst of the 
ground, and defended it, and slew the 
Phi-lis'tines: and the LorD wrought a 
great victory. 

13 And three of the thirty chief went 
down, and came to David in the harvest 
time unto the cave of A-diil/lam: and the 
troop of the Phi-lis’tines pitched in the 
valley of Réph’a-im: 

14 And David was then in ahold, and 
the garrison of the Phi-lis’ tines was then 
in Beth-lehem. 

15 And David longed, and said, Oh that 
one would give me drink of the water of 
the well of Beth-lehem, which is by the 


gate! 

16 And the three mighty men brake 
through the host of the Phi-lis’tines, 
and drew water out of the well of Beth- 
lehem, that*was by the gate, and took 
it, and brought it to David: nevertheless 
he would not drink thereof, but poured 
it out unto the Lorn. 

17 And he said, Be it far from me, O 
Lorn, that I should do this: is not this 
the blood of the men that went in jeop- 
ardy of their lives? therefore he would 
not drink it; These things did these 
three mighty men. 

18 And A-bish’A-i, the brother of 
jo’ab, the son’ of Zér’y-i'ah, was chief 
among three. And he lifted up his spear 
against three hundred, and slew them, 
and had the name among three. 

19 Was he not most honorable of three? 
therefore he was'their captain: howbeit 
he attained not unto the first three. 
“20 And Bé-na’jah the son of Jé- 


» moved David against them

héi’a-da, the son of a valiant: man, of 
Kab’zé-él, who had done many acts, he 
slew two lionlike menof Mo’ab:he went 
down also and slew a lion in the midst 
of a pit in time of snow. 

21 And he slew an Egyptian, a goodly 
man: and the Egyptian hada spear in 
his hand; but he went down to him with 
a staff, and plucked the spear out of the 
Egyptian’s hand; and slew him with his 
own spear. 

22 These things did Bé-na’iah the son 
of Jé-hoi'4-da, and had thename among 
three mighty men. 

23 He was more honorable than the 
thirty, but he attained not to the first 
three. And David set him over his guard. 

24 As’ahél the brother of Jo'ab was 
one of the thirty; El-ha’nan the son of 
Do'dé of Beth-lehem,

the Ha’réd-ite,

29 Hé’léb the son of Ba’a-nah,; a Né- 
toph’a-thite, It’ta-i the son of Ri’bai out 
of Gib’é-ah of the children of Benjamin, 

30 Bé-na’iah the Pir’a-thén-ite, Hid‘ 
da-i of the brooks of Ga’ash, 

31 A’bi-al’bdn the Ar’bath-ite, Az~mat 
véth the Bar-hii‘mite, 

32 E-li’ah-ba the Sha’4l-bo'nite, of the 
sons of Ja‘shén, Jonathan, 

33 Sham’mah the Ha‘ra-rite, A-hi’am 
the son of Sha‘rar the Ha’ra-rite, 

34 E-liph’é-lét the son of A-has’bai, 
the son of the Ma-dch’a-thite, B-li’4m 
the son of A-hith’d-phél the Gi’lé-nite, —

36 I’gal the son of Nathan of Zo’bah,

Aro again the anger of the LorpD was 
kindled against Is’ra-él, and he 
: to say, Go, 
number Is'ra-él and Judah. 9 
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Israel is numbered; David raiseth an altar 


2 For the king, said to J6’ab the cap- 
tain of the host, which was with him, 
Go now through all the tribes of Is’ra-él, 
from Dan even to Bé’ér—shé’ba, and 
number ye the people, that I may know 
the number of the people. 

3 And Jo’ab said unto the king, Now 
the Lorp thy God add unto the people, 
how many soever they be, a hundred- 
fold, and that the eyes of my lord the 
king may see if: but why doth my lord 
the king delight in this thing? 

4 Notwithstanding the king’s word pre- 
vailed against Jo’ab, and against the 
captains of the host. And Jé’ab and the 
captains of the host went out from the 
presence of the king, to number the 
people of Is’ra-él. 


5 @ And they passed over Jordan, and hi 


_pitched in A-rd’ér, on the right side of 
the city that lieth in the midst of the 
river of Gad, and toward Ja’zér: 

6 Then they came to Gil’é-ad, and to 
the land of Tah’tim—héd’shi; and they

_ 13.So0 Gad came to David, and told him, 

and said unto him, Shall seven years of

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that there be three days’ pestilence in 
thy land? now advise, and see what an- 
swer I shall return to him that sent me,

15 @_So the Lorp sent a pestilence 
upon Is'ra-é1 from the morning even 
to the time appointed: and there died 
of the people from Dan even to Bé’ér- 
shé’ba seventy thousand men. 

16 And when the angel stretched out 
his hand upon Jerusalem to destroy it, 
the LorD repented him of the evil, and 
said to the angel that destroyed the 
people, It is enough: stay now thine 
and. d the angel of the Lorp was 
by the threshingplace of A-rdu'nah the 
Jéb’i-site. 

17 And David spake unto the Lorp 
when he saw the angel that smote the 
people, and said, Lo, I have sinned, and 
I have done wickedly: but these sheep, 
what have they done? let thine hand, I 
pray thee, be against me, and against my 
father’s house. ; 

18 @ And Gad came that day to David, 
and said unto him, Go up, rear an altar 
unto the Lorp in the threshingfloor of 
A-rdui'nah the Jéb’i-site.

doth cost me nothing. So David bought and peace offerings. So the LorD wa 
the threshingfloor and the oxen for fifty entreated for the land, and the plague 
shekels of silver. was stayed from Is’ra-él.

6 And his father had not displeased 
him at any time in saying, Why hast 
thou done so? and he also was,a very 
goodly man; and his mother bare him 
after Ab’sa-lom. 

7 And he conferred with J6’ab the son 
of Zér’y-i’ah, and with A-bi‘a-thar the 
— and they following Ad’o-ni/jah 

elped him. 

8 But Za’dok the priest, and Bé-na‘iah 
the son of Jé-hdi'a-da, and Nathan the 
prophet, and Shim’é-i, and Ré’i, and the 
mighty men which belonged to David, 
were not with Ad’6-ni'jah. 

9 And Ad’6-ni’jah slew sheep and oxen 
and fat cattle by the stone of Zo’hé-léth, 
which is by En-ro’gél, and called all his 
brethren the king’s sons, and all the 


men of Judah the king’s servants: 


na'jah, and the mighty men, and Solo- 
mon his brother, he called not. 

11 @ Wherefore Nathan spake unto 
Bath’-shé’ba the mother of Sclomon, 
saying, Hast thou not heard that Ad’6- 
ni’jah the son of Hag’gith doth reign, 
and David our lord knoweth it not? 

12 Now therefore come, let me, I pray 
thee, give thee counsel, that thou mayest 
save thine own life, and the life of thy 
son Solomon. 

13 Go and get thee in unto king David, 
and say unto him, Didst not thou, my 
lord, O king, swear unto thine hand- 
maid, saying, Assuredly Solomon thy 
son shall reign after me, and he shall sit 
upon my throne? why then doth Ad’d- 
ni’ jah reign? 

14 Behold, while thou yet talkest there | 
with the king, I also will come in after 
thee, and confirm thy words. 

15 @ And Bath’-shé’ba went in unto 
the king into the chamber: and the king 
was very old; and Ab’i-shag the Shyé 
nam-mite ministered unto the king, 

16 And Bath’—shé’ba bowed, and did 
obeisaxce unto the king. And the king 
said, What wouldest thou? 

17 And she said unto him, My lord, 
thou swarest by the Lorp thy God unto 
thine handmaid, saying, Assuredly 
Solomon thy son shall reign after me, 
and he shall sit upon my throne. 

18 And now, behold, Ad‘6-ni’jah 
reigneth; and now, my lord the king, 
thou knowest i¢ not: 

19 And he hath slain oxen and fat cat- 
tle and sheep in abundance, and hath 
called all the sons of the king, and 
A-bi’a-thar the priest, and Jo’ab the cap- 
tain of the host: but Solomon thy servant 
hath he not called.

23 And they told the king, saying, Be- 
hold Nathan the prophet. And when he

24 And Nathan said, My lord, O king, 
hast thou said, Ad’6-nijah shall reign 
after me, and he shall sit upon my 
throne? 

_ 25 For he is gone down this day, and 
hath slain oxen and fat cattle and sheep 
in abundance, and hath called all the 
_ king’s sons, and the captains of the host, 
and A-bi’a-thar the priest; and, behold, 
they eat and drink before him, and say, 
_ God save king Ad’6-ni’jah. 

' 26 But me, even me thy servant, and 
_ Za’dok the priest, and Bé-na’iah the son 
of Jé-hoi’a-da, and thy servant Solomon, 
_ hath he not called. 

_ 27 Is this thing done by my lord the 
_ king, and thou hast not showed 7t unto 
_ thy servant, who should sit on the throne 
_ of my lord the king after him? 

28 @ Then king David answered and 

said, Call me Bath’—shé’ba. And she 

came into the king’s presence, and stood 
before the king. 

29 And the king sware, and said, As the 
Lorp liveth, that hath redeemed my 
soul out of ail distress, 

30 Even as I sware unto thee by the 
LorD God of Is’ra-él, saying, Assuredly 
Solomon thy son shall reign after me, 
and he shall sit upon my throne in my 

stead; even so will I certainly do this 


ay. 
31 Then Bath’—-shé’ba bowed with her 
face to the earth, and did reverence to 
the king, and said, Let my lord king 

_ David live for ever. Ps 
32 @ And king David said, Call me 
Za’dok the priest, and Nathan the 
prophet, and Bé-na’iah the son of Jé- 
hoi'a-da, And they came before the 


king. 
33 The king also said unto them, Take 
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with you the servants of your lord, and 
cause Solomon my son to ride upon 
mine own mule, and bring him down to 
Gi/hon: 

34 And let Za’d6k the priest and Na- 
than the prophet anoint him there king 
over Is’ra-él: and blow ye with the trum~- 
pet, and say, God save king Solomon. 

35 Then ye shall come up after him, 
that he may come and sit upon my 
throne; for he shall be king in my stead: 
and I have appointed him to be ruler 
over Is’ra-€l and over Judah. 

36 And Bé-na’iah the'son of Jé-hdéi’a-da 
answered the king, and said, Amen: the 
Lorp God of my lord the king say so 
too. 

37 As the LorD hath been with my 
lord the king, even so be he with Solo- 
mon, and make his throne greater than 
the throne of my lord king David. 

38 So Za’dok the priest, and Nathan 
the prophet, and Be-na’iah the son of 
Jé-hoi'a-da, and the €hér’é-thites, and 
the Pél’é-thites, went down, and caused 
Solomon to ride upon king David’s mule, 
and brought him to Gi/hoén. 

39 And Za’d6k the priest took a horn of 
oil out of the tabernacle, and anointed 
Solomon. And they blew the trumpet; 
and all the people said, God save king 
Solomon. 

40 And all the people came up after 
him, and the people piped with pipes, 
and rejoiced with great joy, so that the 
earth rent with the sound of them. 

41 @ And Ad’6-ni’jah and all the guests 
that were with him heard it as they 
had made an end of eating. And when 
Jo’ab heard the sound of the trumpet, 
he said, Wherefore is this noise of the 
city being in an uproar? 

42 And while he yet spake, behold, 
Jonathan the son of A-bi’a-thar the 
priest came: and Ad’6-ni’jah said unto 
him, Come in; for thou art a valiant man, 
and bringest good tidings. 

43 And Jonathan answered and said to 
Ad’6-ni’jah, Verily our lord king David 
hath made Solomon king. 

44 And the king hath sent with him 
Za'dok the priest, and Nathan the 
prophet, and Bé-na'iah the son of 
Jé-hoi’a-da, and the Chér’é-thites, and 
the Pél’é-thites, and they have caused 
him to ride upon the king’s mule: 

45 And Za’dék the priest and Nathan 
the prophet have anointed him king in 
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Gi/hén: and they are come up from 
thence rejoicing, so that the city rang 
again. This is the noise that ye have 
heard. 

46 And also Solomon sitteth on the 
throne of the kingdom. 

47 And moreover the king’s servants 
came to bless our lord king David, .say- 
ing, God make the name of Solomon 
better than thy name, and make:his 
throne greater than thy throne. And the 
king bowed himself upon the bed. 

48 And also thus said the king, Blessed 
be the LorD God of Is’r4-8l, which hath 
given one to sit on my throne this day, 
mine eyes even seeing if. 

49 And all the guests that were with 
Ad’6-ni'jah were afraid, and rose up, 
and went every man his way. 

50 @ And Ad’6-ni’jah feared because 
of Solomon, and arose, and went, and 
caught hold on the horns of the altar. 

51 And it was told Solomon, saying, 
Behold, Ad’6-ni’jah feareth king Solo- 
mon: for, lo, he hath caught hold on the 
horns of the altar, saying, Let king 
Solomon swear unto me to-day that 
he will not slay his servant with the 
sword, 

52 And Solomon said, If he will show 
himself a worthy man, there shall nota 
hair of him fall to the earth: but if wick- 
— shall be found in him, he shall 

e. 

53 So king Solomon sent, and they 
brought him down from the altar. And 
he came and bowed himself to king 
Solomon: and Solomon said unto him, 
Go to thine house. 


CHAPTER 2 " 
Now the days of David drew nigh 
that he should die; and he charged 
Solomon his son, saying, 
21 go the way of all the earth: be thou 
strong therefore, and show thyself a 


man; 

3 And keep the charge of the Lorn thy 
God, to walk in his ways, to keep his 
statutes, and his commandments, and 
his judgments, and his testimonies, as 
it is written in the law of Moses; that 
thou mayest prosper in all that thou 
doest, and whithersoever thou turnest 
thyself: 

4 That the LorD may continue his 
word which he spake concerning me, 
Saying, If thy children take heed to their 


David’s charge to. Solomon. His death 


way, to walk before me in truth with all 
their heart and with all their soul, there 
shall not fail thee (said he) a man on the 
throne of Is’ra-él. 

5. Moreover thou knowest also what 
Jo’ab the son of Zér’y-i’ah did to me, 
and what he did to the two captains of 
the hosts of Is’ra-él, unto Abner the son 
of Nér, and unto Am’a-sa the son of 
jJé’thér, whom he slew, and shed the 
blood of war in peace, and put the blood 
of war upon his girdle that was about 
his loins, and in his shoes that were on 
his feet. 

6 Do therefore according to thy wis- 
dom, and let not his hoar head go down 
to the grave in peace. 

7 But show kindness unto the sons of 
Bar-zil'la-i the Gil’é-ad-ite, and let 
them be of those that eat at thy table: 
for so they came to me when I fled be- 
cause of Ab’sa-lém thy brother. 

8 And, behold, thou Aast with thee 
Shim’é-i the son of Gé’ra, a Benjamite 
of Ba-hi’rim, which cursed me with a 
grievous curse in the day when I went 
to Ma’‘ha-na’im: but he came down to 
meet me at Jordan, and I sware to him 
by the Lorn, saying, I will not put thee 
to death with the sword. 

9 Now therefore hold him not guiltless: 
for thou arf a wise man, and knowest 
what thou oughtest to do unto him; but 
his hoar head bring thou down to the 
grave with blood. 

10 So David slept with his fathers, and 
was buried in the city of David. 

11 And the days that David reigned 
over Is’ra-é1 were forty years: seven 
years reigned he in Hé’bron, and thirty 
and three years reigned he in Jerusalem. 

12 @ Then sat Solomon upon the 
throne of David his father; and his king- 
dom was established greatly. 

13 @ And Ad’6-ni’jah the son of Hag! 
gith came to Bath’—shé’ba the mother 
of Solomon. And she said, Comest thou 
peaceably? And he said, Peaceably. 

14 He said moreover, I have some- 
what to say unto thee. And she said, 
Say on. 4 

15 And he said, Thou knowest that the 
kingdom was mine, and that all Is’ra-él 
set their faces on me, that I should 
reign: howbeit the kingdom is turned 
about, and is become my brother’s: for 
it was his from the Lorp. j 

16 And now I ask one petition of thee, 
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Adonijah and Joab slain. ‘Shimei 


deny me not. And she said unto him, 
ay on. ‘ 

17 And he said, Speak, I pray thee, 

to Solomon the king, (for he will not 

say thee nay,) that he give me Ab'i-shag 

the Shy’nam-mite to wife. 

18 And Bath’-shé’ba said, Well; I will 

speak for thee unto the king. 
19 @ Bath’—shé’ba therefore went unto 
‘king Solomon, to speak unto him for 
‘Ad’o-ni’/jah. And the king rose’ up to 
meet her, and bowed himself unto her, 
‘and sat down on his throne, and caused 
‘a seat to be set for the king’s mother; 
‘and she sat on his right hand. 

.20 Then she said, I desire one small 
' petition of thee; J pray thee, say me not 
“nay. And the king said unto her, Ask on, 
ae mother; for I will not say thee nay. 
21 And she said, Let Ab’i-shag the 
“Shy’nam-mite be given to Ad’é-ni‘jah 
_ thy brother to wife. 

22 And king Solomon answered and 
_ said unto his mother, And why dost thou 
ask Ab’i-shag the Shy’nam-mite for 
_ Ad’6-ni'jah? ‘ask for him the kingdom 
also; for he is mine elder brother; even 
_for him, and for A-bi’a-thar the priest, 

and for Jo’ab the son of Zér’y-i'ah. 

23 Then king Solomon sware by the 
‘LorD, saying, God do so to me, and 
“more also, if Ad’6-ni’/jah have not 
spoken this word against his own life. 

24 Now therefore, as the Lorp liveth, 
which hath established me,’ and'set me 
on the throne of David my father, and 
who hath made me a house, as he prom- 
ised, Ad’6-ni/jah shall be put to death 
this day. 

25 And king Solomon sent by the hand 
of Bé-na'iah the son of Jé-hér'a-da; and 
he fell upon him that he died. Bi 

26 @ And unto A-bi’d-thar the priest 
said the king, Get thee to An’a-thoth, 
unto thine own fields; for thou art 
worthy of death: but I will not at this 
time put thee to death, because thou 
‘barest the ark of the Lord Gop before 
‘David my father, and because thou hast 
been afflicted in all wherein my father 
was afflicted. ; 

27 So Solomon thrust out A-bi’A-thar 
from being priest unto the LORD; that 
he might fulfil the word of the Lorn, 
which he spake concerning the house of 
¥£’li in Shiloh. 

28 @ Then tidings came to Jo’ab: for 

jJo‘ab had turned after Ad’6-ni’jah, 
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though he turned not after Ab’sa-lom. 
And Jo’4b fled unto the tabernacle of 
the Lorp and caught hold on the horns 
of the altar. ; 

29 And it was told king Solomon that 
Jo’ab was fled unto the tabernacle of 
the Lorp; and, behold, he is by the 
altar. Then Solomon sent Bé-na’iah 
the son of Jé-h6i’a-da, saying, Go, fall 
upon him. 

30 And Bé-na’iah came to the taber- 
nacle of the Lorp, and said unto him, 
Thus saith the king, Come forth. And 
he said, Nay; but I will die here. And 
Bé-na’iah brought the king word again, 
saying, Thus said Jo’ab, and thus he 
answered me. 3 : 

31 And the king said unto him, Do as 
he hath said, and fall upon him, and 
bury him; that thou mayest take away the 
innocent blood, which Jo’ab shed, from 
me, and from the house of my father. 

32 And the LorD shall return his blood 
upon his own head, who fell upon two 
men more righteous and better than he, 
and slew them with the sword, my father 
David not knowing thereof, to wit, 
Abner the son of Nér, captain of the 
host of Is’ra-@1, and Am’a-sa the son of 
Jé'thér, captain of the host of Judah. 

33 Their blood shall therefore return 
upon the head of Jo’a4b, and upon the 
head of his seed for ever: but upon 
David, and upon his seed, and upon his 
house, and upon his throne, shall there 
be peace for ever from the Lorp. 

34 So Bé-na’iah the son of Jé-héi'a-da 
went up, and fell upon him, and slew 
him: and he was buried in his own house 
in the wilderness. 

35 @ And the king put Bé-na’iah the 
son of Jé-h6i'a-da in his room over the 
host: and Za’d6k the priest did the king 
put in the room of A-bi’4-thar. 

36 @ And the king sent and called for 
Shim/’é-1, and said unto him, Build thee 
a house in Jerusalem, and dweli there, 
and go not forth thence any whither. 

37 Forit shall be, that on the day thou 
goest out, and passest over the brook 
Kid’r6én, thou shalt know for certain 
that thou shalt surely die: thy blood 
shall be upon thine own head. 

38 And Shim’é-i said unto the king, 
The saying is good: as my lord the king 
hath said, so will thy servant do. And 
Shim’é-i dwelt in Jerusalem many days. 

39 And it came to passat the end of 
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three years, that two of the servants of 
Shim’é-i ran away unto A’chish son of 
Ma’a-chah king of Gath. And they told 
Shim’é-i, saying, Behold, thy servants 
be in Gath. 

40 And Shim’é-i arose, and saddled his 
ass, and went to Gath to A’chish to seek 
his servants: and Shim’é-i went, and 
brought his servants from Gath. 

41 And it was told Solomon that 
Shim’é-i had gone from Jerusalem to 
Gath, and was come again. 

42 And the king sent and called for 
Shim’é-i, and said unto him, Did I not 
make thee to swear by the Lorp, and 
protested unto thee, saying, Know for a 
certain, on the day thou goest out, and 
walkest abroad any whither, that thou 
shalt surely die? and thou saidst unto 
me, The word that I have heard is good. 

43 Why then hast thou not kept the 
oath of the LorD, and the command- 
ment that I have charged thee with? 

44 The king said moreover to Shim’é-i, 
Thou knowest all the wickedness which 
thine heart is privy to, that thou didst to 
David my father; therefore the Lorp 
shall return thy wickedness upon thine 
own head: 

45 And king Solomon shail be blessed, 
and the throne of David shall be estab- 
lished before the Lorp for ever. 

46 So the king commanded Bé-na’iah 
the son of Jé-hoi'a-da; which went out, 
and fell upon him, that he died. And the 
kingdom was established in the hand of 
Solomon. 


CHAPTER 3 


Aw? Solomon made affinity with 
Pha’radh king of Egypt, and took 
Pha’raoh’s daughter, and brought her 
into the city of David, until he had made 
an end of building his own house, and 
the house of the Lorn, and the wall of 
Jerusalem round about. 

2 Only the people sacrificed in high 
because there was no house 

ilt unto the name of the Lorp, until 
those days. 

3 And Solomon loved the Lorn, walk- 
ing in the statutes of David his father: 
only he sacrificed and burnt incense in 
high places. 

4 And the king went to Gib’é-én to 
sacrifice there; for that was the great 
high place: a thousand burnt offerings 
did Solomon offer upon that altar. 


Solomon asketh an understanding heart’ 


5 @ In Gib’é-6n the LorD appeared 
to Solomon in a dream by night: and 
God said, Ask what I shall give thee. 

6 And Solomon said, Thou hast showed 
unto thy servant David my father great 
mercy, according as he walked before 
thee in truth, and in righteousness, and 
in uprightness of heart with thee; and 
thou hast kept for him this great kind- 
ness, that thou hast given him a son to 
sit on his throne, as it is this day. 

7 And now, O LorD my God, thou hast 
made thy servant king instead of David 
my father: and I am but a little child: I 
know not how to go cut or come in. 

8 And thy servant is in the midst of thy 
people which thou hast chosen, a great 
people, that cannot be numbered nor 
counted for multitude. 

9 Give therefore thy servant an under- 
standing heart to judge thy people, that 
I may discern between good and bad: 
for who is able to judge this thy so great 
a people? 

10 And the speech pleased the Lorn, 
that Solomon had asked this thing. 

11 And God said unto him, Because 


thou hast asked this thing, and hast not | 


asked for thyself long life; neither hast 
asked riches for thyself, nor hast asked 
the life of thine enemies; but hast asked 
for thyself understanding to discern 
judgment; 

12 Behold, I have done according to 
thy word: lo, I have given thee a wise 
and an understanding heart; so that 
there was none like thee before thee, 
neither after thee shall any arise like 
unto thee. 

13 And I have also given thee that 
which thou hast not asked, both riches, 
and honor: so that there shall not be any 
eons the kings like unto thee all thy 

ays. 

14 And if thou wilt walk in my ways, to 
keep my statutes and my command- 
ments, as thy father David did walk, 
then I will lengthen thy days. 

15 And Solomon awoke; and. behold, 
it was a dream. And he came to Jeru- 
salem, and stood before the ark of the 
covenant of the Lor», and offered up 
burnt offerings, and offered peace offer- 
ings, and made a feast to all his servants. 

16 @ Then came there two women, 
that were harlots, unto the king, and 
stood before him. 

17 And the one woman said, O my 
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His judgment between the two women - 


lord, I and this woman dwell in one 

house; and I was delivered of a child 

» with her in the house. 

+ 18 And it came to pass the third day 
after that I was delivered, that this 


' woman was delivered also: and we were 


together; there was no stranger with us 
in the house, save we two in the house. 
> 19 And this woman’s child died in the 
_ night; because she overlaid it. 

20 And she arose at midnight, and took 
my son from beside me, while thine 
handmaid slept, and laid itin her bosom, 
and laid her dead child in my bosom. 

21 And when I rose in the morning to 


give my child suck, behold, it was dead: 


but when I had considered it in the 
_ morning, behold, it was not my son, 
_ which I did bear. 
_ 22 And the other woman said, Nay; 
but the living is my son, and the dead zs 
_ thy son. And this said, No; but the dead 
is thy son, and the living is my son. 
Thus they spake before the king. 

23 Then said the king, The one saith, 
This is my son that liveth, and thy son 
is the dead: and the other saith, Nay; 
but thy son is the dead, and my son is 
the living. 

24 And the king said, Bring me a 
sword. And they brought a sword be- 
fore the king. 

25 And the king said, Divide the living 
child in two, and give half to the one, 
and half to the other. 

26 Then spake the woman whose the 
living child was unto the king, for her 
bowels yearned upon her son, and she 
said, O my lord, give her the living 
child, andinnowiseslayit. Butthe other 
said, Let it be neither mine nor thine, 
but divide it. 

27 Then the king answered and said, 
Give her the living child, and in no wise 
slay it: she is the mother thereof. 

28 And all Is’ra-é1 heard of the judg- 
ment which the king had judged; and 
they feared the king: for they saw that 
the wisdom of God was in him to do 
judgment. 


CHAPTER 4 
3° king Solomon was king over all 
Is'ra-él, 


2 And these were the princes which he 
had; Az‘a-ri’ah the son of Za’ddk the 


priest, 
3 El/i-ho'réph and A-hi’ah, the sons of 
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Shi’sha, scribes; Jé-hésh’a-phat the son 
of A-hi’liid, the recorder. 

4 And Bé-na’iah the son of Jé-hdéi’a-da 
was over the host: and Za’dok and 
A-bi'a-thar were the priests: 

5 And Az‘a-ri‘ah the son of Nathan was 
over the officers: and Za’bid the son of 
Nathan was principal officer, and the 
king’s friend: 

6 And A-hi’shar was over the house- 
hold: and Ad’6-ni’ram the son of Abda 
was over the tribute. 

7 @ And Solomon had twelve officers 
over all Is‘ra-é1, which provided victuals 
for the king and his household: each man 
his month in a year made provision. 

8 And these are their names: The son 
of Hur, in mount E’phra-im: 

9 The son of Dé’kar, in Ma’kaz, and 
in Sha-al’bim, and Béth’—shé’mésh, and 
B’lén—béth—ha’nan: 

10 The son of Hé’séd, in A-ru’both; to 
him pertained S6’choh, and all the land 
of Hé’phér: 3 

11 The son of A-bin’a-dab, in all the 
region of Dor; which had Ta’phath the 
daughter of Solomon to wife: 

12 Ba’a-na the son of A-hi‘ltid; fo him 
pertained Ta’a-nach and Mé-gid’do, 
and all Béth’—shé’an, which is by Zar- 
ta/nah beneath Jéz’ré-él, from Béth’— 
shé’arn to A’bél—-mé-ho’lah, even unto 
the place that is beyond Jok’né-am: 

13 The son of Gé’bér, in Ra’méth- 
gil’é-ad; to him pertained the towns of 
Jair the son of Ma-nas’séh, which are 
in Gil’é-ad; to him also pertained the 
region of Ar’g6b, which is in Ba’shan, 
threescore great cities with walls and 
brazen bars: 

14 A-hin’a-dab the son of Id’do had 
Ma’ha-na’im: 

15 A-him’4-4z was in Naph’ta-li; he 
also took Bas’math the daughter of 
Solomon to wife: 

16 Ba’a-nah the son of Hti’shai was in 

sh’ér and in A’léth: 

17 Jé-hosh’a-phat the son of Pa-ry’ah, 
in Is’sa-char: f : 

_18 Shim’é-i the son of E’lah, in Ben- 


jamin: 

19 Gé’bér the son of U’ri was in the 
country of Gil’é-ad, in the country of 
Si/hon king of the Am’6-rites, and of 
Og king of Ba’shan; and he was the only 
officer which was in the land. 

20 @ Judah and Is’ra-é1 were many, as 
the sand which is by the sea in multi- 
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tude, eating and drinking, and making 


merry. A Fa 

21 And Solomon reigned over all king- 
doms from the river unto the land of the 
Phi-lis’tines, and unto.the border of 
Egypt: they. brought presents, and 
served Solomon all the days of his life. 
- 22 @ And Solomon’s provision for one 
day was thirty measures of fine flour, 
and threescore measures of meal, 

23 Ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen out 
of the pastures, and a hundred. sheep, 
besides harts, and roebucks, and fallow 
deer, and fatted fowl. 

24 For he had. dominion over all the 
region on this side the river, from Tiph* 
sah even to Az’zah, over all the kings on 
this side the river: and he had peace on 
all sides round about him. 

25 And Judah and Is’ra-é1 dwelt 
safely, every man under his vine and 
under his fig tree, from Dan even to 
Be’ér—shé’ba, all the days of Solomon. 

26 @ And Solomon had forty thousand 
stalls of horses for his chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen. 

27 And those officers provided victuals 
for king Solomon, and_-for all that came 
unto king Solomon’s table, every man in 
his month: they lacked nothing. 

28 Barley also and straw for the horses 
and dromedaries brought they unto the 
place where the officers. were, every 
man according to his charge. 

29 @ And God gave Solomon wisdom 
and understanding exceeding much, 
and largeness of heart, even as the sand 
that is on the seashore. — - 

30 And Solomon’s wisdom excelled 
the wisdom of all the children of the 
east country, and all the wisdom of 
Egypt. i s 

31 For he was wiser than all men; than 
—’ than the Ez’ra-hite, and Hé’m&n, and 
€hal’col, and Dar’da, the sons of Mat‘ 
hdl: and his fame was in all nations 
round about, 

32 And he spake three thousand 
proverbs: and his songs were a thou- 
sand and five, 

33 And he spake of trees, from the 
cedar tree that is in Lebanon even unto 
the hyssop that springeth out of the 
wall: he spake also of beasts, and of 
fowl, and of creeping things, and of 
ora th 

ere came of all le to 
hear the wisdom of Sree tn

CHAPTER 5 
ZAND Hiram king of Tyre sent his 
servants unto Solomon; for he had 
heard that they had anointed him king 
in the room of his father: for Hiram was 
ever a lover of David. 

2 And Solomon sent to Hiram, saying, 

3 Thou knowest how that David my 
father could not build a house unto the 
name of the LorD his God, for the wars 
which were about him on every side, 
until the Lorp put them under the soles 
of his feet. 

4 But now the LorD my God hath given 
me.rest.on every side, so that there is 
neither adversary nor evil occurrent. 

5 And, behold, I purpose to build a 
house unto the name of the Lorp my 
God, as the Lorp spake unto David my 
father, saying, Thy son, whom I will 
set upon thy throne in thy room, he 
shall build a house unto my name. . 

6 Now therefore command thou that 
they hew mecedar trees out of Lebanon; 
and my servants shall be with thy sery- 
ants: and unto thee will I give hire for 
thy servants according to all that thou 
shalt appoint: for thou knowest that 
there is not among us any that can skill 
to hew timber like unto the Si-do- 
ni-ans,. ; 

7 @ And it came to pass, when Hiram 
heard the words. of Solomon, that he 
rejoiced greatly, and said, Blessed be 
the Lorp. this. day,. which hath given 
unto David a wise son over this great 
people. 

8 And Hiram. sent to Solomon, saying, 
I have considered the things which thou 
sentest to me for: and I will do all thy 
desire concerning timber of cedar, and 
concerning timber of fir, 

9 My servants shall bring them down 
from Lebanon unto the sea; and I will 
convey them by sea in floats unto the 
place that thou shalt appoint me, and 
will cause them to be discharged there, 
and thou shalt receive them; and thou 
shalt accomplish my desire, in giving 
food for my household. 

i0 So Hiram gave Solomon cedar trees 
and fir trees according to all his desire. 

11 And Solomon gave Hiram twenty 
thousand measures of wheat for food 


all to his household, and twenty measures 
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) The building of the house of the Lord 
_ of pure oil: thus gave Solomon to Hiram 
year by year. 

) 12 And the Lorp gave.Solomon wis- 
/ dom, as he promised him: and there 
) was peace between Hiram and Solomon; 
) and they two made a league together. 
» 13 @ And king Solomon raised a levy 
7 out of all Is’ra-él; and the levy was 
» thirty thousand men. 

- 14 And he sent them to Lebanon, ten 
_ thousand a month by courses: a month 
’ they were in Lebanon, and two months 
/ at home: and Ad’6-ni’rim was over the 


levy. 

* 15 And Solomon had threescore and 

_ ten thousand that bare burdens, and 

fourscore thousand hewers in the 

_ mountains; 

16 Besides the chief of Solomon’s 

_ officers which were over the work, three 

_ thousand and three hundred, which 
ruled over the people that wrought in 

_ the work. 

17 And the king commanded, and 
they brought great stones, costly stones, 

- and hewed stones, to lay the foundation 
_ of the house. 

18 And Solomon’s builders and Hiram’s 
builders did hew them, and the stone- 
Squarers: so they prepared timber and 
stones to build the house. 


CHAPTER 6 


ND it came to pass in the four hun- 
dred and eightieth year after the 
children of Is'ra-é1 were come out of the 
land of Egypt, in the fourth year of 
Solomon’s reign over Is’ra-él, in the 
month Zif, which is the second month, 
that he began to build the house of the 
LORD. 

2 And the house which king Solomon 
built for the Lorp, the length thereof 
was threescore cubits, and the breadth 
thereof twenty cubits, and the height 
thereof thirty cubits. 

3 And the porch before the temple of 
the house, twenty cubits was the length 
thereof, according to the breadth of 
the house; and ten cubits was the 
breadth thereof before the house. 

4 And for the house he made windows 
of narrow lights. ij 

§ @ And against the wall of the house 
he built chambers round about, against 
the walls or the house round about, 
both of the temple and of the oracle; and 
he made chambers round about. 
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6 The nethermost chamber was five 
cubits broad, and the middle was six 
cubits broad, and the third was seven 
cubits broad: for without in the wall-of 
the house he made narrowed rests 
round about, that the beams should not 
be fastened in the walls of the house. 

7 And the house, when it was in build- 
ing, was built of stone made ready be- 
fore it was brought thither: so that there 
was neither hammer nor axe nor any 
tool of iron heard in the house, while it 
was in building. 

8 The door for the middle chamber was 
in the right side of the house: and they 
went up with winding stairs into the 
middle chamber, and out of the middle 
into the third. 

9 So he built the house, and finished 
it; and covered the house with beams 
and boards of cedar. 

10 And then he built chambers against 
all the house, five cubits high: and they 
rested on the house with timber of 
cedar. ; 

11 @ And the word of the Lorp came 
to Solomon, ‘saying, 

12 Concerning this house which thou 
art in building, if thou wilt walk in my 
statutes, and execute ‘my judgments, 
and keep all my commandments to walk 
in them; then will I perform my word 
with thee, which I spake unto David thy 
father: 

13 And I will dwell among the children 
of is’ra-é1, and will not forsake my 


people Is’ra-él. 
built the house, and 


14 So Solomon 
finished it. 

15: And he built the walls of the house 
within with boards of cedar, both the 
floor of the house, and. the walls of the 
ceiling: and he covered them on the in- 
side with wood, and covered the floor 
of the house with planks of fir. 

16 And he built twerty cubits on the 
sides of the house, both the floor and 
the walls with boards of cedar: he even 
built: them for it within, even for the 
oracle, even for the most holy place. 

17 And the house, that is, the temple 
before it, was forty cubits long. 

18 And the cedar of the house within 
was carved with knops and open flowers: 
all was cedar; there was no stone seen, 

19 And the oracle he prepared in the 
house within, to set there the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD. . ‘ 
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20 And the oracle in the forepart was 
twenty cubits in length, and twenty 
cubits in breadth, and twenty cubits in 
the height thereof: and he overlaid it 
with pure gold; and so covered the altar 
which was of cedar. 

21 So Solomon overlaid the house with- 
in with pure gold: and he made a parti- 
tion by the chains of gold before the 
oracle; and he overlaid it with gold. 

22 And the whole house he overlaid 
with gold, until he had finished all the 
house: also the whole altar that was by 
the oracle he overlaid with gold. 

23 @ And within the oracle he made 
two cherubim of olive tree, each ten 
cubits high. 

24 And five cubits was the one wing 
of the cherub, and five cubits the other 
wing of the cherub: from the uttermost 
part of the one wing unto the uttermost 
part of the other were ten cubits. 

25 And the other cherub was ten cubits: 
both the cherubim were of one measure 
and one size. 

26 The height of the one cherub was 
ten cubits, and so was it of the other 
cherub. 

27 And he set the cherubim within the 
inner house: and they stretched forth lars. 
the wings of the cherubim, so that the 
wing of the one touched the one wall, 
and the wing of the other cherub touched 
the other wall; and their wings touched 
one another in the midst of the house. 

Pie he overlaid the cherubim with 
go! 

29 And he carved all the walls of the 
house round about with carved figures 
of cherubim and palm trees and open 
flowers, within and without. 

30 And the floor of the house he over- 
laid with gold, within and without. 

31 @ And for the entering of the oracle 
he made doors of olive tree: the lintel 
rors side posts were a fifth part of the 
wa 

32 The two doors also were of olive 
tree; and he carved upon them carvings 
of cherubim and palm trees and open 
flowers, and overlaid them with gold, 
and spread gold upon the cherubim, 
and upon the palm trees. 

33 So also made he for the door of the 
temple posts of olive tree, a fourth part 
of the wall. 

34 And the two doors were of fir tree: 
the two leaves of the one door were fold- 


The ornaments. Solomon buildeth his own house 


ing, and the two leaves of the other door 
were folding. 

35 And he carved thereon cherubim 
and palm trees and open flowers: and 
covered where with gold fitted upon the 
carved work 

36 @ And he built the inner court with 
three rows of hewed stone, and a row of 
cedar beams. 

37 @ In the fourth year was the foun- 
dation of the house of the Lorp laid, in 
the month Zif: 

38 And in the eleventh year, in the 
month Bil, which is the eighth month, 
was the house finished throughout a 
the parts thereof, and according to all 
the fashion of it. So was he seven years 
in building it. 


CHAPTER 7 
UT Solomon was building his own 
house thirteen years, and he fin- 
ished all his house. 

2 @ He built also the house of the 
forest of Lebanon; the length thereof 
was a hundred cubits, and the breadth 
thereof fifty cubits, and the height there- 
of thirty cubits, upon four rows of cedar 
pillars, with cedar beams upon the pil- 


3 ete it was covered with cedar above 
upon the beams, that Jay on forty-five 
pillars, fifteen in a row. 

4 And there were windows in three 
rows, and light was against light in three 


5 And all the doors and posts were 
square, with the windows: and light was 
against light in three ranks. 

6 @ And he made a porch of pillars; 
the length thereof was fifty cubits, and 
the breadth thereof thirty cubits: and 
the porch was before them: and the 
other pillars and the thick beam were 
before them. 

7 @ Then he made a porch for the 
throne where he might judge, even the 
porch of judgment: and it was covered 
with cedar from one side of the Stor: te 
the other. 

8 @ And biatiouse wikershediaPand 
another court within the porch, which 
was of the like work. Solomon made 
also a house for Pha’radh’s daughter, 
whom he had taken fo wife, like unto 
this porch. 

9 All these were of costly stones, ac- 
cording to the measures of hewed 
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‘stones, sawed with saws, within and 
without, even from the foundation unto 


" the coping, and so on the outside toward 
_ the great court. 


10 And the foundation was of costly 


' stones, even great stones, stones of ten 


» cubits, and stones of eight cubits. 


i 


11 And above were costly stones, after 
the measures of hewed stones, and 
cedars. 

12 And the great court round about was 


" with three rows of hewed stones, and a 
row of cedar b2ams, both for the inner 
_ court of the house of the LorD, and for 


the porch of the house. 
13 @ And king Solomon sent and 


' fetched Hiram out of Tyre. 


14 He was a widow’s son of the tribe 
of Naph’ta-li, and his father was a man 
of Tyre, a worker in brass: and he was 
filled with wisdom, and understanding, 
and cunning to work all works in brass. 
And he came to king Solomon, and 
wrought all his work. 

15 For he cast two pillars of brass, of 
eighteen cubits high apiece: and a line 
of twelve cubits did compass either of 
them about. 

16 And he made two chapiters of mol- 
ten brass, to set upon the tops of the 
pillars: the height of the one chapiter 
was five cubits, and the height of the 
other chapiter was five cubits: 

17 And nets of checkerwork, and 
wreaths of chainwork, for the chapiters 
which were upon the top of the pillars; 
seven for the one chapiter, and seven 
for the other chapiter. 

18 And he made the pillars, and two 
rows round about upon the one net- 
work, to cover the chapiters that were 
upon the top, with pomegranates: and 
so did he for the other chapiter. 

19 And the chapiters that were upon 
the top of the pillars were of lily work 
in the porch, four cubits. 

20 And the chapiters upon the two pil- 
lars had pomegranates also above, over 
against the belly which was by the net- 
work: and the pomegranates were two 
hundred in rows round about upon the 
other chapiter. 

21 And he set up the pillars in the 
porch of the temple: and he set up the 
right pillar, and called the name thereof 
Ja’chin: and he set up the left pillar, and 
called the name thereof Boaz. 

22 And upon the top of the pillars was 
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lily work: so was the work of the pillars 
finished. 

23 @ And he made a molten sea, ten 
cubits from the one brim to the other: 
it was round all about, and his height 
was five cubits: and a line of thirty cu- 
bits did compass it round about. 

24 And under the brim of it reund about 
there were knops compassing it, ten in 
acubit, compassing the sea round about: 
the knops were cast in two rows, when 
it was cast. 

25 It stood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three look- 
ing toward the west, and three looking 
toward the south, and three looking to- 
ward the east: and the sea was set above 
upon them, and all their hinder parts 
were inward. 

26 And it was a handbreadth thick, and 
the brim thereof was wrought like the 
brim of a cup, with flowers of lilies: it 
contained two thousand baths. 

27 @ And he made ten bases of brass; — 
four cubits was the length of one base, 
and four cubits the breadth thereof, and 
three cubits the height of it. 

28 And the work of the bases was on 
this manner: they had borders, and the 
borders were between the ledges: 

29 And on the borders that were be- 
tween the ledges were lions, oxen, and 
cherubim: and upon the ledges there 
was a base above: and beneath the lions 
and oxen were certain additions made of 
thin work. 

30 And every base had four brazen 
wheels, and plates of brass: and the four 
corners thereof had undersetters: under 
the laver were undersetters molten, at 
the side of every addition. 

31 And the mouth of it within the chapi- 
ter and above wasacubit: but the mouth 
thereof was round after the work of the 
base, a cubit and a half: and also upon 
the mouth of it were gravings with their 
borders, foursquare, not round. 

32 And under the borders were four 
wheels; and the axletrees of the wheels 
were joined to the base: and the height 
of a wheel was a cubit and half a cubit. 

33, And the work of the wheels was like 
the work of a chariot wheel: their axle- 
trees, and their naves, and their felloes, 
and their spokes, were all molten. 

34 And there were four undersetters to 
the four corners of one base: and the 
undersetters were of the very base itself. 
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35 And in the top of the base was there 
a round compass of half a cubit high: 
and on the top of the base the ledges 
thereof and the borders thereof were of 
the same. 

36 For on the plates of the ledges there- 
of, and on the borders thereof, he graved 
cherubim, lions, and palm trees, accord- 
ing to the proportion of every one, and 
additions round about. 

37 After this manner he made the ten 
bases: all of them had one casting, one 
measure, and one size. 

38 @ Then made he ten lavers of brass: 
one laver contained forty baths: and 
every laver was four cubits: and upon 
every one of the ten bases one laver. 

39 And he put five bases on the right 
side of the house, and five on the left 
side of the house: and he set the sea on 
the right side of the house eastward, 
over against the south. 

40 @ And Hiram made the lavers, and 
the’shovels, and the basins. So Hiram 
made an end of doing all the work that 
he made king Solomon for the house of 
the LorD: 

41 The two pillars, and the two bowls 
of the chapiters that were on the top of 
the two pillars; and the two networks, to 
cover the two bowls of the chapiters 
which were upon the top of the pillars; 

42 And four hundred pomegranates for 
the two networks, even two rows of 
pomegranates for one network, to cover 
the two bowls of the chapiters that were 
upon the pillars; 

43 And the ten bases, and ten lavers 
on the bases; 

44 And one sea, and twelve oxen under 
the sea; 

45 And the pots, and the shovels, and 
the basins: and all these vessels, which 
Hiram made to king Solomon for the 
house of the LorD, were of bright brass. 

46 In the plain of Jordan did the king 
cast them, in the clay ground between 
Siic’cOth and Zar’than. 

47 And Solomon left all the vessels un- 
weighed, because they were exceeding 
many: neither was the weight of the 
brass found out. 

48 And Solomon made all the vessels 
that pertained unto the house of the 
Lorp: the altar of gold, and the table of 
gold, whereupon the showbread was, 

49 And the candlesticks of pure gold, 
five on the right side; and five on the 
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left, before the oracle, with the flowers, 
and the lamps, and the tongs of gold, 

50 And the bowls, and the snuffers, ani 
the basins, and the spoons, and the cen- 
sers of pure gold; and the hinges of gold, 
both for the doors of the inner house, 
the most holy place, and for the doors of 
the house, fo wit, of the temple. 

51 So was ended all the work that king 
Solomon made for the house of the Lorp. 
And Solomon brought in the things 
which David his father had dedicated; 
even the silver, and the gold, and the 
vessels, did he put among the treasures 
of the house of the Lorp. 


CHAPTER 8 


«PRES Solomon assembled the elders 
of Is’ra-l, and all the heads of the 
tribes, the chief of the fathers of the 
children of Is’ra-&1, unto king Solomon 
in Jerusalem, that they might bring up 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp out 
of the city of David, which is Zion: 

2 And all the men of Is’ra-él assembled 
themselves unto king Solomon at the 
feast in the month Eth’a-nim, which is 
the seventh month. 

3 And all the elders of Is’ra-él-came, 
and the priests took up the ark. | 
4 And they brought up the ark of the 
Lorp, and the tabernacie of the congre- 
gation, and all the holy vessels that were 
in the tabernacle, even those did the 

priests and the Lé’vites bring up. 

5 And king Solomon, and all the con- 
gregation of Is‘ra-él, that were assem- 
bled unto him, were with him before the 
ark, sacrificing sheep and oxen, that 
could not be told nor numbered for mul- 
titude. 

6 And the priests brought in the ark of 
the covenant of the LorD unto his place, 
into the oracle of the house, to the most 
holy place, even under the wings of the 
cherubim. 

7 For the cherubim spread forth their 
two wings over the place of the ark, and 
the cherubim covered the ark ‘and the 
staves thereof above. 

8 And they drew out the cisttess that 
the ends of the staves were seen out in 
the holy place before the oracle, and 
they were not seen without: and there 
they are unto this day. i 

9 There was ni in the ark save 
the two tables of stone, which Moses put — 
there at Ho’réb, when the Lorp madea 
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sovenant with the children of Is'ra-&l, 


) 10Andit came to pass, when the priests 
‘were come out of the holy place, that 
the cloud filled the house of the LorD, 
11 So that the priests could not stand 
to minister because of the cloud: for the 
glory of the Lorp had filled the house of 
the Lorp. 
12 @ Then spake Solomon, The Lorp 
said that he would dwell in the thick 
_ darkness. 
_ 131 have surely built thee a house to 
_ dwell in, a settled place for thee to abide 
4 in for ever. 
. 14 And the king turned his face about, 
_ and blessed all the congregation of Ist 

; oes and all the congregation of Is’ra-él 

stood; 

15 And he said, Blessed be the Lorp 

_ God of Is'ra-é1, which spake with his 
mouth unto David my father, and hath 
with his hand fulfilled it, saying, 

16 Since the day that I brought forth 
my people Is’ra-él out of Egypt, I chose 

“no city out of all the tribes of Is’ra-él to 
' build a house, that my name might be 

therein; but I chose David to be over 
my people Is’ra-él. 

17 And it was in the heart of David my 
father to build a house for the name of 
the Lorp God of Is’ra-él. 

18 And the LorpD said unto David my 
father, Whereas it was in thine heart to 
build a house unto my name, thou didst 
well that it was in thine heart. 

19 Nevertheless thou shalt not build 
the house; but thy son that shall come 

forth out of thy loins, he shall build the 
house unto my name. 

_ 20 And the Lorp hath performed his 
_ word that he spake, and I am risen u 

_ in the room of Dayid my father, and sit 
on the throne of Is’ra-él, as the LorD 
promised, and have built a house for the 
name of the Lorp God of Is’ra-él. 

21 And I have set there a place for the 
ark, wherein is the covenant of the 
Lorp, which he made with our fathers, 
when he brought them out of the land 
of Egypt. 

22 @ And Solomon stood before the 
altar of the LorD in the presence of all 
the congregation of Is’ra-él, and spread 
forth his hands toward heaven: 

23 And he said, LORD God of Is’ra-81, 
there is no God like thee, in heaven 
above, or on earth beneath, who keepest 
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covenant and mercy with thy servants 


. that walk before thee with all their heart: 


24 Who hast kept with thy servant 
David my father that thou promisedst 
him: thou spakest also with thy mouth, 
and hast fulfilled 7¢ with thine hand, as 
it is this day. © 

25 Therefore now, Lord God of [s'ra-él, 
keep with thy servant David my father 
that thou promisedst him, saying, There 
shall not fail thee a man in my sight to 
sit on the throne of Is‘ra-él; so that thy 
children take heed to their way, that 
they walk before me as thou hast 
walked before me. 

26 And now, O God of fs‘ra-él, let thy 
word, I pray thee, be verified, which thou 
spakestuntothy servant David my father. 

27 But will God indeed dwell on the 
earth? behold, the heaven and heaven 
of heavens cannot contain thee; how 
much less this house that I have builded? 

28 Yet have thou respect unto the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his sup- 
plication, O LorD my God, to hearken 
unto the cry and to the prayer, which 
thy servant prayeth before thee to-day: 

29 That thine eyes may be open toward 
this house night and day, even toward 
the place of which thou hast said, My 
name shall be there: that thou mayest 
hearken unto the prayer which thy serv- 
ant shall make toward this place. 

30 And hearken thou to the supplica- 
tion of thy servant, and of thy people 
Is’ra-é1, when they shall pray toward 
this place: and hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling place: and when thou hearest, 
forgive. 

31 @ If any man trespass against his 
neighbor, and an oath be laid upon him 
to cause him to swear, and ithe oath 
come before thine altar in this house: 

32 Then hear thou in heaven, and do, 
and judge thy servants, condemning the 
wicked, to bring his way upon his head; 
and justifying the righteous, to give him 
according to his righteousness. 

33 @ When thy people Is’ra-él be smit- 
ten down before the enemy, because 
they have sinned against thee, and shall 
turn again to thee, and confess thy 
name, and pray, and make supplication 
unto thee in this house: 

34 Then hear thou in heaven, and for- 
give the sin of thy people Is'ra-él, and 
bring them again unto the land which 
thou gavest unto their fathers. 
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35 @ When heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee; if they pray toward 
this place, and confess thy name, and 
a from their sin, when thou afflictest 

em: 

36 Then hear thou in heaven, and for- 
give the sin of thy servants, and of thy 
people Is’ra-é1, that thou teach them the 
good way wherein they should walk, and 
give rain upon thy land, which thou hast 
given to thy people for an inheritance. 

37 @ If there be in the land famine, if 
there be pestilence, blasting, mildew, 
locust, or if there be caterpillar; if their 
enemy besiege them in the land of their 
cities; whatsoever plague, whatsoever 
sickness there be; 

38 What prayer and supplication soever 
be made by any man, or by all thy people 
Is’r4-é1, which shall know every man the 
plague of his own heart, and spread forth 
his hands toward this house: 

39 Then hear thou in heaven thy dwell- 
ing place, and forgive, and do, and give 
to every man according to his ways, 
whose heart thou knowest; (for thou, 
even thou only, knowest the hearts of 
all the children of men;) 

40 That they may fear thee all the days 
that they live in the land which thou 
gavest unto our fathers. 

41 Moreover concerning a stranger, 
that is not of thy people Is’ra-él, but 
cometh out of a far country for thy 
name’s sake; 

42 (For they shall hear of thy great 
name, and of thy strong hand, and of 
thy stretched out arm;) when he shall 
come and pray toward this house: 

43 Hear thou in heaven thy dwelling 
place, and do according to all’that the 
stranger calleth to thee for: that all peo- 
ple of the earth may know thy name, to 
fear thee, as do thy people Is’ra-él; and 
that they may know that this house, 
which I have builded, is called by thy 
name. 

44 @ If thy people go out to battle 
against their enemy, whithersoever thou 
shalt send them, and shall pray unto the 
Lorp toward the city which thou hast 
chosen, and foward the house that I 
have built for thy name: 

45 Then hear thou in heaven their 
prayer and their supplication, and main- 
tain their cause, 

46 If they sin against thee, (for there is 
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no man that sinneth not,) and thou 
angry with them, and deliver them 
the enemy, so that they carry them awa 
captives unto the land of the enemy, 


captives, and repent, and make suppli- 
cation unto thee in the land of them 
that carried them captives saying, We 
have sinned, and have done perversely, 
we have committed wickedness; 

48 And so return unto thee with all 
their heart, and with all their soul, in 
the land of their enemies, which led 
them away captive, and pray unto thee 
toward their land, which thou gavest 
unto their fathers, the city which thou 
hast chosen, and the house which I have 
built for thy name: 

49 Then hear thou their prayer and 
their supplication in heaven thy dwell- 
ing place, and maintain their cause, 

50 And forgive thy people that have 
sinned against thee, and all their trans- 
gressions wherein they have trans- 
gressed against thee, and give them 
compassion before them who carried 
them captive, that they may have com- 
passion on them: 

51 For they be thy people, and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest forth 
out of Egypt, from the midst of the fur- 
nace of iron: 

52 That thine eyes may be open unto 
the supplication of thy servant, and unto 
the supplication of thy people Is’r4-él, 
to hearken unto them in ail that they 
call for unto thee. 

53 For thou didst separate them from 
among all the people of the earth, to be 
thine inheritance, as thou spakest by 
the hand of Moses thy servant, when 
thou broughtest our fathers out of 
Egypt, O Lord Gop. 

54 And it was so, that when Solomon 
had made an end of praying all this 
prayer and supplication unto the Lorp, 
he arose from before the altar of the 
Lorn, from kneeling on his knees with 
his hands spread up to heaven. 

55 And he stood, and blessed all the 
congregation of Is’ra-é1 with a loud 
voice, saying, 

56 Blessed be the Lor», that hath given 
rest unto his people igte-Ab according 
to all that he promised; there hath not 
failed one word of all his good promise, 
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which he promised by the hand of 
Moses his servant. 
57 The Lorp our God be with us, as he 
was with our fathers: let him not leave 
us, nor forsake us: 
| 58 That he may incline our hearts unto 
him, to walk in all his ways, and to keep 
his commandments, and his statutes, 
and his judgments, which he com- 
anded our fathers. 
59 And let these my words, wherewith 
I have made supplication before the 
9 be nigh unto the Lorp our God 
day and night, that he maintain the 
ause of his servant, and the cause of 
his people Is'r4-él at all times, as the 
matter shall require: 
' 60 That all the people of the earth may 
‘know that the LorD is God, and that 
there is none else. 
' 61 Let your heart therefore be perfect 
‘with the LorpD our God, to walk in his 
Statutes, and to keep his command- 
' ments, as at this day. 
' 62 @ And the king, and all Is’ra-él with 
"him, offered sacrifice before the LorD. 
_ 63 And Solomon offered a sacrifice of 
| peace offerings, which he offered unto the 
' Lorp, twoand twenty thousand oxen,and 
a hundred and twenty thousand sheep. 
So the king and all the ch'ldren of Is‘ 
' ra-él dedicated the house of the LorD. 
64 The same day did the king hallow 
| the middle of the court that was before 
the house of the Lorp: for there he of- 
ered burnt offerings, and meat offerings, 


| cause the brazen altar that was before

_ 65 And at that time Solomon held a 
‘feast, and all Is‘ra-él with him, a great 
“congregation, from the entering in of

the Lorp our God, seven days and 
' Seven days, even fourteen days. 

_ 66 On the eighth day he sent the people 
away: and they blessed the king, and 
' went unto their tents joyful and glad of 
heart for all the goodness that the LorD 
had done for David his servant, and for 
s'ra-él his people. ‘a

AD it came to pass, when Solomon 
x had finished the building of the

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and all Solomon’s desire which he was 
pleased to do, 

2 That the Lorp appeared to Solomon 
the second time, as he had appeared 
unto him at Gib’é-on. 

3 And the LorD said unto him, I have 
heard thy prayer and thy supplication, 
that thou hast made before me: I have 
hallowed this house, which thou hast 
built, to put my name there for ever; and 
mine eyes and mine heart shall be there 
perpetually. 

4 And if thou wilt walk before me, as 
David thy father walked, in integrity of 
heart, and in uprightness, to do accord- 
ing to all that I have commanded thee, 
and wilt keep my statutes and my judg- 
ments; 

5 Then I will establish the throne of thy 
kingdom upon Is’ra-él for ever, as I 
promised to David thy father, saying, 
There shall not fail thee a man upon the 
throne of Is’ra-€l. 

6 But if ye shall at all turn from follow- 
ing me, ye or your children, and will not 
keep my commandments and my stat- 
utes which I have set before you, but 
go and serve other gods, and worship 
them; 

7 Then will I cut off Is’ra-él out of the 
land which I have given them; and this 
house, which I have hallowed for my 
name, will I cast out of. my sight; and 
Is'ra-él shall be a proverb and a byword 
among all people: 

8 And at this house, which is high, 
every one that passeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss; and they shall 
say, Why hath the LorD done thus unto 
this land, and to this house? 

9 And they shall answer, Because they 
forsook the LorD their God, who brought 
forth their fathers out of the land of 
Egypt, and have taken hold upon other 
gods, and have worshipped them, and 
served them: therefore hath the LorpD 
brought upon them all this evil. 

10 @ And it came to pass at the end of 
twenty years, when Solomon had built 
the two houses, the house of the Lorn, 
and the king’s house, 

11 (Now Hiram the king of Tyre had 
furnished Solomon with cedar trees and 
fir trees, and with gold, according to all 
his desire,) that then king Solomon gave 
Hiram twenty cities in the land of 
Galilee.

see the cities which Solomon had given 
him; and they pleased him not. 

13 And he said, What cities are these 
which thou hast given me, my brother?

15 @ And this is the reason of the levy 
which king Solomon raised; for to build 
the house of the LorpD, and his own 
house, and Mil’ld, and the wall of Jeru- 
salem, and Ha’zér, and Mé-gid’d6, and 
Gé’zér. 

16 For Pha’rath king of Egypt had gone 
up, and taken Gé’zér, and burnt it with 
fire, and slain the Ca’ndan-ites that 
dwelt in the city, and given it for a pres- 
ent unto his daughter, Solomon’s wife. 

17 And Solomon built Gé’zér, and 
Béth’—hd’rén the nether. 

1g And Ba‘al-ath, and Tad’mr in the 
wilderness, in the ‘land, 

19 And all the cities of store that Solo- 
mon had, and cities for his chariots, and 
cities for his horsemen, and that which 
Solomon desired to build in Jerusalem, 
and in Lebanon, and in all the land of 
his dominion.

21 Their children that were left after 
them in the land, whom the children of 
Is‘ra-él also were not able utterly to de- 
stroy, upon those did Solomon levy a 
tribute of bondservice unto this day. 

22 But of the children of Is’ra-€l did 
Solomon make no bondmen: but they 
were men of war, and his servants, and 
his princes, and his captains, and rulers 
of his chariots, and his horsemen. 

23 These were the chief of the officers 
that were over Solomon’s work, five hun- 
dred and fifty, which bare rule over the 
people that wrought in the work. 

24 @ But Pha’rath’s daughter came up 
out of the city of David unto her house 
which Solomon had bvilt for her: then 
did he build Mil’ls. 

25 € And three times in a year did 
Solomon offer burnt offerings and peace 
offerings upon the altar which he built 
unto the LoRD, and he burnt incense 
upon the altar that was before the Lorp.

15 For it came to pass, when David was 
in E’dém, and Jo’ab the captain of the 
host was gone up to bury the slain, after 
he had smitten every male in E’dém; 

16 (For six-months did: Jo’ab remain 
there with all Is’ra-él, until he had cut 
off every male in E’dém:) 

17 That Ha’dad fled, he and certain 
E’dém-ites of his father’s servants with 
him; to go into Egypt; Ha’dad being yet 
a little child. 

18 And they arose out of Mid’i-an, and 
came to Pa’ran: and they took men with 
them out of Pa’ran, and they came to 
Egypt, unto Pha’radh king of Egypt; 
which gave him a house, and appointed 
him victuals, and gave him land. 

19 And Ha’dad found great favor in the 
sight of Pha‘radh, so that he gave him to 
wife the sister of his own wife, the sister 
of Tah’pé-nés the queen. 

20 And the sister of Tah’pé-nés bare 
him Gé-nii’bath his son, whom Tah’ pé- 
nés weaned in Pha’radh’s house: and 
Gé-nii’bath was in Pha’rath’s house- 
hold among the sons of Pha‘raoh.

23 @ And God stirred him up another 
adversary, Ré’zén the son of E-li’a-dah, 
which fled from his lord Had’ad-é’zér 
king of Zo’bah: 

24 And he gathered men unto him, and 
became captain over a band, when 
David slew them of Zobah: and they 
went to Damascus, and dwelt therein, 
and reigned in Damascus. 

25 And he was an adversary to Is’ra-él 
all the days. of Solomon, besides the mis- 
chief that Ha’dad did: and he abhorred 
Is'ra-él, and reigned over Syria. 

26 @ And Jér’o-bo’aim the son of Né* 
bat, an Eph’rath-ite of Zér’é-da, Solo- 
mon’s servant, whose mother’s name 
was Zé-ryah, a widow woman, even he 
lifted up Ais hand against the king. 

27 And this was the cause that he lifted 
up Ais hand against the king: Solomon 
built Mil’ls, and repaired the breaches 
of the city of David his father. 

28 And the man Jér’6-bd’Am was a 
mighty man of valor: and Solomon see- 
ing the young man that he was indus- 
trious, he made him ruler over all the 
charge of the house of Joseph. 

29 And it came to pass at that time 
when Jér’6-bd’Am went out of Jerusa- 
lem, that the prophet A-hi’jah the Shit 
16-nite found him in the way; and he had 
clad himself with a new garment; and 
they two were alone in the field:

_ which is right in mine eyes, and to keep

t _ 34 Howbeit I will not take the whole 
_ Kingdom out of his hand: but I will make 
_ him prince all the days of his life for 
_ David my servant’s sake, whom I chose, 
_ because he keptmy commandments and

6 @ And king Ré’h6-bd’am consulted 
with the old men, that stood before Solo- 
mon his father while he yet lived, and 
said, How do ye advise that I may an- 
swer this people? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, If 
thou wilt be a servant unto this people 
this day, and wilt serve them, and an- 
swer them, and speak good words to 
them, then they will be thy servants for 
ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel of the old 
men, which they had given him, an 
consulted with the young men that were 
grown up with him, and which stood be- 
fore him:

13 Was it not told my lord what I did 
when Jéz’é-bél slew the prophets of the 
LorD, how I hid a hundred men of the 
LorpD’s prophets by fifty in a cave, and 
fed them with bread and water? 

14 And now thou sayest, Go, tell thy 
lord, Behold, E-li’jah is here: and he 
shall slay me. ‘ 

15 And E-li’jah said, As the Lorp of 
hosts liveth, before whom I stand, I will 
surely show myself unto him to-day. 

16 So O/ba-di’ah went to meet Ahab, 
and told him: and Ahab went to meet 
E-l’jah. 

17 @ And it came to pass, when 
Ahab saw E-li’jah, that Ahab said unto 
him, Arf thou he that troubleth Is’ra-él? 
.18 And he answered, I have not trou- 
bled Is’ra-é1; but thou, and thy father’s 
house, in that ye have forsaken the com- 
mandments of the LORD, and thou hast 
followed Ba’a-lim. 

19 Now therefore send, and gather to 
me all Is’ra-é] unto mount Car’mél, and 
the prophets of Ba’al four hundred and 
fifty, and the prophets of the groves 
ae hundred, which eat at Jéz’é-bél’s 
table.

21 And E-li’jah came unto all the peo- 
ple, and: said, How long halt ye between 
two opinions? if the LorpD be God, fol- 
low him:. but if Ba’al, then follow him. 
And the people answered him, not a 
word, © 

22 Then said E-li’jah unto the people, 
I, even I only, remain a prophet of the 
Lorp; but Ba’al’s prophets are four 
hundred and fifty men. t Ob 
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23 Let them therefore give us two bul- 
locks; and let them choose one bullock 
for themselves, and cut it in pieces, and 
lay it on wood, and put no fire under: 
and I will dress the other bullock, and 
lay it on wood, and put no fire under; 

24 And call ye on the name of:-your 
gods, and I will call on the name of the 
LorpD: and the God that answereth by 
fire, let him be God. And all the people 
answered. and said, It is well spoken. 

25 And E-li’jah said unto the prophets 
of Ba’al, Choose you one bullock for 
yourselves, and dress i¢ first; for ye aré 
many; and call on the: name of your 
gods, but put no fire under: 

26 And they took the bullock which 
was given them, and they: dressed ié, 
and called on the name of Ba’al from 
morning even: until ‘noon, ‘saying, O 
Ba’al, hear:us. But there was no voice, 
nor any that answered. And they leaped 
upon the altar which was made: 

27 And it came to pass at noon, that 
E-l’jah mocked them, and said, Cry 
aloud: for he is a god; either he is talk- 
ing, or he is pursuing; or he is in a jour- 
ney, or peradventure ‘he sleepeth, and 
must be awaked: 

28 And they cried aloud, and cut them- 
selves after their manner with knives 
and lancets, till the: blood gushed out 
upon them. 

29 And it came'to pass, when midday 
was past, and they prophesied until the 
time of the offering of the evening sacri- 
fice, that there’ was neither voice, nor 
any to answer, nor any that regarded: 


30 And E-li’jah said unto all the peo- his kn 


ple, Come near unto me. And all the 
people came near unto him. And he 
repaired the altar of the LorD that was 
broken down. e 

31 And E-l’jah took twelve stones, 
according to the number of the tribes of 
the sons of Jacob, unto whom the word 
of the LoRD came, Saying, Is'ra-él shall 
be thy name: 

32 And withthe stones he built an altar 
in the name of the LORD: and he made'a 
trench about the altar, as great as would 
contain two measures of seed.: 

33 And he put*the wood in order, and 
cut the bullock in pieces, and laid him 
on the wood, and said, Fill four barrels 
with water, and pour it on the burnt 
sacrifice, and°on the wood. — [ 

34 And he said, Do zt the second time.

37 Hear me, O LorbD, hear me, that 
this people may know that thou art the 
Lorp God,:and that thou hast turned 
their heart back again. 

38 Then the fire of the Lorn fell, and 
consumed the burnt sacrifice, and the

15 Then he numbered the young men 
of the princes of the provinces, and they 
were two hundred and thirty-two: and 
after them he numbered all the people, 
even all the children of Is’ra-él, being 
seven thousand. 

16 And they went out at noon. But 
Bén’—ha’dad was drinking himself drunk 
in the pavilions, he and the kings, the 
thirty and two kings that helped him. 

17 And the young men of the princes of 
the provinces went out first; and Bén’— 
ha’dad sent out, and they told him, 
saying, There are men come out of 
Sa-ma’ri-a. 

18 And he said, Whether they be 
come out for peace, take them alive; or 
whether they be come out for war, take 
them alive. 

19 So these young men of the princes 
of the provinces came out of the city, 
and the army which followed them. 

20 And they slew every one his man: 
and the Syrians fled; and Is’ra-él pur- 
sued them; and: Bén’—ha’dad the king 
of Syria escaped on a horse with the 
horsemen. 

21 And the king of Is’ra-21 went out, 
and smote the horses and chariots, and 
slew the Syrians with a great slaughter. 

22 @ And the prophet came to the 
king of Is‘ra-él, and said unto him, Go, 
strengthen thyself, and mark, and see 
what thou doest: for at the return of the 
year the king of Syria will come up 
against thee.

the year, that Bén’—ha’dad numbered

_ went against them: and the children of 
_ Is'ra-&l pitched before them like two 
little flocks of kids; but the Syrians filled 
the country.

40 And as thy servant was busy here 
and there, he was gone. And the king 
of Is'ra-é1-said unto:him, So: shail thy 
judgment be; thyself hast decided it. 

41 And he hasted, and took the ashes 
away from his face; and the king.of 
Is'ra-él discerned him that he was of the 
prophets.

42 And he said unto him, Thus saith 
the LorD, Because thou hast let go out 
of thy hand a man whom I appointed to 
utter destruction, therefore thy life shall — 
go for his life, and thy people for his 
people. ; ; 

43 And the king:of Is'ra-é1 went to his 
house heavy and displeased, and came 
to Sa-ma'ri-a.

6 And he "said unto her, Because I 
spake unto Na’both the Jéz 'ré-él-ite, 
and said unto him, Give me thy vine- 
yard for money; or else; ifit please thee, 
Iwill give thee another vineyard for it:

7 And Jéz’é-bél his wife’said unto him,

8 So she wrote letters i in Ahab’s name, 
and ‘sealed them with his séal, and sent 
the letters unto the elders and to the 
nobles that were in his ‘city, dwelling 
with Na’béth. « 

‘9 And she wrote in the letters, saying, 
Proélaim a fast, and‘set Na‘both on high 
among the:people: —. 5 

10 And set two men, sons of Bé'li-al, 
before him, to bear witness against him, 
saying, Thou didst blaspheme God and 
the king. And then carry him out, and 
stone him, that he may die, 

11 And the men of his. city, even the 
elders and the nobles who were the in-= 
habitants in his city, did'as Jéz’é-bél had 
sent unto them, and’as it was Written 
in the letters which she had‘sent unto 
them. 

12 They proclaimed a fast, and set 
Na’bodth on high among the people. 

13. And there came in two men, children 
of Be'li~al; and ‘sat before him: and the 
men of Bée’li-al witnessed against him, 
even against Na’ both, in the presence of 
the people, saying, Na'béth did blas- 
pheme God and the king. Then they 
carried him forth out of the*city, and

16 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard that'Na’bdth was dead, that'Ahab 
rose up to go down to the vineyard of 
Na’béth the Jéz’ré-él-ite, to take pos- 
session of it. 

‘17% @ And the word ‘of the Lorp came 
to E-li’jah the Tish’ bite, saying, 

18 Arise, go down to meet Ahab king 
of Is’ra-&l, which is in Sa-ma’ri-a: be- 
hold, he igi in the vineyard of Na’ both, 
whither he is gone down to possess it. 

19 And thou shalt speak unto him, 
saying, Thus saith the Lorp, Hast thou 
killed, and also taken possession? And 
thou shalt speak unto him, saying; Thus 
saith the Lorp, In the place where dogs 
licked the blood of Na’both shall dogs 
lick thy blood, even thine. 

20 And Ahab said to E-l'jah, Hast 
' thou found me, O mine enemy? And he 
answered, I have found thee: becatise 
thou hast sold thyself to work evillin the 
sight of the Lorp. 

21 Behold, I will bring evil upon thee, 
and will take away thy posterity, and 
will cut off from Ahab him that pisseth 
against the rey and him thatis shut up 
and left in Is’r4-81, 

22 And'will make thine house like the 
house of Jér’d-bd’am the son of Né’bat, 
and like the house of Ba’a-sha the son 
of A-hi’'jah, for the provocation where= 
with thou hast provoked me to anger, 
and made Is’ra-él to sin. 

23 And: of Jéz’é-bél also spake the 
Lorp, saying, The dogs. — eat Jéz'é- 
bél by the walk of Jéz’ré-él. 

24 Him that dieth of Ahab in the city 
the dogs shall eat; and him that dieth in 
the field:shall the fowls of the air eat. 

‘25 @:But there was none like unto 
Ahab, which did sell himself to work 
wickedness in the sight.of the Lorp, 
whom Jéz’é-bél his wife stirred up. 

26 And he did very abominably in fol- 
lowing idols, according to all things as 
did the Am/‘6-rites whom the Lorp cast 
out before the children’ of Is'ra-€l.0 

°27 And ‘it'came to pass, when Ahab 
heard those ‘words, that herent his 
clothes,and put sackcloth upon’ his 
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 flésh, and fasted, and lay i in sackcloth, 
and went softly.

' 6 Then the king of Is’ Taal gathered 
the prophets bce about four hun- 
' dred men, and said unto them, Shall I 
go against Ra’moth-gil’é-ad to battle, 
or shall I forbear?

_ 7 And Jechdsh’ ‘a-phat said, Is there

12 And all the prophets prophesied so, 
saying, Go up to Ra’méth-gil’é-ad, and 
prosper: for the Lorp shall deliver it

13 And the messenger that was gone to 
call Mi-ca’iah spake unto him, saying; 


’ Behold now, the words of the prophets 


declare good unto'the king -with one 
mouth: let thy word, I pray thee, be like 
the word of one of them, and speak that 
which is good. 

14 And Mi-ca’iah ‘said, As the LORD 
liveth, what the Lorp saith unto me, 
that will I speak. ~ + 

15 @ So he came to the ing. And the 
king said unto him, Mi-ca’iah, shall we 
go against Ra’ modth-eil’é-ad to battle, 
or shall we forbear? And he answered 
him, Go; and prosper: for the LorD shall 
deliver it into the hand of the king. 

16 And the king said unto ‘him, How 
many times shall I adjure thee that thou 
tell mé nothing but'that which is true in 
the name of the LorD? 

17 And he said, I saw all Is’ra-él scat- 
tered upon the hills, as sheep that have 
not a shepherd: and the Lorp said, 
These have no master: let them return 
évery man to his house in peace. 

18 And the king of Is’ra-é1 said unto 
Jé-hosh’a-phat, Did I not tell thee that 
he would prophesy no good concerning 
me, but evil?: 

19 And he said, Hear thou therefore 
the word of the LorD: I saw the Lorp 
sitting off his throne, and all the host of 
heaven standing by him on his right 
hand and on his left. 

-20 And the LorD said, Who shall per- 
stade Ahab, that he may go up and fall 
at Ra’moéth-gil’é-ad? And one said on 
this manner, aa another said on that 
manner. 

21 And there came forth a spirit, and 
stood before the LOND and said, I will 
persuade him. © 7 

22 And the. Lorp said itd: hiniy 
Wherewith? And he said, I will go forth, 
and I will be’a lying spirit in the mouth 
of all his prophets. And he said, Thow 
shalt persuade him, and prevail also: go 
forth, and do so. - 

23 Now therefore, behold, the Lorb 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth ofall 
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these thy prophets, and the Lorp hath 
spoken evil concerning thee. 

24 But Zéd’é-ki’ah the son of €hé- 
na’a-nah went near, and smote Mi- 
ca‘iah on the cheek, and said, Which 
way went the Spirit of the Lorp from 
me to speak unto thee? 

25 And Mi-ca’iah said, Behold, thou 
shalt see in that day, when thou shalt go 
into an inner chamber to hide thyself. 

26 And the king of Is’ra-él said, Take 
Mi-ca’iah, and carry him back unto 
A’m6n the governor of the city, and to 
Jo’ash the king’s son; 

27 And say, Thus saith the king, Put 
this fellow in the prison, and feed him 
with bread of affliction and with water 
of affliction, until I come in peace. 

28 And Mi-ca’iah said, If thou return 
at allin peace, the LorD hath not spoken 
by me. And he said, Hearken, O peo- 
ple, every one of you. 

29 So the king of Is’ra-€1 and Jé- 
hésh’a-phat the king of Judah went up 
to Ra’moth-gil’é-ad. 

_ 30 And the king of Is’rA-él said unto 
Jé-hdsh’a-phat, I will disguise myself, 
and enter into the battle; but put thou 
on thy robes. And the king of Is’ra-él 
disguised himself, and’ went into the 
battle. 

31 But the king of Syria commanded 
his thirty and two captains that had rule 
over his chariots, saying, Fight neither 
with small nor great, save only with the

32 And it came to pass, when the cap- 
tains of the chariots saw Jé-hosh’a-phat, 
that they said, Surely it zs the king of 
Is’ra-é1.

38 And one washed the chariot in the 
pool of Sa-ma’ri-a; and the dogs licked 
up his blood; and they washed his 
armor; according unto the word of the 
LorpD which he spake. 

39 Now the rest of the acts of Ahab, 
and all that he did, and the ivory house 
which he made, and all the cities that he 
built, are they not written in the book of 
the Chronicles of the kings of Is’ra-&l? 

40 So Ahab slept with his fathers; and 
A’ha-zi'ah his son reigned in his stead. 

41 @ And Jé-hésh’a-phat the son of 
A’sa began to reign over Judah in the 
fourth year of Ahab king of Is’ra-él, 

42 Jé-hésh’a-phat was thirty and five 
years old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned twenty and five years in 

erusalem. And his mother’s name was 

-zu' bah the daughter of Shil’hi. 

43 And he walked in all the ways of 
A’sa his father; he turned not aside from 
it, doing that which was right in the eyes 
of the LorpD: nevertheless the high 
places were not taken away; for the 
people offered and burnt incense yet in 
the high places. 

44 And Jé-hdsh’a-phat made peace 
with the king of Is’ra-él. 

45 Now the rest of the acts of Jé- 
hésh’a4-phat, and his might that he 
showed, and how he warred, are they 
not written in the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? 

46 And the remnant of the sodomites, 
which remained in the days of his father 
A’sa, he took out of the land. 

47 There was then no king in E’/dém: 
a deputy. was king. 

48 Jé-hdsh’a-phat made ships of 
Thar’shish to go to O’phir for gold: but 
they went not; for the ships were broken 
at E’zi-6n-gé’bér. 

49 Then said A’ha-zi’ah the son of 
Ahab unto Jé-hésh’a-phat, Let my sery- 
ants go with thy servants in the ships. 
But Jé-hosh’a-phat would not. 

50 @ And Jé-hésh’a-phat slept with 
his fathers, and was buried with his 
fathersin the city of David his father: and 
Jé-ho‘ram his son reigned in his stead. 
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51 @ A’ha-zi’ah the son of Ahab began 
to reign over Is’ra-él in Sa-ma’ri-a the 
seventeenth year of Jé-hosh’a-phat 
king of Judah, and reigned two years 
_ over Is’ra-él. 

_ 52 And he did evil in the sight of the 
Lorp, and walked in the way of his

_ phat the king of Judah, ‘saying, The king © 
of Mo’ab hath rebelled. against me: wilt 
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thou go with me against Md’ab to 
battle? And he said, I will go up: I am 
as thou art, my people as thy people, 
and my horses as thy horses. 

8 And he said, Which way shall we 
go up? And he answered, The way 
E'dim. 

0 So the king of Is’ra-&1 went, and the 
king of Judah, and the king of E’dém: 
and they fetched a compass of seven 
days’ journey: and there was no water 
for the host, and for the cattle that fol- 
lowed them. 

10 And the king of is’ra-é1 said, Alas! 
that the LorpD hath called these three 
kings together, to deliver them into the 
hand of Mo’ab! 

11 But Jé-hésh’a-phat said, Zs there 
not here a prophet of the LorD, that we 
may inquire of the LORD by him? And 
one of the king of Is’ ra-€l’s servants 
answered and said, Here 7s E-li’sha the 
son of Sha’phat, which poured water on 
the hands of E-li’jah 

12 And Je-hdsh’a-phat said, The word 
of the LORD is with him. So the king of 
Is'ra-€l and Je-hdsh’a-phit and the 
king of E’dém went down to him. 

13 And E-li’sha said unto the king of 
Is'ra-@l, What have I'to do with thee? 
get thee to the prophets of thy father, 
and to the prophets of thy mother. And 
the king of Is’ra-él said unto him, Nay: 
for the LorD hath called these three 
kings together, to deliver them into the 
hand of Mo’ab. 

14 And E-li’sha said, As the Bendy of 
hosts liveth, before whom I stand, 
surely, were it not that I regard the 
presence of Jé-hésh’a-phat the king of 
Judah, I would not look toward thee, 
nor see thee, 

15 But now bring mea minstrel. And 
it came to pass, when the minstrel 
played, that the hand of the Lorp came 
upon 

16 And he said, Thus saith the Lorn, 
Make this valley full of ditches. 

17 For thus saith the Lorp, Ye shall 
not see wind, neither shall ye see rain; 
yet that valley shall ‘be filled with wa- 
ter, that ye may drink, both ye, and your 
cattle, and your beasts. 

18 And this is but a light thing in the 
sight of the Lorp: he will deliver the 
Mo’ab-ites also into ‘your hand.

21 @ And when all the Mo’ab-ites 
heard that the kings were come up to 
fight against them, they gathered all 
that were able to put on armor, and 
upward, and stood in the border. 

22 And they rose up early in the morn- 
ing, and the sun shone upon the water, 
and the Mo’ab-ites saw the water on the 
other side as red as blood:

OW there cried a certain woman of 
the wives of the sons of the proph- 
ets unto E-li’sha, saying, Thy servant 
my husband is dead; and thou knowest 
that thy servant did fear the LorD: and 
the creditor is come to take unto him my 
two sons to be bondmen.

5 So she went from him, and shut the 
door upon her and upon her sons, who 
brought fhe vessels to her; and she 
poured out. 

6 And it came to pass, when the vessels 
were full, that she said unto her son, 
Bring me yet a vessel. And he said unto 
her, There is not a vessel more. And 
the oil stayed. 

7 Then she came and told the man of 
God. And he said, Go, sell the oil, and 
pay thy debt, and live thou and thy chil- 
dren of the rest. 

8 @ And it fell on a day, that B-li’sha 
passed to Shy’ném, where was a great 
woman; and she constrained him to eat 
bread. And so it was, that, as oft as he 
passed by, he turned in thither to eat 
bread. 

9 And she said unto her husband, Be- 
hold now, I perceive that this is a holy 
man of God, which passeth by us con- 
tinually. 

10 Let us make a little chamber, I pray 
thee, on the wall; and let us set for him 
there a bed, and a table, and a stool, 
and a candlestick: and it shall be, when 
he cometh to us, that he shall turn in 
thither.

6 And he brought the letter to the king 
of Is’ra-81, saying, Now when this letter 
is come unto thee, behold, Ihave there- 
with sent Na’a-man my servant to thee, 
that thou mayest recover him of his 


rosy. 
‘7 And it came to pass, when the king 
of Is’ra-él had read the letter, that he 
rent his clothes, and said, Am I God, to 
kill and to make alive, that this man doth 
send unto me to recover a man of his 
leprosy? Wherefore consider, I pray 
you, arid see how he seeketh a quarrel 
against me. : 
“8 @ And it was'so, when E-li’sha the

man of God had heard that the king o 
Is'ra-él had rent his clothes, that h 
sent to the king, saying, Wherefore 
thou rent thy clothes? let him come no 
to me, and he shall know that there is 
prophet in Is‘ra-él. 

9 So Na’a-man came with his horse: 
and with his chariot, and stood at the’ 
door of the house of E-li’sha. 

10 And E-li’sha sent a messenger unto 
him, saying, Go and wash in Jordan 
seven times, and thy flesh shall come 
again to thee, and thou shalt be clean. 

11 But Na’a-man was wroth, and went 
away, and said, Behold, I thought, He 
will surely come out to me, and stand, 
and call on the name of the Lorp his 
God, and strike his hand over the place, 
and recover the leper. 

12 Are not Ab’a-n4 and Phar'pdr; 
rivers of Damascus, better than all the 
waters of Is’ra-1? may I not wash in 
them, and be clean? So he turned and 
went away in a rage. 

13 And his servants came near, and 
spake unto him, and said, My father, if 
the prophet had bid thee do some great 
thing, wouldest thou not have done it? 
how much rather then, when he saith 
to thee, Wash, and be clean? 

14 Then went he down, and dipped 
himself seven times in Jordan, accord= 
ing to the saying of the man of God: and 
his flesh came again like unto the flesh 
of a little child, and he was clean. 

15 @ And he returned to the man of 
God, he and all his company, and came, 
and stood before him: and he said, Be- 
hold, now I know that there is no God 
in all the earth, but in Is'ra-2l: now 
therefore, I pray thee, take a blessing of 
thy servant. ‘ 

16 But he said, As the Lorp liveth, be- 
fore whom I stand, I will receive none, 
And he urged him to take it; but he 
refused. ; 

17 And Na’a-man said, Shall there not 
then, I pray thee, be given to thy serv- 
ant two mules’ burden of earth? for thy 
servant will henceforth offer neither 
burnt offering nor sacrifice unto other 
gods, but unto the Lorn. : 

18 In this thing the Lorp pardon thy 
servant, that when my master goeth into 
the house of Rim’m6n to worship there, 
and he leaneth on my hand, and I bow 
myself in the house of Rim’mén: when I 
bow down myself in the house of Rim‘ 
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ae ae Lorp pardon thy servant in 
s thin 

' 19 And fi said unto him, Go in peace. 
“So he departed from him a little way. 
20 @ But Gé-ha’zi, the servant of 
-E-lisha the man of God, said, Behold, 
my master hath spared Na’4-man this 
Syrian, in not receiving at his hands that 
which he brought: but, as the Lorp 
liveth, I will run after him, and take 
‘somewhat of him. 
' 21 So Gé-ha'zi followed after Na’a- 
man. And when Na’a-man saw him 
running after him, he lighted down from 
the Neree to meet him, and said, Js all 


P22 And he said, All is well. My master 
hath sent me, saying, Behold, even now. 
there be come to me from mount 
_ E’phra-im two young men of the sons of 
the prophets: give them, I pray thee, a 
talent. of silver,- and two changes of

10 And the king of Is’ra-&1 sent to the 
place which the man of God told him. 
and warned him of, and: saved himself 
there, not once nor twice. 

11 Therefore the heart of the king of 
Syria was sore troubled for this thing; 
and he called his servants, and said unto 
them, Will: ye not show me which of us 
is for the king of Is’ra-é1? 

12 And one of his servants said, ae 
my lord, O king: but. E-1’ sha, the 
prophet that is in Is’ra-él, telleth the 
king of Is’ra-81 the words that thou 
speakest in thy bedchamber. 

13 @ And he said, Go and spy where 
he is, that I may send and fetch him. 
And it was told him, saying, Behold, he 
is in Do‘than. 

14 Therefore sent he thither horses; 
and chariots, and a great host: and they 
came by night, and compassed the 
city about. 

15 And when the servant of the man of 
God was risen early, and gone forth, 
behold, a host. compassed the city both 
with horses and chariots. And his serv- 
ant said unto him, Alas, my master! 
how shall we do? 

16 And he answered, Fear not: for they 
that be with us are more than they that 
be with them. 

17 And E-i’sha prayed, and said, 
Lorp, I pray thee, open his eyes, that 
he may see.

20 And it came to pass, when they 
were come into Sa-ma’ri-a, that E-l 
sha said, LorpD, open the eyes of these 
men, that they may see. And the LorpD 
opened their eyes, and they saw; and, 
behold, they were in the midst of 
Sa-ma'ri-a. 

21 And the king of Is’ra-é1 said unto 
E-li’sha, when he saw them, My father, 
shall I smite them? shall I smite them?

27 And he said, If the Lorp do not 
help thee, whence shall I help thee? out 
of the barnfloor, or out of the winepress? 

28 And the king said unto her, What 
aileth thee? And she answered, This 
woman said unto me, Give thy son, that 
we may eat him to-day, and we will eat 
my son to-morrow.

29 So we boiled my son, and did ea 
im: and I said unto her on the ni

31 Then he said, God do so and more 
also to me, if the head of E-li’sha the 
son of Sha’phat shall stand on him this

32 But E-li’sha sat in his house, and 
the elders sat with him; and the Ring 
sent a man from before him: but ere the 
messenger came to him, he said to the 
elders, See ye how this son of a mur- 
derer hath sent to take away mine head? 
look, when the messenger cometh, 
shut the door, and hold him fast at the 
door: is not the sound of his master’s 
feet behind him? 

33 And while ke yet talked with them, 
behold, the messenger came down unto 
him: and he said, Behold, this evil is of 
the LorpD; what should I wait for the 
Lorp any longer? 


CHAPTER 7

4 And the king talked with Gé-ha’zi 
the servant of the man of God, saying, 
Tell me, I pray thee, all the great things 
that E-li’sha hath done. 

5 And it came to pass, as he was telling 
the king how he had restored a dead 
body to life, that, behold, the woman, 
whose son he had restored to life, cried 
to the king for her house and for her 
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land, And Gé-ha’zi said, My lord, O 
king, this is the woman, and this is her 
son, whom E-li’sha restored to life. 

6 And when the king asked the woman, 
she told him.

9 So Haz’a-él went to meet him, and 
took a present with him, even of every 
geod thing of Damascus, forty camels’ 

urden, and came and stood before him, 
and said, Thy son Bén’—ha’dad king of 
Syria hath sent me to thee, saying, Shall 
I recover of this disease? 

10 And E-li’sha said unto him, Go, say 
unto him, Thou mayest certainly recover: 
howbeit the LorD hath showed me that 
he shall surely die. 

11 And he settled his countenance 
steadfastly, until he was ashamed: and 
the man of God wept. 

12 And Haz’a-él said, Why weepeth 
my lord? And he answered, Because I 
know the evil that thou wilt do unto the 
children of Is’ra-él: their strongholds 
wilt thou set on fire, and their young 
men wilt thou slay with the sword, and 
wilt dash their children, and rip up their 
women with child. 

13 And Haz’a-él said, But what, zs thy 
servant a dog, that he should do this 
great thing? And E-li’sha answered, 
The Lorp hath showed me that thou 
shalt be king over Syria. 

14 So he departed from E-li’sha, and 
came to his master; who said to him, 
What said E-li’sha to thee? And he an- 
swered, He told me that thou shouldest 
surely recover. 

15 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that he took a thick cloth, and dipped it 
in water, and spread 7¢ on his face, so 
oie died: and Haz’a-él reigned in his 
stead. 

16 @ And in the fifth year of Jo’ram 
the son of Ahab king of Is’ra-él, Jée-hdshé 
a-phat being then king of Judah, Jé-ho‘ 


Hazael killeth Ben-hadad. The reign of Jor 


ram the son of Jé-hésh’a-phat king 
Judah began to reign. : 

17 Thirty and two years old was h 
when he began to reign; and he reigne 
eight years in Jerusalem. 

18 And he walked in the way of th: 
kings of Is'ra-él, as did the house o 
Ahab; for the daughter of Ahab was hi: 
wife: and he did evil in the sight of th 
Lorp. 

19 Yet the LorD would not destroy Ju 
dah for David his servant’s sake, as h 
promised him to give him always a light, 
and to his children. 

20 @ In his days E’dém revolted fro: 
under the hand of Judah, and made a 
king over themselves. | 

21 So Jo’ram went over to Za’ir, and all 
the chariots with him: and he rose Mc 
night, and smote the E’dém-ites whi 
compassed him about, and the captains 
of the chariots: and the people fled into 
their tents. 

22 Yet E’dém revolted from under the 
hand of Judah unto this day. Then Lib’ 
nah revolted at the same time. 

23 And the rest of the acts of Jo’ram, 
and all that he did, are they not written 
in the book of the Chronicles of the kings 
of Judah? 

24 And Jo’rim slept with his fathers, 
and was buried with his fathers in the 
city of David: and A’ha-zi’/ah his son 
reigned in his stead. 

25 @ In the twelfth year of Jo’rim the 
son of Ahab king of deta did A’ha- 
zi'ah the son of Jé-ho’ram king of Judah 
begin to reign.

18 So there went one on horseback to 
meet him, and said, Thus saith the king, 
Is it peace? And Jeha said, What hast 
thou to do with peace? turn thee behind 
me. And ‘the watchman told, saying, 
The messenger came to them, but he 
cometh not again. 

19 Then he sent out a second on horse- 
back, which came to them, and said, 
Thus saith the king, Is if peace?’ And 
Jée’hii answered, What hast thou to do 
with peace? turn thee behind me. 

20 And the watchman told, saying, He 
came even unto them, and cometh not 
again: and the driving 7s like the driving 
of Jée’hii the son of Nim*shi; for he driv- 
eth iously. 

21 And Jo’ram said, Make ready. And 
his chariot was made ready. And Jo‘ 
ram king of Is’ra-él and A’ha-zi’ah king 
of Judah went out, each in his chariot, 
and they went out against Jée’hu, and 
met him in the portion of Na’béth the 
Jéz’ré-él-ite. 

22 And if came to pass, when Jo’ram 
saw Jehu, that he said, Zs if peace, 
Jehu? And he answered, What peace, 
so long as the whoredoms ‘of thy mother 
Jéz’é-bél and her witchcrafts are so 
many?

26 Surely I have seen yesterday the 
blood of Na’béth, and the blood of his 
sons, saith the LORD; and I will requite 
thee in this plat, saith the Lorp.

27 @ But when A’ha-zi’ah the king of 
Judah saw this, he fled by the way of 
the garden house.

28 And his servants carried him in a 
chariot to Jerusalem, and buried him in 
his sepulchre with his fathers in the city 
of David.

30 @ And when Jé’hi was come to 
Jéz’ré-él, Jéz’é-bél heard of it; and she 
painted her face, and tired her head, 
and looked out at a window. 

31 And as Jé’hi entered in at the gate, 
she said, Had Zim’ri peace, who slew 
his master? 

32 And he lifted up his face to the win- 
dow, and said, Who zs on my side? who? 
And there looked out to him two or three 
eunuchs. 

33 And he said, Throw her down. So 
they threw her down: and some of her 
blood was sprinkled on the wall, and on 
the horses: and he trode her under foot, 

34 And when he was come in, he did 
eat and drink, and said, Go, see now this 
cursed woman, and bury her: for she is 
a king’s daughter. 

35 And they went to bury her: but they 
found no more of her than the skull, and 
the feet, and the palms of her hands. 

36 Wherefore they came again, and

29 @ Howbeit, from the sins of Jér’6- 
bo’4m the son of Né’bat, who made Is‘ 
ra-él to sin, Jé’hi departed not from 
after them, fo wit, the golden calves that 
were in Beth-el, and that were in Dan. 

30 And the Lorp said unto Jé’hi, Be- 
cause thou hast done well in executing 
that which is right in mine eyes, and 
hast done unto the house of Ahab ac- 
cording to.all that was in mine heart, 
thy children of the fourth generation 
shall sit on the throne of Is’ra-él. 

31 But Jé’hu took no heed to walk in 
the law of the-LorpD God of Is'ra-él with 
all his heart: for he departed not from 
the sins of Jér’o-bo’am, which made Is‘ 
ra-él to sin...

“7 Then king Jé-ho’ash called for Jé-

-8 And the priests consented to receive 
more money of the people, neither to 

‘*“epair the breaches of the house. 

9 But Jé-héi'a-da the priest took a 

est, and bored:a hole in the lid of it, 

nd set it beside the altar, on the right 

as one cometh into the house of the 
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Lorp: and the priests that kept the door 
put therein all the money fhat was 
brought into the house of the Lorp. - 

10 And it was so, when they saw that 
there was much money in the chest, that 
the king’s scribe and the high priest 
came up, and they put up in bags, and 
told the money’ that was found in the | 
house of the LorD. 

“11 And they gave the money, being 
told, into the hands of them that did the 
work, that had the oversight of the house 
of the Lorp: and they laid it out ‘to the 
carpenters and builders, that wrought 
upon the house of the Lorp, 

12 And to masons, and hewers of stone, 
and to buy timber and hewed stone to 
repair the breaches of the house of the 
Lorp, and for all that was laid out for 
the house to repair it. 

13 Howbeit there were not made for 
the ‘house of the Lorp bowls of silver, 
snuffers, basins, trumpets, any vessels 
of gold, or vessels of silver, of the money 
that was brought into the house of the 
LorD: © : 

14 But they gave that to the workmen, 
and repaired therewith the house of the 
LorD. 

15 Moreover they reckoned not with 
the men, into whose hand they delivered 
the money to be bestowed on workmen:

18 And Jé-ho’ash king of Judah took 
all the hallowed things that Jé-hdsh’a- 
phat, and Jé-ho’ram, and A’ha-zi’ah, his 
fathers, kings of Judah, had dedicated, 
and his own hallowed things, and all the 
gold that was found in the treasures of 
the house of the LorD, and in the king’s 
house, and sent 7¢ to Haz’a-él king of 
Syria: and he wentaway from Jerusalem. 

19 @ And the rest of the acts of Jo’ash, 
and all that-he did, are they not written 
in the book of the Chronicles of ae 
kings of Judah?

21 For J6z'a-char the son of Shim’é-ath,

CHAPTER 13 
bY the three and. twentieth year of Ja‘ 
ash the son of A’ha-zi’ah king of Ju- 
dah, Jé-ho’a-haz the son of Jé’hu began 
to reign over Is’ra-él in Sa-ma’ri-a, and 
reigned seventeen years, 

2 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the LorpD, and followed the sins 
of Jér’6-bo’4m the son of Né’bat, which 
made Is’ra-él to sin; he departed not 
therefrom.

4 And Jé-ho’a-haz besought the Lorn, 
and the Lorp hearkened unto him: for 
he saw the oppression of Is’ra-él, be- 
cause the king of Syria. oppressed them. 

5 (And the Lorp gave Is’ra-éla saviour, 
so that they went out from under the 
hand of the Syrians: and the children of 
Is'ra-&1 dwelt in their tents, as before- 


time. 

6 Nevertheless they departed not from 
the sins of the house of Jér’d-bo’im, 
who made Is’ra-él sin, but walked there- 
in: and there remained the grove also in 
Sa-ma’ri-a.) 

7 Neither did he leave of the people to 
Jé-ho’a-haz but fifty horsemen, and ten 
chariots, and ten thousand footmen; for 
the king of Syria had destroyed them, 
and had made them like the dust by 
threshing. vi 

8 @ Now the rest of the acts of Jé-ho 
a-haz, and all that he did, and his might, 
are they not written in the book of the 
Chronicles of the kings of Is’ra-é1?

13 And Jé-ho’ash king of Is’ra-é1 took 
Am/a-zi’ah king of Judah, the son of Je- 
ho’ash the son of A’ha-zi’ah, at Béth’— 
shé’mésh, and came to Jerusalem, and 
brake down the wall of Jerusalem from 
the gate of E’phra-im unto the corner 
gate, four hundred cubits.

15 @ Now the rest of the acts of Jé-ho- 
ash which he did, and his might, and 
how he fought with Am/‘a-zi’ah king of 
Judah, are they not written in the book 
of the Chronicles of the kings of Is’ra-él? 

16 And Jé-ho’ash slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in Sa-ma’ri-a4 with the 
kings of Is’ra-@1; and Jér’6-bo’am his 
son reigned in his stead. 

17 @ And Am/‘a-zi'4h the son of Jo’ash 
king of Judah lived after the death of 
Jé-ho’ash son of Jé-ho/a-haz king of Is‘ 
ra-él fifteen years. 

18 And the rest of the acts of Am/’a- 
zi ah, are they not written in the book of 
the Chronicles of the kings of Judah? 

19 Now they made a conspiracy against 
him in Jerusalem: and he fled to La‘ 
chish; but they sent after him to La‘ 
ehish, and slew him there. 

20 And they brought him on horses: 
and he was buried at Jerusalem with 
his fathers in the city of David. 

21 @ And all the people of Judah took 

a-ri’ah, which was sixteen years old; 
and made him king instead of his father 
Am/’a-zi’ah. 

22 He built E’lath, and restored it to 
Judah, after that the king slept with his 
fathers. 

23 @ In the fifteenth year of Am‘a- 
zi'ah the son of J6’4sh king of Judah, 
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Jér’5-bo’am the son. of Jo’ash king 
of Is‘ra-él began to reign in Sa-ma’ri-a, 
and reigned forty and one years. : 
-24 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorn: he departed not 
from all the sins of Jér’0-b0’am the son 
of Né’bat, who made Is’ra-él to sin. 

25 He restored the coast of Is‘ra-él 
from the entering of Ha’math unto the 
sea of the plain, according to the word 
of the Lorp God of Is’ra-él, which he 
spake by the hand of his servant Jonah, 
the:son of A-mit’tai, the prophet, which 
was of Gath’—hé’phér. 

26 For the Lorp saw the affliction of 
Is'r4-él, that it was very bitter: for there 
was not any shut up, nor any left, nor 
any helper for Is’ra-él. 

27 And the LorD said not that he would 
blot out the name of Is’ra-él from under 
heaven: but he saved them by the hand 
of Jér’6-bd’am the son of Jo’ash.

7, 50 Ahazsent messengers to Tig’lath- 
pi-1é’sér king of Assyria, saying, I am 
thy servant and thy son: come up, and 
save me out of the hand of the king of 
Syria, and out of the hand of the king of 
Is’ra-él, which rise up against me.

CHAPTER 17 


i es the twelfth year of Ahaz king of 
Judah began H6-shé’4 the son of 
Elah to reign in Sa-ma’ri-a over Is‘ra-€f 
nine years. 

2 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the LorD, but not as the kings 
of Is’ra-&1 that were before him. 

3 @ Against him came up Shal/man-é 
sér king of Assyria; and Ho-shé’a be- 
came his servant, and gave him presents, 

4 And the king of Assyria found con- 
spiracy in Ho-she’a: for he had sent 
messengers to So king of Egypt, and 
brought no present to the king of 
Assyria, as he had done year by year:

5 @ Then the king of Assyria came up 
throughout all the land, and went up to 
Sa-ma’ri-a, and besieged it three years. 

6 @ In the ninth year of Ho-shé’a the 
king of Assyria took Sa-méa’ri-a, and car- 
tied Is‘ra-€1 away into Assyria, and 
placed them in Ha’‘lah and in Ha’bér by 
the river of G6’zan, and in the cities of 
the Médes. 

7 For so it was, that the children of 
Is’ra-81 had sinned against the Lorp 
their God, which had brought them up 
out of the land of Egypt, from under the 
hand of Pha’rath king of Egypt, and had

8 And walked in the statutes of the 
heathen, whom the Lorp cast out from 
before the children of Is’ra-él, and of 
ses of Is’ra-él, which they had 
made.

Lorp had said unto them, Ye shall not 

_ do this thing. 

i 13 Yet the Lorn testified against Is‘ 

'ra-él, and against Judah, by all the 

"prophets, and by all the seers, saying, 

_ Turn ye from your evil ways, and keep 

Wa my commandments and my statutes, ac- 

_ cording to all the law which I command- 

_ ed your fathers, and which I sent to you 

‘by my servants the prophets. 

14 Notwithstanding, they would not 

hear, but hardened their necks, like to 

‘the neck of their fathers, that did not 

_ believe in the Lorn their God. 

_ 15 And they rejected his statutes, and 

_ his covenant that he made with their 

fathers, and his testimonies which he 

_ testified against them; and they followed 

‘vanity, and became vain, and went after 

‘the heathen that were round about them, 

_ concerning whom the Lorp had charged. 

_ them, that they should not do like them. 

_ 16 And they left all the commandments 

. of the Lorp their God, and made them 

' molten images, even two calves, and 

_ made a grove, and worshipped all the 

- host of heaven, and served Ba’al. 

17 And they caused their sons and 
’ their daughters to pass through the fire, 
and used divination and enchantments, 

_ and sold themselves to do evil in the 
sight of the LorD, to provoke him to 
anger. 

18 Therefore the LORD was very angry 
‘with Is’ra-él, and removed them out of 

' his sight: there was none left but the 

_ tribe of Judah only. 

_ 19 Also Judah kept not the command- 
“ments of the Lorp their God, but walked 
in the statutes of Is’ra-é1 which they 
made. 

_ 20 And the Lorp rejected all the seed 
of Is’ra-él, and afflicted them, and de- 
livered them into the hand of spoilers, 
until he had cast them out of his sight.

21 For he rent Is’ra-él from the house 
of David; and they made Jér’d-bo’am 
the son of Né’bat king: and Jér’6-bo’am 
dtave Is’ra-él from following the Lorp, 
and made them sin a great sin. 

22 For the children of Is’ra-é1 walked 
in all the sins of Jér’6-bo’4m which he 
did; they departed not from them; 

23 Until the Lorp removed Is’ra-él out 
of his sight, as he had said by all his 
servants the prophets. So was Is’ra-él 
carried away out of their own land to 
Assyria unto this day. a 

24 @ And the king of Assyria brought 
men from Babylon, and from Ci’thah, 
and from A’va, and from Ha’math, and 
from Séph’ar-va'im, and placed them in 
the cities of Sa-ma’ri-a instead of the 
children of Is’ra-él: and they possessed 
Sa-ma’ri-a, and dwelt in the cities 
thereof. 

25 And so it was at the beginning of 
their dwelling there, that they feared 
not the Lorp: therefore the LoRD sent 
lions among them, which slew some of 
them. : 

26 Wherefore they spake to the king of 
Assyria, saying, The nations which thou 
hast removed, and placed in the cities of 
Sa-ma’ri-a, know not the manner of the 
God of the land: therefore he hath sent 
lions among them, and, behold, they 
slay them, because they know not the 
manner of the God of the land. 

27 Then the king of Assyria com- 
manded, saying, Carry thither one of 
the priests whom ye brought from 
thence; and let them go and dwell there, 
and let him teach them the manner of 
the God of the land. 

28 Then one of the priests whom they 
had carried away from Sa-ma’ri-a came 
and dwelt in Beth-el, and taught them 
how they should fear the Lorp. 

29 Howbeit every nation made gods of 
their own, and put them in the houses of 
the high places which the Sa-mar’i-tans 
had made, every nation in their cities 
wherein they dwelt. 

30 And the men of Babylon made Stic* 
coth—be’néth, and the men of Citth 
made Nér’gal, and the men of Ha’math 
made A-shi’ma, 

31 And the A’vites made Nib’haz and 
Tar’tak, and the Sé’phar-vites burnt 
their children in fire to A-dram’mé-léch 
and A-nim’mé-léch, the gods of Séph‘ 
ar-va'im. 
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32 So they feared the Lorp, and made 
unto themselves of the lowest of them 
priests of the high places, which sacri- 
ficed for them in the houses of the high 
places. 

33 ' They feared the Lorn, and served 
their own gods, after the manner of the 
nations whom they carried away from 
thence. . 

34 Unto this day they do after the for- 
mer manners: they fear not the LorD, 

neither do they after their statutes, or 
after their ordinances, or after the law 
and commandment which the LORD 
commanded the. children of Jacob, 
whom he-named Is’ra-él; 

35 With whom the Lorp had made a 
covenant, and charged them, saying, Ye 
shall not fear other gods, nor bow your- 
selves to them, nor serve them, nor 
sacrifice to them: 

36 But the Lorp, who brought you up 
out of the land of Egypt with great power 
and. a stretched out arm, him shall ye 
fear, and him shall ye worship, and to 
him shall ye do sacrifice. 

37. And the statutes, and the ordi- 
nances, and the law, and the command- 
ment, which he wrote. for you, ye shall 
observe to do for evermore; and ye shall 
not fear other gods., 

38 And the covenant that I have made 
with you ye shall not forget; neither shall 
ye fear other gods. 

39 But the Lorp your God ye shall 
fear; and he shall deliver you out of the 
hand of all your enemies, 

40 Howbeit they did not hearken, but 
they did after their former manner. 

41 So these nations feared the Lorp, 
and served their graven images, both 
their children, and their children’s chil- 
dren: as did their fathers, so do they 
unto this day. 


CHAPTER 18 
Now it came to pass.in the third 
ear of Ho-she’a son of E’lah king 
of Is‘ra-€l, that Héz’é-ki’ah the son of 
Ahaz king of Judah began to reign.

20 @ Then I-sa’jah the son of A’miz 
sent to Héz’é-ki’'ah, saying, Thus saith 
the LorD God of Is’ra-él, That which 
thou hast prayed to me against Sén- 
nach’ér-ib king of Assyria I have heard. 

21 This is the word that the LorpD hath 
spoken concerning him; The virgin the | 
daughter of Zion hath despised thee, 
and laughed thee to scorn; the daughter 
= Jerusalem hath shaken her head at 
thee. 

22 Whom hast thou reproached and 
blasphemed? and against whom hast 
thou exalted thy voice, and lifted up 
thine eyes on high? even against the 
Holy One of Is’ra-él. 

23 By thy messengers thou hast re- 
proached the Lord, and hast said, With 
the multitude of my chariots Iam come 
up to the height of the mountains, to the 
sides of Lebanon, and will cut down the 
tall cedar trees thereof, and the choice 
fir trees thereof: and I will enter into the 
lodgings of his borders, and into the 
forest of his Car’mél.

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the LorpD, and walked in all 
the way of David his father, and turned 
not aside to the right hand or to the left. 

3 @ And it came to pass in the eight- 
eenth year of king Jo-si’ah, that ae 
king sent Sha’phan the son of 
li‘ah, the son of Mé-shiil’lam, the pose 
to the house of the LorD, saying, 

4 Go up to Hil-ki’ah the high priest, 
that he may sum the silver which is 
brought into the ‘house of the Lorn, 
which the keepers of: the: door have 
gathered of the people: 

5 And let them deliver it into the hand 
of the doers of the work, that have the 
oversight of the house of ‘the LorpD: and 
let them give it to the doers of the work, 
which is in the house of the LorD,. to 
repair the breaches of the house, 

6 Unto carpenters, and builders, and 
masons, and to buy timber and hewn 
stone to repair the house. 

7 Howbeit, there was no reckoning 
made with them of the money that was 
delivered into their hand, because ‘they 
dealt faithfully. 

8 @ And El ki’ah the high priest said 
unto Sha’phan the scribe, I have found 
the book of the law in the house of the 
Lorp. And Hil-ki’ah gave the book to 
Sha’phan, and he read it. 

9 And Sha’phan the scribe came to the 
king, and brought the king word again, 
and said, Thy servants have gathered 
the money that was found in the house, 
and have delivered it into the hand of 
them that do the work; that have the 
oversight of the house of the Lorp. 

10 And Sha’phan: the scribe showed 
the king, saying, Hil-ki’ah the priest 
hath delivered me a book. And Sha’- 
phan read it before the king. ~ 

11 And it came to pass, when the king 
had heard the words of the book of the 
law, that he rent his clothes. _ 

12 And the king commanded Hil-ki’4h 
the priest, and A-hi’kim the son of Sha‘ 

phan, and Ach’bér the son of Mi- 
eha’'iah, and Sha’phan the scribe, and 
As’ 4-hi'ah a servant of the king’s, say- 
ing, ; 
iB Go ye, inquire of the Lorp for me, 
and for the people, and forall Judah, 
concerning the words of this book that 
is found: for great is the wrath of the 
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Lorp that is kindled against us, because 


our fathers have not hearkened unto the Lo 


words of this book, to do according unto 
all that which is written concerning us. 

14 So Hil-ki’ah the priest, and A-hi 
kim, and Ach’bdr, and Sha’phan, and 
As‘a-hi’ah, went unto Huldah the 
prophetess, the wife of Shal’liim the son 
of Tik’vah, the son of Har’has, keeper of 
the wardrobe; (now she dwelt in Jeru- 
salem in the college;) and they com- 
muned with her. 

15 @ And she said unto them, Thus 
saith the Lorp God of Is‘r4-él, Tell the 
man that sent you to me, 

16 Thus saith the Lorp, Behold, I will 
bring evil upon this place, and upon the 
inhabitants thereof, even all the words 
of the book which the king of Judah 
hath read: . 

17 Because they have forsaken me, 
and have burned incense unto other 
gods, that they might provoke me to 
anger with all the works of their hands; 
therefore my wrath shall be kindled 
against this place, and shall not be 
quenched. 

18 But to the king of Judah which sent 
you to inquire of the Lorp, thus shall 
ye say to him, Thus saith the Lorp God 
of Is’ra-81, As touching the words which 
thou hast heard; 

19 Because thine heart was tender, and 
thou hast humbled thyself before the 
LORD, when thou heardest what I spake 
against this place, and against the in- 
habitants thereof, that they should be- 
come a desolation and a curse, and hast 
rent thy clothes, and wept before me; 
I also have heard thee, saith the Lorp. 

20 Behold therefore, i will gather thee 
unto thy fathers, and thou shalt be 
gathered into thy grave in peace; and 
thine eyes shall not see the evil 
which I will bring upon this place. And 
they brought the king word again. 


CHAPTER 23 


Awe the king sent, and they gathered 
unto him all the elders of Judah 
and of Jerusalem. 

2 And the king went up into the house 
of the Lorn, and all the men of Judah 
and all the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
with him, and the priests, and the 
prophets, and all the people, both small 
and great: and he read in their ears all 
the words of the book of the covenant

3 @ And the king stood by a pillar, an 
made a covenant before the LorpD, to 
walk after the LorD, and to keep his 
commandments and his testimonies and 
his statutes with all their heart and all 
their soul, to perform the words of this 
covenant that were written in this book. 
And all the people stood to the covenant. 

4 And the king commanded Hil-ki’ah 
the high priest, and the priests of the 
second order, and the keepers of the 
door, to bring forth out of the temple of 
the Lorp all the vessels that were made 
for Ba’al, and for the grove, and for all 
the host of heaven: and he burned them 
without Jerusalem in the fields of 
Kid’rin, and carried the ashes of them 
unto Beth-el. 

5 And he put down the idolatrous 
priests, whom the kings of Judah had 
ordained to burn incense in the high 
places in the cities of Judah, and in the 
places round about Jerusalem; them 
also that burned incense unto Ba’al, 
to the sun, and to the moon, and to the 
planets, and to all the host of heaven. 

6 And he brought out the grove from 
the house of the LorpD, without Jeru- 
salem, unto the brook Kid’rén, and 
burned it at the brook Kid’rén, and 
stamped if small to powder, and cast 
the powder thereof upon the graves of 
the children of the people. 

7 And he brake down the houses of 
the sodomites, that were by the house 
of the LorpD, where the women wove 
hangings for the grove. 

8 And he brought all the priests out of 
the cities of Judah, and defiled the high 
places where the priests had burned in- 
cense, from Gé’ba to Bé’ér—shé’ ba, and 
brake down the high places of the gates 
that were in the entering in of the gate 
of Joshua the governor of the city, which 
were on a man’s left hand at the gate of 
the city. 

9 Nevertheless the priests of the high 
places came not up to the altar of the 
Lorp in Jerusalem, but they did eat of 
the unleavened bread among their 
brethren. f 2 

10 And he defiled To’phéth, which is 
in the valley of the children of Hin’ndm, 
that no man might make his son or his 
daughter to pass through the fire to 
M@'léch. ;

" -11 And he took away the horses that 
_ the kings of Judah had given to the sun, 
_ at the entering in of the house of the 
Lorp, by the chamber of Na’than- 
 mé'‘léch the chamberlain, which was-in 
_ the suburbs, and burned the chariots of 
_ the sun with fire. 

_ 12 And the altars that were on the top 


_ ofthe upper chamber of Ahaz, which the th 


_ kings of Judah had made, and the altars 
ie which Ma-nas’s¢h had made in the two 
courts of the house of the Lorp, did the 
_ king beat down, and brake them down 

' from thence, and cast the dust of them 

into the brook Kid’ron. 
_ 13 And the high places that were before 
_ Jerusalem, which were on the right hand 
- of the mount of corruption, which Solo- 
_ mon the king of Is’ra-él had builded for 
_ Ash’to-réth the abomination of the Zi- 
_ do’ni-ans, and for €hé’mdsh the abom- 
ination of the M6’ab-ites, and for Mil‘ 

_ com the abomination of the children of 
Ammon, did the king defile. 

14 And he brake in pieces the images, 
and cut down the groves, and filled their 
places with the bones of men. 

15 @ Moreover the altar that was at 
Beth-el, and the high place which 
Jér’6-ho’4m the son of Né’bat, who 
made [s’ra-é1 to sin, had made, both 
_ that altar and the high place he brake 

_ down, and burned the high place, and 

" stamped if small to powder, and burned 

_ the grove. 

16 And as Jo-si’4h turned himself, he 

spied the sepulchres that were there in 
_ the mount, and sent, and took the bones 

_ out of the sepulchres, and burned them 

'+ upon the altar, and polluted it, accord- 
/ ing to the word of the LorD which the 

man of God proclaimed, who proclaimed 
these words. 
17 Then he said, What title zs that that 
I see? And the men of the city told him, 
Jt is the sepulchre of the man of God, 
‘which came from Judah, and pro- 
claimed these things that thou hast done 
against the altar of Beth-el. 
' 18 And he said, Let him alone; let no 
man move his bones. So they let his 
bones alone, with the bones of the 
prophet that came out of Sa-ma’ri-a. 
19 And all the houses also of the high 
places that were in the cities of Sa- 
ma’ti-a, which the kings of Is‘ra-él had 
made to provoke the LORD to anger, 
Jo-si’a4h took away, and did to them 
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according to all the acts that he had 
done in Beth-el. : 

20 And he slew all the priests of the 
high places that were there upon the 
altars, and burned men’s bones upon 
them, and returned to Jerusalem. 

21 q And the king commanded all the 
people, saying, Keep the passover unto 
e LorpD your God, as if 7s written in 
the book of this covenant. 

22 Surely there was not holden such a 
passover from the days of the judges 
that judged Is’ra-él, nor in all the days 
of the kings of Is’ra-él, nor of the kings 
of Judah; 

23 But in the eighteenth year of king 
Jo-si’ah, wherein this passover was 
holden to the LorD in Jerusalem. 

24 @ Moreover the workers with 
familiar spirits, and the wizards, and 
the images, and the idols, and all the 
abominations that were spied in the 
land of Judah and in Jerusalem, did 
Jo-si‘ah put away, that he might per- 
form the words of the law, which were 
written in the book that Hil-ki’ah the 
priest found in the house of the Lorp. 

25 And like unto him was there no king 
before him, that turned to the Lorp 
with all his heart, and with all his soul, 
and with all his might, according to all 
the law of Moses; neither after him 
arose there any like him. : 

26 @ Notwithstanding, the Lorp 
turned not from the fierceness of his 
great wrath, wherewith his anger was 
kindled against Judah, because of all 
the provocations that Ma-nas’séh had 
provoked him withal. 

27 And the Lorp said, I will remove 
Judah also out of my sight, as I have 
removed Is’ra-él, and will cast off this 
city Jerusalem which I have chosen, 
and the house of which I said, My name 
shall be there. 

28 Now the rest of the acts of Jo-si’ah, 
and all that he did, are they not written 
in the book of the Chronicles of the 
kings of Judah? 

29 @- In his days Pha’radh—neé’choh 
king of Egypt went up against the king 
of Assyria to the river Eu-phra’tés: and 
king Jo-si/ah went against him; and he 
slew him at Mé-gid’do, when he had 
seen him. 

30 And his servants carrie 1 him in a 
chariot dead from. Mé-gid’do, and 


brought him to Jerusalem, and buried 
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him in his own sepulchre. And the peo- 
ple of the land took Jé-ho’a-haz the son 


of J6-si’ah, and anointed him, and made did; 


him king in his father’s stead. 

31 @ Jé-ho'a-haz was twenty and three 
years. old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned three months in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Ha-mi'tal, 
the daughter of Jeremiah of Lib’nah. 

32 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorn, according to all 
that his:fathers had done. 

33 And Pha’radh—né’choh put him in 
bands at Rib’lah in the land of Ha‘ 
math, that he might not reign in Jerusa- 
lem; and put the land to a tribute of a 
ae talents of silver, and a talent of 


oe rer Pha’rash-né’ choh made E-Ii’a- 
kim the son of J6-si’ah king in the room 
of Jo-si’ah his father, and turned his 
name to Jé-hdi'a-kim, and took Jé- 
ho’a-h4z away: and he came to Egypt, 
and died there. - 

35 And Jé-héi’4-kim gave the silver 
and the gold to Pha’‘radh; but he taxed 
the land to give the money according 
to the commandment of Pha’radh: he 
exacted the silver and the gold of the 
people of the land, of every one accord~ 
ing to his taxation, to ‘give if unto 
Pha’radh-né’choh. 

36 @ Jé-hoi'a-kim was twenty and 
five years old when he began to reign; 
and he reigned eleven years in Jeru- 
salem. And his mother’s name was 
Zé-bi' dah; the daughter of Pé-da’iah of 
Ry’mah. 

37 And. he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the Lorp, according to all 
that his fathers had done, 


CHAPTER 24 
IX his days Néb’ii-chad-néz'zar king 
of Babylon came up, and Jé-héi'a- 
kim became his servant three years: 
then ‘he turned and rebelled against 


him. 

2 And the Lorp sent against him bands 
of the €hal’dées, and bands of the 
Syrians, and sate of the Mo’ab-ites, 
and bands of the children of Ammon, 
and sent them against Judah to destroy 
it, according to the word of the Lorn, 
which he spake by his servants the 
prophets. © 
3 Surely at the commandment of the 
Lorp came this upon Judah, to remove

them out of his sight, for the sins of 
Ma-nas’séh, according to all that he 


4 And also for the innocent blood that 
he shed: for he filled Jerusalem with 
innocent blood; which the Lorp would 
not pardon. 

5. @ Now the rest of the acts of Jé- 
héi’a-kim, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? 

6 So Jé-hoi'a-kim slept with his fa- 
thers: and Jé-h6i’4-chin his son reigned 
in his stead. 

7 And the king of Egypt came not again 
any more out of his land: for the king of 
Babylon had taken from the river of 
Egypt unto the river Eu-phra’tés all 
that pertained to the king of Egypt. 

8 @ Jé-hoi'a-chin was eighteen years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jerusalem three months. 
And his mother’s name was Neé-hiish’ta, 
the daughter of El-na’than of Jerusalem. 

9 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the LorD, according to all that 
his father had done. 

10 @ At that time the servants of 
Néb’i-chad-néz’zar king of Babylon 
came up against Jerusalem, and the 
city was besieged. 

11 And Néb’i-chad-néz’zar of 
Babylon came against the city, and his 
servants did besiege it. 

12 And Jé-hoi’a-chin the king of Judah 
went out to the king of Babylon, he, and 
his mother, and his servants, and-his 
princes, and his officers: and the king 
of Babylon took him in the eighth year 
of his reign. 

13 And he carried out thence all the 
treasures of the house of the LorD, and 
the treasures of the king’s house, and 
cut in pieces all the vessels of gold 
which Solomon king of Is’ra-é1 had 
made in the temple of the Lorp, as the 
Lorp had said. 

14 And he carried away all Jerusalem, 
and all the princes, and all the mighty 
men of valor, even ten thousand cap- 
tives, and all the craftsmen and smiths: 
none remained, save the poorest sort of 
the people of the land. 

15 And he carried away Jé-hov'a-chin 
to Babylon, and the : king’s amg on — 
the king’s wives, and his officers, and 
mighty of the land, those carried he Sar 
captivity from Jerusalem to Babylon.

' 16 And all the men of might, even 
seven thousand, and craftsmen and 
smiths. a thousand, all that were strong

_ 5 And the army of the €hal’dées pur- 
sued after the king, and overtook him 
in the plains of Jér'i-chd: and all his 
army were scattered from him. 

6 So they took the king, and brought 
‘him up to the king of Babylon to Rib’lah; 
and they gave judgment upon him. 

7 And they slew the sons of Zéd’é- 
kiah before his eyes, and put out the

Jerusalem: é 

9 And he burnt the house of the Lorn, 
and the king’s house, and all the houses 
of Jerusalem, and every great man’s 
house burnt he with fire. 

10 And all the army of the €hal’dées, 
that were with the captain of the guard, 
brake down the walls of Jerusalem 
round about. 

11 Now the rest of the people that were 
left in the city, and the fugitives that 
fell away to the king of Babylon, with 
the remnant of the multitude, did 
Néb’a-zaér-a’dan the captain of the 
guard carry away. 

12 But the captain of the guard left of 
the poor of the land to be vinedressers 
and husbandmen. } 

13 And the pillars of brass that were 
in the house of the LorD, and the bases, 
and the brazen’sea that was in the house 
of the Lorp, did the €hal’dées break in 
pieces, and carried the brass of them to 
Babylon. 

14 And the pots, and the shovels, and 
the snuffers, and the spoons, and all the 
vessels of brass wherewith they min- 
istered, took they away. 

15 And the firepans, and the bowls, 
and such things as were of gold, zn gold, 
and of silver, in silver, the captain of | 
the guard took away. 

16 The’ two pillars, one sea, and the 
bases which Solomon had made for the 
house of the LorD; the brass of all these 
vessels was without weight. 

17 The height of the one pillar was 
eighteen cubits, and the chapiter upon 
it. was brass: and the height of the 
chapiter three cubits; and the wreathed 
work, and pomegranates upon the 
chapiter round about, all of brass: and 
like unto these had the second pillar 
with wreathed work. 

18 @ And the captain of the guard took 
Sé-ra’iah the chief priest, and Zéph’a- 
ni‘ah the second priest, and the three 
keepers of the door: 

19 And out of the city he took an officer 
that was set over the men of war, and 
five men of them that were in the king’s 
presence, which were found in the city, 
and the pantie scribe of the host, 
which mustered the people of the land, 
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and threescore men of the people of the 
land that were found in the city: 

20 And Néb’ii-zar—a’dan captain of 
the guard took these, and brought them 
to the king of Babylon to Rib’lah: 

21 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and slew them at Rib’lah in the 
land of Ha’math. So Judah was carried 
away out of their land. 

22 @ And as for the people that re- 
mained in the land of Judah, whom 
Néb’ii-chad-néz’zar king of Babylon 
had left, even over them he made Géd’a- 
lah the son of A-hi’kAm, the son of 
Sha’phan, ruler. 

23 And when all the captains of the 
armies, they and their men, heard that 
the king of Babylon had made Géd’a- 
li’ah governor, there came to Géd’a- 
li’ah to Miz’ pah, even Ish’ ma-él the son 
of Néth’a-ni’4h, and J6-ha’nan the son 
of Ca-ré’ah, and Sé-ra’ iah the son of 
Tan-hi’ méth the Né-tdph’a-thite, and 
Ja-az/a-ni’4h the son of a Ma-ich’a- 
thite, they and their men. 

24 And Géd’a-li’ah sware to them, and 
to their men, and said unto them, Fear 
not to be the servants of the €hal’dées: 
dwell in the land, and serve the king of 
Babylon; and it shall be well with you, 
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25 But it came to pass in the seventh 
month, that Ish’ma-él the son of Néth’a- 
ni’ah, the son of E-lish’a-ma, of the 
seed royal, came, and ten men with him, 
and smote Géd’a-li‘ah, that he died, and 
the Jews and the €hil’dées that were 
with him at Miz’pah. 

26 And all the people, both small and 
great, and the captains of the armies, 
arose, and came to Egypt: for they were 
afraid of the Chal’dées. 

27 @ And it came to pass in the seven 
and thirtieth year “ the captivity of 
Jé-héi’a-chin king of Judah, in the 
twelfth month, on the seven and twen- 
tieth day of the month, that E’vil-mé- 
r0’dach king of Babylon i in the year that 
he began to reign did lift up the head 
of Jé-hoi’a-chin king of Judah out of 
prison; 

28 And he spake kindly to him, and 
set his throne above the throne of the 
kings that were with him in Babylon; 

29 And changed his prison garments: 
and he did eat bread continually before 
him all the days of his life. 

30 And his allowance was a continual 
allowance given him of the king, a daily 
Ng for every day, all the days of his

22 Bé-na'iah the son of Jé-hoi'a-da, 
tthe son of a valiant man of Kab’zé-él, 
‘who had done many acts; he slew two 
iionlike men of M6o’ab: alsohe wentdown 
yvand slew a lion in a pit in a,snowy day.

30 And of the He’brén-ites, Hash’a- 
bi’ah and his brethren, men of valor, a 
thousand and seven hundred, were 
officers among them of Is’ra-él on this 
side Jordan westward in all the business 
of the LorD, and in the service of the

31 Among the Hé’bron-ites was Jé- 
tijah the chief, even among the He- 
bron-ites, according to the generations 
of his fathers. In the fortieth year of the 
reign of David they were sought for, and 
there were found among them migh 
men of valor at Ja’zér of Gil’é-ad. } 

32 And his brethren, men of valor, were 
two thousand and seven hundred chief 
fathers, whom king David made rulers 
over the Reubenites, the Gadites, and 
the half tribe of Ma-nas’séh, for every 
matter pertaining to God, and affairs of 


the king.

24 Jo’ab the son of Zér’ u-7’ah began to 
number, but he finished not, because 
there fell wrath for it against Is'ra-él; 
neither was the number put in the ac- 
count of the Chronicles of king David. 

25 @ And over the king’s treasures 
was Az-ma'véth the son of A’di-él: and 
over the storehouses in the fields, in the 
cities, and in the villages, and in the 
castles, was Jé-hén’a-thin the son of 

'Z-zi ah: 

26 And over them that did the work of 
the field for tillage of the ground was 

z'ri the son of €hé'lib: 

27 And over the vineyards was;Shim* 
é-i the Ra’math-ite: over the increase of 
the vineyards for the wine cellars was 
Zab’ di the Shiph’mite: 

28 And over the olive trees and the 
sycamore trees that were in the low 
plains was Ba’al—ha’nan the Gé-dé’rite:

29 And over the herds that fed. in 
Shar’6n was Shit’rai the Shar’én-ite: 
and over the herds that were_in the 
valleys was Sha’ phat the son of Ad’la-i: 

30 Over the camels also was O’bil the 
Ish’ma-él-ite: and over the asses was 
jJéeh-dé’'iah the Mé-rén’6-thite: 

31 And over the flocks was Ja’ziz the 
Ha’gér-ite.

8 Now therefore, in the sight of alt 
Is’ra-é1 the congregation of the Lorp, 
and in the audience of our God, keep

9 @ And thou, Solomon my son, know

11, @ Then David gave to Solomon his 
son the pattern of the porch; and of the 
houses thereof, and of the treasuries 
thereof,:and of the upper chambers 
thereof, and of the inner parlors there- 
of, and of the place of the mercy seat; 

12 And the pattern of all that he had by 
the Spirit, of the courts of the house of 
the LorD, and of all the chambers round 
about, of the treasuries of the house of 
God, and of the treasuries of the dedi- 
cated things: is 

13 Also for the courses of the priests 
and the Lé’vites, and for all the work of 
the service of the house of the Lorn, 
and for all the vessels of service in the 
house of the LorpD. ' 

14 He gave of gold by weight for things 
of gold, for allinstruments of all manner 
of service; silver also for all instruments 
of silver by weight, for all instruments of 
every kind of service: 

15 Even the weight for the candlesticks 
of gold, and for their lamps of gold, by 
weight for every candlestick, and for the 
lamps. thereof: and for the -candle- 
sticks of silver by weight, both. for 
the candlestick; and also for the lamps 
thereof, according to the use of every 
candlestick. Seer 

16And by weight he gave gold for the 
tables of showbread;: for every table; 
and likewise silver for the tables 
silver: ors teoy acd 

17 Also pure’ gold for the fleshhooks, 
and the bowls, and the cups: and for the 
golden basins he gave gold by weight 
for every basin; and likewise silver by 
weight for every basin of silver. 

18 And for the altar of incense refined 
gold by weight; and gold for the pattern 
of the chariot of the cherubim, that 
spread out their wings, and covered the 
ark of the covenant of the LorD. 

19 All this, said David, the LORD made 
me understand in writing byjhis hand 
upon me, even all the works of this 
pattern. 3 Erm 

20 And David said to Solomon his son, 
Bestrong and of good courage, and doit: 
fear not, nor be dismayed, for the LorpD 
God,. even my God, will be with thee; 
he will not fail thee, nor forsake thee, 
until thou hast finished-all the work for 
the service of the house of the LorpD. © 

21 And, behold, the courses of the 
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priests and the Lé’vites, even they shall 
be with thee for all the service of the 
house of God: and there shall be with 
thee for all manner of workmanship 
every willing skilful man, for any man- 
ner of service: also the princes and all 
the people will be wholly at thy com- 
mandment. 


CHAPTER 29 


URTHERMORE David the king 

said unto all the congregation, Solo- 
mon my son, whom alone God hath 
chosen, is yet young and tender, and the 
work is great: for the palace is not for 
man, but for the LorD God. 

2 Now I have prepared with all my 
might for the house of my God the gold 
for things to be made of gold, and the 
silver for things of silver, and the brass 
for things of brass, the iron for things of 
iron, and wood for things of wood; onyx 
stones, and stones to. be set, glistering 
stones, and of divers colors, and all man- 
ner of precious stones, and marble 
stones in abundance.

4 Even three thousand talents of gold, 
of the gold of O’phir, and seven thou- 
sand talents of refined silver, to overlay 
the walls of the houses withal: 

5 The gold for things of gold, and the 
silver for things of silver; and for all 
manner of work fo be made by the hands 
of artificers. And who then is willing to 
consecrate his service this day unto the 
LorpD? 

6 @ Then the chief of the fathers and 
princes of the tribes of Is’ra-él, and the 
captains of thousands and of hundreds, 
with the rulers of the king’s work, 
offered willingly, ' 

7 And gave, for the service of the house 
of God, of gold five thousand talents 
and ten thousand drams, and of silver 
ten thousand talents, and of brass 
eighteen thousand talents, and one 
hundred thousand talents of iron. 

8 And they with whom Precious stones 
were found gave them to the treasure of 
the house of the Lorp, by the hand of 
Jé-hi’él the Gér’shén-ite. © 
-9 Then the people rejoiced, for. that

they offered willingly, because with per- 
fect heart they offered willingly to the 
Lorp: and David the king also rejoiced 
with great joy. 


10 @ Wherefore David blessed the. 


Lorp before all the congregation: and 
David said, Blessed be thou, Lornp God 
of Is’ra-él our father, for ever and ever. 

11 Thine, O LorD, is the greatness, 
and the power, and the glory, and the 
victory, and the majesty: for all that is 
in the heaven and in the earth is thine; 
thine is the kingdom, O Lorn, and thou 
art exalted as head above all. 

12 Both riches and honor come of thee, 
and thou reignest over all; and in thine 
hand is power and might; and in thine 
hand it is to. make great, and to give 
strength unto all. 

13 Now therefore, our God, we thank 
thee, and praise thy glorious name. 
:14 But who am I, and what is my peo- 
ple, that we should be able to offer so 
willingly after this sort? for all things 
come of thee, and of thine own have we 
given thee. : 

15 For we are strangers before thee, 
and sojourners, as were all our fathers: 
our days on the earth are as a shadow, 
and there ignone abiding. 

16.0'Lo ur God, all this store that 
we have prepared to build thee a house 
for thine holy name cometh of thine 
hand, and zs.all thine own: 


17 Lknow also, my God, that thou triest — 


the heart, and hast pleasure in upright- 
ness. As for me, in the uprightness of 
mine heart I have willingly offered all 
these things: and now have I seen with 
joy thy people, which are present here, 
to offer willingly unto thee. 

18 O Lorp: God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and of Is‘ra-&l, our fathers, keep this for 
ever in the imagination of the thoughts 
of the heart of thy people, and prepare 
their heart unto thee: 

19 And give unto Solomon my son a 
perfect heart, to keep thy command- 
ments, thy testimonies, and thy statutes, 
and to do all these things, and to build 
the palace, for the which I have made 
provision. 

20 @ And David said to all the congre- 
gation, Now bless the Lorp your God. 
And all the congregation blessed: the 
Lorp God of their fathers, and bowed 
down their heads, and worshipped the 
Lorp, and the king... 
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Solomon asketh wisdom and knowledge 


21 And they sacrificed sacrifices unto 
the Lorp, and offered burnt offerings 
unto the LORD, on the morrow after 
that day, even a thousand bullocks, a 
thousand rams, and a thousand lambs, 
with their drink offerings, and sacrifices 
in abundance for all Is’ra-él: 

22 And did eat and drink before the 
Lorp on that day with great gladness.

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exceedingly in the sight of all Is’ra-él, 
and bestowed upon him such royal 
majesty as had not been on any king 
before him in Is’ra-él. 

26 @ Thus David the son of Jesse 
reigned over all Is’ra-él. 

27 And the time that he reigned over 
Is'ra-é1 was forty years; seven years 
reigned he in Heé’bron, and thirty and 
three years reigned he in Jerusalem. 

28 And he died in a good old age, full 
of days, riches, and honor: and Solomo: 
his son reigned in his stead. i 

29 Now the acts of David the king, first 
and last, behold, they are written in the 
book of Samuel the seer, and in the 
book of Nathan the prophet, and in the 
book of Gad the seer, 

30 With all his reign.and his might, and ~ 
the times that went over him, and over 
Is'ra-€l, and over all the kingdoms of 
the countries.

Gib’é-6n to Jerusalem, from before the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
reigned. over Is’ra-él, 

14 And Solomon gathered chariots and 
horsemen: and he had a thousand and 
four hundred chariots, and twelve thou- 
sand horsemen, which he placed in the 
chariot cities, and with the king at 
Jerusalem. 

15 And the king made silver and gold 
at Jerusalem as plenteous as stones, 
and cedar trees made he as the syca- 

‘more trees that are in the vale for 
abundance. 

16 And Solomon had horses brought 
out of Egypt, and linen yarn: the king’s 
merchants received the linen yarn at a 
price. 

17 And they fetched up, and brought 
forth out of Egypt a chariot for six hun- 
dred shekels of silver, and a horse for a 
hundred and fifty: and so brought they 
out horses for all the kings of the Hit‘ 
tites, and for the kings of Syria, by their 
means. 


CHAPTER 2 


ND Solomon determined to build a 
house for the name of the Lorp, 
and a house for his kingdom.

seeing the heaven and heaven of heay- 
ens cannot contain him? who am I then, 
that I should build him a house, save 
only to burn sacrifice before him? 

7 Send me now therefore a man cun- 
ning to work in gold, and in silver, and 
in brass, and in iron, and in purple, 


‘and crimson, and blue, and that can 


skill to grave with the cunning men 
that are with me in Judah and in 
Jerusalem, whom David my father did 
provide. 

8 Send me also cedar trees, fir trees, 
and algum trees, out of Lebanon: for I 
know that thy servants can skill to cut 
timber in Lebanon; and, behold, my 
servants shall be with thy servants, 

9 Even to prepare me timber in abun- 
dance: for the house which I am about to 
build shall be wonderful great. 

10 And, behold, I will give to thy serv- 
ants, the hewers that cut timber, twenty 
thousand measures of beaten wheat, 
and twenty thousand measures of bar- 
ley, and twenty thousand baths of wine, 
and twenty thousand baths of oil. 

11 @ Then Hi’r4m the king of Tyre 
answered in writing, which he sent to 
Solomon, Because the LorD hath loved 
his people, he hath made thee king over 


‘them. 


12 Hii’ram said moreover, Blessed be 
the Lorp God of Is’ra-él, that made 
heaven and earth, who hath given to 
David the king a wise son, endued with 
prudence and understanding, that might 
build a house for the Lorn, and a house 
for his kingdom. 

13 And now I have sent a cunning man, 
endued with understanding, of Hu’ram 
my father’s, 

14 The son of a woman of the daughters 
of Dan, and his father was a man of 


Tyre, skilful to work in gold, and in sil- 


ver, in brass, in iron, in stone, and in 
timber, in purple, in blue, and in fine 
linen, and in crimson; also to grave any 
manner of graving, and to find out every 
device which shall be put to him, with 
thy cunning men, and with the cunning 
men of my lord David thy father. .

16 And we will cut wood of Leba-

Jerusalem. 

17°@ And Solomon numbered all the 
strangers that were in the land of Is‘ 
ra-él, after the numbering wherewi 
David his father had numbered them; 
and they were found a hundred and 
fifty thousand and three thousand and 
six hundred. 

18 And he set threescore and ten thou- 
sand of them fo be bearers of burdens, 
and fourscore thousand fo be hewers in 
the mountain, and three thousand and 
six i sae overseers to set the people 
awork. ; 


CHAPTER 3 


"(HEN Solomon began to build the 
house of the Lorp at Jerusalem in 
‘mount Mo-ri’ah, where the LORD ap- 
peared unto David his father, in the 
place that David had prepared in the 
threshingfloor of Or’nan the Jéb’a- 


site. 

2 And he began to build in the second 
day of the second month, in the fourth 
year of his reign. 

3 @ Now these are the things wherein 
Solomon was instructed for the building 
of the house of God. The length by 
cubits after the first measure was three- 
score cubits, and the breadth twenty 
cubits. 

4 And the porch that was in the front 
of the house, the length of it was accord- 
ing to the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the height was a hundred 
and twenty: and he overlaid it within 
with pure gold.

7 He overlaid also the house, the 
beams, the posts, and the walls thereof, 
and the doors thereof, with gold; and

8 And he made the most holy house, the 
length whereof was according to the 
breadth of the house, twenty cubits, and 
the breadth thereof twenty cubits: and 
he overlaid it with fine gold, amounting 
to six hundred talents. 

9 And the — of the nails was fifty 
shekels of gold. And he overlaid the 
upper chambers with gold. Se 
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10 And in the most holy house he made 
two cherubim of image work, and over- 
laid them with gold. 

11 @ And the wings of the cherubim 
were twenty cubits long: one wing of the 
one cherub was five cubits, reaching to 
the wall of the house: and the other wing 
was likewise five cubits, reaching to the 
wing of the other cherub. 

12 And one wing of the other cherub 
was five cubits, reaching to the wall of 
the house: and the other wing was five 
cubits also, joining to the wing of the 
other cherub. 

13 The'wings of these cherubim spread 
themselves forth twenty cubits: and 
they stood on their feet, and their faces 
were inward. 

14 @ And he made the veil of blue, and © 
purple, and crimson, and fine linen, and 
wrought cherubim thereon. 

15 Also he made before the house two 
pillars of thirty and five cubits high, and 
the chapiter that was on the top of each 
of them was five cubits. 

16 And he made chains, as in the ora- 
cle, and put them on the heads of the 
pillars; and made a hundred pome- 
granates, and put them on the chains. — 

17 And he reared up the pillars before 
the temple, one on the right hand, and 
the other on the left; and called the 
name of that on the right hand Ja’ehin, 
and the name of that on the left Boaz. 


CHAPTER 4 


OREOVER he made an altar of 
brass, twenty cubits the length 
thereof, and twenty cubits the breadth 
thereof, and ten cubits the height thereof. 
2: @ Also he made a molten sea of ten 
cubits from brim to brim, round in com- 
pass, and five cubits the height thereof; 
and a line of thirty cubits did compass 
it round about. : 

3 And under it was the similitude of 
oxen, which did compass it round about: 
ten in a cubit, compassing the sea round 
about. Two rows of oxen were, cast, 
when it was cast. ‘ 

4 It stood upon twelve oxen, three look- 
ing toward the north, and three looking 
toward the west, and three looking 
toward the south, and three looking to- 
ward the east: and the sea was set 
above upon them, and all their hinder 
parts were inward. 

5 And the thickness of it was'a hand- 
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breadth, and the brim of it like the work 
of the brim of a cup, with flowers of 
lilies; and it received and held three 
thousand baths. 

6 @ He made also ten lavers, and put 
five on the right hand, and five on the 
left, to wash in them: such things as 
they offered for the burnt offering they 
washed in them; but the sea was for the 
priests to wash in. 

7 And he made ten candlesticks of gold 
according to their form, and set them in 
the temple, five on the right hand, and 
five on the left. 

8 He made also ten tables, and placed 
them in the temple, five on the right 
side, and five on the left. And he made 
a hundred basins of gold. 

9 @ Furthermore he made the court 
of the priests, and the great court, and 
doors for the court, and overlaid the 
doors of them with brass. 

10 And he set the sea on the right side 
of the east end, over against the south. 

11 And Hi’ram made the pots, and 
the shovels, and the basins, And Hi‘ 
ram finished the work that he was to 
make for king Solomon for the house of 
God; 

12 To wit, the two pillars, and the pom- 
mels, and the chapiters which were on 
the top of the two pillars, and the two 
wreaths to cover the two pommels of 
the chapiters which were on the top of 
the pillars; 

13 And four hundred pomegranates on 
the two wreaths; two rows of pome- 
granates on each wreath, to cover the 
two pommels of the chapiters which 
were upon the pillars. 

14 He made also bases, and lavers 
made he upon the bases; 

15 One sea, and twelve oxen under it. 

16 The pots also, and the shovels, and 
the fleshhooks, and all their instru- 
ments, did Hi’ram his father make to 
king Solomon for the house of the LorpD, 
of bright brass. 

17 In the plain of Jordan did the king 
cast them, in the clay ground between 
Siie’céth and Zér’é-da’thah. 

18 Thus Solomon made all these ves- 
sels in great abundance: for the weight 
of the brass could not be found out. 

19 @ And Solomon made all the ves- 
sels that were for the house of God, the 
golden altar also, and the tables whereon 
the showbread was set; 


The vessels and pillars. The ark brought in 


20 Moreover the candlesticks with 
their lamps, that they should burn after 
pa Pari before the oracle, of pure 

0 

on And the flowers, and the lamps, and 
the tongs, made he of gold, and that per- 
fect gold; 

22. And the snuffers, and the basins, 
and the spoons, and the censers, of pure 
gold: and the entry of the house, the 
inner doors thereof for the most holy 
place, and the doors of the house of the 
temple, were of gold. 5 


CHAPTER 5 


HUS all the work that Solomon 
made for the house of the Lorp 
was finished: and Solomon brought in 
all the things that David his father 
had dedicated; and the silver, and the 
gold, and all the instruments, put he 
bre the treasures of the house of 
0 

2 @ Then Solomon assembled the 
elders of Is’ra-&1, and all the heads of 
the tribes, the chief of the fathers of the 
children of Is’ra-&1, unto Jerusalem, to 
bring up the ark of the covenant of the 
pews out of the city of Dayid, which is 

ion. 

3 Wherefore all the men of Is’ra-é1 
assembled themselves unto the king in 
the feast which was in the seventh 
month. 

4 And all the elders of Is’ra-é1 came; 
and the Lé’vites took up the ark. 

5 And they brought up the ark, and 
the tabernacle of the congregation, and 
all the holy vessels that were in the 
tabernacle, these did the priests and the 
Lé’vites bring up. 

6 Also king Solomon, and all the con- 
gregation of Is’ra-él that were assem- 
bled unto him before the ark, sacrificed 
sheep and oxen, which could not be 
told nor numbered for multitude. 

7 And the priests brought in the ark of 
the covenant of the LorD unto his place, 
to the oracle of the house, into the most 
holy place, even under the wings of the 
cherubim: 

8 For the cherubim spread fortis their 
wings over the place of the ark, and the 
cherubim covered the ark ae the staves 
thereof above. 

9 And they drew out the staves of the 
ark, that the ends of the staves were 
seen from the ark before the oracle; but 
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they were not seen without. And there 
it is unto this day. 

10 There was nothing in the ark save 
the two tables which Moses put therein 
at Ho’réb, when the LorpD made a cove- 
nant with the children of Is’ra-é1, when 
they came out of Egypt. 

11 @ And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy place: 
(for all the priests that were present 
were sanctified, and did not then wait by 
course: 

12 Also the Lé’vites which were the 
singers, all of them of A’saph, of Hé 
man, of Jé-dii'thiin, with their sons and 
their brethren, being arrayed in white 
linen, having cymbals and psalteries and 
harps, stood at the east end of the altar, 
and with them a hundred and twenty 


priests sounding with trumpets:) 


13 It came even to pass, as the trum- 
peters and singers were as one, to make 
one sound to be heard in praising and 
thanking the Lorp; and when they 
lifted up their voice with the trumpets 
and cymbals and instruments of music, 
and praised the LorD, saying, For he is 
good; for his mercy endureth for ever: 
that then the house was filled with a 
cloud, even the house of the LorpD; 

14 So that the priests could not stand 
to minister by reason of the cloud: for 
the glory of the Lorp had filled the 


_ house of God. 


CHAPTER 6 
open said Solomon, The Lorp hath 
said that he would dwell in the thick 
darkness. 

2 But I have built a house of habitation 
for thee, and a place for thy dwelling for 
ever. 

3 And the king turned his face, and 
blessed the whole congregation of Is‘ 
ra-él: and all the congregation of Is‘ 
ra-él stood. 

4 And he said, Blessed be the LorpD 
God of Is'ra-é1, who hath with his hands 


fulfilled that which he spake with his 


mouth to my father David, saying, 

5 Since the day that I brought forth my 
people out of the land of Egypt I chose 
no city among all the tribes of Is’ra-€l 
to build a house in, that my name might 
be there; neither chose I any man to be 
a ruler over my people Is‘ra-él: 

6 But I have chosen Jerusalem, that 
my name might be there; and have 
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meter David to be over my people 
Ta-él, 

Now it was in the heart of David my 
father to build a house for the name of 
the Lorp God of Is’ra-él. 

8 But the LorpD, said to David my 
father, Forasmuch as it was in thine 
heart to build a house for my name, thou 
didst well in that it was in thine heart: 

9 Notwithstanding thou shalt not build 
the house; but thy son which shall come 
forth out of thy loins, he shall build the 
house for my name. 

10 The Lorn therefore hath performed 
his word that he hath spoken: for I am 
risen up in the room of David my father, 
and am set on the throne of Is’ra-él, as 
the LorD promised, and have built the 
house for the name of the LorD God of 

$'ra-él. 

11 And in it have I put the ark, where- 
in is the covenant of the Lor», that he 
made with the children of Is’ra-él. 

12 @ And he stood before the altar of 
the Lorp in the presence of all the con- 
gregation of Is’ra-él, and spread forth 
his hands: 

13 For Solomon had made a brazen 
scaffold, of five cubits long, and five 
cubits broad, and three cubits high, and 
had set it in the midst of the court: and 
upon it he stood, and kneeled down upon 
his knees before all the congregation 
of Is’ra-&1, and spread forth his hands 
toward heaven, 

14 And said, O Lorp God of {s’ra-él, 
there is no God like thee in the heaven, 
nor in the earth; which keepest cove- 
nant, and showest mercy unto thy. serv- 
ants, that walk before thee with all their 
hearts: 

15 Thou which hast kept with thy 
servant David my father that which thou 
hast promised him; and spakest with 
thy mouth, and hast fulfilled z# with 
thine hand, as ?f is this day. 

16 Now therefore, O Lorp God of 
Is’ra-81, keep ‘with thy servant David my 
father that which thou_hast promised 
him, saying, There shall not fail thee a 
man in my sight to sit upon the throne of 
Is'ra-él; yet so that thy children take 
heed to thei way to walk in my law, as 
thou hast walked before me. 

17 Now then, O Lorp God of Is‘ra-él, 
let thy word be verified, which thou hast 
spoken unto thy servant David. 

18 But will God in very deed dwell with 
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men on the earth? Behold, heaven and 
the heaven of heavens cannot contain 
thee; how much less this house which I 
have built! reat 

19 Have respect therefore to the prayer 
of thy servant, and to his supplication, 
O LorpD my God, to hearken unto the 
cry and the prayer which thy servan 
prayeth before thee: ; 

20 That thine eyes may be open upon 
this house day and night, upon the place 
whereof thou hast said that thou would- 
est put thy name there; to hearken unto 
the prayer which thy servant prayeth 
toward this place. 

21 Hearken therefore unto the suppli- 
cations of thy servant, and of thy people 
Is'ra-él, which they shall make toward 
this place: hear thou from thy dwelling 
place, even from heaven; and when thou 
hearest, forgive. 

22 @ If a man sin against his neighbor, 
and an oath be laid upon him to make 
him swear, and the oath come before 
thine altar in this house; 

23 Then hear thou from heaven, and 
do, and judge thy servants, by requiting 
the wicked, by recompensing his way 
upon his own head; and by justifying the 
righteous, by giving him according to his 
righteousness. 

24 @ And if thy people Is’ra-é1 be put 
to the worse before the enemy, because 
they have sinned against thee; and shall 
return and confess thy name, and pray 
and make supplication before thee in 
this house; . 

25 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
and forgive the sin of thy people Is’ra-él, 
and bring them again unto the land 
which thou gavest to them and to their 
fathers. 

26 @ When the heaven is shut up, and 
there isnorain, because they have sinned 
against thee; yer if they pray toward this 
place, and confess thy name, and turn 
ate their sin, when thou dost afflict 

™m; 

27 Then hear thou from heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy servants, and of 
thy people Is’ra-él, when thou hast 
taught them the good way, wherein they 


should walk; and send rain upon thy wi 


land, which thou hast given unto thy 
people for an inheritance. 

28 @ If there be dearth in the land, if 
there be pestilence, if there be blasting 
or mildew, locusts or caterpillars; if their 
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enemies besiege them in the cities of 
their land; whatsoever sore, or whatso- 
ever sickness there be: : 

29 Then what prayer or what supplica- 
tion soever be made of any man, 
or of all thy people Is’ra-él, when every 
one shall know his own sore and his own 
grief, and shall spread forth his hands 
in this house: 

30 Then hear thou from heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive, and render 
unto every man according unto all his 
ways, whose heart thou knowest; (for 
thou only knowest the hearts of the chil- 
dren of men;) 

31 That they may fear thee, to walk in 
thy ways, so long as they live in the land 
which thou gavest unto our fathers, 

32 @ Moreoverconcerning thestranger, 
which is not of thy people Is‘ra-él, but 
is come from a far country for thy great 
name’s sake, and thy mighty hand, and 
thy stretched out arm; if they come and 
pray in this house; 

33 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
even from thy dwelling place, and do 
according to all that the stranger calleth 
to thee for; that all people of the earth 
may know thy name, and fear thee, as 
doth thy people Is‘ra-él, and may know 
that this house which I have built is 
called by thy name. 

34 If thy people go out to war against 
their enemies by the way that thou shalt 
send them, and they pray unto thee to- 
ward this city which thou hast chosen, 
and the house which I have built for thy 
name; 

35 Then hear thou from the heavens 
their prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. 

36 If they sin against thee, (for there is 
no man which sinneth not,) and thou be 
angry with them, and deliver them over 
before their enemies, and they carry 
them away captives unto a land far off 
or near; 

37 Yet if they bethink themselvesin the 
land whither they are carried captive, 
and turn and pray unto thee in the land 
oftheircaptivity, saying, We havesinned, 
we have done amiss, and have dealt

38 If they return to thee with all their 
heart and with all their soul in the land 
of their captivity, whither they have 
carried them captives, and pray toward 
their land, which thou gavest unto their 
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fathers, and foward the city which thou 
hast chosen, and toward the house which 
I have built for thy name: - 

39 Then hear thou from the heavens, 

even from thy dwelling place, their 
prayerand their supplications, and main- 
tain their cause, and forgive thy people r. 
which have’ sinned against thee. 
“40 Now, my God, let, I beseech thee, 
thine eyes be open, and Jet thine ears 
be attent unto the prayer that is made in 
this place. 

41 Now therefore arise, O Lorp God, 
into‘thy resting place, thou, and the ark 
of thy strength: let thy priests, O Lorp 
God, be clothed with salvation, and let 
thy saints rejoice in goodness. 

420 Lorp God, turn not away the face 
of thine anointed: remember the mercies 
‘of David thy servant. 


CHAPTER 7 
OW when Solomon had made an 
end of praying, the fire came down 
from heaven, and consumed the burnt 
offering and the sacrifices; and the glory 
of the Lorp filled the house. 
2 And the priests could not enter into 
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offerings, because the brazen altar which 
Solomon had made was not able to re- 
ceive the burnt offerings, and the meat 
offerings, and the fat. 

8 @ Also at the same time Solomon 
kept the feast seven days, and all Is! 

ra-él with him, a very great congrega- 
tion, from the entering in of Ha’math 
unto the river of Egypt. 

9 And in the eighth day they made a 
solemn assembly: for they kept the dedi- 
cation of the altar seven days, and the 
feast seven days. 

10 And on the three and twentieth day 
of the seventh month he sent the people 
away into their tents, glad and merry 
in heart for the goodness that the Lorp 
had showed unto David, and to Solomon, 
and to Is’ra-él his people. 

11 Thus Solomon finished the house of 
the LoRD, and the king’s house: and all 
that came into Solomon’s heart to make 
in the house of the LorD, and in his own 
house, he prosperously effected. 

12 @ And the Lorp appeared to Solo- 
mon by night, and said unto him, I have 
heard thy prayer, and have "chosen 
this place to myself for a house of sacri- 


the house of the Lorpb, because the fice 


em of the Lorp had filled the LorpD’s 

ouse. 

3 And when all the children of Is’ 14-8 
Saw how the fire came down, and the 
glory of the LorD upon the house, they 
bowed themselves with their faces to the 
ground upon the pavement, and wor- 
shipped, and praised the LORD, saying, 
For he is good; for his mercy endureth 
for ever. 

4 @ Then the king and all the people 
offered sacrifices before the LORD. 

5 And king Solomon offered a sacrifice 
of twenty and two thousand oxen, and a 
hundred and twenty thousand sheep. So 
the king and all the people dedicated the 
house of God. 

6 And the priests waited on their offices: 
the Lé’vites also with instruments of mu- 

sic of the Lorp, which David the king 
had made to praise the LORD, because 
his mercy endureth for ever, when David 
praised by their ministry; and the priests 
sounded trumpets‘ before them, and all 
Is'rA-€1 stood. 

7 Moreover Solomon hallowed the mids 
dle of the court that was before the house 
of the Lorp: for there he offered burnt 
offerings, and the fat of the peace 


13 If I shut up heaven that there be no 
rain, or if I command the locusts to de- | 
vour the land, or if I send pestilence 
among my people; 

14 If my people, which are called by 
my name, shall humble themselves, and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn from 
their wicked ways; then will I hear from 
heaven, and will forgive their sin, and 
will heal their land. 

15. Now mine eyes shall be open, and 
mine ears.attent unto the prayer that is 
made in this place. 

16 For now have I chosen and sancti- 
fied this house, that my name may be 
there for ever: and mine eyes and mine 
heart shall be there perpetually. 

17 And as for thee, if thou wilt walk 
before me, as David thy father walked, 
and do according to all that I have com- 
manded thee, and shalt observe my stat- 
utes and my judgments; 

18 Then will I stablish the throne of 
thy kingdom, according as I havecove- 
- nanted with David thy father, saying, 
There so not fail thee a man fo be 
ruler in rie ete 

19 But if ye turn away, and forsake my. 
statutes and my commandments, which 
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I have set before you, and shall go and 
serve other gods, and worship them; 

20 Then will I pluck them up by the 
roots out of my land which I have given 
them; and this house, which I have 
sanctified for my name, will I cast 
out of my sight, and will make it to be 
a proverb and a byword among all 
nations. 

21 And this house, which is high, shall 
be an astonishment to every one that 
passeth by it; so that he shall say, Why 
hath the Lorp done thus unto this land, 
and unto this house? 

22 And it shall be answered, Because 
they forsook the LorD God of their fa- 
thers, which brought them forth out of 
the land of Egypt, and laid hold on other 
gods, and worshipped them, and served 
them: therefore hath he brought all this 
evil upon them. 


CHAPTER 8 


AND it came to pass at the end of 
twenty years, wherein Solomon 
had. built the house of the Lorpb, and 
his own house, 

2 That the cities which Hi’ram had re- 
stored to Solomon, Solomon built them, 
and caused the children of Is’ra-&1 to 
dwell there. 

3 And Solomon went to Ha’math—zo- 
bah, and prevailed against it. 

4 And he built Tad’m6r in the wilder- 
ness, and. all the store cities, which he 
built in Ha’math, 

5 Also he built Béth’—h6’rén the upper, 
and Béth’—ho’rén.the nether, fenced 
cities, with walls, gates, and bars; 

6 And Ba’al-ath, and all the store cities 
that Solomon had, and all the chariot 
cities, and the cities of the horsemen, 
and all that Solomon desired to build in 
Jerusalem, andin Lebanon, and through- 
out all the land of his dominion. — 

7 @ As for all the people that were left 
of the Hit’tites, and the Am’6-rites, and 
the Pér’iz-zites, and the Hi’vites, and 
the Jéb’u-sites, which were not of 
Ts’ra-él, 

8 But of their children, who were left 
after them in the land, whom the chil- 
dren of Is‘ra-é1 consumed not, them did 
Solomon make to pay tribute until this 


y. 

9 But of the children of Is’ra-é1 did 
Solomon make no servants for his work; 
but they were men of war, and chief of 


Solomon’s building. His sacrifices 
his captains, and captains of his chariots 
and horsemen. 

10 And these were the chief of ne 
Solomon’s officers, even two hundre 
and fifty, that bare rule over the people. 

11 @ And Solomon brought up the 
daughter of Pha’raoh out of the city of 
David unto the house that he had built 
for her: for he said, My wife shall not 
dwell in the house of David king of Is‘ 
ra-él, because the places are holy, where- 
unto the ark of the Lorp hath come. 

12 @ Then Solomon offered burnt of- 
ferings unto the LorD on the altar of the 
Lorp, which he. had built before the 
porch, ‘ 

13 Even after a certain rate every day, 
offering according to the commandment 
of Moses, on the sabbaths, and-on the 
new moons, and on the solemn feasts, 
three times in the year, even in the feast 
of unleavened bread, and in the feast of 
weeks, and in the feast of tabernacles. 

14. @ And he appointed, according to 
the order of David his father, the courses 
of the priests to their service, and the 
Lé’vites to their charges, to praise and 
minister before the priests, as the duty 
of every day required: the porters also 
by their courses at every gate: for so had 
David the man of God commanded. 

15 And they departed not fromthe com- 
mandment of the king. unto the priests 
and Lé’vites concerning any matter, or 
concerning the treasures. 

16 Now all the work of Solomon was 
prepared unto the day of the foundation 
of the house of the LorD, and until it 
was finished. So the house of the Lorp 
was perfected. 

17 @ Then went Solomon to E’zi-én- 
gé’bér, and to E’/léth, at the sea side in 
the land of E’dém, 

18 And Hii’ram sent him, by the hands 
of his servants, ships, and servants that 
had knowledge of the sea; and they went 
with the servants of Solomon to O’phir, 
and took thence four hundred and fifty 
talents of gold, and brought them to king 
Solomon, 


; CHAPTER 9 
ND when the queen of Shé’ba heard 
of the fame of Solomon, she came 
to prove Solomon with hard questions at 
Jerusalem, with a very great company, 
and camels that bare spices, and gold in 
abundance, and precious stones: and 
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when she was come to Solomon, she 
communed, with him of all that was in 
her heart. 

2 And Solomon told her all her ques- 
tions: and there was nothing hid from 
Solomon which he told her not. 

3 And when the queen of Shé’ba had 
seen the wisdom of Solomon, and the 
house that he had built, 

4 And the meat of his table, and the 
sitting of his servants, and the attend- 
ance of his ministers, and their apparel; 
his cupbearers also, and their apparel; 
and his ascent by which he went up into 
the house of the LoRD; there was no 
more spirit in her. 

5 And she said to the king, If was a true 

report which I heard in mine own land 
of thine acts, and of thy wisdom: 
’ 6 Howbeit I believed not their words, 
until I came, and mine eyes had'seen if: 
and, behold, the one half of the great- 
ness of thy wisdom was not told me: for 
thou exceedest the-fame that I heard. 

7 Happy are thy men, and happy are 
these thy servants, which stand continu- 
ally before thee, and hear thy wisdom. 

8 Blessed be the Lorp thy God, which 
delighted in thee to set thee on his 
throne, fo be king for the LorD thy God: 
because thy God loved Is’ra-él, to estab- 
ish them for ever, therefore made he 
thee king over them, to do judgment and 
justice. 

9 And she gave the king a hundred and 
twenty talents of gold, and of spices 


great abundance, and precious stones: - 


neither was there any such spice as the 
queen of Shé’ba gave king Solomon. 

10 And the servants also of Hi’ram, 
and the servants of Solomon, which 
brought gold from O’phir, brought al- 
gum trees and precious stones. 

11 And the king made of the algum 
trees terraces to the house of the Lorn, 
and to the king’s palace, and harps and 
psalteries for singers: and there were 
none such seen before in the land of 
Judah. ; : 

12 And king Solomon gave to the queen 
of Shé’ba all her desire, whatsoever she 
asked, besides that which she had 
brought unto the king. So she turned, 
and went away to her own land, she and 
her servants. 
| 13.@ Now the weight of gold that came 
to Solomon in one year was six hundred 
and threescore and six talents of gold; 
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14 Besides that which chapmen and 
merchants brought. And all the kings of 
Arabia. and governors of the country 
brought gold and silver to Solomon. 

15. @ And king Solomon made two hun- 
dred targets of beaten gold: six hundred 
Shekels of beaten gold went to one 
target. 

16 And three hundred shields made he 
of beaten gold: three hundred shekels of 
gold went to one shield. And the king 
put them in the house of the forest of 
Lebanon. ‘ 

17 Moreover the king made a great 
ne of ivory, and overlaid it with pure 
gold. 

18 And there were six. steps to the 
throne, with a footstool of gold, which 
were fastened to the throne, and stays 
on each side of the sitting place, and two 
lions standing by the stays: 

19 And twelve lions stood there.on the 
one side and on the other upon. the six 
steps. There was not the like made in 
any kingdom. 

20 @ And all the drinking vessels of 
king Solomon were of gold, and all the 
vessels of the house of the forest of 
Lebanon were of pure gold: none were 
of silver; it was not any thing accounted 
of in the days of Solomon. 

21 For the king’s ships went to Tar! 
shish with the servants of Hi’ram: every 
three years once came the ships of Tar‘ 
shish bringing gold, and silver, ivory, and 
apes, and peacocks. 

22: And king Solomon passed all the 
kings of the earth in riches and wisdom. 

23 @ And all the kings of the earth 
sought the presence of Solomon, to hear 
his wisdom, that God had put in his 
heart. 

24 And they brought every man his 
present, vessels of silver, and vessels of 
gold, and raiment, harness, and spices, 
horses,:and mules, a rate year by year. 

25 @ And Solomon had four thousand 
stalls for horses and chariots, and twelve 
thousand horsemen; whom he bestowed 
in the chariot cities, and with the king at 
Jerusalem. ee 

26 @, And he reigned over all the kings 
from the river even unto the land of the 
Phi-lis’tines, and to the border of Egypt. 

27 And the king made silver in Jerusa- 
lem as stones, and cedar trees made he 
as the sycamore trees that are in the low 
plains in abundance. % 
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-28 And they brought unto Solomon 
horses out of Egypt, and out of all lands. 

29 @ Now the rest of the acts of Solo- 
mon, first'and last, are they not written 
in the book of Nathan the prophet, and 
in the prophecy of A-hi’jah the Shi’lo- 
nite, and in the visions of Id’d6 the seer 
against Jér’0-bo’am the son of Né’bat? 

30 And Solomon reigned in Jerusalem 
over all Is’ra-él forty years. 

31 And Solomon slept with his fathers, 
and he was buried in the city of David 
his father: and Ré’ho-b0’/4m his son 
reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER 10 
AND Re’hd-bo’am went to Shé’chém: 
for to Shée’chém were all Is'ra-él 
come to make him king. 

2 And it came to pass, when Jér’6- 
bo’am the son of Ne’bat, who was in 
Egypt, whither he had fled from the 
presence of Solomon the king, heard it, 
that Jér’6-bd’am returned out of Egypt. 

3 And they sent and called him. So 
Jér’6-bo’am and all Is’ra-é1 came and 
spake to Ré’h6-bo’dm, saying, 

4 Thy father made our yoke grievous: 
now therefore ease thou somewhat the 
grievous servitude of thy father, and his 
heavy yoke that he put upon us, and we 
will serve thee. 

5 And he said unto them, Come again 
unto me after three days. And the peo- 
ple departed. 

6 @ And king Ré’h6-bd'am took coun- 
sel with the old men that had stood be- 
fore Solomon his father while he yet 
lived, saying, What counsel give ye me 
to return answer to this people? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, If 
thou be kind to this people, and please 
them, and speak good words to them, 
they will be thy servants for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel which the 
old men gave him, and took counsel with 
the young men that were brought up 
with him, that stood before him. 

9 And he said unto them, What advice 
give ye that we may return answer to 
this people, which have spoken to me, 
saying, Ease somewhat the yoke that 
‘thy father did put upon us? 

» 10 And the young men that were brought 
‘up with him spake unto him, ‘saying, 
“Thus shalt thou answer the people that 
spake unto thee, saying; Thy father 
made our yoke heavy, but make thou if

somewhat lighter for us; thus shalt thou 
say unto them, My little finger shall be 
thicker than my father’s loins;.;.. 

11 For whereas my father put a heavy 
yoke upon you, I will put more to your 
yoke: my father chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions. 

12 So Jér’6-bd’am and all the people 
came to Ré’hé-bo’4m on the third day, 
as the king bade, saying, Come again 
to me on the third day. 

13 And the king answered them 
roughly; and king Ré’ho-bd’am forsook 
the counsel of the old men, 

14 And answered them after the advice 
of the: young men, saying, My father 
made your yoke heavy, but I will add 
thereto: my father chastised you with 
whips, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions. 

15 So the king hearkened not unto the 
people: for the cause was of God, that 
the LorD might perform his word, which 
he spake by the hand of A-hi’jah the 
Shi'l6-nite to Jér’d-bd’am the son of 
Ne’bat. 

16 @ And when all Is’rd-1 saw that 
the king would not hearken unto them, 
the people answered the king, saying, 
What portion have we in David? and 
we have none inheritance in the son_of 
Jesse: every man to your tents, O Ist 
ra-él: and now, David, see to thine own 
house. Soall Is’ra-é1 went to their tents. 

17 But-as for the children of Is’ra-él 
that dwelt in the cities of Judah, Re’ho- 
bo’4m reigned over them. 

18 Then king Ré’hd-bd’am sent Ha-do? 
rim that was over the tribute; and the 
children of Is’ra-&1 stoned. him with 
stones, that he died. But king Ré’ho- 
b6o’Am made speed to get him up to his 
chariot, to flee to Jerusalem. 

19 And Is’ra-€l rebelled against the 
house of David unto this day, 


CHAPTER 11 
ND when Ré’h6-bd’im was come to 
Jerusalem, he gathered of the 
house of Judah and Benjamin a hundred 
and fourscore thousand chosen men, 
which were warriors, to fight against Is‘ 
ra-él, that he might bring the kingdom 
again to Ré’h6-bo’am. Ss

5 @ And Ré’ho-bo’am dwelt in Jerusa- 
lem, and built cities for defense in 
Judah. 

6 He built even Beth-lehem, and E’tam, 
and Té-ko’a, 

7 And Béth’-zir’, and Shd’cd, and 
A-diil’lam, 

BY rye Gath, and Ma-ré’shah, and 
iph, 

9 And Ad’6-ra’im, and La’chish, and 
A-zé'kah, 

10 And Zo’rah, ‘and Aj’a-lén, and He‘ 
bron, which are in Judah and in Benja- 
min, fenced cities. 

11 And he fortified the strongholds, 
and put captains in them, and store of 
victuals, and of oil and wine. 

12 And in every several city he put 
shields and spears, and made them ex- 
ceeding strong, having Judah and Benja- 
min on his side. 

13 @ And the priests and the Lé’vites 
that were in all Is’ra-él resorted’ to 
him out of all their coasts. 

14 For the Lé’vites left their suburbs 
and their possession, and came to Judah 
and Jerusalem: for Jér’0-b6’am and his 
sons had cast them off from executing 
the priest’s office unto the LORD: 

15 And he ordained him priests for the 
high places, and for the devils, and for 
the calves which he had made. 

16 And after them, out of all the tribes 
of Is-ra-él, such as set their hearts to 
seek the LorpD God of Is’ra-él came to 
Jerusalem, to sacrifice unto the LorD 
God of their fathers. 

17 So they strengthened the kingdom 
of Judah, and made Ré‘h6-bo’am the 
son of Solomon strong, three years: for 
three years they walked in the way of 
David and Solomon. 

18 @ And Ré’hd-bd’am took him Ma‘ 
ha-lath the daughter of Jér’i-moth the 
son of David to wife, and Ab’i-hail the 
daughter of E-li’ab the son of Jesse; 

19 Which bare him children; Jé’iish, 
and Shém/’4-ri’ah, and Za’ham. — 

20 And after her he took Ma’a-chah 
the daughter of Ab’sa-lém; which bare 
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him A-bijah, and At’ta-, and Zi'za, and 
Shé-16’mith. 

21 And Ré’hd-bd’am loved Ma’a-chah 
the daughter of Ab’sa-lém above all his 
wives and his concttbines: (for he took 
eighteen wives, and threescore concu- 
bines; and begat twenty and eight sons, 
and threescore daughters.) _ a 
‘22 And Ré’h6-bd’am made A-bi'jah the 
son of Ma’a-ehah the chief, fo be ruler 
among his brethren: for he thought to 
make him ‘king. ; 

23 And he dealt wisely, and dispersed 
of all his children throughout all the 
countries of Judah and Benjamin, unto 
every fenced city: and he gave them 
victuals in abundance. And he desired 
many wives. 


CHAPTER 12 


AX> it came to pass, when Ré’ho- 
bo’4m had established the king- 
dom, and had strengthened himself, he 
forsook the law of the Lorp, and all Ist 
ra-él with him. 

2 And it came to pass, that in the fifth 
year of king Ré’h6-bo’am, Shi’shak king 
of Egypt came up against Jerusalem, be- 
cause they had transgressed against the 
LorD, iis 

3 With twelve hundred chariots, and 
threescore thousand horsemen: and the 
people were without number that came 
with him out of Egypt; the Li’bim, the 
Suk’ki-im, and the Ethiopians. 

4 And he took the fenced cities which 
pertained to Judah, and came to Jeru- 
salem. 

5 @ Then came Shé-maiah the prophet 
to Ré’hd-bd’am, and fo the princes of 
Judah, that were gathered together to 
Jerusalem because of Shi’shak, and said 
unto them, Thus saith the Lorp, Ye 
have forsaken me, and therefore have I 
also left you in the hand of Shi’shak. 

6 Whereupon the princes of Is'ra-81 
and the king humbled themselves; and 
they said, The Lorn is righteous. 

7 And when the Lorp saw that they 
humbled themselves, the word of the 
LorpD came to Shé-ma’iah, saying, They 


have humbled themselves; therefore 1. 


will not destroy them, but I will grant 
them some deliverance; and my wrath 
shall not be poured out upon J: erusalem 


‘by the hand of Shi’shak. : 


8 Nevertheless they shall be his serv- 
ants; that they may know my service, 
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and the service of the kingdoms of the 
countries. 

9 So Shi’shak king of Egypt came up 
against Jerusalem, and took away the 
treasures of the house of the LorD, and 
the treasures of the king’s house; he 
took all: he carried away also the shields 
of gold which Solomon had made. 

10 Instead of which king Ré’h6-bd’4m 
made shields of brass, and committed 
them to the hands of the chief of the 
guard, that kept the entrance of the 
king’s house. 

11 And when the king entered into the 
house of the LorD, the guard came and 
fetched them, and brought them again 
into the guard chamber. 

12 And when he humbled himself, the 
wrath of the Lorp turned from him, that 
he would not destroy him altogether: and 
also in Judah things went well. 

13 @So king Ré’ho-bo’am strengthened 
himself in Jerusalem, and reigned: for 
Réhé-bd’4m was one and forty years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned seventeen years in Jerusalem, 
the city which the Lorp had chosen out 
of all the tribes of Is’ra-él, to put his 
name there. And his mother’s name 
was Na’a-mah an ‘mon-it’éss. 

14 And he did evil, because he pre- 
pared not his heart to seek the LorD. 

15 Now the acts of Ré’hd-bd’am, first 
and last, are they not written in the book 
of Shé-ma’iah the prophet, and of Id’do 
the seer concerning genealogies? And 
there were wars between Ré’hd-bd’am 
and Jér’6-bo’am continually. 

16 And Ré’ho-bo’am slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried in the city of 
David: and A-bi'jah his son reigned in 
his stead. 


CHAPTER 13 
Now in the eighteenth year of king 


Abijah maketh war against Jeroboam 


4 @ And A-bi’jah stood up upon mount 
Zém/a-ra'im, which is in mount E’phra- 
im, and said, Hear me, thou Jér’6-bo’am, 
and all Is’ra-él; 

5 Ought ye not to know that the Lorp 
God of Is’ra-8l gave the kingdom over 
Is’ra-81 to David for ever, even to him 
and to his sons by a covenant of salt? 

6 Yet Jér’6-bd’Am the son of Né’bat, 
the servant of Solomon the son of David, 
is risen up, and hath rebelled against 
his lord. 

7 And there are gathered unto him vain 
men, the children of Bé’li-4l, and have 
strengthened themselves against Ré’ho- 
bo’am the son of Solomon, when Reé’hé- 
bo’Am was young and tender-hearted, 
and could not withstand them. 

8 And now ye think to withstand the 
kingdom of the Lorp in the hand of the 
sons of David; and ye be a great multi- 
tude, and there are with you golden 
calves, which Jér’6-bd’Am made you 
for gods. 

9 Have ye not cast out the priests of the 
Lorp, the sons of Aaron, and the Lé& 
vites, and have made you priests after 
the manner of the nations of other lands? 
so that whosoever cometh to consecrate 
himself with a young bullock and seven 
rams, the same may be a priest of them 
that are no gods. 

10 But as for us, the Lorn is our God, 
and we have not forsaken him; and the 
priests, which minister unto the Lorn, 
are the sons of Aaron, and the Lé’vites 
wait upon their business: 

11 And they burn unto the LorD every 
morning and every evening burnt sacri- 
fices and sweet incense: the showbread 
also set they in order upon the pure 
table; and the candlestick of gold 
with the lamps thereof, to burn every 
evening: for we keep the charge of the 
LorpD our God; but ye have forsaken

reign over Judah. 

2 He reigned three years in Jerusalem. 
His mother’s name also was Mi-cha’iah 
the daughter of U’ri-él of Gib’é-ah. And 
there was war between A-bi’jah and 
Jér’6-bd’am. 

3 And A-bi’jah set the battle in array 
with an army of valiant men of war, even 
four hundred thousand chosen men: 
Jér’6-bd’am also set the battle in array 
against him with eight hundred thousand 
chosen men, being mighty men of valor. 


12 And, behold, God himself is with us 
for our captain, and his priests with 
sounding trumpets to cry alarm against 
you. O children of Is’ra-€l, fight ye not 
against the Lorp God of your fathers; 
for ye shall not prosper. 

13 @ But Jér’d-bo’am caused an am- 
bushment to come about behind them: 
so they were before Judah, and the 
ambushment was behind them. 

14 And when Judah looked back, be- 
hold, the battle was before and behind: 
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and they cried unto the Lorp, and the 
priests sounded with the trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Judah gave a shout: 
and as the men of Judah shouted, it 
came to pass, that God smote Jér’o- 
bo’am and all Is’ra-él before A-bi’jah 
and Judah. 

16 And the children of Is’ra-él fled be- 
fore Judah: and God delivered them 
into their hand. 

17 And A-bi’jah and his people slew 
them with a great slaughter: so there 
fell down slain of Is’ra-él five hundred 
thousand chosen men. 

18 Thus the children of Is’ra-é1 were 
brought under at that time, and the chil- 
dren of Judah prevailed, because they 
relied upon the Lorp God of their 
fathers. | 

19 And A-bi’jah pursued after Jér’6- 
bo’am, and took cities from him, Beth-el 
with the towns thereof, and Jésh’a-nah 
with the towns thereof, and E’phra-in 
with the towns thereof. 

20 Neither did Jér’0-bo’am recover 
strength again in the days of A-bi'jah: 
and the Lorp struck him, and he died. 

21 @ But A-bi’jah waxed mighty, and 
married fourteen wives, and begat 
twenty and two sons, and sixteen 
daughters. 

22 And the rest of the acts of A-bi’jah, 
and his ways, and his sayings, are 
written in the story of the prophet 
Id’do. 

CHAPTER 14 
S° A-bi'jah slept with his fathers, and 
they buried him in the city of David: 
and A’sa his son reigned in his stead. 
In his days the land was quiet ten years. 

2 And A’sa did that which was good and 
right in the eyes of the LorpD his God: 

3 For he took away the altars of the 
strange gods, and the high places, and 
brake down the images, and cut down 
the groves: 

4 And commanded Judah to seek the 
Lorp God of their fathers, and to do 
the law and the commandment. 

5 Also he took away out of all the cities 
of Judah the high places and the images: 
and the kingdom was quiet before him. 

6 @ And he built fenced cities in Judah: 
for the land had rest, and he had no war 
in those years; because the LorD had 
given him rest. 

7 Therefore he said unto Judah, Let us 
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build these cities, and make about them 
walls and towers, gates and bars, while 
the land zs yet before us; because we 
have sought the Lorp our God, we have 
sought him, and he hath given us rest 
on every side. So they built and 
prospered. 

8 And A’sa had an army of men that 
bare targets and spears, out of Judah 
three hundred thousand; and out of 
Benjamin, that bare shields and drew 
bows, two hundred and fourscore thou- 
sand: all these were mighty men of 
valor. 

9 @ And there came out against them 
Zé’rah the Ethiopian with a host of a 
thousand thousand, and three hundred 
chariots; and came unto Ma-ré’shah. 

10 Then A’sa went out against him, and 
they set the battle in array in the valley 
of Zéph’a-thah at Ma-ré’shah. 

11 And A’sa cried unto the LorpD his 
God, and said, LorD, if is nothing with 
thee to help, whether with many, or with 
them that have no power: help us, O 
Lorp our God; for we rest on thee, and 
in thy name we go against this multi- 
tude. O LorD, thou art our God; let 
not man prevail against thee. 

12 So the LorD smote the Ethiopians 
before A’sa, and before Judah; and the 
Ethiopians fled. 

13 And A’sa and the people that were 
with him pursued them unto Gé’rar: 
and the Ethiopians were overthrown, 
that they could not recover themselves; 
for they were destroyed before the 
LorpD, and before his host; and they 
carried away very much spoil. 

14 And they smote all the cities round 
about Geé’rar; for the fear of the LorpD 
came upon them: and they spoiled all 
the cities; for there was exceeding 
much spoil in them. 

15 They smote also the tents of cattle, 
and carried away sheep and camels in 
porta and returned to Jeru- 

em. 


CHAPTER 15 
Ae the Spirit of God_came upon 
Az’a-ri/ah the son of O’déd: 

2 And he went out to meet A’sa, and 
said unto him, Hear ye me, A’sa, and all 
Judah and Benjamin; The Lorp is with 
you, while ye be with him; and if ye seek 
him, he will be found of you; but if ye 
forsake him, he will forsake you. 
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3 Now for a long season Is’r4-&1 hath 
been without the true God, and without 
a teaching priest, and without law.

5 And in those times there was no 
peace to him that went out, nor to him 
that came in, but great vexations were 
upon all the inhabitants of the countries. 

6 And nation was destroyed of nation, 
and city of city: for God did vex them 
with all adversity. 

7 Be ye strong therefore, and let not 
your hands be weak: for your work shall 
be rewarded. 

8 And when A’sa heard these words, 
and the prophecy of O’déd the prophet, 
he tookcourage, and putaway theabomi- 
nable idols out of all the land of Judah 
and Benjamin, and out of the cities 
which he had taken from mount E’phra- 
im, and renewed the altar of the Lorn, 
that was before the. porch of the Lorp. 

9 And he gathered all Judah and Ben- 
jamin, and the strangers with them out 
of E’phra-im and Ma-nas’séh, and out 
of Simeon: for they fell to him out of Is? 
ra-él in abundance, when they saw that 
the LorD his God. was with him. 

10 So they gathered themselves to- 
gether at Jerusalem in the third month, 
in the fifteenth year of the reign of 

sa. 

11 And they offered unto the Lorp the 
same time, of the spoil which they had 
brought, seven hundred oxen and seven 
thousand sheep. 

12 And they entered into. a covenant. 
to seek the Lorp God of their fathers 
with all their heart and with all their 


soul; 

13 That whosoever would not seek the 
Lorp God of Is’ra-& should be put to 
death, whether small or great, whether 
man or woman. 

14 And they sware unto.the LorpD with 
a loud voice, and with shouting, and 
with trumpets, and with cornets. 

15 And all Judah rejoiced at the oath: 
for they had sworn with all their heart,

down her idol, and stamped if, and 
burnt it at the brook Kid’ron, 

17 But the high places were not taken 
away out of Is’ra-él: nevertheless the 
heart of A’sa was perfect all his days, 

18 @ And he brought into the house of 
God the things that his father had dedi- 
cated, and that he himself had dedi- 
cated, silver, and gold, and vessels. 

19 And there was no more war unto the 
five and thirtieth year of the reign of | 
A’sa, 

CHAPTER 16 

x the six and thirtieth year of the | 
reign of A’sa, Ba’a-sha king of Ist |

feet, until his disease was exceeding 
great: yet in his disease he sought not 
' to the LORD, but to the physicians. 
~ 13 @ And A’sa slept with his fathers, 
and died in the one and fortieth year of 
his reign. 

14 And they buried him in his own 
‘sepulchres, which he had made for him- 
self in the city of David, and laid him in

CHAPTER 17

9 And they taught in Judah, and had 
the book of the law of the LorpD with 
them, and went about throughout all the 
cities of Judah, and taught the people. 
-10 @ And the fear of the Lorp fell 
upon all the kingdoms of the lands that 
were round about Judah, so that they 
made no war against Jé-hosh’a-phat. . 

11: Also. some of the Phi-lis’tin 
brought Jé-hosh’a-phat presents, ond 
tribute silver; and the Arabians brought 
him flocks, seven thousand and seven 
hundred rams, and seven thousand and 
seven hundred he goats. _ 

12. @ And Jé-hosh’a-phat waxed great 
exceedingly; and he built in Judah cas- 
tles, and cities of store. $ 

13 And he had much business in the 
cities of Judah: and the men of war, 
mighty men of valor, were in Jerusalem. 

14 And these are the numbers of them 
according to the house of their fathers: 
Of Judah, the captains of thousands; 
Ad’nah the chief, and with him mighty 
men of valor three hundred thousand. 

15 And next to him was Jé’ho-ha'nan 
the captain, and with him two hundred 
and fourscore thousand... =. | 

16 And next him was ‘a-si’ah the 
son of Zich’ri, who willingly offered him- 
self unto the LoRD; and with him two 
hundred thousand mighty men of valor. 

17 And of Benjamin; E-li’4-da a mighty 
man of valor, and with him armed men 
with bow and shield two hundred 
thousand, 

18 And next him was Jé-hdz'a-bad, 
and with him a hundred and fourscore 
thousand ready prepared for the war. 

19 These waited on the king, besides 
those whom the king put in the fenced 
cities throughout all Judah. = 


CHAPTER 18 
Now Jé-hosh’a-phat had riches and 
honor. in abundance, and joined 
affinity with Ahab. ; Sveade 
2 And after certain years he went down 
to Ahab to Sa-ma'ri-a. And Ahab killed 
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sheep and oxen for him in abundance, 
and for the people that he had with him, 
and persuaded him to go up with him to 
Ra’m6th-gil’é-ad. 

3 And Ahab king of Is’ra-€1 said unto 
Jé-hésh’a-phat king of Judah, Wilt thou 
go with me to Ra’moth-gil’é-ad? And he 
answered him, I am as thou art, and my 
people as thy people; and we will be 
with thee in the war. ; 

4 @ And Jé-hésh’a-phat said unto the 
king of Is'ra-él, Inquire, I pray thee, at 
the word of the LorpD to-day. 3 

5 Therefore the king of Is’ra-él gath 
ered together of prophets four hundred 
men, and said unto them, Shall we go 
to Ra’moth-gil’é-ad to battle, or shall I 
forbear? And they said, Go up; for God 
will deliver it into the king’s hand. 

6 But Jé-hosh’a-phat said, Is there not 
here a prophet of the Lorp besides, 
that we might inquire of him? 

7 And the king of Is‘ra-l said unto 
Jé-hésh’a-phat, There is yet one man, 
by whom we may inquire of the Lorpb: 
but I hate him; for he never prophesied 
good unto me, but always evil: the same 
is Mi-ca’iah the son of ‘la. And 
Jé-hésh’a-phat said, Let not the king 
say so. 

8 And the king of Is’ra-&l called for one 
of his officers, and said, Fetch quickly 
Mi-ca’iah the son of Im’‘la. 

9 And the king of Is’ra-é1 and Jé-hdsh¢ 
a-phat king of Judah sat either of them 
on his throne, clothed in their robes, and 
they sat in a void place at the entering 
in of the gate of Sa-ma’ri-4; and all the 
prophets prophesied before them. 

10 And Zéd’é-ki’ah the son of €hé- 
na’a-nah had made him horns of iron, 
and said, Thus saith the LorD; With 
these thou shalt push Syria until they 
be consumed. £2 

11 And all the prophets prophesied so, 
saying, Go up to Ra’moth-gil’é-ad, and 
prosper: for the Lorp shall deliver it 
into the hand of the king. 

12 And the messenger that went to call 
Mi-ca’iah spake to him, saying, Behold, 
the words of the prophets declare good 
to the king with one assent; let thy word 
therefore, I pray thee, be like one of 
theirs, and speak thou good. 

13 And Mi-ca’iah said, As the Lorp 
liveth, even what my God saith, that will 
I speak. 

14 And when he was come to the king, 


Micaiah prophesieth evil to Ahab 
the king said unto him, Mi-ca’iah, shall 
we go to Ra’moth-gil’é-ad to battle, or 
shall I forbear? And he said, Go ye up, 
and prosper, and they shall be delivered 
into your hand. 

15 And the king said to him, How many 
times shall I adjure thee that thou say 
nothing but the truth to me in the name 
of the LorD? 

16 Then he said, I did see all Is’ra-él 
scattered upon the mountains, as sheep — 
that have no shepherd: and the LorD 
said, These have no master; iet them 
return therefore every man to his house 
in peace. 

17 And the king of [s’ra-él said to Jé- 
hdésh’a-phat, Did I not tell thee that he 
— not prophesy good unto me, but 
e M4 

18 Again he said, Therefore hear the 
word of the Lorp; I saw the LorD sit- 
ting upon his throne, and all the host-of 
heaven standing on his right hand and 
on his left. 

19 And the LorpD said, Who shall en- 
tice Ahab king of Is'r4-€1, that he may 
go up and fall at Ra’m6th-gil’é-ad? And 
one spake saying after this manner, and 
another saying after that manner. 

20 Then there came out a spirit, and 
stood before the LorD, and said, I will 
entice him. And the Lorp said unto 
him, Wherewith? 

21 And he said, I will go out, and be a 
lying spirit in the mouth of all his proph- 
ets. And the LorpD said, Thou shalt 
entice him, and thou shalt also prevail: 
go out, and do even so. 

22 Now therefore, behold, the Lorp 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth of 
these thy prophets, and the Lorp hath 
spoken evil against thee.

At the inhabitants of Jerusalem 

made A’ha-zi'ah his youngest son 
king in his stead: for the band of men 
that came with the Arabians to the camp 
had slain all the eldest. So A’ha-zi’ah 
the son of Jé-hod/ram king of Judah 
reigned. 

2 Forty and two years old was A’ha- 
zi‘ah when he began to reign, and he 
reigned one year in Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name also was Ath‘a-li’ah the 
daughter of Om’ri. 

3 He also walked in the ways of the 
house of Ahab: for his mother was his 
counselor to do wickedly. 

4 Wherefore he did evil in the sight of 
the Lorn like the house of Ahab: for 
they were his counselors, after the death 
of his father, to his destruction. 

5 @ He walked also after their coun- 
sel, and went with Jé-ho’ram the son of 
Ahab king of Is'ra-81 to war against

7 And the destruction of A’ha-zi’ah 
was of God by coming to Jé’ram: for 
when he was come, he went out with Jé- 
ho/ram against Jé’hu the son of Nim‘ 
shi, whom the Lor» had anointed to cut 
off the house of Ahab. 

8 And it came to pass, that, when Jée’hit 
was executing judgment upon the house 
of Ahab, and found the princes of Judah, 
and the sons of the brethren of A’ha- 
ziah, that ministered to A’ha-zi’ah, he 
slew them. 

9 And he sought A’ha-zi’ah: and they 
caught him, (for he was hid in Sa-ma‘ 
ri-a,) and brought him to Jé’hu: and 
when they had slain him, they buried 
him: Because, said they, he is the son of 
Jé-hésh’a-phat, who sought the Lorp 
with all his heart. So the house of A’ha- 
ziah had no power to keep still the 
kingdom. 

10 @ But when Ath’a-li’ah the mother 
of A’ha-zi’ah saw that her son was dead, 
she arose and destroyed all the seed 
royal of the house of Judah, 

11 But Jé’ho-shab’é-ath, the daughter 
of the king, took Jo’ash the son of 
A‘ha-zi’ah, and stole him from among 
the king’s sons that were slain, and put 
him and his nurse in a bedchamber. So 
Jé’ho-shab’é-ath, the daughter of king

“7 Also. they have shut up the doors of 

ithe porch, and put out the lamps, and 
jhave not burned incense nor offered

15 And they gathered their brethren, 
and sanctified themselves, and came, 
according to the commandment of the 
king, by the words of the Lorn; to 
cleanse the house of the Lorp. 

16 And the priests went into thei inner 
part of the house of the Lorn, to cleanse 
it, and brought out all the uncleanness 
that they found in the temple of the 
LoRD into the court of the house of the 
Lorp.. And. the Lé’vites took if, to 
carry it out abroad. into the: brook 
Kid'ron; 

17 Now they began on the first day’ of 
the first month to sanctify, and on the 
eighth day of the month came they to 
the porch of the LORD: so they sancti- 
fied the house of the LORD in eight days; 
and, in the sixteenth day of the first 
month they made an end. 

18. Then they went in to Héz’é-ki'ah 
the:king, and said, We have cleansed all 
the house of the Lorn, and the altar: of 
burnt offering, with all the vessels there- 
of, and the showbread table, with all the 
vessels thereof.

And he commanded the priests 
the sons of Aaron to offer them on the

.22, So. they killed the bullocks, and the 
priests received the blood, and sprin- 
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kled it on the altar: likewise, when they 
had killed the rams, they sprinkled the 


blood upon the altar: they killed alsothe L 


lambs, and they sprinkled the blood 
upon the altar. 

23 And they brought forth the he goats 
for the sin offering before the king and 
the congregation; and they laid their 
hands upon them: 

24 And the priests killed them, and 

they made reconciliation with their 
blood upon the altar, to make an atone- 
ment for all Is’ra-é1: for the king com- 
manded that the burnt offering and the 
sin offering should be made for all 
Is'ra-él. 
» 25 And he set the Lé’vites in the house 
of the LorD with cymbals, with psal- 
teries, and with harps, according to the 
commandment of David, and of Gad the 
king’s seer, and Nathan the prophet: 
for so was the commandment of the 
Lorp by his prophets. 

26 And the Lé’vites stood with the in- 
struments of David, and the priests with 
the trumpets. 

27 And Héz’é-ki’ah commanded to 
offer the burnt offering upon the altar. 
And when the burnt offering began, the 
song of the Lorp began also with the 
trumpets, and with the instruments 
ordained by David king of Is'ra-é1. 

28 And all the congregation wor- 
shipped, and the singers sang, and the 
trumpeters sounded: and all this con- 
finued until the burnt offering was 
finished. 

29 And when they had made an end of 
offering, the king and all that were 
‘present with him bowed themselves, 
and worshipped. 

30 Moreover Héz’é-ki’ah the king and 
the princes commanded the Lé’vites to 
sing praise unto the LorD with the words 
of David, and of A’saph the seer. And 
they sang praises with gladness, and 
they bowed their heads and worshipped. 
131 Then Héz’é-ki/ah answered and 
said, Now ye have consecrated your- 
selves unto the LORD, come near and 
bring sacrifices and thank offerings into 
the house of the Lorp. And the con- 
gregation brought in sacrifices and 

offerings; and as many as were of 
a free heart, burnt offerings. 

32 And the number of the burnt offer= 
ings, which the congregation brought, 
was threescore and ten bullocks, a hun-

dred rams, and two hundred lambs: all 
these were for a burnt offering to the 
ORD. 

33 And the consecrated things were 
six hundred oxen and three thousand 
sheep. 

34 But the priests were too few, so that 
they could not flay all the burnt offer- 
ings: wherefore their brethren the Le‘ 
vites did help them, till the work was 
ended, and until the other priests had 
sanctified themselves: for the Lé’vites 
were more upright in heart to sanctify 
themselves than the priests. 

35 And also the burnt offerings were 
in abundance, with the fat of the peace 
offerings, and the drink offerings for 
every burnt offering. So the service of 
the house of the LorD was set in order. 

36 And Héz’é-ki’ah rejoiced, and all the 
people, that God had prepared the peo- 
ple: for the thing was done suddenly. 


CHAPTER 30 
ND Héz’é-ki’ah sent to all Is’ra-81 
and Judah, and wrote letters also 
to E’phra-im and Ma-nas’séh, that they 
should come to the house of the LorpD 
at Jerusalem, to keep the passover unto | 
the Lorp God of Is’ra-él. 

2 For the king had taken counsel, and 
his princes, and all the congregation in 
Jerusalem, to keep the passover in the 
second month. 

3 For they could not keep it at that time, 
because the priests had not sanctified 
themselves sufficiently, neither had the 
people gathered themselves together to 
Jerusalem. 

4 And the thing pleased the king and 
all the congregation. 

5 So they established a decree to make © 
proclamation throughout all Is‘ra-él, 
from Bé’ér-shé’ba even to Dan, that 
they should come to keep the passover 
unto the Lorp God of Is’ra-él at Jeru- © 
salem: for they had not done if of along © 
time in such sort as it was written. 4 

6 So the posts went with the letters — 
from the king and his princes through- 
out all Is’ra-€l and J dah and accord- 
ing to the commandment of the king, 
saying, Ye children of Is‘ra-&l, turn — 
again unto the Lorp God of Abraham, © 
Isaac, and Is‘ra-él, and he will return to 
the remnant of you, jag escaped — 
out of the hand of the kings of Assyria. — 

7 And be not ye like your fathers, and 
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The passover is kept with gladness 


like your brethren, which trespassed 
against the Lorp God of their fathers, 
who therefore gave them up to desola- 
tion, as ye see. 

8 Now be ye not stiffnecked, as your 
fathers were, but yield yourselves unto 
the LorD, and enter into his sanctuary, 
which he hath sanctified for ever: and 
serve the LorpD your God, that the 
fierceness of his wrath may turn away 
from you. 

9 For if ye turn again unto the Lorp, 
your brethren and your children shall 
jind compassion before them that lead 
them captive, so that they shall come 
again into this land: for the LorD your 
God is gracious and merciful, and will 
not turn away his face from you, if ye 
return unto him. 

10 So the posts passed from city to 
city, through the country of E’phra-im 
and Ma-nas’séh, even unto Zéb’t-lin: 
but they laughed them to scorn, and 
mocked them. . 

11 Nevertheless, divers of Ash’ér and 
Ma-nas’séh and of Zéb’t-lin humbled 
themselves, and came to Jerusalem. 

12 Also in Judah the hand of God 
was to give them one heart to do the 
commandment of the king and of the 
princes, by the word of the Lorp. 

13 @ And there assembled at Jeru- 
salem much people to keep the feast of 
unleayened bread in the second month, 
a very great congregation. 

14 And they arose and took away the 
altars that were in Jerusalem, and all 
the altars for incense took they away, 
and cast them into the brook Kid’rén. 

15 Then they killed the passover on 
the fourteenth day of the second month: 
and the priests and the Lé’vites were 
ashamed, and sanctified themselves, 
and brought in the burnt offerings into 
the house of the Lorp. 

16 And they.stood in their place after 
their manner, according to the law of 
Moses the man of God: the priests 
sprinkled the blood, which they re- 
ceived of the hand of the Lé’vites. 

17 For there were many in the congre- 

tion that were not sanctified: there- 

‘ore the Lé’vites had the charge of the 
killing of the passovers for every one 
that was not clean, to sanctify them unto 
the Lorp. : 

18 For a multitude of the people, even 
many of E’phra-im and Ma-nas’séh, 
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Is’sa-chir and Zéb’i-lin, had not 
cleansed themselves, yet did they eat 
the passover otherwise than it was 
written. But Héz’é-ki’ah prayed for 
them, saying, The good Lorp pardon 
every one 

19 That prepareth his heart to seek 
God, the Lorp God of his fathers, though 
he be not cleansed according to the 
purification of the sanctuary. 

20 And the Lorp hearkened to Héz’é- 
ki’ah, and healed the people. 

21 And the children of Is’ra-é1 that 
were present at Jerusalem kept the 
feast of unleavened bread seven days 
with great gladness: and the Lé’vites 
and the priests praised the Lorp day by 
day, singing with loud instruments unto 
the LorpD. 

22 And Héz’é-ki’ah spake comfort- 
ably unto all the Lé’vites that taught the 
good knowledge of the LorD: and they 
did eat throughout the feast seven days, 
offering peace offerings, and maki 
confession to the Lorp God of their 
fathers. 

23 And the whole assembly took coun- 
sel to keep other seven days: and they 
kept other seven days with gladness. 

24 For Héz’é-ki’ah king of Judah did 
give to the congregation a thousand bul- 
locks and seven thousand sheep; and 
the princes gave to the congregation a 
thousand bullocks and ten thousand 
sheep: and a great number of priests 
sanctified themselves. 

25 And all the congregation of Judah, 
with the priests and the Lé’vites, and 
all the congregation that came out of 
Is'r4-él, and the strangers that came out 
of the land of Is’ra-él, and that dwelt in 
Judah, rejoiced. ; 

26 So there was great joy in Jerusalem: 
for since the time of Solomon the son of 
David king of Is’ra-é1 there was not the 
like in Jerusalem. 

27 @ Then the priests the Lé’vites 
arose and blessed the people: and their 
voice was heard, and their prayer came 
up to his holy dwelling place, even unto 
heaven. 


: CHAPTER 31 

NOW when all this was finished, all” 
Is'ra-él that were present went out 

to the cities of Judah, and brake the 

images in pieces, and cut down the 

groves, and threw down the high places 
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and the altars out of all Judah and Ben- 
jamin, in E’phra-im also and Ma-nas‘ 
sth, until they had utterly destroyed 
them all. Then all the children of 
Is’r4-81 returned, every man to: his pos- 
session, into their own cities. 

2. @ And Héz’é-ki’ah appointed the 
courses of the priests and the Lé’vites

20 And for this:cause Héz’é-ki'ah the 
king, and the prophet I-sa’‘iah the'son of 
‘moz, prayed:and cried toheaven; ~ 

21° @) And the Lorp: sent an: angel, 
which cut off all the mighty men of valor, 
and the leaders and captains in the camp 
of the king of Assyria:So:-he'returned 
with shame-of face to his own land. And 
when he was come into the:house of 
his'god, they that:came forth of his own 
bowels slew him there ‘with the sword. * 

22: This the Lorp: saved Héz‘é-ki/ah 
and :the-inhabitants of Jerusalem ftom 
the hand of Sén-nach’ér-ib the king of 
Assyria, and from the hand of all other, 
and guided them on every side. 

‘23 ‘And; many, brought gifts unto ‘the

sick to the death, and prayed unto the

25 But Héz’ ee’ah rendered not again 
according to the benefit done unto him;

there was wrath upon him, and upon 
Judah and Jerusalem. 

26 Notwithstanding, Héz’é-ki’4h hum- 
bled himself for the pride of his heart, 
both he and the inhabitants of Jeru- 
salem, so that the wrath of the Lorp 
came not upon them in the days of 
Héz’é-ki'ah. 

27 @ And "Héz’é-ki’ah had exceeding 
much riches and honor: and he made 
himself treasuries for silver, and for 
gold, and for precious stones, and for 
spices, and for shields, and for all man- 
ner of pleasant jewels; 

. 28 Storehouses also for the increase of 
corn, and wine, and oil; and stalls for all 
manner of beasts, and cotes for flocks. 

29: Moreover he provided him cities, 
and possessions of flocks and herds in 
abundance: for God had given him sub- 
stance very much: 

30 This same Héz’é-ki'ah also stopped 
the upper watercourse of Gi‘hén, and 
brought it straight down to the west side 
of the city of David. And Héz’é-ki’ah 
prospered in all his works. 

31 @ Howbeit, in the business of the 
ambassadors of the princes of Babylon, 
who sent unto him to inquire of the won- 
der that was done in the land, God left 
him, to try him, that he might know all 
that was in his heart.

4 Also he built altars in the house of 
the Lorp, whereof the Lorn had said, 
In Jerusalem shall my name be for ever. 

5 And he built altars for all the host of 
heaven in the two courts of the house of 
the LorD. 

6 And he caused his children to pass 
through the fire in the valley of the son 
of Hin’ndm: also he observed times, and 
used enchantments, and used witch- 
craft, and dealt with a familiar spirit, 
and with wizards: he wrought much 
evil in the sight of the Lorn, to provoke 
him to anger. 

7 And he set a carved image, the idol 
which he had made, in the house of God, 
of which God had said to David and to 
Solomon his son, In this house, and in 


Jerusalem, which I have chosen before — | 


all the tribes of Is’ra-él, will I put my 
name for ever: 

8 Neither will I any more remove the 
foot of Is’ra-él from out of the land which 


I have appointed for your fathers; so — 


that they will take heed to do all that I 


have commanded them, according to the 


whole law and the statutes and the ordi- _ 


nances by the hand of Moses. 


9 So Ma-nds’séh made Judah and the — 


inhabitants of Jerusalem to err, and to 
do worse than the heathen, whom the 


Lorp had destroyed before the children —

10 And the Lorp spake to Ma-nas’séh, 
and to his people: but they would not 
hearken. — 


11 @ Wherefore the Lorp brought — 
upon them the captains of the host of © 


the king of Assyria, which took Ma- 
nas’séh among the thorns, and bound 
him with fetters, and carried him to 
Babylon. 


12 And when he was in affliction, he © 


besought the Lorp his God, and hum- 
bled himself greatly before the God of 
his fathers, - 

13 And prayed unto se and he was 


entreated of him, and heard his suppli- — 
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cation, and brought him again to Jeru- 
salem into his kingdom. Then Ma-nas‘ 
séh knew that the Lorp he was God. 

14 Now after this he built a wall with- 
out the city of David, on the west side of 
Gr'hon, i in the valley, even to the enter- 
ing in at the fish gate, and compassed 
about O’phél, and raised it up a very 
great height, and put captains of war in 
all the fenced cities of Judah. 

15 And he took away the strange gods, 
and the idol out of the house of the 
Lorp, and all the altars that he had 
built in the mount of the house of the 
LorD, and in Jerusalem, and cast them 
out of the city. ; 

16 And he repaired the altar of the 
LorpD, and sacrificed thereon peace 
offerings and thank offerings, and com- 
manded Judah to serve the Lorp God 
of Is'ra-él. 

17 Nevertheless the people did sacri- 
fice still in the high places, yet unto the 
Lorp their God only. 

18 @ Now the rest of the acts of Ma- 
nas’séh, and his prayer unto his God, 
and the words of the seers that spake to 
him in the name of the Lorp God of 
Is'ra-él, behold, they_are written in the 
book of the kings of Is’ra-él. 

- 19 His prayer also, and how God was 
‘entreated of him, and all his sins, and 
his trespass, and the places wherein he 
built high places, and set up groves and 
graven images, before he was humbled: 
behold, they are written among the say- 
ings of the seers. 

20 @ So Ma-nas’séh slept with his 
fathers, and they buried him in his own 
house: and A’m6n his son reigned in his 
stead. 

21 @ A’mén was two and twenty years 
old when he began to reign, and reigned 
two years in Jerusalem. 

22 But he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the LorD, as did Ma-nas’séh 
his father: for A’mén sacrificed unto 
all the carved images which Maéa-nas* 
aa his father had made, and served 

em; 

‘23 And humbled not himself before the 
Lorp, as Ma-nas’séh his father had 
humbled himself; but A’mon trespassed 
more and more. 

'24 And his servants conspired against 
him, and slew him in his own house. 

25 ci But the people of the land slew 
all them that had conspired against 
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king A’m6n; and the people of the land 
made Jo-si’ah his son king in his stead. 


CHAPTER 34 


O-SI’AH was eight years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned in 
Jerusalem one and years. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the LorD, and walked in the 
ways of David his father, and declined 
neither to the right hand, nor to the left. 

3 @ For in the eighth year of his reign, 
while he was yet young, he began to 
seek after the God of David his father: 
and in the twelfth year he began to 
purge Judah and Jerusalem from the 
high places, and-the groves, and the 
carved images, and the molten images. 

4 And they brake down the altars of 
Ba’a-lim in his presence; and the 
images, that were on high above them, 
he cut down; and the groves, and the 
carved images, and the molten images, 
he brake in pieces, and made dust of 
them, and strewed if upon the graves of 
them that had sacrificed unto them. 

5 And he burnt the bones of the priests 
upon their altars, and cleansed Judah 
and Jerusalem. 

6 And so did he in the cities of Ma- 
nas’séh, and E’phra-im, and Simeon, 
even unto Naph’ta-li, with their mat- 
tocks round about. 

7 And when he had broken down the 
altars and the groves, and had beaten 
the graven images into powder, and cut 
down all the idols throughout all the 
land of Is’ra-&l, he returned to Jeru- 
salem. 

8 @ Now in the eighteenth year of his 
reign, when he had purged the land, and 
the house, he sent Sha’phan the son of 
Az’a-li'ah, and Ma‘a-sée'iah the governor 
of the city, and Jo’ah the son of Jo’a-haz 
the recorder, to repair the house of the 
Lorp his God. 

9 And when they came to Hil-ki’ah the 
high priest, they delivered the money 
that was brought into the house of God, 
which the Lé’vites that kept the ‘doors 
had athered of the hand of Ma-nas’séh 
and E’phra-im, and of all the remnant 
of Is’ ra-él, and of all Judah and Benja- 
min; and they returned to Jerusalem. 

10 And they put 7¢ in the hand cf the 
workmen that had the oversight of the 
house of the LorD, and they gave it to 
the workmen that wrought in the house 
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of the LorD, to repair and amend the 
house: f 

11 Even to the artificers and builders 
gave they it, to buy hewn stone, and tim- 
ber for couplings, and to floor the houses 
which the kings of Judah had destroyed. 

12 And the men did the work faithfully: 

and the overseers of them were Ja’hath 
and O’ba-di’ah, the Lé’vites, of the sons 
of Mé-ra’ri; and Zéch’a-ri’ah and Mé- 
shiil’lam, of the sons of the Ko’ hath-ites, 
to set zt forward; and other of the Lé 
vites, all that could skill of instruments 
of music. 
-13 Also they were over the bearers of 
burdens, and were overseers of all that 
wrought the work in any manner of 
service: and of the Lé’vites there were 
Scribes, and officers, and porters. 

14 @ And when they brought out the 
money that was brought into the house 
of the Lorp, Hil-ki'ah the priest found 
a book of the law of the LorD given by 
Moses. ‘ 

15. And Hil-kiah answered and ‘said to 
Sha’phan the scribe, I have found the 
book of the law in the house of the Lorp. 
And. Hil-ki‘ah delivered the book to 
Sha’phan. 

16 And Sha’phan carried the book to 
the king, and brought the king word 
back again, saying, All that was com- 
mitted to thy servants, they do it. 

17 And they have gathered together 
the money that was found in the house 
of the LorD, and have delivered it into 
the hand of the overseers, and to the 
hand of the workmen, 

18 Then Sha’phan the scribe told the 
king, saying, Hil-ki’ah the priest hath 
given me a book. And Sha’phan read it 
before the king. 

19 And it came to pass, when the king 
had heard the words of the law, that he 
rent his clothes. f 

20 And the king commanded Hil-ki’ah, 
and A-hi’kdm the son of Sha’phan, and 
Ab‘dén the son of Micah, and Sha‘ 
phan the scribe, and A-sa’/iah a servant 
of the king’s, saying, 

21. Go, inquire of the reg for me, and 
for them that are left in Is'ra-é1 and in 
Judah, concerning the words of the book 
that is found: for greatzs the wrath of 
the Lorp thatis poured out upon us, be- 
cause our fathers have not kept the word: 
of the LorD, to do after all thatis written 
in this book. date sre casheess 


Hilkiah findeth the book of the law 


22 And Hil-ki’ah, and they that the 
king had appointed, went to Huldah the 
prophetess, the wife of Shal’liim the son 
of Tik’vath, the son of Has’rah, keeper 
of the wardrobe; (now she dwelt in 
Jerusalem in the college;)) and they 
spake to her to that effect. - 

23, @ And she answered them, Thus 
saith the Lorp God of Is’ra-él, Tell ye 
the man that sent you to me, 

24 Thus saith the LorD, Behold, I will 
bring evil upon this place, and upon the 
inhabitants thereof, even allithe curses 
that are written inthe: book which they 
have read before the king of Judah: 

25 Because they have forsaken me, 
and have burned incense. unto other 
gods, that they might provoke me to 
anger with all the works of their hands; 


therefore my wrath shall be poured out — 


upon this place, and shall not be 
quenched. 

26 And as for the king of Judah, who 
sent you to inquire of the LorD, so shall 
ye'say unto him, Thus saith the Lorp 
God: of Is’ra-&1 concerning. the words 
which thou hast heard; 

27 Because thine heart was tender, 
and thou didst humble thyself before 
God, when thou heardest his words 
against this place, and against the in- 


habitants thereof, and humbledst thy- — 


self before me, and didst rend thy 
clothes, and weep. before me; I have 
even heard thee also, saith the Lorp. 
28 Behold, I will gather thee to thy 
fathers, and thou shalt be gathered to 
thy grave in peace, neither shall thine 
eyes see all the evil that I will bring 
upon this place, and upon the inhabit- 
ants of the same. So they brought the 
king word again. 
29. @ Then the king sent and gathered 
together all the elders of Judah and 
Jerusalem. $3 
30 And the king went up into the house 
of the LorD, and all the men of Judah, 
and: the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and 


the priests, and the Lé’vites, and all the — . 


people, great and small: and he read in 


their ears all the words of the hook of 


the covenant that was found, in the 
house of the LORD: iy 

31 And the king stood in his.place, and 
made a covenant before the LoRpD, to 


walk after the Lorp, and to keep his — 


commandments, and. his testimonies, 


and his statutes, with all his:heart, and — 
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‘with all his soul, to perform the words of 
Ae carenant which are written in this 
ook. — § 

‘32 And he caused all that were present 
‘in Jerusalem and Benjamin to stand fo 
it. And the inhabitants of Jerusalem did 
jaccording to the covenant of God, the 
‘God of their fathers. 

33 And Jo-si'ah took away all the 
jabominations out of all the .countries 
ithat pertained to the children of Is’ra-él, 
jand made all that were present in 
lIs’ra-él to serve, even to serve the LORD 
their God. And all his days they de- 
{parted not from following the LorD, the 
‘God of their fathers. 04 


CHAPTER 35. 
TVICREOVER, Jé-si’ah' kept a pass- 
‘ over unto the LorD in Jerusalem: 
iand they killed the passover on the four- 
teenth day of the first ‘month. 

2 And he set the priests in their 
charges, and encouraged them to the 
‘service of the house of the LorD, :

4 And prepare yourselves by the 
thouses of your fathers, after your 
;courses, according to the writing of 
David king of Is’ra-él, and according to 
ithe writing of Solomon his son: i 

5 And stand in the holy piace according 
‘to the divisions of the families of the 
fathers of your brethren the people, and 
‘after the division of the families of th 
Le’vites. 

6 So kill the passover, and sanctify 
yourselves, and prepare your brethren, 
ithat they may do according to the word 
“of the Lorp by the hand of Moses. 

7 And Jo-si/ah gave to the people, of 
ithe flock, lambs and kids, all for the 
§passover offerings, for all that were 
wpresent, to the number of thirty thou- 
ysand, and three thousand  bullocks; 
these were ‘of the king’s substance. - 

8 And ‘his princes gave willingly unto 
ithe people, to the priests, and to the 
iLé’vites: Hil-ki’ah and Zéch’a-ri’ah and 
Jé-hi'él, rulers of the house of God, gave 
“unto the priests for the passover offers 
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ings two thousand and six hundred 
small cattle, and three hundred oxen. 

9 Con’a-ni’ah also, and Shé-ma‘iah 
and Né-than’é-él, his brethren, and 
Hash‘a-bi’ah and Jé-i'él and J6z’a-bad, 
chief of the Lé’vites, gave unto the L& 
vites for passover offerings five thou- 
sand small cattle, and five hundred 
oxen. 

10 So the’ service was prepared, and 
the priests stood in their place, and the 
Lé’vites in their courses, according ‘te 
the king’s commandment. 

11 And they killed the passover, and 
the priests ‘sprinkled the blood from 
their hands, and the Lé’vites flayed 
them. ; : 

12 And they removed the: burnt offer- 
ings, that they might give according to 
the divisions of the families of the peo- 
ple, to offer unto the Lorp, as: if is 
written in the book of Moses.’ And so 
did they with the oxen. ; 

13 And they roasted the passover with 
fire according to the ordinance: but the 
other holy offerings sod ‘they in pots, 
and in caldrons, and in pans, and divided 
them speedily: among all the people. 
‘14 And afterward they made ready for 
themselves, and for the priests: because 
the priests the sons of Aaron were 
busied in offering of burnt offerings and 
the fat until night; therefore the Lé 
vites prepared for themselves, and for 
the priests the:sons of Aaron. § 

15 And the singers the sons of A’saph 
were in’ their place, according to the 
commandment of David, and A’saph, 
and Hé’man, and Jé-dii’thiin the king’s 
seer; and the porters waited at every 
gate; they might not depart from their 
service; for their brethren the Lé'’vites 
prepared for them. ‘ § 

16 So all the service of the LoRD was 
prepared the same day, to keep the 
passover, and to offer burnt offerings 
upon the altar of the LorD, according to 
the commandment of king _Jo-si’ah. 

17 And the children of Is’ra-él that 
were present kept the passover at that 
time, and the feast of unleavened bread 
seven days. )2) 8 i >iiert 

18 And there was no passover like to 
that kept in’/Is/ra-&1 from the days of 
Samuel the prophet; neither did all,the 
kings of Is’ra-él keep such a pagsover 
as: Jo-si’ah kept, and the: priests, and 
the Lé‘vites, and all Judah and -Is'ra-€h 
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that were present, and {the inhabitants 
of Jerusalem. 

19 In the eighteenth year of the reign 
of Jo-si’ah was this passover kept. 

20 @ After all this, when J6-si'ah had 
prepared the temple, Né’cho king of 
Egypt came up to fight against Car’ché- 
mish by Eii-phra’tés: and J6-si'ah went 
out against him. 

21 But he sent ambassadors to him, 
saying, What, have I to do with thee, 
thou king of Judah? J come not against 
thee this day, but against the house 
wherewith I have war: for God com- 
manded me to make haste: forbear thee 
from meddling with God, who zs with 
me, that he destroy thee not, 

22 Nevertheless Jo-si’ah would not 
turn his face from him, but disguised 
himself, that he might fight with him, 
and hearkened not unto the words of 
Neé’chod. from the mouth of God, and 
came to fight in the valley of Mé-gid’do. 

23 And the archers shot at king Jo- 
si’ah; and the king said to his seryants, 
Have me away; for Iam sore wounded. 

24 His servants therefore took him out 
of that chariot, and put him in the second 
chariot that he had; and they brought 
him to Jerusalem, and he died, and was 
buried in one of the sepulchres of his 
fathers. And all Judah and Jerusalem 
mourned for J6-si’ah. 

25 @ And Jeremiah lamented for 
Jo-si’ah: and all the singing men and 
the singing women spake of J6-si’ah in 
their lamentations to this day, and made 
them an ordinance in Is’ra-él: and, be- 
hold, they are written in the lamenta- 
tions. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of J6-si’ah, 
and his goodness, according to that 
whichjwas written in the law of the 


LorRD, 
27 And his deeds, first and last, be- Lo 


hold, they_are written in the book of the 
kings of Is’ra-él and Judah. 


- CHAPTER 36,

5 @ Jé-héi'a-kim was twenty and five 
years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem: 
and he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the LorpD his God. 

6 Against him came up Néb’i-chad- 
néz’zar king of Babylon, and bound him 
in fetters, to carry him to Babylon. 

7 Néb’i-chad-néz’zar also carried of 
the vessels of the house of the Lorp to 
Babylon, and put them in his temple at 
Babylon. 

8 Now the rest of the acts of Jé-héji’a- 
kim, and his abominations which he did, 
and that which was found in him, be- 
hold, they_are written in the book of the 
kings of Is’ra-€l and Judah: and Jeé- 
héi’a-chin his son reigned in his stead. 

9 @ Jé-hoi'a-chin was eight years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
three months and ten daysin Jerusalem: 
and he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the LorpD. 

10 And when the year was expired, 
king Néb’t-chad-néz’zar sent, and 
brought him to Babylon, with the goodly 
vessels of the house of the Lorpb, and 
made Zéd’é-ki’ah his brother king over 
Judah and Jerusalem. 

1l @ Zéd’e-k’ah was one and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, and 
reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. 

12 And he did that which was evil in

23 Thus saith Cyrus king of Persia, All 
the kingdoms of the earth hath the LorpD 
God of heaven given me; and he hath 
charged me to build him a house in Jeru- 
salem, which ts in Judah. Who is there 
among you of all his people? The Lorp 
his God be with him, and let him go up. 
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5 @ Then rose up the chief of the 
fathers of Judah and Benjamin, and the 
priests, and the Le’vites, with all them 
whose spirit God had raised, to go up to 
build the house of the LorD which is in 
Jerusalem. 

6 And all they that were about them 
strengthened their hands with vessels 
of silver, with gold, with goods, and with 
beasts, and with precious things, be- 
sides all that was willingly offered.

59 And these were they which went up 
from Tél’—mé’lah, Tél’—har’sa, €hé’rib, 
Ad’dan, and im'mér: but they could-not 
show their father’s house, and ‘their 
seed, whether they were of Is'ra-él: 

60 The children of Dé-14'iah, the chil- 
dren of To-bi’ah, the children of Née- 
ko’da, six hundred fifty and two. 

61 @ And of the children of the priests: 
the children of Ha-ba’iah, the children 
of K6z, the children of Bar-zil’la-1; which 
took a wife of the daughters of Bar- 
zil’la-i the Gil’é-ad-ite, and was called 
after their name: 

62 These sought their register among 
those that were reckoned by genealogy, 
but they were not found: therefore were 
they, as polluted, put from the priest- 


hood. 

63 And the Tir-sha’tha said unto them, 
that they should not eat of the most holy 
‘things, till there stood up a priest with 
Uri and with Thim’mim. 

64 @ The whole congregation together 
was forty and°two thousand three hun- 
‘dred and threescore, 

65 Besides their servants and their 

maids, of whom there were seven. thou- 
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maui three: hundred thitty and seven: 
and: there were among them two hun- 
dred singing men and singing women. 

66 Their horses were seven: hundred 
thirty and six; their mules, two hundred 
forty and five; 

67 Their camels, four hundred thirty 
and five; their asses, six thousand seven 
hundred and twenty. 

68 @ And some of the chief of the 
fathers, when they came to the house of 
the LorD which is at Jerusalem, offered 
freely for the house of God to Set it up 
in his place: 

69 They gave after their ability unto 
the treasure of the work threescore and 
one thousand drams of gold, and five 
thousand pounds of silver, and one hun- 
dred priests’ garments. 

70 So the priests, and the Lée’vites, and 
some of the people, and the singers, and 
the porters, and the Néthi-nim, dweltin 
their cities, and all Is’ra-€l in their cities. 


CHAPTER 3 


ND ween the seventh month was 
come, and the children of Is‘ra-él 
were in the cities, the people gathered 
themselves together as one man to 
Jerusalem. 
2 Then stood up Jésh’i-a the son of 
J6z’a-dak, and his brethren the priests, 


and Z-rib'ba-bél the son of Shé-al‘ 


ti-él, and his brethren, and builded the 
altar of the God of Is’ra-él, to offer 
burnt offerings thereon, as it is written 
in the law of Moses the man of God. 

3 And they set the altar upon his bases; 
for fear was upon them because of the 
people of those countries: and they 
offered burnt offerings:thereon unto the 
LorD, even burnt offerings morning and

ming. 
4 They kept also the feast of taber- 
nacles, as if is written, and offered the 
daily burnt offerings by number, accord- 
ing to the custom, as the duty of every 
day required; 

5 And afterward offered the continual 
burnt offering, both of the new moons, 
and of all the set feasts of the Lorp that 
were consecrated, and. of every one that 
willingly offered a freewill offering unto 
the LorpD. 

6 From the first day of the seventh 
month began they to offer burnt offer- 
ings unto the LORD. But the foundation 
of the temple of the LORD wasnotyeflaid. 
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7 They gave money also unto the ma- 
sons, and to the carpenters; and meat, 
and drink, and oil, unto them of Zi‘don, 
and to them of Tyre, to bring cedar trees 
from Lebanon to the sea of Joép’pa, 
according to the grant that they had of 
Cyrus king of Persia. 

8. @ Now in the second year of their 
coming unto the house of God at Jeru- 
salem, in the second month, began Zé- 
riib’ba-bél the son of Shé-al’ti-él, and 
Jésh’ii-a the son of J6z’a-dak, and the 
remnant of their brethren the priests 
and the Lé’vites, and all they that were 
come out of the captivity unto Jeru- 
salem; and appointed the Lé’vites, from 
twenty years old and upward, to set 
forward the work of the house of the 
LORD. 

9 Then stood Jésh’i-a with his sons 
and his brethren, Kad’mi-él and his 
sons, the sons of Judah, together, to set 
forward the workmen in the house of 
God: the sons of Hén’a-dad, with their 
sons and their brethren the Lé’vites. 

10 And when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of, the Lorp, 
they set the priests in their apparel with 
trumpets, and the Le’vites the sons of 
A’saph with cymbals, to praise the 
LorpD, after the ordinance of David king 
of Is'ra-él. } 

11 And they sang together by course in 
praising and giving thanks unto the 
LORD; because he is good, for his mercy 
endureth for ever toward Is’ra-él. And 
all the people shouted with a great 
shout, when they praised the Lor», be- 
cause the foundation of the house of the 
Lorp was laid. 

12 But many of the priests and Lé: 
vites and chief of the fathers, who were 
ancient men, that had seen the first 
house, when the foundation of this house 
was laid before their eyes, wept with a 
loud voice; and many shouted aloud for 


joy: fg 

13 So that the people could not discern 
the noise of the shout of joy from. the 
noise of the weeping of the people: for 
the people shouted with a loud shout, 
and the noise was heard afar off. 


CHAPTER 4 


Now. when the adversaries of Judah 
and Benjamin heard that the chil- 
dren of the captivity builded the temple 
unto the Lorp God of Is’ra-él; 
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2 Then they came to Zé-ritb’ba-bél, 
and to the chief of the fathers, and said 
unto them, Let us build with you: for 
we seek your God, as ye do; and we do 
sacrifice unto him since the days of 
E’sar-had’dén king of As’siir, which 
brought us up hither. 

3 But Zé-riib’ba-bél, and Jésh’t-a, and 
the rest of the chief of the fathers of 
Is'ra-é1, said unto them, Ye have noth- 
ing to do with us to build a house unto 
our God; but we ourselves together will 
build unto the Lorp God of Is’ra-él, 
as king Cyrus the king of Persia hath 
commanded us, 

4 Then the people of the land weak- 
ened the hands of the people of Judah, 
and troubled them in building, 

5 And hired counselors against them, 
to frustrate their purpose, all the days of 
Cyrus king of Persia, even until the 
reign of Da-ri’tis king of Persia. 

6 And in the reign of A-has’i-é’riis, 
in the beginning of his reign, wrote they 
unto him an accusation against the in- 
habitants of Judah and Jerusalem. 

7 @ And in the days of Ar’tax-érx’é 
wrote Bish’lam, Mith’ré-dath, Ta’ bé-él, 
and the rest of their companions, unto 
Ar’tax-érx’és king of Persia; and the 
writing of the letter was written in the 
Syrian tongue, and interpreted in the 
Syrian tongue. 

8 Ré’hiim the chancellor and Shim‘ 
shai the scribe wrote a letter against 
Jerusalem to Ar’tax-érx’és the king in 
this sort; 

9 Then wrote Rée’hiim the chancellor, 
and Shim’shai the scribe, and the rest 
of their companions; the Di'na-ites, the 
Aph’ar-sath’chites, the Tar’ pél-ites, the 
A-phar’sites, . the ehé-vites, the 
Babylonians, the Sii-san’chites, the De- 
ha’vites, and the E’/lim-ites, 

10 And the rest of the nations whom 
the great and noble As-nap’pér brought 
over, and set in the cities of Sa-ma’ri-a, 
and the rest that are on this side the 
river, and at such a time. 

11 @ This is the copy of the letter that 
they sent unto him, even unto Ar’tax- 
érx’és the king; Thy servants the men 
on this side the river, and at such a 
time. : 

12 Be it known unto the king, that the 
Jews which came up from thee ta us are 
come unto Jerusalem, building the re- 
bellious.and the bad city, and have set 


' Work ceaseth. Zerubbabel and Jeshua begin it again 


up the walls thereof, and joined the 
foundations. 

13 Be it known now unto the king, that, 
if this city be builded, and the walls set 
up again, then will they not pay toll, 
tribute, and custom, and so thou shalt 
endamage the revenue of the kings. 

14 Now because we have maintenance 
from the king’s palace, and it was not 
meet for us to see the king’s dishonor, 
therefore have we sent and certified the 


15 That search may be made in the 


book of the records of thy fathers: so th 


shalt thou find in the book of therecords, 

and know that this city is a rebellious 
city, and hurtful unto kings and prov- 
inces, and that they have moved sedition 
within the same of old time: for which 
cause was this city destroyed. 

16 We certify the king that, if this city 
be builded again, and the walls thereof 

set up, by this means thou shalt have no 
portion on this side the river. 

17 @ Then sent the king an answer 
unto Ré’hiim the chancellor, and fo 
Shim’shai the scribe, and fo the rest of 
their companions that dwell in Sa-ma* 
ri-a, and unto the rest beyond the river, 
Peace, and at such a time. 

18 The letter which ye sent unto us 
hath been plainly read before me. 

19 And I commanded, and search hath 
been made, and it is found that this city 
of old time hath made insurrection 
against kings, and that rebellion and se- 
dition have been made therein. 

20 There have been mighty kings also 
over Jerusalem, which have ruled over 
all countries beyond the river; and toll, 
tribute, and custom, was paid unto them. 

21 Give yenow commandment to cause 
these men to cease, and that this city be 
not builded, until another command- 
ment shall be givenfromme,. — 

22 Take heed now that ye fail not to do 
this: why should damage grow to the 
hurt of the kings? 

23 @ Now when the copy of king Aré 
tax-érx’és’ letter was read before Ré* 
hiim, and Shim’shai the scribe, and 
their/companions, they went up in haste 
to Jerusalem unto the Jews, and made 
them to cease by force and power. 

24 Then ceased the work of the house 
-of God which is at Jerusalem. So it 
ceased unto the second year of the reign 

of Da-ri’tis king of Persia. 
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CHAPTER 5 
‘THEN the prophets, Hag’ga-i the 
prophet, and Zéch’a-ri’4h the son 
of Id’do, prophesied unto the Jews that 
were in Judah and_Jerusalem in the 
name of the God of Is’ra-él, even unto 
them. 

2 Then rose up Zé-ritb’ba-bél the son 
of Shé-al’ti-él, and Jésh’i-a the son of 
Joz'a-dak, and began to build the house 
of God which is at Jerusalem: and with 
them were the prophets of God helping 


em. 

3 @ At the same time came to them 
Tat’nai, governor on this side the river, 
and Shé’thar—b6z’nai, and their com- 
panions, and said thus unto them, Who 
hath commanded you to build this 
house, and to make up this wall? 

4 Then said we unto them after this 
manner, What are the names of the men 
that make this building? 

5 But the eye of their God was upon 
the elders of the Jews, that they could 
not cause them to cease, till the matter 
came to Da-ri’ tis: and then theyreturned 
answer by letter concerning this matter. 

6 @ The copy of the letter that Tat’nai, 
governor on this side the river, and Shé* 
thar—b6z’nai, and his companions the 
A-phar’sach-ites, which were on this side 
the river, sent unto Da-ri’tis the king: 

7 They sent a letter unto him, wherein 
was written thus; Unto Da-ri’iis the 
king, all peace. 

8 Be it known unto the king, that we 
went into the province of Judea, to the 
house of the great God, which is builded 
with great stones, and timber is laid in 
the walls, and this work goeth fast on, 
and prospereth in their hands. 

9 Then asked we those elders, and said 
unto, ‘them thus, Who commanded you 
to build this house, and to make up these 
walls? 

10 We asked their names also, to cer- 
tify thee, that we might write the names 
of the men that were the chief of them. 

11 And thus they returned us answer, 
saying, We are the servants of the God 
of heaven and earth, and build the house 
that was builded these many years ago, 
which a great king of Is'ra-€1 builded 
and set up. : 

12 But after that our fathers had pro- 
voked the God of heaven unto wrath, he 
gave them into the hand of Néb’i-chad- 
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néz’zar the king of Babylon, the €hal- 
dé’an, who destroyed this house, and 
carried the people away into Babylon. 
13 But:in the first year of Cyrus the 
king. of Babylon, the same king Cyrus 
made’ a decree to build this house of 
God. : 

14 And the vessels also of gold and sil- 
ver of the house of God, which Néb’a- 
ehad-néz’zar took out of the temple that 
was in Jerusalem, and brought them 
into the temple of Babylon, those did 
Cyrus the king take out of the temple of 
Babylon, and they were delivered unto 
one, whose name was Shésh-baz’zar, 
whom he had made governor; 

15 And said unto him, Take these ves- 
sels, go, carry them into the temple that 
isin Jerusalem, and let the house of God 
be builded in his place. 

16 Then came the same Shésh-baz’zar, 
and laid the foundation of the house of 
God which is in Jerusalem: and since 
that time even until now hath it been in 
building, and ye it is not finished. 

17, Now therefore, if it:seem good to 
the king, let there be search made in the 
king’s treasure house, which is there at 
Babylon, whether it be so, that a decree 
was made of Cyrus the king to build this 
house of God at Jerusalem, and let the 
king send his pleasure to us con 

this matter. : 


CHAPTER 6 
HEN Da-tri'tis the king made a de- 
cree, and search was made in the 
house of the rolls; where the treasures 
were laid up in Babylon. 

2 And there was found at Ach’mé-tha, 
in the palace that is in the province of 
the Médes, a roll, and therein was a 
record thus written: 

3 In the first year of Cyrus the king, 
the same Cyrus the king made a decree 
concerning the house of God at Jerusa- 
lem, Let the house be builded; the’place 
where they offered sacrifices, and let the 
foundations thereof be strongly laid; the 
height thereof threescore cubits, and 
the breadth thereof threescore cubits; 

4 With three rows of great stones, and 
a row of new timber: and let the ex- 
penses be given out of the king’s house: 

5 And also let the golden and silver 
vesselsof the houseof God, which Néb’i- 
ehad-néz'zar took forth out of the temple 
which és at Jerusalem, and brought unto 
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Babylon, be restored, and brought again 
unto the temple which is at Jerusalem, 
every one to his place,:and place them 
in the house of God. 0 o3 © | 

6 Now therefore, Tat’nai, governor be- 
yond the river, Shé’thar—béz’nai, and 
your companions the A-phir’sich-ites, 
which are beyond the river, be ye far 
from thence: : 

7 Let the work of this house of God 
alone; let the governor of the Jews and 
the elders of the Jews build this house 
of God in his-place. 

8 Moreover I make a decree what ye 
shall do to the elders of these Jews for 
the building of this house of God: that 
of the king’s goods, even of the tribute 
beyond the river, forthwith expenses be 
given unto these men, that they be not 
hindered, 

9 And that which they have need of, 
both young bullocks, and rams, and 
lambs, for the burnt offerings of the: God 
of heaven, wheat, salt, wine, and oil; ac- 
cording to the appointment of the priests 
which are at Jerusalem, let it be given 
them day by day without fail: 

10 That they may offer sacrifices of 
sweet savors unto the God of heaven, 
and pray for the life of the king, and of 
his sons. 

11 Also I have made a decree, that 
whosoever shall alter this word, let 
timber be pulled down from his house, 
and being set up, let him be hanged 
thereon; and let his house be made a 
dunghill for this, : 

12 And the God that hath caused his 
name to dwell there destroy all kings 
and people, that shall put to their hand 
to alter and to destroy this house of God 
which is at Jerusalem. I Da-ri’tis have 
made a decree; letit be done with speed. 

13 @ Then Tat’nai, governor on this 
side the river, She’thar—béz’nai, and — 
their companions, according to that 
which Da-ri’tis the king had sent, so 
they did speedily. 

14 And the elders of the Jews builded, 
and they prospered through the prophe- 
sying of Hag’ga-i the prophet and Zéch¢ — 
a-ri'ah the son of Id’do. And they build- 
ed, and finished it, according to the 
commandment of the God of Is’ra-él, 
and according to the commandment of — 
Cyrus, and Da-ri’iis, and Ar’ tix-érx’és

17 And offered at the dedication of this 
house of God a hundred bullocks, two 
hundred rams, four hundred lambs; and 
for a sin offering for all Is’ra-él, twelve 
he goats, according to the number of the 
tribes of yale 

18 And they set the priests in their 

divisions, and the Lé’vites in their 
courses, for the service of God,:which zs 
at Jerusalem; as itis written in the book 
of Moses. f 
\19 And the children of the captivity 
kept the passover upon the fourteenth 
‘day of the first month. 
- 20 For the priests and the Lé’vites were 
purified together, all of them were pure, 
and killed the:passover for all the chil- 
dren of the captivity, and for their breth- 
ren the priests, and for themselves. 

21 And the children of Is’ra-é1, which 
were come again out of captivity, and 
all such as had separated themselves 
unto them from the filthiness of the 
heathen of the land, to seek the Lorp 
God of Is‘ra-él, did eat, 

22 And kept the feast of unleavened 
bread seven days with joy: for the LorD 
had made them joyful, and turned the 
heart of the king of Assyria unto them, 
to strengthen their hands in the work of 
the house of God, the God of Is’ra-é1. 


CHAPTER 7 3 
Now after these things, in the reign 
of Ar’tax-érx’és king of Persia, 
Ezra the son of Sé-ra’iah, the son of 
Az‘a-ri/ah, the son of Hil-ki'ah, 
2 The ‘son of Shal’liim, the son of Za 
dok, the son of A-hi'tib, 
3 The son of Am/‘a-ri’ah, the son of 
Az’a-ri/ah, the son of Mé-ra’idth, 


4 The son of Zér’a-hi’a4h, the son of - 


Uz'zi, the son ‘of Buk’ki, 
5 The son of A-bish’i-a, the son of 
Phin’é-has, the son of El/é-a’zar, the

6 This Ezra went up from Babylon; and 
he was a ready scribe in the law: of 
Moses, which the Lorp God of Is‘ra-él 
had given: and the king granted him all 
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his request, according to the hand of the 
LorpD his God upon him. ; 
7 And there went up some of the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-él, and of the priests, and 
the Le’vites, and the singers, and the 
porters, and the Néth’i-nim, unto Jeru- 
salem, in the seventh year of Ar’tax- 
érx’és the king. 

8 And he came to Jerusalem in the 
fifth month, which was in the seventh 
year of the king. 

9 For upon the first day of the first 
month began he to go up from Babylon, 
and on the first day of the fifth month 
came he to Jerusalem, according to the 
good hand of his God upon him. 

10 For Ezra had prepared his heart to 
seek the law of the LorpD, and to do zé, 
and to teach in Is’ra-él statutes and 
judgments. 

11 @ Now this is the copy of the letter 
that the king Ar’tax-érx’és gave unto 
Ezra the priest, the scribe, even a scribe 
of the words of the commandments of 
the Lorn, and of his statutes to Is’ra-él. 
12, Ar’tax-érx’és, king of kings, unto 
Ezra the priest, a scribe of the law of 
the God of heaven, perfect peace, and 
at such a time. - 

13 I make a decree, that all they of the 
people of Is’r4-él, and of his priests and 
Le’vites, in my realm, which are minded 
of their own free will to go up to Jerusa- 
lem, go: with thee: 

14 Forasmuch as thou art sent of the 
king, and of his seven counselors, to in- 
quire concerning Judah and Jerusalem, 
according to the law of thy God which is 
in thine hand; 

15 And to carry the silver and gold, 
which the king and his counselors have 
freely offered unto the God of Is’ra-él, 
whose habitation 7s in Jerusalem, 

16 And all the silver and gold that thou 
canst find in all the province of Babylon, 
with the freewill offering of the people, 
and. of the priests, offering willingly for 
the house‘ of their God which is in 
Jerusalem: 

17 That thou mayest buy speedily with 
this money bullocks, rams, lambs, with 
their meat offerings and their drink offer- 
ings, and offer them upon the altar of the 
house of your God whichis in Jerusalem. 

18 And whatsoever shall seem good to 
thee, and to thy brethren, to do with the 


‘rest of the silver and the gold, that do 


after the will of your God. 
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19 The vessels also that are given thee 
for the service of the house of thy God, 
those deliver thou before the God of 
Jerusalem. 

20 And whatsoever more shall be need- 
ful for the house of thy God, which thou 
shalt have occasion to bestow, bestow zt 
out of the king’s treasure house. 

21 And I, even I Ar’tax-érx’és the king, 
do make a decree to all the treasurers 
which are beyond the river, that whatso- 
ever Ezra the priest, the scribe of the 
law of the God of heaven, shall require 
of you, it be done speedily, 

22 Unto a hundred talents of silver, and

27 @ Blessed be the Lorp God of our 
fathers, which hath put such a thing as 
this in the king’s heart, to beautify the 
house of the LorD which isin Jerusalem: 

28 And hath extended mercy unto me 
before the king, and his counselors, and 
before all the king’s mighty princes. And 
I was strengthened as the hand of the 
LorpD my God was upon me, and I gath- 
ered together out of Is'ra-él chief men 
to go up with me. 


CHAPTER 8

18 And by the good hand of our God 
upon us they brought us a man of under- 
standing, of the sons of Mah'li, the son 
of Levi, the son of Is’ra-&l; and Shér’é- 
bi‘a4h, with his sons and his brethren, 
eighteen; 

19 And Hash’a-bi'ah, and with him Jé- 
sha/iah of the sons of Mé-ra’ri,' his 
brethren and their sons, twenty; 

20 Also of the Néth’i-nim, whom David 
and the princes had appointed for the 
service of the Lé’vites, two hundred and 
twenty Néth’i-nim: all of them were ex- 
pressed by name. 

21 @ Then I proclaimed a fast there, 
at the river of A-ha’va, that we might 
afflict ourselves before our God, to seek 
of him a right way for us, and for our 
little ones, and for all our substance. 
‘22 For I was ashamed to require of the 
king a band of soldiers and horsemen to 
help us against the enemy in the way: 
_ because we had spoken unto the king, 
saying, The hand of our God is upon all 
them for good that seek him; but his 
power and his wrath is against all them 
that forsake him. 

23 So we fasted and besought our God 
for this: and he was entreated of us. — 

24 @ Then I separated twelve of the 
chief of the priests, Shér’é-bi’ah, Hash’a- 
bi/ah, and ten of their brethren with 
them, 

25 And weighed unto them the silver, 
and the gold, and the vessels, even the 
offering of the house of our God, which 
the king, and his counselors, and his 
lords, and all Is’ra-él there present, had 
offered: 

26 I even weighed unto their hand six 
hundred and fifty talents of silver, and 
silver vessels a hundred talents, and of 
gold a hundred talents; 

27 Also twenty basins of gold, of a 
thousand drams; and two vessels of fine 
copper, precious as gold. 

28 And I said unto them, Ye are holy 
unto the Lorp; the vessels are holy also; 
and the silver and the gold are a freewill 
offering unto the Lorp God of your 
fathers. 

29 Watch ye, and keep them, until ye 
weigh them before the chief of the 
priests and the Lé’vites, and chief of the 
fathers of Is’ra-é1, at Jerusalem, in the 
chambers of the house of the LorD. 
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30 So took the priests and the Le’vites 
the weight of the silver, and the gold, 
and the vessels, to bring them to Jeru- 
salem unto the house of our God. 

31 @ Then we departed from the river 
of A-ha’va on the twelfth day of the first 
month, to go unto Jerusalem: and the 
hand of our God was upon us, and he 
delivered us from the hand of the enemy, 
and of such as lay in wait by the way. 

32 And we came to Jerusalem, and 
abode there three days. 

33 @ Now on the fourth day was the 
silver and the gold and the vessels 
weighed in the house of our God by the 
hand of Mér’é-m6th the son of U-ri’ah 
the priest; and with him was El/é-a’zar 
the son of Phin’é-has; and with them 
was Joz’a-bad the son of Jésh’i-a, and 
No/a-di’ah the son of Bin’ni-i, Lé’vites; 

34 By number and by weight of every 
one: and all the weight was written at 
that time. 

35 Also the children of those that had 
been carried away, which were come out 
of the captivity, offered burnt offerings 
unto the God of Is'ra-é1, twelve bullocks 
for all Is’ra-él, ninety and six rams, 
seventy and seven lambs, twelve he 
goats for a sin offering: all this was'a 
burnt offering unto the LorD. 

36 @ And they delivered the king’s 
commissions unto the king’s lieuten- 
ants, and to the governors on this side 
the river: and they furthered the people, 
and the house of God. 


CHAPTER 9 


Now when these things were done, 
the princes came to me, saying, 
The people of Is’ra-él, and the priests, 
and the Lé’vites, have not separated 
themselves from the people of the lands, 
doing according to their abominations, 
evenofthe Ca’naan-ites, the Hittites, the 
Pér’iz-zites, the Jéb’i-sites, the Am- 
monites, the Mo’ab-ites, the Egyptians, 
and the ’6-rites. ;

God of Is‘ra-2l, because of the trans- 
gression of those that had been carried 
away; and I sat astonished until the 
evening sacrifice. 

5 @ And at the evening sacrifice I arose 
up from my heaviness; and having rent 
my garment and my mantle, I fell upon 
my knees, and spread out my hands 
unto the Lorp my God, - 

6 And said, O my God. I am ashamed 
and blush to lift up my face to thee, my 
God: for our iniquities are increased 
over our head, and our trespass is grown 
up unto the heavens. 

7 Since the days of our fathers have we 
been in a great trespass unto this day; an 
and for our iniquities have we, our 
and our priests, been delivered into the 
hand of the kings of the lands, to the 
sword, to captivity, and to a spoil, and to 
confusion of face, as it is this day. 

8 And now for a little space grace hath 
been showed from the Lorp our God, 
to leave us a remnant to escape, and to 
give us a nail in his holy place, that our 
God may lighten our eyes, and give usa 
little reviving in our bondage. 

9 For we were bondmen; yet our God 
hath not forsaken us in our bondage, but 
hath extended mercy unto usin the sight 
of the kings of Persia, to give us a reviv- 
ing, to set up the house of our God, 
and to repair the desolations thereof, 
and to give us a wall in Judah and im 
Jerusalem. 

10 And now, O our God, what shall we 
say after this? for we have forsaken bd 
commandments, 

11 Which thou hast commanded by thy 
servants the prophets, saying, The land, 
unto which ye go to possess it, is an 
unclean land with the filthiness of the 
people of the lands, with their abomina- 
tions, which have filled it from one 
end to another with their uncleanness. 

12 Now therefore give not your daugh- 
ters unto their sons, neither take their 
daughters unto your sons, nor seek their 
peace or their wealth for ever: that ye 
may be strong, and eat the good of the 
land, and leave it for an inheritance to 
your children for ever. 

13 And after all that is come upon us for 
our evil deeds, and for our great tres- 
_ pass, seeing that thou our God hast pun-

14 Should we again break thy com- 
mandments, and join in affinity with the 
people of these abominations? wouldest 
not thou be angry with us till thou hadst

15 O Lorp God of Is’ra-81, thou art 
tighteous; for we remain yet escaped, 
as if is this day: behold, we are before 
thee in our trespasses; for we cannot 
stand before thee because of this.

5 And said, I beseech thee, O LorD 
God of heaven, the great and terrible 
God, that keepeth covenant and mercy 
for them that love him and observe his 
commandments: 

6 Let thine ear now be attentive, and 
thine eyes open, that thou mayest hear 
the prayer of thy servant, which I pray 
before thee now, day and night, for the 
children of Is’ra-é1 thy servants, and 
confess the sins of the children of Is‘ 
ra-él, which we have sinned against thee: 
both I and my father’s house have 
sinned.

mercies; 

29 And testifiedst against them, that 
thou mightest bring them again unto thy 
law: yet they dealt proudly, and heark- 
ened not unto thy commandments, but 
sinned against thy judgments, (which if 
a man do, he shall live in them;) and 
withdrew the shoulder, and hardened 
their neck, and would not hear. 

30 Yet many years didst thou forbear 
them, and testifiedst against them by thy 
Spirit in thy prophets: yet would they 
not give ear: therefore gavest thou them 
into the hand of the people of the lands.

36 Behold, we are servants this day, 
and for the land that thou gavest unto 
our fathers to eat the fruit thereof and 
the good thereof, behold, we are sery- 
ants in it: 

37 And it yieldeth much increase unto 
the kings whom thou hast set over us 
because of our sins: also they have 
dominion over our bodies, and over our 
cattle, at their pleasure, and we are in 
great. distress. 

38 And because of all this we make 
a sure covenant, and write if; and 
our princes, Le’vites, and priests, seal 
unto it.

7 And I came to Jerusalem, and under- 
stood of the evil that E-li’a-shib did for 
T6-bi ah, in preparing him a chamberin 
the courts of the house of God. 

8 And it grieved me sore: therefore I 
cast forth all the household stuff of To- 
bi‘ah out of the chamber. 

9 Then I commanded, and they 
cleansed the chambers: and thither 
brought I again the vessels of the house 
of God, with the meat offering and the 
frankincense. 

10 @ And I perceived that the portions 
of the Lé’vites had not been given them: 
for the Lé‘vites and the singers, that did 
betes were fled every one to his

11 Then contended I with the rulers, 
and said, Why is the house of God for- 
saken? And I gathered them together, 
and set them in their place. 

'12 Then brought all Judah the tithe of 
the corn and the new wine and the oil 
unto the treasuries. 

13 And I made treasurers: over the 
treasuries, Shél/é-mi’ah the priest, and 
Za’dok the scribe, and of the Lé’ vites, 
Pé-da'iah: and next to them was Ha’nan 
the son of Zac’ciir, the son of Mat’ta- 

ni’ah: for they were counted faithful, 
and their office was to distribute unto 
their brethren. 

14 Remember me, O my God concern- 
ing this, and wipe not out my good 
deeds that I have done for the house of 
my God, and for the offices thereof. 

i5 @ in those days saw I in Judah 
some treading winepresses on the sab- 
bath, and bringing in sheaves, and lad- 
ing asses; as also wine, grapes, and figs, 
and all manner of burdens, which they 
brought into Jerusalem on the sabbath 
day: and I testified against them in the 
day wherein they sold victuals. 

16 There dwelt men of Tyre alsothere- d 


Nehemiah contendeth with certain evils 


in, which brought fish, and all manner 
of ware, and sold on'the sabbath unto 
the children of Judah, andin Jerusalem, 

17 Then I contended with the nobles of 
Judah, and said unto them, What evil 
thing is this that ye do, and profane the 
sabbath day? 

18 Did not your fathers thus, and did 
not our God bring all this evil upon us, 
and upon this city? yet ye bring more 
wrath upon Is’ra-él by profaning the 
sabbath. 

19 And it came to pass, that when the 

ates of Jerusalem began to be dark be- 

ore the sabbath, I commanded that the 
gates should be shut, and charged that 
they should not be opened till after the 
sabbath: and some of my servants set I 
at the gates, that there should no burden 
be brought in on the sabbath day. 

20 So the merchants and sellers of all 
kind of ware lodged without Jerusalem 
once or twice. 

21 Then I testified against them, and 
said unto them, Why lodge ye about the 
wall? if ye do so again, I will lay hands 
on you. From that time forth came they 
no more on the sabbath. 

22 And I commanded the Lé’vites, that 
they should cleanse themselves, and 
that they should come and keep the 
gates, to sanctify the sabbath day. Re- 
member me, O my God, concerning 
this also, and spare me according to the 
greatness of thy mercy. 

23 @ In those days also saw I Jews 
that had married wives of Ashdod, of 
Ammon, and of Mo’ab: 

24 And their children spake half in the 
speech of Ashdod, and could not speak 
in the Jews’ language, but according to 
the language of each people. 

25 And I contended with them, and 
cursed them, and smote certain of them, 
and plucked off their hair, and made 
them: swear by God, saying, Ye shall 
not give your daughters unto their sons, 
nor take their daughters unto your sons, 
or for yourselves. 

26 Did not Solomon king of Is’ra-él it 
by these things? yet among many na- 
tions was there no king like him, who 
was beloved of his God. and God made 
him king over all Is’ ra-él: nevertheless 
even him did outlandish women cause 
to sin.

jA-has’U-é’riis sat on the throne of his 
‘ki ne om, which was in Shy’shan the 
alace, 
| 3 Inthe third year of hisreign, he made 
le-feast unto all his princes and his serv- 
ints; the power of Persia and Mé’di-a, 
the nobles and princes of the provinces, 
‘being before him: 

4 When he showed the riches of his 
‘glorious kingdom and the honor of his 
excellent majesty many days, even a 
| hundred and fourscore days. 

5 And when these days were expired, 

(the king made a feast unto all the peo- 

Wple that were present in Shy’shan the 
Wpalace, both unto great and small, 
"seven days, in the court of the garden of 
the king’s palace; 
6 Where were white, green, and blue 
hangings, fastened with cords of fine 
‘inen and purple to silver rings and pil- 
Hiars of marble: the beds were of gold 
‘Nand silver, upon a pavement of red, and 
olue, and white, and black marble. 
7 And they gave them drink in vessels 
vi gold, (the vessels being diverse one 
rom another,) and royal wine in abun- 
Jance, according to the state of the king.

0 @ On the seventh day, when the 
beast of the king was merry with wine, 
he commanded Mé-hii’man, Biz’tha, 
Har-bo’na, Big’tha, and A-bag’tha, 
Ze'thar, and Car’cas, the seven cham- 
berlains that served in the presence of 
A-has'-é'riis the king, 

11 To bring Vash’ti ie queen before 
the king with the crown royal, to show 
the people and the princes her beauty: 
for she was fair to look on. 

12 But the queen Vash’ti refused to 
come at the king’s commandment by 
his chamberlains: therefore was the 
bins ey wroth, and his anger burned 


13 @ Then the king said to the wise 
men, which knew the times, (for so was 
the king’s manner toward all that knew 
law and judgment: 

14 And the next unto him was Cart 
shé-na, She’thar, Ad’ma-tha, Tar’shish, 
Mé’rés, Mar-sé’na, and Mé-mi'can, 
the seven princes of Persia and Mé’di-a, 
which saw the king’s face, and which sat 
the first in the kingdom,) 

15 What shall we do unto the queen 
Vash'ti according to law, because she 
hath not performed the commandment 
of the king A-has’i-@’riis by the cham- 
berlains? 

16 And Mé-mi'can answered before’ 
the king and the princes, Vash’'ti the 
queen hath not done wrong to the king 
only, but also to all the princes, and to 
all the people that are in all ‘the prov- 
inces of the king A-has’i-é'riis. - 

17 For this deed of the queen shall 
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come abroad unto all women, so that 
they shall despise their husbands in 
their eyes, when it shall be reported, 
The king A-hds’i-é’riis commanded 
Vash’ti the queen to be brought-in be- 
fore him, but she came not. 

18 Likewise shall the ladies of Persia 
and Mé’di-a say this day unto all the 
king’s princes, which have heard of the 
deed of the queen. Thus shall there 
arise too much contempt and wrath. 

19 If it please the king, let there goa 
royal commandment from him, and let 
it be written among the laws of the Per- 
sians and the Médes, that it be not 
altered, That Vash’ti come no more be- 
fore king A-has’i-é’riis; and let the 
king give her royal estate unto [another 
that is better than she. 

20 And when the king’s decree, which 
he shall make, shall be published 
throughout all his empire, (for it is 
great,) all the wives shall give to their 
husbands honor, both to great and 
small. 

21 And the saying pleased the king and 
the princes; and the king did according 
to the word of Mé-mii’can: 

22 For he sent letters into all the king’s 
provinces, into every province accord- 
ing to the writing thereof, and to every 
people after their language, that every 
man should bear rule in his own house, 
and that 7t should be published accord- 
ing to the language of every people. 


CHAPTER 2 
Wakes FTER these things, when the wrath 
of king A-has’t-é’riis was ap- 
peased, he remembered Vash’ti, and 
what she had done, and what was de- 
creed against her.

7 And he brought up Ha-das’sah, that 
is, Esther, his uncle’s daughter: for she 
had neither father nor mother, and the - 
maid was fair and beautiful; whom 
M6r’ dé-cai, when her fa ther and mother 
were dead, took for his own daughter. © 

8 € Soit came to pass, when the king’s © 
commandment and his decree was 
heard, and when many maidens were 
gathered together unto Shu’shan the 7 
palace, to the custody of Hég’a-i, that 
Esther was brought also unto the king’s — 
house, to the custody of Hég’a-i, keeper 
of the women. 

9 And the maiden pleased him, and” | 
she obtained kindness of him; and he i 
speedily gave her her things for purifi- 
cation, with such things as belonged to 
her, and seven maidens, which were 
meet to be given her, out of the king’s © 
house: and he preferred her and her 
maids unto the best place of the house 
of the women. 

10 Esther had not showed her people 
nor her kindred: for Mér’dé-cai had | 
charged her that she should not show if. — 

11 And M6r’dé-cai walked every day 
before the court of the women’s house, 
to know how Esther did, and what 
should become of her. 

12 @ Now when every maid’s turn was” 
come to go in to king A-has’i-é’riis, 
after that she had been twelve months, 
according to the manner of the women, 
(for so were the days of their purifica-— 
tions accomplished, fo wif, six months — 
with oil of myrrh, and six months with 
a odors, and with other things for 

the purifying of the women,) 

13 Then thus came every maiden unto 
the king; whatsoever she desired was 
given her to go with her out of the house 
of the women unto the king’s house. ~ 

14 In the evening she went, and on the 
morrow she returned into the second 
house of the women, to the custody of 
Sha-ash’gaz, the *s chamberlain, 
which kept the concubines: she came i 
unto the king no more, except the ki 


Esther made queen. Haman seeketh the Jews’ destruction 


delighted in her, and that she were 
called by name. 

15 @ Now when the turn of Esther, the 
daughter of Ab’i-hail the uncle of Mor? 
dé-cai, who had taken her for his daugh- 
ter, was come to go in unto the king, she 
required nothing but what Hég’a-i the 
king’s chamberlain, the keeper of the 
women, appointed. And Esther ob- 
tained favor in the sight of all them that 
looked upon her. 

16 So Esther was taken unto king 
A-has’i-é'rtis into his house royal in 
the tenth month, which zs the month 
Té-béth’, in the seventh year of his 


reign. 

17 And the king loved Esther above all 
the women, and she obtained grace and 
favor in his sight more than all the vir- 
gins; so that he set the royal crown upon 
her head, and made her queen instead 
of Vash’ti. 

18 Then the king made a great feast 
unto all his princes and his servants, 
even Esther’s feast; and he made a 
release to the provinces, and gave gifts, 
according to the state of the king. 

19 And when the virgins were gathered 
together the second time, then Mor’dé- 
cai sat in the king’s gate. 

20 Esther had not yet showed her kin- 
dred nor her people, as Mér’dé-cai had 
charged her: for Esther did the com- 
mandment of Mo6r’dé-cai, like as when 
she was brought up with him. 

21 @ In those days, while Mor’dé-cai 
sat in the king’s gate, two of the king’s 
chamberlains, Big’than and Té’résh, of 
those which kept the door, were wroth, 

and sought to lay hand on the king 
_ A-has’t-é’rits. 

22 And the thing was known to Mor‘ 
dé-cai, who told it unto Esther the 
queen; and Esther certified the king 
thereof in Mér’dé-cai’s name. 

23 And when inquisition was made of 
the matter, it was found out; therefore 
they were both hanged on a tree: and it 
was written in the book of the chronicles 
before the king. 


‘ CHAPTER 3 
AFTER these things did king A-has’ai- 
ériis promote Ha’man the son of 
Ham/mé-da'tha the A’gag-ite, and ad- 
vanced him, and set his seat above all 
the princes that were with him. 
2 And all the king’s servants, that were 
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in the king’s gate, bowed, and rever- 
enced Ha’man: for the king had so 
commanded concerning him. But Mor‘ 
dé-cai bowed not, nor did him reverence. 

3 Then the king’s servants, which were 
in the king’s gate, said unto M6r’dé-cai, 
Why transgressest thou the king’s com- 
mandment? 

4 Nowit came to pass, when they spake 
daily unto him, and he hearkened not 
unto them, that they told Ha’man, to 
see whether Mor’dé-cai’s matters 
would stand: for he had told them that 
he was a Jew. 

5 And when Ha’man saw that Mor’de- 
cai bowed_not, nor did him reverence, 
then was Ha’man full of wrath. 

6 And he thought scorn to lay hands on 
Mér’dé-cai alone; for they had showed 
him the people of Mér’dé-cai: where- 
fore Ha’man sought to destroy all the 
Jews that were throughout the whole 
kingdom of A-has’i-e’rtis, even the 
people of Mor’dé-cai. 

7 @ In the first month, that is, the 
month Ni’san, in the twelfth year of king 
A-has’i-é’riis, they cast Pur, that is, 
the lot, before Ha’man from day to day, 
and from month to month, ¢o the twelfth 
month, that is, the month A-dar’. 

8 @ And Ha’man said unto king 
A-has’t-é’riis, There is a certain people 
scattered abroad and dispersed among 
the people in all the provinces of thy 
kingdom; and their laws-are diverse 
from all people; neither keep they the 
king’s laws: therefore it is not for the 
king’s profit to suffer them. 

9 If it please the king, let it be written 
that they may be destroyed: and I will 
pay ten thousand talents of silver to the 
hands of those that have the charge of 
the business, to bring it into the king’s 
treasuries. 

10 And the king took his ring from his 
hand, and gave it unto Ha‘man the son 
of Ham’me-da’tha the A’gag-ite, the 
Jews’ enemy. 

11 And the king said unto Ha’man, The 
silver is given to thee, the people also, 
to do with them as it seemeth good to 
thee. 

12 Then were the king’s scribes called 
on the thirteenth day of the first month, 
and there was written according to all 
that Ha’man had commanded unto the 
king’s lieutenants, and to the governors 
that were over every province, and to the 
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tulers of every people of every province 
according to the writing thereof, and fo 
every people after their r language; i in the 
name of king A-has’i-é’riis was it writ- 
ten, and sealed with the king’s ring. 

13 And the letters were sent by posts 
into all the king’s provinces, to destroy, 
to kill, and to cause to perish, all Jews, 
both young and old, little children and 
women, in one day, even upon the 
thirteenth day of the twelfth month, 
which is the month A-dar’, and to take 
the spoil of them for a prey. 

14 The copy of the writing for a com- 
mandment to be given in every province 
was published unto all people, that they 
should be ready against that day~ 

15 The posts went out, being hastened 
by the king’s commandment, and the 
decree was given in Shu’shan the 
palace. And the king and Ha’man sat 
down to drink; but the city Shy’shan was 
perplexed. 


CHAPTER 4 
VVEEN Mér’dé-cai perceived all 
that was done, Mor’dé-cai rent

5 Then called Esther for Ha’tach, one 
of the king’s chamberlains, whom he 
had appointed to attend upon her, and 
gave him a commandment to Mor’dé- 
cai, to know what it was, and why it 


was. 
6 So Ha’tach went forth to Mér’dé-cai 
unto the street of the city, which was be- 
fore the 5 gate. 
7 And Mér’dé-cai told him of all that 
had happened unto him, and of the sum 
of the money that Ha’man had promised 


Mordecai’s charge to Esther 


to pay to the king’s treasuries for the 
Lege to destroy them. 

8 Also he gave him the copy of the 
writing of the decree that was given at 
Shuy’shan to destroy them, to show it 
unto Esther, and to declare it unto her, 
and to charge her that she should go in 
unto the king, to make supplication unto 
him, and to make request before him 
for her people. 

9 And Ha’tach came and told Esther 
the words of Mér’dé-cai. 

10 @ Again Esther spake unto Ha‘ 
tach, and gave him commandment unto 
Mor’ dé-cai; 

11 All the king’s servants, and the 
people of the king’s provinces, do know, 
that whosoever, whether man or wom- 
an, shall come unto the king into the 
inner court, who is not called, there is 
one law of his to put Aim to death, ex- 
cept such to whom the king shall hold 
out the golden sceptre, that he may live: 
but I have not been called to come in 
unto the king these thirty days. 

12 And they told to Mor’dé-cai Es- 
ther’s words.

14 In the daytime also he led them with

15 He clave the rocks in the wilderness, 
and gave them drink as out of the great 
depths. 

16 He brought streams also out of the 
rock, and caused waters to run down like 
rivers. 

17 And they sinned yet more against 
him by provoking the Most High in the 
wilderness.

15 For thus_saith- the Lord Gop, the 
Holy One of Is'ra-él; ‘In returning and 
rest shall ye be saved; in’ quietness 
and in confidence shall be your strength:

9 The wise men are ashamed, they are > 
dismayed and taken: lo, they have re- 
jected the word of the Lorp; and what 
wisdom is in them?

5 They shall ask the way to Zion with 
their faces thitherward, saying, Come, 
and let us join ourselves to the LoRD 
in a perpetual covenant that shall not 
be forgotten. 

6 My people hath been lost sheep: 
their shepherds have caused them to 
go astray, they have turned them away 
on the mountains: they have gone from 
mountain to hill, they have forgotten 
their resting place. 

7 All that found them have devoured 
them: and their adversaries said, We 
offend not, because they have sinned 
against ‘the Lorp, the habitation of 
justice, even the Lorp, the hope of 
their fathers. 

8 Remove out of the midst of Babylon, 
and go forth out of the land of the 
€hal-dé’ans, and be as the he. goats 
before the flocks. 

9 @ For,-lo, I will raise and cause to 
come up against Babylon an assembly 
of great nations from the north country: 
and they shall set themselves in array 
against her; from thence she shall be 
taken: their arrows shall be as of a 
mighty expert man; none shall return 


in vain. 

10 And €hal-dé’a shall be a spoil: all 

that spoil hee shall be satisfied, saith 
the Lorb. 
‘11 Because ye were glad, because ye 
rejoiced, O ye destroyers of mine heri- 
tage, because ye are grown fat as the 
heifer at grass, and bellow as bulls; 

12 Your. mother shall be sore con- 
founded; she that bare you shall be 
ashamed: behold, the hindermost of 
the nations shall be a wilderness, a dry 
land, and a desert. 

13 Because of the wrath of the Lorp 
it shall not be inhabited, but it shall be 
wholly desolate: every one that goeth 
by Babylon shall be astonished, and 
hiss at all her plagues. 

14 Put yourselves in array against 
Babylon round about: all ye that bend 
the bow, shoot at her, spare no arrows: 
for she hath sinned against the Lorp. 

15 Shout against her round about: she 
hath given her hand: her foundations 
are fallen, her walls are thrown down: 
for it is the vengeance of the Lorp: take 
vengeance upon her; as she hath done, 
do unto her, 

16 Cut off the sower from Babylon, 
and him that handleth the sickle in the 
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time of harvest: for fear of the oppress- 
ing sword they shall turn every one to 
his people, and they shall flee every 
one to his own land. 

17 @ Is'rd-él is a scattered sheep; the 
lions have driven him away: first the 
king of Assyria hath devoured him; and 
last this Néb’a-chad-réz’zar king of 
Babylon hath broken his bones. 

18 Therefore thus saith the LorpD of 
hosts, the’ God of Is’ra-él; Behold, I 
will punish the king of Babylon and his 
land, as I have punished the king of 


ssyria. 

19 And I will bring Is’ra-él again to his 
habitation, and he shall feed on Car’mél 
and Ba’shan, and his soul shall be 
satisfied upon mount E’phra-im and 
Gil’é-ad. 

20 In those days, and in that time, 
saith the LorD, the iniquity of Is’ra-él 
shall be sought for, and’ there shall be 
none; and the sins of Judah, and they 
shall not be found: for I will pardon the 
whom I reserve. ¢ 

21 @ Go up against the land of Mér’a- 
tha’im, even against it, and against the 
inhabitants of Pé’k6d: waste and utterly 
destroy after them, saith the Lorp, and 
do according to all that I have com- 
manded thee. ; 

22 A sound of battle is inthe land, and 

of great destruction. - 
-23 How is the hammer of the whole 
earth cut asunder and broken! how is 
Babylon become'a desolation among the 
nations! 


| \24 I have laid a snare for thee, and 


thou art also taken, O Babylon, and 
thou wast notaware: thou art found, 
and also caught, because thou hast 
striven against the LorD. ; 

'25 The Lorp hath opened his armory, 
and hath brought forth the weapons of 
his indignation: for this is the work of 
‘the Lord Gop of hosts in the land of 
the €hal-dé’ans. » 

26 Come against her from the utmost 
border, open her storehouses: cast her 


up as heaps, and destroy her utterly: 


let nothing of her be left. 

\27 Slay all her bullocks; let them go 
down to the slaughter: woe unto them! 
‘for their day is come, the time of their 
‘visitation. - ' 

28 The voice of them that: flee and 
“scape out of the land of Babylon, to 
‘declare in Zion the vengeance of the 
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Lorp our God, the vengeance of his 
temple. ‘ 

29 Call together the archers against 
Babylon: all ye that bend the bow, camp 
against it round about; let none thereof 
escape: recompense her according to 
her work; according to all that she hath 
done, do unto her: for she hath been 
proud against the LoRD, against the 
Holy One of Is’ra-él. 

30 Therefore shall her young men fall 
in the streets, and all her men of war 
shall be cut off in that day, saith the 


LORD. 

31 Behold, I am against thee, O thou 
most proud, saith the Lord Gop of 
hosts: for thy day is come, the time 
that I will visit thee. 

32 And the most proud shall stumble 
and fall, and none shail raise him up: 
and I will kindle a fire in his cities, and 
it shall:devour all:round about him. 

33 @ Thus saith the Lorp of hosts; 
The children of Is’ra-él and the chil- 
dren of Judah were oppressed together: 
and all that took them captives held 
them fast; they refused to let them go, 

34 Their Redeemer is strong; The 
Lorp: of hosts is his name: he shall 
thoroughly plead their cause, that he 
may give rest to the land, and disquiet 
the inhabitants of Babylon. 

35 @ A sword is upon the Chal-dé’ans, 
saith the LoRD, and upon the inhabit- 
ants of Babylon, and upon her princes, 
and upon her wise men.

39 Therefore the wild beasts of the 
desert with the wild beasts of the 
islands shall dwell there, and the owls 
shall dwell therein: and it shall be no 
more inhabited for ever; neither shall 
it be dwelt in from generation to 
generation. © ; 

40 As God overthrew Sod’om and 
Gé-moér'rah and the neighbor cities 
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thereof, saith the LorpD; so.shall no 
man abide there, neither shall any son 
of man dwell therein. ; 

41: Behold, a people shall come from 
the north, and a great nation; and many 
kings shall be raised up from the coasts 
of the earth. ; 

42 They shall hold the bow:and: the 
lance: they are cruel, and will not show 
mercy: their voice shall roar like the 
sea, and they shall ride upon:horses, 
every one put in array, like:a man to 
the battle, against thee, O daughter of 
Babylon. 

43 The king of Babylon hath heard the 
report of them, and his hands waxed 
feeble: anguish took hold: of him, and 
pangs as of a woman in travail. 

44 Behold, he shall come up like a lion 
from: the swelling of Jordan unto the 
habitation of the strong: but I will make 
them suddenly run away from her: and 
who: is’a chosen man, that I may ap- 
point over her? for who és like me? and

is — shepherd that will stand before 
me? it : 

45 Therefore hear:ye the counsel of

58 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts; The 
broad walls of Babylon shall be utterly 
broken, and her high gates shall be 
burned with fire; and the people shall 
labor in vain, and the folk in the fire, 
and they shall be weary. __ 

59 @ The word which Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded Sé-ra’iah the son 
of Né-ri’ah, the¥son of Ma‘a-sé’iah, 
when he went with Zéd’é-ki’ah the king 
of Judah into Babylon in the fourth year 
of his reign. And this Sé-ra'jah was a 
quiet prince. \ 

60 So Jeremiah wrote in a book all the 
evil that should come upon Babylon, 
even all these words that are written 
against Babylon. 

61 And Jeremiah said to Sé-ra’iah, 
When thou comest to Babylon, and 
shalt see; and shalt read all these words; 

62 Then shalt thou say, O Lorp, thou 
hast spoken against this place, to cut it 
off, that none shall remain in it, neither 
man nor beast, but that it shall be deso- 
late for ever. 

63 And it Shall be, when thou hast 
made an end of reading this book, that 
thou shalt bind a stone to it, and cast it 
into the midst of Eii-phra’tés: 

64 And thou shalt say, Thus shall 
Babylon sink, and shalt not rise from 
the evil that I will bring upon her: and 
they shall be weary. Thus far are the 
words of Jeremiah. 4 


CHAPTER 52 ; 
ZDE-RI AR was one and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned eleven years in Jeru- 
salem. And his mother’s name was 
Ha-mi'tal the daughter of Jeremiah of 


ib’nah. 

2 And he did that which was evil in 
the eyes of the Lord; according to all 
that Jé-héi’a4-kim had done. : 

3 For through the anger of the LORD’ 
it came to pass in Jerusalem and Judah, 
till he had cast them out from his pres- 
ence, that Zéd’é-ki’ah rebelled against 
the king of Babylon. A 

4 @ And it came to pass in the ninth 
year of his reign, in the tenth month, 
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in the tenth day of the month, that 
Néb’t-chad-réz’zar king of Babylon 
came, he and all his army, against 
Jerusalem, and pitched against it, and 
built forts against it round about. 

5 So the city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of king Zéd’é-ki'ah. 

6 And in the fourth month, in the ninth 
day of the month, the famine was sore 
in the city, so that there was no bread 
for the people of the land. 

7 Then the city was broken up, and all

‘slew also all the princes of Judah in 
Rib’lah. 

11 Then he put out the eyes of Zéd’é- 
| hog and the king of Babylon bound 
‘him in chains, and carried him to Baby- 
lon, and put him in prison till the day 
iof his death. 

12 @ Now in the fifth month, in the 
itenth day of the month, which was the 
mineteenth year of N &b’ t-chad-réz’zar 
iking of Babylon, came Néb’i-zar—a’dan, 
(captain of the guard, which served the 
iking of Babylon, into Jerusalem. 

13 And burned the house of the Lorp, 
vand the king’s house; and all the houses 
of Jerusalem, and all the houses of 

e great men, burned he with fire: 

14 And all the army of the €hal-dé’ans, 
at were with the captain of the guard, 

e down all the walls of Jerusalem 
ound about. 

15 Then Néb’i-zar—a’dan the captain 
4f the guard carried away captive certain 
of the poor of the people, and the residue 
the people that remained in the city, 
d those that fell away, that fell to the 

of Babylon, and the rest of the 
multitude. 

16 But Néb’i-zar—a’dan the captain of 

guard left certain of the poor of the 


19 And the basins, and the finepans, 
and the bowls, and the caldrons, and 
the candlesticks, and the spoons, and 
the cups; that which was of gold in gold, 
and that which was of silver in silver, 
took the captain of the guard away. 

20 The two pillars, one sea, and twelve 
brazen bulls that were under the bases, 
which king Solomon had made in the 
house of the LorpD: the brass of all 
these vessels was without weight. 

21 And concerning the pillars, the 
height of one pillar was eighteen cubits; 
and a fillet of twelve cubits did compass 
it; and the thickness thereof was four 
fingers: it was hollow. 

22 And a chapiter of brass was upon 
it; and the height of one chapiter was 
five cubits, with network and: pome- 
granates upon the chapiters round 
about, all of brass. The second pillar 
also and the pomegranates were like 
unto these. 

23 And there were ninety and six 
pomegranates on a side; and all the 
pomegranates upon the network were 
a hundred round about. © 
‘24 @ And the captain of the guard 
took Sé-ra’iah the chief priest, and 
Zéph’a-ni’ah the second priest, and the 
three keepers of the door: 

25 He took also out of the city a 
eunuch, which had the charge of the 
men of. ‘war; and seven men of them 
that were near the king’s person, which 
were found in the city; and the prin- 
cipal scribe of the host, who mustered 
the people of the land; and threescore 
men of the people of the land, that 
were found in the midst of the city. - 

26 So Néb’a-zar—a’dan the captain of 


_the guard took them, and brought them 


to the king of Babylon to Rib’lah. 
27 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and put them to death in Rib‘lah 
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inthe land of Ha’math. Thus Judah 
was carried away captive out of his 
own land. 

28 This is the people whom Néb’u- 
ehid-réz’zar carried away captive: in 
the seventh year three thousand Jews 
and three and twenty: 

29 In the eighteenth year of Néb’i- 
chaid-réz’zar he. carried away captive 
from Jerusalem eight hundred thirty 
and two persons: 

30 In the three and twentieth year 
of Néb’ i-chad-réz’zar, Néb’ u-zar—a dan 
the captain of the guard carried away 
captive of the Jews seven hundred 
forty and five persons: all the persons 
were four thousand and six hundred. 

31 @ And it came to pass in the seven 


The number taken captive. The affliction of Judah 


and thirtieth year of the captivity of 
Jé-hoi'a-chin king of Judah, in the 
twelfth month, in the five and twentieth 


day of the month, that E’vil-mé-ro’daeh ~ 


king of Babylon, in the first year of his 
reign, lifted up the head of Jé-hoi’4-chin 
king of Judah, and brought him forth 
out of prison, 

32 And spake kindly unto him, and set 
his throne above the throne of the kings 
that were with him in Babylon, 

33 And changed his prison garments: 
and he did continually eat bread before 
him all the days of his life. 

34 And for his diet, there was a con- 
tinual diet given him of the king of 
Babylon, every day a portion until the 
day of his death, all the days of his life.

2 She weepeth sore in the night, and 
her tears are on her cheeks: among all 
her lovers she hath none to comfort her: 
all her friends have dealt treacherously 
with her, they are become her enemies. 

3 Judah is gone into captivity ‘because 
of affliction, and because of great servi- 
tude: she dwelleth among the heathen, 
she findeth no rest: all her persecutors 
overtook her between the straits, 

4 The ways of Zion do mourn, because 
none come to the solemn feasts: all her 
gates are desolate: her priests si 
virgins» are afflicted, and she isin 
bitterness.

24 Wherefore I will bring the worst 
the heathen, and they shall 
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their houses: I will also make the pomp 
of the strong to cease; and their holy 
places shall be defiled. 

25 Destruction cometh; and they shall 
seek peace, and there shall be none. 

26 Mischief shall come upon mis- 
chief, and rumor shall be upon rumor; 
then shall they seek a vision of the 
prophet; but the law shall perish from 
the priest, and counsel from the an- 
cients. 

27 The king shall mourn, and the prince 
shall be clothed with desolation, and the 
hands of the people of the land shall be 
troubled: I will do unto them after their 
way, and according to their deserts will 
I judge them; and they shall know that 
I am the Lorpb.

: WIORZOVER the spirit lifted me up,

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2 Then said he unto me, Son of man, 
these are the men that devise mischief, 
and give wicked counsel in this city:

4 @ Therefore prophesy against them, 
prophesy, O son of man. 

5 And the Spirit of the Lorp fell upon 


me, and said: unto me, Speak; Thus saith 


the Lorp; Thus have ye said, O house 
of Is'ra-él: for I know the things that 
come into your mind, every one of them. 

6 Ye-have multiplied your slain in 
this city, and ye have filled the streets 
thereof with the slain. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord. Gop; 
Your slain whom ye have laid in the 
midst of it, they are the flesh, and this 
city is the caldron:. but I will bring you 
forth out of the midst of it. 

8 Ye have feared the sword; and I will 
being: a sword upon you, saith the Lord

9 And I will bring you out of the midst 
thereof, and deliver you into the hands 
of strangers, and will execute judgments 
among you. 

10 Ye shall fall by the sword; I will 
judge you in the border of Is’ra-él; and 
ye shall know that I am the Lorp, 

11 This city shall not be your caldron, 
neither shall ye be the flesh in the midst 
thereof; but I will judge you in the bor- 
der of Is/ra-él: 

12-And ye shall know that I am the 
Lorp: for ye have not walked in my 
statutes, neither. executed my judg- 
ments, but have done after the manners 
of the heathen that are round about you. 

13 @ And it came to pass, when I 
prophesied, that Pél’a-ti’ah the son of 
Bé-na'iah died. Then fell I down upon 
my face, and cried with a loud voice, and 
said, Ah Lord Gop! wilt thou make a full 
end of the remnant of Is’ra-él? 

14 Again the word of the LorD came 
unto me, saying, : 

15 Son of man, thy brethren, even thy 
brethren, the men of thy kindred, and

16 Therefore say, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Although I have cast them far off

17 Therefore say, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; I will even gather you from the 
people, and assemble you out of the 
countries where ye have been scattered, 
and I will give you the land of Is‘ra-él. 

18 And they shall come thither, and 
they shall take away all the detestable 
things thereof and all the abominations. 
thereof from thence. 

19 And I will give them one heart, and 
I will put a new spirit within you; and I 
will take the stony heart out of their 
flesh, and will give them a heart of flesh: 

20 That they may walk in my statutes, 
and keep mine ordinances, and do them: 
and they shall be my people, and I will 
be their God. 

21 But as for them whose heart walketh 
after the heart of their detestable things 
and their abominations, I will recom- 
pense their way upon their own heads, 
saith the Lord Gob. 

22 @ Then did the cherubim lift up 
their wings, and the wheels beside them; 
and the glory of the God of Is‘ra-él was 
over them above. 

23 And the glory of the LorD went up 
from the midst of the city, and stood 
upon the mountain which 7s on the east 
side of the city. 

24 @ Afterward the spirit took me up, 
and brought me in a vision by the Spirit 
of God into €hal-dé’a, to them of the 
captivity. So the vision that I had seen 
went up from me. 

25 Then I spake unto them of the cap- 
tivity all the things that the Lorp had 
showed me.. 


CHAPTER 12 


HE word of the Lorp also came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, thou dwellest in the 
midst of a rebellious house, which have 
eyes to see, and see not; they have ears 
to hear, and hear not: for they are a 
rebellious house.

6 In their sight shalt thou bear 7f upon 
thy shoulders, and carry it forth in the 
twilight: thou shalt cover thy face, that 
thou see not the ground: for I have set 
thee for a sign unto the house of Is’ra-él. 

7 And I did so as I was commanded: 
I brought forth my stuff by day, as stuff 
for captivity, and in the even I digged 
through the wall with mine hand; I 
brought if forth in the twilight, and I 
bare it upon my shoulder in their sight. 

8 @ And in the morning came the word 
of the LorD unto me, saying, 

9 Son of man, hath not the house of 
Is’r4-él, the rebellious house, said unto 
thee, What doest thou? 

10 Say thou unto them, Thus saith the 
Lord Gop; This burden concerneth the 
prince in Jerusalem, and all the house 
of Is‘ra-él that are among them. 

11 Say, I am your sign: like as I have 
done, so shall it be done unto them: they 
shall remove and go into captivity. 

12 And the prince that is among them 
shall bear upon his shoulder in the twi- 
light, and shall go forth: they shall dig 
through the wall to carry out thereby: 
he shall cover his face, that he see not 
the ground with his eyes. 

13 My net also will I spread upon him, 
and he shall be taken in my snare: and 
J will bring him to Babylon fo the land of 
the €hal-dé’ans; yet shall he not see it, 
though he shall die there. 

14 And I will scatter toward every wind 
all that are about him to help him, and 
all his bands; and I will draw out the 
sword after them. 

15 And they shall know that I am the 
Lorp, when I shall scatter them among 
the nations, and disperse them in the 
countries. 

16 But I will leave a few men of them 
from the sword, from the famine, and 
from the pestilence; that they may de- 
clare all their abominations among the 
heathen whither they come; and they 
shall know that I am the Lorb. 

17 @ Moreover the word of the LorD 
came to me, saying. 

18 Son of man, eat thy bread with 
quaking, and drink water with 
trembling and with carefulness; ‘ 

19 And say unto the people of the land, 
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Thus saith the Lord Gop of the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem, and of the land 
of Is’ra-&l; They shall eat their bread 
with carefulness, and drink their water 
with astonishment, that her land may 
be desolate from all that is therein, be- 
cause of the violence of all them that 
dwell therein. 

20 And the cities that are inhabited 
shall be laid waste, and the land shall 
be desolate; and ye shall know that I 
am the LORD. . 

21 @ And the word of the Lorp came 
unto me, saying, 

22 Son of man, what is that proverb 
that ye have in the land of Is’ra-él, say- 

‘ing, The days are prolonged, and every 
‘vision faileth? 
_23 Tell them therefore, Thus saith the 
‘Lord Gop; I will make this proverb to 
icease, and they shall no more use it as 
ia proverb in Is’r4-é1; but say unto them, 
‘The days are at hand, and the effect of 
‘every vision. 

24 For there shall be no more any vain 
vision nor flattering divination within 
ithe house of Is’ra-él. 

25 For Iam the Lorp: I will speak, and 
ithe word that I shall speak shall come 
ito pass; it shall be no more prolonged: 
ifor in your days, O rebellious house, will 
iL say the word, and will perform it, 
‘saith the Lord Gop. 

26 @ Again the word of the LorD came 
ito me, saying, 

27 Son of man, behold, they of the 
‘house of Is’ra-é1 say, The vision that he 
‘Seeth is for many days to come, and he 
"prophesieth of the times that are far off. 

28 Therefore say unto them, Thus saith 
‘the Lord Gop; There shall none of my 
swords be prolonged any more, but the 
‘word which I have spoken shall be done, 
‘saith the Lord Gop. 


CHAPTER 13 
_ AND the word of the LorD came unto 
-*. me, saying, 
2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
rophets of Is’ra-él that prophesy, and 
ay thou unto them that prophesy out of 
their own hearts, Hear ye the word of 
the LORD; 
_3 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Woe 
unto the foolish prophets, that follow 
their own spirit and have seen nothing! 
4 O Is’ra-él, thy prophets are like the 
ioxes in the deserts. 
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5 Ye have not gone up into the gaps, 
neither made up the hedge for the house 
of Is’ra-él to stand in the battle in the 
day of the LorD. 

6 They have seen vanity and lying 
divination, saying, The LorD saith: and 
the LorpD hath not sent them: and they 
have made others to hope that they 
would confirm the word. 

7 Have ye not seen a vain vision, and 
have ye not spoken a lying divination, 
whereas ye say, The LorpD saith it; 
albeit I have not spoken? : 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Because ye have spoken vanity, and 
seen lies, therefore, behold, I am against 
you, saith the Lord Gop. 

9 And mine hand shall be upon the 
prophets that see vanity, and that divine 
lies: they shall not be in the assembly of 
my people, neither shall they be written 
in the writing of the house of Is’ra-él, 
neither shall they enter into the land of 
Is’ra-él; and ye shall know that I am 
the Lord Gop. 

10 @ Because, even because they have 
seduced my people, saying, Peace; and 
there was no peace; and one built up a 
wall, and, lo, others daubed it with un- 
tempered mortar: 

11 Say unto them which daub if with 
untempered mortar, that it shall fall: 
there shall be an overflowing shower; 
and ye, O great hailstones, shall fall; 
and a stormy wind shall rend if. 

12 Lo, when the wall is fallen, shall it 
not be said unto you, Where is the daub- 
ing wherewith ye have daubed it? 

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
I will even rend if with a stormy wind in 
my fury; and there shall be an over- 
flowing shower in mine anger, and great 
hailstones in my fury to consume it. 

14 So will I break down the wall that 
ye have daubed with untempered mor- 
tar, and bring it down to the ground, so 
that the foundation thereof shall be dis- 
covered, and it shall fall, and ye shall be 
consumed in the midst thereof: and ye 
shall know that I am the Lorp. 

15 Thus will I accomplish my wrath 
upon the wall, and upon them that have 
daubed it with untempered mortar, and 
will say unto you, The wall is no more, 
neither they that daubed it; : 

16 To wit, the prophets of Is’ra-él 
which prophesy concerning Jerusalem, 
and which see visions of peace for her, 
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and there is no peace, saith the Lord 


OD, 

17 @ Likewise, thou son of man, set 
thy face against the daughters of thy 
people, which prophesy. out of their own 
heart; and prophesy thou against them, 

18 And say, Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Woe to the women that sew pillows to 
all armholes, and make kerchiefs upon 
the head of every stature to hunt souls! 
Will ye hunt the souls of my people, and 
will ye save the souls alive that come 
unto you? 

19 And will ye pole me among my 
people for handfuls of barley and for 
pieces of bread, to slay the souls that 
should not die, and to save the souls 
alive that should not live, by your lying 
to my people that hear your lies? 

20 Wherefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Behold, I am against your pillows, 
wherewith ye there hunt the souls to 
make them fly, and I will tear them 
from your arms, and will let the souls 
go, even the souls that ye hunt to make 
them fly. 

21 Your kerchiefs also will I tear, and 
deliver my people out of your hand, and 
they shall be no more in your hand to be 
hunted; and ye shall know that I a7 the 
Lorp. 

22 Because with lies ye have made the 
heart of the righteous sad, whom I have 
not made sad; and strengthened the 
hands of the wicked, that he should not 
return from his wicked way, by promis- 
ing him life; 

23 Therefore ye shall see no more 
vanity, nor divine divinations: for I will 
deliver my people out of your hand: and 
ye shall know that I am the Lorn. 


CHAPTER 14 
T 


IN came certain of the elders of 
$'ra-él unto me, and sat before me. 

2 And the word of the Lorp came unto 
me, saying, 

3 Son of man, these men have set up 
their idols in their heart, and put the 
stumblingblock of their iniquity before 
their face: should I be inquired of at all 
by them? 

4 Therefore speak unto them, and say 
unto them, Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Every man of the house of Is’ra-é1 that

The idols in the hearts of Israel 
prophet; I the Lorp will answer him 


. that cometh, according to the multitude 


of his idols; 

5 That I may take the house of Is’ra-é! 
in their own heart, because they are all 
estranged from me through their idols. 

6 @ Therefore say unto the house of 
Is’ra-él, Thus saith the Lord Gop; Re- 
pent, and turn yourselves from your 
idols; and turn away your faces from all 
your abominations. 

7 For every one of the house of Is’ra-él, 
or of the stranger that sojourneth in 
Is'ra-81, which separateth himself from 
me, and setteth up his idols in his heart, 
and putteth the stumblingblock of his 
iniquity before his face, and cometh to a 
prophet to inquire of him concerning me; 

the Lorp will answer him by myself: 

8 And I will set my face against that 
man, and will make him a sign and a 
proverb, and I will cut him off from the 
midst of my people; and ye shall know 
that I am the Lorp. 

9 And if the prophet be deceived when 
he hath spoken a thing, I the Lorp have 
deceived that prophet, and I will stretch 
out my hand upon him, and will de- 
stroy vat from the midst of my people 

s'ra-él. 

10 And they shall bear the punishment 
of their iniquity: the punishment of the 
prophet shall be even as the punishment 
of him that seeketh unfo him; 

11 That the house of Is’ra-é1 may go 
no more astray from me, neither be 
polluted any more with all their trans- 
gressions; but that they may be my 
people, and I may be their God, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

12 @ The word of the Lorp came again 
to me, saying, 

13 Son of man, when the land sinneth 
against me by trespassing grievously, 
then will I stretch out mine hand upon 
it, and will break the staff of the bread 


. thereof, and will send famine upon it, 


and will cut off man and beast from it: 

14 Though these three men, Noah, 
Daniel, and Job, were in it, they should 
deliver but their own souls by their 
righteousness, saith the Lord Gop. 

15 @ If I cause noisome beasts to pass 
through the land, and they spoil it, so 
that it be desolate, that no man may 
pass through because of the beasts: 

16 Though these three men were in 7 
as I live, saith the Lord Gop, they 
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deliver neither sons nor daughters; they 
only shall be delivered, but the land 
shall be desolate. 

17 @ Or if I bring a sword upon that 
land, and say, Sword, go through the 
land; so that I cut off man and beast 
from it: 

18 Though these three men were in it, 
as I live, saith the Lord Gop, they shall 
deliver neither sons nor daughters, but 
they only shall be delivered themselves. 

19 @ OrifI send a pestilence into that 

land, and pour out my fury upon it in 
_ blood, to cut off from it man and beast: 

20 Though Noah, Daniel, and Job, were 
in it, as I live, saith the Lord Gop, they 
shall deliver neither son nor daughter; 
they shall but deliver their own souls by 
their righteousness. 

21 For thus saith the Lord Gop; How 
much more when I send my four sore 
judgments upon Jerusalem, the sword, 

* and the famine, and the noisome beast, 
and the pestilence, to cut off from it 
man and beast? 
22 @ Yet, behold, therein shall be left 
@ remnant that shall be brought forth, 
both sons and daughters: behold, they 
shall come forth unto you, and ye shall 
see their way and their doings: and ye 
shall be comforted concerning the evil 
that I- have brought upon Jerusalem, 
é@ven concerning all that I have brought 
upon it. 
_ 23 And they shall comfort you, when ye 
see their ways and their doings: and ye 

shall know that I have not done without 
cause all that I have done in it, saith the 
Lord.Gop.

ND the word of the LorD came unto 
» me, saying, 
*2-Son of man, What is the vine tree 
More than any tree, or than a branch 
which is among the trees of the forest?

18 And tookest thy broidered garments, 
and coveredst them: and thou hast set 
mine oil and mine incense before them. 

19 My meat also which I gave thee, 
fine flour, and oil, and honey, wherewith 
I fed thee, thou hast even set it before 
them for a sweet savor: and thus it was, 
saith the Lord Gop. | 

20 Moreover thou hast taken thy sons 
and thy daughters, whom thou hast 
borne unto me, and these hast thou 
sacrificed unto them to be devoured. 
Ts this of thy whoredoms a small matter, 

21 That thou hast slain my children, 
and delivered them to cause them to 
pass through the fire for them? 

22 And in all thine abominations and 
thy whoredoms thou hast not remem- 
bered the days of thy youth, when thou 
wast naked and bare, and wast polluted 
in thy blood. 

23 And it came to pass after all thy 
wickedness, (woe, woe unto thee! saith 
the Lord Gop,) 

24 That thou hast also built unto thee 
an eminent place, and hast made thee a 
high place in every street.

25 Thou hast built thy high place at 
every head of the way, and hast made 
thy beauty to be abhorred, and hast 
opened thy feet to every one that passed 
by, and multiplied thy whoredoms. 

26 Thou hast also committed fornica- 
tion with the Egyptians thy neighbors, 
great of flesh; and hast increased thy 
whoredoms, to provoke me to anger. 

27 Behold, therefore I have stretched 
out my hand over thee, and have 
diminished thine ordinary food, and de- 
livered thee unto the will of them that 
hate thee, the daughters of the Phi- 
lis’tines, which are ashamed of thy lewd 


way. 

28 Thou hast played the whore also 
with the Assyrians, because thou wast 
unsatiable; yea, thou hast played the 
harlot with them, and yet couldest not 
be satisfied. 


29 Thou hast moreover multiplied thy. 


fornication in the land of Ca’naan unto 
€hal-dé’a; and yet thou wast not satis- 
fied herewith. 

30 How weak is thine heart, saith the 
Lord Gop, seeing thou doest all these 
things, the work of an imperious whor- 
ish woman; 

31 In that thou buildest thine eminent 
place in the head of every way, and 
makest thine high place in every street; 
and hast not been as a harlot, in that 
thou scornest hire; 

32 But as a wife that committeth 
adultery, which taketh strangers in- 
stead of her husband! 

33 They give gifts to all whores: but 
thou givest thy gifts to all thy lovers, and 
hirest them, that they may come unto 
thee on every side for thy whoredom. 

34 And the contrary is in thee from 
other women in thy whoredoms, where- 
as none followeth thee to commit whore- 
doms: and in that thou givest a reward, 
and no reward is given unto thee, 
therefore thou art contrary. | 

35 @ Wherefore, Q harlot, hear the 
word of the LoRD: 

36 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Beca 
thy filthiness was poured out, and thy 
nakedness discovered through 
whoredoms with thy lovers, and wi 
all the idols of thy abominations, and 
by the blood of thy children, which thou 
didst give unto them; 

37 Behold, therefore I will gather all 
thy lovers, with whom thou hast taken 
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- pleasure, and all them that thou hast 
loved, with all them that thou hast 
hated; I will even gather them round 
about against thee, and will discover thy 
nakedness unto them, that they may 
see all thy nakedness. 

38 And I will judge thee, as women 
that break wedlock and shed blood are 
judged; and I will give thee blood in 
fury and jealousy. 

39 And I will also give thee into their 
hand, and they shall throw down thine 
eminent place, and shall break down 
thy high places: they shall strip thee 
‘also of thy clothes, and shall take thy 
fait jewels, and leave thee naked and 

are. 

40 They shall also bring up a company 
against thee, and they shall stone thee 
with stones, and thrust thee through 
with their swords. 

41 And they shall burn thine houses 
with fire, and execute judgments upon 
thee in the sight of many women: and

| fore also will recompense thy way upon 
thine head, saith the Lord Gop: and 
thou shalt not commit this lewdness 
| above all thine abominations.

proverbs shall use this proverb against 
thee, saying, As is the mother, so is her 
daughter. 

45 Thou art thy mother’s daughter, 
' that loatheth her husband and her chil- 
dren; and thou arf the sister of thy sis- 
ters, which loathed their husbands and 
their children: your mother was a Hit 
tite, and your father an ‘6-rite. 

| 46 And thine elder sister is Sa-ma’ri-a, 
' she and her daughters that dwell at thy 
“left hand: and thy younger‘sister, that 
‘dwelleth at thy right hand, is Sod’om 
‘and her daughters. 

47 Yet hast thou not walked after their 
a nor done after their abominations: 


, as if that were a very little thing, 
thou wast corrupted more than they in 
li thy ways. 
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48 As I live, saith the Lord Gop; Séd* 
om thy sister hath not done, she nor her 
daughters, as thou hast done, thou and 
thy daughters. 

49 Behold, this was the iniquity of thy 
sister Sdd’om, pride, fulness of bread, 
and abundance of idleness was in her 
and in her daughters, neither did she 
strengthen the hand of the poor and 
needy. , 

50 And they were haughty, and com- 
mitted abomination before me: there- 
fore I took them away as I saw good. 

51 Neither hath Sa-ma’ri-a committed 
half of thy sins; but thou hast multiplied 
thine abominations more than they, and 
hast justified thy sisters in all thine 
abominations which thou hast done. 

52 Thou also, which hast judged thy 
sisters, bear thine own shame for thy 
sins that thou hast committed more 
abominable than they: they are more 
righteous than thou: yea, be thou con- 
founded also, and bear thy shame, in 
that thou hast justified thy sisters. 

53 When I shall bring again their cap- 
tivity, the captivity of Séd’om and her 
daughters, and the captivity of Sa-ma‘ 
ri-a and her daughters, then will I bring 
again the captivity of thy captives in 
the midst of them: 

54 That thou mayest bear thine own 
shame, and mayest be confounded in 
all that thou hast done, in that thou art 
a comfort unto them. 

55 When thy sisters, Séd’om and her’ 
daughters, shall return to their former 
estate, and Sa-ma’ri-a and her daugh- 
ters shall return to their former estate, 
then thou and thy daughters shall return 
to your former estate. 

56 For thy sister S6d’6m was not men- 
tioned by thy mouth in the day of thy 
pride, 

57 Before thy wickedness was dis- 
covered, as at the time of thy reproach 
of the daughters of Syria, and all that 
are round about her, the daughters of 
the Phi-lis’tines, which despise thee 
round about: : ‘ 

58 Thou hast borne thy lewdness and 
thine abominations, saith the LORD. 

59 For thus saith the Lord Gop; I will 
even deal with thee as thou hast done, 
which hast despised the oath in break- 
ing the covenant. 

60 @ Nevertheless, I will remember 
my covenant with thee in the days of 
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thy youth, and I will establish unto thee 
‘an everlasting covenant. ink 

“61 ‘Then thou shalt remember thy 
ways, and be ashamed, when thou shalt 
receive thy sisters, thine elder and thy 
younger: and I will give them unto thee 
for daughters, but not by thy covenant. 

62 And I will establish my covenant 
with thee;.and thou shalt know that I 
am the LorD: 

63 That thou mayest remember, and 
be confounded, and never open thy 
mouth any more because’of thy shame, 
when I am pacified toward thee for all 
that thou hast done, saith the Lord Gop, 


CHAPTER 17

12 Hath oppressed the poor.and needy,

13 Hath given forth upon usury, and 
hath taken increase: shall he then live? - 
he shall not live:.he hath done all these 
abominations; he shall surely die; his 
blood:shall be upon him. 

14 @ Now, lo, if he beget a son, that 
seeth all his father’s sins which he hath 
done, and considereth, and. dogth not 
such like, 

15 That hath not eaten. upon the 
mountains, neither: hath lifted; up his 
eyes to the idols of the house of Is’ra-él, 
hath not defiled his neighbor’s wife, . 

16 Neither hath oppressed any, hath 
not withholden the pledge, neither 
hath spoiled by violence, but hath given 
his bread to the hungry, and hath cov- 
eréd the naked witha garment, 

17 That hath taken off his hand from 
the poor, that hath not received usury 
nor increase, hath executed my judg- 
ments, hath walked in my statutes; he 
shall not die for the iniquity of his 
father, he shall surely live. 

18 As for his father, because he cruelly 
oppressed, spoiled his brother by vio- 
lence, and. did that which is not good 
among his péople, lo, even he shall die 
in his iniquity. 

19 @ Yet say ye, Why? doth not the 
son bear the iniquity of the father? 
When the son hath done that which is 
lawful and right, and hath kept all my 
hart and hath done them, he shall 
surely live. 

20 The soul that sinneth, it shall die, 
The son shall not bear the iniquity of 
the father, neither shall the father bear 
the iniquity of the son: the righteousness 
of the righteous shall be upon him, and 
the wickedness of the wicked shall be 
upon him. 

21 But if the wicked will turn from all 
his sins that he hath committed, and 
keep all my statutes, and do that which 
is lawful and right, he shall surely live, 
he shall not die. 

22 All his transgressions that he hath 
committed, they shall not be mentioned 
unto him: in his righteousness that he 
hath done he shall live. 
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23 Have I any pleasure at all that the 
wicked should die? saith the Lord Gop: 
and not that he should return from his 
ways, and live? 

24 @ But when the righteous turneth 
away from his righteousness, and com- 
mitteth iniquity, and doeth according to 
all the abominations that the wicked 
man doeth, shall he live? All his right- 
eousness that he hath done shall not be 
mentioned: in his trespass that he hath 
trespassed, and in his sin that he hath 
sinned, in them shall he die.

27 Again, when the wicked man turn- 
eth away from his wickedness that he 
hath committed, and doeth that which 
is lawful and right, he shall save his 
soul alive. 

28 Because he considereth, and turn- 
eth away from all his transgressions that 


he hath committed, he shall surely live, fruitful 


he shall not die. 

29 Yet saith the house of Is’ra-#1, The 
way of the Lord is not equal. O house 
of Is’ra-él, are not my ways equal? 
are not your ways unequal? 

30 Therefore I will judge you, O house 
of Is’ra-él, every one according to his 
ways, saith the Lord Gop. Repent, and 
turn yourselves from all your trans- 
gressions; so iniquity shall not be your 


ruin. 

31 @ Cast away from you all your 
transgressions, whereby ye have trans- 
gressed; and make you a new heart and 
a new spirit: for why will ye die, O 
house of Is’ra-él? 

32 For I have no pleasure in the death 
of him that dieth, saith the Lord Gop: 
wherefore turn yourselves, and live ye. 


CHAPTER 19

the mountains of Is’ra-él. 

10 @ Thy mother is like a vine in thy 
blood, planted by the waters: she was 
i and full of branches by reason 
of many waters. 

11 And she had strong rods for the 
sceptres of them that bare rule, and 
her stature was exalted among the 
thick branches, and she appeared in 
her height with the multitude of her 
branches. 

12 But she was plucked up in fury, she 
was cast down to the ground, and the 
east wind dried up her fruit: her strong 
rods were broken and withered; the 
fire consumed them.

10 @ Wherefore I caused them to go 
forth out of the land of Egypt, and 
brought them into the wilderness. 

11 And I gave them my statutes, and 
Showed them my judgments, which if a 
man do, he shall even live in them. 

_ 12 Moreover also I gave them my 
' Sabbaths, to be a sign between me and 
' them, that they might know that I am 
» the Lorp that sanctify them. 
13 But the house of Is’ra-él rebelled 
against me in the wilderness: they 
‘walked not in my statutes, and they 
‘despised. my judgments, which if a 
‘man do, he shall even live in them; and 
my sabbaths they greatly polluted: then 
TI said, I would pour out my fury upon

22 Nevertheless I withdrew mine hand, 
and wrought for my name’s sake, that 
it should not be polluted in the sight of 
the heathen, in whose sight I brought 
them forth.

36 Like as I pleaded with your fathers

14 Thou therefore, son of man, 
Prophesy, and smite thine hands to- 
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gether, and let the sword be doubled 
the third time, the sword of the slain: 
it is the sword of the great men that 
are slain, which entereth into their 
privy chambers. 

15 I have set the point of the sword 
against all their gates, that their heart 
may faint, and theirruins be multiplied: 
ah! it is made bright, if is wrapped up 
for the slaughter. 

16 Go thee one way or other; either 
on the right hand, or on the left, 
whithersoever thy face is set. 

17 I will also:smite mine hands to- 
gether, and I will cause my fury to rest: 
I the Lorp have said it. 

18 @ The word of the LoRD came unto 
mé again, saying, 

19 Also, thou son of man, appoint thee 
two ways, that the:sword of the king of 
Babylon may come: both twain shall 
come forth out of one land: and choose 
thou a place, choose it at the head of 
the way to the city. 

20 Appoint a way, that the sword may 
come to Rab’bath of the Ammonites, 
and to Judah in Jerusalem the defensed. 

21 For the king of Babylon stood at 
the parting of the way, at the head of 
the two ways, to use divination: he made 
his arrows bright, he consulted with 
images, he looked in the liver. 

22 At his right hand was the divination 
for Jerusalem, to appoint captains, to 
open the mouth in the slaughter, to lift 
up the voice with shouting, to appoint 
battering rams against the gates, to cast 
a mount, and to build a fort. 

23.And it shall be unto them as a false 
divination in their sight, to them that 
have sworn oaths: but he will call to 
remembrance the’ iniquity that they 
may be taken. 

24 itherefore ‘thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Because ye have made your iniquity to 
be remembered, in that your trans- 


» gressions are discovered, so that in all 


your doings your sins do appear; be- 
cause, J say, that ye are come to re- 
membrance, ye shall be taken with the 
hand. 

25 @ And thou, profane wicked prince 
of Is‘ra-81, whose day is come, when 
iniquity shall have an end, 

26 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Remove 
the diadem, and take off the crown: 
this shall not be the same: exalt’ him 
that is low, and abase him that is high. 
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27 I will overturn, overturn, overturn 
it: and it shall be no more, until he 
come whose right it is; and I will give 
it him. 

28 @ And thou, son of man, prophesy 
and say, Thus saith the Lord Gop con- 
cerning the Ammonites, and concerning 
their reproach; even say thou, The 
sword, the sword is drawn: for the 
slaughter it is furbished, to consume 
because of the glittering: 

29 While they see vanity unto thee, 
while they divine a lie unto thee, to 
bring thee upon the necks of them that 
are slain, of the wicked, whose day is 
come, when their iniquity shall have an 
end. 

30 Shall I cause if to return into his 
sheath? I will judge thee in the place 
where thou wast created, in the land of 
thy nativity. 

31 And I will pour out mine indigna- 
tion upon thee; I will blow against thee 
in the fire of my wrath, and deliver thee 
into the hand of brutish men, and skilful 
to destroy. 

32 Thou shalt be for fuel to the fire; 
thy blood shall be in the midst of the 
land; thou shalt be no more remem- 
bered: for I the Lorp have spoken it. 


CHAPTER 22 


JV OREOVER the word of the Lorp 
came unto me, saying, 

2 Now, thou son of man, wilt thou 
judge, wilt thou judge the bloody city? 
yea, thou shalt show her all her abomi- 
nations. 

3 Then say thou, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; The city sheddeth blood in the 
midst of it, that her time may come, 
and maketh idols against herself to 
defile herself.

6 Behold, the princes of Is’ra-&l, every 
a8 were in thee to their power to shed 

ood. 

7 In thee have they set light by father 
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and mother: in the midst of thee have 
they dealt by oppression with the 
stranger: in thee have they vexed the 
fatherless and the widow. 

8 Thou hast despised mine holy 
things, and hast profaned my sabbaths, 

9 In thee are men that carry tales to 
shed blood: and in thee they eat upon 
the mountains: in the midst of thee 
they commit lewdness. 

10 In thee have they discovered their 
fathers’ nakedness: in thee have they 
humbled her that was set apart for 
pollution. 

11 And one hath committed abomina- 
tion with his neighbor’s wife; and an- 
other hath lewdly defiled his daughter- 
in-law; and another in thee hath hum- 
bled his sister, his father’s daughter, 

12 In thee have they taken gifts to 
shed blood; thou hast taken usury and 
increase, and thou hast greedily gained 
of thy neighbors by extortion, and hast 
forgotten me, saith the Lord Gop. 

13 @ Behold, therefore I have smitten 
mine hand at thy dishonest gain which 
thou hast made, and at thy blood which 
hath been in the midst of thee. 

14 Can thine heart endure, or can 
thine hands be strong, in the days that 
I shall deal with thee? I the LorD have 
spoken if, and will do it. 

15 And I will scatter thee among the 
heathen, and disperse thee in the coun- 
tries, and will consume thy filthiness 
out of thee. 

16 And thou shalt take thine inherit- 
ance in thyself in the sight of the 
heathen, and thou shalt know that I 
am the Lorp. 

17 And the word of the Lorp came 
unto me, saying, 

18 Son of man, the house of Is’r4-#1 is 
to me become dross: all they are brass, 
and tin, and iron, and lead, in the midst 
of the furnace; they are even the dross 
of silver. - 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Because ye are all become dross, be- 
hold, therefore I will gather you into 
the midst of Jerusalem. ; 

20 As they gather silver, and brass, 
and iron, and lead, and tin, into the 
midst of the furnace, to blow the fire 
upon it, to melt it; so will I gather you 
in mine anger and in my fury, and I 
will leave you there, and melt you. 

21 Yea, I will gather you, and blow 
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upon you in the fire of my wrath, and 
ye shall be melted in the midst thereof. 

22 As'silver is melted in the midst of 
the furnace, so shall ye be melted in 
the midst thereof; and ye shall know 
that I the LorD have poured out my 
fury upon you. 

23 @ And the word of the LorD came 
unto me, saying, 

24 Son of man, say unto her, Thou 
art the land that is not cleansed, 
nor rained upon in the day of indig- 
nation. 

25 Thereis a conspiracy of her prophets 
in the midst thereof, like a roaring lion 
ravening the prey: they have devoured 
Souls; they have taken the treasure and 
precious things; they have made her 
many widows in the midst thereof. 

26 Her priests have violated my law, 
and have profaned mine holy things: 
they have put no difference between 
the holy and profane, neither have they 
showed difference between the unclean 
and the clean, and have hid their eyes 
from my sabbaths, and I am profaned 
among them. 

27 Her princes in the midst thereof are 
like wolves ravening the prey, to shed 
blood, and to destroy souls, to get 
dishonest gain. 

28 And her prophets have daubed 
them with untempered mortar, seeing 
vanity, and divining lies unto them, 
saying, Thus saith the Lord Gop, when 
the LorD hath not spoken. 

29 The people of the land have used 
oppression, and exercised robbery, and 
have vexed the poor and needy: yea, 
they have oppressed the. stranger 
wrongfully. 
‘30 And I sought for a man among 
them, that should make up the hedge, 
and stand in the gap before me for the 
and, that I should not destroy it: but I 
found none. 

31 Therefore have I poured out mine 

ndignation upon them; I have consumed 
them with the fire of my wrath: their 
own way have I recompensed upon 
their heads, saith the Lord Gop. 


a, CHAPTER 23 

YT\HE word of the LorD came again 
-* unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, there were two women, 
the daughters of one mother: 


3 And they committed whoredoms in 
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Egypt; they committed whoredoms in 
their youth: there were their breasts 
pressed, and there they bruised the 
teats of their virginity. 

4 And the names of them were A-ho'lah 
the elder, and A-h6l'i-bah her sister: 
and they were mine, and‘ they bare 
sons and daughters.

5 And A-ho’lah played the harlot when 
she was mine; and she doted on her

6 Which were clothed with blue, cap- 
tains and rulers, all of them desirable 
young men, horsemen riding upon 
horses. 

7 Thus she committed her whoredoms 
with them, with all them that were the 
chosen men of Assyria, and with all on 
whom she doted: with all their idols she 
defiled herself. 

8 Neither left she her whoredoms 
brought from Egypt: for in her youth 
they lay with her, and they bruised the 
breasts of her virginity, and poured 
their whoredom upon her. 

9 Wherefore I have delivered her into 
the hand of her lovers, into the hand of 
the Assyrians, upon whom she doted. 

10 These discovered her nakedness: 
they took her sons and her daughters, 
and slew her with the sword: and she 
became famous among women; for they 
had executed judgment upon her. 

11 And when her sister A-h6l’i-bah 
saw this, she was more corrupt in her 
inordinate love than she, and in her 
whoredoms more than her sister in her 
whoredoms. 

12 She doted upon the Assyrians her 
neighbors, captains and rulers clothed 
most gorgeously, horsemen riding upon 
horses, all of them desirable young 
men. 

13 Then I saw that she was defiled, 
that they fook both one way, 

14 And that she increased her whore- 
doms: for when she saw men portrayed 
upon the wall, the images of the €hal- 
deé’ans portrayed with vermilion, 

15 Girded with girdles upon their 
loins, exceeding in dyed attire upon 
their heads, all of them princes to look . 
to, after the manner of the Babylonians 
of €hal-dé’a, the land of their nativity: 

16 And as soon as she saw them with 
her eyes, she doted upon them, and 
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sent messengers unto them into €hal- 


ea. 

17 And the Babylonians came to her 
into the bed of love, and they defiled 
her with their whoredom, and she was 
polluted with them, and her mind was 
alienated from them. ‘ 

18 So she discovered her whoredoms, 
and discovered her nakedness: then my 
mind was alienated from her, like as my 
mind was alienated from her sister. 

19 Yet she multiplied her whoredoms, 
in calling to remembrance the days of 
her youth, wherein she had played the 
harlot in the land of Egypt. 

20 For she doted upon their paramours, 
whose flesh is as the flesh of asses, and 
whose issue is like the issue of horses. 

21 Thus thou calledst to remembrance 
the lewdness of thy youth, in bruising 
thy teats by the Egyptians for the paps 
of thy youth. 

22 @ Therefore, O A-hdl/i-bah, thus 
saith the Lord Gop; Behold, I will raise 
up thy lovers against thee, from whom 
thy mind is alienated, and I will bring 
them against thee on every side; 

23 The -Babylonians, and all the 
€hal-dé’ans, Pe’kdd, and Sho’a, and 
Ko’a, and all the Assyrians with them: 
all. of them desirable young men, cap- 
tains and rulers, great lords. and re- 
nowned, all of them riding upon horses. 

24 And they shall come against thee 
with chariots, wagons, and wheels, and 
with an assembly of people, which shall 
set against thee buckler and shield and 
helmet round about: and I will set 
judgment before them, and they shall 
judge thee according to their judgments, 

25 And I will set my jealousy against 
thee, and they shall deal furiously with 
thee; they shall take away thy nose and 
thine ears; and thy remnant shall fall 
by the sword: they shall take thy sons 
and thy daughters; and. thy residue 
shall be devoured by the fire. 

26 They shall also strip thee out of 
thy clothes, and take away thy fair 
jewels, 

27 Thus will I make thy lewdness to 
cease from thee, and thy whoredom 
brought from the land of Egypt: so that 
. thou shalt not lift up thine eyes unto 
them, nor remember Egypt any more. 

28 For thus saith the Lord Gop; Be- 
hold, I will deliver thee into the hand 
of them whom thou hatest, into the 
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hand of them from whom thy mind is 
alienated: a 

29 And they shall deal with thee hate- 
fully, and shall take away all thy labor, 
and shall leave thee naked and bare: 
and the nakedness of thy whoredoms 
shall be discovered, both thy lewdness 
and thy whoredoms. 

30 I will do these things unto thee, 
because thou hast gone a whoring after 
the heathen, and because thou art pol- 
luted with their idols. 

31 Thou hast walked in the way of thy 
sister; therefore will I give her cup into 
thine d. | 

32 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Thou 
shalt drink of thy sister’s cup deep and 
large: thou shalt be laughed to scorn 
and had in derision; it containeth much. 

33 Thou shalt be filled with .drunken- 
ness and sorrow, with the cup of as- 
tonishment and desolation, with the cup 
of thy sister Sa-ma’ri-a. 

34 Thou shalt even drink it and suck 
it out, and thou shalt break the sherds 
thereof, and pluck off thine own breasts: 
for I have spoken if, saith the Lord Gop. 

35 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Because thou hast forgotten me, and 
cast me behind thy back, therefore bear 
thou also thy lewdness and thy whore- 
doms. . 

36 @ The Lord said moreover unto 
me; Son of man, wilt thou judge 
A-ho’lah and A-hél'j-bah? yea, declare 
unto them their abominations; 

37 That they have committed adultery, 
and blood is in their hands, and with 
their idols have they committed adul- 
tery, and have also caused their sons, 
whom they bare unto me, to pass for 
them through the fire, to devour them. 

38 ppoeeovee be we ag have done unto 
me: they have defiled my sanctuary in 
the same day, and have profaned m: 
sabbaths. 

39 For when they had slain their chil. 
dren to their idols, then they came th 
same day into my sanctuary to profane 
it; and, lo, thus have they done in th 
midst of mine house. { 

40 And furthermore, that ye have sen 
for men to come from far, unto whom 
messenger was sent; and, lo, they came 
for whom thou didst. wash thyself, 
paintedst thy eyes, and deckedst. thy 
self with ornaments, ’ 

41 And satest upon a stately bed, an 
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a table’ prepared before it, whereupon 
thou hast set mine incense and mine oil. 

/42 And a'voice of a multitude being at 
ease was with her: and with the men of 
the common sort were brought Sa- 
be’ans from the wilderness, which put 
bracelets upon their hands, and beau- 
tiful crowns upon their heads.

8 For the length of the chambers that 
were in the outer court was fifty cubits: 
and, lo, before the temple were a hun- 
dred cubits. 

9 And from under these chambers was 
the entry on the east side, as one goeth 
into them from the outer court. 

10 The chambers were in the thickness 
of the wall of the court toward the east, 
over against the separate place, and 
over against the building. 

11 And the way before them was like 
the appearance of the chambers which 
were toward the north, as long as they, 
and as broad as they: and all their go- 
ings out were both according to their 
fashions, and according to their doors. 


12 And according to the doors of the f. 


chambers that were toward the south 
was a door in the head of the way, even 
the way directly before the wall toward 
the east, as one entereth into them. 

13 @ Then said he unto me, The north 
chambers and the south chambers, 
which are before the separate place, 
they be holy chambers, where the priests 
that approach unto the Lorp shall eat 
the most holy things: there shall they 
lay the most holy things, and the meat 
offering, and the sin offering, and the 
trespass offering; for the place is holy. 

14 When the priests enter therein, then 
shall they not go out of the holy place 
into the outer court, but there they shall 
lay their garments wherein they min- 
ister; for they are holy; and shall put on 
other garments, and shall approach to 
those things which are for the people. 

15 Now when he had made an end of 
measuring the inner house, he brought 
me forth toward the gate whose pros- 
pect is toward the east, and measured 
it round about. 

16 He measured the east side with the 
-measuring reed, five hundred reeds,

with the measuring reed round about. 

17;He measured the north side, five 
hundred reeds, with the measuring reed 
round about. 

18 He measured the south side, five 
hundred reeds, with the measuring reed. 

19 @ He turned about to the west side, 
and measured five hundred reeds, with 
the measuring reed. 

20 He measured it by the four sides: 
it had a wall round about, five hundred 
reeds long, and five hundred broad, to 
make a separation between the sanc- 
tuary and the profane place. 


CHAPTER 43 


AFTERWARD he brought me to the 
gate, even the gate that looketh 
toward the east: 

2 And, behold, the glory of the God of 
Is'ra-é1 came from the way of the east: 
and his voice was like a noise of many 
waters: and the earth shined with his 
glory. 

3 And it was according to the appear- 
ance of the vision which I saw, even 
according to the vision that I saw when 
I came to destroy the city: and the vi- 
sions were like the vision that I saw by 
the river €hé’bar; and I fell upon my 
‘ace.

7 @ And he said unto me, Son of man, 
the place of my throne, and the place of 
the soles of my feet, where I will dwell 
in the midst of the children of Is’r4-&1 
for ever, and my holy name, shall the 
house of — no more defile, neither 
they, northeir kings, by their whoredom, 
nor by the carcasses of their 
their high places. | 

8 In their setting of their threshold by 
my thresholds, and their post by my 
posts, and the wall between me and 
them, they have even defiled my holy 
name by their abominations that they 
have committed: wherefore I have con- 
sumed them in mine anger. 

9 Now let them put away their whore- 
dom, and the carcasses of their kings, 


kings in 
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far from me, and I will dwell in the 
midst of them for ever. 

10 @ Thou son of man, show the house 
to the house of Is’ra-él, that they may 
be ashamed of their iniquities: and let 
them measure the pattern. 

11 And if they be ashamed of all that 
they have done, show them the form of 
the house, and the fashion thereof, and 
the goings out thereof, and the comings 
in thereof, and all the forms thereof, and 
all the ordinances thereof, and all the 
forms thereof, and all the laws thereof:

22 And on the second day thou shalt 
offer a kid of the goats without blemish 
for a sin offering; and they shall cleanse 
the altar, as they did cleanse i¢ with the 
bullock.

24 And thou shalt offer them: before 
the LorD, and the priests shall cast salt 
upon them, and they shall offer them up

25 Seven days shalt thou prepare every 
day a goat for a sin offering: they shall 
also prepare a young bullock, and aram 
out of the flock, without blemish. 

26 Seven days shall they purge the 
altar and purify it; and they shall con- 
secrate themselves. 

27 And when these days are expired, 
it shall be, that upon the eighth day, and 
so forward, the priests shall make your 
burnt offerings upon the altar, and your 
peace offerings; and I will accept you, 
saith the Lord Gop. 


CHAPTER 44 


‘THEN he brought me back the way 
of the gate of the outward sanctuary 
which looketh toward the east; and it 
was shut. 

2 Then said the Lorp unto me; This 
gate shall be shut, it shall not be opened, 
and no man shall enter in by it; because 
the Lorp the God of Is’ra-é1 hath en- 
tered in by it, therefore it shall be shut. 

3 It is-for the prince; the prince, he 
shall sit in it to eat bread before the 
Lorp; he shall enter by the way of the 
porch of that: gate, and shall go out by 
the way of the same.

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say unto thee concerning all the ordi- 
nances of the house of the Lorp, and 
all the laws thereof;.and mark well the 
entering in of the house, with every 
going forth of the sanctuary! 

6 And thou shalt say to the rebellious, 
evento the house of Is’ra-él,, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop; O ye house of. is’ra-él, 
letit suffice you of all your abominations, 

7 In that ye have brought info my sanc- 
tuary strangers, uncircumcised in heart, 
and uncircumcised in flesh; to be in my 
sanctuary, to pollute it, even my house, 
when ye offer my bread, the fat and the 
blood, and they have broken my cove- 
nant because of all your abominations. 

8 And ye have not kept the charge of 
mine holy things: but ye have set keep- 
ets of my charge in my sanctuary for 


yourselves. 

9 @ Thus saith the Lord Gop; No 
stranger, uncircumcised in heart, nor 
uncircumcised in flesh, shall enter into 
my sanctuary, of any stranger that is 
among'the children of Is’ra-él. > 

10 And the Lé’vites that are gone away 
far-from me, when Is’ra-é1 wentastray, 
which went astray away from me’after 
their idols; they shall even bear their 


iniquity. va voth 

11 Yet they shall be ministers in my 
sanctuary, having charge at the gates of 
the house, and ministering to the house: 
they shall slay the burnt offering and 
the sacrifice for the people, and they 
— stand before them to minister unto 

12 Because they ministered unto them 

before their idols, and caused the house 
of Is’ra-él to fall into iniquity; therefore 
have I lifted up mine hand against 
them, saith the: Lord Gop, and they 
shall bear their iniquity. 
-13 And they shall not come near unto 
me, to do the office of a priest unto me, 
nor to come near to any of my holy 
things, in the most holy place: but they 
shall bear their shame, and their 
abominations which they have com- 
mitted. 

14 But I will make them keepers of the 
charge of the house, for all the service 
thereof, and for all that shall be done 
therein. | «: ; ; 

15 q But the priests the Lé’vites, the 
sons of Za’ddék; that kept the charge of 

sanctuary when the children . of 
? ipra-al went astray from me, they shall 
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come near to me to minister unto me, 
and they shall stand.before me to offer 
unto me the fat and the bleod, saith the 
Lord Gon: on 43 

16 They shall enter into my sanctuary, 
and they shall come near to my table, to 
minister unto me, and they shall keep 
my charge, “3 4 

17, @ And it shall come to pass, that 
when they enter in at the gates of the 
inner court, they shall be clothed with 
linen garments; and no wool shall.come 
upon them, while they mimister in the 
gates of the inner court, and within. 

18 They shall have linen bonnets upon 
their heads, and. shall have. linen 
breeches upon:their loins; they shall not 
gird themselves, with any thing. that 
causeth sweat. ... 

19 And when they go forth into. the 
outer court, even into the outer court to 
the people, they shall put off their gar- 
ments wherein they ministered, and lay 
them in the holy chambers, and they 
shall put on other garments; and they 
shall not sanctify the people with their 
garments. ‘ 

20 Neither shall they shave their 
heads, nor suffer their locks to growlong; 
they shall only poll their heads. — 

21 Neither shall any priest drink wine, 
when they. enter into.the inner court. 

22 Neither shall they take for their 
wives a widow, nor her that is put away: 
but.they shall take maidens of the seed 
of the house of Is’ra-&l, or a widow that 
had a priest before. 

23 And they shall teach my people the 
difference. between the. holy and pro- 
fane, and cause them to discern between 
the unclean and the clean. 

24 And in controversy they shall stand 
in judgment; and they shall judge it 
according to my judgments; and they 
shall keep my laws and my statutes in 
all. mine assemblies; and they shall 
hallow my sabbaths. : 

25 And they shall come at no dead er- 
son to defile themselves: but for father, | 
or for mother, or for son, or for daugh- | 
ter, for brother, or for sister that hath had 
no husband, they may defile themselves. 

26 And after he is cleansed, they shall 
reckon unto him seven days. 

27 And in the day that he goeth into 
the sanctuary, unto the inner court, to 
minister in the sanctuary, he shall offer 
his sin offering, saith the Lord Gop. 
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28: And°it shall be unto them for an 
inheritance; I am ‘their inheritance: 
and ye shall give them no’ possession 
in Is’ra-€1; I am'their possession.: 

29 They * shall. eat the meat offering, 
and the sin offering, and the trespass 
offering; and every dedicated thing in 
{s’ra-é1 shall be theirs. 

30-And the first of all the firstfruits of 
all things, and. every oblation of all, of 
every sort of your oblations, shall be the 
priest’s: ye shall also give unto the 

_ priest the first of your dough, that he 
may cause the sheer to rest-in thine 
house. 

31 The priests shall not eat of any 
thing» that is«dead of itself, or torn, 
whether it be fowl or beast. 


CHAPTER 45 


TY CREOVER, when ye shall divide 
by lot‘the land for inheritance, ye 
shall offer an oblation unto the Lorp,.a 
holy portion of the land: the length shail 
be the: length of five and twenty thou- 
sand reeds, and the breadth shall be'ten 
thousand: This shail be holy in all the 
borders ‘thereof round about. 

2 Of this there shall be for the sanc- 
tuary five hundred in length, with five 
hundred in breadth, square round about; 
and fifty cubits round about for the 
suburbs thereof. > | 

3 And of this measure shalt thou meas- 
ure the length of five and twenty thou- 
sand, and the breadth of ten thousand: 
and init shall be the sanctuary: and the 
most. holy dlace. 

4 The holy portion of the land shall be 
for the priests'the ministers of the sanc= 
tuary, which shall come near to: minister 
unto the LorpD: and it shall be a place 
‘for their houses, and a holy place for the 
sanctuary. >: 

5 ‘And th the five and twenty thousand of 
length, and the ten thousand of breadth, 
shall also the Lé’vites, the ministers of 
the house; have for themselves, for'a 
possession for twenty chambers: ; 
‘6. And ye shall appoint the posses- 
sion of the city five thousand broad, and 
five and ‘twenty thousand long, over 
or the oblation of the holy portion: 
iy ae be for the whole house of 

Ta-€l 5°. 

7 @ And a ‘portion shail be for the 
prince on the one side and on the other 
side’of the oblation of the holy portion, 
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and of the possession of the city, before 
the oblation of the holy portion, and be- 
fore the possession of the city, from the 
west side westward, and from the east 
side eastward: and the length shail be 
over against one of the portions, from 
the west border unto the east border. 
8In the land shall be his possession in 
s’ra-él: and my princes shall no more 
oppress my people; and the rest of the 
land shall they give to the house of 
Is’ra-€1 according to their tribes. 

9 @ Thus saith the Lord Gop; Let it 
suffice you, O princes of Is’ra-él: remove 
violence’ and spoil, and execute judg- 
ment and justice, take away your exac-

10 Ye shall have just balances, and a 
just €’phah, and a just bath: 

11 The é’phah and the bath shall be of 
one measure, that the bath may contain 
the tenth part of a homer, and: the

12 And the shekel shall be tivionty. ges 
rahs: twenty shekels, five and twenty 
shekels, fifteen shekels, shall be your 
maneh. 

13 This zs the oblation that ye shall 
offer; the sixth part of an é’phah of a: 
homer of wheat, and ‘ye shall give the 
—_ part of an é’phah of a homer of 

arley: 

14 Concerning the ordinance of oil, 
the bath of oil, ye shall offer the tenth 
part of a bath out of the cor, which is a 
homer of ten baths; for ten baths are a 
homer: 

15 And one lamb cut of the flock, out 
of two hundred, out of the fat pastures 
of Is’ra-61; for a meat offering, and for a 
burnt offering, and for peace offerings, 
to make reconciliation for them, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

16: Ail the people of the land shall give 
this oblation for the prince in Is’ra-él. 

-17 And it shall/be the prince’s part fo 
give burnt offerings, and meat offerings, 
and offerings, in the feasts, and in 
the new moons, and in the sabbaths, in 
all solemnities of the house of Is‘ra-él: 
he shall prepare = sin offering, and the 
meat offering, and the burnt offering, 
and'theé peace offerings, to make recon- 
ciliation for the house of Is’ra-él, 
°28' Thus saith the Lord Gop; In. the 
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first month, in the first day of the month, 
thou shalt take a young bullock without 
blemish, and cleanse the sanctuary:

22 And upon that day shall the prince 
prepare for himself and for all the

23 And seven days of the feast he shall 
prepare a burnt offering to the Lorn, 
seven bullocks and seven rams without 
blemish daily the seven days; and a kid 
of the goats daily for a sin offering. 

24 And he shall prepare a meat offer- 
ing of an é’phah for a bullock, and an 
é’phah for a ram, and a hin of oil for an 
@’phah. 

25 In the seventh month, in the fif- 
teenth day of the month, shall he.do the 
like in the feast of the seven days, 
according to the sin offering, according 
to the burnt offering, and according to 
the meat offering, and according to the 
oil. 


CHAPTER 46 
HUS ‘saith the Lord Gop; The gate 
* of the inner court that looketh to- 
ward the east shall be shut the six work- 
ing days; but on the sabbath it shall be 
opened, and in the day of the new moon 
it shall be opened. 

2 And the prince shall enter by the way 
of the porch of that gate without, and 
shall stand by the post of the gate, and 
the priests shall prepare his burnt offer- 
ing and his peace offerings, and he shall 
worship at the threshold of the gate: 
then he shall go forth; but the gate shall 
not be shut until the evening. 

3 Likewise the people of the land shall 
worship at the door of this gate before 
the Lorp in the sabbaths and in the new 
moons, 

4 And the burnt offering that the prince 


Offerings of the prince and the people 
shall offer unto the Lorn in the sabbath 
day shall be six lambs without blemish, 
and a ram without blemish. 

5 And the meat offering shall be an 
é’phah for a ram, and the meat offering 
for the lambs as he shall be able to 
give, and a hin of oil to an é’phah. 

6 And in the day of the new moon it 
shall be a young bullock without-blem- 
ish, and six lambs, and a ram: they shall 
be without blemish. 

7 And he shall prepare a meat offering, 
an é’phah for a bullock, and an é’phah 
for a ram, and for the lambs according 
as his hand shall attain unto, and a hin 
of oil to an é’phah. 

8 And when the prince shall enter, he 
shall go in by the way of the porch of 
that gate, and he shall go forth by the 
way thereof. 

9 @ But when the people of the land 
shall come before the Lorp in the sol- 
emn feasts, he that entereth in by the 
way of the north gate to worship shall go 
out by the way of the south gate; and he 
that entereth by the way of the south 
gate shall go forth by the way of the 
north gate: he shall not return by the 
way of the gate whereby he came in, but 

go forth over against it. 

10 And the prince in the midst of them, 
when they go in, shall go in; and when 
they go forth, shall go forth. 2 

11 And in the feasts and in the solem- 
nities the meat offering shall be an 
é’phah to a bullock, and an é’phah to a 
ram, and to the lambs as he is able to 
give, and a hin of oil to an é’phah. | 

12 Now when the prince shall prepare 
a voluntary burnt offering or peace offer- 
ings voluntarily unto the Lorp, one 
shall then open him the gate that look- 
eth toward the east, and he shall pre- 
pare his burnt offering and his peace 
offerings, as he did on the sabbath day: 
then he shall go forth; and after his go- 
ing forth one shall shut the gate. . 

13 Thou shalt daily prepare a burnt 
offering unto the LorpD of a lamb of the 
first year without blemish: thou shalt 
prepare it every morning, 

a ae thou shalt prepare mm meat 
offering for it every morning, the sixth 
part of an é’phah, and the third part of a 
hin of oil, to temper with the fine flour; a 
meat offering continually by a perpetual 
ordinance unto the Lorp. : 

15. Thus shall they prepare the lamb, 
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and the meat offering, and the oil, every 
morning for a continual burnt offering. 

16 @ Thus saith the Lord Gop; If the 
prince give a gift unto any of his sons, 
the inheritance thereof shall be his 
sons’; it shall be their possession by 
inheritance. 

17 But if he give a gift of his inherit- 
ance to one of his servants, then it shall 
be his to the year of liberty; after, it 
shall return to the prince: but his inherit- 
ance shall be his sons’ for them. 

18 Moreover the prince shall not take 
‘of the people’s inheritance by oppres- 
sion, to thrust them out of their posses- 
sion; but he shall give his sons inherit- 
ance out of his own possession; that my 
people be not scattered every man from 
his possession. 

19 @ After he brought me through the 
entry, which was at the side of the gate, 
into the holy chambers of the priests, 
which looked toward the north: and, 
behold, there was a place on the two 
sides westward. 

20 Then said he unto me, This is the 
place where the priests shall boil the 
trespass offering and the sin offering, 
where they shall bake the meat offering; 
that they bear them not out into the 
outer court, to sanctify the people. 

21 Then he brought me forth into the 
outer court, and caused me to pass by 
the four corners of the court; and, be- 
hold, in every corner of the court there 
was a court. 

22 In the four corners of the court 
there were courts joined of forty cubits 
long and thirty broad: these four cor- 
ners were of one measure. 

23 And there was a row of building 
round about in them, round about them 
four, and if was made with boiling 
places under the rows round about. 

24 Then said he unto me, These are 
the places of them that boil, where the 
ministers of the house shall boil the 
sacrifice of the people. 


CHAPTER 47. 

AFTERWARD he brought me again 

unto the door of the house; and, 
behold, waters issued out from under 
the threshold of the house eastward: for 
the forefront of the house stood toward 
the east, and the waters came down 
from under, from the right side of the 
‘house, at the south side of the altar. 
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2 Then brought he me out of the way 
of the gate northward, and led me about 
the way without unto the outer gate by 
the way that looketh eastward; and, be- 
pre there ran out waters on the right 
side. 

3 And when the man that had the line 
in his: hand went forth eastward, he 
measured a thousand cubits, and he 
brought me through the waters; the 
waters were to the ankles. 

4 Again he measured a thousand, and 
brought me through the waters; the 
waters were to the knees. Again he 
measured a thousand, and brought me 
through; the waters:'were to the loins, 

5 Afterward he measured a thousand; 
and it was a river that I could not pass 
over: for the waters were risen, waters 
to swim in, a river that could not be 
passed over. 

6 @ And he said unto me, Son of man, 
hast thou seen‘this?. Then he brought 
me, and caused me to return to the 
brink of the river. 

7 Now when I had returned, behold, at 
the bank of the river were very many 
trees on the one side and on the other. 

8 Then said he unto me, These waters 
issue out toward the east country, and 
go down into the desert, and go into the 
sea: which being brought forth into the 
sea, the waters shall be healed. 

9 And it shall come to pass, that every 
thing that liveth, which moveth, whith- 
ersoever the rivers shall come, shall 
live: and there shall be a very great 
multitude of fish, because these waters 
shall come thither: for they shall be 
healed; and every thing shall live 
whither the river. cometh. 

10 And it shall come to pass, that the 
fishers shall stand upon it from En- 
ge’di even unto En-ég'la-im; they shall 
be a place to spread forth nets; their fish 
shall be according to their kinds, as the 
fish of the great sea, exceeding many. 

11 But the miry places thereof and the 
marshes thereof shall not be healed; 
they shall be given to salt. 

12 And by the river upon the bank 
thereof, on this side and on that side, 
shall grow all trees for meat, whose leaf 
shall not fade, neither shall the fruit 
thereof be consumed: it shall bring forth 
new fruit according to his months, be- 
cause their waters they issued out of the 
sanctuary: and the fruit thereof shall be 
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for meat, and the leaf thereof: for 
medicine. 

13 € Thus saith the Lord Gop; This 
shall be the border, whereby ye shall 
inherit the land to the twelve 
tribes of a Joseph shall have two 


ports 

14 Ane shall inherit it, one as well 
as another: concerning the which I lifted 
up mine hand to give it unto your 
fathers: and this land shall fall unto you - 
for inheritance. 

15 And this shalf be the border of the 
land toward the north side, from the 
great sea, the way of Héth’lon, as men 
go to Zé’ aad; 

16 Ha" ‘math, Bé-rd'thah, Sib-ra’im, 
which is between the border of Damas- 
cus and the border of Ha’m&th: Ha’za 
hat’ti-cén, which is by the coast of 
Haw'ran. 

17 And the border from the sea shall 
be Ha‘zar-é’nan, the border of Damas- 
cus, and the north northward, and the 
border of Ha’math. “And this is the 
north side. 

18 And the east side ye eee 
from Haw’ ran, andfrom Damascus, an 
from Gi’@ad, and from the land of 
Is'ra-€l By a the border unto 
the east Sea, And this is the east side, 

19 And the south side southward, from 
Ta’mar even to the waters of strife in 
Ka'désh, the river to the great sea. And 
this is the south side southward. 

20 The west side also shall be the great 
sea from the border, till a man come over 
against Ha’math, This is the west side. 

21 So shall ye divide this land unto 
you according to the tribes of Is’ra-€l.

f31 And the gates of the city shall be 
after the:names of the tribes of Is’r4-81: 
three. gates ‘northward; one gate of 
ee one gate of Judah; one gate of 

evi. 

32 And at the east side four thousand 
and five hundred: and three gates; and 
one gate of Joseph, one gate of Ben- 
jamin, one gate of Dan. 

33 And at the south side four thousand 
and five hundred measures: and three 
gates; one gate of Simeon, one gate 
of Is’sa-char, one:gate of Zéb’i-lin. 

34 At the west side four thousand and 
five hundred, with their three gates; 
one gate of Gad, one gate of Ash’ér, one 
gate of Naph’ta-li. i 

35 It was round about eighteen thou= 
sand measures: and the name of the city 
from that day shall be, The LoRDis there, 
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IX the third year of the reign of 
Jé-hoi’a-kim king of Judah came 
Néb’i-chad-néz’zar king of Babylon 
unto Jerusalem, and besieged it. 

2 And the Lord gave Jé-hoi'a-kim'king 
of Judah into his hand, with part of the 
vessels of the house of God: which he 
carried: into the land of Shi‘nar to the 
house of his god; and he brought the ves- 
sels into the treasure house of his god. 

3 @ And the king spake unto Ash’pe- 
naz the master of his eunuchs, that he 
should bring certain of the children of 

‘ra-él, and of the king’s seed, and of 
ie princes; 3 

4 Children in whom was no blemish, 
but well-favored, and ski in all wis- 
dom, and cunning in knowledge, and 
understanding science, and such as had 
ability in them to stand in the king’s 
palace, and whom they might teach the 
fener g and the tongue of the €hal- 

é’ans. 

5 And the king appointed them a daily 
provision of the king’s meat, and of the 
wine which he drank: so nourishing 
them three years, that at the end thereof 
they might stand before the king. 

6 Now among these were of the chil- 
dren of Judah, Daniel, Han’a-ni’ah, 
Mish’a-él, and Az/a-ri‘ah: 

7 Unto whom the prince of the eunuchs 
gave names: for he gave unto Daniel 
the name of Bél’té-shaz’zar; and to 
Han’a-ni’ah, of Sha'drich; and to 


Mish’a-él, of Mé’shach; and to Az’a- than all 


ah, of A-béd’—né-go. 

8 @ But Daniel purposed in his heart 
that he would not defile himself with 
the portion of the king’s meat, nor with 
the wine which he drank: therefore he 
requested of the prince of the eunuchs 
that he might not defile himself, 

9 Now God had brought Daniel into 
favor and tender love with the prince of 
the eunuchs. 

10 And the prince of the eunuchs said 
unto Daniel, I fear my lord the king, 
who hath appointed your meat and your 
drink: for why should he see your faces 
worse liking than the children which 
are of your sort? then shall ye make me 
endanger my head to the king, 
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11 Then said Daniel to Mél’zar, whom 
the prince of the eunuchs had set over 
Daniel, Han’a-ni’ah, Mish’a-él, and 
Az/a-ri'ah, 

12 Prove thy servants, I beseech thee, 
ten days; and let them give us pulse to 
eat, and water to drink. 

13 Then let our countenances be looked 
upon before thee, and the countenance 
of the children that eat of the portion 
of the king’s meat: and as thou seest, 
deal with thy servants. 

14 So he consented to them in this 
matter, and proved them ten days. 

15 And at the end of ten days their 
countenances appeared fairer and fatter 
in flesh than all the children which did 
eat the portion of the king’s meat. 

16 Thus Mél’zaér took away the por- 
tion of their meat, and the wine that 
they should drink; and gave them pulse, 

17 @ As for these four children, God 
gave them knowledge and skill in all 
learning and wisdom: and Daniel had 
understanding in all visions and dreams. 

18 Now at the end of the days that the 
king had said he should bring them in, 
then the prince of the eunuchs brought 
them in before Néb’i-chad-néz’zar, 

19 And the king communed with them; 
and among them all was found none 
like Daniel, Han’a-ni’ah, Mish’a-él, and 
Az’a-riah: therefore stood they before 
the king. 

20 And in all matters of wisdom and 
understanding, that the king inquired 
of them, he found them ten times better 
the magicians and astrologers 
that were in all his realm. 

21 And Daniel continued even unto 
the first year of king Cyrus. 


CHAPTER 2 
AxD in the second year of the reign 
of Néb’i-chad-néz’zar, | N&b’i- 
ehdd-néz’zar dreamed dreams, where- 
with his spirit was troubled, and his 
sleep brake from him. 

2 Then the king commanded to call 
the magicians, and the astrologers, 
and the sorcerers, and the €hal-dé’ans, 
for to show the king his dreams. So 
they came and stood before the 


3 And the king said unto them, I have 
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dreamed a dream, and my spirit was 
troubled to know the dream. 

4 Then spake the €hal-dé’ans to the 
king in Syr’i-ac, O king, live for ever: 
tell thy servants the dream, and we will 
show the interpretation. 

5 The king answered and said to the 
€hal-dé’ans, The thing is gone from 
me: if ye will not make known unto me 
the dream, with the interpretation 
thereof, ye shall be cut in pieces, and 
your houses shall be made a dunghill. 

6 But if ye show the dream, and the 

_interpretation thereof, ye shall receive 
of me gifts and rewards and great 
honor: therefore show me the dream, 
and the interpretation thereof. 

7 They answered again and said, Let 
the king tell his servants the dream, 
and we will show the inttrpretation of it. 

8 The king answered and said, I know 
of certainty that ye would gain the time, 
because ye see the thing is gone from 
me. 

-9 But if ye will not make known unto 
me the dream, there is but one decree 
for you: for ye have prepared lying and 
corrupt words to speak before me, till 
the time be changed: therefore tell me 
the dream, and I shall know that ye 
can show me the interpretation thereof. 

10 @ The Chal-dé’ans answered be- 
fore the king, and said, There is not a 
man upon the earth that can show the 
king’s matter: therefore there is no 
king, lord, nor ruler, that asked such 
things at any magician, or astrologer, 
or €hal-dé’an. 

11 And it is a rare thing that the king 
requireth, and there is none other that 
can show it before the king, except the 
gods, whose dwelling is not with flesh. 

12 For this cause the king was angry 
and very furious, and commanded to 
destroy all the wise men of Babylon. 

13 And the decree went forth that the 
wise men should be slain; and they 
sought Daniel and his fellows to be 


ain, 

14 @ Then Daniel answered with 
counsel and wisdom to Ar’i-dch the 
captain of the king’s guard, which was 
poe forth to slay the wise men of 

- Babylon: 

15 He answered and said to Ar’i-dch 
the king’s captain, Why is the. decree 
so hasty from the king? Then Ar‘i-éch 
made the thing known to Daniel. 
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16 Then Daniel went in, and desired 
of the king that he would give him time, 
and that he would show the king the 
interpretation. 3 

17 Then Daniel went to his house, and 
made the thing known to Han‘a-ni'ah, 
Mish’a-é1, and Az‘a-ri’ah, his com- 
panions: 

18 That they would desire mercies of 
the God of heaven concerning this 
secret; that Daniel and his fellows 
should not perish with the rest of the 
wise men of Babylon. 

19 @ Then was the secret revealed 
unto Daniel in a night vision. Then 
Daniel blessed the God of heaven. 

20 Daniel answered and said, Blessed 
be the name of God for ever and ever: 
for wisdom and might are his: 

21 And he changeth the times and the 
seasons: he removeth kings, and:setteth 
up kings: he giveth wisdom unto the 
wise, and knowledge to them that know 
understanding: 

22 He revealeth the deep and secret 
things: he knoweth what is inthe dark- 
ness, and the light dwelleth with him. 

23 I thank thee, and praise thee, O 
thou God of my fathers, who hast given 
me wisdom and might, and hast made 
known unto me now what we desired of 
thee: for thou hast.now made known 
unto us the king’s matter. 

24 @ Therefore Daniel went in unto 
Ar'i-deh, whom the king had ordained 
to destroy the wise men of Babylon: he 
went and said thus unto him; Destroy 
not the wise men of Babylon: bring me 
in before the king, and I will show unto 
the king the interpretation. 

25 Then Ar’i-deh brought in Daniel 
before the king in haste, and said thus 
unto him, I have found a man ofithe 
captives of Judah, that will make known 
unto the king the interpretation. 

26 The king answered and said to 
Daniel, whose name was Bél’té-shaz‘ 
zar, Art thou able to make known unto 
me the dream which I have seen, and 
the interpretation thereof? ‘ 

27 Daniel answered in the presence of 
the king, and said, The secret which the 
king hath demanded cannot the wise 
men, the astrologers, the magicians, the 
soothsayers, show unto the king; 

28 But there is a God in heaven that 
revealeth secrets, and maketh known 
to the king Néb‘i-chad-néz’zar what 
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shall be in the latter days. Thy dream, 
and the visions of thy head upon thy 
bed, are these; 

29 As for thee, O king, thy thoughts 
came into thy mind upon thy bed, what 
should come to pass hereafter: and he 
that revealeth secrets maketh known 
to thee what shall come to pass. 

30 But as for me, this secret is not 
revealed to me for any wisdom that I 
have more than any living, but for their 
sakes that shall make known the inter- 
pretation to the king, and that thou 
Hoon ahi know the thoughts of thy 

eart. 

31 @ Thou, O king, sawest, and behold 
a great image. This great image, whose 
brightness was excellent, stood before 
thee; and the form thereof was terrible. 

32 This image’s head was of fine gold, 
his* breast: and his arms of silver, his 
belly and his thighs of brass, 

33 His legs of iron, his feet part of 
iron and part of clay. 

34 Thou sawest till that:a stone was 
cut out without hands, which smote the 
image upon his feet that were of iron 
and clay, and brake them to pieces. 

35 Then was the iron, the clay, the 
brass, the silver, and the gold, broken 
to pieces together, and became like the 
chaff of the summer threshingfioors; 
and the wind carried them away, that 
no place was found for them: and the 
stone that smote the image became a 
great mountain, and filled the whole 


earth, 
36 @ This is the dream; and we will 
tell the interpretation thereof before the 


king. 

37 Thou, O king, arf a king of kings: 
for the God of heaven hath:given thee a 
kingdom, power, and strength, and glory. 

38 And wheresoever the children of 
men dwell, the beasts of the field and 
the fowls of the heaven hath he given 
into thine hand, and hath made thee 
ruler over them all. Thou arf this head 
of gold. 

39 And after thee shall arise another 
kingdom inferior to thee, and another 
third kingdom of brass, which shall 
bear rule over all the earth. 

40 And the fourth kingdom shall be 
strong as iron: forasmuch as iron break- 
eth in pieces and subdueth all things: 
and as iron that breaketh all these, 
shall it break in pieces and bruise, 
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41 And whereas thou sawest the feet 
and toes, part of potters’ clay, and part 
of iron, the kingdom shall be divided; 
but there shall be in it of the strength 
of the iron, forasmuch as thou sawest 
the iron mixed with miry clay. 

42 And as the toes of the feet were 
part of iron, and part of clay, so the 
kingdom shall be partly strong, and 
partly broken. 

43 And whereas thou sawest iron 
mixed with miry clay, they shall mingle 
themselves with the seed of men: but 
they shall not cleave one to another, 
even as iron is not mixed with clay. 

44 And in the days of these kings shall 
the God of heaven set up a kingdom, 
which shall never be destroyed: and 
the kingdom shall not be left to other 
people, but it shall break in pieces and 
consume all these kingdoms, and it 
shall stand for ever. 

45 Forasmuch as thou sawest that the 
stone was cut out of the mountain with- 
out hands, and that it brake in pieces 
the iron, the brass, the clay, the silver, 
and the gold; the great God hath made 
known to the king what shall come to 
pass hereafter: and the dream zs cer- 
tain, and the interpretation thereof 


sure. 

46 @ Then the king Néh‘ii-chad- 
néz’zar fell upon his face, and wor- 
shipped Daniel, and: commanded that 
they should offer an oblation and sweet 
odors unto him. 

47 The king answered unto Daniel, 
and said, Of a truth it is, that your God 
is a God of gods, and a Lord of kings, 
and a revealer of secrets, seeing thou | 
couldest reveal this secret. 

48 Then the king made Daniel a great 
man, and gave him many great gifts, 
and made him ruler over the whole 
province of Babylon, and chief of the 
governors over all the wise men of 
Babylon: 

49 Then Daniel requested of the king, 
and he set Sha’drach, Mé’shach, and 
A-béd’—né-gi, over the affairs of the 
province of Babylon: but Daniel sat in 
the gate of the king. 


CHAPTER 3

14 Neb’d-chad-néz’zar spake and naid 
unto them, Js if true, O Sha’drach, 
Mé’shach, and A-béd’—né-g0? -do not - 
ye serve my gods, nor worship the 
golden image which I have set up? 

15, Now if ye be ready that at what 
time ye hear the sound of the cornet, 
flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and dul- 
cimer, and all: kinds of music, :ye: fall 
down and worship: the image which I 
have made; well: but if ye worship not, 
ye’ shall be cast the: same hour into the 
midst of a burning fiery furnace; and 
who is that God. that shall deliver you

16 Sha'drach, Me’shach, ‘and A-béa'- 

né-go, answered and said to the king, 
O Néb’i-chad-néz’zar, we are'not care- 
ful to.answer thee in this matter. ; 

17 If it be so, our God-whom we:serve 
is able:'to. deliver us from the burning 
fiery anes: and he. will deliver :us 
out of thine hand, O king. 

18 But if not, be it known unto. thee, 
O.king, that we will not serve thy:gods, 
nor worship the golden image which 
thou hast set up. 

19 ry Then was Néb’ d-chdd-néz'zar 
full of fury, and the form of his visage 
was changed against Sha’drach, Meé‘ 
shach, and A-béd’-né-go; therefore he 
spake, and commanded that they should 
heat the furnace one seven times more 
than it was wont to be heated. 

20 And he commanded the most 
mighty men that were in his army to 
bind Sha’ drach, Me’shach, and A-béd’— 
né-g6, and to cast them into the burning 
fiery furnace. 

21 Then these men were bound in 
their coats, their hose, and their hats, 
and their other garments, and were 
cast into the midst of the burning fiery 
furnace. 

22 Therefore because the king’s com- 
mandment was urgent, and the furnace 
exceeding hot, the flame of the fire 
slew those men that took up Sha‘drach, 
Meé’shach, and A-béd’—né-go. 

23 And these three men, $ha’drich, 
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Mé’shach, and A-béd’=né-g, fell down 
bound into the midst of the burning 
fiery furnace. 

24 Then Néb’a-chad-néz’zar the king 
was astonished, and rose up in haste, 
and spake, and said unto his coun- 
selors, Did not we cast three men bound 
into the midst of the fire? They an- 
swered and said unto the king, True, 
O king. 

25 He answered and said, Lo, I see 
four men loose, walking in the midst of 
the fire, and they have no hurt; and the 
a of the fourth is like the Son of 


26 @ Then Néb’ii-chad-néz’zar came 
near to the mouth of the burning fiery 
furnace, and spake, and said, Sha’ drach, 
Mé’shach, and A-béd’—né-go, ye serv- 
ants of the most high God, come forth, 
and come hither. Then Sha’drach, 
Mé’shich, and A-béd’—né-go, came 
forth of the midst of the fire. 

27 And the princes, governors, and 
captains, and the king’s counselors, 
being gathered together, saw these men, 
upon whose bodies the fire had no 
power, nor was a hair of their head 
singed, neither were their coats changed, 
nor the smell of fire had passed on 
them. 

28 Then Néb’i-chaid-néz’zar spake,

30 Then the king promoted Sha’drach, 
Mé’shaich, and A-béd’—né-go, in the 
province of Babylon.

6 Therefore made I a decree to bring 
in all the wise men of Babylon before 
me, that they might make known unto 
me the interpretation of the dream. 

7 Then came in the magicians, the 
astrologers, the €hal-dé’ans, and the 
soothsayers: and I told the dream 
before them; but they did not make 
known unto me the interpretation 
thereof.

CHAPTER 1 


HE burden of the word of the 
Lorp to Is‘ra-81 by Mal’a-chi. 

2 I have loved you, saith the Lorp. 
Yet ye say, Wherein hast thou loved us? 
Was not E’sau Jacob’s brother? saith 
the Lorp: yet I loved Jacob, 

3 And I hated E’sdu, and laid his 
mountains and his heritage waste for 
the dragons of the wilderness. 

4 Whereas E’dém saith, We are im- 
poverished, but we will return and 
build the desolate places; thus saith 
the Lorp of hosts, They shall build, 
but I will throw down; and they shall 
call them, The border of wickedness, 
and, The people against whom the 
Lorp hath indignation for ever. 

5 And your eyes shall see, and ye shall 
say, The Lorp will be magnified from 
the border of Is’ra-él. 

6 @ A son honoreth his father, and a 
servant his master: if then I be a father, 
where is mine honor? and if I be a 
master, where is my fear? saith the 
Lorp of hosts unto you, O priests, that 
despise my name. And ye say, Wherein 
have we despised thy name? 

7 Ye offer polluted bread upon mine 
altar; and ye say, Wherein have we 
polluted thee? In that ye say, The 
table of the Lorp is contemptible. 

8 And if ye offer the blind for sacrifice, 
is it not evil? and if ye offer the lame 
and sick, zs if not evil? offer it now unto 
thy governor; will he be pleased with 
thee, or accept thy person? saith the 
Lorp of hosts. 

‘9 And now, I pray you, beseech God 
that he will be gracious unto us: this 
hath been by your means: will he regard 
your persons? saith the Lorn of hosts. 

:10 Who is there even among you that 
would shut the doors for nought? 
neither do ye kindle fire on mine altar 
for nought. I have no pleasure in you, 
saith the Lorp of hosts, neither will I 
accept an offering at your hand. 

11 For, from the rising of the sun even 
unto the going down of the same, my 
name shall be great among the Gén‘ 
tiles; and in every place incense shall be 
offered unto my name, and a pure offer- 
ing: for my name shall be great among 


the heathen, saith the Lorn of hosts. 

12 @ But ye have profaned it, in that 
ye say, The table of the LorRD is pol- 
luted; and the fruit thereof, even his 
meat, is contemptible. 

13 Ye said also, Behold, what a weari- 
ness is iff and ye have snuffed at it, 
saith the Lorp of hosts; and ye brought 
that which was torn, and the lame, and 
the sick; thus ye brought an offering: 
should I accept this of your hand? saith 
the LorD. 

14 But cursed be the deceiver, which 
hath in his flock a male, and voweth, 
and sacrificeth unto the Lord a corrupt 
thing: for Iam a great King, saith the 
Lorp of hosts, and my name is dread- 
ful among the heathen. 


CHAPTER 2 
2 now, O ye priests, this com- 
mandment is for you. 

2 If ye will not hear, and if ye will not 
lay it to heart, to give glory unto my 
name, saith the Lorp of hosts, I will 
even send a curse upon you, and I will 
curse your blessings: yea, I have cursed 
them already, because ye do not lay it 
to heart. 

3 Behold, I will corrupt your seed, and 
spread dung upon your faces, even the 
dung of your solemn feasts; and one 
shall take you away with it. 

4 And ye shall know that I have sent 
this commandment unto you, that my 
covenant might be with Levi, saith the 
Lorp of hosts. 

5 My covenant was with him of life 
and peace; and I gave them to him for 
the fear wherewith he feared me, and 
was afraid before my name. 

6 The law of truth was in his mouth, 
and iniquity was not found in his lips: 
he walked with me in peace and equity, 
and did turn many away from iniquity. 

7 For the priest’s lips should keep 
knowledge, and they should seek the 
law at his mouth: for he is the messen- 
ger of the Lorn of hosts. | 

8 But ye are departed out of the way; 
ye have caused many to stumble at the — 
law; ye have corrupted the covenant of | 
Levi, saith the Lorp of hosts. 

9 Therefore have I also made you con- 
temptible and base before all the people, 
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according as ye have not kept my ways, 
but have been partial in the law. 

10 Have we not all one father? hath 
not one God created us? why do we 
deal treacherously every man against 
his brother, by profaning the covenant 
of our fathers? 

11 @ Judah hath dealt treacherously, 
and an abomination is committed in 
Is’r4-€1 and in Jerusalem; for Judah 
hath profaned the holiness of the Lorp 
which he loved, and hath married the 
daughter of a strange god. 

12 The Lorn will cut off the man that 

- doeth this, the master and the scholar, 
out of the tabernacles of Jacob, and 
him that offereth an offering unto the 
Lorp of hosts. 
13 And this have ye done again, cov- 
ering the altar of the LorD with tears, 
with weeping, and with crying out, 
insomuch that he regardeth not the 
offering any more, or receiveth if with 
good will at your hand. 

14 @ Yet ye say, Wherefore? Because 
the Lorp hath been witness between 
thee and the wife of thy youth, against 
whom thou hast dealt treacherously: 
yet is she thy companion, and the wife 
of thy covenant. ; 

15 And did not he make one? Yet had 
he the residue of the Spirit. And where- 
fore one? That he might seek a godly 
seed. Therefore take heed to your 
spirit, and let none deal treacherously 
against the wife of his youth. 

16 For the Lorn, the God of Is’ra-él, 
saith that he hateth putting away: for 
one covereth violence with his garment, 
saith the Lorp of hosts: therefore take 
heed to your spirit, that ye deal not 
treacherously. 

17 @ Ye have wearied the Lorp with 
your words. Yet ye say, Wherein have 
we wearied him? When ye say, Every 
one that doeth evil zs good in the sight 
of the LorD, and he delighteth in them; 
or, Where is the God of judgment? 


CHAPTER 3 

BEXOLD, I will send my messenger,

8 @ Will a man rob God? Yet ye have 
robbed me. But ye say, Wherein have 
we robbed thee? In tithes and offerings. 

9 Ye are cursed with a curse: for ye 
have robbed me, even this whole na- 
tion. 

10 Bring ye all the tithes into the store- 
house, that there may be meat in mine 
house, and prove me now herewith, 
saith the Lorp of hosts, if I will not 
open you the windows of heaven, and 
pour you out a blessing, that there shall 
not be room enough fo receive if. 

11 And I will rebuke the devourer for 
your sakes, and he shall not destroy 
tne fruits of your ground; neither shall 
your vine cast her fruit before the time 
in the field, saith the Lorp of hosts. 

12 And all nations shall call you 
blessed: for ye shall be a delightsome 
land, saith the Lorn of hosts. 

13. @ Your words have been stout 
against me, saith the Lorp. Yet ye say, 
What have we spoken so much against 
thee? 

14 Ye have said, It 7s vain to serve 
God: and what profit is it that we have 
kept his ordinance, and that we have 
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meniett mournfully before the LorD of 
osts . : 

15 And now we call the proud happy; 
yea, they that work wickedness are set 
up; yea, they that tempt God are even 
delivered. 

16 @ Then they that feared the LorD 
spake often one to another: and the 
Lorp hearkened, and heard if, and a 
book of remembrance was written be- 
fore him for them that feared the LorD, 
and that thought upon his name. 

17 And they shall be mine, saith the 
Lorp of hosts, in that day when I make 
up my jewels; and I will spare them, 
as a man spareth his own son that 
serveth him.

13 And leaving Nazareth, he came and 
dwelt in Ca-pér’na-iim, which is upon 
the seacoast, in the borders of Zab'i- 
lon and Néph’tha-lim: + oom 

14 That it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by E-sa’ids the prophet, saying, 

15 The land of Zab’i-l6n, and the land 
of Néph’tha-lim, by the way of the sea, 
beyond Jordan, Galilee of the Gén’tiles; 

16 The people’ which sat in darkness 
saw great light; and to them which sat 
in the region and shadow of death light 
is sprung up.

12 Rejoice, and be exceeding glad: for 
great is your reward in heaven: for so 
persecuted they the prophets which 
were before you. 

13 @ Ye are the salt of the earth: but 
if the salt have lost his savor, wherewith 
shall it be salted? it is thenceforth good 
for nothing, but to be cast out, and to be 
trodden under foot of men. 

14 Ye are the light of the world. A city 
that is set on a hill cannot be hid. 

15 Neither do men light a candle, and 
put it under a bushel, but on a candle- 
stick; and it giveth light unto all that are 
in the house. 

16 Let your light so shine before men, 
that they may see your good works, and 
glorify your Father which is in heaven. 

17. @ Think not that I am come to 
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destroy the law, or the prophets: I am 
not come to destroy, but to fulfil. 

18 For verily I say unto you, Till heaven 
and earth pass, one jot or one tittle shall 
in no wise pass from the law, till all be 
fulfilled. 

19 Whosoever therefore shall break 
one of these least commandments, and 
shall teach men so, he shall be called 
the least in the kingdom of heaven: but 
whosoever shall do and teach them, the 
same shall be called great in the king- 
dom of heaven. 

20 For Isay unto you, That except your 
righteousness shall exceed the right- 
eousness of the scribes and Phar’i-sées, 
ye shall in no case enter into the king- 
dom of heaven. 

21 @ Ye have heard that it was said by 
them of old time, Thou shalt not kill; 
and whosoever shall kill shall be in dan- 
ger of the judgment: 

22 But I say unto you, That whosoever 
is angry with his brother without a cause 
shall be in danger of the judgment: and 
whosoever shall say to his brother, 
Ra’ca, shall be in danger of the council: 
but whosoever shall say, Thou fool, shall 
be in danger of hell fire. 

23 Therefore if thou bring thy gift to 
the altar, and there rememberest that 
thy brother hath aught against thee; 

24 Leave there thy gift before the altar, 
and go thy way; first be reconciled to 
thy brother, and then come and offer 
thy etttway oe : 

25 Agree with thine adversary quickly, 
while thou art in the way with him; lest 
at any time the adversary deliver thee 
to the judge, and the judge deliver thee 
to the officer, and thou be cast into 
prison. 

26 Verily I say unto thee, Thou shalt 
by no means come out thence, till thou 
hast paid the uttermost f. ing. 

27 € Ye have heard that it was said by 
them of old time, Thou shalt not com- 
mit adultery: 

28 But I say unto you, That whosoever 
looketh on a woman to lust after her 
hath committed adultery with her al- 
ready in his heart. 

29 And if thy right eye offend thee, 
pluck it out, and cast it from thee: for it 
is profitable for thee that one of thy 
members should perish, and not that | 
thy whole body should be cast into hell. 

30 And if thy right hand offend thee, 


Of oaths, of love, and of alms. Of prayer 


cut it off, and cast i¢ from thee: for it is 
profitable for thee that one of thy mem- 
bers should perish, and not that thy 
whole body should be cast into hell. 

31 It hath been said, Whosoever shall 
put away his wife, let him give her a 
writing of divorcement: 

32 But I say unto you, That whosoever 
shall put away his wife, saving for the 
cause of fornication, causeth her te com- 
mit adultery: and whosoever shall 
her thatis divorced committeth adultery. 

33 @ Again, ye have heard that it hath 
been said by them of old time, Thou 
shalt not forswear thyself, but shalt 
perform unto the Lord thine oaths: 

34 But I say unto you, Swear not at all; 
neither by heaven; for itis God’s throne: 
35 Nor by the earth; for it is his foot- 
stool: neither by Jerusalem; for it is the 
city of the great King. 

36 Neither shalt thou swear by thy 
head, because thou canst not make one 
hair white or black. 

-37 But let your communication be, Yea, 
yea; Nay, nay: for whatsoever is more 
than these cometh of evil. 

_ 38 @ Ye have heard that it hath been 
said, An eye for an eye, and a tooth for 
a tooth: 

39 But I say unto you, That ye resist 
not evil: but whosoever shall smite thee 
- thy right cheek, turn to him the other 

so. 

40 And if any man will sue thee at the 
law, and take away thy coat, let him 
have thy cloak also. 

41 And whosoever shall compel thee 
to go a mile, go with him twain. 

42 Give to him that asketh thee, and 
from him that would borrow of thee 
turn not thou away. 

43 @ Ye have heard that it hath been 
said, Thou shalt love thy neighbor, and 
hate thine enemy. 

44 But I say unto you, Love your ene- 
ties, bless them that curse you, do 
good to them that hate you, and pray for 

‘them which despitefully use you, and 
persecute you; 

45 That ye may be the children of your 
Father which is in heaven: for he mak- 
eth his sun to rise on the evil and on the 
good, and sendeth rain on the just and 
on the unjust. 

46 For if ye love them which love you, 

__ what reward have ye? do not even the 
- publicans the same? 
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47 And if ye salute your brethren only, 
what do ye more than others? do not 
even the publicans so? 

48 Be ye therefore perfect, even as 
your Father which is in heaven is per- 


fect. | 
Ye We heed that ye do not your alms 

before men, to be seen of them: 
otherwise ye have no reward of your 
Father which is in heaven. 

2 Therefore when thou doest thine 
alms, do not’ sound a trumpet before 
thee, as the hypocrites do in the syna- 
gogues and in the streets, that they may 
have glory of men. Verily I say unto 
you, They have their reward. 

3 But when thou doest alms, let not 
thy left hand know what thy right hand 
doeth: 

4 That thine alms may be in secret: 
and thy Father which seeth in secret 
himself shall reward thee openly. 

5 @ And when thou prayest, thou shalt 
not be as the hypocrites are: for they 
love to pray standing in the synagogues 
and in the corners of the streets, that 
they may be seen of men. Verily I say 
unto you, They have their reward. 

6 But thou, when thou prayest, enter 
into thy closet, and when thou hast shut 
thy door, pray to thy Father which is in 
secret; and thy Father which seeth in 
secret shall reward thee openly. 

7 But when ye pray, use not vain repe- 
titions, as the heathen do: for they think | 
that they shall be heard for their much 
speaking. 

8 Be not ye therefore like unto them: 
for your Father knoweth what things ye 
have need of, before ye ask him. 

9 After this manner therefore pray ye: 
Qur Father which art in heaven, Hal- 
lowed be thy name. 

10 Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done in earth, as if is in heaven. 

11 Give us this day our daily bread. 

12 And forgive us our debts, as we for- 
give our debtors. 

13 And lead us’ not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil: For thine is the 
kingdom, and the power, and the glory, 
for ever. Amen. 

14 For if ye forgive men their tres- 
passes, your heavenly Father will also 
forgive you: 

15 But if ye forgive not men their tres- 
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passes, neither will your Father forgive 
your trespasses. > 

16 @ Moreover when ye fast, be not, 
as the hypocrites, of a sad countenance: 
for they disfigure their faces, that they 
May appear unto men to fast. Verily I 
say unto you, They have their reward. 

17 But thou, when thou fastest, anoint 
thine head, and wash thy face; 

18 That thou appear not unto men to 
fast, but unto thy Father which is in 
secret: and thy Father which seeth in 
secret shall reward thee openly, 

19 @ Lay not up for yourselves treas- 
ures upon earth, where moth and rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves break 
through and steal: 

20 But lay up for yourselves treasures 
in heaven, where neither moth nor rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves do not 
break through nor steal: 

21 For where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also. 

22 The light of the body is the eye: if 
therefore thine eye be single, thy whole 
body shall be full of light. 

23 But if thine eye be evil, thy whole 
body shall be full of darkness. If there- 
fore the light thatis in thee be darkness, 
how great is that darkness! 

24 @ No man can serve two masters: 
' for either he will hate.the one, and love 
the other; or else he will hold to the one, 
and despise the other. Ye cannot serve 
God and mammon. 

25 Therefore I say unto you, Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall eat, 
or what ye shall drink; nor yet for your 
body, what ye shall put on. Is not the 
life more than meat, and the body than 
raiment? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air: for they 
sow not, neither do they reap, nor gather 
into barns; yet your heavenly Father 
feedeth them. Are ye not much better 
than they? 

27 Which of you by taking thought.can 
add one cubit unto his stature? 

28 And why take ye thought for rai- 
ment? Consider the lilies of the field, 
how they grow; they toil not, neither do 
they spin: 

29 And yet I say unto you, That even 
Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed 
like one of these. 

30. Wherefore, if-God so,clothe the 
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sete tt more clothe you, O ye of little 
ai é ' 

31, Therefore take no thought, saying, 
What shall we eat? or, What shall we 
drink? or, Wherewithal shall we be 
clothed? 

32 (For after all these things do the 
Gén’'tiles .seek:) for your heavenly 
Father knoweth that ye have need of all 
these things. 3 

33 But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness; and all 
these things shail be added unto you. 

34 Take therefore no thought for the 
morrow: for the morrow. shall take 
thought for the things of itself. Suffi- 
cient unto the day is the evil thereof.

16 And they had then a notable pris- 
oner, called Bar-ab’bas. 

17 Therefore when they were gathered 
together, Pilate said unto them, Whom 
will ye that I release unto you? Bar-ab‘ 
bas, or Jesus which is called Christ?

30 But their scribes and Phir’i-sées 
murmured against his disciples, saying, 
Why do ye eat and drink with publicans 
and sinners? 

31 And Jesus answering said unto 
them, They that are whole need not a 
physician; but they that are sick. 

32 I came not to call the righteous, but 
sinners to repentance. 

33 @ And they said unto him, Why do 
the disciples of John fast often, and 
make prayers, and likewise the disci- 
ples of the Phar’i-sées; but thine eat 
and drink? 

34 And he said unto them, Can ye 
make the children of the bridecham- 
ber fast, while the bridegroom is with 
them? 

35 But the days will come, when the 
bridegroom shall be taken away from 
them, and then shall they fast in those 

ays. 

36 @ And he spake also a parable unto 
them; No man putteth a piece of a new 
garment upon an old; if otherwise, then 
both the new maketh a rent, and the 
piece that was taken out of the new 
agreeth not with the old. 

37 And no man putteth new wine into 
old bottles; else the new wine will burst 
the bottles, and be spilled, and the bot- — 
tles shall perish. : 

38 But new wine must be put into new 
bottles; and both are preserved. — 

39 No man also having drunk old wine 
straightway desireth new; for he saith, — 
The old is better. 
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CHAPTER 6 


ANP it came to pass on the second 
sabbath after the first, that he went 
through the corn fields; and his dis- 
ciples plucked the ears of corn, and did 
eat, rubbing them in their hands. 

2 And certain of the Phar’i-sées said 
unto them, Why do ye that which is not 
lawful to do on the sabbath days? 

3 And Jesus answering them said, 
Have ye not read so much as this, what 
David did, when himself was ahun- 
gered, and they which were with him; 

4 How he went into the house of God, 
and did take and eat the showbread, 
and gave also to them that were with 
him; which it is not lawful to eat but for 
the priests alone? 

5 And he said unto them, That the 
Son of man is Lord also of the sabbath. 

6 And it came to pass also on another 
sabbath, that he entered into the syna- 
gogue and taught: and there was a man 
whose right hand was withered. 

7 And the scribes and Phar’i-sées 
watched him, whether he would heal on 
the sabbath day; that they might find 
an accusation against him. 

8 But he knew their thoughts, and said 
to the man which had the withered hand, 
Rise up, and stand forth in the midst. 
And he arose and stood forth. 

9 Then said Jesus unto them, I will ask 
you one thing; Is it lawful on the sab- 
bath days to do good, or to do evil? to 
save life, or to destroy if? 

10 And looking round about upon them 
all, he said unto the man, Stretch forth 
thy hand. And he did so: and his hand 
was restored whole as the other. 

11 And they were filled with madness; 
and communed one with another what 
they might do to Jesus. 

12 And it came to pass in those days, 
that he went out into a mountain to pray, 
and continued all night in prayer to God. 

13 @ And when it was day, he called 
tinto him his disciples; and of them he 
chose twelve, whom also he named 
apostles; 

* 14 Simon, (whom he also named 
Peter,) and Andrew his brother, James 
and Moire Philip and Bartholomew, 

15 Matthew and Thomas, James the 
son of Alpheus, and Simon called 
tea } 

16 And Judas the brother of James, 
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and Judas Is-cdr'i-6t, which also was 
the traitor. 

17 @ And he came down with them, 
and stood in the plain, and the company 
of his disciples, and a great multitude of 
people out of all Judea and Jerusalem, 
and from the seacoast of Tyre and 
Si’don, which came to hear him, and to 
be healed of their diseases; 

18 And they that were vexed with un- 
clean spirits: and they were healed. 

19 And the whole multitude sought to 
touch him: for there went virtue out of 
him, and healed them all. 

20 @ And he lifted up his eyes on his 
disciples, and said, Blessed be ye poor: 
for yours is the kingdom of God. 

21 Blessed are ye that hunger now: for 
ye shall be filled. Blessed are ye that 
weep now: for ye shall laugh. 

22 Blessed are ye, when men shall 
hate you; and when they shall separate 
you from their company, and shall re- 
proach you, and cast out your name as 
evil, for the Son of man’s sake. : 

23 Rejoice ye in that day, and leap for 
joy: for, behold, your reward is great in 
heaven: for in the like manner did their 
fathers unto the prophets. 

24 But woe unto you that are rich! for 
ye have received your consolation. 

25 Woe unto you that are full! for ye 
shall hunger. Woe unto you that laugh 
now! for ye shall mourn and weep. 

26 Woe unto you, when all men shall 
speak well of you! for so did their 
fathers to the false prophets. 

27 @ But I say unto you which hear, 
Love your enemies, do good to them 
which hate you, 

28 Bless them that curse you, and pray 
for them which despitefully use you. 

29 And unto him that smiteth thee on 
the one cheek offer also the other; and 
him that taketh away thy cloak forbid 
not to take thy coat also. 

30 Give to every man that asketh of 
thee; and of him that taketh away thy 
goods ask them not again. 

31 And as ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye also to them likewise, 

32 For if ye love them which love you, 
what thank have ye? for sinners also 
love those that love them. 

33 And if ye do good to them which do 
good to you, what thank have ye? for 
sinners also do even the same. 

34 And if ye lend fo them of whom ye 
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hope to receive, what thank have ye? for 
sinners also lend to sinners, to receive 
as much again. 

35 But love ye your enemies, and do 
good; and lend, hoping for nothing again; 
and your reward shall be great, and ye 
shall be the children of the Highest: for 
he is kind unto the unthankful and fo 
the evil. 

36 Be ye therefore merciful, as your 
Father also is merciful. ; 

37 Judge. not, and ye shall not be 
judged: condemn not, and ye shall not 
be condemned: forgive, and ye shall be 
forgiven: 

38 Give, and it shall be given unto you; 

od measure, pressed down, and 
fhak en together, and running over, shall 
men give into your bosom. For with 
the same measure that ye mete withal 
it shall be measured to you again. 

39 And he spake a parable unto them; 
Can the blind lead the blind? shall they 
not both fall into the ditch? 

40 The disciple is not above his master: 
but every one that is perfect shall be as 
his master. 
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48 He is like a man which built a 
house, and digged deep, and laid the 
foundation on a rock: and when the 
flood arose, the stream beat vehemently 
upon that house, and could not shake it; 
for it was founded upon a rock. 

49 But he that heareth, and doeth not, 
is like a man that without a foundation 
built a house upon the earth; against 
which the stream did beat vehemently, 
and immediately it fell; and the ruin of 
that house was great. 


CHAPTER 7 


Now when he had ended. all his’ 
sayings in the audience of the’ 


people, he entered into Ca-pér’na-iim. 

2 And a certain centurion’s servant, 
who was dear unto him, was sick, and 
ready to die. 

3:-And when he heard of Jesus, he sent 
unto him the elders of the Jews, be- 
seeching him that he would come and 
heal his servant. - 

4 And when they came to! Jesus, the 
besought him instantly, saying; That 
he was worthy for whom he should do 


41 And why beholdest thou the mote this 


that is in thy brother’s eye, but per- 
ceivest not the beam that is in thine 
own eye? 

42 Either how canst thou say to thy 
brother, Brother, let me. pull out the 


mote that is in thine eye, when thou him, 


thyself beholdest not the beam that is 
in thine own eye? Thou hypocrite, cast 
out first the beam out of thine own eye, 
and then shalt thou see clearly to pull 
out the mote that is in thy brother’s 
eye. 

43 For a good tree bringeth not forth 
corrupt fruit; neither doth a corrupt tree 
bring forth good fruit. 

44 For every tree is known by his own 
fruit. For of thorns men do not gather 
figs, nor of a bramble bush gather they 
grapes. ; 

45 A good man out of the good treasure 
of his heart bringeth forth that which is 
good; and an evil man out of the evil 
treasure of his heart bringeth forth that 
which is evil: for of the abundance of 
the heart his mouth speaketh. 

46 @ And why call ye me, Lord, 
Lord, and do not the things which I say? 
“4 Whosoever — to ea and bees 
eth my sayings, and doeth them, I wi 
‘show you to whom he is like: 


5 For he loveth our nation, and he 
hath built us a synagogue. - 

6 Then Jesus went with them. And 
when he was now not far from the 
house, the centurion sent friends to 
i saying unto him, Lord, trouble 
not thyself; for I am not worthy that 
thou shouldest enter under my roof: 

7 Wherefore neither thought I myself 
worthy to come unto thee: but say in a 
word, and my servant shall be healed. 

8 For I also am a man set tinder au- 
thority, having under me soldiers, and 
I saygjunto one, Go, and he: goeth; 
and to another, Come, and he cometh; 
and to my servant, Do this, and he 
doeth it. 

9 When Jesus heard these things, he 
marveled at him, and turned him about, 
and said unto the people that followed 
him, I say unto you, I have not found so 
great faith, no, not in Is’ra-é1. 

10 And they that were sent, returning 
tothe house, found the servant whole 
that had been sick. uf 

11 @ And it came to pass the day after, 
that-he went into a city called Nain; 
and many: of 
him, and much people. : 
- 12 Now when he came nigh to the gate 
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(of the’ city, behold; there was. a dead 
man carried out, the only son of. his 
mother, and she was a widow: and much 
people. of the city was with. her. 

13. And when the Lord-saw. -her,,-he 
had-compassion on her; and said: unto 
her, Weep not. ect 

14 And he came.and touched the bier: 
and they that bare Aim stood. still. .And 
he. said, Young man, I say unto thee, 
Arise: 

15 And -he that was. dead sat up, and 
began.to speak, And he delivered him 
to his mother. as 

16. And’there came a fear on all; and 
they glorified God, saying, That a great 
prophets risen up among-us;.and, That 
God hath. visited his people. 

17 And this rumor of him went forth 

_ throughout all Judea, and: throughout 
all the region round about... ... > 

18 And the disciples of John showed 
him of all these things. 

19. @ And John calling unto him two 
of his disciples sent them to Jesus, say- 
ing, Art thou he that should come? or 
look we for another? 

20 When.the men were come unto him, 
they said, John Baptist hath sent us 
unto thee, saying, Art thou he. that 
should come? or look we for another? 

21. And in that same hour he cured 
many of their infirmities and plagues, 
and of evil spirits; and unto many that 
were blind he gave sight. 

22 Then Jesus answering said unto 
them, Go your way, and tell John what 
things ye have seen and heard; how 
that the blind see, the lame walk, the 

lepers are cleansed, the deaf hear, the 
_ dead are raised, to. the poor the gospel 
is preached. 


23 And Nicer, is he, whosoever shall with 


not be offended in me. 
24 @ And when the messengers of 
John were departed, he began to speak 
' unto. the people concerning John, What 
- went ye out into the wilderness for to 
see?_A reed shaken with the wind? 
25 But what went ye out for to see? 
_ Aman clothed in soft raiment? Behold, 
phey. which are gorgeously appareled, 
and live delicately, are in kings’ courts. 
26 But what went ye out for to see? A 
prophet? Yea, I say unto you, and 
much more than a prophet. 
_ 27 This is he, of whom ‘it is written, 
Behold, I send my messenger before 
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thy face, which shall prepare thy. wa 
before thee. to. : 
28 For I say unto you, Among those 
that are born of women there is not a 
greater prophet than John the Baptist: 


‘but he that is least in the kingdom of 


God is greater than he. #4 
29 And all the people that heard him, 

and the publicans, justified God, being 

baptized with the baptism of John. - 

30 But the Phar’i-sées and lawyers 
rejected the counsel,.of, God against 
themselves, being not baptized of him. 

31 @ And the Lord said, Whereunto 
then shall I liken the men of this gen- 
eration? and to what are they like? 

32 They are like unto: children sitting 
in the market place, and calling one to 
another, and saying, We have piped 
unto you, and ye have.not danced; we 


-have mourned to you, and ye have not 


wept. 

33 For John the Baptist came neither 
eating bread nor drinking wine; and ye 
say, He hath a devil. . 

34 The Son of man is come eating and 
drinking; and ye say, Behold a glut- 
tonous man, and a winebibber, a friend 
of publicans and sinners! 

35> But wisdom is justified of all her 
children. 

36 @ And one of the Phar’i-sées de- 
sired him that he would eat with him. 
And he went into the Phar’i-sée’s house, 
and sat down to meat. 

37 And, behold, a woman in the city, 
which was a sinner, when she knew that 
Jesus sat at meat-in the Phar’i-sée’s 
house, brought an alabaster box of 
ointment, 

38 And stood at his feet behind Aim 
weeping, and began to wash his feet 
ith tears, and did wipe them with the 
hairs of her head, and kissed his feet, 
and anointed them with the ointment. 

39 Now when the Phar'i-sée which had 
bidden him saw if, he spake within 
himself, saying, This man, if he were a 
prophet, would have known who and 
what manner of woman fhis is. that 
toucheth him; for she isa sinner. — 

40 And Jesus answering said unto him, 
Simon, I have somewhat to say unto 
thee. And he saith, Master, say on. 

41 There was a certain creditor which — 
had two debtors; the one owed five hun- 
dred pence, and the other fifty. <a 
_ 42 And when they had nothing to pay, 
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he frankly forgave them both. Tell me 
therefore, which of them will love him 
most? 

43 Simon answered and said, I suppose 
that he, to whom he forgave most. An 
inde pier unto hith, Thou hast rightly 
judge 

44 And he turned to the woman, and 
said unto Simon, Seest thou this wom- 
an? I entered into thine house, thou 
gavest me no water for my feet: but 
pra hath washed my feet with ee 
and wiped them with the hairs of her 
head. 

45 Thou gavest me no kiss: but this 
woman, since the time I came in, hath 
not ceased to kiss my feet. 

46 My head with oil thou didst not 
anoint: but this woman hath anointed 
my feet with ointment. 

47 Wherefore I say unto thee, Her 

sins, which are many, are forgiven; for 
she loved much: but to whom little is 
forgiven, the same loveth little. 
48 And he said unto her, Thy sins are 
forgiven. 
49 And they that sat at meat with him 
began to say within themselves, Who is 
this that forgiveth sins also? 

50 And he said to the woman, Thy faith 
hath saved thee; go in peace. 


CHAPTER 8 
Ae it came to pass afterward, that 
he went throughout every city and 
village, preaching and showing the glad 
tidings of the kingdom of God: and the 
twelve were with him, 

2 And certain women, which had been 
healed of evil spirits and infirmities, 
Mary called Mag’da-léne, out of whom 
went seven devils,

d And when he had said these things, he

9 And his oe asked him, saying, 
What t this parable be? 

10 And he said, Unto you it is given to 
know the mysteries of the kingdom of 
God: but to others in parables; that see- 
ing they might not see, and hearing they 
might not understand. 

11 Now the parable is this: The seed is 
the word of God. 

12 Those by the wayside are they that 
hear; then cometh the devil, and taketh 
away the word out of their hearts, lest 
they should believe and be saved. ; 

13 They on the rock are they, which, 
when they hear, receive the word with 
joy; and these have no root, which for a 
while believe, and in time of temptation 
fall sole 

14 And that which fell among thorns 
are they, which, when they have heard, 
go forth, and are choked with cares and 
riches and pleasures of this life, and 
bring no fruit to perfection. 

15 But that on the good ground are 
they, which in an honest and good heart, 
having heard the word, keep if, and — 
bring forth fruit with patience. 

16 @ No man, when he hath lighted a 
candle, covereth it with a vessel, or 
putteth it under a bed; but setteth 7¢ on 
a candlestick, that they which enter in 
may see the light. 

17 For nothing is secret, that shall not — 
be made manifest; neither any thing © 
hid, that shall not be known and come ; 
abroad. : 

18 Take heed therefore how ye hear: 
for whosoever hath, to him shall be 
eres: and whosoever hath not, from © 

shall be taken even that which he 
seemeth to haye. 4 

19 @ Then came to him Ais mother © 
and his brethren, and could not come at — 
him for the press. E 

20 And it was told him by certain which © 
said, Thy mother and thy brethren stand — 
without, desiring to see thee. % 

21 And he answered and said unto — 
them, My mother and my brethren are 
"is ich hear the word of God, and — 

oi 
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22 @ Now it came to pass on a certain 
day, that he went into a ship with his 
disciples: and he said unto them, Let us 
go over unto the other side of the lake. 
And they launched forth. 

23 But as they sailed, he fell asleep: 
and there came down a storm of wind 
on the lake; and they were filled with 
water, and were in jeopardy. 

24 And they came to him, and awoke 
him, saying, Master, Master, we perish.

47 And when the woman saw that she 
was not hid, she came trembling, and 
falling down before him, she declared - 
unto him before all the people for what , 
cause she had touched him, and how 
she was healed immediately. 
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48, And he said:»unto her, Daughter, 
be of good comfort: thy faith hath made 
thee whole; go in peace. 

49 @ While he yet spake, there cometh 
one from the ruler of the synagogue’s 
house, saying to him, Thy daughter is 
dead; trouble not the Master. 

50 But when Jesus heard it, he an- 
swered him, saying, Fear not: believe 
only; and she shall be made whole. 

51 And when he came into the house, 
he suffered no man to goin, save Peter, in 
and James, and John, and the father 
and the mother of the maiden. 

52 And all wept, and bewailed her: but 
he said, Weep not; she is not dead, but 
sleepeth.

62 And Jesus said unto him, No man, 
having put his hand to the plow, and

CHAPTER 10 
(AETHER these things the Lord ap- 
pointed other seventy also, and 
sent them two and two before his face 
into every city and place, whither he 
himself would come. 

2 Therefore said he unto them, The 
harvest truly is great, but the laborers 
are few: pray ye therefore the Lord of 
the harvest, that he would send forth 
laborers into his harvest.

11 Even the very dust of your city, 
which cleaveth on us, we do wipe off 
against you: notwithstanding, be ye 
sure of this, that the kingdom of God is 
come nigh unto you. 

12 But I say unto you, that it shall be 
more tolerable in that day for Sdéd’om, 
than for that city. 

13 Woe unto thee, €ho-ra’zin! woe 
unto thee, Béth’sa’i-da! for if the mighty 
works had been done in Tyre and Si 
don, which have been done in you, they 
had a great while ago repented, sitting 
in sackcloth and ashes. 

14 But it shall be more tolerable for 
Tyre and Si’dén at the judgment, than 
for you.

23 @ And he turned him unto his di 
ciples, and said privately, Blessed ar 
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the eyes which see the things that ye 
see: ; 

24 For I tell you, that many prophets 
and kings have desired to see those 
things which ye see, and have not seen 
them; and to hear those things which ye 
hear, and have not heard them. 

25 @ And, behold, a certain lawyer 
stood up, and tempted him, saying,

26 He said unto him, What is written 
in the law? how readest thou?

8 I say unto you, Though he will not 
tise and give him, because he is his 
friend, yet because of his importunity 
he will rise and give him as many as he 
needeth. . 

9 And I say unto you, Ask, and it 
shall be given you; seek, and ye shall 
find; knock, and it shall be opened unto 
you. : 

10 For every one that asketh receiveth; 
and he that seeketh findeth; and to him 
that knocketh it shall be opened. » 

11 If a son shall ask bread of any of 
you that is a father, will he give him a 
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stone? or if he ask a fish, will he for a 
fish give him a serpent? 

12 Or if he shall ask an egg, will he 
offer him a scorpion? 

13 If ye then, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your children; how 
much more shall your heavenly Father 
A a Holy Spirit to them that ask 


him 

14 @ And he was casting out a devil, 
and it was dumb. And it came to pass, 
when the devil was gone out, the dumb 
spake; and the people wondered. 

15 But some of them said, He casteth 
out devils through Bé-él’zé-bith the 
chief of the devils. 

16 And others, tempting him, sought 
of him a sign from heaven.

36 If thy whole body therefore be full | 
of light, having no part dark, the whole |

‘shining of a candle doth give thee light. 

37 @ And as he spake, a certain Phar: —

39 And the Lord said unto him, Now |

43 Woe unto you, Phar’i-sées! for ye 
love the uppermost seats in the syna- 
gogues, and greetings in the markets, 

44 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar'i- 
sées, hypocrites! for ye-are:as graves 
which appear not, and the men that 
walk over them are not aware of them. 

45 @ Then answered one of the law- 
yers, and said unto him, Master, thus 
Saying thou reproachest.us also. 

40 And he said, Woe unto you also, ye 
lawyers! for ye lade men with burdens 
grievous to be borne, and ye yourselves 
touch not the burdens with one of your 
fingers. 

47. Woe unto you! for ye build the 
sepulchres of the prophets, and: your 
fathers killed them. & 

48 Truly ye bear witness that ye allow 
the deeds of your fathers: for they in- 
deed killed them, and ye build their.

7 But even the very hairs of your head 
are all numbered. Fear not. therefore:

‘8 Also I'say unto you, Whosoever shall 
confess me before men, him shall the 
Son of man also confess before.the 
angels of God: 

9 But he: that denieth me before men 
Pees be denied before the angels of 

od. . 

10 And: whosoever shall speak a word 
against the Son of man, it shall. be 
forgiven him: but unto him that blas- 
phemeth against the Holy Ghost it shall 
not be forgiven. 

11 And when they bring you unto the 
synagogues, and unto magistrates, and 
powers, take ye no thought how or what 
thing ye shall answer, or what ye shall 
say: 

12 For the Holy Ghost shall teach you 
in the same hour what ye ought to 
say. j a 

13 @ And one of the company said 
unto him, Master, speak to my brother, 
that he divide the inheritance with me. 

14 And he said unto him, Man, who 
made me a judge ora divider over you? 

15 And he said unto them, Take heed, 
and beware of covetousness: for aman’s

29 And seek not ye what ye shall eat, 
or what ye shall drink, neither be ye of 
doubtful mind. 

30 For all these things do the nations 
of the world seek after: and your 
Father knoweth that ye have need of 
these things. 

31 @ But rather seek ye the kingdom 
of God; and all these things shall be 
added unto you. ; 

32 Fear not, little flock; for it is your 
Father’s good pleasure to give you the 
kingdom. 

33 Sell that ye have, and give alms; 
provide yourselves bags which wax not 
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old, a treasure in the heavens that 
faileth not, where no thief approacheth, 
neither moth corrupteth.

47 And that servant, which knew his —

48 But he that knew not, and did com- 
mit things y of stripes, shall be | 
beaten with few stripes.

to beat the menserv- — 
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whomsoever much is given, of him shall 
be much required; and to whom men 
have committed much, of him they will 
ask the more. 

49 @ I am come to send fire on the 
earth; and what will I, if it be already 
kindled? 

50 But I have a baptism to be baptized 
with; and how am I straitened till it be 
accomplished! 

51 Suppose ye that I am come to give 
peace on earth? I tell you, Nay; but 
rather division: : 

52 For from henceforth there shall be 
five in one house divided, three against 
two, and two against three. ; 

53 The father shall be divided against 
the son, and the son against the father; 
the mother against the daughter, and 
the daughter against the mother; the 
mother-in-law against her daughter- 
in-law, and the daughter-in-law against 
her mother-in-law. 

54 @ And he said also to the people, 
When ye see a cloud rise out of the 
west, straightway ye say, There cometh 
a shower; and so it is.

56 Ye hypocrites, ye can discern the 
face of the sky and of the earth; but 
how is it that ye do not discern this 
time? 

57 Yea, and why even of yourselves 
judge ye not what is right? 

58 @ When thou goest with thine 
adversary to the magistrate, as thou art 
in the way, give diligence that thou 
mayest be delivered from him; lest he 
hale thee to the judge, and the judge 
deliver thee to the officer, and the 
officer cast thee into prison. 

59 I tell thee, thou shalt not depart 
thence, till thou hast paid the very last 
Inite.

the due reward of our deeds: but this 
man hath done nothing amiss.

22 Then said they unto him, Who art 
thou? that we may give an answer to them 
that sent us. What sayest thou of thyself? 

23 He said, I am the voice of one cry- 
ing in the wilderness, Make straight the 
Ry, . the Lord, as said the prophet 

alas. 

24 And they which were sent were of 
the Phar’i-sées. 

25 And they asked him, and said unto 

im, Why baptizest thou then, if thou 
be not that Christ, nor E-li’ds, neither 
that Prophet? 

26 John answered them, saying, I 
baptize with water: but there standeth 
one among you, whom ye know not;

37 And the two disciples heard him 
speak, and they followed Jesus. 

38 Then Jesus turned, and saw them 
following, and saith unto them, What 
seek ye?

39'He saith unto them, Come and see. 
They came and ‘saw where he dwelt, 
and abode with him that day: for it 
was about the tenth hour.

CHAPTER 2

9 When the ruler of the feast had tasted 
the water that was made wine; dnd: knew 
not whence it was, (but the servants 
which drew the water knew,) the gover- 
nor of the feast called the bridegroom, 

10 And saith unto him, Every man at 
the beginning doth set forth: good wine; 
and when men have well drunk, then 
that which js worse: but thou hast kept 
the good wine until now. - te 

11 This beginning of miracles did Jesus 
in’ Ca’na of Galilee, and manifested 
forth his glory; and his disciples be- 
lieved on him, ; 

12 @ After this he went down to Ca- 
pér’na-tim, he, and his mother, and his 
brethren, and his disciples; and they 
continued there not many days. — 

13 @ And the, Jews’ passover-was at 
hand, and Jesus went up to Jerusalem, 

14 And found in the temple those that 
sold oxen and sheep and doves, and 
the changers of money sitting: 

15 And when he had made a scourge 
of small cords, he drove them all out of 
the temple; and the sheep, and the oxen; 
and poured out the changers: money, 
and overthrew the tables; 2 
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16 And said unto them that sold doves, 
Take these things hence; make not 
my Father’s house a house of mer- 


se. 

17 And his disciples remembered that 

it was written, The zeal of thine house 
hath eaten me up. 
718 @ Then answered the Jews and 
said unto him, What sign showest thou 
unto us, seeing that thou doest these 
things? 

19 Jesus answered and said unto them, 
Destroy this temple, and in three days 
I will raise it up. 

20 Then said the Jews, Forty and six 
years was this temple in building, and 
wilt thou rear it up in three days? 
ioe But he spake of the temple of his 

y- 

22 When therefore he was risen from 
the dead, his disciples remembered 
that he had said this unto them; and 
they believed the Scripture, and the 
word which Jesus had said. 

23 @ Now when he was in Jerusalem 
at the passover, in the feast day, many 
~ believed in his name, when they saw 
the miracles which he did. 

24 But Jesus did not commit himself 
unto them, because he knew all men, 

25 And needed not that any should 
testify of man; for he knew what was in 
man. 


CHAPTER 3 


HERE was a man of the Phari- 
sées, named Nic’d-dé’miis, a ruler 
of the Jews: 

2 The same came to Jesus by night, 
and said unto him, Rab’bi, we know 
that thou art a teacher come from God: 
for no man can do these miracles that 
thou doest, except God be with him. 

3 Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a 
man be born again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God. 

4 Nic’6-dé’miis saith unto him, How 
can a man be born when he is old? can 
he enter the second time into his 
mother’s womb, and be born? 

5 Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I say in 
unto thee, Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God. 

6 That which is born of the flesh is 
flesh; and that which is born of the 
Spirit is spirit.

7 Marvel not that I said unto thee, Ye 
must be born again. 

8 The wind bloweth where it listeth, 
and thou hearest the sound thereof, but 
canst not tell whence it cometh, and 
whither it goeth: so is every one that is 
born of the Spirit. 

9 Nic’6-dé’miis answered and said 
unto him, How can these things be? 

10 Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Art thou a master of Is’ra-él, and know- 
est not these things? 

11 Verily, verily, I say unto thee, We 
speak that we do know, and testify that 
we have seen; and ye receive not our 
witness, 

12 If I have told you earthly things, 
and ye believe not, how shall ye believe, 
if I tell you of heavenly things? 

13 And no man hath ascended wu 
heaven, but he that came down from 
heaven, even the Son of man which is 
in heaven. 

14 @ And as Moses lifted up the ser- 
pent in| the wilderness, even so must 
the Son of man be lifted up: 

15 That whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have eternal life. 

16 @ For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life. 

17 For God sent not his Son into 
the world to condemn the world; but 
that ois world through him might be 
saved. 

18 @ He that believeth on him is not 
condemned: but he that believeth not 
is condemned already, because he hath 
not believed in the name of the only be- 
gotten Son of God. 

19 And this is the condemnation, that 
light is come into the world, and men 
loved darkness rather than light, be- 
cause their deeds were evil. 

20 For every one that doeth evil hateth 
the light, neither cometh to the light, 
lest his deeds should be reproved. 

21 But he that doeth truth cometh 
to the light, that his deeds may be 
a manifest, that they are wrought 


22 < After these things 
and his disciples into the | land o pinion 
and there he tarried with them; and 
baptized.

29 He that hath the bride is the bride- 
groom: but the friend of the bridegroom, 
which standeth and heareth him, re- 
joiceth greatly because of the bride- 
groom’s voice; this my joy therefore is 
fulfilled. 

30 He must increase, but I must 
decrease. 

31 He that cometh from above is above 
all: he that is of the earth is earthh; 
and speaketh of the earth: he that 
cometh from heaven is above all. 

32 And what he hath seen and heard, 
that he testifieth; and no man receiveth 
his testimony. 

33 He that hath received his testimony 
hath set to his seal that God is true. 

34 For he whom God hath sent speak- 
eth the words of God: for God giveth 
not the Spirit by measure unto him. 

35 The Father loveth the Son, and hath 
given all things into his hand. 

36 He that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life: and he that believeth 

‘not the Son shall not see life; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him. 


CHAPTER 4 
WEEN therefore the Lord knew

11 The woman saith» unto him, Sir, 
thou hast nothing to draw with, and the 
well is deep: from whence then hast 
thou that living water?

10: @, The Jews therefore said unto hint 
that was cured, It is the sabbath day: 
itis not lawful for thee:to carry thy bed. 

11 Hesanswered them, He that made 
me whole, the same:said unto me, Take 
up thy: bed,-and walk: 

12 Then asked they him; ‘What manis 
that which said unto thee, Take up thy 
bed; and walk? 

13 And he that was healed wist not who 
it was: for Jesus had conveyed himself 
away;a multitude being in that place: 

14 Afterward: Jesus findeth him in the 
temple, and said unto; him, Behold, 
thou art made whole: sin no more, lest 
a worse thing come unto thee.

18 aver the Jews sought the more 
to. » because he not only had 
broken 8 sabbath, but said also that 
God. was his Father ieee as himself 
equal with God. ; 
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19 Then answered Jesus and said unto 
them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, The 
Son’can do nothing of himself, but what 
he seeth the Father do: for what things 
soever he doeth, these also doeth the 
Son likewise. 

20 For the Father loveth the Son, and 
showeth him all things that ‘himself 
doeth: and he will show him greater 
works than these, that ye may marvel; 

21 For as the Father raiseth up the 
dead, and quickeneth fhem; even so the 
Son quickeneth whom he will. 

22 For the Father judgeth no. man, but 
hath committed all judgment unto the 


23 That all men should honor the Son. 
even as they honor the Father. He that 
honoreth not the Son honoreth not the 
Father which hath sent him.

30: I can of mine own self do nothing; 
as I hear, I judge: and my judgment is 
just; because I seek not mine Own will, 
but the will of the Father which hath 
sent me. 

31 If I bear witness of myself, my wit- 
ness is not true. 

32. @. There is anetheey that beareth 
witness of me; and I know that the wit- 
ness which he witnesseth of me is true, 

33 Ye sent unto John, and he bare 
witness unto the truth...

34! But I receive not teutieneny ftom 
man: but these things I say, that ye 
might be saved. 

35 He was a burning and a shining 
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light: and ye were willing for a season 
to rejoice in his light. 

36 @ But I have greater witness than 
that of John: for the works which the 
Father hath given me to finish, the same 
works that I do, bear witness of me, that 
the Father hath sent me. 

37 And the Father himself, which hath 
sent me, hath borne witness of me. Ye 
have neither heard his voice at any time, 
nor seen his shape. 

38 And ye have not his word abiding 
in you: for whom he hath sent, him ye 
believe not. 

39 @ Search the Scriptures; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life: and 
they are they which testify of me. 

40 And ye will not come to me, that ye 
might have life. é 

41 I receive not honor from men. 

42 But I know you, that ye have not the 
love of God in you. 

43 [am come in my Father’s name, and 
ye receive me not: if another shall come 
in his own name, him ye will receive. 

44 How can ye believe, which receive 
honor one of another, and seek not the 
honor that cometh from God only? 

45 Do not think that I will accuse you 
to the Father: there is one that accuseth 
you, even Moses, in whom ye trust. 

46 For had ye believed Moses, ye 
would have believed me: for he wrote of 
me. 

47 But if ye believe not his writings, 
how shall ye believe my words? 


CHAPTER 6 
AFTER these things Jesus went over 
the sea of Galilee, which is the

So the men sat down, in number 
about five thousand. 

11 And Jesus took the loaves; and 
when he had given thanks, he distrib- 
uted to the disciples, and the disciples 
to them that were set down; and likewise 
of the fishes as much as they would. 

12 When they were filled, he said unto 
his disciples, Gather up the fragments 
that remain, that nothing be lost. 

13 Therefore they gathered them to- 
gether, and filled twelve baskets with 
the fragments of the five barley loaves, 
which remained over and above unto 
them that had eaten. 

14 Then those men, when they had 
seen the miracle that Jesus did, said, 
This is of a truth that Prophet that 
should come into the world.

15 Ye judge after the fiesh; I judge no

17 It is also written in your law, that 
the testimony of two men is true. 

18 I am one that bear witness of my- 
self, and the Father that sent me bear- 
eth witness of me. 

19 Then said they unto him, Where is 
thy Father? Jesus answered, Ye neither 
know me, nor my Father: if'ye had 
known me, ye should have known my 
Father also. cs Re 

20 These words spake Jesus in the 
treasury, as he taught in the temple: and 
no man laid hands on him; for his hour 
was not yet come. 

21 Then said Jesus again unto them, I 
go my way, and ye shall seek me, and 
shall die in your sins: whither I go, ye 
cannot come. 

22 Then said the Jews, Will he kill 
himself? because he saith, Whither I 
go, ye cannot come. 
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23 And he said unto them, Ye are from 
beneath; I am from-above: ye are of 
this world; I am not of this world. 

24 I said therefore unto you, that ye 
shall die in your sins: for if ye believe 
not that I am he, ye shall die in your 


sins. 

25 Then said they unto him, Who art 
thou? And Jesus saith unto them, Even 
the same that I said unto you from the 
beginning. : 

26 I have many things to say and to” 
judge of you: but he that sent me is 
true; and I speak to the world those — 
things which I have heard of him. 

27 They understood not that he spake 
to them of the Father. 

28 Then said Jesus unto them, When 
ye have lifted up the Son of man, then — 
shall ye know that I am he, and that I 
do nothing of myself; but as my Father 
hath taught me, I speak these things. 

29 And he that sent me is with me: 
the Father hath not left me alone; for I 
do always those things that please him. 

30 As he spake these words, many be- 
lieved on him. ' 

31 Then said Jesus to those Jews 
which believed on him, If ye continue 
in my word, then are ye my disciples 
indeed; 

32 And ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you free. ) 

33 @ They answered him, We be 
Abraham’s seed, and were never in~™ 
bondage to any man: how sayest thou, 
Ye shall be made free? 

34 Jesus answered them, Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, Whosoever committeth 
sin is the servant of sin. 

35 And the servant abideth not in the 
house for ever: but the Son abideth ever. 

36 If the Son therefore shall make you 
free, ye shall be free indeed. 

37 I know that ye are Abraham’s seed; 
but ye seek to kill me, because my word 
hath no place in you. 

38 I speak that which I have seen with 
my Father: and ye do that which ye 
have seen with your father. 

39 They answered and said unto him, 
Abraham is our father. Jesus saith unto 
them, If ye were Abraham’s children, 
ye would do the works of Abraham. 

40 But now ye seek to kill me, a man 
that hath told you the truth, which 
i heard of God: this did not

10 Therefore said they unto him, How 
were thine eyes opened? 

11 He answered and said, A‘man that 
is called Jesus made clay, and anointed 
mine eyes, and said unto me, Go to the 
pool of Si-l6’4m, and wash: and I-went 
and washed, and I received sight. , 

12 Then said they unto him, Whereis 
he? He said, I know not: 
13 @ They brought to the Phar'i-sée 
him that aforetime was blind. 

14 And it was the sabbath day when 
Jesus made the clay, and opened his 
eyes. 

15 Then again the Phi&r'i-sées also 
asked ‘him how he had received his 
sight. He said unto them, He put clay 
upon mine eyes, and I washed, and do 
see. wat? ig ; 
16 Therefore said ‘some of the Phar’i- 
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the gloryof God, that the Son of God 
might be glorified thereby. 

5 Now Jesus loved Martha, and her 
sister, and Lazarus. : 

6 When he had heard therefore that he 
was sick, he abode two days still in the 
same place where he was. 

7 Then after that saith he to his dis- 
ciples, Let us go into Judea again.

13 Howbeit Jesus spake of his death: 
but they thought that he had spoken of 
taking of rest in sleep. 

14 Then said Jesus unto them plainly, 
Lazarus is dead. 

15 And I am glad for your sakes that I 
was not there, to the intent ye may 
believe; nevertheless let us go unto 


him. : 

16 Then said Thomas, which is called 
Did’y-miis, unto his fellow disciples, 
Let us also go, that we may die with 


17 Then when Jesus came, he found 
that he had Zain in the grave four days 
already. 

18 Now Bethany was nigh unto Jeru- 
salem, about fifteen furlongs off: 

1@ And many of the Jews came to 
Martha and Mary, to comfort them con- 
cerning their brother. 

20 Then Martha, as soon as she heard 
that Jesus was coming, went and met 
him: but Mary sat still in the house. 

21 Then said Martha unto Jesus, 
Lord, if thou hadst been here, my 
brother had not died. 

22 But I know, that even now, what- 
soever thou wilt ask of God, God will 
give it thee. 

23 Jesus saith unto her, Thy brother

24 Martha saith unto him, I know that

29 As soon as she heard that, she arose 
quickly, and came unto him. 

30 Now Jesus was not yet come into 
the town, but was in that place where: 
Martha met him. 

31 The Jews then which were with her 
in the house, and comforted her, when 
they saw Mary, that she rose up hastily 
and went out, followed her, saying, She 
goeth unto the grave to weep there. 

32 Then when Mary was come where 
Jesus was, and saw him, she fell down 
at his feet, saying unto him, Lord, if 
thou hadst been here, my brother had 
not died. 

33 When Jesus therefore saw her 
weeping, and the Jews also weeping 
which came with her, he groaned in the 
spirit, and was troubled. 

34 And said, Where have ye laid him?

And Jesus lifted up his eyes, and said, 
Father, I thank thee that thou hast 
heard me. 

42 And I knew that thou hearest me 
always: but because of the people which 
stand by I said if, that they may believe 
that thou hast sent me.

HE former treatise have I made, 
O Thé-dph'i-lis, of all that Jesus 
began both to do and teach,

8 But ye shall receive power, after that 
the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in 
Sa-ma’ri-a, and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth. 

9 And when he had spoken these 
things, while they beheld, he was taken 
up; and a cloud received him out of 
their sight. 

10 And while they looked steadfastly 
toward heaven as he went up, behold, 
two men stood by them in white apparel; 

11 Which also said, Ye men of Galilee, 
why stand ye gazing up into heaven? 
this same Jesus, which is taken up from 
you into heaven, shall so come in like 
manner as ye have seen him go into 
heaven. 

12 Then returned they unto Jerusalem

17 For he was numbered with us, and 
had obtained part of this ministry. 

18 Now this man purchased a field 
with the reward of iniquity; and falling 
headlong, he burst asunder in the midst, 
and all his bowels gushed out. 

19 And it was known unto all the 
dwellers at Jerusalem; insomuch as 
that field is called, in their proper 
tongue, A-cél’da-ma, that is to say, The 
field of blood. 

20. For it is written in the book of 
Psalms, Let his habitation be desolate, 
and let no man dwell therein: and, His 
bishopric let another take. 

21 Wherefore of these men which 
have companied with us all the time 
that the Lord Jesus went in and out 
among us, 

22 Beginning from the baptism of John; 
unto that same day that he was taken 
up from us, must one be ordained to be 
a witness with us of his resurrection. 

23 And they appointed two, Joseph 
called Bar’sa-bas, who was surnamed 
Justus, and Matth-i’as. 

24 And they prayed, and said, Thou, 
Lord, which knowest the hearts of all 
men, show whether of these two thou 
hast chosen, - :

31 @ And when they had prayed, the 
place was shaken where they were as- 
sembled together; and they were all 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and they 
spake the word of God with boldness.

22 And Moses was learned in all the 
wisdom of the Egyptians, and was 
mighty in words and in deeds. 

23 And when he was full forty years 
old, it came into his heart to visit his 
brethren the children of Is’ra-él.

25 For he supposed his brethren would 
have understood how that God by his 
hand would deliver them; but they 
understood not.

29 Then fled Moses at this saying, and 
was a stranger in the land of Ma’di-an, 
where he begat two sons. 

30 And when forty years were expired, 
there appeared to him in the wilderness 
of mount Si‘na an angel of the Lord in 
a flame of fire in a bush. 

31 When Moses saw it, he wondered 
at the sight: and as he drew near to 
behold it, the voice of the Lord came 
unto him,

38 This is he, that was in the church in 
the wilderness with the angel which 
spake to him in the mount Si/na, and 
with our fathers: who received the lively 
oracles to give unto us: 

39 To whom our fathers would not 
obey, but thrust Aim from them, and in 
their hearts turned back again into 
Egypt, | 

40 Saying unto Aaron, Make us gods to 
go before us: for as for this Moses, 
which brought us out of the land of 
Egypt, we wot not what is become of 


41 And they made a calf in those days, 
and offered sacrifice unto the idol, and 
rejoiced in the works of their own 
hands. tj 

42 Then God turned, and gave them 
up to worship the host of heaven; as it 
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is written in the book of the prophets, 
O ye house of Is’ra-él, have ye offered 
to me slain beasts and sacrifices by the 
space of forty years in the wilderness? 

43 Yea, ye took up the tabernacle of 
Mo’loeh, and the star of your god Rém‘ 
phan, figures which ye made to worship 
them: and I will carry you away beyond 
Babylon. 

44 Our fathers had the tabernacle of 
witness in the wilderness, as he had 
appointed, speaking unto Moses, that 
he should make it according to the 
fashion that he had seen.

51 @ Yestiffnecked and uncircumcised

52 Which of the prophets have not 
your fathers persecuted? and they have 
slain them which showed before of the 
coming of the Just One; of whom ye 
have been now the betrayers and mur- 
derers: 

53 Who have received the law by 
the disposition of angels, and have not 
kept it. SHS 

54 @ When they heard these things, 
they were cut to the heart, and they 
gnashed on him with their teeth. 

55 But he, being full of the Holy Ghost, 
looked up steadfastly into heaven, and 
saw the glory of God, and Jesus stand- 
ing on the right hand of God, 

56 And said, Behold, I see the heavens 
opened, and the Son of man standing on 
the right hand of God.

8 And there was great joy in that city. 

9 But there was a certain man, called 
Simon, which beforetime in the same 
city used sorcery, and bewitched the 
people of Sa-ma’ri-a, giving out that 
himself was some great one: 

10 To whom they all gave heed, from 
the least to the greatest, saying, This 
man is the great power of God. 

11 And to him they had regard, be-

17 And An‘4-ni’is went his way, ‘and 
entered into the house; and putting his 
hands on him said, Brother Saul, the 
Lord, even Jesus, that appeared "unto 
thee in the way as thou camest, hath 
sent me, that thou mightest receive thy 
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21 But all that heard him were amazed, 
and said; Is not this he that destroyed 
them which called on this name in Jeru- 
salem, and came hither for that intent, 
that he might bring them bound unto the 
chief priests?. 

22 But Saul increased the more) in 
strength, and confounded the Jews 
which dwelt at Damascus, proving that 
this is very Christ. 

23 @ And after that many days were 
pangs the J ews took counsel to kill 


24 But their inva wait was known of 
Saul. And they watched the gates day 
and night to kill him.) 

25 Then the disciples took him by 
night, and let him down by the wallina 
basket. 

26 And when Saul was come to Jeru- 
salem, he assayed to join himself to the 
disciples: but they were all afraid of 
him, and believed not that he was a 
disciple. 

27 But Barnabas took him, and 
brought him to the apostles, and de- 
clared unto them how he had seen the 
Lord in the way, and that he had spoken 
to him, and how he had preached boldly 
at Damascus in the name of Jesus. 

28 And he was with them coming in 
and going out at Jerusalem. 

29 And he spake boldly in the name of 
the Lord Jesus, and disputed against 
the feseclnae: but they went about to 
slay 

30 Which when the brethren knew, 
they brought him down to Cas’ a-ré’a, 
and sent him forth to Tar’stis. > 

31 Then had the churches rest through 
out all Judea and Galilee and-Sa-ma* 
ri-a, and were edified; and walking in 
the fear of the Lord, and in the comfort 
of the Holy Ghost, were multiplied... 

32 @ And it came to pass, as Peter 
passed throughout all quarters, he came 
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down also to the saints which dwelt at 
Lydda. 

33 And there he found a certain man 
named E-né’as, which had kept his bed 
eight years, and was sick of the palsy. 

34 And Peter said unto him, E-né’as, 
Jesus Christ maketh thee whole: arise, 
and make thy bed. And he arose im- 
mediately. 

35 And all that dwelt at Lydda and 
Sa’r6n saw him, and turned to the Lord. 

36 @ Now there was at Jop’pa a cer- 
tain disciple named Tab’i-tha, which by 
interpretation is called Dorcas: this 
woman was full of good works and alms- 
deeds which she did. 

37 And it came to pass in those days, 
that she was sick, and died: whom when 
they had washed, they laid her in an 
upper chamber. : 

38 And forasmuch as Lydda was nigh 
to Jop’pa, and the disciples had heard 
that Peter was there, they sent unto him 
two men, desiring him that he would 
not delay to come to them. 

39 Then Peter arose and went with 
them. When he was come, they brought 
him into the upper chamber: and all 

*the widows stood by him weeping, 
and showing the coats and garments 
aip Dorcas made, while she was with 
them. 

40 But Peter put them all forth, and 
kneeled down, and prayed; and turning 
him to the body said, Tab’i-tha, arise. 
And she opened her eyes: and when she 
saw Peter, she sat up. 

41 And he gave her his hand, and lifted 
her up; and when he had called the 
saints and widows, he presented her 
alive. 

42 And it was known throughout 
- Jop'pa; and many: believed in the 

ord. 

43 And it came to pass, that he,tarried 
many days in Jop’pa with one Simon a 
tanner. 


fe CHAPTER 10 

HERE was a certain man in Cas‘a- 

ré’a called Cornelius, a centurion of 
the band called the Italian band, 

2 A devout man, and one that feared 
God with all his house, which gave 
much alms to the people, and prayed to 
God always. 

3 He saw in a vision evidently, about 
the ninth hour of the day, an angel of 
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God coming in to him, and saying unto 
him, Cornelius. = 

4 And when he looked on him, he was 
afraid, and said, What is it, Lord? And 
he said unto him, Thy prayers and thine

5 And now send men to Jép’pa, and 
call for one Simon, whose surname is 
Peter: 

6 He lodgeth with one Simon a tanner, 
whose house is by the sea side: he shall 
tell thee what thou oughtest to do. 

7 And when the angel which spake unto 
Cornelius was departed, he called two 
of his household servants, and a devout 
soldier of them that waited on him con- 


tinually; (9 
d when he*had declared all these 
ings unto them, he sent them to 
Jop’pa. 

9 @ On the morrow, as they went on 
their journey, and drew nigh unto the 
city, Peter went up upon the housetop to 
pray about the sixth hour: : 

10 And he became very hungry, and 
would have eaten: but while they made 
ready, he fell into a trance, 

11 And saw heaven opened, and a cer- 
tain vessel descending unto him, as it 
had been a great sheet knit at the four 
corners, and let down to the earth: 

12 Wherein were all manner of four- 
footed beasts of the earth, and wild 
beasts, and creeping things, and fowls 
of the air. 

13 And there came a voice to him, 
Rise, Peter; kill, and eat. 

14 But Peter said, Not so, Lord; for I 
have never eaten any thing that is com- 
mon or unclean. 

15 And the voice spake unto him again 
the second time, What God hath 
cleansed, that call not thou common. 

16 This was done thrice: and the ves- 
sel was received up again into heaven. 

17 Now while Peter doubted in him- 
self what this vision which he had seen 
should mean, behold, the men which 
were sent from Cornelius had made in- 
quiry for Simon’s house, and stood be- 
fore the gate, ‘ : 

18 And called, and asked. whether 
Simon, which was surnamed Peter, 
were lodged there. | Z 

19 @ While Peter thought on the 
vision, the Spirit said unto him, Behold, 
three men seek thee. | 
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20 Arise therefore, and get thee down, 
and go with them, doubting nothing: 
for I have sent them. 

21 Then Peter went down to the men 
which were sent unto him*from Cor- 
nelius; and said, Behold, I am he whom 
ye seek: what is the cause wherefore ye 
are come? Oise ON 

22 And they said, Cornelius the cen- 
turion, a just man, and one that feareth 
God, and of good report among all the 
nation of the Jews, was warned from 
God by a holy angel to send for thee into 
his house; and to hear words of thee. 

23 Then called he them in, and lodged 
them. And on the morrow Peter went 
away with them, and certain brethren 
from Jép’pa accompanied him. 

24 And the morrow after they entered 
into Cés’a-ré’a. And Cornelius waited 
for them, and had called together his 
kinsmen and near friends. 

25 And as Peter was coming in, Cor- 
nelius met him, and fell down at his 
feet, and worshipped him. 

26 But Peter took him up, saying, 
Stand up; I myself also am a man. 

27 And as he talked with him, he went 
in, ‘and found many that were come to- 
gether. : : 

28 And he said unto them, Ye know 
how that it is an unlawful thing for a 
man that is a Jew to keep company, or 
come tnto one of another nation; but 
God hath showed me that I should not 
call any man common or unclean. 

29 Therefore came I unto you without 
gainsaying, as soon as I was sent for: I 
ask therefore for what intent ye have 
sent for me? 

30 And Cornelius said, Four days ago 
I was fasting until this hour; and at the 

ninth hour I prayed in ‘my house, and 
pe aman stood before me in bright 
clo pees : 

31 And said, Cornelius, thy prayer is 
heard, and thine alms are had inremem- 
brance in the sight of God. _ 

_ 32 Send therefore to Jop’pa, and call 
hither Simon, whose surname is Peter; 
he is lodged in the house of one Simon a 
tanner by the sea side: who, when he 

ometh, shall speak unto thee. 

(ys immediately therefore I sent to 

ee; and thou hast well done that thou 
artcome. Now therefore are we all here 
present before God, to hear all things 
that are commanded thee of God. 
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34 @ Then Peter opened his mouth, 
and said, Of a truth I perceive that God 
is no respecter of persons: 

35 But in every nation he that feareth 
him, and worketh righteousness, is ac- 
cepted with him. 

36 The word which God sent unto the 
children of Is’ra-él, preaching peace by 
Jesus Christ: (he is Lord of all:) 

37 That word, I say, ye know, which 
was published throughout all Judea, and 
began from Galilee, after the baptism 
which John preached; 

38 How God anointed Jesus of Naza- 
reth with the Holy Ghost and with 
power: who went about doing good, and 
healing all that were oppressed of the 
devil; for God was with him. 

39 And we are witnesses of all things 
which he did both in the land of the 
Jews, and in Jerusalem; whom they 
slew and hanged on a tree: 

40 Him God raised up the third day, 
and showed him openly; 

41 Not to all the people, but unto wit- 
nesses chosen before of God, even to 
us, who did eat and drink with him afte: 
he rose from the dead. ts. 

42 And he commanded us to preach 
unto the people, and to testify that it is 
he which was ordained of God to be 
the Judge of quick and dead. 

43 To him give all the prophets wit- 
ness, that through his name whosoever 
believeth in him shall receive remission 
of sins. 

44 @ While Peter yet spake these 
words, the Holy Ghost fell on all them 
which heard the word. 

45 And they of the circumcision which 
believed were astonished, as many as 
came with Peter, because that on the 
Gén’tiles also was poured out the gift of 
the Holy Ghost. 

46 For they heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God. Then an- 
swered Peter, 

47 Can any man forbid water, that 
these should not be baptized, which have 
received the Holy Ghost as well as we? 

48 And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of the Lord. Then 
prayed they him to tarry certain days.

AXxD the apostles and brethren that 
were in Judea heard that the Gén? 
tiles had also received the word of God.

2 And when Peter was come up to 
fesecare, they. that were of the cir- 
cumcision contended with him, 
3 Saying, Thou wentest in to men un- 
circumcised; and didst eat with them.

_all were drawn up again into heaven. 

11-And, behold, immediately there 
were three men already come unto the 
house where I was, sent from C2s‘a- 
ré’4 unto me. 

12 And the Spirit bade me go with 
them, nothing doubting. Moreover 
these six brethren accompanied me, 
and we entered into the man’s house: 

13 And he showed us how he had seen 
an angel in his house, which stood and 
said unto him, Send men to Jop’pa, and 
call for Simon, whose surname is Peter; 

14 Who shall tell thee words, where- 
by thou and all thy house shall be saved. 

15 And as I began to speak, the Holy 
Ghost fell on them, as on us at the be-

The Gentiles granted repentance. The church at Antioch 


abroad upon the persecution that arose 
about Stephen traveled as far as Phe- 


ni'gé, and Cyprus, and ‘ti-deh, 
preaching the word to none but unto 
the Jews only. 


20 And some of them were men of 
Cyprus and Cy-ré’né, which, when they 
were come to An’ti-deh, spake unto the 
Grecians, preaching the Lord Jesus. 

21 And the hand of the Lord’ was with 
them: and a great number believed, and 
turned unto the Lord, 

22 @ Then tidings: of these things came 
unto the ears of the church which was 
in Jerusalem: and they sent forth 
Barnabas, that he should go as far as 
An'ti-deh. 

23 Who, when he came, and had seen 
the grace of God, was glad, and ex- 
horted them. all, that with purpose of 
heart they would cleave unto the Lord. 

24 For he was a good man, and full of 
the Holy Ghost and of faith: and much 
people was added unto the Lord. 

25 Then departed Barnabas to Tar’ stis, 
for to seek Saul: 

26 And. when he had found him, he 
brought him unto An’ti-dch.. And it 
came to pass, that a whole year they 
assembled themselves with the church, 
and taught much people.

27 € And in these da vs came: prephets 
from Jerusalem unto 

28 And there stood up one of them 
named a-btis, and signified by the 
Spirit that there should be great dearth 
throughout all the world: which came to 
pass in the kg of Claudius Cesar. 

29 Then the disciples, every. man 
according to: his ability, determined to 
unto the brethren -which

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when they» had opened the door, and 
saw him, they were. astonished. 

17 But he, beckoning unto them with 
the hand to hold their peace, declared 
unto. them how the Lord had brought 
him out of the prison. And he said, Go 
show these things unto James, and to 
the brethren, And he departed, and 
went into another place. ee 

18 Now as soon as it was day, there 
was no small stir among the soldiers, 
what was become of Peter. Ebi 

19 And when Hér’éd had sought for 
him, and found him not, he examined 
the keepers, and commanded that they 
should be put to death. And he went 
down from Judea to Cés’a-ré’a, and 
there abode. 

20 @ And Hér’éd washighly displeased 
with them. of Tyre and Si‘d6n; but they. 
came with one accord to him, and, hav- 
ing. made Blastus the king’s chamber- 
lain their friend, desired peace;. because 
their country..was nourished by the 
king’s country. j 

21 And upon a set day Hér’od, arrayed 
in royal apparel, sat: upon his throne, 
and made an oration unto them. ._ 

22 And the people. gave a shout, say- 
ing, It is.the.voice of a god, and not of 
a man. : :' 

23 And immediately the angel of the 
Lord smote him, because he gave not 
God. the. glory:. and he was eaten of 
worms, and gave up the ghost..... 

24 @ But the word of God grew and 
multiplied. Se ; 

25 And Barnabas and Saul returned 
from Jerusalem, when they had fulfilled 
their ministry, and took with them John, 
whose surname was Mark... . 


CHAPTER 13° 

OW there were in the church that 
was. at An’ti-dch certain prophets 
and teachers; as Barnabas, and. Simeon 
that was called Ni’gér, and Lucius of 
Cy-re'né, and Man’a-én, which had 
been brought. up with Hér’dd the tet- 

Farch, and Saul. ns 
2 As they ministered to the Lord, and 
fasted, the Holy Ghost said, Separate 
me Barnabas and, Saul, for: the work 
whereunto I have called them. 
3. And. when they had-fasted and 
prayed, and laid their hands on them, 
they sent them aways 0.) 4852... 
4 @ So-they, being sent forth by the 
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Holy Ghost, departed unto Sé-leii’ci-a; 
and from thence they sailed to Cyprus. 

5 And when they were at Sal’a-mis, 
they preached the word of God in the 
synagogues of the Jews: and they had 
also John to their minister. 

6 And when they had gone through the 
isle unto Pa’phés, they found a certain 
sorcerer, a false prophet, a Jew, whose 
name was Bar’-je’sts: 

7 Which was with the deputy of the 
country, Sér’gi-itis Paulus, a prudent 
man; who called for Barnabas and Saul, 
and desired to hear the word of God. 

8 But El‘¥-mas the sorcerer (for so is 
his name by interpretation) withstood 
them, seeking to turn away the deputy 
from the faith. 

9 Then Saul, (who also is called Paul,) 
filled with the Holy Ghost, set his eyes 


on him, 

10 And said, O full of all subtilty and 
all mischief, thou child of the devil, thou 
enemy of all righteousness, wilt thou 
not cease to pervert the right ways of 
the Lord? 

11 And now, behold, the hand of the 
Lord is upon thee, and thou shalt be 
blind, not seeing the sun for a season. 
And immediately there fell on him a 
mist and a darkness; and he went about 
seeking some to lead him by the hand. 

12 Then the deputy, when he saw what 
was done, believed, being astonished at 
the doctrine of the Lord. 

13 Now when Paul and his company 
loosed from Pa’phés, they came to 
Pér’ga in Paim-phyl'i-a: and John de- 
parting from them returned to Jeru- 
salem. 

14 @ But when they_departed from 
Pér’ga, they came to An’ti-ich in Pi- 
sid’i-a, and went into the synagogue on 
the sabbath day, and sat down. ., 

15 And after the reading of the law and 
the prophets, the rulers of the syna- 
gogue sent unto them, saying, Ye men 
and brethren, if ye have any word of 
exhortation for the people, say on. 

16 Then Paul stood up, and beckoning 
with his hand said, Men of Is’ra-él, and 
ye that fear God, give audience. 

17 The God of this people of Y'ra-81 
chose our fathers, and exalted the peo- 
ple when they dwelt as strangers in the 
land of Egypt, and with a high arm 
brought he them out of it. 

18 And about the time of forty years 


Paul preacheth Jesus to the Gentiles at Antioch 


suffered he their manners in the wilder- 
ness. 

19 And when he had destroyed seven 
nations in the land of Cha'ndan, he 
divided their land to them by lot. 

20 And after that he gave unto them 
judges about the space of four hun- 
dred and fifty years, until Samuel the 
prophet. 

21 And afterward they desired a king: 
and God gave unto them Saul the son 
of Cis, a man of the tribe of Benjamin, 
by the space of forty years. 

22 And when he had removed him, he 
raised up unto them David to be their 
king; to whom also he gave testimony, 
and said, I have found David the son of 
Jesse, a man after mine own heart, 
which shall fulfil all my will. 

23 Of this man’s seed hath God, ac- 
cording to his promise, raised unto 
Is'ra-él a Saviour, Jesus: 

24 When John had first preached be- 
fore his coming the baptism of repent- 
ance to all the people of Is’ra-él. 

25 And as John fulfilled his course, he 
said, Whom think ye that lam? I am 
not he. But, behold, there cometh one 
after me, whose shoes of his feet I am 
not worthy to loose. 

26 Men and brethren, children of the _ 
stock of Abraham, and ‘whosoever 
among you feareth God, to you is the 
word of this salvation sent. 

27 For they that dwell at Jerusalem, 
and their rulers, because they knew him 
not, nor yet the voices of the prophets 
which are read every sabbath day, 
they have fulfilled them in condemning 


im. 
28 And though they found no cause of 
death in him, yet desired they Pilate 
that he should be slain. 
29 And when they had fulfilled all that 
was written of him, they took him down 
from the tree, and laid him in a sepul- 


e. 

30 But God raised him from the dead: 

31 And he was seen many days of 
them which came-up with him from 
Galilee to Jerusalem, who are his wit- 
nesses unto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you glad ti- 
dings, how that the promise which was 
made unto the fathers, q 

33 God hath fulfilled the same unto us 
their children, in that he hath raised up 
Jesus again; as it is also written in the 
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second psalm, Thou art my Son, this 
day have I begotten thee. 

34 And as concerning that he raised 
him up from the dead, now no more to 
return to corruption, he said on this 
wise, I will give you the sure mercies of 
David. . 

35 Wherefore he saith also in another 
bsalm, Thou shalt not suffer thine Holy 
One to see corruption. : 

36 For David, after he had served his 
own generation by the will of God, fell 
on sleep, and was laid unto his fathers, 
and saw corruption: 

37 But he, whom God raised again, 
Saw no corruption. 

38: @ Be it known unto you therefore, 
men and brethren, that through this 
man is preached unto you the forgive- 


‘ness of sins: 


39 And by him all that believe are jus- 
tified from all things, from which ye 
could not be justified by the law. of 
Moses. ; 

40 Beware therefore, lest that come 
upon you, which is spoken ofin:the 
prophets; 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, 
and perish: for I work a workin your 
days, a work which ye shall in no wise 
believe, though a man declare it unto 


you. 


42-And when the Jews’ were gone out 
the synagogue, the Gén’tiles be- 
sought that these words might be 
preached to them the next sabbath. 

43 Now when the congregation was 
broken up, many of the Jews and reli- 
gious proselytes followed Paul and 
Barnabas; who, speaking to them, per- 
ao them to continue in the grace‘of 

od. 
44 @ And the next sabbath day came 


| almost the whole city together to hear 


the word of God. c 

45 But when the Jews saw the multi- 
tudes, they were filled with envy, and 
spake against those things which were 
spoken by Paul, contradicting and 
blaspheming, 

46 Then Paul and Barnabas waxed 
bold, and said, It was necessary that 
the word of God should first have been 
spoken to you: but seeing ye put it from 
you, and judge yourselves unworthy of 
everlasting life, lo, we turn to ‘the 


Gén’tiles. 
47 Tetra hath the Lord commanded 
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us, saying, I have ‘set thee to be a 
light of the Gén’tiles, that thou should- 
see = for salvation unto the ends of the 
earth. 

48 And when the Gén’tiles heard this, 
they were glad, and glorified the word 
of the Lord: and as many as were or- 
dained to eternal life believed. 

49 And the word of the Lord was pub- 
lished throughout all the region. 

50 But the Jews stirred up the devout 
and honorable: women, and the ‘chief 
men‘of the city, and raised persecution 
against Paul and Barnabas, and ex- 
pelled them out of their coasts. : 

51 But they shook off the dust of their 
feet’ against them; and came unto 

-co’ni-iim. sy ‘ 

52 And the disciples were’ filled with 
joy, and with the Holy Ghost. 


CHAPTER 14 
ND it came to pass in TI-co’ni-tim, 
that they went both together into 
the synagogue of the J ews, and so spake, 
that a great multitude both of the Jews 
and also of the Greeks believed, & 

2 But the unbelieving Jews stirred up: 
the Gén’tiles, and made their minds evil 
affected against the brethren, 

3 Long time: therefore abode they 
speaking boldly in the Lord, which gave’ 
testimony unto the word of his grace, 
and granted signs and wonders to be 
done by. their hands. ; 

4 But the multitude of the city was 
divided: and part held with the Jews, 
and part-with the apostles.

12 So that from his body were brought 
iefs or aprons, 
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and the diseases departed from them, 
and the evil spirits went out'of them. 

13 @ Then certain of the vagabond 
Jews, exorcists, took upon them to call 
over them which had evil spirits the 
name of the Lord Jesus, saying, We ad- 
jure you by Jesus whom Paul preacheth. 

14 And there were seven sons of one 
Sce’va, a Jew, and chief of the priests, 
which did so. 

15 And the evil spirit answered and 
said, Jesus I know, and Paul I know; 
but who are ye? 

16 And the man in whom the evil 
spirit was leaped on them, and over- 
came them, and prevailed against them, 
so that they fled out of that house naked 
and wounded. 

17 And this was known to all the Jews 
and Greeks also dwelling at Eph’é-stis; 
and fear fell on'them all, and the name 
of the Lord Jesus was magnified. 

18 And many that believed came, and 
confessed, and showed their deeds. — 

19 Many of them also which used 
curious arts brought their. books to- 
gether, and burned them before all 
men: and they counted the price of 
them, and found it fifty thousand 
pieces of silver. 

20 So mightily grew the word of God 
and prevailed. 

21 @ After these things were ended, 
Paul purposed in the spirit, when‘he had 
passed through Macedonia and A-ceha* 
ia, to go to Jerusalem, saying, After I 

ve been there, I must also see’ Rome. 

22 So he sent into Macedonia two of 
them that ministered unto him, Ti-mo- 
thé-iis and E-ras’tiis; but he himself 
stayed in Asia for a season. 

23 And the same time there arose no 
small stir about that way. 

24 For a certain man named Dé-mé 
tri-iis, a silversmith, which made silver 
shrines for Diana, brought no small 
gain unto the craftsmen; 

25 Whom he called together with the 
workmen of like occupation, and said, 
Sirs, ye know that by this craft we have 
our wealth. 

26 Moreover ye see and hear, that not 
alone at Eph’é-siis, but almost through- 
out all Asia, this Paul hath persuaded 
and turned away much people, saying 
that they be no gods, which are made 
with hands: 

27 So that not only this our’craft is in 


144 
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danger to be set at nought; but also that 
the temple of the great goddess Diana 
should be despised, and her magnifi- 
cence should be destroyed, whom all 
Asia and the world worshippeth. 

28 And when they heard these sayings, 
they were full of wrath, and cried out, 
saying, Great is Diana of the E-phé- 


sians. 

29 And the whole city was filled with 
confusion: and having caught Ga’iiis 
and Ar‘is-tar’chtis, men of Macédonia, 
Paul’s companions in travel, they rushed 
with one accord into the theatre. 

30 And when Paul would have entered 
in unto the people, the disciples suffered 
him not, 

31 And certain of the chief’ of Asia, 
which were his friends, sent unto him, 
desiring him that he would not adven- 
ture himself into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one thing, 
and some another: for the assembly was 
confused; and the more part knew not 
wherefore they were come together. 

33. And they drew Alexander out of the 
multitude, the Jews putting him for- 
ward. And Alexander beckoned with 
the hand, and would have made his 
defense unto the people. 

34 But when they knew that he was a 
Jew, all with one voice about the space 
of two hours cried out, Great is Diana 
of the: E-phé’ siiins. 

35 And when the townclerk had ap- 
peased the people, he said, Ye men 
of Eph’é-siis, what man is there that 
knoweth not how that the city of the 
E-phé’sidns is a worshipper of the great 
goddess Diana, and of the image which 
fell down from Jupiter? 

36 Seeing then that these things can- 
not be spoken against, ye ought to be 
quiet, and to do nothing rashly. 

37 For ye have brought hither these 
men, which are neither robbers of 
churches, nor yet blasphemers of your 
goddess. 

38 Wherefore if Dé-mé’tri-iis, and the 
craftsmen which are with him, have 
a matter against any man, the law is 
open, and there are deputies: let them 
implead one another. 

39 But if ye inquire any thing con- 
cerning other matters, it shall be deter- 
mined in a lawful assembly. .

13 @ And we went before to ship, and 
Sailed unto As’sés, there intending to 
take in Paul: for so had he appointed, 
minding himself to go afoot. s 
‘14 And when he met with us at As’sés, 
we took him in, and came to Mit’y-lé’né.

15 Now therefore ye with the council 
signify to the chief captain that he bring 
him down unto «you to-morrow, as 
. though ye would inquire something more 
perfectly concerning him: and we, or 
ever he come near, are ready to kill him. 

16 And when Paul’s sister’s son heard 
of their lying in wait, he went and en- 
tered into the castle, and told Paul. 

17 Then Paul called one of the cen- 
turions unto him, and said, Bring this 
young man unto the chief captain: for 
he hath a certain thing to tell him. 
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18 So he took him, and brought Aim 
to the chief captain, and said, Paul the 
prisoner called me unto him, and prayed 
me to bring this young man unto thee, 
who hath something to say unto thee. 

19 Then the chief captain took him by 
the hand, and went with him aside pri- 
vately, and asked him, What is that 
thou hast to tell me? ‘ ‘ 

20. And he said, The Jews have agreed 
to desire thee that thou wouldest bring 
down Paul to-morrow into the council, 
as though they would inquire somewhat 
of him more perfectly. j 

21 But do not thou yield unto them: for 
there lie in wait for him of them more 
than forty men, which have bound 
themselves with an oath, that they will 
neither eat nor drink till they have 
killed him: and. now:are they ready, 
looking for a promise from thee. 

22 So the chief captain then let the 
young man depart, and charged him, 
See thou tell no man that thou hast: 
showed these things to me. phn ie 

23 And he called unto him two. cen- 
turions, saying, Make ready two hun- 
dred soldiers to go to Cas‘a-ré’a, and 
horsemen threescore and:.ten, and 
spearmen two hundred, at the third hour 
of the night; : 

24 And provide them beasts, that they 
may set Paul on, and bring him safe 
unto Felix the governor. 

25 And he wrote a letter after. this 
manner: : 
26 Claudius Lys’i-as unto the most ex- 
cellent governor Felix sendeth greeting.

CHAPTER 26

7 Unto which promise our twelve 
tribes, instantly serving God day and 
night, hope to come. For which hope’s 
sake, king A-grip’pa, I am accused of 
the Jews. 


Paul speaketh for himself before Agrippa 


a light from heaven, above the bright- 
ness of the sun, shining round about 
me and them which journeyed with me. 

14 And when we were all fallen to the 
earth, I heard a voice speaking unto me, 
and saying in the Hebrew tongue, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me? it is 
hard for thee to kick against the pricks. 

15 And I said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And he said, Iam Jesus whom thou per- 
secutest. 

16 But rise, and stand upon thy feet: 
for I have appeared unto thee for this 
purpose, to make thee a minister and a 
witness both of these things which thou 
hast seen, and of those things in the 
which I will appear unto thee; 

17 Delivering thee from the people, 
and from the Gén’tiles, unto whom now 
I send thee, ; 

18. To open their eyes, and to turn 
them from darkness to light,.and from 
the power of Satan unto God, that they 
may receive forgiveness of sins, and in- 
heritance among them which are sanc- 
tified by faith that is in me. 

19 Whereupon, O king A-grip’pa, I 
was not disobedient unto the heavenly 
vision: 

20 But showed first unto them of 
Damascus, and at Jerusalem, and 
throughout all the coasts of Judea, and 
then to the Gén’tiles, that they should 
repent and turn to God, and do works 
meet for repentance. 

21 For these causes the Jews caught 
me in the temple, and went about to

raise the dead? 

9 I verily thought with myself, that I 
ought to do many things contrary to the 
name of Jesus of Nazareth. 

10 Which thing I also did in Jerusalem:

prison, having received authority from 
the chief priests; and when they were 
put to death, I gave my voice against 
them. 

11 And I punished them oft in every 
synagogue, and compelled them to 
blaspheme; and being exceedingly mad 
against them, I persecuted them even 
unto strange Cities. 

12 Whereupon as I went to Damascus 
with authority and commission from 
the. chief pie! 

13 At midday,/O king, I saw in the way 
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God, I continue unto this day, witness- 
ing both to small and great, saying none 
other things than those which the 
prophets and Moses»did say should 
come: ! 

23 That Christ should suffer, and that | 
he should be the first that should rise — 
from the dead, and should show light | 
unto the people, and to the Gén’tiles. 

24 And as he thus spake for himself, 
Festus said with a loud voice, Paul, 
thou art beside thyself; much) learning 
doth make thee mad. 

25 But he said, Iam not mad, most

26 For the king knoweth of these 
things, before whom also I speak freely: 
for I am persuaded that none of these

things are hidden from him; for this 
thing was not done in a corner. 

27 King A-grip’pa, believest thou the 
prophets? I know that thou believest. 

28 Then A-grip’pa said unto Paul, Al- 
most thou persuadest me to be a 
Christian. 

29 And Paul said, I would to God, that 
not only thou, but also‘all that hear me 
this day, were both almost, and alto- 
gether such as I am, except these bonds. 

30 And when he had thus spoken, the 
king rose up, and the governor, and 
Bér-ni’cé, and they that sat with them: 

31 And ‘when they were gone aside, 
they talked between themselves, say- 
ing, This man doeth nothing worthy of 
death or of bonds. 

32 Then said A-grip’pa unto Festus, 
This man might have been set at liberty, 
if he had not appealed unto Cesar. 


: CHAPTER 27. 
ND when it was determined that we 
should sail into Italy, they de- 
livered Paul and certain other prisoners 
unto one named Julius, a centurion of 
Augustus’ band. 

2 And entering into a ship of Ad’ra- 
myt’ti-im, we launched, meaning to 
sail by the coasts of Asia; one is- 
tar’chtis, a Macedonian of Thés’sa- 
16-ni'ca, being with us. 

3 And the next day we touched at 
Sidon. And Julius courteously en- 
treated Paul, and gave him liberty to go 
unto his friends to refresh himself. 

4 And when we had launched from 
thence, we sailed under Cyprus, be- 
cause the winds were contrary. 

5 And when we had sailed over the sea 
of Ci-li’ci-a and Pam-phyl’i-a, we came 
to My’ra, a city of Lyc’i-a. : 

6 And there the centurion found a ship 
of Alexandria sailing into Italy; and he 
put us therein. 

7 And when we had sailed slowly many 
days, and scarce were come over against 
Cni'diis, the wind not suffering us, we 
sailed under Crete, over against Sal- 
mo’né; ; 

8 And, hardly passing it, came unto a 
place which is called the Fair Havens; 
nigh whereunto was the city of La-sé’a. 

9 Now when much time was spent, and 
when sailing was now dangerous, be- 
cause the fast was now already past, 
Paul admonished them, ; 
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10 And said unto them, Sirs, I perceive 
that this voyage will be with hurt and 
much damage, not only of the lading 
and ship, but also of our lives. 

11 Neverthelessthe centurion believed 
the master and the owner of the ship, 
more than those things which were 
spoken by Paul. 

12 And because the haven was not 
commodious to winter in, the more part 
advised to depart thence also, if by any 
means they might attain to Phé-ni’cé, 
and there to winter; which is a haven of 
Crete, and lieth toward the southwest 
and northwest. 

13 And when the south wind blew 
softly, supposing that they had obtained 
their purpose, loosing thence, they 
sailed close by Crete. 

14 But not long after there arose 
against it a tempestuous wind, called 
Eu-roc’ly-don. 

15 And when the ship was caught, and 
could not bear up into the wind, we let 
her drive. j 

16 And running under a certain island 
which is called Clauda, we had much 
work to come by the boat: rete 

17 Which when they had takén up, 
they used helps, undergirding the ship; 
and, fearing lest they should fall into 
the quicksands, struck sail, and so were 
driven. } 

18 And we being exceedingly tossed 
with a tempest, the next day they light- 
ened the ship; 

19 And the third day we cast out with 
our own hands the tackling of the ship. 

20 And when neither sun nor stars in 
many days appeared, and no. small 
tempest lay on us, all hope that we 
should be saved was then taken away. 

21 But after long abstinence, Paul 
stood forth in the midst of them, and 
said, Sirs, ye should have hearkened 
unto me, and not have loosed from 
i and to have gained this harm and 
oss. 

22 And now I exhort you to be of good 
cheer: for there shall be no loss of any 
man’s life among you, but of the ship. 

23 For there stood by me this night 
the angel of God, whose Iam, and whom 
I serve, 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou must 
te brought before Cesar: and, lo, God 
Hath given thee all them that sail with 

ee. y 
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25 Wherefore, sirs, be of good cheer: 
for I'believe God, that. it shall be even 
as it was told mew « 

26 Howbeit’ we must be cast upon a 
certain island. : 

27 But when. the fourteenth night was 
come, as we were driven up and down 
in A’dri-a, about midnight the shipmen 
deemed that they drew near to some 


country; 

28 And sounded, and found it twenty 
fathoms: and. when they had gone a 
little further, they sounded again, and 
found it fifteen fathoms. 

29 Then fearing lest we should have 
fallen upon rocks, they cast four anchors 
out of the stern, and wished for the day. 

30: And as the shipmen were about to 
flee out of the ship, when they had let 
down the boat into the sea, under color 
as though they would have cast anchors 
out of the foreship, 

31 Paul ‘said to the centurion and to 
the soldiers, Except these abide in the 
ship, ye cannot be saved. 

32 Then the soldiers cut-off the ropes 
of the boat, and let her fall off. 

33 And while the day was coming on; 
Paul besought them all to take meat, 
saying, This day is the fourteenth day 
that ‘ye have -tarried and: continued 
fasting, having taken nothing. 

34 Wherefore I pray you to take some 
meat; for this is for your health: for 
there shall not a hair fall from the head 
of any of you. 

35°And a he had thus spoken, he 
took bread, and gave thanks to God in 
ac of them all; and when he had 

roken if, he began to‘eat. 

36 Then were they all of good cheer, 
and they also took some meat. 

37 And we were in all in the ship two 
hundred threescore and sixteen souls. 

38 And when ng had eaten enough, 
they lightened the ship, and cast out 
the wheat into the sea. < 

39 And when it was day, they knew not 
the land: but they discovered a certain 
creek with a shore, into the which they 
were minded, if it were possible, to 
thrust in the ship. 

40 And when they had taken up the 
anchors, they committed themselves 
unto the sea, and loosed the rudder 
bands,-and hoisted up the mainsail to 
the wind, and made toward shore. 

41 And falling into a place where two

seas met, they: ran the ship aground; 
and the forepart, stuck fast, and: re- 
mained unmoyable, but the hinder part 
was: broken with the violence of the 
waves.

And 
so it came to pass, that they seg all 
safe to land.

7 To all that be in Rome, beloved of 
God, called to be saints: Grace to you, 
and peace, from God our Father and the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

8 First, I thank my God through Jesus 
Christ for you all, that your faith is 
spoken of throughout the whole world. 

9 For God is my witness, whom I serve 
with my spirit in the gospel of his Son, 
that without ceasing I make mention of 
you always in my prayers; 

10 Making request, if by any means 
now at length I might have a prosperous 
journey by the will of God to come unto 


ou. 

11 For I long to see you, that I may im- 
part unto you some spiritual gift, to the 
end ye may be established; 

12 That is, that I may be comforted 
together with you by the mutual faith 
both of you and me. : 

13 Now I would not have you ignorant, 
brethren, that oftentimes I purposed to 
come unto you, (but was let hitherto,) 
that I might have some fruit among you 
also, even as among other Gén’tiles. 

14 I am debtor both to the Greeks, 
and to the Barbarians; both to the wise, 
and to the unwise. 

15 So, as much as in me is, I am ready 
to preach the gospel to you that are at 
Rome also. 

16 For I am not ashamed of the gospel 
of Christ: for it is the power of God unto 


salvation to:every one that believeth; to 
the Jew first, and also to the Greek. 

17 For therein is the righteousness of 
God revealed. from faith to faith: as it 
is written, The just shall live by faith. 

18 For the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness and 
unrighteousness of men, who hold the 
truth in unrighteousness; 

19 Because that which may be known 
of God is manifest in them; for God 
hath showed it unto them. 

20 For the invisible things of him from 
the creation of the world are clearly 
seen, being understood by the things 
that are made, even his eternal power 
and Godhead; so that they are without 
excuse: 

21 Because that, when they knew God, 
they glorified him not as God, neither 
were thankful; but became vain in their 
imaginations, and their foolish heart 
was darkened. 

22 Professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools, 

23 And changed the glory of the un- 
corruptible God into an image made 
like to corruptible man, and to birds, 
and four-footed beasts, and creeping 
things. 

24 Wherefore God also gave them up 
to uncleanness, through the lusts of 
their own hearts, to dishonor their own 
bodies between themselves: 

25 Who changed the truth of God into 
a lie, and worshipped and served the 
creature more than the Creator, who is 
blessed for ever. Amen. ; 

26 For this cause God gave them up 
unto vile affections: for even their 
women did change the natural use into 
that which is against nature: 

27 And likewise also the men, leaving 
the natural use of the woman, burned 
in their lust one toward another; men 
with men working that which is un- 
seemly, and receiving in themselves 
that recompense of their error which 
was meet. i a 

28 And even as they did not like to 
retain God in their knowledge, God 
gave them over to a reprobate mind, to 
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do those things which are not con- 
venient; 

29 Being filled with all unrighteous- 
ness, fornication, wickedness, covetous- 
ness, maliciousness; full ofenvy, murder, 
debate, deceit, malignity; whisperers, 

30 Backbiters, haters of God, despite- 
ful, proud, boasters, inventors of evil 
things, disobedient to parents, 

31 Without understanding, covenant- 
breakers, without natural affection, im- 
placable, unmerciful: 

_ 32 Who, knowing the judgment of God, 

that they which commit such things 
are worthy of death, not only do the 
same, but have pleasure in them that 
do them. 


CHAPTER 2 


; "[ HEREFORE thou art inexcusable, 
O man, whosoever thou art that 
judgest: for wherein thou judgest 
another, thou condemnest thyself; for 
thou that judgest doest the same things. 
2 But we are sure that the judgment of 
God is according to truth against them 
which commit such things.

~6 ‘Who will render to every man ac- 
cording to his deeds: i 

7 To them who by patient continuance 
in well doing seek for glory and honor 
and immortality, eternal life: : 

8 But unto them that are contentious, 
and do not obey the truth, but obey un- 
righteousness, indignation and wrath, 

9 Tribulation and anguish, upon every 
~ soul of man that doeth evil; of the Jew 
first, and also of the Gén’tile; 

10 But glory, honor, and peace, to 
every man that worketh good; to the 
Jew first, and also to the Gén’tile: 

11 For there is no respect of persons 
with God. : ; 

12 For as many as have sinned with- 
out law shall also perish without law; 
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and as many as have sinned in the law 
shall be judged by the law; 

213 (For not the hearers of the law are 
just before God, but the doers of the 
law shall be justified. 

14 For when the Gén’tiles, which have 
not the law, do by nature the things con- 
tained in the law, these, having not the 
law, are a law unto themselves: 

15. Which show the work of the law 
written in their hearts, their conscience 
also bearing witness, and their thoughts 
the mean while accusing or else excus- 
ing one another;) 

16 In the day when God shall judge 
the secrets of men by Jesus Christ 
according to my gospel, 

17 Behold, thou art called a Jew, and 
restest in the law, and makest thy boast 
of God, : 

18 And knowest his will, and approvest 
the things that are more excellent, be- 
ing instructed out of the law; 

19 And art confident that thou thyself 
art a guide of the blind, a light of them 
which are in darkness, 

20 Aninstructor of the foolish, 'a teacher 
of babes, which hast the form of knowl- 
edge and of the truth in the law. 

21 Thou therefore which teachest an- 
other, teachest thou not thyself? thou 
that preachest a man should not steal, 
dost thou steal? 

22 Thou that sayest a man should not 
commit adultery, dost thou commit 
adultery? thou that abhorrest idols, dost 
thou commit sacrilege? 

23 Thou that makest thy boast of the 
law, through breaking the law dishonor- 
est thou God? 

24 For the name of God is blasphemed 
among the Gén’tiles through you, as it 
is written. ! 

25 For circumcision verily profiteth, 
if thou keep the law: but if thou be a 
breaker of the law, thy circumcision is 
made uncircumcision. 

26 Therefore, if the uncircumcision 
keep the righteousness of the law, shall 
not his uncircumcision be counted for 
circumcision? 

27 And shall not uncircumcision which 
is by nature, if it fulfil the law, judge 
thee, who by the letter and circumcision 
dost transgress the law? 

28 For he is not a Jew, which is one 
outwardly; neither is that circumcision, 
which is outward in the flesh: 
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20 Butthe is‘a Jew, which is one in- 
ae and ‘circumcision is that of the 
eart, in the spirit, and not in the letter; 
ae praise zs not of men, but of God.

7-For scattely fora righteous j man will 
one die: yet peradventure for. a good 
man some would even dare to die. 

8 But God commendeth his love to- 
ward us, in that, while we were yet sin- 
ners, Christ died for us. 

9 Much more then, being now justified 
by. his blood, we shall be saved: drom 
wrath through him. 

10 For if, when we were enemies, we 
were reconciled to God by: the death of 
his Son; much more, being reconciled, 
we-shall be saved: by his life, ..- 

11 And not only so, but we also j joy in 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom we have now reasived the ayoner 
ment. ; sin Dirotie 
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12 Wherefore, as by one man sin en- 
tered into the world, and death by sin; 
and so death passed upon all men, for 
that all have sinned: 

13 (For until the law sin was in the 
world: but sin is not imputed when there 


- is no law. 


14 Nevertheless death reigned from 
Adam to Moses, even over them that 
had not sinned after the similitude of 
Adam’s transgression, who is the figure 
of him that was to come. 

15 But not as the offense, so also zs the 
free gift: for if through the offense of 
one many be dead, much more the 
grace of God, and the gift by grace, 
which is by one man, Jesus Christ, hath 
abounded unto many. 

16 And not as if was by one that sinned, 
so is the gift: for the judgment was by 
one to condemnation, but the free gift is 
of many offenses unto justification. 

17 For if by one man’s offense death 
reigned by one; much more they which 
receive abundance of grace and of the 
gift of righteousness shall reign in life 
by one, Jesus Christ.) 

18 Therefore, as by the offense of one 
judgment came upon all men to con- 
demnation; even so by the righteous- 
ness of one the free gift came upon all 
men unto justification of life. 

19 For as by one man’s disobedience 
many were made sinners, so by the 
obedience of one shall‘:many be made 
righteous. 

20 Moreover the law entered, that the 
offense might abound. But where sin 
abounded, grace did much more abound: 

21 That as sin hath reigned unto death, 
even so might grace reign through 
righteousness unto eternal life by Jesus 
Christ our Lord. 


CHAPTER 6 


Wet shall we say then? Shall we 
continue in sin, that grace may 
abound? 

2 God forbid. How shall we, that are 
dead to sin, live any longer therein? 

3 Know ye not, that so many of us as 
were baptized into Jesus Christ were 
baptized into his death? 

4 Therefore we are buried with him 
by baptism into death: that like as Christ 
was raised up from the dead by the 
glory of the Father, even so we also 
should walk in newness of life. 


Of death and sin. Life unto God 


5 For if we have been planted together 
in the likeness of his death, we shall be 
also in the likeness of his resurrection: 

6 Knowing this, that our old man is 
crucified with him, that the body of sin 
might be destroyed, that henceforth we 
should not serve sin. 

7 For he that is dead is freed from sin. 

8 Now if we be dead with Christ, we 
believe that we shall also live with him: 

9 Knowing that Christ being raised 
from the dead dieth no more; death hath 
no more dominion over him. 

10 For in that he died, he died unto sin 
once: but in that he liveth, he liveth 
unto God, 

11 Likewise reckon ye also yourselves 
to be dead indeed unto sin, but alive 
unto God through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. 

12 Let not sin therefore reign in your 
mortal body, that ye should obey it in 
the lusts thereof. 

13 Neither yield ye your members as 
instruments of unrighteousness unto 
sin: but yield yourselves unto God, as 
those that are alive from the dead, and 
your members as instruments of right- 
eousness unto God. 

14 For sin shall not have dominion 
over you: for ye are not under the law, 
but under grace. 

15 What then? shall we sin, because 
we are not under the law, but under 
grace? God forbid. 

16 Know ye not, that to whom ye yield 
yourselves servants to obey, his serv- 
ants ye are to whom ye obey; whether 
of sin unto death, or of obedience unto 
righteousness? 

17 But God be thanked, that ye were 
the servants of sin, but ye have obeyed 
from the heart that form of doctrine 
which was delivered you. 

18 Being then made free from sin, ye 
became the servants of righteousness. 

19 I speak after the manner of men be- 
cause of the infirmity of your flesh: for 
as ye have yielded your members serv- 
ants to uncleanness and to iniquity unto 
iniquity; even so now yield your mem- 
bers servants to righteousness unto 
holiness. 

20 For when ye were the servants of 
sin, ye were free from righteousness. 

21 What fruit had ye then in those 
things whereof ye are now ashamed? for 
the end of those things is death. 
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22 But now being made free from sin, 
and become servants to God, ye have 
your fruit unto holiness, and the end 
everlasting life. 

23 For the wages of sin is death; but 
the gift of God is eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 


CHAPTER 7 


Kxow ye not, brethren, (for I speak 

to them that know the law,) how 
that the law hath dominion over a man 
as long as he liveth? 

2 For the woman which hath a hus- 
band is bound by the law to her husband 
so long as he liveth; but if the husband 
be dead, she is loosed from the law of 
her husband. 

.3 So then if, while her husband liveth, 
-she be married to another man, she shall 
be called an adulteress: but if her hus- 
band be dead, she is free from that law; 
so that she is no adulteress, though she 
be married to another man. : 

4 Wherefore, my brethren, ye also are 
become dead to the law by the body of 
Christ; that ye should be married to 
another, even to him who is raised from 
the dead, that we should bring forth 
fruit unto God. 

5 For when we were in the flesh, the 
motions of sins, which were by the law, 
did work in our members to bring forth 
fruit unto death. 

6 But now we are delivered from the 
law, that being dead wherein we were 
held; that we should serve in newness 
of spirit, and not in the oldness of the 
letter: 

7 What shall we say then? Js the law 
sin? God forbid. Nay, I had not known 
sin, but by the law: for I had not known 
lust, except the law had said, Thou shalt 
not covet. 

8 But sin, taking occasion by the com- 
mandment, wrought in me all manner of 
concupiscence. For without the law sin 
was dead. 

__9 For I was alive without the law once: 
but when the commandment came, sin 
revived, and I died. ‘ 

10 And the commandment, which was 
ordained to life, found to be unto death. 

11 For sin, taking occasion by the com- 
mandment, deceived me, and by it slew 


me. 
12 Wherefore the law is holy, and the 
commandment holy, and just, and good. 
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13 Was then that which is good made 
death unto me? God forbid. But sin, 
that it might appear sin, working death 
in me by that which is good; that sin by 
the commandment might become ex- 
ceeding sinful. 

14 For we know that the law is spirit- 
ual: but I am carnal, sold under sin. 

15 For that which I do, I allow not: for 
what I would, that do I not; but what I 
hate, that do I. 

16 If then I do that which I would not, 
I consent unto the law that it is good. 

17 Now then it is no more I that do it, 
but sin that dwelleth in me. 

18 For I know that in me (that is, in my 
flesh,) dwelleth no good thing: for to 
will is present with me; but how to per- 
form that which is good I find not. 

19 For the:good that I would, I do 
not: but the evil which I would not, 
that I do. 

20 Now if I do that I would not, itis no 
more I that do it, but sin that dwelleth 
in me. ‘ 

21 I find then a law, that, when I would 
do good, evil is present with me. 

22 For I delight in the law of God after 
the inward man: . 

23 But I see another law in my mem- 
bers, warring against the law of my 
mind; and bringing me into captivity to 
the law of sin which is in my members. 

24 O wretched man that I am! who 
shall deliver me from the body of this 
death? 

25 I thank God through Jesus Christ 
our Lord. So then with the mind I my-: 
self serve the law of God; but with the 
flesh the law of sin. 


CHAPTER 8 


IHERE is therefore now no condem- 
nation to them which are in Christ 
Jesus, who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the Spirit. ; 
2 For the law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus hath made me free from 
the law of sin and death. 

3 For what the law could not do, in that 
it was weak through the flesh, God 
sending his own Son in the likeness of 
sinful flesh, and for sin, condemned sin 
in the flesh: ; 

4 That the righteousness of the law 
might be fulfilled in us, who walk not 
after the flesh, but after the Spirit. . 

5 For they that are after the flesh do 
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mind: the things of;the flesh; but they 
that are after the Spirit, the things of 


the Spirit. 

6 For to be carnally minded is death; 
but-to be spiritually minded is life and 
peace. 

7 Because the carnal mind is enmity 
against-God: for it is not subject to the 
law of God, neither indeed can be. 

8 So then they that are in the flesh can- 
not please God. 

9 But ye are not in the flesh, but in the 
Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of God 
dwell in you. Now if any man have not 
the Spirit of»Christ,:he is none of his. 

10 And if Christ be in you, the hody is 
dead because of sin; but the Spirit is 
life because of righteousness. 

11 Butdf the Spirit of him that raised 

up Jésus from the dead dwell in you, he 
thetrdtoedann Christ from the dead shall 
also quicken your mortal bodies’ by his 
Spirit that dwelleth in you, 

12 Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, 
not to the flesh, to live after the flesh. 

13 For if ye live afterthe flesh; ye shall 
on but if ye through the Spirit do

15 For ye have not received the spirit

19 For the earnest expectation of the

RETHREN, my heart’s desire and 
prayer to God for Is‘ra-él is, that 
they might be saved. 

2 For I bear them record that they have 
a zeal of God, but not according to 
knowledge. 

3 For they, being ignorant of God’s 
righteousness, and going about to es- 
tablish their own righteousness, have 
not submitted themselves unto the 
righteousness of God. 

4 For Christ is the end of the law for 
righteousness to every one that be- 
lieveth. . 

5 For Moses describeth the righteous- 
ness which is of the law, That the man 
ern doeth those things shall live by 

em. 

6 But the righteousness which is of 
faith speaketh on this wise, Say not in 
thine heart, Who shall ascend into 
heaven? (that is, to bring Christ down 
from above:) 

7 Or, Who shall descend into the deep? 
(that is, to bring up Christ again from 
the dead.) 

8 But what saith it? The word is nigh 
thee, even in thy mouth, and in thy 
heart: that is, the word of faith, which 
we preach; 

9 That if thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt be- 
lieve in thine heart that God hath raised 
him from the dead, thou shalt be saved. 

10 For with the heart man believeth 
unto righteousness; and with the mouth 
confession is made unto salvation. 

11 For the Scripture saith, Whosoever 
believeth on him shall not be ashamed. 

12 For there is no difference between 
the Jew and the Greek: for the same 
Lord over all is rich unto all that call 
upon him. 

13 For whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved. 


14 How then shall they call on him in 
whom they have not believed? and how 
shall they believe in him of whom they 
have not heard? and how shall they hear 
without a preacher? 

15 And how shall they preach, except 
they be sent? as it is written, How 
beautiful are the feet of them that 
preach the gospel of peace, and bring 
glad tidings of good things! 

16 But they have not all obeyed the 
gospel. For E-sa’ias saith, Lord, who 
hath believed our report? : 

17 So then faith cometh by hearing, 
and hearing by the word of God. 

18 But I say, Have they not heard? 
Yes verily, their sound went into all the 
earth, and their words unto the ends of 
the world. 

19 But I say, Did not Is’ra-é1 know? 
First Moses saith, I will provoke you to 
jealousy by them that are no people, 
and by a foolish nation I will anger you. 

20 But E-sa’iasis very bold, and saith, 
Iwas found of them that sought me not; 
I was made manifest unto them that 
asked not after me. 

21 But to Is’ra-él he saith, All day long 
I have stretched forth my hands unto a 
disobedient and gainsaying people. 

CHAPTER 11 
I SAY then, Hath God cast away his 
people? God forbid. For I also am 
an Is’ra-él-ite, of the seed of Abra- 
ham, of the tribe of Benjamin. 

2 God hath not cast away his people 
which he foreknew. Wot ye not what 
the Scripture saith of E-li’4s? how he 
maketh intercession to. God against 
Is'ra-8l, saying, 

3 Lord, they have killed thy aah phan 
and digged down thine altars; and Iam 
left alone, and they seek my life, 

4 But what saith the answer of God 
unto him? I have reserved to myself 
seven thousand men, who have not 
bowed the knee to the image of Ba’al. 

5 Even so then at this present time 
also there is a remnant according to the 
election of grace. i 

6 And if by grace, then zs if no more of 
works: otherwise grace is no more 
grace. But if it be of works, thenis it no 
eee grace: otherwise work is no more 
work, © i 

7 What then? Is’ra-é1 hath not ob- 
tained that which he seeketh for; but 
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the election hath obtained it, and the 
rest were blinded 

8 (According as it is written, God hath 
given them the spirit of slumber, eyes 
that they should not see, and ears that 
they should not hear;) unto this day. 

9 And David saith, Let their table 
be made a snare, and a trap, and a 
eroeebeeet lock and a recompense unto 
them: 

10 Let their eyes be darkened, that 
they may not see, and bow down. their 
back alway. 

11 I say then, Have they stumbled that 
they should fall? God forbid: but 
rather through their fall salvation is 
come unto the Gén’tiles, for to provoke 
them to jealousy. 

12 Now if the fall of them be the riches 

_ of the world, and the diminishing of 
them the riches of the Gén’tiles; how 
much more their fulness? 

13 For I speak to you Gén’tiles, inas- 
much as I am the apostle of the Gén‘ 
tiles, I magnify mine office: 

14 If by any means I may provoke to 
emulation them which are my flesh, and 
might save some of them. 

15 For if the casting away of them be 
the reconciling of the world, what shall 
the receiving of them be, but life from 
the dead? 

16 For if the firstfruit be holy, the lump 
ts also holy: and if the root be holy, so 
are the branches. 

17 And if some of the branches be 
broken off, and thou, being a wild olive 
tree, wert graffed in among them, and 
with them partakest of the root and fat- 
ness of the olive tree; 

18 Boast not against the branches. 
But if thou boast, thou bearest not the 
root, but the root thee, 

19 Thou wilt say then, The branches 
were broken off, that I might be graffed 


in. 
. 20 Well; because of unbelief they were 

broken off, and thou standest by faith. 
_ Be not high-minded, but fear: 

21 For if God spared not the natural 
branches, take heed lest he also spare 
not thee. ‘ 

22 Behold therefore the goodness and 
severity of God: on them which fell, 
severity; but toward thee, goodness, if 
thou continue in his goodness: other- 
wise thou also shalt be cut off. : 
23 And they also, if they abide not still 
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in unbelief, shall be graffed in: for God 
is able to graff them in again. 

24 For if thou wert cut out of the olive 
tree which is wild by nature, and wert 
gtaffed contrary to nature into a good 
olive tree; how much more shall these, 
which be the natural branches, be 
graffed into their own olive tree? 

25 For I would not, brethren, that ye 
should be ignorant of this mystery, lest 
ye should be wise in your own conceits, 
that blindness in part is happened to 
Is'ra-él, until the fulness of the Gén’tiles 
be come in. : 

26 And. go all Is’ra-é1 shall be saved: 
as it is written, There shall come out of 
Si’on the Deliverer, and shall turn away 
ungodliness from Jacob: 

27 For this is my covenant unto them, 
when I shall take away their sins. 

28 As concerning the gospel, they are 
enemies for your sakes: but as touching 
the election, they are beloved for the 
fathers’ sakes. 

29 For the gifts and calling of God are 
without repentance. 

30 For as ye in times past. have not 
believed God, yet have now obtained 
mercy through their unbelief: 

31 Even so have these also now not be- 
lieved, that through your mercy they 
also may obtain mercy. 

32 For God hath concluded them all in 
unbelief, that he might have mercy 
upon all. 

33 O the depth of the riches both of the 
wisdom and knowledge of God! how 
unsearchable are his judgments, and 
his ways past finding out! 

34 For who hath known the mind of the 
Lord? or who hath been his counselor? 

35 Or who hath first given to him, and 
it shall be recompensed unto him again? 

36 For of him,.and through him, and to 
him, are all things: to whom be glory for 
ever. Amen.

I BESEECH you therefore, brethren,

10 Be kindly affectioned one to another 
with brotherly love; in honor preferring 
one another; 

11 Not slothful in business; fervent in 
spirit; serving the Lord; 

12 Rejoicing in hope; patient in tribu- 
lation; continuing instant in prayer; 

13° Distributing to the necessity of 
saints; given to hospitality. 

14 Bless them which persecute you: 
bless, and curse not. 

15 Rejoice with them that do rejoice, 
and weep with them that weep. 

16 Be of the same mind one toward 
another, Mind not high things, but con- 
descend to men of low estate. Be not 
wise in your own conceits. 

17 Recompense to no man eyil for 
evil. Provide things honest in the sight 
of all men. 

18 If it be possible, as much as lieth in 
you, live peaceably with all men. 

19 Dearly beloved, avenge not your- 
selves, but rather give place tinto wrath: 
for it is written, thes jeer is mine; I 
will repay, saith the Lo 

20 Therefore if thine anal hunger, 
feed him; if he thirst, give him drink: 
for in so doing thou shalt heap coals of 
fire on his head. >

24 Whensoever I take my journey into 
Spain, I will come to you: for I trust to 
see you in my journey, and to be 
brought on my way thitherward by you, 
if first I be somewhat filled with your 
company. 

25 But now I go unto Jerusalem to 
minister unto the saints.

26 For it hath pleased them of Mace- 
donia and A-cha’ia to make a certain 
contribution for the poor saints which 
are at Jerusalem.

14 Salute A-syn’cri-tiis, Phlé’gin, 
Hér’mas, Pat’rd-bas, Hér’més, and the 
brethren which are with them. 

15 Salute Phi-lol’/6-gis, and Julia, 
Né’reiis, and his sister, and O-ljm‘ 
pas, and all the saints which are with 
them. 

16 Salute one another with a holy kiss. 
The churches of Christ salute you. 

17 Now I beseech you, brethren, mark 
them which cause divisions and offenses 
contrary to the doctrine which ye have 
learned; and avoid them. 

18 For they that are such serve not our 
Lord Jesus Christ, but their own belly; 
and by good words and fair speeches 
deceive the hearts of the simple. 

19 For your obedience is come abroad 
unto all men. ‘I am glad therefore on 


ROMANS 16 


your behalf: but yet I would have you 
wise unto that which is good, and sim- 
ple concerning evil. 

20 And the God of peace shall bruise 
Satan under your feet shortly. The 
grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with 
you.. Amen. 

21 Ti-mo’thé-ts my workfellow, and 
Lucius, and Ja’son, and S0-sip’4-tér, 
my kinsmen, salute you. 

22 I Tér’ti-tis, who wrote this epistle, 
salute you in the Lord. 

23 Ga’its mine host, and of the whole 
church, saluteth you. E-ras’tts the 
chamberlain of the city saluteth you, 
and Quartus a brother. 

24 The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ 
be with you all. Amen. 

25 Now to him that is of power to 
stablish you according to my gospel, and 
the preaching of Jesus Christ, according 
to the revelation of the mystery, which 
was kept secret since the world began, 

26 But now is made manifest, and by 
the Scriptures of the prophets, accord- 
ing to the commandment of the ever- 
lasting God, made known to all nations 
for the obedience of faith: 

27 To God only wise, be glory through 
Jesus Christ for ever. Amen.

CHAPTER 1 : 
pave. called fo be an apostle of Jesu 
Christ through the will of God, and 
Sos’thé-nés our brother, : 

2 Unto the church of God which is at 
Corinth, to them.that are sanctified in 
Christ Jesus, called fo be saints, with 
all that in every place call upon the 
name of Jesus Christ our Lord, both 
theirs and ours: 

3 Grace be unto you, and peace, from 
God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

4 I thank my God always on your be- 
half, for the grace of God which is given 
you by Jesus Christ; 


5 That in every thing ye are enriched 
by him, in all utterance, and in all 
knowledge; 

6 Even as the testimony of Christ was 
confirmed in you: : 

7 So that ye come behind in: no gift; 
waiting for the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ: 

8 Who shall also confirm you unto the 
end, that ye. may be blameless in the 
day of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

9 God is faithful, by whom ye were 
called unto the fellowship of his Son 
Jesus Christ our Lord. % 

10 Now.I beseech you, brethren, by 
the name of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
that ye all speak the same thing, and 
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that there be no divisions among you; 
but that ye be perfectly joined together 
in the same mind in the same 
judgment. 

11 For it hath been Beviared unto me 
of you, my brethren, by them which are 
of the house of €hlo’é, that there are 
contentions among you. 

12 Now this I say, that every one of 
you saith, Iam of Paul; and I of A-pél 
lés; and i of Cé’phas; and I of Christ. 

13 Is Christ divided? was Paul cru- 
cified for you? or were ye baptized in 
the name of Paul? 

141 thank God that I baptized none of 
you, but Cris’pis and Ga@’iiis; 

15 Lest any should say that [had bap- 
tized in mine own name. 

16 And I baptized also the household 
of Stéph’a-nas: besides, I know not 
whether I baptized any other. 

17 For Christ sent me not to baptize, 
but to preach the gospel: not with wis- 
dom of words, lest the cross of Christ 
should be made of none effect. 

18 For the preaching of the cross is to 
them that perish; foolishness; but unto 
us which are saved, itis the power of God. 

19 For it is written, I will destroy the 
wisdom of the wise, and will bring to 
nothing the understanding of the pru- 

ent. 

20 Where is the wise? where is the 
scribe? where is the disputer of this 
world? hath not God made foolish the 
wisdom of this world? 

21 For after that in the wisdom of God 
the world by wisdom knew not God, 
it pleased God by the foolishness of 
preaching to save them that believe. 

22 For the Jews require a sign, and the 
Greeks seek after wisdom: 

'23 But we preach Christ crucified, 
unto the Jews a stumblingblock, and 
unto the Greeks foolishness; __- 

24 But unto them which are called, 
both Jews and Greeks, Christ the power 
of God, and the wisdom of God, 

25 Because the foolishness of God is 
wiser than men; and the weakness of 
God is stronger than men, 

26 For ye see your calling, brethren, 
how that not many wise men after the 
flesh, not many mighty, not many noble, 
are called: 

27 But God hath chosen the foolish 
things of the world» to confound the 
wise; and God hath chosen the weak

things. of ‘the world to confound the 
things which are mighty; 

28 And base things of the world, and 
things which are despised, hath’ ‘God 
chosen, yea, and things which are not, 
to bring to nought things that are:

30 But of him are ye in Christ J esus, 
who of God is made unto us wisdom, 
and righteousness, and sanctification, 
and redemption: 

31 That, according as itis written, He 
that glorieth, let him glory in the Lord. 


CHAPTER 2 


AD I, brethren, when I came to you, 

came not with excellency of speech 
or of wisdom, declaring unto you the 
testimony of God. 

2 For I determined not to know any 
thing among you, save Jesus Christ, 
and him crucified. 

3 And I was with you in weakness, 
and in fear, and in much trembling. 

4 And my speech and my preaching 
was not with enticing words of man’s 
wisdom, but in demonstration of one 
Spirit and of power: 

5 That your faith should not stand in 
Pine age of men, but in the power of

6 Howbeit we speak wisdom among 
them that are perfect: yet not the wis- 
dom of this world, nor of the princes of 
this world, that come to nought: 

7 But we speak the wisdom of God in 
a mystery, even the hidden wisdom, 
which God ordained before the world 
unto our glory; 

8 Which none of the princes of this 
world knew: for had they known it, they 
oe not have crucified the Lord of 

ory, 

5 But as it is written, Eye hath not 
seen, nor ear heard, neither have en- 
tered into the heart of man, the things 
which God hath prepared for them that. 
love him. 

10 But God hath revealed them unto 
us by his Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth 
all things, yea, the deep things of God. . 

11 For what man knoweth the things 
of a man, save the spirit of man which 
is in him? even so the things of God 
knoweth no man, but the Spirit of God, 

12 Now we have received, not the 
spirit of the world, but the Spirit which 
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‘The spiritual man: Christ.the foundation... 


is of God; that we might know the things 
that are freely given to us of God. 

13 Which things also we speak, not in 
the words which man’s wisdom teach- 
eth, but which the Holy Ghost teacheth; 


comparing spiritual things with spiritual.. 


14 But the natural man receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit of God: for they 
are foolishness unto him: neither can he 
know them, because they are spiritually 
discerned, ' 

15 But he that is spiritual judgeth all 


_ things, yet he himself is judged of no 
man. 


* 


16 For who hath known the mind of the 
Lord, that he may instruct him? But 
we have the mind of Christ. 


CHAPTER. 3. 


NDI, brethren, could not speak unto 
you as unto spiritual, but as unto 
carnal, even as unto babes in Christ. 

2 I have fed you with milk, and not 
with meat: for hitherto ye were not able 
to bear it, neither yet now are ye able. 

3 For ye are yet carnal: for whereas 
there:is among you envying, and strife, 
and divisions, are ye not carnal, and 
walk as men? 

4 For while one saith, I am of Paul; 
and another, I am of A-pol’lés; are ye 


_ not carnal? 


5 Who then is ‘Paul, and who is A-pél- 
16s, but ministers by whom ye believed, 


_ even as the Lord gave to every man? 


6 I have planted, A-pol'lés watered; 


. but God gave the increase. 


7 So then neither is he that planteth 


: any thing, neither he that watereth; but 


God that giveth the increase. 

8 Now he that planteth and he that 
watereth are one: and every man shall 
receive his own reward according to his 
own labor. : 

9 For we are laborers together with 
God: ye are God’s: husbandry, ye are 
God’s building. : 

10 According to the grace of God which 
is given unto me, as a wise master- 
builder, I have laid the foundation, and 
another buildeth thereon. But let every 


man take heed how he buildeth there- 


upon. : 
11 For other foundation can no man lay 


_ than that is laid, which is Jesus Christ. 


12 Now if any man build upon this 


foundation gold, silver, precious stones, 
_ wood, hay, stubble; 


% 
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13 Every man’s work shall) be made 
manifest: for the day shall declare. it, 
because it shall be revealed by fire; and 
the fire. shall try every man’s work of 
what sort it is.. 

14 If any man’s work abide which he 
hath built thereupon, he shall receive a 
reward. ae 

15 If any man’s work shall be burned, 
he shall suffer loss: but he himself shall 
be saved; yet so as by fire. :- 

16 Know ye not that ye are the temple 
of God, and that the Spirit of God 
dwelleth in you? : 

17 If any man defile the temple of God, 
him shall God destroy; for the temple of 
God is holy; which temple ye are. 

18 Let no man deceive himself. If any 
man among you seemeth to be wise in 
this world, let him become a fool, that 
he may be wise. 

19 For the wisdom of this world is 
foolishness with God: for it is written, 
He taketh the wise in their own crafti- 
ness. ss ie 

20 And again, The Lord knoweth the 
thoughts of the wise; that they are 
vain. 

21 Therefore let no man glory in men: 
for all things, are yours; 

22 Whether, Paul, or A-pél'lés, or Ce. 
phas, or the world, or life, or death, or 
things present, or things to come; all 
are yours; 

23 And ye are Christ’s; and Christ is 
God’s.. ' Hat 


CHAPTER 4 


[Et aman so.account' of us, as of the 
ministers of Christ, and stewards 
of the mysteries of God. 

2 Moreover it is required in stewards, 
that a man be found faithful. 

3 But with me it is a very small thing 
that I should be judged of you,. or of 
man’s judgment: yea, I judge not mine 
own self. i ree 

4 For I know nothing by myself; yet 
am I not hereby justified: but he that 
judgeth me is the Lord... t 

5 Therefore judge nothing before the 
time, until the Lord come, who both 
will bring to light the hidden things of 
darkness, and will.make manifest the 
counsels of the hearts: and then shall 
every man have praise of God. 

6 And these things, brethren, I have 
in a figure transferred to myself and fo 


1 CORINTHIANS 4-6 
A-pél'lés for your sakes; that ye might 
learn in us not to think of men above 
that which is written, that no one of you 
be puffed up for one against another. 

7 For who maketh thee to differ from 
another? and what hast thou that thou 
didst not receive? now if thou didst 
receive it, why dost thou glory, asif thou 
hadst not received it? 

8 Now ye are full, now ye are rich, ye 
have reigned as kings without us: and I 
would to God ye did reign, that we also 
might reign with you. : 

9 For I think that God hath set forth 
us the apostles last, as it were appointed 
to death: for we are made a spectacle 
unto the world, and to angels, and to 
men. 

10 We are fools for Christ’s sake, but 
ye are wise in Christ; we are weak, but 
ye are strong; ye are honorable, but we 
are despised. 

11 Even unto this present hour we both 
hunger, and thirst, and are naked, and 
are buffeted, and have no certain dwell- 
ing place; 

12 And labor, working with our own 
hands: being reviled, we bless; being 
persecuted, we suffer it: 

13 Being defamed, we entreat: we are 
made as the filth of the world, and are 
the offscouring of all things unto. this 
day. 

14 I write not these things to shame 
you, but as my beloved sons I warn you. 

15 For though ye have ten thousand 
instructors in Christ, yet have ye not 
many fathers: for in Christ Jesus I have 
begotten you through the gospel. 

16 Wherefore I beseech you, be ye 
followers of me. 

17 For this cause have I sent unto you 
Ti-m0’thé-iis, who is my beloved son, 
and faithful in the Lord, who’ shall 
bring you into remembrance of my ways 
which be in Christ, as I teach every 
where in every church. 

18 Now some are puffed up, as though 
I would not come to you. 

19 But I will come to you shortly, if 
the Lord will, and will know, not the 
speech of them which are puffed up, 
but the power. 

20 For the kingdom of God is not in 
word, but in power. 

21 What will ye? shall I come unto you 
with a rod, or in love, and in the spirit 
of meekness? 


The afflictions of the apostles. Of wicked persons 


CHAPTER 5 


T is reported commonly fhat there 
is fornication among you, and such 
fornication as is not so much as named 
among the Gén’tiles, that one should 
have his father’s wife. : 

2 And ye are puffed up, and have no 
rather mourned, that he that hath done 
this deed might be taken away from 
among you. 

3 For I verily, as absent in body, but 
present in spirit, have judged already, 
as though I were present, concerning 
him that hath so done this deed, 

4 In the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, when ye are gathered together, 
and my spirit, with the power of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, 

5 To deliver such a one unto Satan for 
the destruction of the flesh, that the 
spirit may be saved in the day of the 
Lord Jesus. 

6 Your glorying is not good. Know ye 
not that a little leaven leaveneth the 
whole lump? 

7 Purge out therefore the old leaven, 
that ye may be a new lump, as ye are 
unleavened. For even Christ our pass- 
over is sacrificed for us: 

8 Therefore let us keep the feast, not 
with old leaven, neither with the leaven 
of malice and wickedness; but with the 
unleavened bread of sincerity and truth. 

9 I wrote unto you in an epistle not to 
company with fornicators: 

10 Yet not altogether with the fornica- 
tors of this world, or with the covetous, 
or extortioners, or with idolaters; for 
then must ye needs go out of the world. 

11 But now I have written unto you not 
to keep company, if any man that is 
called a brother be a fornicator, or 
covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, ora 
drunkard, or an extortioner; with such 
a one, no, not to eat. 

12 For what have I to do to judge them 
also that are without? do not ye judge 
them that are within? 

13 But them that are without God 
judgeth. Therefore put away from 
among yourselves that wicked person. 


CHAPTER 6 
DARE any of you, having a matter 
against another, go to law before 
the unjust, and not before the saints? 
2 Do ye not know that the saints shall 
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judge the world? and if the world shall 
be judged by you, are ye unworthy to 
judge the smallest matters? 

3 Know ye not that we shall judge 
angels? how much more things that per- 
tain to this life? 

4 If then ye have judgments of things 
pertaining to this life, set them to judge 
who are least esteemed in the church. 

5 I speak to your shame. Is it so, that 
there is not a wise man among you? no, 
not one that shall be able to judge be- 
tween his brethren? 

6 But brother goeth to law with brother, 
and that before the unbelievers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a fault 
among you, because ye go to law one 
with another. Why do ye- not rather 
' take wrong? Why do ye not rather suf- 
fer yourselves to be defrauded? 

8 Nay, ye do wrong, and defraud, and 
that your brethren. 

9 Know ye not that the unrighteous 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God? 
Be not deceived: neither fornicators, 
nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor effemi- 
nate, nor abusers of themselves with 


110° Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 
drunkards, nor revilers, nor extortion- 
ers, shall inherit the kingdom of God. 

11 And such were’some of you: but ye 
are washed, but ye are sanctified, but 
ye are justified in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, and by the Spirit of our God. 

12 All things are lawful unto me, but 
all things are not expedient: all things 
are lawful for me, but I will not be 
brought under the power of any. 

13 Meats for the belly, and the belly 
for meats: but God shall destroy. both 
it and them. Now the body is not for 
fornication, but for the Lord; and the 
Lord for the body. ; 

14 And God hath both raised up the 
Lord, and will also raise up us by his 
own power. : 

_. 15 Know ye not that your bodies are 
the members of Christ? shall I then take 

| the members of Christ, and make them 

the members of a harlot? God forbid. _ 

16 What! know ye not that he which is 
joined to a harlot is one body? for two, 
saith he, shall be one flesh. 

17 But he that is joined unto the Lord 
is one spirit. : 

18 Flee fornication. Every sin that a 
man doeth is without the body; but he 
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that committeth fornication .sinneth 
against his own body. 

19 What! know ye not that your body 
is the temple of the Holy Ghost which 
is in you, which ye have of God, and ye 
are not your own? 

20 For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, and 
in your spirit, which are God’s. 


CHAPTER 7 


Now concerning the things where- 
of ye wrote unto me: J¢ is good for 
aman not to touch a woman. 

2 Nevertheless, to avoid fornication, 
let every man have his own wife, and 
let every woman have her own husband. 

3 Let the husband render unto the wife 
due benevolence: and likewise-also the 
wife unto the husband. 

4 The wife hath not power of her own 
body, but the husband: and likewise 
also the husband hath not power of his 
own body, but the wife. 

5 Defraud ye not one the other, except 
it be with consent for a time, that ye 
may give yourselves to fasting and 
prayer; and come together again, that 
Satan tempt you not for your incon- 
tinency. 

6 But I speak this by permission, and 
not of commandment. 

7 For I would that all men were even 
as I myself. But every man hath his 
proper gift of God, one after this man- 
ner, and another after that. 

8 I say therefore to the unmarried and 
widows, It is good for them if they abide 
even as I. 

9 But if they cannot contain, let them 
marry: for it is better to marry than t 
burn. 

10 And unto the married I command, 
yet not I, but the Lord, Let not the wife 
depart from her husband: 

11 But and if she depart, let her re- 
main unmarried, or be reconciled to her 
husband: and let not the husband put 
away his wife. 

12 But to the rest speak I, not the 
Lord: If any brother hath a wife that 
believeth not, and she be pleased. to 
dwell with him, let him not put her 
away. . 

13 And the woman which hath a hus- 
band that believeth not, and if he be 
pleased to dwell with her, let her not 
leave him, ‘ 
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‘14 For the unbelieving husband is 
sanctified by the wife, and the unbe- 
lieving wife is sanctified by the husband: 
else: were your children unclean; but 
now are they holy. 

15 But if the unbelieving depart, let 
him depart. A brother or a sister is not 
under bondage in such cases: but God 
hath called us to peace. 

16 For what knowest thou, O wife, 
whether thou shalt save thy husband? 
or how knowest thou, O man, whether 
thou shalt save thy wife? 

17 But as God hath distributed to every 
man, as the Lord hath called every one, 
so let him walk. And so ordain I in all 
churches. 

18 Is any man called being circum- 
cised? let him not become uncircum- 
cised. Is any called in uncircumcision? 
let him not be circumcised. 

19 Circumcision is nothing, and uncir- 
cumcision is nothing, but the keeping 
of the commandments of God. 

20 Let every man abide in the same 
calling wherein he was called. 

21 Art thou called being a servant? care 
not for it: but if thou mayest be made 
free, use it rather. 

22 For he that is called in the Lord, 
being a servant, is the Lord’s freeman: 
likewise also he that is called, being 
free, is Christ’s servant. 

23 Ye are bought with a price; be not 
ye the servants of men. 

24 Brethren, let every man, wherein 
he is called, therein abide with God. 

25 Now concerning virgins I have no 
commandment of the Lord: yet I give 
my judgment, as one that hath obtained 
mercy of the Lord to be faithful. 

26 I suppose therefore that this is good 
for the present distress, J say, that it is 
good for a man so to be. “ 

27 Art thou bound unto a wife? seek 
not to be loosed. Art thou loosed from 
a wife? seek not a wife. 

‘28 But and if thou marry, thou hast 
not sinned; and if a virgin marry, she 
hath not sinned. Nevertheless such 
shall have trouble in the flesh: but I 
spare you. 

29 But this I say, brethren, the time is 
short: it remaineth, that both they that 
have wives be as “though they had 
none; © 


‘30 And they that weep, as though they kn 


wept not; and they that réjoice; as 
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though they rejoiced not; and they that 
buy, as though they possessed not; - 

31 And they that use this world, as 
not abusing it; for the fashion of this 
world passeth away. . t 

32 But I would have you without care- 
fulness. He that is unmarried careth 
for the things that belong to the Lord, 
how he may please the Lord: 

33 But he that is married careth for 
the things that are of the world; how he 
may please his wife. 

34 There is difference also between 
a wife and a virgin. The unmarried 
woman careth for the things of the 
Lord, that she may be holy both in 
body and in spirit: but she that is mar- 
ried careth for the things of the world, 
how she may please her husband, » 

35 And this I speak for your own profit; 
not that I may cast a snare upon you, 
but for that which is comely, and that 
ye may attend upon the Lord without 
distraction. i 

36 But if any man think that he be- 
haveth himself uncomely. toward his 
virgin, if she pass the flower of her 
age, and need so require, let him do 
what he will, he sinneth not: let them 


marry. 

37. Nevertheless he that standeth 
steadfast in his heart, having no neces- 
sity, but hath power over his own will, 
and hath so decreed in his heart that 
he will keep his virgin, doeth well. 

38 So then he that giveth her in mar- 
riage doeth well; but he that giveth her 
not in marriage doeth better. 

39 The wife is bound by the law as 
long as her husband liveth; but if her 
husband be dead, she is at liberty to be 
seen to'whom she will; only in the 

ord. q 

40 But she is happier if she so abide, 
after my judgment: and I think also 
that I have the Spirit of God. ; 


CHAPTER 8 
Now as touching things offered unto 
idols, we know that we all have 

knowledge. Knowledge puffeth up, but 
charity edifieth. = 

2 And if any man think that he know- 
eth any thing, he knoweth nothing yet 
as he ought to know. — i 

3 But if any man love God, the same is 
own of him: f 


4 As concerning therefore the eating . 
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of those’ things that are offered in sacri- 
fice unto idols, we know that an idol is 
nothing in the world, and that there is 


' none other ‘God but one. 


SA 


~5 For ‘though there be that are called 
gods, whether in heaven or in earth, 
(as there be gods many, and lords 
many,) Diem 

6 But to us there is but one God, the 
Father, of whom are all things, and we 
in him; and one Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom are all things, and we by him. 
“7 Howbeit there is not in every man 
that knowledge: for some with con- 
science of the idol unto this hour eat it 
as a thing offered unto an idol; and their 
conscience being weak is.defiled. 

8 But meat: commendeth us not to 


_ God: for neither, if we eat, are we the 


better; neither, if we eat not, are we the 
worse. 

°9 But take heed lest*by: any means 
this liberty of yours become a stum- 
blingblock to them that are weak. 

10 For if any man see thee which 
hast knowledge sit at meat in the idol’s 
temple, shall not the:-conscience of 


him which is weak be emboldened to 


eat those things which are offered to 
idols; 

11 And through thy knowledge shall 
the weak brother perish, for whom 
Christ died? : 

12 But when ye sin so against the 
brethren, and wound their weak con- 
Science, ye sin against Christ. 

13 Wherefore, if “meat make my 
brether to offend, I will eat no flesh 
while the world standeth, lest I make 
my brother to offend. 


CHAPTER 9 
MT not an apostle? am I not free? 
have I not seen Jesus Christ our 
Lord? are not ye my work in the Lord? 
2 If I be not an apostle unto others, 
yet doubtless I am to you: for the seal 
of mine apostleship are ye in the Lord. 
3 Mine answer to them that do ex- 
amine me is this: 
4 Have we not power to eat and to 
drink? : 
5 Have we not power to lead about a 
sister, a wife, as well as other apostles, 
and as the brethren of the Lord, and 
Ce’ phas? ‘ Q 
~6 OrI only and Barnabas, have not we 
power to forbear working? SRE 
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7 Who goeth a warfare any time at his 
own charges? who planteth a vineyard, 
and eateth not of the fruit thereof? or 
who feedeth a flock, and eateth not of 
the milk of the flock? 

8 Say I these things asa man? or saith 
not the law the same also? ; 

9 For it is written in the law of Moses, 
Thou shalt‘not muzzle the mouth of the 
ox that treadeth out the corn. Doth God 
take care for oxen? 

10 Or saith he it altogether for our 
sakes? For our sakes, no doubt, this is 
written: that he that ploweth should 
plow in hope; and that he that thresheth 
in hope should be partaker of his 
hope. A HE 

11 If we have’ sown unto you spiritual 
things, is it a great thing if we shall reap 
your carnal things? 

12 If others be partakers of this power 
over you, are not we rather? Neverthe- 
less we have not used this power; but 
suffer all things, lest we should hinder 
the gospel of Christ. . 

13 Do*ye not know that they which 
minister. about holy things live of the 
things of the temple? and they which 
wait at the altar are partakers with the 
altar? ‘ 

14°Even so hath the Lord ordained 
that they which preach the gospel should 
live of the gospel. tyes 

15 But I have used none of these 
things: neither have I written these 
things, that it should be so done unto 
me: for if were better for me to die, 
than that any man should make my 
glorying void. 

16 For though I preach the gospel, I 
have nothing to glory of: for necessity is 
laid upon me; yea, woe is unto me, if I 
preach not the gospel! 

17 For if I do this thing willingly, I have 
a reward: but if against my will, a dis- 
pensation of the gospel is committed 
unto me. E 

18 What is my reward then? Verily 
that, when I preach the gospel, I may 
make the gospel of Christ without 
charge, that I abuse not my power in the 
gospel. Kale 

19 For though I be free from all men, 
yet have I made myself servant unto all, 
that I might gain the more. ~— é 

20 And unto the Jews I became as 
Jew, that I might gain the Jews; to them 
that are under the law, as under the 
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law, that I might gain them that are 
under the law; 

21 To them that are without law, as 
without law, (being not without law to 
God, but under the law to Christ,) that 
I might gain them that are without law. 

22 To the weak became I as weak, that 
I might gain the weak: I am made all 
things to all men, that I might by all 
means save some. 

23 And this I do for the gospel’s sake, 
that I might be partaker thereof with 


you. 

24 Know ye not that they which run in 
a race run all, but one receiveth the 
prize? So run, that ye may obtain. 

25 And every man that striveth for the 
mastery is temperate in all things. Now 
they do it to obtain a corruptible crown; 
but we an incorruptible. 

26 I therefore so run, not as uncer- 
tainly; so fight I, not as one that beateth 
the air: 

27 But I keep under my body, and 
bring it into subjection: lest that by any 
means, when I have preached to others, 
I myself should be a castaway. 


CHAPTER 10 
Vi CREOVER, brethren, I would 
not that ye should be ignorant, 
how that all our fathers were under 
the cloud, and all passed through the 


sea; 

2 And were all baptized unto Moses in 
the cloud and in the sea; 

3 And did all eat the same spiritual 


meat; 

4 And did all drink the same spiritual 
drink; for they drank of that spiritual 
Rock that followed them: and that 
Rock was Christ. 

5 But with many of them God was not 
well pleased: for they were overthrown 
in the wilderness. 

6 Now these things were our examples, 
to the intent we shouid not lust after 
evil things, as they also lusted. 

7 Neither be ye idolaters, as were some 
of them; as it is written, The people sat 
down to eat and drink, and rose up to 


play. 

8 Neither let us commit fornication, as 
some of them committed, and fell in one 
day three and twenty thousand. 

9 Neither let us tempt Christ, as some 
of them also tempted, and were de- 
stroyed of serpents. 
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10 Neither murmur ye, as some of 
them also murmured, and were de- 
stroyed of the destroyer. 

11 Now all these things happened unto 
them for ensamples: and they are writ- 
ten for our admonition, upon whom the 
ends of the world are come. 

12 Wherefore let him that thinketh he 
standeth take heed lest he fall. 

13 There hath no temptation taken you 
but such as is common to man: but God 
is faithful, who will not suffer you to be 
tempted above that ye are able; but will 
with the temptation also make a way to 
escape, that ye may be able to bear it. 

14 Wherefore, my dearly beloved, flee 
from idolatry. 

15 I speak as to wise men; judge ye 
what I say. 

16 The cup of blessing which we bless, 
is it not the communion of the blood of 
Christ? The bread which we break, is 
it not the communion of the body of 
Christ? 

17 For we being many are one bread, 
and one body: for we are all partakers 
of that one bread. 

18 Behold Is’ra-él after the flesh: are 
not they which eat of the sacrifices par- 
takers of the altar? 

19 What say I then? that the idol is 
any thing, or that which is offered in 
sacrifice to idols is any thing? 

20 But J say, that the things which the 
Gén’tiles sacrifice, they sacrifice to 
devils, and not to God: and I would not 
that ye should have fellowship with 
devils. 

21 Ye cannot drink the cup of the 
Lord, and the cup of devils: ye cannot 
be partakers of the Lord’s table, and 
of the table of devils.. 

22 Do we provoke the Lord to jeal- 
ousy? are we stronger than he? : 

23 All things are lawful for me, but all 
things are not expedient: all things are 
lawful for me, but all things edify not. 

24 Let no man seek his own, but every 
man another’s wealth. 

25 Whatsoever is sold in the shambles, 
that eat, asking no question for con- 
science’ sake: 

26 For the earth is the Lord’s, and the 
fulness thereof. of 

27 If any of them that believe not bid 
you fo a feast, and ye be disposed to go; 
whatsoever is set before you, eat, ask- 
ing no question for conscience’ sake. 
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28 But if any man say unto you, This 
is offered in sacrifice unto idols, eat not 
for his sake that showed it, and for 
conscience’ sake: for the earth is the 
Lord’s, and the fulness thereof: 

29 Conscience, I say, not thine own, 
but of the other: for why is my liberty 
judged of another man’s conscience? 

30 For if I by grace be a partaker, why 
am I evil spoken of for that for which I 
give thanks? 

31 Whether therefore ye eat, or drink, 
or whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory 
of God. 

32 Give none offense, neither to the 
Jews, nor to the Gén’tiles, nor to the 
church of God: 

33 Even as I please all men in all 
things, not seeking mine own. profit, 
- but abe profit of many, that they may be 
saved. 


CHAPTER 11 


BE ye followers of me, even as I also 
am of Christ. 

2 Now I praise you, brethren, that 
ye remember me in all things, and 
keep the ordinances, as I delivered 
them to you. 

3 But I would have you know, that the 
head of every man is Christ; and the 
head of the woman is the man; and 
the head of Christ is God. 

4 Every man praying or prophesying, 
having his head covered, dishonoreth 
his head. 

5 But every woman that prayeth or 
prophesieth with her head uncovered 
dishonoreth her head: for that is even 
all one as if she were shaven. 

6 For if the woman be not covered, let 
her also be shorn: but if it be a shame 
fora woman to be shorn or shaven, let 
her be covered. 

7 For a man indeed ought not to cover 
his head, forasmuch as he is the image 
and glory of God: but the woman is the 
glory of the man. 

_ 8 For the man is not of the woman; but 
the woman of the man. 

9 Neither was the man created for the 
woman; but the woman for the man, 

10 For this cause ought the woman to 
__ have power on her head because of the 
angels. 

11 Nevertheless neither is the man 
without the woman, neither the woman 
without the man, in the Lord. 
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12 For as the woman is of the man, 
even so 7s the man also by the woman; 
but all things of God. 

13 Judge in yourselves: is it comely 
that a woman pray unto God uncovered? 

14 Doth not even nature itself teach 
you, that, if a man have long hair, it is 
a shame unto him? 

_15 But if a woman have long hair, it 
is a glory to her: for her hair is given 
her for a covering. 

16 But if any man seem to be conten- 
tious, we have no such custom, neither 
the churches of God. 

17 Now in this that I declare unto 
you I praise you not, that ye come to- 
gether not for the better, but for the 
worse. 

18 For first of all, when ye come to- 
gether in the church, I hear that there 
be divisions among you; and I partly 
believe it. 

19 For there must be also heresies 
among you, that they which are ap- 
proved may be made manifest among 
you. 

20 When ye come together therefore 
into one place, fhis is not to eat the 
Lord’s supper. A 

21 For in eating every one taketh be- 
fore other his own supper: and one is 
hungry, and another is drunken. 

22 What! have ye not houses to eat and 
to drink in? or despise ye the church of 
God, and shame them that have not? 
What shall I say to you? shall I praise 
you in this? I praise you not. 

23 For I have received of the Lord 
that which also I delivered unto you, 
That the Lord Jesus, the same night in 
which he was betrayed, took bread: 

24 And when he had given thanks, he 
brake it, and said, Take, eat; this is my 
body, which is broken for you: this do 
in remembrance of me. 

25 After the same manner also he fook 
the cup, when he had supped, saying, 
This cup is the new testament in my 
blood: this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, 
in remembrance of me. ro: 

26 For as often as ye eat this bread, 
and drink this cup, ye do show the 
Lord’s death till he come. 

27 Wherefore whosoever shall eat this 
bread, and drink fhis cup of the Lord, 
uaworthily, shall be guilty of the body 
and blood of the Lord. é 

28 But let a man examine himself, and 
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so let him eat of that bread, and drink 
of that cup.” 

_.29 For tn that eateth and drinketh 
unworthily, eateth and eth dam- 
nation to himself, not discerning the 
Lord’s body. 

30 For this cause many are weak and 
sickly among you, and many sleep. 

31 For if we would judge ourselves, we 
should not be judged. 

32 But when we are judged, we are 
chastened of the Lord, that we should 
not be condemned with the world. 

33 Wherefore, my brethren, when ye 
come together to eat, tarry one for 
another, 

34 And if any man hunger, let him eat 
at home; that ye come not together unto 
condemnation. And the rest will I set 
in order when I come. 


CHAPTER 12 
New ay ge ated spiritual gifts, 
brethren, I yor not have you 
ignorant. 

2 Ye know that tye were Gén’tiles, car- 
ried away unto these dumb idols, even 
as ye were led. 

3 Wherefore I give you to understand, 
that no man speaking by the Spirit of 
God calleth Jesus accursed: and that no 
man can say that Jesus is the Lord, but 
by the Holy Ghost. 

4 Now there are diversities of gifts, 
but the same Spirit. 

5 And there are differences of admin- 
istrations, but the same Lord. 

6 And there are diversities of opera- 
tions, but it is the same God which 
worketh all in all. 

7 But the manifestation of the Spirit 
is given to every man to profit withal. 

8 For to one is given by the Spirit the 
word of wisdom; to another the word of 
knowledge by the same Spirit; 

9 To another faith by the same Spirit; 
to another ‘the gifts of healing by the 
same Spirit; 

“10To afikbir the working of miracles; 
to another prophecy; to another dis- 
cerning Spirits; to another divers 
kinds of tongues; to another the inter- 
pretation of tongues: 
ia But all ee int iv that one and 
e selfsame Sp iding to every 
man severally as he will. 

12 For as the body is one, ad hath 

many members, and all the members of 
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that one body, being many, are one 
body: so also zs Christ. 

13 For by one Spirit are we all ‘bape 
tized into one body, whether we be 


‘Jews or Gén’tiles, whether we be bond 


or free; and have been all made to drink 
into one Spirit. 

14 For the body is not one member, 
but many. 

15 If the foot shall say, Because I am 
not the hand, I am not of the body; is it 
therefore not of the body? 

16 And if the ear shall say, Because I 
am not the eye, I am not of the body; 
is it therefore not of the body? 

17 If the whole body were ‘an eye, 
where were the hearing? If the whole 
were hearing, where were the smelling? 

18 But now hath God set the members 
every one of them in the body, as it 
hath pleased him. 

19 And if they were all one member, 
where were the body? 

20 But now are they many members, 
yet but one body. 

21 And the eye cannot say unto the 
hand, I have no need of thee: nor again 
the head to the feet, I have no need of 
you. 

22 Nay, much more those members 
of the body, which seem to be more 
feeble, are necessary: 

23 And those members of the body, 
which we think to be less honorable, 
upon these we bestow more abundant 
honor; and our uncomely parts have 
more abundant comeliness. 

24 For our comely parts have no need: 
but God hath tempered the body to- 
gether, having given more abundant 
honor to that part which lacked: 

25 That there should be no schism in 
the body; but that the members should 
have the same care one for another. 

26 And whether one member suffer, 
all the members suffer with it; or one 
member be honored, all the members 
rejoice with it. 

27 Now ye are the body of Christ, and 
members in particular. 

28 And God hath set some in the 
church, first apostles, secondarily 
prophets, thirdly teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
governments, diversities of tongues. 

29 Are all apostles? are all prophets? 
are all oa are all workers “of 
miracles? 
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30 Have all the gifts of healing? do all 
speak with tongues? do all interpret? 
31 But covet earnestly the best gifts: 
and yet show I unto°you a more’ ex 
cellent way. j j

4 Charity suffereth long, and is kind:

5 Doth not behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not her own, is not easily pro- 
voked, thinketh no‘evil; d 

6 Rejoiceth not in iniquity, but re- 
joiceth in the truth; 


7 Beareth all things, believeth all b 


ee hopeth all things, endureth all 


ZS. 5 

8 Charity never faileth: but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall fail; 
whether there be tongues, they. shall 
cease; whether there be knowledge, it 
shall vanish away. 

9 For we know in part, and we proph- 
esy in part.” 

10 But when that which is perfect is 
come, then that which is in part shall 
be done away. 

11 When I was a child, I spake as'a 
child, I understood as a child, I thought 
as a child: but when I became a man, I 


_ put away childish things. 


12 For now we see through a glass, 
darkly; but then face to face: now I 
know in part; but then shall I know even 
as also I am known. } 

13 And now abideth faith, hope, char- 
ity, these three; but the greatest of 
these is charity. 9°: 

CHAPTER 14 
FroLtow after charity, and desir 
spiritual gifts, but rather that ye 
may prophesy. ifiah om re ie 

2 For he'that speaketh in an unknown 


tongue speaketh not unto men, but unto 
God: for no man understandeth him; 
howbeit in the ‘spirit he speaketh 
mysteries. : 

3 But he that prophesieth speaketh 
unto men ¢o edification, and exhorta- 
tion, and comfort. 3} 

4 He that speaketh in an unknown 
tongue edifieth himself; but he that 
prophesieth edifieth the church, 

5 I would that ye all: spake with 
tongues, but rather that ye prophesied: 
for greater 7s he that prophesieth than 
he that speaketh with tongues, ‘except 
he interpret, that the church may re- 
ceive edifying. ‘ 

6 Now, brethren, if I come unto you 
speaking with tongues, what shall I 
profit you, except I shall speak to you 
either by revelation, or by knowledge, 
ot by prophesying, or by doctrine? 

7 And even things without life giving 
sound, whether pipe or harp, except 
they give a distinction in the sounds, 
how shall it be known what is piped or 
harped? ‘3 

8 For if the trumpet give an uncertain 

sound, who shall prepare himself to the 
attle? , 
9 So likewise ye, except ye utter by 
the tongue words easy to be under- 
stood, how shall it be known what is 
spoken? for ye shall speak into the 
air 


10 There are, it may be, so many kinds 
of voices in the world, and none of them 
is without signification. 

11 Therefore if I know not the mean- 
ing of the voice, I shall be unto him 
that speaketh a barbarian, and he 
that speaketh shall be a barbarian 
unto me. 

12: Even so ye, forasmuch as ye are 
zealous of spiritual gifts, seek that ye 
may excel to the edifying of the church. 

13 Wherefore let him that speaketh in 
an unknown tongue pray that he may 
interpret. 

14 For if I pray in an unknown tongue, 
my spirit prayeth, but my understand- 
ing is unfruitful. ‘ 

15 What is it then? I will pray with the 
spirit, and I will pray with the under- 
standing also: I will sing with the spirit, 
- I will sing with the understanding 

so. ‘ rs 

16 Else, when thou shalt bless with the 
spirit, how shall he that occupieth the 
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room of the unlearned say Amen at thy 
giving of thanks, seeing he under- 
standeth not what thou sayest? 

17 For thou verily givest thanks well, 
but the other is not edified. 

18 I thank my God, I speak with 
tongues more than ye all: 

19 Yet in the church I had rather speak 
five words with my understanding, that 
by my voice I might teach others also, 
than ten thousand words in an unknown 
tongue. 

20 Brethren, be not children in un- 
derstanding: howbeit in malice be ye 
children, but in understanding be men. 

21 In the law it is written, With 
men of other tongues and other lips 
will I speak unto this people; and yet 
for all that will they not hear me, saith 
the Lord. 

22 Wherefore tongues are for a sign, 
not to them that believe, but to them 
that believe not: but prophesying 
serveth not for them that believe not, 
but for them which believe. 

23 If therefore the whole church be 
come together into one place, and all 
speak with tongues, and there come in 
those that are unlearned, or unbelievers, 
will they not say that ye are mad? 

24 But if all prophesy, and there come 
in one that believeth not, or one un- 
learned, he is convinced of all, he is 
judged of all: 

25 And thus are the secrets of his 
heart made manifest; and so falling 
down on his face he will worship 
God, and report that God is in you of 
a truth, 

26 How is it then, brethren? when ye 
come together, every one of you hath a 
psalm, hath a doctrine, hath a tongue, 
hath a ies a hath an interpreta- 
tion. Let all things be done, unto 
edifying. 

27 If any man speak in an unknown 
tongue, let it be by two, or at the most 
by three, and that by course; and let 
one interpret. 

28 But if there be no interpreter, let 
him keep silence in the church; and let 
him speak to himself, and to God. 4 + 

29 Let the prophets speak two or three, 
and let the other judge. 

30 If any thing be revealed to another 
that sitteth by, let the first hold his 
peace, 

31 For ye may all prophesy one by one, 


Of speaking with tongues 
that all may learn, and all may be com- 
forted. 

32 And the spirits.of the prophets are 
subject to the prophets. 

33 For God is not the author of con- 
fusion, but of peace, asin all churches of 
the saints. 

34 Let your women keep silence in the 
churches: for it is not permitted unto 
them to speak; but they are com- 
manded to be under obedience, as also 
saith the law. 

35 And if they will learn any thing, 
let them ask their husbands at home: 
for it is a shame for women to speak in 
the church. 

36 What! came the word of God out 
from you? or came it unto you only? 

37 If any man think himself to be a 
prophet, or spiritual, let him acknowl- 
edge that the things that I write unto 
you are the: commandments of the 
Lord. 

38 But if any man be ignorant, let him 
be ignorant. 

39 Wherefore, brethren, covet to 
prophesy, and forbid not to speak with 
tongues. 

40 Let all things be done decently 
and in order. 


CHAPTER 15 
JYPOREOVER, brethren, I declare 
unto you the gospel which I 
preached unto you, which also ye have 
received, and wherein ye stand; 

2 By which also ye are saved, if ye 
keep in memory what I preached unto 
you, unless ye have believed in vain. 

3 For I delivered unto you first of all 
that which I also received, how that 
Christ died for our sins according to the 
Scriptures; 

4 And that he was buried, and that he 
rose again the third day according to 
the Scriptures: 

5 And “hat he was seen of Cé’ phas, 
then of the twelve: 

6 After that, he was seen of above 
five hundred brethren at once; of whom 
the greater part remain unto this pres- 
ent, but some are fallen asleep. - 

7 After that, he was seen of James; 
then of all the apostles, 

8 And last of all he was seen of me also, 
as of one born out of due time. 

9 For I am the least of the apostles, 
that am not meet to be called an apostle, 
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od. 

10 But by the grace of God I am what 
I am: and his grace which was be- 
stowed upon me was not in vain; but I 
labored more abundantly than they all: 
yet not I, but the grace of God which 
was with me. 

11 Therefore whether if were I or they, 
so we preach, and so ye believed. 

12 Now if Christ be preached that he 
rose from the dead, how say’ some 
among you that there is no resurrection 
of the dead? 

13 But if there be no resurrection of 
the dead, then is Christ not risen: 

14 And if Christ be not risen, then is 

our preaching vain, and your faith is 
also vain. 
' {5 Yea, and we are found false wii- 
nesses of God; because we have testi- 
fied of God that he raised up Christ: 
whom he raised not ‘up, if so be that 
the dead rise not. 

16 For if the dead rise not, then is not 
Christ raised: 

17 And if Christ be not raised, your 
faith is vain; ye are yet in your sins. 

18 Then they also which are fallen 
asleep in Christ are perished. 

19 If in this life only we have hope 
in Christ, we are of all men most miser- 
able. 

20 But now is Christ risen from the 
dead, and become the firstfruits of them 
that slept. , 

21 For since by man came death, by 
ae came also the resurrection of the 
dead. 

22 For as in Adam all die, even so in 
Christ shall all be made alive. 

23 But every man in his own order: 
Christ the firstfruits; afterward they 
that are Christ’s at his coming. 

24 Then cometh the end, when he shall 
have delivered up the kingdom to God, 
even the Father; when he shall have put 
down all rule, and all authority and 
power. 4 

25 For he must reign, till he hath put 
all enemies under his feet. 

26 The last enemy that shall be de- 
stroyed is death. 7 » 

27 For he hath put all things under his 
feet. But when he saith, All things are 
put under Aim, it is manifest that he is 
Ereviee which did put all things under 
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28 And when all things shall be sub- 
dued unto him, then shall the Son also 
himself be subject unto him that put all 
baie under him, that God may be all 
in all. 

29 Else what shall they do which are 
baptized for the dead, if the dead rise 
not at all? why are they then baptized 
for the dead? 

30 And why stand we in jeopardy every 
hour? 

31 I protest by your rejoicing which I 
have in Christ Jesus our Lord, I die 
daily. 

32 If after the manner of men I have 
fought with beasts at Eph’é-siis, what 
advantageth it me, if the dead rise not? 
ve us eat and drink; for to-morrow we 

e. 

33 Be not deceived: evil communica- 
tions corrupt good manners. 

34 Awake to righteousness, and sin 
not; for some have not the knowledge of 
God: I speak this to your shame. 

35 But some man will say, How are the 
dead raised up? and with what body do 
they come? 

36 Thou fool, that which thou sowestis 
not quickened, except it die: 

37 And that which thou sowest, thou 
sowest not that body that shall be, but 
bare grain, it may. chance of wheat, or 
of some other grain: 

38 But God giveth it a body as it hath 
Peet him, and to every seed his own 

ody. 

39 All flesh 7s not the same flesh: but 
there is one kind of flesh of men, an- 
other flesh of beasts, another of fishes, 
and another of birds. 

40 There are also celestial bodies, and 
bodies terrestrial: but the glory of the 
celestial is one, and the glory of the 
terrestrial 7s another. 

41 There is one glory of the sun, and 
another glory of the moon, and another 
glory of the stars; for one star differeth 
from another star in glory. 

42 So also zs the resurrection of the 
dead. It is sown in corruption, it is 
raised in incorruption: 

43 It is sown in dishonor, it is raised 
in glory: it is sown in weakness, it is 
raised in power: 

44 It is sown a natural body, it is 
raised a-spiritual body. There is a 
a body, and there is’a spiritual 

ody. en 
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45 And so it is written, The first man 
Adam was made.a living soul; the last 
Adam was made a quickening spirit. 

46 Howbeit that was not first which is 
spiritual, but that which is natural; and 
afterward that which is spiritual. 

47. The first man is of the earth, 
earthy: the second man is the Lord 
from heaven. . 

48 As is the earthy, such are they also 
that are earthy: and as is the heavenly, 
such are they also that are heavenly. 

49 And as we have borne the image of 
the earthy, we shall also bear the image 
of the heavenly. 

50 Now this I say, brethren, that flesh 
and blood cannot inherit the kingdom 
of God; neither doth corruption inherit 
incorruption, 

51 Behold, I show you a mystery; We 
shall ant all sleep, but we shall all be 

ea, 

52 In a moment, in the twinkling of an 
eye, at the last trump: for the trumpet 


shall sound, and the dead shall be als 


raised. incorruptible, and we shall be 
changed. 

53 For this corruptible must put on in- 
corruption, and this mortal. must put on 
immortality. 

54 So when this corruptible shall have 
put on incorruption, and this: mortal 
shall have put on immortality, then shall 
be brought to pass the saying that is 


written, Death is swallowed up in tim 


victory. i 

55 O death, where is Hy sting? O 
grave, where is thy yictory?, 

56 The sting of death.is sin; and the 
strength of sin is the law. 

57 But thanks be to God, which giveth 


us the victory through our Lord Jesus fir. 


ist. 

58 Therefore, my beloved brethren, 
be ye steadfast, unmovable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, for- 
asmuch as ye know that your labor is 
not in vain in the Lord,

CHAPTER 1 
pat an apostle of Jesus Christ by 
the will of God, and Timothy our 
_ brother, unto the church of God whichis 
at Corinth, with all the saints which are 
in all A-cha’ia: 

2 Grace be to you, and peace, from God 
our Father, and from the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

3 Blessed be God, even the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of 
mercies, and the God of all comfort; 

4 Who comforteth us in all our tribula- 
tion, that we may be able to comfort 
them which are in any trouble, by the 
comfort wherewith we ourselves are 
comforted of God. — 

5 For as the sufferings of Christ abound 
in us, so our consolation also aboundeth 
by Christ. 

6 And whether we be afflicted, i¢ zs for 
your consolation and salvation, which is 
effectual in the enduring of the same 
sufferings which we also suffer: or 
whether we be comforted, i¢ is for your 
consolation and salyation. 

7 And our hope of you is steadfast, 
knowing, that as ye are partakers of 
the sufferings, so shall ye be also of 
the consolation. 

8 For we would not, brethren, have 
you ignorant of our trouble which came 
to us in Asia, that we were pressed out 
- of measure, above strength, insomuch 
that we despaired even of life: 

9 But we had the sentence of death 
in ourselves, that we should not trust in 
aunselves, but in God which raiseth the 

ead: 5 

10 Who delivered us from so great a 
death, and doth deliver: in whom we 
trust that he will yet deliver us; 


11 Ye also helping together by prayer 
for us, that for the gift bestowed upon 
us by the means of many persons 
thanks may be given by many on our 
behalf. : 

12-For our rejoicing is this, the testi- 
mony of our conscience, that in sim- 
plicity and godly sincerity, not with 
fleshly wisdom, but by the grace of God, 
we have had our conversation in. the 
world, and more. abundantly to you- 
ward. 

13 For we write none other things unto 
you, than what ye read or acknowledge; 
and I trust ye shall acknowledge even 
to the end; ‘7 

14 As also ye have acknowledged us 
in part, that we are your rejoicing, even 
as ye also are ours in the day of the 
Lord Jesus. ] 

15 And in this confidence I was minded 
to come unto you before, that ye might 
have a second benefit; 

16 And to pass by you into Macedonia, 
and to come again out of Macedonia 
unto you, and of you to be brought on 
my way toward Judea. : 

17 When I therefore was thus minded, 
did I use lightness? or the things that I 
PUID ORS do I purpose according to the 

esh, that with me there should be yea, - 
yea, and nay, nay? f 

18 But.as God is true, our word toward 
you was not yea and nay. 

19 For the Son of God, Jesus Christ, 
who was preached among you by us, 
even by me and Sil-ya’niis and Ti-mo- 
the-iis, was not yea and nay, but in him 
was yea, : ; 

20 For all the promises of God in him 
are yea, and in him Amen, unto the 
glory of God by us. : 

21 Now he which stablisheth us with 
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Boas in Christ, and hath anointed us, 7s 
oO 

22 Who hath also sealed ‘us, and given 
the earnest of the Spirit in our hearts. 

23 Moreover I call God for a record 
upon my soul, that to spare you I came 
not as yet unto Corinth. 

24 Not for that we have dominion over 
your faith, but are helpers of your joy: 
for by faith ye stand. 


CHAPTER 2 
Bu I determined this with myself, 
that I would not come again to 
you in heaviness. 

2 For if I make you sorry, who is he 
then that maketh me glad, but the same 
which is made sorry by me? 

3 And I wrote this same unto you, lest, 
when I came, I should have sorrow 
from them of whom I ought to rejoice; 
having confidence in you all, that my 
joy is the joy of you all. 

4 For out of much affliction and an- 
guish of heart I wrote unto you with 
many tears; not that ye should be 
grieved, but that ye might know the love 
which I have moreabundantly untoyou. 

5 But if any have caused grief, he hath 
not grieved me, but in part: that I may 
not overcharge you all. 

6 Sufficient to such a man is this pun- 
ishment, which was inflicted of many. 

7 So that contrariwise ye ought rather 
to forgive him, and comfort him, lest 
perhaps such a one should be swallowed 
up with overmuch sorrow. 

8 Wherefore I beseech you that ye 
would confirm your love toward him. 

9 For to this end also did I write, that 
I might know the proof of you, whether 
ye be obedient in all things. 

10 To whom ye forgive any thing, I for- 
give also: for if I forgave any thing, to 

.whom I forgave it, for your sakes for- 
gave I it in the person of Christ; 

11 Lest Satan should get an advantage 
of us: for we are not ignorant of his 
devices. 

‘12 Furthermore, when I came to 
Tro’as to preach Christ’s gospel, and a 
door was opened unto me of the Lord, 

13 I had no rest in my spirit, because I 
found not Titus my brother; but taking 
my leave of them, I went from thence 
into Macedonia. 

14 Now thanks be unto God, which 
always causeth us to triumph in Christ, 
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and maketh manifest the savor of his 
knowledge by us in every place. 

15 For we are unto God a sweet savor 
of Christ, in them that are saved, and in 
them that perish: 

16 To the one we are the savor of 
death unto death; and to the other the 
savor of life unto life. And who is suffi- 
cient for these things? 

17 For we are not as many, which cor- 
rupt the word of God: but as of sin- 
cerity, but as of God, in the sight of 
God speak we in Christ. 


CHAPTER 3 . 


D2? we begin again to commend 
ourselves? or need we, as some 
others, epistles of commendation to 
you, or letters of commendation from 
you? 

2 Ye are our epistle written in our 
hearts, known and read of all men: 

3 Forasmuch as ye are manifestly 
declared to be the epistle of Christ 
ministered by us, written not with ink, 
but with the Spirit of the living God; not 
in tables of stone, but in fleshly tables 
of the heart. 

4 And such trust have we through 
Christ to God-ward: 

5 Not that we are sufficient of ourselves 
to think any thing as of ourselves; but 
our sufficiency is of God; 

‘6 Who also hath made us able ministers 
of the new testament; not of the letter, 
but of the spirit: for ‘the letter killeth, 
but the spirit giveth life. 

7 But if the ministration of death, 
written and engraven in stones, was 
glorious, so that the children of Is’ra-é1 
could not steadfastly behold the face of 
Moses for the glory of his countenance; 
which glory was to be done away; 

8 How shall not the ministration of the 
spirit be rather glorious? 

9 For if the ministration of condemna- 
tion be glory, much more doth the min- 
istration of righteousness exceed in 


ory. 

10 For even that which was made 
glorious had no glory in this respect, by 
reason of the glory that excelleth. 

11 For if that which is done away was 
glorious, much more that which ‘Te- 
maineth 7s glorious. 

12 Seeing then that we have such uae 
we use great plainness of speech: 

13 And not as Moses, which put a 
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veil over his face, that the children of 
Is’ra-&l could not steadfastly look to the 
end of that which is abolished: 

14 But their minds were blinded: for 
until this day remaineth the same veil 
untaken away in the reading of the old 
testament; which veil is done away in 
Christ. 

15 But even unto this day, when Moses 
is read, the veil is upon their heart. 

16 Nevertheless, when it shall turn to 
the Lord, the veil shall be taken away. 

17 Now the Lord is that Spirit: and 


where the Spirit of the Lord is, there y: 


is liberty. 

18 But we all, with open face beholding 
as in a glass the glory of the Lord, are 
changed into the same image from 
glory to glory, even as by the Spirit of 
- the Lord. 


CHAPTER 4 

‘THEREFORE, seeing we have this 

ministry, as we have received 
mercy, we faint not; 

2 But have renounced the hidden things 
of dishonesty, not walking in craftiness, 
nor handling the word of God deceit- 
fully; but, by manifestation of the truth, 
commending ourselves to every man’s 
conscience in the sight of God. 

3 But if our gospel be hid, it is hid to 
them that are lost: 

4 In whom the god of this world hath 
blinded the minds of them which be- 
lieve not, lest the light of the glorious 

gospel of Christ, who is the image of 

God, should shine unto them. 

5 For we preach not ourselves, but 
Christ Jesus the Lord; and ourselves 
your servants for Jesus’ sake. : 

6 For God, who commanded the light 
to shine out of darkness, hath shined in 

our hearts, to give the light of the knowl- 

- edge of the glory of God in the face of 
Jesus Christ. : 

7 But we have this treasure in earthen 
vessels, that the excellency of the power 
.. May be of God, and not of us. _ 

8 We are troubled on every side, yet 
not distressed; we are perplexed, but 
not in despair; 

9 Persecuted, but not forsaken; cast 
down, but not destroyed; _ 

10 Always bearing about in the body 
the dying of the Lord Jesus, that the 
life also of Jesus might be made mani- 
fest in our body. 
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11 For we which live are alway de- 
livered unto death for Jesus’ sake, that 
the life also of Jesus might be made 
manifest in our mortal flesh. 

_ 12 So then death worketh in us, but life 
in you. : 

13 We having the same spirit of faith, 
according as it is written, I believed, 
and therefore have I spoken; we also 
believe, and therefore speak; 

14 Knowing that he which raised up 
the Lord Jesus shall raise up us also 
by Jesus, and shall present us with 


ou. 
15 For all things are for your sakes, 
that the abundant grace might through 
the thanksgiving of many redound to the 
glory of God. 

16 For which cause we faint not; but 
though our outward man perish, yet the 
inward man is renewed day by day. 

17 For our light affliction, which is 
but for a moment, worketh for us a far 
nne exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory; 

18 While we look not at the things 
which are seen, but at the things which 
are not seen: for the things which are 
seen are temporal; but the things which 
are not seen are eternal. 


CHAPTER 5 


For we know that, if our earthly 
house of this tabernacle were dis- 
solved, we have a building of God, a 
house not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens.

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9 Wherefore we labor, that, whether 
meen or absent, we may be accepted

10 For we must all appear before the 7 
judgment seat of Christ; that every one 
may receive the things done in his body, 
according to that he hath done, whether 
it be good or bad. 

11 Knowing therefore the terror of the 

Lord, we persuade men; but we are 
made manifest unto God; and I trust 
also are made manifest in your con- 
sciences. 

12 For we commend not ourselves 
again unto you, but give you occasion to 
glory on our , that ye may have 
somewhat to answer them which glory 
in appearance, and not in heart. 

13 For whether we be beside ourselves, 
it is to God: or whether we be sober, i¢ 
is for your cause.

2 How that in a great trial of affliction, 
the abundance’ of their joy ‘and ‘their 
deep poverty abounded unto the riches 
of their liberality.” ;

8 I speak not by commandment; but by 
occasion of the forwardness of others, 
and to prove the sincerity of Pig! love. 
9 For ye know the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that, though he was rich, 
yet for your sakes he became poor, that 
ye through his poverty might be rich, 
10 And herein I give my advice: for 
this is expedient for you, who have be- 
gun before, not only to do, but also to be 
forward a year ago.' hee sate 
11 Now therefore perform the doing of 
it; that as there was a readiness to will, 
so there may be a performance also out 
of that which ye have, 
‘12 For if there be first a willing mind, 
tf is accepted according to that a man 
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hath, and not according to that he hath 
not. 

13 For J mean not that other men be 
eased, and ye burdened: 

14 But by an equality, that now at this 
time your abundance may be a supply 
for their want, that their abundance also 
may be a supply for your want; that 
there may be equality: 

15 As it is written, He that had gath- 
ered much had nothing over; and he that 
had gathered little had no lack. 

16 But thanks be to God, which put the 
same earnest care into the heart of 
Titus for you. 

17 For indeed he accepted the exhor- 
tation; but being more forward, of his 
own accord he went unto you. 

18 And we have sent with him the 
brother, whose praise is in the gospel 
throughout all the churches; 

19 And not that only, but who was also 
chosen of the churches to travel with us 
with this grace, which is administered 
by us to the glory of the same Lord, and 
declaration of your ready mind: 

20 Avoiding this, that no man.should 
blame us inthis abundance which is 
administered by us: 

21 Providing for honest things, not 
only in the sight, of the Lord, but also in 
the sight of men, 

22 And we have sent with them our 
brother, whom we have oftentimes 
proved diligent in many things, but now 
much more diligent, upon the great con- 
fidence which J have in you. 

23 Whether any do inquire of Titus, he 
is my partner and fellow helper con- 
cerning you: or our brethren be inquired 
of, they are the messengers of the 
churches, and the glory of Christ. 

24 Wherefore show ye to them, and 
before the churches, the proof of your 
love, and of our boasting on your behalf, 


CHAPTER 9 
FOR as touching the ministering to 
the saints, it is superfluous for me 
to write to you: 

2 For I know the forwardness of your 
mind, for which I boast of you to them 
of Macedonia, that A-cha’ia was ready 
a year ago; and your zeal hath provoked 
very many. 

3 Yet have I sent the brethren, lest our 
boasting of you should be in vain in this 
behalf; that, as I said, ye may be ready:

» 5, Therefore I thought it necessary to 
exhort the brethren, that they would go 
before unto you, and make up before- 
hand your bounty, whereof ye had no- 
tice before, that the same might be 
ready, as a matter of bounty, and not as 
of covetousness. 

6 But this J say, He which soweth 
sparingly shall reap also sparingly; and 
he which soweth bountifully shall reap 
also bountifully. 

7 Every man according as he purposeth 
in his heart, so let him give; not grudg- 
ingly, or of necessity: for God loveth a 
cheerful giver. 

8 And God is able to make all grace 
abound toward you; that ye, always hav- 
ing all sufficiency in all things, may 
abound to every good work: 

9 (As it is written, He hath dispersed 
abroad; he hath given to the poor: his 
righteousness remaineth for ever. 

10 Now he that ministereth seed to the 
sower both minister bread for your food, 
and multiply your seed sown, and in- 
crease the fruits of your righteous- 
ness:) 

11 Being enriched in every thing to all 
bountifulness, which causeth through us 
thanksgiving to God, 

12 For the administration of this service 
not only supplieth the want of the saints, 
but is abundant also by many thanks- 
givings unto God; 

13 While by the experiment of this 
ministration they glorify God for your 
professed subjection unto the gospel of 
Christ, and for your liberal distribution 
unto them, and unto all men; 

14 And by their prayer for you, which 
long after you for the exceeding grace 
of God in you. 

15 Thanks be unto God for his un- 
speakable gift.

2 But I beseech you, that I may not be 
bold when I am present with that con- 
fidence, wherewith I think to be bold 
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-against some, which think of us as if we 
walked according to the flesh. 

3 For though we walk in the flesh, we 
do not war after the flesh: 

4 (For the weapons of our warfare are 
not carnal, but mighty through God to 
the pulling down of strongholds;) 

5 Casting down imaginations, and-every 
high thing that exalteth itself against 
the knowledge of God, and bringing into 
captivity every thought to the obedience 
of Christ; : 

6 And having in a readiness to revenge 
all disobedience, when your obedience 
is fulfilled, 

7 Do ye look on things after the out- 
ward appearance? If any man trust to 
himself that he is Christ’s, let him of 
himself think this again, that, as he is 
Christ’s, even so are we Christ's. 

8 For though I should boast somewhat 
more of our authority, which the Lord 
hath given us for edification, and not 
for your destruction, I should not be 
ashamed: 

9 That I may not seem as if I would 
terrify you by letters. 

10 For his letters, say they, are weighty 
and powerful; but his bodily presence 
is weak, and his speech contemptible. 

11 Let such a one think this, that, such 
as we are in word by letters when we 
are absent, such will we be also in deed. 
when we are present. 

12 For we dare not make ourselves of 
the number, or compare ourselves with 
some that commend themselves: but 
they, measuring themselves by them- 
selves, and comparing ~ themselves 
among themselves, are not wise. ; 

13 But we will not boast of things with= 
out our measure, but according to the 
measure of the rule which God hath dis- 
tributed to us, a measure to reach even 
unto you. 

14 For we stretch not ourselves beyond 
our measure, as though we reached not 
unto you; for we are come as far as toyou 

also in preaching the gospel of Christ: 
' 15 Not boasting of things without our 
measure, that is, of other men’s labors; 
but having hope, when your faith is in- 
creased, that we shall be enlarged by 
you according to our rule abundantly, 

16 To preach the gospel in the regions 
beyond you, and not to boast in another 
man’s line of things made ready to our 
hand. 
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~ 17 But he that glorieth, let him glory in 


the Lord. 

18 For not he that commendeth him- 
self is approved, but whom the Lord 
commendeth, 


CHAPTER 11 


OULD to God ye could bear with 
me a little in my folly: and indeed 
bear with me. 
_2 For I am jealous over you with godly 
jealousy: for I have espoused you to one 
husband, that I may present you as a 
chaste virgin to Christ. 

3 But I fear, lest by any means, as the 
serpent beguiled Eve through his sub- 
tilty, so your minds should be corrupted 
from the simplicity that is in Christ, 

4 For if he that cometh preacheth 
another Jesus, whom we have’ not 
preached, or if ye receive another spirit, 
which ye have not received, or another 
gospel, which ye have not accepted, ye 
might well bear with him. 

5 For I suppose I was not a whit be- 
hind the very chiefest apostles. 

6 But though J be rude in speech; yet 
not in knowledge; but we have been 
thoroughly made manifest'among you 
in all things, 

7 Have I committed an offense in abas- 
ing myself that ye might be exalted, be- 
cause I have preached to you the gospel 
of God freely? 

8 I robbed other churches, taking 
wages of them, to do you service... 

9 And when I was present with you, 
and wanted, I was chargeable tono man: 
for that which was lacking to me the 
brethren which came from Macedonia 
supplied: and in all things I have kept 
myself from being burdensome unto 
you, and so will I keep myself. ° 

10 As the truth of Christ is in me, no 
man shall stop me of this boasting in the 
regions of A-cha‘ia. athe 

11 Wherefore? because I love you not? 
God knoweth. is 

12 But what I do, that I will do, that I 
may cut off occasion from them which 
desire occasion; that wherein they 
glory, they may be found even as we. 

13 For such are false apostles, deceitful 
workers, transforming themselves into 
the apostles of Christ. 

i4 And no marvel; for Satan himself is 
transformed into an angel of light. - 

15 Therefore it is no great thing if his 
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ministers also be transformed as the 
ministers of righteousness; whose end 
shall be according to their works. 

161 say again, Let no man think mea 
fool; if otherwise, yet as a fool receive 
me, that I may boast myself a little. 

17 That which I-speak, I speak i¢ not 
after the Lord, but as it were foolishly, 
in this confidence of boasting. 

18 Seeing that many glory after the 
flesh, I will glory also. : 

19 For ye suffer fools gladly, seeing ye 
yourselves are wise. 

20 For ye suffer, if a man bring you 
into bondage, if a man deyour you; ifa 
man take of you, if a man exalt himself, 
if a man smite you on the face. 

21 I speak as concerning reproach, as 
though we had been weak. Howbeit, 
whereinsoever any is bold, (I speak 
foolishly,) I am bold also. : 

22 Are they Hebrews? so am FE. Are 
they Is’ra-él-ites?' so am I. Are they the 
seed of Abraham? so am I. 

23 Are they ministers of Christ? 
speak as a fool,) I-am more; in labors 
more abundant, in stripes above meéas- 
ure, inprisons more frequent, in deaths 


oft. 

24 Of the Jews five times received: I 
forty stripes Save one. 

25 Thrice was I beaten with rods, once 
was I stoned, thrice I suffered ship- 
wreck, a night and a day I have been in 
the deep; 

26 In journeyings often, in perils of 
waters, 2n perils of robbers, in perils by 
mine own countrymen, in perils by the 
heathen, in perils in the city, in perils in 
the wilderness, in perils in the sea, in 
perils among false brethren; 

27 In weariness and painfulness, in 
watchings often, in hunger and thirst, 
in fastings often, in cold and naked- 
ness. 

28 Beside those things that are with- 
out, that which cometh upon.me daily, 
the care of all the churches. 

29 Who is weak, and I am not weak? 
who is offended, and I burn not? 

30 If I must needs glory, I will glory 
of the things which concern mine in- 
firmities. i 

31 The God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, which is blessed for ever=

2:1 knew’a man in Christ above four- 
teen years ago, (whether in the body, I 
cannot tell; or whether out of the body, 
I cannot tell: God knoweth;) such a one 
caught up to the third heaven. 

3:And I knew such aman, (whether in 
the body, or out of the body, I cannot 
tell: God knoweth;) — 

4 How that he was caught up into para- 
dise, and heard unspeakable words, 
which it is not lawful for a man to utter. 

5 Of such a one will I glory: yet of 
myself I will not glory, but in mine 


es. 

6 For though I would desire to glory, I 
shall not be a fool; for I will say the 
truth: but now I forbear, lest any man 
should think of me above that which 
za seeth me fo be; or that he heareth 
of me. 

7 And lest I should be exalted above 
measure through the abundance of the 
revelations, there was given to me a 
thorn in the flesh, the messenger of 
Satan to buffet'me, lest I should be ex- 
alted above measure. 

8 For this thing I besought the Lord 
thrice, that it might depart from me. 

9 And he said unto me, My grace is 
sufficient for thee: for my strength is 
made perfect in weakness. Most 
gladly therefore will I rather glory in my 
infirmities, that the power of Christ ma 
rest upon me, } 

10 Therefore I take pleasure in infirmi- 
ties, inreproaches, in necessities, in per- 
secutions, in distresses for Christ’s sake: 
for when I am weak, then am I strong. 

11 I am become a fool in glorying; ye 
have compelled me: for I ought to have 
been commended of you: for in nothing 
am I behind the very chiefest apostles, 
though I be nothing. y 

12 Truly the signs of an apostle were 
wrought among you in all patience, in 
signs, and wonders, and mighty deeds. 

13 For what is it wherein ye were in- 
ferior to other churches, except it be 
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that I myself was not burdensome to 
you? forgive me this wrong. 

14 Behold, the third time I am ready to 
come to you; and I will not be burden- 
some to you: for I seek not yours, but 
you: for the children ought not to lay up 
for the parents, but the parents for the 
children. 


15 And I will very gladly spend and be 
spent for you; though the more abun- 
dantly I love you, the less I be loved. 

_ 16 But be it so, I did not burden you: 
nevertheless, being crafty, I caught you 
with guile. 

17 Did I make a gain of you by any of 
them whom I sent unto you? 

18 I desired Titus, and with him I sent 
a brother. Did Titus make a gain of 

_you? walked we not in the same spirit?

19 Again, think ye that we excuse our- 
selves unto you? we speak before God 
in Christ: but we do all things, dearly 
‘beloved, for your edifying.

21 And lest, when I come again, my 
God will humble me among you, and 
that I shall bewail many which have 
sinned alréady, and have not repented 
of:the uncleanness and fornication and 
aL mea which they have com- 
mitted, 


; CHAPTER 13 
HIS is the third time I am coming 
to you. In the mouth of two or 
three witnesses shall every word be 
established. 
2 I told you before, and foretell you, as 
if I were present, the second time; and 
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being absent now I write to them which 
heretofore have sinned, and to all other, 
that, if I come again, I will not spare: 
_3 Since ye seek a proof of Christ speak- 
ing in me, which to you-ward is not 
weak, but is mighty in you. 

4 For though he was crucified through 
weakness, yet he liveth by the power of 
God. For we also are weak in him, but 
we shall live with him by the power of 
God toward you. 

5 Examine yourselves, whether ye be 
in the faith; prove your own selves. 
Know ye not your own selves, how that 
Jesus Christ is in you, except ye be 
reprobates? 

6 But I trust that ye shall know that we 
are not reprobates. 

7 Now I pray to God that ye do no evil; 
not that we should appear approved, but 
that ye should do that which is honest, 
ie we be Le reprobates. +, 

8 For we can do nothing against the 
truth, but for the truth. 

9 For we are glad, when we are weak, 
and ye are strong: and this also we wish, 
even your perfection. 

10 Therefore I write these things being 
absent, lest being present I should use 
sharpness, according to the power which 
the Lord hath given me to edification, 
and not to destruction. 

11 Finally, brethren, farewell. Be per- 
fect, be of good comfort, be of one mind, 
live in peace; and the God of love and 
peace shall be with you. 

12 Greet one another with a holy kiss. 

13. All the saints salute you. 

14 The grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and the love of God, and the communion 
of the Holy Ghost, be with you all. 
Amen.

CHAPTER 1 


pau, an apostle, (not of men, 
neither by man, but by Jesus Christ, 
and God the Father, who raised him 
from the dead;) 

2 And all the brethren which are with 
me, unto the churches of Ga-la’ti-a: 

3 Grace be to you, and peace, from God 
the Father, and from our Lord Jesus 

Christ, 
- 4 Who gave himself for our sins, that 
he might deliver us from this present 
evil world, according to the will of God 
and our Father: 

5 To whom be glory for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

6 I marvel that ye are so soon removed 
from him that called you into the grace 
of Christ unto another gospel: 

7 Which is not another; but there be 
some that trouble you, and would per- 
vert the gospel of Christ. 

8 But though we, or an angel from 
heaven, preach any other gospel unto 
you than that which we have preached 
unto you, let him be accursed. 

9 As we said before, so say I now again, 
If any man preach any other gospel unto 
you than that ye have received, let him 
be accursed. 

10 For do Inow persuade men, or God? 
or do I seek to please men? for if I yet 
pleased men, I should not be the sery- 
ant of Christ. 

11 But I certify you, brethren, that the 
gospel which was preached of me is not 
after man. 

12 For I neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught if, but by the reve- 
lation of Jesus Christ. 

13 For ye have heard of my conversa- 
tion in time past in the Jews’ religion, 
’ how that beyond measure I persecuted 
the church of God, and wasted it: 

14 And profited in the Jews’ religion 
above many my equals in mine own na- 
tion, being more exceedingly zealous of 
the traditions of my fathers. 

15 But when it pleased God, who sepa- 
rated me from my mother’s womb, and 
called me by his grace, 


16 To reveal his Son in me, that I 
might preach him among the heathen; 
immediately I conferred not with flesh 
and blood: 

17 Neither went I up to Jerusalem to 
them which were apostles before me; 
but I went into Arabia, and returned 
again unto Damascus. 

18 Then after three years I went up to 
Jerusalem to see Peter, and abode with 
him fifteen days. 

19 But other of the apostles saw I none, 
save James the Lord’s brother. 

20 Now the things which I write unto 
you, behold, before God, I lie not. 

21 Afterward I came into the regions of 
Syria and Ci-li’ci-a; 

22 And was unknown by face unto the 
churches of Judea which were in Christ: 

23 But they had heard only, That he 
which persecuted us in times past now 
preacheth the faith which once he de- 
stroyed. 

24 And they glorified God in me. 


CHAPTER 2 


‘THEN fourteen years after I went 
up again to Jerusalem with Bar- 
nabas, and took Titus with me also. 

2 And I went up by revelation, and 
communicated unto them that gospel 
which I preach among the Gén’tiles, but 
privately to them which were of repu- 
tation, lest by any means I should run, 
or had run, in vain. 

3 But neither Titus, who was with me, 
being a Greek, was compelled to be 
circumcised: 

4 And that because of false brethren 
unawares brought in, who came in 
privily to spy out our liberty which we 
have in Christ Jesus, that they might 
bring us into bondage: 

5 To whom we gave place by subjec- 
tion, no, not for an hour; that the truth 
of the gospel might continue with you. 

6 But of those who seemed to be some- 
what, (whatsoever they were, it maketh 
no matter to me: God accepteth no 
man’s person:) for they who seemied fo 
be somewhat in conference added noth- 
ing to me: 
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‘7:But contrariwise, when they saw that 
the gospel of the uncircumcision was 
committed unto me, as the gospel of the 
circumcision was unto Peter; 

8 (For he that wrought effectually in 
Peter to the apostleship of the circum- 
cision, the same was mighty in me to- 
ward the Gén’tiles;) 

9 And when James, Cé’phas, and John, 
who seemed to be pillars, perceived the 
grace that was given unto me, they gave 
to me and Barnabas the right hands of 
fellowship; that we should go unto the 
heathen, and they unto the circumcision. 

10 Only they would that we should 
remember the poor; the same which I 
also was forward to do. 

11 But when Peter was come to An‘ 
ti-deh, I withstood him to the face, be- 
' cause he was to be blamed.- 

12 For before that certain came from 
James, he did eat with the Gén’tiles: 
but when they were come, he withdrew 
and separated himself, fearing them 
which were of the circumcision. 

13 And the other Jews dissembled like- 
wise with him; insomuch that Barnabas 
also was carried away with their dis- 
simulation. 

14 But when I saw that they walked 
not uprightly according to the truth of 
the gospel, I said unto Peter before 
them all, If thou, being a Jew, livest 
after the manner of Gén’tiles, and not 
as do the Jews, why compellest thou the 
Gén'tiles to live as do the Jews? 

15 We who are Jews by nature, and 
not sinners of the Gén'tiles, 

16 Knowing that a man is not justified 
by the works of the law, but by the faith 
of Jesus Christ, even we have believed 
in Jesus Christ, that we might be justi- 
fied by the faith of Christ, and not by the 
works of the law: for by the works of the 
law shall no flesh be justified. 

17 But if, while we seek to be justified 
by Christ, we ourselves also are found 
sinners, is therefore Christ the minister 
_ of sin? God forbid. J ; 

18 For if I build again the things which 
I destroyed, I make myself a trans- 
gressor, ‘ 

19 For I through the law am dead to 
the law, that I might live unto God. 

201 am crucified with Christ: neverthe- 
less I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in 
me: and the life which I now live in the 
flesh I live by the faith of the Son of God, 
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who loved me, and gave himself for me. 

21 I do not frustrate the grace of God: 
for if righteousness come by the law, 
then Christ is dead in vain. 


CHAPTER 3 


FOOLISH Ga-la’tiins, who hath 

bewitched you, that ye should not 
obey the truth, before whose eyes Jesus 
Christ hath been evidently set forth, 
crucified among you? 

2 This only would I learn of you, Re- 
ceived ye the Spirit by the works of the 
law, or by the hearing of faith? 

3 Are ye so foolish? having begun.in the 
Spirit, are ye now made perfect by the 
flesh? } 

4 Have ye suffered so many things in 
vain? if if be yet in vain. — 

5 He therefore that ministereth to you 
the Spirit, and worketh miracles among 
you, doeth he it by the works of the law, 
or by the hearing of faith? 

6 Evenas Abraham believed God, andit 
was accounted to him for righteousness. 

7 Know ye therefore that they which 
are of faith, the same are the children of 
Abraham, 

8 And the Scripture, foreseeing that 
God would justify the heathen through 
faith, preached before the gospel unto 
Abraham, saying, In thee shall all na- 
tions be blessed. 

9 So then they which be of faith are 
blessed with faithful Abraham. 

10 For as many as are of the works of 
the law are under the curse: for it is 
written, Cursed is every one that con- 
tinueth not in all things which are writ- 
ten in the book of the law to do them. 

11 But that no man is justified by the 
law in the sight of God, it is evident: for, 
The just shall live by faith. 

12 And the law is not of faith: but, The 
man that doeth them shall live in them. 

13 Christ hath redeemed us from the 
curse of the law, being made a curse for 
us: for it is written, Cursed zs every one 
that hangeth on a tree: 

14 That the blessing of Abraham might 
come on the Gén’tiles through Jesus 
Christ; that we might receive the prom- 
ise of the Spirit through faith. 

15 Brethren, I speak after the manner 
of men; Though it be but a: man’s cove- 
nant, yet if if be confirmed, no man dis- 
annulleth, or addeth thereto. ; 
-16 Now to Abraham and his seed were 
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the promises made. He saith not, And 
to‘seeds, as of many; but as of one, And 
to thy seed, which is Christ. 

17 And this I say, that the covenant, 
that was confirmed before of God in 
eae the law, which was four hundred 

d thirty years after, cannot disannul, 
that it should make the promise of none 
effect. 

18 For if the inheritance be of the law, 
it is no more of promise: but God gave 
it to Abraham by promise. 

19 Wherefore then serveth the law? 
It was added because of transgressions, 
till the seed should come to whom the 
promise was made; and it was ordained 
by angels in the hand of a mediator. 

20 Now a mediator is not a mediator of 
one, but God is one. 

21 Ts the law then against the promises 
of God? God forbid: for if there had 
been a law given whick could have given 
life, verily righteousness should have 
been by the law. 

22 But the Scripture hath concluded 
all under sin, that the promise by faith 
of Jesus Christ might be given to them 
that believe. 

23 But before faith came, we were kept 
under the law, shut up unto the faith 
which should afterward be revealed. 

24 Wherefore the law was our school- 
master fo bring us unto Christ, that we 
might be justified by faith. 

25 But after that faith is come, we are 
no longer under a schoolmaster. 

26 For ye are all the children of God by 
faith in Christ Jesus. 

27 For as many of you as have been 
baptized into Christ have put on Christ. 

28 There is neither Jew nor Greek, 
there is neither bond nor free, there is 
neither male nor female: for ye are all 
one in Christ Jesus. i 

29 And if ye be Christ’s, then are ye 
Abraham’s seed, and heirs according to 

CHAPTER 4 
New. I say, That the heir, as long 
as he is a child, differeth nothing and 
from a servant, though he be lord of all; 

2 But is under tutors and governors 
until the time appointed of the father. 

3 Even so we, when we were children, 
bein in eee under the elements of 
© 4 But when the fulness of the time was 
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come, God sent forth his Son, made of 
a woman, made under the law, 

5 To redeem them that were under the 
law, that we might receive the adoption 
of sons. 

6 And because ye are sons, God hath 
sent forth the Spirit of his San into your 
hearts, crying, Abba, Father. 

7 Wherefore thou art no more a sery- 
ant, but a son; and if a son, then an heir 
of God through Christ. 

8 Howbeit then, when ye knew not 
God, ye did service unto them which by 
nature are no gods, 

9 But now, after that ye have known 
God, or rather are-known of God, how 
turn ye again to the weak and beggarly 
elements, whereunto ye desire again to 
be in bonda ge? 

10 Ye observe days, and months, and 
times, and years. 

11 I am afraid of you, lest I have be- 
stowed upon you labor in vain. 

12 Brethren, I beseech you, be asI am; 
for I am as ye are: ye have not injured 
me at all. 

13 Ye know how through infirmity of 
the flesh I preached the gospel unto you 
at the first. 

14 And my temptation which was in 
my flesh ye despised not, nor rejected; 
but received me as an angel of God, 
even as Christ Jesus, 

15 Where is then the blessedness ye 
spake of? for I bear you record, that, if 
it had been possible, ye would have 
plucked out your own eyes, and have 
given them to me. 

16 Am I therefore become your enemy, 
because I tell you the truth? 

17 They zealously affect you, bu¢é not 
well; yea, they would exclude you, that 
ye might affect them. 

18 But itis good to be zealously affected 
always in a good thing, and not only 
when I am present with you. 

19 My little children, of whom I travail 
in birth again until Christ be formed in 


you, 
pha I desire to be present with you now, 
to change my voice; for I stand in 
doubt of you. 
21 Teil me, ye that desire to be under 
the law, do ye not hear the law? 


22 For it is written, that Abraham had 
two sons, the one by a bondmaid, the 
other by a free woman. 


23 But he who was of the bondwoman 
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was born after the flesh; but he of the 
free woman was by promise. 

24 Which things are an allegory: for 
these are, the two covenants; the one 
from the mount Si‘nai, which gendereth 
to bondage, which is A’gar, 

25. For this A’gar is mount Si’nai in 
Arabia; and answereth to Jerusalem 
which now is, and is in bondage with her 
children. 

26 But Jerusalem which is above is 
free, which is the mother of us all. 

27 For it is written, Rejoice, thou 
barren that bearest not; break forth and 
cry, thou that travailest not: for the 
desolate hath many more children than 
she which hath a husband. 

28 Now we, brethren, as Isaac was, are 
the children of promise. 

29 But as then he that was born after 
the flesh persecuted him that was born 
after the Spirit, even. so if is now. 

30 Nevertheless what saith the Scrip- 
ture? Cast out the bondwoman and her 
son: for the son of the bondwoman shall 
not be heir with the son of. the free 
woman. 

31 So then, brethren, we are not chil- 
dren of the bondwoman, but of the free. 


CHAPTER 5 
STAND fast therefore in the liberty 
wherewith Christ hath made us free, 
and be not entangled again with the 
yoke of bondage. ; 

‘2 Behold, I Paul say unto you, that if 
ye be circumcised, Christ shall profit 
you nothing. 

+ 3 For I testify again to every man that 
is circumcised, that he is'a debtor to do 
the whole law. 

4 Christ is become of no effect unto 
you, whosoever of you are justified by 
the law; ye are fallen from grace. 

5 For-we through the Spirit wait for the 
hope of righteousness by faith. z 

6 For in Jesus Christ neither circum- 
cision availeth any thing, nor uncir- 
: nape but faith which worketh by 

love. f 

7 Ye did run well; who did hinder you 
that ye should not obey the truth? — 

8 This persuasion cometh not of him 
that calleth you. ? 
ae A little leaven leaveneth the whole 

ump. >. k 

10 T have confidence in you through the 
Lord, that ye will be none otherwise 
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minded: but he that troubleth you shall 
bear his judgment, whosoever he be. 

11 And I, brethren, if I yet preach cir- 
cumcision, why do I yet suffer persecu- 
tion? then is the offense of the cross 
ceased. : 

12 I would they were even cut off which 
trouble you. 

13 For, brethren, ye have been called 
unto liberty; only use not liberty for an 
occasion to the flesh, but by love serve 
one another, : 

14 For all the law is fulfilled in one 
word, even in this; Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor:as thyself. 

15 But if ye bite and devour one an- 
other, take heed that ye be not con- 
sumed one of another. 

16 This I say then, Walk in the Spirit, 
and ye shall not fulfil the lust of the flesh. 

17 For the flesh lusteth against. the 
Spirit, and. the Spirit against the flesh: 
and these are contrary the one to the 
other; so that ye cannot do the things 
that ye would. 

18 But if ye be led of the Spirit, ye are 
not under the law. 

19 Now the works of the flesh are 
manifest, which are these, Adultery, 
fornication, uncleanness, lasciviousness, 

20 Idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, vari- 
ance, emulations, wrath, strife, sedi- 
tions, heresies, 

21 Envyings, murders, drunkenness, 
revelings, and such like: of the which I 
tell you before, as I have also told you in 
time past, that they which do such things 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God. 
_22 But the fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, long-suffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, ; 

23 Meekness, temperance: against 
such there is no law. <7 

24 And they that are Christ’s have cru- 
pike the flesh with the affections and 
‘usts. ha . 

25 If we live in the Spirit, let us also 
walk in the Spirit. — 

26 Let us not be desirous of vainglory, 
provoking one another, envying one 
another, eae: ; 


ae CHAPTER 6 
BERETSREN, if a man be overtaken 

in a fault, ye which are spiritual, 
restore such a one in the spirit of meek- 
ness; considering thyself, lest thou also 
be tempted.

GALATIANS 6 


2 Bear ye one another’s burdens, and 
so fulfil the law of Christ.

13 For neither they themselves who 
are circumcised keep the law; but desire 
to have you circumcised, that they may 
glory in your flesh. 

14 But God forbid that I should glory, 
save in the cross of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by whom the world is crucified 
unto me, and I unto the world. 

15 For in Christ Jesus neither circum- 
cision availeth any thing, nor uncircum- 
cision, but a new creature. 

16 And as many as walk according to 
this rule, peace be on them, and mercy, 
and upon the Is’ra-él of God.

3 Blessed be the God and Father.of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, who hath blessed us 
with all spiritual blessings in heavenly 
places in Christ: 

4 According as he hath chosen us in 
him before the foundation of the world, 
that we should be holy and without 
blame before him in love: 

5 Having predestinated us unto the 
adoption of children by Jesus Christ to 
himself, according to the good pleasure 
of his will, 

6 To the praise of the glory of his grace, 
wherein he hath made us accepted in the 
beloved: 


7In whom we have redemption through 
his blood, the forgiveness of sins, ac- 
cording to the riches of his grace; 

8 Wherein he hath abounded toward us 
in all wisdom and prudence; 

9 Having made known unto. us the 
mystery of his will, according to his 
good pleasure which he hath purposed 
in himself: : 

10 That in the dispensation of the ful- 
ness of times he might gather together 
in one all things in Christ, both which 
are in heaven, and which are on earth; 
even in him: 

11 In whom also we have obtained an 
inheritance, being predestinated ac- 
cording to the purpose of him who work- 
eth all things after the counsel of his 
own will: kh 

12 That we should be to the praise of 
his glory, who first trusted in Christ. 

13 In whom ye also frusted, after that 
ye heard the word of truth, the gospel of 
your salvation: in whom also, after that 
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ye believed, ye were sealed with that 
Holy Spirit of promise, 

14 Which is the earnest of our inherit- 
ance until the redemption of the pur- 
chased possession, unto the praise of 
his glory. 

15 Wherefore I also, after I heard of 
your faith in the Lord Jesus, and love 
unto all the saints, 

16 Cease not to give thanks for you, 
making mention of you in my prayers; 

17 That the God of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, the Father of. glory, may give 
unto you the spirit of wisdom and reve- 
lation in the knowledge of him: 

18 The eyes of your understanding be- 
ing enlightened; that ye may know what 
is the hope of his calling, and what the 
tiches of the glory of his inheritance in 

‘the saints, 

19 And what zs the exceeding greatness 
of his power to us-ward who believe, 
according to the working of his mighty 
power, 

20 Which he wrought in Christ, when 
he raised him from the dead, and set 
him. at his own right hand in the 
heavenly places, 

21 Far above all principality, and 
power, and might, and dominion, and 
every name that is named, not only in 
this world, but also in that which is to 
come: 

22 And hath put all things under his 
feet, and gave him fo be the head over 
all things to the church, 

23 Which is his body, the fulness of 
him that filleth all in all. 


CHAPTER 2 
BND you hath he quickened, who 
- were dead in trespasses and sins; 
2 Wherein in time past ye walked ac- 
cording to the course of this world, 
according to the prince of the power 
of the air, the spirit that now worketh 
in the children of disobedience: 
3 Among whom also we all had our con- 
.-versation in times past in the lusts of 
our flesh, fulfilling the desires of the 
flesh and of the mind; and were by na- 
ture the children of wrath, even as 
others. : 
4 But God, who is rich in mercy, for his 
great love wherewith he loved us, _ 

5 Even when we were dead in sins, 
hath quickened us together with Christ, 
(by grace ye are saved;) 
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6 And hath raised us up together, and 
made us sit together in heavenly places 
in Christ Jesus: ¥ 

7 That in the ages to come he might 
show the exceeding riches of his grace, 
in his kindness toward us, through 
Christ Jesus. 

8 For by grace are ye saved through 
faith; and that not of yourselves: if is 
the gift of God: 

9 Not of works, lest any man should 
boast. 

10 For we are his workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus unto good works, 
which God hath before ordained that 
we should walk in them. 

11 Wherefore remember, that ye being 
in time past Gén’tiles in the flesh, who 
are called Uncircumcision by that which 
is called the Circumcision in the flesh 
made by hands; 

12 That at that time ye were with- 
out Christ, being aliens from the com- 
monwealth of Is’ra-él, and strangers 
from the covenants of promise, hav- 
ing no hope, and without God in the 
world: 

13 But now, in Christ Jesus, ye who 
sometime were far off are made nigh by 
the blood of Christ. 

14 For he is our peace, who hath 
made both one, and hath broken down 
the middle wall of partition between 
us; 

15 Having abolished in his flesh the en- 
Inity, even the law of commandments 
contained in ordinances; for to make in 
himself of twain one new man, so mak- 
ing peace; . 

16 And that he might reconcile both 
unto God in one body by the cross, hav- 
ing slain the enmity thereby: 

17 And came and preached peace to 
you which were afar off, and to them 
that were nigh. 

18 For through him we both have ac- 
cess by one Spirit unto the Father. 

19 Now therefore ye are no more 
strangers and foreigners, but fellow citi- 
zens with the saints, and of the house- 
hold of God; 

20 And are built upon the foundation 
of the apostles and prophets, Jesus 
Christ himself being the chief corner 
stone; 

21 In whom all the building fitly framed 
together groweth unto a holy temple in 
the Lord: j 
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22 In whom ye also are builded to- 
gether for a habitation of God through: 
the Spirit. 


CHAPTER 3 
Fos this cause I Paul, the prisoner 
of Jesus Christ for you Gén’tiles, 

2 If ye have heard of the dispensation 
of the grace of God which is given me to 
you-ward: 

3 How that by revelation he made 
known unto me the mystery; (as I wrote 
afore in few words; 

4 Whereby, when ye read, ye may un- 
derstand my knowledge in the mystery 
of Christ,) . 

5 Which in other ages was not made 
known unto the sons of men, as it is now 
revealed unto his holy apostles and 
prophets by the Spirit; 

6 That the Gén’tiles should be fellow 
heirs, and of the same body, and par- 
takers of his promise in Christ by the 
gospel: 

7 Whereof I was made a minister, ac- 
cording to the gift of the grace of God 
given unto me by the effectual working 
of his power. 

8 Unto me, who am less than the least 
of all saints, is this grace given, that 
I should preach among the Gén’tiles 
the unsearchable riches of Christ; 

9 And to make all men see what is the 
fellowship of the mystery, which from 
the beginning of the world hath been hid 
in God, who created all things by Jesus 
Christ: 

10 To the intent that now unto the 
principalities and powers in heavenly 
places might be known by the church 
the manifold wisdom of God, 

11 According to the eternal purpose 
vee he purposed in Christ Jesus our 

ord: 

12 In whom we have boldness and ac- 
cess with confidence by the faith of him. 

13 Wherefore I desire that “i e faint not 
at my tribulations for you, which is your 


glory. 

14 For this cause I bow my knees unto 
the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 

15 Of whom the whole family in heaven 
and earth is named, 

16 That he would grant you, according 
to the riches of his glory, to be strength- 
ened with might by his Spirit in the 
inner man; 

17 That Christ may dwellin your hearts 


by faith; that ye, being rooted and 
grounded i in love, } 

18 May be able to comprehend with all 
saints what is the breadth, and length, 
and depth, and height; 

19 And to know the love of Christ, 
which passeth knowledge, that ye might 
be filled with all the fulness of God. 

20 Now unto him that is able to do ex- 
ceeding abundantly above all that we 
ask or think; according to the power that 
worketh in us, 

21 Unto him be glory in the church by 
Christ Jesus throughout all ages, world 
without end. Amen. i

11 And he gave some, apostles; and 
some, prophets; and some, evangelists; 
and some, pastors and teachers; 

12 For the perfecting of the saints, for 
the work of the miristry, for the edify- 
ing of the body of Christ: V3 

13 Till we all come in the unity of the 
faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of 
God, unto a perfect man, unto the meas- 
ae: of the stature of the. fulness of 

hrist: 

14 That we henceforth Ihe no more chil- 
dren, tossed to and fro, and carried 
about with every wind of doctrine, by 
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the sleight of men, and cunning crafti- 
ness whereby they lie in wait to deceive; 

15 But speaking the truth in love, may 
grow up into him in all things, which is 
the head, even Christ: 

16 From whom the whole body fitly 

| joined together and compacted by that 
which every joint supplieth, according 
to the effectual working in the measure 
of every part, maketh increase of the 
arg unto the edifying of itself in 
ove. 

17 This I say therefore, and testify in 
the Lord, that ye henceforth walk not as 
other Gén’tiles walk, in the vanity of 
their mind, 

18 Having the understanding dark- 
ened, being alienated from the life of 
God through the ignorance that is in 
them, because of the blindness of their 
heart: 

19 Who being past feeling have given 
themselves over unto lasciviousness, to 
work ail uncleanness with greediness. 

20 But ye have not so learned Christ; 

21 If so be that ye have heard him, and 
have been taught by him, as the truth 
is in Jesus: 

22 That ye put off concerning the 
former conversation the old man, which 
. corrupt according to the deceitful 

usts; | ; , ; 

23 And be renewed in the spirit of your 
mind; 

24 And that ye put on the new man, 
which after God is created in righteous- 
ness and true holiness. 

25 Wherefore putting away lying, speak 
every man truth with his neighbor: for 
we are members one of another. 

26 Be ye angry, and sin not: let not the 
sun go down upon your wrath: — 

27 Neither give place to the devil. 

28 Let him that stole steal no more: 
but rather let him labor, working with 
his hands the thing which is good, 
that he may have to give to him that 
needeth., Co 
_ 29 Let no corrupt communication pro- 
ceed out of your mouth, but that which 
is good to the use of edifying, that it may 
minister grace unto the hearers. _ 

30 And grieve not the Holy Spirit of 
God, whereby ye are sealed unto the 
day of redemption. 

. 31 Let all bitterness, and wrath, and 
anger, and clamor, and evil speaking, 
be put away from you, with all malice:

32 And be ye kind one to another, ten- 
der-hearted, forgiving one another, even 
as God for Christ’s sake hath forgiven 
you.

11 And have no fellowship with the 
unfruitful works of darkness, but rather 
reprove them. , 

12 For it is a shame even to speak of 
those things which are done of them in 
secret. ; 

13 But all things that:are reproved are 
made manifest by the light: for whatso- 
ever doth make manifest is light. 

14 Wherefore he saith; Awake thou 
that sleepest, and arise from the dead, 
and Christ shall give thee light... 

15 See then that ye walk circumspectly, 
not as fools, but as wise, 

16 Redeeming the time, because the 
days are evil. i : 

17 Wherefore be ye not unwise, bu 
understanding what the will of the 
Lord is. iL ibe aen 

18 And be not drunk with wine, where- 
in is excess; but be filled with the 
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19 Speaking to yourselves in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, singing 
and making melody in your heart to the 
Lord; 

20 Giving thanks always for all things 
unto God and the Father in the name 
of our Lord Jesus Christ; 

21 Submitting yourselves one to an- 
other in the fear of God. 

22 Wives, submit yourselves unto your 

own husbands, as unto the Lord. 

23 For the husband is the head of 
= wife, even as Christ is the head of 
hei aioe and he is the saviour of the 
b 

24 ithixeiote as the church is subject 
unto Christ, so let the wives be to their 
own husbands in every thing. 

25 Husbands, love your wives, even as 
Christ also loved the church, and gave 
himself for it; 

26 That he might sanctify and cleanse 
it ae the washing of water by the 
word, 

27 That he might present it to him- 
self a glorious church, not having 
spot, or wrinkle, or any such thing; 
but that it should be holy and without 
blemish. 

28 So ought men to love their wives as 
their own bodies. He that loveth his 
wife loveth himself. 

29 For no man ever yet hated his own 
flesh; but nourisheth and cherisheth it, 
even as the Lord the church: 

30 For we are members of his body, of 
his flesh, and of his bones. 

31 For this cause shall a man leave his 
father and- mother, and shall be joined 
—. his wife, and they two shall be one 

esh. 

32 This is a great mystery: but I speak 
concerning Christ and the church. 

33 Nevertheless, let every one of you 
in particular so love his wife ‘even as 
himself; and the wife see that she rever- 
ence her husband. 


CHAPTER 6 
(CHILDREN, obey your parents in the 
Lord: for this is right.

11 Put on the whole armor of God, that 
ye may be able to stand against the wiles 
of the devil. 

12 For we wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the dark- 
ness of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places. 

13 Wherefore take unto you the whole 
armor of God, that ye may be able to 
withstand in the evil day, and having 
done all, to stand. 

14 Stand therefore, having your loins 
girt about with truth, and having on the 
breastplate of righteousness; 

15 And your feet shod with the prepara- 
tion of the gospel of peace 

16 Above all, taking the shield of faith, 
wherewith ye shall be able to quench all 
the fiery darts of the wicked. 

17 And take the helmet of salvation, 
and the sword of the Spirit, which is the 
word of God: 

18 Praying always with all prayer and 
supplication in the Spirit, and watching 
thereunto with all perseverance and 
supplication for all saints; 

19 And for me, that utterance may a 
given unto me, that I may yall 
mouth boldly, to make known the mys- 
tery of the gospel, 

20 For which I am an ambassador i in 
bonds; that therein I may speak boldly,

21 But that ye also may know my af-

2 Grace be unto you, and peace, from 
God our Father and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

3 I thank my God upon every remem- 
brance of you, 

4 Always in every prayer of mine for 
you all making request with joy, 

5 For your fellowship in the gospel 
from the first day until now; 

6 Being confident of this very thing, 
that he which hath begun a good work 
in you will perform if until-the day of 
Jesus Christ: : 

7Evenasitismeet for me to think this of 
you all, because I have you in my heart; 
inasmuch as both in my bonds, and in 
the defense and confirmation of the gos- 
pel, ye all are partakers of my grace. 

8 For God is my record, how greatly I 
long after you all in the bowels of Jesus 
Christ. 

9 And this I pray, that your love may 
abound yet more and more in knowl- 
edge and in all judgment; — ; 

10 That ye may approve things that are 
excellent; that ye may be sincere and 
without offense till the day of Christ; 

11 Being filled with the fruits of right- 
eousness, which are by Jesus Christ, 
unto the glory and praise of God. 

12 But I would ye should understand, 
brethren, that the things which hap- 
hened unto me have fallen out rather 

unto the furtherance of the gospel; 
13 So that my bondsin Christ are mani- 
fest in all the palace, and in all other 
places;

18 What then? notwithstanding, every 
way, whether in pretense, or in truth, 
Christ is preached; and I therein do re- 
joice, yea, and will rejoice. 

19 For I know that this shall turn to 
my salvation through your prayer, and 
the:supply of the Spirit of Jesus Christ, 

20 According to my earnest expectation 
and my hope, that in nothing I‘shall be 


ashamed, but that with all boldness, as 


always, so now also Christ shall be mag- 
nified in my body, whether it be by life, 
or by death. ; 

21 For tome to live zs Christ, and to die 
is gain. 

22 But if I live in the flesh, this is the 
fruit of my labor: yet what I shall choose 
I-wot not. ; 

23 For I am ina strait betwixt two, hay- 
ing a desire to depart, and to be with 
Christ; which is far better: : 

24 Nevertheless to abide in the flesh is 
more needful for you. 

25 And having this confidence, I know 
that I shall abide and continue with you 
all for your furtherance and joy of faith; 

26 That your rejoicing may be more 
abundant in Jesus Christ for me by my 
coming to you again. ; :

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whether I come and see you, or.else be

28 And in nothing terrified by your ad- 
yersaries: which is to them an evident 
token of perdition, but to you of salva- 
tion, and that of God. 

29 For unto you it is given in the behalf 
of Christ, not only to believe on him, but 
also to suffer for his sake; 


30 Having the same conflict which ye. 


saw in me, and now hear fo be in me. 


CHAPTER 2 


TF there be therefore any consolation 

in Christ, if any comfort of love, if

16 For some, when they had heard, 
did provoke: howbeit not all that came 
out of Egypt by Moses. 

17 But with whom was he grieved forty 
years? was it not with them that had 
sinned, whose carcasses fell in the 
wilderness? - 

18 And to whom sware he that they 
should not enter into his rest, but to 
them that believed not? : 

19 So we see that they could not enter 
in because of unbelief. : 


CHAPTER 4 - 
soar us therefore fear, lest, a promise 

4-4 being left us of entering into his 
rest, any of you should seem to come 
short of it, 

2 For unto us was the g preached 
as ote baa wee ut she word 
preache not pro: em, not being 
mixed with faith in them that heard if, 
, 3 For we which have believed. do enter 
into rest, as he said, As I have sworn in 
my wrath, if they shall enter into my 
rest: although the works were finished 
from the foundation of the world. . 
» For he spake in a certain place of the 
seventh day on this wise, And God did 
rest the seventh day from all his works. 

5 And in this place again, If they shall 
enter into my rest. al 

6 Seeing therefore it remaineth that 
some must enter therein, and they to 
whom it was first preached entered not 
- eee, - Haieesh sciitain al aber 
7 Again; he limiteth a certain day, say- 
of Bes David, To-day, after so long a 
time; as it is said, To-day if ye will hear 
his voice, harden not your hearts, ..” 
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8 For if Jesus had given them rest, 
then would he notafterward have spoken 
of another day. 

9 There remaineth therefore a rest to 
the people of God. 

10 For he that is entered into his rest, 
he also hath ceased from his own works, 
as God did from his. 

11 Let us labor therefore to enter into 
that rest, lest any man fall after the 
same example of unbelief. 

12 For the word. of God is quick, and 
powerful, and sharper than any two- 
edged sword, piercing even to the divid- 
ing asunder of soul and spirit, and of 
the joints and marrow, and is a dis- 
cerner of the thoughts and intents of 
the heart. 

13: Neither is there any creature that 
is not manifest in his sight: but all things 
are naked and opened unto the eyes of 
him with whom we have to do. 

14 Seeing then that we have a great 
high priest, that is passed into the heav= 
ens, Jesus the Son of God, let us hold 
fast our profession. 

15 For we have not a high priest which 
cannot be touched with the feeling of 
our infirmities; but was in all points 
tempted like as we are, yet without sin. 

16 Let us therefore come boldly. unto 
the throne of grace, that we may obtain 
aoe and find grace to help in time of 
nee 


CHAPTER 5 


OR every high priest taken from 
among men is ordained for men in 
things pertaining to God, that he may 
offer both gifts and sacrifices for sins: 
2 Who can have compassion on the 
ignorant, and on them, that are out of the 
way; for that he himself also is com- 
passed with i ity. 
3 And by reason hereof he ought, as 
for the people, so also for himself, to 
offer for sins. 
4 And no man taketh this honor unto 
himself, but he that is called of God, as 


was Aaron. 

5 So also Christ glorified not himself 
to be made a high priest; but he that 
said unto him, Thou art my Son, to-day 
have I begotten thee. 

6 As he saith also in another place, 
Thou ari a priest for ever after the order 
of Mél-chis’é-déc. —- 

7 Who in the days of his flesh, when 
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he had offered up prayers and suppli- 
cations with strong crying and tears unto 
him that was able to save him from 
death, and was heard in that he feared; 

8 Though he were a Son, yet learned 
he obedience by the things which he 
suffered; £ 

9 And being made perfect, he became 
the author of eternal salvation unto all 
them that obey him; 

10 Called of God a high priest after the 
order of Mél-ehis’é-déc. 

11 Of whom we have many things to 
say, and hard to be uttered, seeing ye 
are dull of hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye ought to 
be teachers, ye have need that one 
teach you again which be the first prin- 
ciples of the oracles of God; and-are be- 
come such as have need of milk, and 
not of strong meat. 

13 For every one that useth milk its 
unskilful in the word of righteousness: 
for he is a babe. 

14 But strong meat belongeth to them 
that are of full age, even those who by 
reason of use have their senses exer- 
cised to discern both good and evil. 


CHAPTER 6 
“PHEREFORE leaving the principles 
of the doctrine of Christ, let us go 
on unto perfection; not laying again the 
foundation of repentance from dead 
works, and of faith toward God, 

2 Of the doctrine of baptisms, and of 
laying on of hands, and of resurrection 
of the dead, and of eternal judgment. 

3 And this will we do, if God permit. 

4 For i¢ is impossible for those who 
were once enlightened, and have tasted 
of the heavenly gift, and were made par- 
takers of the Holy Ghost, 

5 And have tasted the good word of 
God, and the powers of the world to 


come, : 
6 If they shall fall away, to renew them 
again unto repentance; seeing they cru- 
cify to themselves the Son of God 
afresh, and put him to an open shame. 
7 For the earth which drinketh in the 
rain that cometh oft upon it, and bring-. 
eth forth herbs meet for them by whom 
“ = dressed, receiveth blessing from 
od: ; 
8 But that which beareth thorns and 
briers is rejected, and is nigh unto curs- 
ing; whose end is tobe burned. 
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9 But, beloved, we are persuaded bet- 
ter things of you, and things that accom- 
pany salvation, though we thus speak. 

10 For God is not unrighteous to for- 
get your work and labor of love, which 
ye have showed toward his name, in 
that ye have ministered to the saints, 
and do minister. 

11 And we desire that every one of you 
do show the same diligence to the full 
assurance of hope unto the end: 

12 That ye be not slothful, but followers 
of them who through faith and patience 
inherit the promises. 

13 For when God made promise to 
Abraham, because he could swear by no 
greater, he sware by himself, 

14 Saying, Surely blessing I will bless 
Fy and multiplying I will multiply 

ee. 

15 And so, after he had patiently en- 
dured, he obtained the promise. 

16 For men verily swear by the greater: 
and an oath for confirmation is to them 
an end of all strife. 

17 Wherein God, willing more abun- 
dantly to show unto the heirs of promise 
the immutability of his counsel, con- 
firmed if by an oath: 

18 That by two immutable things, in 
which it was impossible for God to lie, 
we might have a strong consolation, who 
have fied for refuge to lay hold upon the 
hope set before us: 

19 Which hope we have as an anchor 
of the soul, both sure and steadfast, and 
which entereth into that within the veil; 

20 Whither the forerunner is for us 
entered, even Jesus, made a high priest 
- ever after the order of Mél-chis’é- 

éc. 


CHAPTER 7 
POR this Mél-chis’é-déc, king of 
Sa’lém, priest of the most high 
God, who met Abraham returning from 
pe slaughter of the kings, and blessed 


2 To whom also Abraham gave a tenth 
part of all; first being by interpretation 
King of righteousness, and after that 
also King of Sa’lém, which is, King of 
peace; 

3 Without “geet sant enya with- 
out descent, having neither beginning 
of days, nor end of life; but made like 
unto the Son of God; abideth a priest 
continually. 
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4 Now consider how great this man 
was, unto whom even the patriarch 
Abraham gave the tenth of the spoils. 

5 And verily they that are of the sons 
of. Levi, who receive the office of the 
priesthood, have a commandment to 
take tithes of the: people according to 
the law, that is, of their brethren, though 
they come out of the loins of A’ . 

6 But he whose descent is not counted 
from them received tithes of Abraham, 
and blessed him that had the promises. 

7 And without all contradiction the less 
is blessed of the better. 

8 And here men that die receive tithes; 
but there he receiveth them, of whom 
it is witnessed that he liveth. 

9 And as I may so say, Levi also, who 
receiveth tithes, paid tithes in Abraham. 

10 For he was yet in the loins of his 
father, when Mél-chis’é-déc met him. 

11 If therefore perfection were by the 
Lé-vit’i-cal priesthood, (for under it the 
people received the law,) what further 
need was there that another priest 
should rise after the order of Mél- 
ehis’é-déc, and not be called after the 
ah of oe ae . 

12 For the prie. being changed, 
there is made of necessity a change also 
of the law. 

13. For he of whom these things are 
spoken pertaineth to another tribe, of 
panies no man gave attendance at the 

14 For if is evident that our Lord 
sprang out of Jy’da; of which tribe 
_— spake nothing concerning priest- 

ood. 


15 And it is yet far more evident: for 
that after the similitude of Mél-chis’é- 
déc there ariseth another priest, 

16 Who is made, not after the law of 
a carnal commandment, but after the 
power of an endless life, : 

17 For he testifieth, Thou art a 
priest for ever after the order of Mél- 
ehis’é-déc, 

18 For there is verily a disannulling of 
the commandment going before for the 
weakness and unprofitableness thereof. 

#9 For the law made nothing perfect, 
but the bringing in of a better hope did; 
by the which we draw nigh unto God. 

20 And inasmuch as not without an 
oath he was made priest: 

21 (For those priests were made with- 
out an oath; but this with an oath by 
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him that said unto him, The Lord sware 
and will not repent, Thou art a priest for 
ever after the order of Mél-chis’é-déc:) 

22 By so much was Jesus made a surety 
of a better testament. 

23 And they truly were many priests, 
because they were not suffered to con- 
tinue by reason of death: 

24 But this man, because he continu- 
ee Sieh hath an unchangeable priest- 

ood. 

25 Wherefore he is able also to save 
them to the uttermost that come unto 
God by him, seeing he ever. liveth to 
make intercession for them. 

26 For such a high priest became us, 
who is holy, harmless, undefiled, sepa- 
rate from sinners, and made higher than 
the heavens; 

_ 27 Who needeth not daily, as those 

high priests, to offer up sacrifice, first 
for his own sins, and then for the peo- 
ple’s: for this he. did once, when he 
offered up himself. 

28 For the law maketh men high priests 
which have infirmity; but the word of the 
oath, which was since the law, maketh 
the Son, who is consecrated. for ever- 
more. 


_ CHAPTER 8 : 
New of the things which we have 
spoken this is the sum: We have 
such a high priest, who is set on the 
right hand of the throne of the Majesty 
in the heavens; 

2 A minister of the sanctuary, and of 
the. true tabernacle, which the Lord 
pitched, and not man, : 

3 For every. high priest is ordained to 
offer gifts and sacrifices: wherefore it is 
of necessity that this man have some- 
what also to offer. 

4 For if he were on earth, he should not 
be a priest, seeing that there are priests 
that offer gifts according to the law: 

5 Who serve unto the example and 
shadow of heavenly things, as Moses 
was admonished. of God when he was 
about to make the tabernacle: for, See, 
saith he, that thou make all things 
according to the pattern showed to thee 
in the mount. 

6 But now hath he obtained a more ex- 
cellent ministry, by how much also he is 
‘the mediator of a better covenant, which 
was established upon better promises. 

7 For if that first covenant had been 
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faultless, then should no place have 
been sought for the second. k 

8 For finding fault with them, he saith, 
Behold, the days come, saith the Lord, 
when I will make a new covenant with 
the house of Is’ra-él and with the house 
of Judah: é 

9 Not according to the covenant that I 
made with their fathers, in the day when 
I took them by the hand to lead them 
out of the land of Egypt; because they 
continued not in my covenant, and I 
regarded them not, saith the Lord. 

10 For this is the covenant that I will 
make with the house of Is’ra-él after 
those days, saith the Lord; I will put 
my laws into their mind, and write them 
in their hearts: and I will be to them a 
God, and.they shall be to me a people: 

11 And they shall not teach every man 
his neighbor, and every man his brother, 
saying, Know the Lord: for all shall 
know me, from the least to the greatest. 

12 For I.will be merciful to their un- 
righteousness, and their sins and their 
iniquities will I remember no more. 

13, In: that he saith, A new covenant, 
he: hath made the first old. Now that 
which decayeth and waxeth.old is ready 
to vanish away. e : 


CHAPTER 9 


SPHEN, verily the first covenant had 
also ordinances of divine service, 
and a worldly sanctuary.. E 

2 For there was a tabernacle made; the 
first, wherein was the candlestick, and 
the table, and the showbread; which is 
called the sanctuary. 

3 And after the second veil, the taber- 
nacle which is called the holiest of all; 

4 Which had the golden censer, and 
the ark of the covenant overlaid round 
about with gold, wherein was the golden 
pot that had manna, and Aaron’s rod 
that budded, and the tables. of the 
covenant; E ea 

5 And over it the cherubim of glory 
shadowing the mercy seat; of which we 
cannot now speak particularly. : 

6 Now when these things were thus 
ordained, the priests, went always into 
the first tabernacle, accomplishing the 
servite.of God. 

7 But into the second went the hi 
priest alone once every year, not with- 
out blood, which he offered for himself, 
and for the errors of the people: . 
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8 The Holy Ghost this signifying, that 
the way. into the holiest ‘of all was not 
yet made manifest, while as the first 
tabernacle was yet standing: 

9 Which was a figure for the time then 
present, in which were offered both 
gifts and sacrifices, that could not make 
him that did the service perfect, as per- 
taining to the conscience; 

10 Which stood only in meats and 
drinks, and divers washings, and carnal 
ordinances, imposed on them until the 
time of reformation. 

11 But Christ being come a high priest 
of good things to come, by a greater 
and more perfect tabernacle, not made 
with hands, that is to say, not of this 
building; 

12 Neither by the blood of goats and 
calves, but by his own blood he entered 
ia once into the holy place, having ob- 
tained eternal piace eee for us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of goats, 
and the ashes of a heifer sprinkling the 
unclean, sanctifieth to the purifying of 
the flesh; 

14 How much more shall the blood of 
Christ, who through the eternal pak 
offered himself without spot to ; 
purge your conscience from dead works 
to serve the living God? 

15 And for this cause he is the mediator 
of the new testament, that by means of 


death, for the redemption of the trans- th 


gressions that were under the first 
testament, they which are called might 
receive the promise of eternal in- 
heritance. 

16 For where a testament is, there must 
also of necessity be the death of the 
testator. 

17 For a testament is of force after 
men are dead: otherwise it is of no 
strength at all while the testator liveth. 

18 Whereupon neither the first testa- 
ment was dedicated without blood. 

19 For when Moses had spoken every 
precept to all the people according to 
the law, he took the blood of calves and 
of goats, with water, and scarlet wool, 
and hyssop, and sprinkled both the 
book and all the people, 

20 Saying, This is the blood of the 
testament which God hath enjoined 
unto you. 

21 Moreover he sprinkled likewise 
with blood both the tabernacle, and all 
the vessels of the ministry. 


The sacrifices of the law and the sacrifice of Christ 


22 And almost all things are by the law 
purged with blood; and without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission. 

23 It was therefore necessary that the 
patterns of things in the heavens should 
be purified with these; but the heavenly 
things themselves with better sacri- 
fices than these. 

24 For Christ is not entered into the 
holy places made with hands, which are 
the figures of the true; but into heaven 
itself, now to appear in the presence of 

d for us: 

25 Nor yet that he should offer himself 
often, as the high priest entereth into 
the holy place every year with blood of 
others; 

26 For then must he often have suf- 
fered since the foundation of the world: 
but now once in the end of the world 
hath he appeared to put away sin by the 
sacrifice of himself. 

27 And asitis appointed unto men once 
to die, but after this the judgment: 

28 So Christ was once offered to bear 
the sins of many; and unto them that 
look for him s he appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation. 


CHAPTER 10 
OR the law having a shadow of 
good things to come, and not the 
very image of the things, can never with 
ose sacrifices, which they offered year 
by year continually, make the comers 
thereunto perfect. 

2 For then would they not have ceased 
to be offered? because that the wor- 
shippers, once purged should have had 
no more conscience of sins. 

3 But in those sacrifices there is a 
remembrance again made of sins every 
year. 

4 For it is not possible that the blood 
of bulls and of goats should take away 


sins. 

5 Wherefore, when he cometh into the 
world, he saith, Sacrifice and offering 
thou wouldest not, but a body hast thou 
Prepared me: +s 

6 In burnt offerings and sacrifices for 
sin thou hast had no pleasure. 

7 Then said I, Lo, I come (in the 
volume of the book it is written of me) 
to do thy will, O God: > His 
es Above bed oe yethace cake ‘and 

ering and burnt o s and offer- 
ing for sin thou wouldest not, sehiee 
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hadst pleasure ‘therein; which are of= 
fered by the law; 

9 Then said he, Lo, I come to do thy 
will, O God. He taketh away the first, 
that he may establish the second. 

10 By the which will we are sanctified 
through the offering of the body of 
Jesus Christ once for ail. 

11 And every priest standeth daily 
ministering and offering oftentimes the 
same sacrifices, which can never take 
away sins: 

12 But this man, after he had offered 
one sacrifice for sins for ever, sat down 
on the right hand of God; 

13 From henceforth expecting till his 
enemies be made his footstool. 

.14 For by one offering he hath per- 
fected for ever them that are sanctified. 

15 Whereof the Holy Ghost also is a 
witness to us: for after that he had said 
before, 

16 This is the covenant that I will make 
with them after those days, saith the 
Lord; I: will put my laws into their 
hearts, and in their minds will I write 


; vie 
17 And their sins and iniquities will I 
remember no more. 
18 Now where remission of these is, 
there is no more offering for sin: 

19 Having therefore, brethren, bold- 
ness to enter into the holiest by the 
blood of Jesus, + 

20 By a new and living way, which he 
hath consecrated for us, through. the 
veil, that is to say, his flesh; 

21 And having a high priest over the 
house of God; | 

22 Let us draw near with a true heart 
in full assurance of faith, having our 
hearts sprinkled fromanevil conscience, 
and our bodies washed with pure water. 

23 Let us hold fast the profession of 
our faith without wavering; for he is 
faithful that promised; 

24 And let us consider one another to 
provoke unto love and to good works: 

25 Not forsaking the assembling of our- 
selves together, as the manner of some 
is; but exhorting one another: and so 
much the more, as ye see the day ap-= 


proaching. 

26 For if we sin wilfully after that we 
have received the knowledge of the 
truth, there remaineth no more sacrifice 
for sins, 


27 But a certain fearful looking for of 
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judgment and fiery: indignation, which 
shall devour the adversaries.  . 

28 He that despised Moses’ law died 
without mercy under two or three wit- 
nesses: 

29 Of how much sorer punishment, 
suppose ye, ‘shall he be thought worthy, 
who hath trodden under foot the Son of 
God, and hath counted the blood of the 
covenant, wherewith he was sanctified, 
an unholy thing, and hath done despite 
unto the Spirit of grace? en 

30 For we know him that hath said, 
Vengeance belongeth unto me, I will 
recompense, saith the Lord. And again, 
The Lord shall judge his people. 

31 Jt is a fearful thing to fall into the 
hands of the living God. 

32 But call to remembrance the former 
days, in which, after ye were illumi- 
nated, ye endured a great fight of 
afflictions; oi 

33 Partly, whilst: ye were made a 
gazingstock both by reproaches: and 
afflictions; and partly, whilst ye became 
companions of them that were so used. 

34 For ye had compassion of me in my 
bonds, and took joyfully the spoiling of 
your goods, knowing in yourselves that 
ye have in heaven a better and an 
enduring substance. 

35, Cast not away: therefore your con- 
fidence, which hath great recompense of 
reward. ; 5 

36 For ye have need of patience, that, 
after ye have done the will of God, ye 
might receive the promise. 

37 For yet a little while, and he that 
shall come will come, and will not tarry. 

38 Now the just shall live by faith: but 
if.any man draw back, my soul shall 
have:no pleasure in him. |) , 

39 But we are not of them who draw 
back unto perdition; but of them that 
believe to the saving of the soul. 


CHAPTER 11 
Now faith is the substance of things 
hoped for, the evidence: of:thing: 
not seen. rhe} 
2 For by it the elders obtained a good 


report. j sds 
3 Through faith we understand that 
the worlds were framed by the word of 
God, so that things which are seen were 
not made of things which do appear, _ 
4 By faith Abel offered unto God a 
more excellent sacrifice than Cain, by 
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which he obtained witness that he was 
righteous, God testifying of his gifts: 
and by it he being dead yet speaketh. 

5 By faith Enoch was translated that 
he should not see death; and was not 
found, because God had translated him: 
for before his translation he had this 
testimony, that he pleased God. 

6 But without faith it is impossible to 
please him: for he that cometh to God 
must believe that he is, and that he is a 
eg of them that diligently seek 


The fruits of faith in the fathers of old times 


tried, offered up Isaac: and he that had 
received the promises offered up his 
only begotten son, 

18 Of whom it was said, That in Isaac 
shall thy seed be called: 

19 Accounting that God was able to 
raise him up, even from the dead; from 
whence also he received him in a figure. 

20 By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and 
sd concerning things to come. 

21 By faith Jacob, when he was a dying, 
blessed both the sons of Joseph; and 
worshipped, leaning upon the top of his 


7 By faith Noah, being warned of God staff. 


of things not seen as yet, moved with 
fear, prepared an ark to the saving of 
his house; by the which he condemned 
the world, and became heir of the right- 
eousness which is by faith. 

8 By faith Abraham, when he was 
called to go out intooa place which he 
should after receive for an inheritance, 
obeyed; and he went out, not knowing 
whither he went. 

. 9 By faith he Sojourned inthe land of 
promise, as in a strange country; dwell- 
ing in tabernacles with Isaac and Jacob, 
the heirs with him of the same promise: 

10 For he looked for a city which hath 
ae, whose builder and maker 
is God. 

1l0Through faith also Sarah herself 
received strength to conceive seed, and 
was delivered of a child when she was 
past'age, because she judged him faith- 
ful who had promised. 

12 Therefore sprang there even of one, 
and him as good as dead, so many as 
the stars of the sky in multitude, and 


as the sand whichis by the seashore th 


innumerable. 

13 These all died in faith, not having 
received the promises, but having seen 
them afar off, and were persuaded of 
them, and embraced them, and’ con- 
fessed that they were strangers and pil- 
grims on the e : 

14 For they that say such things de- 
clare plainly that they seek a country. 

15 And truly, if they had been mindful 
of that country from whence they came 
out, they might have had opportunity 
to have returned. : 

16 But now they desire a better coun- 
try, that is, a heavenly: wherefore God 
is not ashamed to be called their God: 
for he hath prepared for them a city. 

17 By faith Abraham, when he was 


22 By faith Joseph, when he died, 
made mention of the departing of the 
children of Is’ra-é1; and gave command- 
ment concerning his bones. 

23 By faith Moses, when he was born, 
was hid three months of his parents, be- 
cause they saw he was a proper child; 
and they were not afraid of the king’s 
commandment. 

24 By faith Moses, when he was come 
to years, refused to be called the son of 
Pha’raoh’s daughter; 

25 Choosing rather to suffer affliction 
with the people of God, than to enjoy 
the pleasures of sin fora season; - 

26 Esteeming the reproach of Christ 
greater riches than the treasures in 
Egypt: for he had respect unto the rec- 
ompense of the reward. 

27 By faith he forsook Egypt, not fear- 
ing the wrath of the king: for he en- 
dured, as seeing him who is invisible. 

28 Through faith he kept the passover, 
and the sprinkling of blood, lest he that 
destroyed the firstborn should touch 


em. 

29 By faith they passed through the 
Red sea as by dry land: which the 
Egyptians assaying to do were drowned. 

30 By faith the walls of Jér’i-cho fell 
down, after they were compassed about 
seven days. 

31 By faith the harlot Ra’hab perished 
not with them that believed not, when 
she had received the spies with peace. 

32 And what shall I more say? for the 
time would fail me to tell of Gideon, and 
of Ba‘rak, and of Samson, and of Jéph* 
thah; of David also, and Samuel, and of 
the prophets: : 

33 Who through faith subdued king- 
doms, wrought righteousness, obtained 
promises, stopped the mouths of lions, 

34. Quenched the violence of fire, 
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escaped the edge. of the sword, out of 
weakness were made strong, waxed 
valiant in fight, turned to flight the 
armies of the aliens. 

35 Women received their dead raised 
to life again: and others were tortured, 
not accepting deliverance; that they 
might obtain a better resurrection: 

36 And others had trial of cruel mock- 
ings and scourgings, yea, moreover of 
bonds and imprisonment; 

37 They were stoned, they were sawn 
asunder, were tempted, were slain with 
the sword: they wandered about in 


sheepskins and goatskins; being desti-. 


tute, afflicted, tormented; 

38 Of whom the world was not worthy: 
they wandered in deserts, and in moun- 
tains, and in dens and caves of the earth. 

39 And these all, having obtained a 
good report through faith, received not 
the promise: 

40 God having provided some better 
thing for us, that they without us should 
not be made perfect. 


CHAPTER 12 


AJ BEREFORE, seeing we also are 
compassed about with so preat 
a cloud of witnesses, let us lay. aside 
every weight, and the sin which doth 
so easily beset us, and let us run with 
patience the race that is set before us, 

2 Looking unto Jesus the author and 
finisher of our faith; who for the joy that 
was set before him endured the cross, 
despising the shame, and is set down at 
the right hand of the throne of God.

6 For whom the Lord loveth he chas- 
teneth, and scourgeth every son whom 
he receiveth. 

7 If ye endure chastening, God dealeth 
with you as with sons; for what son is 
he whom the father chasteneth not? 

8 But if ye be without chastisement, 
whereof all are partakers, then are ye 
bastards, and not sons. 
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9 Furthermore, we have had fathers 
of our flesh which corrected us, and we 
gave them reverence: shall we not much 
rather be in subjection unto the Father 
of spirits, and live? 

10 For they verily for a few days chas- 
tened us after their own pleasure; but 
he for our profit, that we might be par- 
takers of his holiness. 

11 Now no chastening for the present 
seemeth to be joyous, but. grievous: 
nevertheless, afterward it yieldeth the 
peaceable fruit of righteousness unto 
them which are exercised thereby. 

12 Wherefore lift up the hands which 
hang down, and the feeble. knees; 

13. And make straight paths for your 
feet, lest that which is lame be turned 
out of the way; but let it rather be 
healed. 

14 Follow peace with all men, and holi- 
ness, without which no man shall see 
the Lord: 

15 Looking diligently lest any man fail 
of the grace of God; lest any root of 
bitterness springing up trouble you, and 
thereby many be defiled; 

16 Lest there be any fornicator, or pro- 
fane person, as Esau, who for one mor- 
sel of meat sold his birthright. 

17 For ye know how that afterward, 
when he would have inherited the bless- 
ing, he was rejected: for he found no 
place of repentance, though he sought 
it carefully with tears. 

18 For ye are not come unto the mount 
that might be touched, and that burned 
with fire, nor unto blackness, and dark- 
ness, and tempest, 

19 And the sound of a trumpet, and the 
voice of words; which voice they that 
heard entreated that the word should 
not be spoken to them any more: 

20 (For they could not endure that 
which was commanded, And if so much 
as a beast touch the mountain, it shall 
be stoned, or thrust through with a dart: 

21 And so terrible was the sight, that 
Moses said, I exceedingly fear and 
quake:) 

22 But ye are come unto mount Si’6n, 
and unto the city of the living God, the 
heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innu- 
merable company of angels, 

23 To the general assembly and church 
of the firstborn, which are written in 
heaven, and to God the Judge of all, and 
to the spirits of just men made perfect, 
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24 And to Jesus the mediator of the 
new covenant, and to the blood of 
sprinkling, that speaketh better things 
than that of Abel. 
25 See that ye refuse not him that 
speaketh: for if they escaped not who 


refused him that spake on earth, much tuary b 


more shall not we escape, if we turn 
away from him that speaketh from 
heaven:- 

26 Whose voice then shook the earth: 
but now he hath promised, saying, Yet 
once more I shake not the earth only, 
but also heaven. 

27 And this word, Yet once more, sig- 
nifieth the removing of those things that 
are shaken, as of things that are made, 
that those things which cannot be 
shaken may remain. 

28 Wherefore we receiving a kingdom 
which cannot be moved, let us have 
grace, whereby we may serve God

CHAPTER 1 
PETER, an apostle of Jesus Christ, 
to the strangers scattered through- 
out Pontus, Ga-la’ti-a, Cap’pa-do'ci-a, 
Asia, and Bi-thyn‘i-a, 

2 Elect according to the foreknowledge 
of God the Father, through sanctifica- 
tion of the Spirit, unto obedience and 
sprinkling of the blood of Jesus Christ: 
Saas unto you, and peace, be multi- 
plied. 

3 Blessed be the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, which according to 
his abundant mercy hath begotten us 
again unto a lively hope by the resurrec- 
tion of Jesus Christ from. the dead, 

4 To an inheritance incorruptible, and 
undefiled, and that fadeth not away, 
reserved in heaven for you, 

»5"Who are kept by the power of God 
through faith unto salvation ready to be 
revealed in the last time. 

6 Wherein ye greatly. rejoice, though 
now for a season, if need be, ye are in 
heaviness through manifold tempta- 
tions: 

7 That the trial of your faith, being 


much more precious than of gold that 
perisheth, though it be tried with fire, 
might be found unto praise and honor 
and glory at the appearing of Jesus 
Christ: 

8 Whom having not seen, ye love; in 
whom, though now ye see Aim not, yet 
believing, ye rejoice with joy unspeak- 
able and full of glory: 

9 Receiving the end of your faith, even 
the salvation of your souls. 

10 Of which salvation the prophets 
have inquired and searched diligently, 
who prophesied of the grace that should 
come unto you: 

11 Searching what, or what manner of 
time the Spirit of Christ which was in 
them did signify, when it testified be- 
forehand the sufferings of Christ, and 
the glory that should follow. 

12 Unto whom it was revealed, that not 
unto themselves, but unto us they did 
minister the things, which are now re- 
ported unto you by them that have 
preached the gospel unto you with the 
Holy Ghost sent down from heaven; 
which things the angels desire to look 
into. ;

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13 Wherefore gird up the loins of your 
mind, be sober, and hope to the end for 
the grace that is to be brought unto you 
at the revelation of Jesus Christ; 

14 As obedient children, not fashion- 
ing yourselves according to the former 
lusts in your ignorance: 

15 But as he which hath called you is 
holy, so be ye holy in all manner of 
conversation; 

16 Because it is written, Be ye holy; 
for I am holy. 

17 And if ye call on the Father, who 
without respect of persons judgeth 
according to every man’s work, pass the 
time of your sojourning here in fear: 

18 Forasmuch as ye know that ye were 
not redeemed with corruptible things, 
as silver and gold, from your vain con- 
--versation received by tradition from 
your fathers; 

19 But with the precious blood of 
Christ, as of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot: ; 

20 Who verily was foreordained before 
the foundation of the world, but was 
manifest in these last times for you, 

21 Who by him do believe in God, that 
raised him up from the dead, and gave 
him glory; that your faith and hope 
might be in God. 

22 Seeing ye have purified your souls 
in obeying the truth through the Spirit 
unto unfeigned love of the brethren, see 
that ye love one another with a pure 
heart fervently: 

23 Being born again, not of corruptible 
seed, but of incorruptible, by the word 
of God, which liveth and abideth for 
ever. 

24 For all flesh is as grass, and all the 
glory of man as the flower of grass. The 
grass withereth, and the flower thereof 
falleth away: 

25 But the word of the Lord endureth 
for ever. And this ig the word which by 
the gospel is preached unto you. 


CHAPTER 2 


WA eer ORE laying vaside all 
malice, and all guile, and hypoc- 
risies, and envies, and all evil speakings, 

2 As newborn babes, desire the sincere 
milk of the word, that ye may grow 
thereby: 

-3 If so be ye have tasted that the Lord 
is gracious. ‘ 

4 To whom coming, as unto a living 
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stone, disallowed indeed of men, but 
chosen of God, and precious, | 

5 Ye also, as lively stones, are built up 
a spiritual house, a holy priesthood, to 
offer up spiritual sacrifices, acceptable 
to God by Jesus Christ. . 

6 Wherefore also it is contained in 
the Scripture, Behold, I lay in Si’6én a 
chief corner stone, elect, precious: and 
he that believeth on him shall not be con- 
founded. 

7 Unto you therefore which believe he 
is precious: but unto them which be 
disobedient, the stone which the build- 
ers disallowed, the same is made the 
head of the corner, 

-8 And a stone of stumbling, and. a rock 
of offense, even to them which stumble 
at the word, being disobedient: :where- | 
unto also they were appointed. 

9 But ye are a chosen generation, a 
royal priesthood, a holy nation, a pe- 
culiar people; that ye should show forth 
the praises of him who hath called you 
out of darkness into his marvelous 
light: 

10 Which in time past were not a peo- 
ple, but are now the people of God: 
which had not obtained mercy, but now 
have obtained mercy. 

11 Dearly beloved, I beseech you as 
strangers and pilgrims, abstain from 
fleshly lusts, which war against the soul; 

12 Having et conversation honest 
among the n’tiles: that, whereas 
they speak pages you.as evildoers, they 
may by your good works, which they 
shall behold, glorify God in the day of 
visitation. 

13 Submit yourselves to every. ordi- 
nance of man for the Lord’s sake: 
whether it be to the king, as supreme; 

14 Or unto governors, as unto them 
that are sent by him for the punishment 
of evildoers, and for the praise of them 
that do well. 

15 For so is the will of God, that with 
well doing ye may put to silence the 
ignorance of foolish men: 

16 As free, and not using your liberty 
for a cloak of maliciousness, but as the 
servants of God.

18 Servants, be subject to your mas- 
ters with all fear; not only to the good 
and gentle, but also to the froward. 

19 For this is thankworthy, if a man for 
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conscience toward God endure grief, 
suffering wrongfully. 

20 For what glory is it, if, when ye be 
buffeted for your faults, ye shall take it 
patiently? but if, when ye do well, and 
suffer for it, ye take it patiently, this is 
acceptable with God. 

21 For even hereunto were ye called: 
because Christ also suffered for ‘us; 
leaving us an example, that ye should 
follow his steps: 

22 Who did no sin, neither was guile 
found in his mouth: 

23 Who, when he was reviled, reviled 
not again; when he suffered, he threat- 
ened not; but committed himself to him 
that judgeth righteously: 

24 Who his own self bare our sins 


in his own body on the tree, that we, g 


being dead to sins, should live unto 
righteousness: by whose stripes ye 
were healed. 

25 For ye were as sheep going astray; 
but are now returned unto the Shepherd 
and Bishop of your souls. 


CHAPTER 3

ORASMUCH then as Christ hath 
suffered .for us in the flesh, arm 

yourselves likewise with the same mind: 

for he that hath-suffered in the flesh 
hath ceased from sin;

2 Grace and peace be multiplied unto 
you through the knowledge of God, and 
of Jesus our Lord, 

3 According as his divine power hath 
given unto us all things that pertain un- 
to life and godliness, through the knowl- 
edge of him that hath called us to glory 
and virtue: 

4 Whereby are given unto us exceeding 
great and precious promises; that by 
these ye might be partakers of the 
divine nature, having escaped the cor- 
ruption that is in the world through lust. 

5 And besides this, giving all diligence, 
add to your faith virtue; and to virtue, 
knowledge; 

6 And to knowledge, temperance; and 
to temperance, patience; and to pa- 
tience, godliness; 

7 And to godliness, brotherly kindness; 
and to brotherly kindness, charity. 

8 For if these things be in you, and 
abound, they make you that ye shall 
neither be barren nor unfruitful in the 
knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

9 But he that lacketh these things is 
blind, and cannot see afar off, and hath 
forgotten that he was purged from his 
old sins. 

10 Wherefore the rather, brethren, give 
diligence to make your calling and elec- 
tion sure: for if ye do these things, ye 
shall never fall: 

11 For so an entrance shall be minis- 
tered unto you abundantly into the 
everlasting kingdom of our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ. 


12 Wherefore I will not be negligent to 
put you always in remembrance of these 
things, though ye know them, and be 
established in the present truth. 

13 Yea, I think it meet, as long as Iam 
in this tabernacle, to stir you up by 
putting you in remembrance; 

14 Knowing that shortly I must put off 
this my tabernacle, even as our Lord 
Jesus Christ hath showed me. 

15 Moreover I will endeavor that ye 
may be able after my decease to have 
these things always in remembrance. 

16 For we have not followed cunningly 
devised fables, when we made known 
unto you the power and coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, but were eyewit- 
nesses of his majesty. 

17 For he received from God the Father 
honor and glory, when there came such 
a voice to him from the excellent glory, 
This is my beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased. 

18 And this voice which came from 
heaven we heard, when we were with 
him in the holy mount. 

19 We have also a more sure word 
of prophecy; whereunto ye do well 
that ye take heed, as unto a light that 
shineth in a dark place, until the day 
dawn, and the day-star arise in your 
hearts: 

20 Knowing this first, that no prophecy 
of the Scripture is of any private inter- 
pretation. 

21 For the prophecy came not in old 
time by the will of man: but holy men of 
God spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost.

CHAPTER 2 r 
UT there were false prophets also 
among the people, even as there 
shall be false teachers among you, who 
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privily shall bring in damnable heresies, 
even denying the Lord that bought 
them, and bring upon themselves swift 
destruction. i 

2 And many shall follow their perni- 
cious ways; by reason of whom the way 
of truth shall be evil spoken of. 

3 And through covetousness shall they 
with feigned words make merchandise 
of you: whose judgment now ofa long 
time lingereth not, and their damnation 
slumbereth not. 

4 For if God spared not the angels that 
sinned, but cast them down to hell, and 
delivered them into chains of darkness, 
to be reserved unto judgment; 

5 And spared not the old world, 
but saved Noah the eighth person, a 
preacher of righteousness, bringing in 

_ the flood upon the world of the ungodly; 

6 And turning the cities of Séd’6m and 
G6-m6r’rah into ashes condemned them 
with an overthrow, making them an 
ensample unto those that after should 
live ungodly; 

7 And delivered just Lot, vexed with 
the filthy conversation of the wicked: 

8 @or that righteous man dwelling 
among them, in seeing and hearing, 
vexed his righteous soul from day to 
day with their unlawful deeds:) 

9 The Lord knoweth how to deliver 
the godly out of temptation, and to 
reserve the unjust unto the day of 
judgment to be punished: 

10 But chiefly them that walk after the 
flesh in the lust of uncleanness, and 
despise government. Presumptuotis 
are they, self-willed, they are not afraid 
to speak evil of dignities. 

11 Whereas angels, which are greater 
in power and might, bring not railing 
accusation against them before the 
Lord. 

12 But these, as natural brute beasts 
made to be taken and destroyed, speak 
evil of the things that they understand 
not; and shall utterly perish in their 
own corruption; , 

13 And shall receive the reward of un- 
righteousness, as they that count ‘it 
pleasure to riot in the daytime. Spots 
they are and blemishes, sporting them- 
selves with their own deceivings while 
they feast with you; 

14 Having eyes full of adultery, and 
that cannot cease from’ sin; beguiling 
unstable souls: a heart they have exer- 
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cised’ with covetous practices; cursed 
children: 

15 Which have forsaken the right way, 
and are gone astray, following the way 
of Ba’laam the son of Bo’sor, who loved 
the wages of unrighteousness; 

16 But was rebuked for his iniquity: 
the dumb ass speaking with man’s voice 
forbade the madness of the prophet. 

17 These are wells without. water, 
clouds that are carried with a tempest; 
to whom the mist of darknessisreserved 
for ever. 

18 For when they speak great swelling 
words of vanity, they allure through the 
lusts of the flesh, through much wanton- 
ness, those that were clean escaped from 
them who live in error. 

19 While they promise them liberty, 
they themselves are the servants of cor- 
tuption: for of whom a man is over- 
come, of the same is he brought in 
bondage. 

20 For if after they have escaped the 
pollutions of the world through the 
knowledge of the Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ, they are again entangled 
therein, and overcome, the latter end is 
worse with them than the beginning. 

21 For it had been better for them not 
to have known the way of righteousness, 
than, after they have known if, to turn 
from the holy commandment delivered 
unto them. 

22 But it is happened unto them ac- 
cording to the true proverb, The dog is 
turned to his own vomit again; and the 
sow that was washed to her wallowing 
in the mire. 


CHAPTER 3 


fi second epistle, beloved, I now 
write unto you; in both which I stir 
up your pure minds by way of remem- 
brance: 

2 That ye may be mindful of the words 
which were spoken before by the holy 
prophets, and of the commandment of 
us the apostles of the Lord and Saviour:

11 Beloved, if God so loved us, we 
ought also to love one another. 

12 No man hath seen God at any time. 
If we love one another, God dwelleth in 
us, and his love is perfected in us. 

13 Hereby know we that we dwell in 

. him, and hein us, because he hath given 
us of his Spirit. 

14 And we have seen and do testify 
that the Father sent the Son fo be the 
Saviour of the world. 

15 Whosoever shall confess that Jesus 
is the Son of God, God dwelleth in him, 
and he in God. 

16 And we have known and believed 
the love that God hath to us. God is 
love; and he that dwelleth in love dwell- 
eth in God, and God in him. 

17 Herein is our love made ‘perfect, 
that we may have boldness in the day of 
judgment: because as he is, so are we in 
this world. 

18 There is no fear in love; but perfect 
love casteth out fear: because fear hath 
torment. He that feareth is not made 
perfect in love. 

19 We love him, because he first 
loved us. 

20 If a man say, I love God, and hateth 
his brother, he is a liar: for he that 
loveth not his brother whom he hath 
seen, how can he love God whom he hath 
not seen? 

21 And this commandment have we 
from him, That he who loveth God Idve 
his brother also. 


CHAPTER 5 ~

6 And I heard a voice in the midst of 
the four beasts say, A measure of wheat 
for a penny, and three measures of bar- 
ley for a penny; and see thou hurt not 
the oil and the wine. 

7 And when he had opened the fourth 
seal, [heard the voice of the fourth beast 
say, Come and see. 

8 And I looked, and behold a pale 
horse: and his name that sat on him was 
Death, and Hell followed with him. And 
power was given unto them over the 
fourth part of the earth, to kill with 
sword, and with hunger, and with death, 
and with the beasts of the earth. 

9 And when he had opened the fifth 
seal, I saw under the altar the souls of 
them that were slain for the word of 
as and for the testimony which they 

eld: 

10 And they cried with a loud voice, 
saying, How long, O Lord, holy and 
true, dost thou not judge and avenge 
our blood on them that dwell on the 
earth? 

11 And white robes were given unto 
every one of them; and it was said unto 
them, that they should rest yet for a little 
season, until their fellow servants also 
and their brethren, that should be killed 
as they were, should be fulfilled. 

12 And I beheld when he had opened 
the sixth seal, and, lo, there was a great 
earthquake; and the sun became black 
as sackcloth of hair, and the moon be- 
came as blood; ais 

13 And the stars of heaven fell unto the 
earth, even as a fig tree casteth her un- 
timely figs, when she is shaken of a 
mighty wind. 

14 And the heaven departed asa scroll 
when it is rolled together; and every 
mountain and island were moved out of 
their places. 

15 And the kings of the earth, and the 
great men, and the rich men, and the 
chief captains, and the mighty men, and 
every bondman, and every free man, hid

of the mountains; ; 
16 And said to the mountains and 
rocks, Fall on us, and hide us from the 
face of him that sitteth on the throne, 
and from the wrath of the Lamb:

CHAPTER 7 


ND after these things I saw four 

angels standing on the four corners

6 Of the tribe of A’sér were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Néph! 
tha-lim were sealed twelve thousand, 
Of the tribe of Ma-nas’sés were sealed 
twelve thousand. 

7 Of the tribe of Simeon were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Levi 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Is’sa-char were sealed twelve 
thousand. ‘ 

8 Of the tribe of Zab’ii-lon were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Joseph 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Benjamin were sealed twelve 
thousand. 

9 After this I beheld, and, lo, a great 
multitude, which no man could number, 
of all nations, and kindreds, and people, 
and tongues, stood before the throne, 
and before the Lamb, clothed with white 
robes, and palms in their hands; 

10 And cried with a loud voice, saying, 


Salvation to our God which sitteth upon 


the throne, and unto the Lamb. 
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11 And all the angels stood round about 
the throne, and about the elders and the 
four beasts, and fell before the throne 
on their faces, and worshipped God, 

12 Saying, Amen: Blessing, and glory, 
and wisdom, and thanksgiving, and 
honor, and power, and might, be unto 
our God for ever and ever. Amen. 

13 And one of the elders answered, say- 
ing unto me, What are these which are 
arrayed in white robes? and whence 
came they? 

14 And 7 said unto him, Sir, thou 
knowest. And he said to me, These 
are they which came out of great tribu- 
lation, and have washed their robes, 
and made them white in the blood of 
the Lamb. 

15 Therefore are they before the throne 
of God, and serve him day and night in 
his temple: and he that sitteth on the 
throne shall dwell among them. 

16 They shall hunger no more, neither 
thirst any more; neither shall the sun 
light on them, nor any heat. 

17 For the Lamb which is in the midst 
of the throne shall feed them, and shall 
lead them unto living fountains of wa- 
ters: and God shall wipe away all tears 
from their eyes. 


CHAPTER 8 


ARs when he had opened the seventh 
seal, there was silence in heaven 
about the space of half an hour. 

2 And I saw the seven angels which 
stood before God; and to them were 
given seven trumpets. 

3 And another angel came and stood at 
the altar, having a golden censer; and 
there was given unto him much incense, 
that he should offer if with the prayers 
of all saints upon the golden altar which 
was before the throne. 

4 And the smoke of the incense, which 
came with the prayers of the saints, 
ascended up before God out of the 
angel’s hand.

8 And the second angel sounded, and 
as it were a great mountain burning with 
fire was cast into the sea: and the third 
part of the sea became blood; 

9 And the third part of the creatures 
which were in the sea, and had life, died; 
and the third part of the ships were 
destroyed. 

10 ‘And the third angel sounded, and 
there fell a great star from heaven, burn- 
ing as it were a lamp, and it fell upon the 
third part of the rivers, and upon the 
fountains of waters; 

11 And the name of the star is called 
Wormwood: and the third part of the 
waters became wormwood; and many 
men died of the waters, because they 
were made bitter. 

12:And the fourth angel sounded, and 
the third part of the sun was smitten, 
and the third part of the moon, and the 
third part of the stars; so as the third 
part of them was darkened, and the day 
shone not for a third part of it, and the 
night likewise. 

13 And I beheld, and heard an angel 
flying through the midst of heaven, say- 
ing with a loud voice, Woe, woe, woe, to 
the inhabiters of the earth by reason of 
the other°voices of the trumpet of the 
three angels, which are yet to sound! 


CHAPTER 9 


pS er the fifth angel sounded, and I 
saw a star fall from heaven unto 
the earth: and to him was given the key 
of the bottomless pit. 

2 And he opened the bottomless pit;

their torment was as the torment of a 
scorpion, when he striketh a man. 

6: And in those days shall men seek 
death, and) shall not find jit; and shall 
b Ss to die, and death shall flee from 

em. 

7 And the shapes of the locusts were 
like unto horses prepared unto battle; 
and on their heads were as it were 
crowns like gold, and their faces were as 
the faces of men. 

8 And they had hair as the hair of wom- 
en, and their teeth were as the teeth of 
lions, 

9 And they had breastplates, as it were 
breastplates of iron; and the sound of 
their wings was as the sound of chariots 
of many horses running to battle. 

10 And they had tails like unto scor- 
pions, and there were stings in their 
tails: and their power was to hurt men 
five months. i 

11 And they had a king over them, 
which is the angel of the bottomless pit, 
whose name in the Hebrew tongue is 
A-bad'don, butin the Greek tongue hath 
his name A-pél'ly-dn. 

12 One woe is past; and, behold, there 
come two woes more hereafter: 

13 And the sixth angel sounded, and I 
heard a voice from the four horns of the 
golden altar which is before God, 

14 Saying to the sixth angel which 
had the trumpet, Loose the four angels 
which are bound in the great river Eu- 
phra’tés. 

15 And the four angels were loosed, 
which were prepared for an hour, anda 
day, and a month, and a year, for to slay 
the third part of men. 

16 And the number of the army of the 
horsemen were two hundred thousand 
thousand: and I heard the number of 
them. ; 

17 And thus I saw the horses in the 
vision, and them that sat on them, hav- 
ing breastplates of fire, and of jacinth, 
and. brimstone: and the heads of the 
horses were as the heads of lions; and 
out of their mouths issued fire and 
smoke and brimstone. 

18 By these three was the third part of 
men killed, by the fire, and by the 
smoke, and by the brimstone, which 
issued out of their mouths, 

19 For their power is in’ their mouth, 
and in their tails: for their tails were like 
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unto serpents, and had heads, and with 
them they do hurt. settia 
20 And.the rest of the men which were 
not killed by these plagues yet repented. 
not of the works of their hands, that they 
should not worship devils, and idols of 
gold, and silver, and brass, and stone, 
and of wood;-which neither can see, nor 
hear, nor walk: on 
21 Neither repented they of their mur- _ 
ders, nor of their. sorceries, nor of their. 
fornication, nor of their thefts. . : 


2 CHAPTER 10 : 
ANP Isaw another mighty angel come. 

down from heaven, clothed with a 
cloud: and a rainbow was upon his head, 
and his face was as it were the sun, and 
his feet as pillars of fire: 

2 And he had in his hand.a little book 
open: and he set his right foot upon the 
sea, and his left foot on the earth, 

3 And cried with a loud voice, as when 
a lion roareth: and when he had cried, 
seven thunders uttered their voices. 

4 And when the seven thunders had 
uttered their- voices, I was about te 
write: and I heated, a voice son heaven 
saying unto me, Seal up those. things: 
which the seven thunders uttered, and 
write them not. 

5 And the angel which I saw stand upon 
the sea and upon the earth lifted up his 
hand to heaven, — 

6 And sware by him that liveth for ever 
and ever, who created heaven, and the 
things that therein are, and the earth, 
and the things that therein are, and the 
sea, and the things which are therein, 
that there should be time no longer: 

7 But in the days of the “Voice of the 
seventh angel, when. he shall begin to 
sound, the mystery of God should be fin- 
ished, as he hath declared to his. sery- 
ants the prophets, ae 

8 And the voice which I heard from 
heaven spake unto me again, and said, 
Go and take the little book which is open 
in the hand of the angel which standeth 
upon the sea and upon the earth. 

9 And I went. unto the angel, and said 
unto him, Give me the little book. And 
he said unto me, Take it, and eat it up; 
and it shall make thy belly bitter, but it 
shall be in thy mouth sweet as honey. 

16 And I took the little book out of the 
angel’s hand, and ate it up; and it was 
in my mouth sweet.as honey: and.as 
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REVELATION 10-12 
soon as I had eaten it, my belly was 


itter. 

11 And he said unto me, Thou must 
prophesy again before many peoples, 
and nations, and tongues, and kings. 


CHAPTER 11 
A®D there was given me a reed like 
unto a rod: and the angel stood, 
- saying, Rise, and measure the temple of 
God, and the altar, and them that wor- 
ship therein. 

2 But the court which is without the 
temple leave out, and measure it not; 
for it is given unto the Gén’tiles: and the 
holy city shall they tread under foot 
forty and two months. 

3 And I will give power unto my two 
witnesses, and they shall prophesy a 
thousand two hundred and threescore 
days, clothed in sackcloth. 

4 These are the two olive trees, and 
the two candlesticks standing before the 
God of the earth. 

5 And if any man will hurt them, fire 
proceedeth out of their mouth, and de- 
voureth their enemies: and if any man 
will hurt them, he must in this manner 


be killed. 

6 These have power to shut heaven, 
that it rain not in the days of their 
prophecy: and have power over waters 
to turn them to blood, and to smite the 
earth with all plagues, as often as they 


will. 

7 And when they shall have finished 
their testimony, the beast that ascend- 
eth out of the bottomless pit shall make 
war against them, and shall overcome 
them, and kill them. 

8 And their‘dead bodies shail lie in the 
street of the great city, which spiritually 
is called Séd’6m and Egypt, where also 
our Lord was crucified. 

9 And they of the people and kindreds 
and tongues and nations shall see their 
dead bodies three days and a. half, and 
shall not suffer their dead bodies to be 
put in graves. 

10 And they that dwell upon the earth 
shall rejoice over them, and make 
— and shall send gifts one to 
another; because these two prophets 
tormented them that dwelt on the 


11 And after three days and a half the 
Spirit of life from God entered into 
them, and they stood upon their feet; 


The two witnesses. The seventh trumpet 


and great fear fell upon them which saw 


em. 

12 And they heard a great voice from 
heaven saying unto them, Come up 
hither. And they ascended up to heaven 
in a cloud; and their enemies beheld 


em. 

13 And the same hour was there a great 
earthquake, and the tenth part of the 
city fell, and in the earthquake were 
slain of men seven thousand: and the 
remnant were affrighted, and gave glory 
to the God of heaven. 

14 The second woe is past; and, be- 
hold, the third woe cometh quickly. 

15 And the seventh angel sounded; 
and there were great voices in heaven, 
saying, The kingdoms of this world are 
become the kingdoms of our Lord, and 
of his Christ; and he shall reign for ever 
and ever. 

16 And the four and twenty elders, 
which sat before God on their seats, fell 
upon their faces, and worshipped God, 

17 Saying, We give thee thanks, O 
Lord God Almighty, which art, and 
wast, and art to come; because thou hast 
taken to thee thy great power, and hast 


reigned. 

18 And the nations were angry, and 
thy wrath is come, and the time of the 
dead, that they should be judged, and 
that thou shouldest give reward unto 
thy servants the prophets, and to the 
saints, and them that fear thy name, 
small and great; and shouldest destroy 
them which destroy the earth. 

19 And the temple of God was opened 
in heaven, and there was seen in his 
temple the ark of his testament: and 
there were lightnings, and voices, and 
thunderings, and an earthquake, and 
great hail. 


CHAPTER 12 
AeP there appeared a great wonder 
in heaven; a woman clothed with 
the sun, and the moon under her feet, 
and upon her head a crown of twelve 
stars: ; 

2 And she being with child cried, trav- 
ailing in birth, and pained to be de- 
livered. 

3 And there appeared another wonder 
in heaven; and behold a great red 
dragon, having seven heads and ten 
horns, and seven crowns upon his heads. 
4 And his tail drew the third part of the 
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The great dragon cast out. The beast from the sea 


stars of heaven, and did cast them to the 
earth: and the dragon stood before the 
woman which was ready to be delivered, 
for to devour her child as soon as it was 
born.

6 And the woman fled into the wilder- 
ness, where she hath a place prepared 
of God, that they should feed her there 
a thousand two hundred and threescore 
days. 

7 And there was war in heaven: Mi‘ 
eha-él and his angels fought against the 
dragon; and the dragon fought and his 
angels, 

8 And prevailed not; neither was their 
place found any more in heaven. 

9 And the great dragon was cast out, 
that old serpent, called the Devil, and 
Satan, which deceiveth the whole world: 
he was cast out into the earth, and his 
angels were cast out with him. 

10 And I heard a loud voice saying in 
heaven, Now is come salvation, and 
strength, and the kingdom of our God, 
and the power of his Christ: for the 
accuser of our brethren is cast down, 
which accused them before our God day 
and night. 

11 And they overcame him by the blood 
of the Lamb, and. by the word of their 
testimony; and they loved not their 
lives unto the death. 

12 Therefore rejoice, ye heavens, and 
ye that dwell in them. Woe to the in- 
habiters of the earth and of the sea! for 
the devil is come down unto you, having 
great wrath, because he knoweth that 
he hath but a short time. 

13 And when the dragon saw that he 
was cast unto the earth, he persecuted 
oe which brought forth the man 
child. 

14 And to the woman were given two 
wings of a great eagle, that she might fly 
into the wilderness, into her place, 
where she is nourished for a time, and 
times, and half a time, from the face of 
the serpent. 

15 And the serpent cast owt of his 
mouth water as a flood after the woman, 
that he might cause her to be carried 
away of the flood. 

16 And the earth helped the woman; 
and the earth opened her mouth, and

swallowed up the flood which the dragon 
cast out of his mouth. 

17 And the dragon was wroth with the 
woman, and went to make war with 
the remnant of her seed, which keep the 
commandments of God, and have the 
testimony of Jesus Christ. 


CHAPTER 13 


ND I stood upon the sand of the sea, 
and saw a beast rise up out of the 
sea, having seven heads and ten horns, 
and upon his horns ten crowns, and upon 
his heads the name of blasphemy. 

2 And the beast which I saw was like 
unto a leopard, and his feet were as the 
feet of a bear, and his mouth as the 
mouth of a lion: and the dragon gave 
him his power, and his seat, and great 
authority. 

3 And I saw one of his heads as it- were 
wounded to death; and his deadly wound 
was healed: and all the world wondered 
after the beast. 

4 And they worshipped the dragon 
which gave power unto the beast: and 
they worshipped the beast, saying, Who 
is like unto the beast? who is able to 
make war with hi ets 

5 And there was given unto him a 
mouth speaking great things and blas- 
phemies; and power was given unto him 
to continue forty and two months. 

6 And he opened his mouth in blas- 
phemy against God, to blaspheme his 
name, and his tabernacle, and them 
that dwell in heaven. 

7 And it was given unto him to make 
war with the saints, and to overcome 
them: and power was given him over all 
kindreds, and tongues, and nations. 

8 And all that dwell upon the earth 
shall worship him, whose names are not 
written in the book of life of the Lamb 
slain from the foundation of the world. 

9 If any man havean ear, let him hear. 

10 He that leadeth into captivity shall 
go into captivity: he that killeth with the 
sword must be killed with the sword. 
Here is the patience and the faith of the 


saints. 

11 And I beheld another beast coming 
up out of the earth; and he had two 
horns like a lamb, and he spake as a 
dragon. 

12 And he exerciseth all the power of 
the first beast before him, and causeth 
the earth and them which dwell therein 
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to worship the first beast, whose deadly 
wound was healed. 

13 And he doeth great wonders, so 
that he maketh fire come down from 
heaven on the earth in the sight of men, 

14 And-deceiveth them that dwell on 
the earth by the means of those miracles 
which he had power to doin the sight of 
the beast; saying to them that dwell on 
the earth, that they should make an 
image to the beast, which had the wound 
by a sword, and did live. 

15 And he had power to give life unto 
the image of the beast, that the image 
of the beast should both speak, and 
cause that as many as would not wor- 
=e ee image of the beast should be 

led. 

16 And he causeth all, both small and 
great, rich and poor, free and bond, to 
receive a mark in their right hand, or in 
their foreheads: 

17 And that no man ‘might buy or sell, 
save he that had the mark, or the name 
of the beast, or the number of his name. 

18 Here is wisdom. Let him that hath 
understanding count the number of the 
beast: for itis the number of a man; and 
his number is Six hundred threescore 
and six: 


CHAPTER 14 


ARP I looked, and, lo, a Lamb stood 
on the mount Si’6n, and with him 
a hundred forty and four thousand, 
having his Father’s name written in 
their foreheads. 

2 And I heard a voice from heaven, as 
the voice of many waters, and as the 
voice of a great thunder: and I heard the 
voice of harpers harping with their 
harps: 

3 And they sung as it were a new song 
before the throne, and before the four

7 Saying with a loud voice, Fear God, 
and give glory to him; for the hour of 
his judgment is come: and worship him 
that made heaven, and earth, and the 
sea, and the fountains of waters. 

8 And there followed another angel, 
saying, Babylon is fallen, is fallen, that 
great city, because she made all nations 
drink of the wine of the wrath of her 
fornication. 

9 And the third angel followed them, 
Saying with aloud voice, If any man wor- 
ship the beast and his image, and re- 
oe his mark in his forehead, or in his 

> 

10 The same shall drink of the wine 
of the wrath of God, whichis poured out 
without mixture into the cup of his in- 
dignation; and he shall be tormented 
with fire and brimstone in the presence 
of the holy angels, and in the presence 
of the Lamb: 

11 And the smoke of their torment 
ascendeth up for ever and ever: and 
they have no rest day nor night, who 
worship the beast and his image, and 
whosoever receiveth the mark of his 
name. 

12 Here is the patience of the saints: 
here are they that keep the command- 
ments of God, and the faith of Jesus. — 

13 And I heard a voice from heaven 
saying unto me, Write, Blessed are the 
dead which die in the Lord from hence- 
forth: Yea, saith the Spirit, that they 
may rest from their labors; and their 
words do follow them. 

14 And I looked, and behold a white 
cloud, and upon the cloud one sat like 
unto the Son of man, having on his head 
pee crown, and in his hand a sharp 
sickle. 

15 And another angel came out of the 
temple, crying with a loud voice to him 
that sat on the cloud, Thrust in thy 
sickle, and reap: for the time is come for 
thee to reap; for the harvest of the earth 
is ripe. 

16 And he that sat on the cloud thrust 
in his sickle on the earth; and the earth 
was reaped. : fig 

17 And another angel came out of the 


temple which is in heaven, he also hav- - 


ing a sickle.

18 And another angel came out from 
the altar, which had power over fire; 
and.cried with aloud cry to:;him that had 
the sharp ‘sickle, saying, Thrust in thy 
sharp sickle; and gather the clusters of 
the vine of the earth; for her grapes are 
fully ripe. . t b 

19 And the,angel thrust in his. sickle 
into the earth, and gathered the vine of 
the earth, and cast it into the great wine- 
press of the wrath of God. 

.20 And. the winepress. was, trodden 
without'the city, and blood came out of 
the winepress, even unto the. horse 
bridles, by the space of a thousand and 
six hundred furlongs.

8 And the temple was filled with 
smoke from the glory of God, and 
from his power; and no man was 
able to enter into the temple, till the 
seven plagues of the seven angels were 
fulfilled. abit seh Darts 
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CHAPTER 16 
AND I heard.a great voice. out-of the 
temple: saying to.the seven angels, 
Go your ways, and pour out the vials of 
the wrath of God upon the earth, 

2 And the first went; and poured out his 
vial upon the earth; and there fell a noi- 
some and grievous sore upon the men 
which had the mark of the beast, and 
upon them which worshipped his image, 

3 And the second. angel poured out his 
vial upon the sea; and it became.as the 
blood of a dead man: and every living 
soul died in the sea, 

4-And the third angel poured. out his 
vial.upon the.rivers and fountains of 
waters; and they became blood. 

5 And I heard the:angel of the waters 
say, Thou art righteous, O Lord, which 
art, and wast, and shalt be, because thou 
hast judged thus. a tesé 
(6 For they have shed the blood of 
saints and prophets, and thou hast given 
them blood to drink; for they are worthy. 

7 And I heard another out of the altar 
say, Even so, Lord God Almighty, true 
and righteous are thy judgments. ; 

8 And the fourth angel poured out his 
vial upon the sun; and power was given 
unto him to scorch men with fire. 

9 And men were: scorched with great 
heat, and blasphemed the name of God, 
which hath power over these plagues: 
and they repented not to give him glory, 

10 And the fifth angel poured out his 
vial upon the seat of the beast; and his 
kingdom was full of darkness; and they 
gnawed their tongues for pain, — 

11 And blasphemed the God of heaven 
because of their pains and their sores, 
and repented not of their deeds. | 

12 And the sixth angel poured. out his 
vial upon the great river Ei-phra'tés; 
and the water thereof was dried up, 
that the way of the kings of the east’ 
might be prepared. j 

13 And I saw three unclean spirits like 
frogs come out of the mouth of the 
dragon, and out of the mouth of the beast, 
and out of the mouth of the false prophet. 

14 For they are the spirits of devils, 
working miracles, which go forth unto 
the kings of the earth and of the whole 
world, to gather them to the battle of 
that great day of God Almighty. . 

15 Behold, I come.as.a thief, Blessed 
is he that watcheth, and. keepeth: his 
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garments, lest he walk naked, and they 

see his shame. 

16 And he gathered them together into 

a place called in the Hebrew tongue 
ma-géd’don. ; 

17 And the seventh angel poured out 
his vial into the air; and there came a 
great voice out of the temple of heaven, 
from the throne, saying, It is done. 

18 And there were voices, and thun- 
ders, and lightnings; and there was a 
great earthquake, such as was not since 
men were upon the earth, so mighty an 
earthquake, and so great. 

19 And the great city was divided into 
three parts, and the cities of the nations 
fell: and great Babylon came in remem- 
brance before God, to give unto her the 
cup of the wine of the fierceness of his 


wrath. 

20 And every island fled away, and the 
mountains were not found. 

21 there fell upon men a great hail 
out of heaven, every stone about the 
weight of a talent: and men blasphemed 
God because of the plague of the hail;

6 And I saw the woman drunken with 
the blood of the saints, and with the 
blood of the martyrs of Jesus: and when 
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I saw her, I wondered with great ad- 
miration. 

7 And the angel said unto me, Where- 
fore didst thou marvel? I will tell thee 
the mystery of the woman, and of the 
beast that carrieth her, which hath the 
seven heads and ten horns. 

8 The beast that thou sawest was, and 
is not; and shall ascend out of the bot- 
tomless pit, and go into perdition: and 
they that dwell on the earth shall won- 
der, whose names were not written in 
the book of life from the foundation of 
the world, when they behold the beast 
that was, and is not, and yet is. 

9 And here is the mind which hath wis- 
dom. The seven heads are seven moun- 
tains, on which the woman sitteth. 

10 And there are seven kings: five are 
fallen, and one is, and the other is not 
yet come; and when he cometh, he must 
continue a short space. 

11 And the beast that was, and is not, 
even he is the eighth, and is of the seven, 
and goeth into perdition. 

12 And the ten horns which thou saw- 
est are ten kings, which have received 
no kingdom as yet; but receive power as 
kings one hour with the beast. 

13 These have one mind, and shall give 
their power and strength unto the beast. 

14 These shall make war with the 
Lamb, and the Lamb shall overcome 
them: for he is Lord of lords, and King 
of kings: and they that are with him are 
called, and chosen, and faithful. 

15 And he saith unto me, The waters 
which thou sawest, where the whore 
sitteth, are peoples, and multitudes, and 
nations, and tongues. 

16 And the ten horns which thou saw- 
est upon the beast, these shall hate the 
whore, and shall make her desolate and 
naked, and shall eat her flesh, and burn 
her with fire. " 

17 For God hath put in their hearts to 
fulfil his will, and to agree, and give 
their kingdom unto the beast, until the 
words of God shall be fulfilled. 

18 And the woman which thou sawest 
is that great city, which reigneth over 
the kings of the earth, t 


CHAPTER 18 j 
Are after these things I saw another 
angel come down from heaven, 
having great power; and the earth was 
lightened with his glory. 
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2 And he cried mightily with a strong 
voice, saying, Babylon the greatis fallen, 
is fallen, and is become the habitation 
of devils, and the hold of every foul 
spirit, and a cage of every unclean and 
hateful bird.

8 Therefore shall her plagues come in 
one day, death, and mourning, and fam- 
ine; and she shall be utterly burned with 
fire: for strong is the Lord God who 
judgeth her. 

9 And the kings of the earth, who have 
committed fornication and lived deli- 
ciously with her, shall bewail her, and 
lament for her, when they shall see the 
smoke of her burning, 

10 Standing afar off for the fear of her 
torment, saying, Alas, alas, that great 
city Babylon, that mighty city! for in one 
hour is thy judgment come. 

11 And the merchants of the earth shall 
weep and mourn over her; for no man 
buyeth their merchandise any more: 

12 The merchandise of gold, and silver, 
and precious stones, and of pearls, and 
fine linen, and purple, and silk, and scar- 
let, and all thyine wood, and all manner 
vessels of ivory, and all manner vessels 
of most precious wood, and of brass, and 
iron, and marble, 

13 And cinnamon, and odors, and oint- 
ments, and frankincense, and wine, and 
oil, and fine flour, and wheat, and 
beasts, and sheep, and horses, and 
chariots, and slaves, and souls of men.

14 And the fruits that thy soul lusted 
after are departed from thee, and all 
things which were dainty and goodly are 
departed from thee, and thou shalt find 
them no more at all.

21 And a mighty angel took up a stone 
like a great millstone, and cast it into the 
sea, saying, Thus with violence shall 
that great city Babylon be thrown down, 
and shall be found no more at all. 

22 And the voice of harpers, and musi- 
cians, and of pipers, and trumpeters, 
shall be heard no more at all in thee; 
and no craftsman, of whatsoever craft 
he be, shall be found any more in thee; 
and the sound of a millstone shall be 
heard no more at all in thee; 

23 And the light of a candle shall shine 
no more at all in thee; and the voice of 
the bridegroom and of the bride shall be 
heard no more at all in thee: fer thy 
merchants were the great men of the 
earth; for by thy sorceries were all na- 
tions deceived.

16 And the city lieth foursquare, and 
the length is as large as the breadth: and 
he measured the city with the reed, 
twelve thousand furlongs. The length 
and the breadth and the height of it are 
equal. 

17 And he measured the wall thereof, 
a hundred and forty and four cubits, 
according to the me e of a man, that 
is, of the angel. 

18 And the building of the wall of it 
was of jasper: and the city was pure 
gold, like unto clear glass. 

19 And the foundations of the wall of 
the city were garnished with all manner 
of precious stones. The first foundation 
was jasper; the second, sapphire; the 
third, a chalcedony; the fourth, an 
emerald; 

20 The "fifth, sardonyx; the sixth, sar- 
dius; the seventh, chrysolite; the eighth, 
beryl; the ninth, a topaz; the tenth, a 
chrysoprasus; the eleventh, a jacinth; 
the twelfth, an amethyst. 

21 And the twelve gates were twelve 
pearls; every several gate was of one 
pearl: and the street of the city was 
pure gold, as it were transparent glass. 

22 And I saw no temple therein: for the 
Lord God Almighty and the Lamb are 
the temple of it. 

23 And the city had no need of the sun, 
neither of the moon, to shine in it: for 
the glory of God did lighten it, and the 
Lamb is the light thereof. 

24 And the nations of them which are 
saved shall walk in the light of it: and 
the kings of the earth do bring their 
, glory and honor into it. 

25 And the gates of it shall not be shut 
a all by day: for there shall be no night 

ere. 

26 And they shall bring the ser and 
honor of the nations into it. 

27 And there shall in no wise enter into 
it any thing that defileth, neither what- 
soever worketh abomination, or maketh 
a lie: but they which are written in the 
Lamb’s book of life.
